more profitable than Hiftory. It is a ge¬ 
neral fort of Learning, fitted for all Ca¬ 
pacities ;*the Meaneft' are-not below, nor 
the Greateft above it, 'becaufe it contains 
nothing fo abltrufe, that may not be eafi- 
ly comprehended ; nor any thing fo tri¬ 
vial, that may not be worth obferving. 
All Arts and Sciences are purehafed by 
much Study and Labour; and, even fo, 
they are not attained in any Perfedion, 
but by thofe whom Nature has particu¬ 
larly moulded to receive fuch an Impref- 
fion. Hiftory alone delights at once, and 
inftruds ; it informs; without perplexing 
the Underftanding; it improves, without 
burthening the Memory ; it rectifies, with¬ 
out thwarting the Will; and, in fhort, it 
leads away our Aftedions, without mif- 
guiding them. The Advantages we reap 
by it are ineftimable, in regard we re¬ 
ceive a perfect Knowledge of what was 
before us ; and are thereby enabled to 
make a Judgment of what will be after 
us: For, as the Wife Man, fo many Ages 
fince, _ faid, There was nothing new under 
the Sun ; fo may we believe there neither 
is in our Times, nor will be in thofe to 
come : For the Lives and Addons- of 
Men are only a continued Repetition of 
thofe that preceded them ; becaufe all this 

inferiour 
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inferior Wortd is but a perpetual Conca¬ 
tenation of the felf-fiune Rjevqlutions, how¬ 
ever furprizingly difguized in die Drefs 
and Methods. Now, to know what paf- 
fed fince the Creation, and thence judi- 
cioufly to inferr what is likely to enfue 
till the final Confummacion; and this not 
, only in one Gity or Kingdom, but through¬ 
out the vaft Circumference of the Uni- 
verfe, is a fort of Knowledge that appears 
to be fomewhat more than Humane ; or 
rather, not far removed from Divine. It 
is a Knowledge lb important, that God 
himfelf did not difdain, for our Benefit 
to fill up the greateft part of his Sacred' 
Volume with Hiftory, whereof he himfelf 
was the Compiler. God himfelf it was 
that, through the Mouths of the Prophets' 
tranfmitted down to us the Hiftory of the 
Creation, and Reftauration of Mankind, 
the Genealogy of the firft Patriarchs, the 
Ads of the Children of If rad, the Lives 
of their Judges and Kings, and all that is 
Hiftorical in Holy Writ. Nay, to come 
hearer ; What are the Four Gojpe/s, and 
the Ails of the Apojlles , but the Hiftory 
of our Blefled Saviour, and thofe his 
glorious Followers. Thus the Prophets 
and Evangelifts feem to authorize and 
recommend Hiftory, they themfelves be¬ 
ing 
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ing Sacred Hiftorians. Nor is it only on 
this Religious Foundation, chat its Credit 
is fupported : To omit many things that 
might be urged to teftifie its great Va¬ 
lue , let us only confidcr whence it is 
that we have the Knowledge of cmr Ori¬ 
ginal, and what it is that has eternized 
the Memory of Great and Worthy Pei> 
fons; and we (hall find, it is all due to 
Hiftory alone. To this alfo mull thofe 
who now live, and are ambitious of per¬ 
petuating their Memory, owe the Trans¬ 
mitting "of their Names and Merits to 
Pofterity. To this Kings and Princes are 
beholding, for the rare Examples it fur* 
nilhes them with of their Iljuftrious Pre- 
deceflbrs; thereby ftirring up their Minds 
to imitate their Heroick Adions, and be¬ 
come Partakers of their lafting Praifes. 
To this, States-men are obliged, for the 
politick Prefidents it affords them to go¬ 
vern themfelves by in all extraordinary 
Exigencies of State. To this, all accom- 
piilhed Perfons Hand indebted for the Or¬ 
nament of their Difcourfe, and for the 
perfeding them in the true Knowledge of 
the World. And, to conclude. From this, 
the Generality of Mankind is furnilhed 
with Variety of Instances exciting to Ver- 
tuc, and deterring from Vice. But, though 

too 
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too much cannot be (aid upftni fo defer* 
ving a Subjed, let this Suffice, Since 
it is not to inform, but to obtain a 
favourable Acceptance* that fo much has 
been laid. 

if then. Sit, the Dignity aiid Value 
of Hiftory be Such as I have reprelent- 
ed, well may it merit an Honourable Pa¬ 
tronage from Perlons of Worth. Empty 
Titles are not the Worth I mean; thole 
too often are beftowed upon the vileft of 
Men, and even for Submitting to the 
moft infamous of Crimes. That is true 
Worth, which, being derived from Ho¬ 
nourable Anceftdrs, though without the 
Addition of gaudy Epithets, is preserved 
ttnblcmilhed, and without Stain. To afeend 
to thole the World calls Honours, Such as 
Lordlhips, Earldoms and Dukedoms, by in¬ 
dued, Scandalous and unjuft Means, is ra¬ 
ther to deicend : To embrace them, offered 
under thofe Circumftances, is the Ad of an 
abjed , rather than a noble Spirit; and 
to aim at, and afpire to them through 
thofe Means , rather betokens a fordid 
Pride, than a generous Ambition* Such 
Patrons are neither capable of Receiving 
or Communicating Honour ; their Names, 

in 




in HiftOry * are branded with Infamy, 
not to be covered 1 by all the Sycophant 
Addrefles and Flatteries of a Dedication : 
And eveh the Work which feeks Shelter 
under them, fucks in the Infection of 
their poyfonous Shadow. Malice may, 
perhaps, endeavour fo to pervert my 
Words, as if they implied a Reflection up¬ 
on Great and Honourable Perfons ; but 
it is plain, only Malice can fo mif-inter- 
pret my Meaning, as to force it to fuch 
an invidious Senfe. Thofe who are tru¬ 
ly Noble, cannot fuffer in the Character 
of fuch as only mimick their Grandeur; 
and they alone Will find themfelves af¬ 
fected , whofe Confidences lhall accitfe 
them of having afpired to a Counter?, 
feit Nobility, through mean and fordid 
Practices. 

Thefe, Sir, are thd Men, whofe Name$ 
I mot abhor to prefix to my Labours; 
from them I fly to your Protection, as 
to one whom Envy it felf cannot afperfd 
with Want of real Honour, or with af¬ 
fecting that which is not luch. If Illu- 
ftrious Birth and Parentage be Honour, 
yours is too well known , to be capable 
of receiving any Addition by any thing 
my Pen can exprels in its behalf. If a

i plentiful Fortune be the- Support arid Or* 
\nament of Honour* yob have received k 
\from Jrour Anceftors, by a Legal 
tance; when others, to raife their ,Fami*- 
lies, found Eftates upon Extortion, Fraud and 
Oppreffion. But, above all. If Generous 
Actions and Vertuous Principles be true 
Honour, none that knows, you, is igno¬ 
rant, how great a Share you poflefs. 
Nor would I pals by this fo material a 
Pbint, without enlarging upon it, but 
that it will not fuit with your Mode¬ 
sty , to hear your own, though juft. 
Commendations-: Nor will the Malice 
and Virukncy of our Times bear with 
the Mention of folid and real Praifes. 
What you are, and what you meric, nei¬ 
ther is, 'nor will be unknown it may 
prove the Subject of an abler Pen, when 
thofe who know, ihali fee a fit Time 
to recommend your Memory to Pofte- 
rity. 

All that remains. Sir, is, to beg a fa¬ 
vourable Acceptance of the Tender I 
Hake. It is the entire Hiftory of a King- 
lom, from its firft Plantation, to.this 
irefent Time. The Original was dedica- 
ed to a King : The Tranflation has not,

THE 


PREFACE 


P OrtUgal, though a Kingdom of but a fnall 
Extent, and which Jor thefe latter Tears, 
has not furnijhed us with any great ful- 
| ]eft. of Htfiory ; yet in pafi Ages, it did fo 
largely extend its Dominions, and raifed fuch 
admiration throughout Europe, by its wonder - 
ful Dijcoveries and (lupendious Conquefis, that 
j it is much to be admired, all its pafi Glories 
\bould be Buried under its prefent obfcurity, 
\Kor is it lefs to be wondred at, that England, 
Mohich fo lately received from thence a Qyeen, 
JOHN Stevens*^ living, fhould know Jo little either of her 

Kountry, or Progenitors: This, I Jay, in re - 
ward, that till now there has not appeared abroad 
In the Englilh Tongue anyHiftory of that once Jo 
}mous Kingdom, unlefs we will reckon as Juch 

I ome fmall fragments which at feveral times 
iave crept into the World, and which feem ra- 
1 her to Jtir up our curiofity to know, who thole 
i (a a) People- 
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People were, than any ways tafatisfy our aefire 
of Knowledge. This fault / amove mull h 
kief imputed to the Ponoguefe them elves, 
,dote care it ought to have bee, to deliver to 
Pollerity and Foreigners their own honourable 
Athens, fo methodized, that they might de- 
liaht in feeing them together reduced into the 
form of a compleat Hiftory. But they, though 
furnifling fo much matter for Authors to em* 
ploy their fern, were yet fupinely negligent in 
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July recording and puhlifbing of it . It is true 9 

they had many Writers, mho patched their 
Action * from utter oblivion, by leaving that 
piece-meal which ought to have been reduced in-, 
to one Work ; but this was a labour moft Mem 
were averfe to, as believing it above their 
ftrength , becaufe thofe Writings were partly fo 
'voluminous, that it required almofi a Mams 
Age to reduce them to a lefs compafs, and part¬ 
ly fo fcattered abroad in fundry parts of the 
Kingdom, that they defpaired of ever being a- 
hie to bring them together. 


Emanuel de Faria y Soufa, our Author, 
was the firft that 1 can find ever undertook to 
digefi and pullifh to the World, the compleat 
Hiftory of his Country, and give a perflea ac¬ 
count of the Allions of his Countrymen in all 
parts of the World. Fie not only undertook, but 
performed it with general applaufe, not only of 
the Portuguefe who are the Jubjetl of his 
great Enterprize, but even of the Spaniards, 
in whofe Language he If'rote. 7 his his labour 
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was not finifhed till the Tear 1640. and appear¬ 
ed not in publick till many Tears after. He 
has obferved a ft rill method of Hiftory, without 
running out into endlefs Digrefiions, which only 
ferve to fwell VolwMSs, and are no way material 
to the fubjell in hand* Being a Portuguefe, 
/ cannot affirm him to be altogether impartial, 
for there is no Man whom the love of his Na¬ 
tive Country does not a little Jway, yet this 
can be no exception againft him, becaufe, if 
Juch, all Hillory would be lyable to the Jame 
cenfure ; and befides he was a Man that pro- 
pofed to himfelf no intereft in flattering the 
great ones, living always a private retired life, 

. which will plainly appear in that he [pares not 
often to expofe the Vices and Enormities of no¬ 
table Perfous for the fake off their foftertty, 
and no where extols any, though never fo migh¬ 
ty for the hope of pleafing their defendants. 
But to be jhort, let the Hiftory J'peak for it 
felf, for my commendation , as being a party too 
much concerned in it, cannot add much to its 
Reputation, and yet this / muft fay, that I can¬ 
not at all doubt of its meeting applaufe, becaufe 
having run through the Kingdoms of Spain and 
Portugal, with a general efteem in its original 
Language,I cannot be perfwaded that the Tranfta- 
tion qan have fo much detracted from its firft 
value, as to render it unacceptable to the judi¬ 
cious lovers of this fort of Learning.' 

Thus much may fuffice as to the Hiftory in 
Ceneraf, but to defend to particulars. The 
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firfi Book contains all that hapned in Portugal, 
from the time it was ftrft peopled by Tubal, 
the Grand Jon of Noah, till the time of the fa¬ 
mous Viriatus. Thefecond begins with Viriatus, 
and ends at the Birth of Saviour. The third 
reaches from the Birth sf our Saviour till the 
Ccvpieft of Spain by the Moors; The fourth 
from the Moorifh Conqueft, till the erecting of 
Portugal into a particular Kingdom, under its 
ftrft King, Alonfo the Ftrft, or rather his Fa¬ 
ther Count Henry. The fifth from thefaid 
Count Henry, till King Sancho the fiecond , 
The fixth from him till King Ferdinand inclu- 
five. The fieventh from King John the Fir ft, 
to King John the Second. The eighth from 
King Eoianuel, till Henry the King and Car¬ 
dinal, and the Governors left by him at his 
Death. The ninth Book has the lives of the 
three Philips Kings of Spain and Portugal, till 
the Tear 16 40. where the Author concludes , 
and the Supplement begins. 

Having given this fhort account of the main 
Hiftory, and named the Supplement, 1 muft not 
omit to Jay fomewhat in relation to it. Ema* 
anal de Faria havinz concluded , as has been 

U> f 

/aid \ juft at the Tear 1640. there enjued that 
■very Tear the great Revolution , in which the 
Portuguefe ca(l off the Dominion of the Spa¬ 
niards, and Jet up a King of their own f This 
mighty work was in a manner done in a day y all 
places fuhnitting to the new Kirig> and expell¬ 
ing the Spaniards with fuck juccejs as is ( caret 
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cre/Tible, but that the thing is ft ill firejb in the 
memory of many perfons . living. However, 

though the Portuguefe in fio fhort a time had 
ajferted their Liberty, andcqft off the Foreign. 
Toak ; yet the conferences of fo great an En- 
terprife, were a continual War for the fipace of 
almoft Twenty Eight Tears. Now this War 
ts the principal fuljedl of the Supplement, and 
indeed a matter well worthy to be known, as a 
moft material franfialiion fif this Age. Being 
a thing fo remarkable and near our times, / 
have been very particular in it, and therefore 
given an exalt account of the Tranfiadicns. of 
every Tear apart. I have not been Jparing of 
any labour in perufing fiuch Authors as have 
writ of it, and extracting from them as much 
as my intended Brevity would permit, and thd 
l defigned to have been much Jborter, the va¬ 
riety of accidents is Juch, that it has obliged, 
tne to run it out to a much greater bulk than ■ at.. 
ftrft / defigned. Neither have 1 wanted inf or* 
motion in many particulars touched in this Sup¬ 
plement, from Perfons who were prefent and Eye- 
witneffes, to the A ft ions therein related. Nay 
one of my Authors , viz. the Count de Ericcyra, 
who has handled this fiubjeB very largely, was 
not only a Commander in the Army, but alfio a 
Councellor of State, and therefore a moft fit. 
Man to give an account as well of the Wat Lie 
Exploits in the Field, as of the private 7 re f-, 
actions at Court. But now to come to the left 
part of aU, which / call the Conclufion cf dee 
Hiftory, it is fo diftingutfhcd from the reft of

the Supplement, in regard that therein we look 
back into feveral Tears before treated of. This., 
as is there fa id, was fo ordered to avoid in- 
t err opting the feries of the War, with the re¬ 
lation of Fail ions and Animofittes at Court. 
And the Comicels and Pratt if es which tended 
to that extraordinary change, which was made 
in the Government, in the imprifoning and con¬ 
fining a King for many Tears, being matters■ 
meriting a Jpecial obfervation* / thought it 
better to lay the whole feries of them together, 
fo that they may appear at one view, than to 
interrupt them with other Narrations. 

■ Monarchies as all other wordly things have 
their rife and jail, and conjequently thoje which 
have once been glorious, ought to merit our e* 
Jleem for what they were, no lefs than theft, 
which are now great, are admired for what they, 
are. It is no dijgrace to a famous General ^ 
that he is grown old and worn out with labours^ 
nor ought it to lejfen our efteem for a Kingdom 
becauje we fee it junk under the too great Bur¬ 
then of its undertakings. This has hapned to 
Portugal, which being of its jelf but a fmatt 
fpot of Ground, yet adventured.\ and that with 
fuecefs, to Jpread its Conquefts into the four 
parts of the World, to build Cities and Forts 
among People before unknown to the Europeans, 
to trajfick among jjude and Barbarous Nations, 
t(\ engage Multitudes, not of naked Indians, 
but juch as had the ufe of all forts of Fire-arms, 
to Preach the Gofpel to inhuman Infidels, who 

' had 
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had never heard thefacred Name of Chrifl, and 
in fine, to People the vaft Ocean, if / may fi 
call it, with their Fleets, to pierce through, 
dangers of mknown Seas, and to difeover tout 
the courfe of the Sun, by tracing his Carrier 
round this. Terreft rial Globe. Thefe are the 
mighty Attions, which gained Portugal that 
renown it flood pojfejjed of, and thefe very ex¬ 
ploits have helped to fink it into that obfeuri- 
ty, which now in a manner hides it from us. 
The greatnefs of the attempts gained them re¬ 
nown, but their own and their , Neighbours 
boundlefs avar ice proved the hone of all their 
j Glories. Their own, lecaufe being but fo fnudl 
a People, they yet Jet no limits to their defires, 
but rather ftretched forth their greedy hands 
to catch at all the Riches of the Eafl, and turn 
them to their peculiar ufe, without confidering 
how much eafierit has always been found to ac w* 
pure much, than to preferve what is fo unrea- 
fonably acquired. It was their Neighbours a- 
varies, as I j aid, that haflned their ruin, be-- 
caufc there was fcarce a nation of any confedera¬ 
tion in Europe, which did not ft rive to pluck a . 
Feather from them, and to gain footing, where 
fuch mighty profpett of profit appeared; and a- 
bove all, the Dutch have been the Cormorants 
that have devoured their Lands, fheir Metaby 
and their Spice. Such was the downfall of the 
Portuguefe Nation, raifed by their Ambition 
and Valour to the highefl pitch of Honour, and 
caft down by the Covetoufnefs and Bnvy of them 
Neighbours. Nor has the late War, vqhich in¬ 
volved 
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volved the greatefi part of Europe, contrilu* 
ted lefts to the ohfcuring of their Name, for all 
Mankind being wholly taken up with the thoughts 
of thofe that were atlive , had not leafure to cajl 
an Eye upon a People, that lay happily ohfcu - 
red under the Bleffed cloud of Peace. Tet thd 
the calm they have of late enjoyed, may have 
put them by the Honour of any frejh martial 
Atchievments, an Honour it is their greatefi 
felicity to want ; neverthelefs their more glori¬ 
ous former Exploits are trot worthy to he buried 
in Oblivion* The Empires of the Aflyrians, 
Perfians, Greeks and Romans, have longfince 
perifhed, and fill we read their Allions with 
Delight and Admiration. ■ The Kingdoms of 
the Parthians, the Goths, the Huns, and o- 
ther barbarous Nations, are now no more , and 
fiill the remembrance of their Valour , their 
Vidories, and their fuccefs is the fubjefl of ma¬ 
ny Volumes. Portugal fiill ftands an indepen¬ 
dent Monarchy, and though but the skelettn of 
what it was, fiill its former Glories merit to 
be Recorded., cither for what that Kingdom 
tlsen was, or for what it may pojfibly be a- 
gain. » 

But it is high time 1 look about for fear cf 
tranfgreffmg in too long a Preface. Hitherto 
fomcthing has been fail concerning the Author, 
concerning his Works, and concerning the King¬ 
dom he treats of. What now remains is to re¬ 
move Jome objedions which may be raijed by 
fitch as would have all Efifiories as infallible 

as 
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as the Holy Scripture, both as to Time and 
AH ions : This is what all Men may wifi), but 
none ever yet could attain to. He that would 
read no Hifiory , in which there is a fault ., may 
refolve to fpare his Eyes, or apply them to fome 
other fiudy. The fir ft thing I find in this Book, 
which may be carped at, is the account of the 
frfi planting, this Kingdom, and the fucceeding 
race of Kings, till the coming in of the Cartha¬ 
ginians. Nothing more can be Jaid in defence 
hereof, but that all Antiquity at fuch a difiance 
is obfcure, every Nation has laboured to de¬ 
duce it Jelf from the near eft time to the Flood 
it could ; and what is mofli even the Ancient Jo- 
fephus writes, that Jobel or Tubal, the 
Grandfon of Noah, came into Spain, and other 
Greek and Latin Authors make mention of Spa- 
nilh Kings here named ; therefore m fuch a 
mifi of Antiquity , it may be reckoned a great 
fTappivefs, that fuch lights as thefe can be 
found to lead us to any part of it that we may 
rely upon. The next objedion will be againft 
many pafiages of fomewhat a latter date ; as 
for ex ample,the ftrange life of Abidis, the coming 
0/ Nebuchadnezer into Spain, and feveral c- 
ther things very incredible to thofe who have 
not heard of them before. The anfiver is. 
That thefe things, though ftrange to us are not 
at all .npnjjible, that they are left to us upon 
credit of very Authentick Authors, and that if 
in them there be any thing fabulous, yet that 
mv.fi not Haft the Reputation of this Hifiory, 
no mo tv than the Engiilh Chronicle ought to be 
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wholly condemned for the far fetcht Hijlory of 
Brutus and his Trojans, or Livy for his Poe¬ 
tical Nourfery of Romulus and Remus by a 
Wolf. What follows till the Birth of our Sa 
viour, andJome time after, will not he liable 
to rnuch cenfure, by reajon there is little in it, 
but what has been delivered by Roman Writ 
terSy who have for the mofi part pajjed current 
in the World ; or, if any of them have not, it 
is no way the Bufinejs of this work to vindicate 
them. After the firfi Preaching of the Gofpel ,, 
we fhall here and there meet with fome account 
of Miracles wrought, which perhaps, may not 
Jute with all Palates. Mofi Chrifiians do ah 
low, that the firfi fpreading oj Chriflianity, was 
wrought with the help of ftupendious Wonders, 
Godfo ordaining it for the convincing of the hard* 
ned Painyms, who , being carnally Educated\ 
could never- be brought to comprehend the facred' 
Doflrine of Chrifi, unlefs they had been convin¬ 
ced by the working of Jome fupernatural Opera¬ 
tions. Mofi Chrifiians,' I Jay, do allow of this 
at leafi in the Infancy of Chrijlianity, and thefe 
/ believe will not much refied upon the credit 
offuch as they fhall here meet withal ; and for 
thoje pretended Chrifiians, who cry down all 
that is not fuitalle to their own Enthufiafiick 
Notions, it is not material whether they givo 
credit to thefe things or not, fince many of them 
have had the prophane Impudence with jacrile¬ 
gions Tongues and Pens , to endeavour to obe¬ 
li fb the uje of the Lord’s Prayer and Creed ; and 
it is no diferedit for a Chrifiian Author to be 
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difefieemed by thofe who made Jo little account 
of Chrifi himfelf, qnd his Apoftles. Hoxbever, 
l do not urge this to oblige the believing of all 
fuch miraculouj^Bf Nations, as fhad occur in this 
Hijlory ; it will appear. Jam not over-fond'of 
them my felf. t Doubtlefs in all parts of the 
World, God permitted Miracles to be wrought 
for his own Glory, and for the' Salvation of 
Souls, but whether the fame, or in the fame 
manner, as they are here related, is left to e- 
very one to believe or dif-believe at his plea- 
fur e. To proceed, there follows for fome hun¬ 
dreds of years, after the Redemption of Man, 
a mofi, obfeure and uncertain account of what 
hapned not only in Portugal, but throughout 
all Spain. * From the total Conquefi made by 
Auguftus, till the coming of the Barbarous 
Goths, Suevians, Vandals, Alans, and the 
refl, there was for the mofi part a continual 
Peace throughout Spain, which being, during 
that time, a Province Jubjed to the Empire, 
either yielded no matter worth the Writing, or 
elfe wanted Writers to tranfmit it to Pofieri -* 
ty. The barbarous Nations above mentioned, 
were fo far from fhe thoughts of recording their 
own Ads, that their great eft care was. to root 
out and deflroy all Learning and Civility, for 
which reajon, their Hijlory is tranfmitted' to 
us fo interrupted and imperfed, that fame any 
Connedion can le found in it. But when 
thefe Savage people by the receiving of Chri- 
flianity had been fomewhat Civilized, and it 
might have been hoped the Clouds of ignorance 

would 
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would have been difperfed, then their griev¬ 
ous Sins called upon them a heavy Judgment 
from Africk, which was tin inundation of 
Moors, who in the/pace of eight Months , o- 
verran all Spain, defiroying not only Books , 
lut all Monuments of Antiquity that were 
then remaining , and driving the miferalle 
Qhrifiians into Dens and Caves upon the Moun¬ 
tains ; whence afterwards ifuing out, they 
had fo much continual employment for the 
Sword, that none had time to perpetuate with 
the Pen, what the Sword performed. Hence 
followed fuch a profound ignorance in this King¬ 
dom of Portugal, the perpetual Wars ta¬ 
king away all thoughts of Learning, that for 
many Tears after it had Kings of its own, 
yet it wanted Writers to perpetuate their Me - 
mory . 

Thefe are in fhort the defells of this Hi* 
fiory, if they may be termed fuch, fince as we 
have Jaid before, there is none per feci in the 
World, and thofe I think are fufficiently an* 
fwered to fatisfy fuch reafonable perfotis as will 
not expett mpojfibilities. Of the Supplement 
it will be needlefs to add more than has been 
already faid, unlefs it be a word touching the 
conclusion of it, and in relation to the account 
there given, of the hard ufage of the unfor¬ 
tunate King Alphonfo. Tet becaufe I think, 
as much has been faid there, as is requifite 
to juftify what I have Written, I will not tire 
the Reader s patience, only once [or all, ajfure 
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him, that nothing has leen there Writ ly me 
for Favour or AJfertion , fince I may rather ex - 
pell to be condemned than rewarded for any 
thing that Jeems to vindicate that unhapy 
Prince. I muft. confefs, / could not without 
Concern, read a Book publifhed here in the 
Tear 1677. and Entituled, The Portugal 
Hiftory; Or, a Relation of the Troubles 
that hapned in the Court of Portugal in the 
Years 1667. and 1668. For in that Treatife, 
J find King Alphonfo treated in fo cruel 
a manner , that it would afflict the hardejl 
Heart that has any * remorfe or confederation 
for the Majefiy of Kings. It was not the im- 
prifoning and dethroning of that poor Prince , 
which was the hardejl part of his Misfortunes; 
this Book I mentioned, and others like it, have 
yet gone farther, by blafling his Memory to po- 
Jlerity, and reprefenting of him as a Monfter , 
rather than a Man. Thefe enormities I have 
laboured the befl I could, to rectify by giving 
the truefi Character of that Prince I could, 
and the mofl impartial account of his Misfor¬ 
tunes. In this part I have made ufe of 0- 
ther impartial Authors, and alfo of authen- 
tick informations, from fuch perfons as knew 
that King, and were Witneffes to the whole 
contrivance of his Depofition and Imprifon- 
ment. 

Thus much may fuffic'e to inform , not to pre- 
pojfefs the Reader. All Books that appear in 
pub lick are expojed to Cenjure, and few or

none efcape it, even the left are not exempted 
and therefore 1 cannot hope 'this jhould.

He durlt not at firft enter LufitanU , but fixM his 1 
Abode near it in thelfland Erithrea , Ernca, or JunonU , 
lying in thcYVeftem Sea, which in the Year ol Grace 
5*80. overflowed ir. The Piece of Land called Erithrea 
'which Name fell afterwards to the liland of Cadi\ ) af¬ 
forded filch rank Pafture, that the People were obliged 
at certain times to bleed the Cattle, left they fhould die 
being overflowed with Blood. Gerion palling over Irom 
thence to the Continent, began to commit Violences, 
carrying away Ibrne Cattle, which the Portugttcfc , un¬ 
skilled in Arms, had 00 way to prevent, but by remo¬ 
ving their Habitations. He growiiig bolder, commit¬ 
ted fo many Robberies, till he was forced to enlarge his 
Territory to contain his Flacks, which, in the Infancy 
of the World, was the grcatefl Treafure. But being 
taken with the Delightfulne/s of the liland, he only 
watched the Death of Betas, which happened the g nh 
Year of his Reign. 

B g 3 1 • Geiion 
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j ^ Gerion loft not the Opjfortunity he had wiflied 
’for, but immediately, upon the Death of Betus, palling 
over into Portugal, and bountifhllv bellowing upon the 
Natives what he had got by his Robberies, lo far gained 
upon them, that they fuffered him toaflume the Title 
of King. He, to eftablifh his Sovereignty, introduced 
a new Superftition and Sacrifice never before known to 
the People ■ and they, looking upon him as more than 
Man, took him for their Legiflator. All other parts 
of Spain followed the Example of the Pcnu^ticfc, and 
received him as their Sovereign. Ofjiim it is thought 
the City GIrena took its Name. But he having uiyrpcd 
the Crown, held it like a Tyrant; and the People, led- 
ing the Opprcruon, wilhed, but knew not how, to get 
rid of their unfupportable new Lord. 1

their prelent Suherings ^ tor the Dread of what a known 
Tyrant may do, is a greater Calamity than what he 
does really ad. Ofiris Icon accented the Invitation, 
and flew with Diligence to the Relief ol that Diftrefled 
People. Gcricn underftand-ing the Danger that threat, 
ned him, lent before his three Sons, with lome choferf 
Troops, to give a Check to Ofiris^ while lie came up 
with the main Body of his Army. The two Hofts met 
upon the Banks of the River Guadiana ,, where they char¬ 
ged one another with inch Fury, that Ofiris was near 
e lofing the Honour he had before gained by lo many no-, 
table Victories. For Gcricn and his Sons were brave, 
and the Lufitanians , though not* then ufed to handle 
Weapons, were ftrong of Body, and bore the Brunt 
with Resolution. But the Fortune of Ofirijs never fail¬ 
ing, and Gcricn being (lain, his Men defpairing of Suc- 
cels, placed all their Hope of Safety in Flight. . Ofiris 
ufed this Victory with Inch Clemency, (a Quality in¬ 
herent to fuchas fight for Juftice, and do notxonquer 
to -tyranize,) that he appeared to the Conquered, rather 
as a inercifuljudge of their Dinerences, than an haughty 
and luccefsful Commander ; and therefore yielded -the 
Crown of Spain to the three Sons of the Deceafed Gei ion, 
who were called L on In it. ' iy.

1C. This was the End of Gerion , inch will that of all 
Tyrants be. • Some Authors are of Opinion he was 
flain by Hercules thfc Grecian j and the realon of this 
Miftake is, that then the Name of Hercules was rather 
titular to all Heroes, than peculiar to any one. j Gerion 
was the firft in Spain that made Account or anv Trea- 
(ure befides Cattle, difcovered Mines of Gold, and 
taught the Value of it. From the Riches he thus ga¬ 
thered he got theNam^of Chryfcus or Dcabus,\v hich, m 
the Lybian Language figriifies a Man or Got#, or Lord 
of great Riches. This Humanity of Ofinsj in reltonng 
the Sons of Gerion to the Crown, fo far gained upon the 
Portueurfe. that in return they gave up their very Souls, 
receiving the new VVorfhip which the Idolatrous O/ir n 
brought among them. Of him they learnt to make 
their Year but of Four Months, afar the manner of 
the Egyptians j which Cuftom continued m Spain, till 
Romans, having fubduedit, reduced the Account to 
their own Form. Ofiris is allowed to h*ve taught the 
People aneafier way of Tilling and Sowing than they 
ufed before. Gerion reigned ^4 years, and was the fant 
that opprefled and fleeced the People, the Property of 
Ufurpers, who when they do belt, treat their Subject s 
with niore Cruelty than Lawful Princes do at work. 

Ofiris returned to Egypt, leaving, behind hnn iome or of] r j s 
His Companions, v/ho were Arm# of thole called See - t:n .. JS : ni9 
nitre, and took their Seajs near the Mouth ot the River Egypt. 
Guadiana. From them Cape St. Vincent was alfo- cal¬ 
led Promontorium Scenjpicum.

fhon , his Son Orus Lyvirus fiicceeded him, having (lain 
the Murderer. The People of Anda'.u\ia, now again 
opprefled by theTyranny of the Lominii , who upon the 
departure of Ofiris , were exercifing their revenge on 
Orus Ly* thofe their Subjects, lent for and to Orus Lybicus, called 
bicus, alfo Hercules, who fpeedily came to their relief, as his 
Hercules, had done out of Africk •> where he had killed the

The P or fuguefe feeing their 1718, 
Princes (lain, began to move to revenge their Death; 
but Orus making ufe of perfwafions, rather than force, 
appealed them, and calling the Nobles to him, he 
made a Sacrifice of Thanksgiving. This done, he ad¬ 
vanced as far as the Promontorium Sacrum ,• where he 
built a magnificent Temple, wherein the ^Egyptian Ce¬ 
remonies taught by the Founder were formany Ages af¬ 
ter Religiouily obferved. The People in acknowledg¬ 
ment for the Benefits, received, by Hercules , or rather 
fwayed by fear, joyfully received his Son Hifpalus for 
their King, who continued in Lufitania with many of 
his /Egyptians. 

2. Hifpalus was inftalled 4.2 Years after the Gerims 
had begun to Reign, and being peaceably feated ontnc 
Throne, his Father Orus Lybicus marched away for 
Italy . The gentle Government of Hifpalus , was the 
reviving of the hearts of that People after fo many Ca¬ 
lamities, butProfperitiesarenot durable,for he died the , 

17th Year of his Reign: Among the memorable Cu- 
ftoms introduced by him, were thofe of Burying theDead, 
and wearing Mourning for them , what fort of Mourn¬ 
ing it was appears not, but that .which many Ages af- 
£er was ufed till the time of Kir!g Emanuel of Portugal , 
and Ferdinand of Qafiilc was on the lighteft occafions 
rough Canvafs, and the deep ufed for Kings and fuch 
like occafions, of the courfeft Sack-cloth, and that al¬ 
ways White, as is ftill ufed in China. 

4. Hifpanus fiicceeded his Father Hifpalus and was 
Proclaimed in the Temple of Hercules with great Cere¬ 
mony. The Spaniards in thofe days held it a crime to 
look upon the letting Sun, therefore thofe that lived up¬ 
on the Coaft, ufed to turn their backs towards it; thofe 
who lived near the Promontorium Sacrum , retreated at 
Night far off from it, believing the Gods fpenttheNight

The Fame of lb mighty an 
Army terrified the Spaniards , but they were no leis de¬ 
lighted with their Luxurious manner of living, all their 
Martial Exercilcs being intermixed with Pleaiures and 
Delights. Hence the Sports ufcd to this day in Portu¬ 
gal, called Folia s, are luppofed to have deduced their 
Original, which con lifts of Dancing, Taboring, and 
Singing: The Word is either derived from the Latin, 

Folia, or leaves, becaufe the Bacchanals were fo Crown¬ 
ed, or from the Italian, fignifying Madnefs, which is 
proper enough to fuch Divcrtifements, and to the 
Fcafts of the Bacchanals, * 

9. Bacchus finding the Lubit onions, oppofed his Com¬ 

mand, and cut oft many of his-Army, retiring tojftrc 
Mountains after doing the Mifchief, employed his l u- 
torS ilenus to work upon them by fair means, which 
he did fo effe&uallv, that they fubmitted themfelves to 
him, only upon condition he fhould not ufe the Name 
of King, which they would allow to none fince the 
Death of their beloved King Lufus. However, Bac¬ 
chus finding them an Ignorant and Credulous People, 
perfwaded them that the Soul of Lufus was tranfmi-

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grated unto his Son Lifias who for the 
him was returned to Reign over them rhi* ration 
Look with the People, that they put themielve^who^- 
ly into his Power, congratulating with themlejyes 
L Happinefs of having recovered their admired Kmg. 
Bacchus returned into Italy, and his Son remained pol- 
(efled of this great part of Europe, which he enjoyed not 
full Three Years: He dying, the Lujitanians would 
not admit any other King, but chofe for their Com¬ 
mander, one Cacus a bold Fellow, and one ot Lifias his 
• Companions ; he raifing a powerful Army, marched, 
again! Palatuus King of Andam whom in a Bloody 
Battle he overthrew, and by that means remained 
pofleffed of the greateft part of all Sy^»,puftedup 
with this Succefs, he became Inlolent and Cruel, which 

rendred him Odious to the People. . 

io. Palatuus, who lay lurking m the Mountains, 
laid hold of this opportunity, fent fame to lound the 
afteftions of the Multitude, and hndmg them well in¬ 
clined towards him, advenWred to raile Forces and 
march towards Lufitanh . At the fame time, Hercues 
the Theban, with the reft of the Argonauts, being by 
ftrefi of Weather call alhore in Spain, near the mouth 
of Guadalquivir , was lovingly received and entertained 
by Palatum ; this Courtefie obliged him to elpoufc his 
Quarrel, and fo joyning their Forces, they overthrew 
the Tyrant Cacus, or Licinius, who Wed into Italy , whi¬ 
ther prelently after Hercules returned. Still the Luc it a- 
niaiu prefefved their Liberty as before, as-they did 
whilft Eritbreus, whom feme call the Son, others the 
Coulin of Palatuus reigned in the other parts ot S pain.

11. The Tyranny of Cacus or Licin-.us , Jaitea 1 ntr- 

ty Six Years, which are to be included ih the 7 p 
Palatuus his Reign, and many more Lufitania remained 
free from any fubje&ion, being governed only l?y the 
Rules of Reafon, and fome of Tubal's Laws which re¬ 
mained in Verfe. It fell out accidentally, that a Mail 
1 called Gargoris ( which formerly hgnified a. burning 
Coal or Flame ) found a Swarm of Bees in a hollow 
' Oak, and difeovering their Honey, taught the ule ot 

it to the People, This fweet Difcovery was worth a

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Crown ; which the Multitude, p Requital for that 
Benefit, freely beftowed upon him. He was after¬ 
wards, by the Latins, called Melicola, for difeovering 
to the Spaniards the Ufe of Honey. Whilft Gargoris 
reigned, he had a Daughter got with Child by feme 
Gallant, or, as feme thought, by her own Father; for 
as feon as the Child was born, he caufed it to be expo- Abidis «;> 
fed to the Wild Beafts: But they, inftead of deftroy- p<fsd 3 
ing, nourifhed the Infant; of which he being inform- Brought- t» 
ed, caufed him to be caft into the Sea; and that Ele- Q ’ an5 , 
ment, milder than the Grandfather, carried it up the ™ 

River Tagus, as far as Santareyi, formerly called Scala- £ Qvc „ 
bis, where it was luckled by a Doe. Of her, being' w md ‘ 
grown up, he took to a natural Swiftnels; fe that they y;,,,. 
that hunted in the Mountains sdmired to Tee in him 
the Figure of a Man, and the Wildnels of a Bealt. 

Garporis hearing hereof,-and not imagining it was his 
Grandfon, cauled him to be taken in a Gin; and be¬ 
ing brought before him, he, by known Signs, perceiv¬ 
ed it was the fame he had expo led. His Hatred now 
turned into Love; he called hitp Abictis, cauling him 
to be carefully interacted : And be was fo great a Pro¬ 
ficient, that it was he who firlt civilized that barba¬ 
rous Multitude : He alfb taught them to yoke Oxen, to _ 
plow and few. 

11. Troy being reduced to Ames, VlyJJes, with a part 11 jo. 
of the Grecian Fleet, driven by Storms out of the Mouth 
of the Sfreights, arrived at length at the Mouth of the* 

River Ta^us ; and entring, landed; where he found, Ulyfles in 
already built, a City on the Hill ; to which he left his Poryig- 1 . 
Name, which remains to this Day, being called VlyJ- 
fippo , which is the famous City Lisbon. Here, in Me¬ 
mory of the Favours received of the Goddefs Minerva, 
he built a (lately Temple, and dedicated it Co her. 

Gargoris , upon the News of his Arrival, marched to¬ 
wards him with an Army; but they both mealing, and 
conferring together, parted Friends: And not lo con¬ 
tent, Gargoris gave to VlyJJes his Daughter, the Mother 
of Abidis, in Marriage. However, the Greeks commit¬ 
ting fcvcral Inlolences in the Country, they became 
odious to the People, who riling up_ in Arms againll 
them, Viyljcs ftole away to Sea, leaving his new \\ ite.

r,H Celts 13 - The Celt.e inhabiting Lufitania,, being vaitly in¬ 
fer,'e m created, Id that the Country they panelled. could not 
Portugal, contain them, puffed over the River T.igus, with their 
Flocks and Families, with a Delign .to fettle along the 
Sn-Coaft; beyond the Promontory of the Moon, now 
called the Rock of Sintra. Thole People fearing their 
intruding Guefls, marched out to oppole them; but be¬ 
ing overthrown, were forced to lubmit to thole that 
came with Intention only to be their Companions. 
The Turduii, for Id thofe People were called, joining 
with the Inhabitants of Lisbon, formed another'Army ; 
ancLjoining Battel with the Celt.e, gained the Field, 
but with fuch Lois, that they had no reufon to boaft of 
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their Victory. Both Parties confidering the Lois fu£

Nabuchadonofor having taken Hierufalem, and fub- Nabuchs- 
duea a great part of the then known World, came at «°” 0/ ? r 
laft into Spain with his mighty Army, compoled of all tu 
Nations. Having befieged the Hland of Cad:\, where 
the Phoenicians inhabited, by Sea and Land, he was dri¬ 
ven thence by the united Forces of Spain ; and 16 , with 
his whole Army, put to Sea again. He had before 
over-run the greateft part of Spain * and now departing, 
left behind him the greateft Plague that ever infefted 
it. Thus was a great Number of jives, dilperled in le¬ 
ver al Parts of it3 who fixing then, could never iince be 
rooted out. The Phoenicians delivered of the Danger of 
Nabuchadonofor , refilled to pay the Lujitanians, whom 
they had called to their Aid ; who offended thereat, 
demanded more than was their Due. The Controver- 
iie came to be decided by Blows, wherein the Lufita - 
mans were worked, yet not lo difcoumgjed, but that, ga¬ 
thering frefh Forces, they came on again foffuriouil/; 
that having vanquilhed their Enemies, they put them 
all to the Sword, without Mercy. ‘By this Victory 
they became Mafters of the greateft part of AnMhnfa ;

there, calling it Turd crania 3 where they built many

About Break of Day the two Armies joined Battel, 
with terrible Out-cries, and no leh Etfuhon of blood. 
Material obferving his Troops difordcred, and giving 
wav, with fome chofen Bands renewed the 1 lght, and 
made the Vi&ory more bloooy than it would have 
been, had not lb great a General commanded. Yet, 
fat Car- at i a f t he was forced to give way, and lave his Lite by 
rhagini- plight; Baucius having purlued the: Enemy, and taken 
alls defeat- £ h e Spoil of the Field, returned Vi&onous, and eredt- 
ed lalting Trophies in the Temples of his Idols.

CHAP. III. 

The Ad ions of the Carthaginian Governors i 
Mezerbal, Sappho, Hanno the Firft, Hij 
milco, Gifgo, Hannibal the Firft, Hanno 
the Second, Boodes, Mahcrbal, Hamilcar 
Barcinus, Afdrubal, and Hannibal the Se¬ 
cond': The Planting, of many Colonies ; and 
Beginning of the Roman P far. 

1 . 1 \/[E^crbal the Carthaginian, though overthrow'll, 
lVX quitted not his Pretenfions ; but contrived, 
by Policy to compafs what he had failed of by open 
Force. He began to treat amicably with the Lufitanian

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Turduli; and Iped lb well, that they intruded hignfwith «q 
feveral Places of Conlequence, whereof being once Mezerbal 
pofleffed; he began toLdrd it overall. This was/*&*»» 
the Beginning ofthe African Dominion in Spain. . Mean Portugal, 
while, that barbarous ^People who inhabited along the 
Coaft of Setuval, invented a new and bloody Sacrifice, 
which continued for many Yegrs: The Sea call up a yeo. 
Whale, of a wonderful Btgnels, whereat that ignorant 
People being terrified, and "thinking it had been fome 
Sea-God, they killed a Young Man and a Maid, and A barba . 
lek them by the VV hale : The Tide rifing, it carried ro ’*s Sacri* 
away the dead Bodies r * which they looked upon at an/^. * 
Acceptance of their Sacrifice, and therefore they eve- 
ry Year after repeated it, even after the Coming of 
thrift. 

* 1. About the lame time i jooc offche Turduli, feek- 
ing new Lands to inhabit, palled into the Territories 
between Cerolico and Tmncojb ; but finding it difficult to 
fettle in that wild Country, and . rnong .. People ii>se- -. J 
rude, that they fcarce underftood one another's La n*Pej?u 
gu^ge at two Miles diftance, they waded over the Hi-?!&.: r.e a» 
ver Coa, and there Peopled all tliat Country, building Ctlmieu 
feveral Towns The Barbarians ot the Coaft of Squu- 
Dal underftanding that the Turduli wander'd to find new 
Seats, they pafled over the Tapis, to pofiefs their Lands. 

Thofe who were left behind endeavoured to oppofe 
them, but in vain; and finding they looked not after 
Towns, but lived, in the open Fields,* they defifted. 

But the Barbaras , with the lame Ea(e, palled on, and 
crofting the River Mondcgo , fettled about Vifeo, fetch¬ 
ing by Degrees to the River Duero . The Greeks alfo, 
tliat inhabited Galicia, attempted to pais the River 
Uinbo^ but they were repulfed by the People of the 
Province, with a great Slaughter on both fides. It 
will not be amifs to give an Hint of the Cuftoms of 
thofe People. . 

Their Idols were. Mars and Minerva, , for the ob -Ctifiomsof 
aming of Valour and Wiidom. To them they offer’d the Inhabit 
ne Right Hands, and fometimes the Bodies, of their tan:,. 
Enemies, taken in War. In the Entrails of the Sacri- 
ices they made their Obfervaitions of future Events. In 
heir Feafts, an He-Goat wgs a great Dainty; and they 
lid eat upon Round Tables. Whilit the Dinner lafted,

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might rife, and dance. Their Sports were, Wreftlteg, 

• Running, and Pitching the Bar. The Young Men 
lung the Praifes of thofe that died in Battel. Their 
Weapons were Swords and Daggers; and _they gave 
Battel drawn up in clofe 1 battalions. Tlieir Apparel, 
in Times of Peace, was long and wide; and theirHair # 
long. Tire Women wore Gowns down to the Ground, 
and Mantles on their Shoulders, which ferved them for 
Beds. Their manner of Dancing, was, in a King. 
Marriages were made to pleafe the Bridegroom, not 
the Father, or Friends: The Portion was, a few Goats: 
Andthe Chaftity of the Women was fiich, that Adulte¬ 
ry was Icarce to be heard of. There were no Phyhcians 
among them; But the Sick were let in a publick Place, 
and all that pafft>a by advifed what they thought beft/ 
for them. Crimitfek were Honed to Death: And all 
Paflengcrs were obliged to call a Stone, to compleatth? 
Burial of the dead Body, No Money was ufed; but all 
dealt byway of Barter. They palled Rivers, and hfh- 
ed, in Boats made of one Tree, hollowed, like the In¬ 
dian Canoes. . 

A So. 4 - The People inhabiting between the Rivers Duero 
^'' and MHhm, palled over into Gallicia ; and having, in a 
bloodv Fight, wherein the Women, as well as the Men, 
Ihewed exceeding Valour, vanquilhed' the Greeks who 
poffefled that .Country, they letled amongft them. 
Twelve Thoufand. Sfnuiards were entertained by the 
Cirth.injni.rns, in their Expedition agalnft Geion, King 
of Sicily; but they, and ah that Fleet, penlhed. The 
?apf)f:o Carthaginians then bent their Thoughts upon the Con- 
the On- cueft of Spain, whither they lent Sappho^ Generali who 
iiaginian gathering much Gold in the Mines, enriched his Coun¬ 
try'" r rv - ■ but was forced to return againft thofe Africans who 
in demanded a certain Tribute, -which, they laid. Queen 
spam. jy;j g j at t h e Foundation of the City. He carried 
with him 7000 Spanifh Foot, and 4.0° Horfe, who did 
him good Service, and returned home victorious. _ Sap¬ 
pho being called away, the Carthaginians lent in his 
Place Hanno and Himilco. Hanna coafting along Spain, 
landed at Cape St, Vincent, where he fhewed great Re¬ 
verence to the Place, to win the Hearts of the People; 
and having difcovered the Country, and traded with 
the Inhabitants, returned home. Himilco failed forward 
to Cape Fjpkhcl, where feme of his-Men landing, to 

£ eC 
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get frefh Provilions, were, for die moll part, cut off 
by the fevage People. Thence they continued their 
Voyage, and ran up the River Tart# • where being well 
received, and furniflieci with Pilots, they made Cape 
j CafcatSi and the i Verting*. The Carthaginians had fomt 
Commerce with the Turduli , living between the Rivera 
Tagus and Duera: und of them had fame Information 
about the Inland Parts. Hamiico continued his Cotfrfo to 
the River Mondegp, and byStrefc of Weather was forced 
to put into the Vouga, on whofe Banks he found a Co- 
lony ol Greeks • and fo continued his Dilcovery to the 
River Minho. After founding al! the Coaft of Lufita- 
nia, many of his Ships periled in a Storm j the reft 
were put into the Port Gaya, fo Matter’d, that feveral 
ol them funk there, but the Men were laved; Part of 
them put to Sea again with Himilco, who went away 
to his Brother Gif go, in /lndalu^ia: The reft ftaid. 
among the Natives, and afterwards founded the City The city 
Bra S 9 m , Metrfory of-the River Bragada, in Aficit. Braga 
runnwtg through their Country. Some will have this ■ ip 
City to be firlt built, and take its Name of the Gauies ^‘Cartfid- 
talled Braccafi. Hannibal the Elder futceeded Himilco, s,nWil5 ‘ 
in the Government of the A8irir$ of Spain. He hear- 
ing or the new Carthaginian Colohy, refotved himfeif 
to vifit theutmoft Point of Eunpc, or Cape St. Vincent : 
and there rounded a City, upon a convenient Bay, which 
Was caned Hannibal’s Port. 

, J- After this, the Lujitanlaits and Andalusians fell at i, c: 
Variance, opr thofe Turdetani who had fettled in that,, v~r ; U 
partot the Country, endeavouring to extend their . 
nuts to thofe Plains, whicn afterwards took Name of tsU 
the Vmdals, ■were oppofed by the ancient Inhabitants, 
and after much Blood /pile, put to Flight, leaving be¬ 
hind them a rich Booty. But they fecking Revenge, 
gathered a Multitude of the bordering Lufuanims ; And 
the Andalusians, to oppofe them, called Hanibal , with 
his Carthagtmans, tb their Aid. Thefe powerful Ar¬ 
mies encountring, fought molt obftinatefy the whole 
Y tdl Night parted them , leaving the Field co- 
/cr d with 80000 dead Bodies, among which was Han- 
*‘0C himfelf. This to Weaken’d the Lw/itanians , that 
thofe barbarous People living along the Sea-Coulh 
aurlt take Arms againft. them, end overthrew the Ccu.,[ 
who hrft ofte-rd to withftand them. The Turdetani ret 
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tiring out of jHuWutfa, and joining with the Celts, they 
fell upon die vi&orious Barbarians ■, of whom they made 
fiich feavock, that few returned home to carry the News 

^fhTl xCmbagi’iians, in their Wars with the Agri^ 
a entities among other Spaniards, ufed the Aid ol ^ooo 
‘lujitanians \ by whole Valour they ddlroyed that City. 
With the like Number they overthiew D.onyjms the 
Tyrant of Sicily : But Sicknefs did what the Sword had 
not done, for none ofthole Men returned home^nthe 
meanwhile, Spain lufferedl by the md.gnation of Hea- 
d vea • for the Storms and Dearth were io excelnve, that 
the Wild Bealls came out of the Defirts, to the Towns, 
to look for Shelter and Provender. Hanno the Second 
came from Carthage, to govenf Andaluya-, and landing 
1 1 H'wnilull's- Pert, In Lufuania, railed joooLuJitamans 
to fubdue the Andalusians^ who had revolted, provoked 
thereto by the Avarice of their late Governor. bo°p 
after -the Celts of the Province of Alerttejo, their lem- 
tories being thronged by the Jurdctam who came out ok ■ j 
Anddugla, ycfolved to move farther into the Country; 
rnd to that purpofe made a fokmn Sacrifice, and hvore 
ever to continue Friends. Whilft they were bufie m that 
Solemnity, they deferied four Sail, which made towards 
the Shoar \ and underftood they came from Lacomca, in 
Pdcpenncfus, fecking fomc Place to fettle in : The Celt* 
received them into their Society; and they together pah j 
fing the Taya, and coming to the River Mondego, left ] 
there a Company of the Lujitanian Turdetani, called Cc* 
lirnbrii , or Cclunibrl, who there fettled a Colony, which, 
of them, was called Colimbria , now known by the Name 
of Ccndcixa doc Old : the Ruins which itill are to be feen 
about it, being a Tellimony of its former. Grandeur. 
V et fbmc wili have that City to have been built by Her- 
cuics Lybicm ; others, by the Ctrthaginians. 1 he Lu{i- 
tanians and Greeks going on, they founded Emin urn, 
now Agenda, a great City, and a Bifliop s See m tne 
time ol' the [Romans and Goths. They alio wcic tlac 
Founders ol Taiabrica, now Aveyro ; ok Lavara, ot La- j 
theca, or Laconia, now Lam ego ; and lome other Places, 
whereof there is now no Memory. I he left Place 
named was built by tfie Greeks and .the Celtx, who con¬ 
tinuing their Progrcfs, fell at Variance (forgetting the 

‘ Oath made at their Setting out) in fiich manner, that 
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in.cruel Battle among themfelves the greateft part of 
them perUhed. Such as remained fpread thedilelvqs ji- 
bout that Country, and fome of them are fuppofed to 
Be the Founders ol Araduca , now Guimaraens. 

7. The Lujitanians and Africans about the Port of Ha- 
71 iba l were at Peace, when Boodcs came to fucceed Han- 3 yg. 
no the Carthaginian, Commander in Spain. He intro¬ 
duced himfelf politlckly by fair means into the Affe£H- The pr* 
011s of the People, ana they together ficrificed to Her-?* el; °f : 
cules . Having thus fetled Friendfhip, Boodcs, with the 
Confent of the Natives, built a Town called Lacobriga^f 
in Algarve, now Lagos. After Boodcs came A Lthcrval, * >U1 ‘ 
who fo managed the ‘People, that he became ah- 
fblute oyer all that part, which is now the Kingdom 

of Algarve ■ and hearing of the Grcatnefs of the Citv 
Elvas, marched thither with a good Body of Men, and 
by Kindnels fo won the Hearts of the Inhabitants, that 
they wholly fiibmitted themfelves unto him. Mihsrbal 
falling fick here, was told by the Diviners, that "there * 
was no way to recover his Health, but building a Tem¬ 
ple to the God Cupid, which he did, and recovered. 

This Temple wasfamjg| many Ages after, and the Idol 
called Endsvcliicvs. TMr Image had its Eyes fiuit, a 
Heart in its Mouth, stnoVVings on its Feet. The Prlc ft 
when he fecrifked to* this God ilripped himfelf na¬ 
ked, and then put on a loofe Garment which trai led 
bn tljie Ground, nis Back and Left Arm remaining na¬ 
ked i then with the Right Hand he ripped up a Lamb, 
and took out his Heart, which, with the Left Hand, he 
ca# into the Fire. ‘ 

8. The City Tyre being deftroyed by Alexander the - : g j 
Grdat, 1 yooo of the Inhabitants were faved by ths 57 - 
tiotiians who ferved in his Army. Some of them by 
meins of tfie Carthaginians came into Lufit.pi ha, whei;e r / c-r y 
they Founded* a Town which they (cal led Mirtiri, that Mirtiri 
5 s, New Tyre, nog? Mcrtola. This ; fillm^ Year GaiclusbAlth? t 
filling from Egypt with his whole Fimify, Is reported T y vi2: ‘ :> 
to Have landed in Portugal, and it ij teipp6led it \vas ; at 

the City Porta. He had two Son§ Iberusfcr id Humccus, 
the firft of them fonts \^ill have to haVe failed into Ire¬ 
land, and given the Name Hib&rnta to it j.thefe. are rheer 
Tuppofition's. Sofnle Years after the Grcfks betweeii tl;e 
Rivers Duero and Mhf jo, encrcafed by the coming of ^ 1 
fhe Celhd'm d Turdctani , finding their Multitude too . 
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gteat for that Province, by common Confent fent their 
Sons to find new Seats. .Some of them fettled in the 
Mountains of AjlurUs , and others along the Banks of 
so?, the River Erl*. The Carthagini/ttis being at War with 
' Pyrrhus Prince of the Epirots, who waspofleffed of Si- 
ciij, drove film thence by the AiTiftance of tfie Sj>a- 
nijh Auxiliaries, among whom Were logo Lijfitanian 
Celt*. 

9 . Hamllcar Barclnus,# Man extraordinary weltqua- 
lified, was ient from Carthage to ‘promote the Inteteft of 
that Commonwealth in Spiin. His might/ Zeal in the 
Worfhip of their Idols endeared hi n to the People, and 
rbe more to oblige them, he velolvcd to marry a Wo¬ 
man of the Country . by her he had Hannibal the Se¬ 
cond by Same, but far the gre-.iteft m Renown.^ His 
Harm 1 car Projeft of marrying a Lufitaman to gain the AffedHon of 
Tub diii's all t [ ic Natives, was lo highly approved of by the C art ha- 
S? ain> gini ms, that returning home he was lent back to finifh 

m what he had fb well begum l ie brought with him hi^ 
Wife, by whom he had Five Children, Hannibal , Af- 
druid , Magr, Hanno , and a Daughter. After he had 
fettled the Affairs of Audaturifahc pafled thence into 
Lufttanii , intending tomakejBwte Seminary of Soldi¬ 
ers. Having gathered a m.ign^Atmy, he let forward 
fo fortunate, that he fubdued all the Country from the 
S freights (f Gibraltar to the Pyrenca# Mountains. Ha- 
nibal, then a Youth, was prefent at thele Exploits, and 
then learnt his firft Military Rudiments, hi tW 
rneun while the V-clones, who lived betwixt the Raver? 
bucro and Cm, down as far as Tagus, and were ancient 
Enemies to the Celt* oi the Province of Alcnteja, arid fo 
the Turdetani, confidering that the Flower of tbefevjeo* 
pie was drawn out under Hamllcar Bur cm us, laid hold of 
this Opportunity, and invaded their Territories. Thf 
Celt * asked leave of their General to return Home to 
defend their Country; and he ? carehil of their good 
fortune, marched backwith them. The Ye ft ones being 
ftrengthened with Supplies, waited his coming in a 
convenient place, with a great number # of Carts loaded 
with Wopd before them, as if they had been upon the 
March. Hmilear admired their Refblutioo, but under- 
flopd hot tpe Stratagem. He caufed the Celt* to give 
the Charge, bpt neither their Courage nor Martial 
Pifcipline availed them j for the VHlcnes fitting Fire fo 
’ /' 'V ; the 
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rhe Wood, the Oxen being frighted, ran fb forioufly 
with the Flaming Carts into the midft of them that they 
were put into Confufion, notwithftanding their gene¬ 
ral did all that was poifible to reftore the Battle. In the 
heat of the A&ion he was killed, leaving a bloody VT 
ftory to the VeElones. Afdi ubal his Son-in-law and Han¬ 
nibal gathering die Relicks of the Army, fell upon the 
Phocentians , who had aflifted the Ve&oncs ; but Uiefe co¬ 
ming to their Relief, the two Generals were obliged to 
raifea greater Power, with which they not onlyfifo- 
dued the Phocentians, but put all the Sword that were 
able to bear Arms. This done, he marched towards 
the Vcttones, who continued to infult the Celt*, and fiif~* 
ficrently revenged their Wrongs. But the Celt* not fb 
fatisfied, ceafed not to deilroy the Enemies Country. 

Tliis obliged th zVc&oncs to choofe one Tagus for their 
General, finder whole Conduct, for iome time, they 
put Afdrubal to his Shifts, till in one Battle he cut off 
moft of their Horfe. Thus Tagus wtaaf conftrajned to 
make Overtures of Peace, which Wing, admitted and 
fwom to, Afdrubal , contrary "to his Oath, made Tagus, 
and many of his principal* Men,* Prifbners. They, re¬ 
viving to fell their Ljjfes at a dear rate, put matw of 
the Cax&arinians to the Sword; but, in Conclufi©$, 

Were ajl foully murdered by Afdrubal. He remained 
Gbvemour in Sfiain> and Hanibal wpot over info 4- 
frickt “/ ' ' 

fb. The Romans, envying, the Fortune qF the Car* 
thaginians in IS fain, by tnc Mediation of the People ^f 
MarJiiUcs , joined in League with the Sangmtincs, atfo 
other Odes. This made- Hanibal hafte back into Spahi, 

Where he found feijs Brother-in-law Afdrubal was dead, Hannibal 
as he had deferved. For a Slave to that Tagus, whom f trfr ] s /* 
he perfidiouily flew, ftabbed him as he wa^ fiq ificing, Spain, 
in revenge ol his M afters Death. Nor did he afterwards 
endeavour to efcape ; but, being put upbn the Wrack, 
bore all his Torments with a Countenance unmoved, 

Hanibal made it his Bufinefs to. gain the Good Will not 
only of the Africans, but of the Natives. To this in¬ 
tent he contra&ed Friendfhip with one Viriatus (not he 
that held War fb many Years againft the/tymawj) who % 
was a principal Man, or little Prince among the Celt*, 
of the Province of Alcntejo. Next to bind die An dabf 
-{ians lafter, he married a Wife among them, called /*'- 
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mice, born at Cafiulon , now a poor Village, known by 
the Name of Curlcna. By her he had his Son slfpar. 
Having diusfecured his Intcreft, and gathered a mighty 
Army fiom all part^ his next Thought was to break 
the Peace made feme Years before with the Homans. In 
order to it he refoived to invade Saguntum, a City in 
League with them. By the way he lubduea the Vocci, 
and other Nations. From them he marched againft the 
Ve Bones, 'who'had killed his Father, and laying Siege 
to Salamanca , fo diftrefled it, that the Inhabitants were 
forced to buy their Peace, This Accord was bVoke'by 
the Lufitanians, who getting into the City, violated the 
Conditions ; whereupon the Siege was again continu¬ 
ed. At length the Befieged capitulated to depart with 
only their Appjarel, and unarmed. They marched out, 
but the Women carrying the Weapons under their Gar¬ 
ments, and delivering them to the Men, they made, 
fuch ufe of theta, that had not Hanibal* s Army been fo 
numerous, Stnaabeen dubious which fide fhould have 
been victorious; but the Multitude overcame Valour, 
and moft of the Vc&ones pcrilhed,. AU things fucceed- 
ing proiperoufly, Hanibal lets down before, Sagmitum 
with j 50000 Foot and ^coo(^Hprles. After a oicge of 
EightMonthshe took and deftroy > dthatCity,wmch 'made 
the War between Iconic and Carthage to be no more 
doubted of Hanibal gathered flip plies from all parts,an<l 
many out of Lufitanii * Viriatus. , that little King,going 
in Perfop with'a goed Body to accompany him, A/dry- 
tab, Hariibalh Brothf ’/drew together cotindcrable num¬ 
bers of thole rudetcbple between the Rivers* puero and 
'biinho. Nor were the Vc cl ones, with whom his Father 
and Brother-in-law had fuch cruel Wars, backwards, 
being moft willingly entertained by him for their extra¬ 
ordinary Valour. Balarus a Lufuanian commanded a, 
brave Body of Light Horfe.

HanibalV Allions in Italy, the Romans come 
into Spain,Carthaginians expelled thence, 
the Wars between the Romans andLufitz - 
nians from the Expiration of the Cartha¬ 
ginian Command\ till Viriatus began to 
Sway. 

J. T 'TAnibal having fiibdued Spain, leaves his Bro- u .. 

JljL ther Afiirub<mh<zre with- ixopo African Foot Han v^ 
and 2500 Horfe; he (ends 15000 Sptnifh Foot and 
1100 Horfe to Carthage , and .marches himfelf oyer the 
Pyreneans with»ioio'op Fighting Men. Five Months 
he (pent, in his long andtirefbme march through France, 
and ovqr the Alps, / with the lols of 2 6000 Men: With 
thereft he enters Lombardy, Forces the Conful Cornelius 
Scipio, who came to oppofe him, to retire to Ptanfen - 
cm, and overthrows him, being joyned by T. Sevan*, 
nius , at the River Trebia, killing 30000 Romans. This 
done, he pafles the Apennine, where with watching 
t&drfabour, he loft an Eye, and coming to the Lake 
1 wQfhnemsy again Defeats the Homan Army under the * 
Coniuls Cs Scrvtliuf, and C, Plaminius. Quintus Pabius 
fent againft him with a* frefh Army, tired him without 
Fighting, next came the Coniuls Emil/us Paulas, and 
lerentius Varro, who through die rafonels of the latter, 
adventuring to give Battle, were totally difcomfited 
with the lois of 5 00c o of their Men, " 

x. Whilft Hanibal vidforioufly traverfed the bell part 
of Italy ,Gncyus Scipio was fent from Home into Spain j with 
him Afdrubal Hanibal' s Brother had Icveral Connies, 
and after fome fortunate Succe lies, was forfaken by For¬ 
tune, and forced to retire into Lufitania to raiie new Ro- 
Forces. there he joyned in League with a King called man 3 come 
Mandohius, with whole afiiftance he checked the Pro- into Spain# 
grefs of Scipio . \ et Afdrubal marching with an Army 

towards .Italy,, was overthrown by him, and returning 
agiiin to Lufitania, gathered frefii Forces, with this 
rower he not only curbed the Hfma?is, but having kil¬ 
led tu£ two Scipio*s, Cornelius and Gneius, took moft of 
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the Hyman Garrifons in Catalonia and Andalusia. Be¬ 
sides, the Calamities of the War, Spain laboured under 
the Miferks of Plague and Famine, which principal¬ 
ly raged in Lufitania : After which enfued a general 
Earth-quake throughout Europe , on the fame day the 
Battle at the Lake Thrajlmcnus was fought, which tho 5 
fo violent, that it ruined many Towns, was not felt by 
the two Armies that were engaged.^ 

3. Such was the pollute of Affairs in Spain* when 
Claudius Nero was lent thither from Home, and after hitft 

. Publius Cornelius Sipio, who was very fuccefsfui againft 
. the Carthaginians . Afdrubal marched with a great pow- 
er out of Portugal* to retreive thole Ioffes at luch time 
as Majfmiffd landed with a number of Numidian Horfe, 
and fome Elegants to joyn him* all this mighty Mul¬ 
titude was ov^thrown by the Fortune and Valour of 
Sapio. Afdrubal thus broke, refblved to march into 
Italy* to the aififtance of his Brother Hanibal, leaving 
the Command in Spain to the other Afdrubal* the Son of 
Gifgo* who as he was diredled, retired with the Cartha¬ 
ginian Fbrces into Lufitania* and having made up a body, 
tie broke into Andalusia* but was there difcomfitted by 
Marcus Sill anus Scipxfs Lieutenant. Mago underfeed¬ 
ing that Afdrubal his Brother, with the whole Army he 
led into Italy* had been cut off by the Gonliils Claude 
us Nero , and Livius S alinator, and defeating of maili- 
taining die War in Spain , (hipped himfeif wiCtr 4 is 
Forces at Cadi$* and having done much harm along the 
Ligurian fhore, returned to Carthage .* Set pi 0 now in 
Africf* threatning the City Carthage, Hanibal was^raff- 
ed home to defend his Country * there having in v$ift 
treated of Peace, he was in Battle overthrown, and 
flving to Prujias King of Bithinia , there Poiloned hinf- 
feif, fearing to be delivered ut> to the Homans. 

4. When the Africans had tor 2 co Years lorded k 
in Spain* they were at length 'expelled thence and out 
of Italy by the Homans. The Senate divided Spain in¬ 
to two provinces under a? many Pretors, calling them 
Citerior and Vi ter ior • the firft lying between the River 
Ebro and the Pyrenean Mountains, die barter extending 
from that River to the Ocean. Several of thefe Pretoff 
being unfeccefiful, the Conful Marcus Porcius Cato was 
lent over with a Confular Army; he gained much a- 
daone the Lufitanians by his Valour and Conduct, as 
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Ml appears by feveral Inscriptions on Stone, bearing 
his Name. S cipio Nyrc.t lucceeded .him in the Com¬ 
mand, and had it prolonged to him after the Exoira- 19 * 
tion of his time, with the Title of Propretor: In his 
fime the Ccltil/eri entring into Arms, perfwaded die 
Lufitanians t ogive rhe Remans a Diverlion in Invading 
thor Province, and by that means forcing them tod? 
yide their Forces. Nafica marched firft againft the Lut- 
JitsnUns , whom overtaking loaded with. Booty. and ti¬ 
red with long Marches, after a moil bloody Fight, he 9 °“ 
Dilcomhtted, taking 134 of riieir Colours: The next 
year came into Spain* Marcus Fulvius as Pretor, who * 
twice Defeated tne L uj it ana an Vccioncs, Encouraged 
with thde V'i&ories, he laid Siege to Toledo, where the 
V Etones aifailing* him,' were again after a doubtful 
Fight overthrown. Lucius Emilitu Pstulus being come 
Propretor into Spain, the Noife of Arms' began to be ' 
heard in PorfugaU Paulus marching againft the Baffirtam 
on a fudden, found the Lufitanians upon him; the 
Battle was furious, infomuch, that had the Day lafted, 
none of die Romans had efcaped to carry the News. 

But Paulas retiring in the Night, was again die nest 
day ajlauked _ by the victorious Enemy, who purlsed 
him in great dilorder, which proved his good Fortune ;; 
for he flew of them xoooo, and by this A<ftion, hum¬ 
bled the Lufitanians , Id that they ftirred not in two 
Yeans. After which time, on a Hidden, they broke out, 
bearing down all that owned the Roman Government, 
particularly in Andalusia, where die City Afia Regia, 
tor tear of their power, joyned with them. Here Cains 
Catimus gave the Lufitanians Battle and routed them, 
but attempting to Scale the Walls of Afia, was him- 
fclf killed, and the Lufitanians joyning with the Cehiiie- 
ri, Appeared again ftronger in the Field than before. 

5. Caius C uipurnius fiijb, the Pretor, hearing of this 
great Power, tent to the other Pretor Lucius Quine in r r ' ,:c Re- 
Crifpinus. with all poiiible fpecd to joyn hint which mans flV * 
he accordingly performed. Beingjoyned, they mixdi- }t l a, % ly ■ 
cd into the Province of Carjentania, which is about ’j 5pa '*‘'

ing, font fpeedv fiiccour to them, and by this means,

'I hele choie for their Ge¬ 
neral one of their Citizens, whom one Author calls 
Africans) andginother, Apimanus. Under his Conduft 
they gathered, to a mighty Number; and breaking in¬ 
to the Homan Provinces, they carried all before mem.

c.vfarv returned, and though he met with great Qppo- 
iition, obliged the Enemy to afcend the Mountain for 
Safety. Then Mummius vowed, if he were victorious, 
to build a Temple in that Place to Proferpina ; and 
charging the Lujitanytns , difcomfited them, killing their 
General Cxfaro. In purfuance of his Vow, he therd 
built a Temple to P/ofcrpina , which is {uppofed tohave 
ftood near the new Church of St. James the Apoftlc, by 
yUUviciofa , if it be not the fame. 

$. Whilft Mumntius was biilie in building his Tem«if 
]ple, the Lufitanians, nothing diffnayed, chofe for their 
General a Citizen of Lisbon , called Canchcnm . He im¬ 
mediately marched totheCit y Cuhcfturgi, (lituate near 
the Place where theTown of Nicbla now ftands ) where 
was a Jovian Garrifon ; and in a few Days he made 
Bimfelr Mailer of it, putting many to the Sword, and 
-exerciiitig great Cruelty. Proud with this Succeis, 
C.anchenus marched to the River Guadalquivir, without 
meeting any Oppolition; and rhence, in' like manner, 
w Gibraltar , plundering all the Country. Here the Ar¬ 
my was divided into two Parts, one ddigned to make a 
Conqueft in Mauritania ; the other, to expel the H?* 
mans out of Andalusia, Whilft the Former were em¬ 
ployed in building Vcffels to carry them over the 
Sfreights, the Latter marched into thej&jpvince : And 
being come to the City Orslis, (liippo® to be Origu - 
eia, among the B rjhtani, they found me Enemy en¬ 
camped, and well fortified, before the Town. The 
Army being fate down before them, many of the For¬ 
ces marched out to plunder the neighbouring Villages. 
Mummius laying hold of this Opportunity, fell upon 
d them, laden with Booty, and killed about ipooo of 
d$ them ; the reft fled into Lujkania , robbing the open 
I owns as they went. The Lufuanians , who inhabited 
that part of lijhcmadura where the Taws runs into Por¬ 
tugal, ravaged all the Lands of C file ; But Mummius, 
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ivith his ufual Celerity, coming upon them, and Slid¬ 
ing them difperfed, made a mighty Slaughter of them, 
and fb ended his Prtetorfhip with Honour. Marcus Atilm \ e 0t • 
came from fyme 9 to command in Lufitania, which he 
found in Arms, and the neighbouring Provinces cruelly 
invaded. Atilius gave them Battel, arid, though they Atilius 
behaved themfelves with much Bravery, the Homans 5 ain over^ 
had the Vi&ory.. Atilius then laid Siege to the City throvs 
Oftra^c ; and taking it by Aflault, left no Creature alive 
that was in it: Nay, the very Stones he fb difperfed, 
that nothing remains of that City, but the Name. This 
Defolation brought the Lufitanians to treat of Peace; 
and, upon tolerable Conditions, they fubmitted them- 
Iclyes to the Homans . Many others alfb followed their 
Example. 

9. This Peace was nQt Lifting; for the Vcthncs per¬ 
ceiving that Atilius was far from them, they fb managed 
the Affair, that they prevailed with the Lufitanians who 
lived about Ofira^e to violate the League fo lately made. 

Winter hinder’d Atilius from putting a Stop to their 

Proceedings; and Sergius Galba , his Succeflor, was now 

come into Spain : He, jealous of the Power of the Lufi- 

tanians , refolved upon a piece of Treachery, which 

laid an Eternal Blot upon the Honour of flwwr. But J

lu a angier, uicy 4uou Decamc iviaicers or it; out 
finding little to Fuisfie their Avarice, they embarked 
again, and returned over into Spain. At that time the 
Cohful Lucullus was, with his Army, among the Turdc- 
tani, who inhabited along the Coaft of the Ocean, from 
Guadiana to Sotid. He immediately marched againli 
them, and kilting fottic, the reft retired to a ftrong 
Hill; which the Conlul finding to be inaccelhble, he 
laid Siege to them, and they began to be pinched with 
Hunger: Therefore, in Defpair, they came down with 
inch Fury, that they broke through the %om.in Army, 
but left many Prifoners behind. Lucullus, after this, 
pierced into Lufitania, without meeting anyOppofition, 
n being then VVintcr, when th Hitmans a led not to wage 
vVar. *" 
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io. Serpius Gulbct, the Prxtor, having takgn a rich 
Booty, returned to Andalusia. No foonei did the 
Spring begin to appear, but th e-Lufiumans, dehrous 
of Revenge, broke into the Rgman Province, obliging 
the Prcetor to take the Field (ooner than he had dalign¬ 
ed He thought to have (urprized them, but they re¬ 
ceived him in good Order, and a bloody Battel enfued, 
in which the Lujitanians were put to the Rout, Galba 
purluing them with more Fury than Dilcrction They 
that fled, obferving his Army difordered, taking the 
Advantage, faced about with fuch Courage and Forti¬ 
tude, that the vidlorious Romans were cut down, only 
the Praetor, with a few Horfe, efcaping. Galba ga¬ 
thering ioooo Men, and perceiving the Enemy fol¬ 
lowed their Husbandry in great Security, he pafled the 
River Guadiana , near Ayamonte , and brought his Army 
amongft the Turdetani of Algarve , burning all before 
him. The. People being unprovided fued for Peace; 
which Galba, with a treacherous Delign, feemed to ap¬ 
prove of; promising to admit of them as Friends, and 
to make an equal Diftribution of Lands among^ them: 
To which purpofe they were all appointed three feve- 
ral Places where to meet him, that each Man might 
receive his Proportion. Accordingly they met in three 
Valleys, not far diftant from one another, but covered 
by the Mountains that encompaffed them. Here Gal¬ 
ba, with fair Speeches, pcrlwaded thfcin firft to lay 
down their Arms; which done as was dire&ed, and 
his Army divided into three parts aflb, he caufed each 
of them to fall ,upon one of thole Parties of Lufita- 
nians ; who being before difarmed, were flaughter'd 
like Sheep, to the Number of 9000. Amongft the 
few that efcaped was Viriatus , afterwards the Terrour 
of the Romans ; in killing whom, Galba had done his 
Country more Service, than in the Slaughter of all 
the reft. 
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CHAP. V. 
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The Exploits of the Great Viriatus, his few 
ral Victories over the Romans, with his lafi 
All tons, Death, and place of Burial. 

1. '"I "HE Renowned Viriatus, who as has been faicL 
X escap’d from the Maffacre, committed by 
Gdbn in the three Vallies, was a Lufitanian without 
the mixture of any other Nation. Some Authors fay 
he was a common Robber, others will have him a Car- virl.mc 
ner, others a Sheperd, and laftly, others %, he went h,l oZ, 
through all thele mean Employments. Whatloever n»U 
he was before, at the time that Galba offered Peace to 
the Lufuanians , and Murdered 16 many in Cold Blood, 
he was one of them that were willing to hearken to his 
Propofols,and made his elcape from the Slaughter. His 
mind burning with delire of Revenge, as loon as he 
heard that Galba was departed, hereturned to the place 
of the Maffacre, where caufing his Companions to 
mruft their Hands into the yet frelh wounds of lome 
Maidens, they Iwore by their Souls, not to debit from 
feeking Revenge as long as they were able to bear 
Arms _ This done, Viriatus ranging throughout Lufi- 
fm.z,ftirred up the People, railed a good Body of Men, 
and breaking into Carper tania deltroy’d all as he went* 
and returned home with a rich Booty. Then he cauled* 
ms/ollowers to reiterate the Oath they had taken Sa¬ 
crificing one of their Prifoners, and a Horle; and 16 
every Man palling by, thrufl: his Hand into the Belly 
or each Sacrifice, vowing to do the like to the Raman 
Amy. 

i. It was now the beginning of the Year, 148 be¬ 
fore the coming ofChrilt, 3114 from the Creation, 
aid 1.181 from the Deluge, when the Pretor Marcus 
ttutus, a Man of known Valour, came to fupprels the 
t umults in Lufitania. Viriatus with ioooo Fighting 
a.en was entring Andalusia rather as every Mans Com¬ 
panion, than Commander, as not daring to chaftife 
t em; with his Example and good W ords, endeavour* 

« to drawback thole that Icatrered to Plunder, but 
llf Men not fubjeft to Command, could net be con¬ 
i' 1 t, lined 
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rained within Bounds, which Ae Pretor perceiving, he 
He is wv- he fell upon them, and having killed a great* number, 
fi.d by M. euliiy put the reft to flight. Viriatus gathering the re- 
Vctmus. mains of his Mattered forces, fled to a City near, and 
there provided co oppofe the Enemy : It was not long 
b-fore the Homans came and aiTaulted the City, but 
finding they had fuftained great lofs,the Pretor refolved 
to carr%it by a long Siege: So far had he prevailed,that 
fo ne principal Men "among the Belieged began to treat 
of a Surrender, without confulting Vinntus, for as yet, 
they owned him not for their Spperiour. Viri- 
a tus under Handing there was fiich a defign, but not 
who were the Managers of it, having in a raging Po- 
fhire ran about, and in that manner gathered the.Mul¬ 
titude to him, fo efficacioufly perfvaded them to 
Hand upon their Defence, and to have. no Faith in 
the Remans, that they lifted him upon their Shoulders, 
and carry ing him about the Walls, with loud cry5 , 
Proclaimed him their General. 

3. The next day after he was proclaimed General, 
Viriatus drew out 1000 Horfe, which was all he had, 
and facing the Romans made fhow as if he defigned 
to break through them, which Vet Hi us the Pretor per¬ 
ceiving, he kept his Men in a readinefs to receive nim. 
But Vn iatus's defign being only to amuze the Enemy, 
whilft his Foot efcaped out of" the City, he continued 
in the fame Polhire the greateft part of the day. At 
length underftanding there was no Man left jn the 
City, all his Foot being got into the Mountains, he 
flood the Enemies Charge, and kept them in play 
till Night, when through by-ways he halted to the 
City Tribal; i, whether he had lent his Foot. This Ci¬ 
ty ilood upon the Coaft between the Mouth of Guadi- 
ana and Gibraltar , whence may be inferred that the 
other whence he came, was not far off Vetilius in the 
Morning followed Viriatus , who having by the way 
increafed his Forces, lay in wait on the Mountains that 
hung over a Valley, into which there were two nar¬ 
row Pafles, capable of only three Horfcmen go¬ 
ing in abreaft .* Into this place the Romans entred 
without fear, and turning their Horfes to grafs, 


took thcmfclves to their reft. Viriatus giving 
the Sign to his Men to fall on, the Romans on aiud' 
den found themfelves befit oa all lides, and being un¬ 
armed 
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afmed, were put to the Sword without Mercy. A- Veti ius 
mong them dyed the Pretor; his Queftor with fuch as ^uted.smd 
efcaped the Slaughter, and fome Andalusians, thinking sUin • 
to Revenge this Di/grace, engaging with Vriatu loft 
icoDo Men. The next Year, Viriatus' with Fire and 
SWord ranged all Carpentaria as.far as Toledo, without 147. 
meeting any Oppofition. Thus was he employed 
when Cains Plaucius the Roman General, who came 
to Command in Lufitania. with 10000 Foot, and 
1300 Horle, thought to have furprized Kim and his 
Men, being now moftly difperfed about in burning the 
Country. Viriatus thoweak, kept the Romans in play 
ftill retiring till getting into the Mountains, on a hid¬ 
den they had loll him. Plaucius fent ^.oooMen to pur* 
u ai a his March till he could come up with 

the reft of the Army; but he turning upon them, cut 
them all off before the Pretor could Relieve them, and 
having gained the Ford of Tagus, fpeedily pafl'ed over 
it, and returned into Lufitania . Viriatus having ga¬ 
thered Strength, encamped in a ftrong place, now cal¬ 
led Pomares , near Evora, whither Plaucius followed 
an d was fo received, that his whole Army turn¬ 
ed their Backs.. The Pretor fought with much Brave- Viriattis 
rv and with his Example brought back his Men, but defeats 
all in vain, for they were again put to flight, and Plau- Plaucius^ 
cius himfelf, with difficulty efcaped. 

4. Now was Viriatus mafter of the Field, ranging 
about Spasn, and the Romans fliut up in their Garifons, 146* 
when ClaudiusVnimanus, a moll expert Captain, was 
lent by the Senate to command in Lufitania : Viriatus rj 
Marching with a ftrong Body of Lujitanians , the Pre- 
tor with a mighty Army met him, but foon found 
o\v little confidence was to be placed in a Heartlefs nus. 
Multitude, for in the field of Quriquc he was over¬ 
thrown, fcarcc any of his Army efcaping Death or 
Bondage. . This done, Viriatus returned Victorious in- 
to Lufitania. In the mean while ZJnimamts fent to Cams 
hjigidius, the Pretor of the other Province, to give me 
hneniy a diverllon. He entred theTerritory of Riba dt 
c° a > marched along the River dellroying all be- 
iore him* Viriatus with all (peed made towards him^ 
and overtook him near to the City Vijeo ; where JVi>;- 
dius in a plain, ltrongly intrenched himfelf. There 
iu*tns kept him befieged till Hunger forcing him to 
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iJlus break out, he with Difficulty efcaped having loft the 
t ,s beft part of his Army, and all his Enfigns. About 
biw, 1000 of thofe that fled, gathering together, began to 
■ W- plunder the Villages, as they palled ; and meeting 300 
Ljhanians , laden with Booty fell upon them , But 
they were lb hotly received, that having loft ^co ot 
their Men, and killed but 70 of the Enemy, they were 
glad to liifter the reft to march oil with their Plunder. 
Another Body of the Homans, having taken a rich Boo¬ 
ty led coo Captives away, the one half whereof were 
W omen, who obferving that no great Regard was had 
of* them, only their Hands bound behind, in the dead • 
time of the Sight they unbound one another, and af¬ 
terwards the Men ; then faring the Arms of the *«- 
» ,n, ,u, buried in Sleep, put moft of them to the Sword 

before thev waked , only a few efcaped by the Favour 
of the Night. Next Morning the Victors put the 
Armour of die Romans upon their Women. Ormta, a 
riodeft LuJlr.inUn Woman, being taken by another 
Party, and long courted by her Keeper t& content m 
his Lull, {he at length feeminglv complied , wherewith 
being delighted, he put himlelf into her Power j fo • 
that fhe vvsiting her Opportunity, whennellept, with 
his own Sword cut off his Head, and carried away both 
to her Husband, as a Token that {he had preierved her 
Challi ty : Which done, not fo content, the killed het 
felt* before his Face. 

S', cam Lciius , a Man of great Valour, came Prae- 
* ^ tor into Spain j but Authors do not mention any Sue* 
cefs he had againft Viriatus : Perhaps it was thought 
. enough th -t he loti nothing. Two Years after, Fabius 
4 "’ Emiiianus was lent, with a Conlular Army of 18000 
Men, to put an End to the War. Viriatus , hearing or 
his coming into Andalutya, broke into the HP man Pro¬ 
vince, doing greater Harm than before, and took two 
Cities, into which he put Garrifons. Fahim, that the 
Gods might be favourable to his Undertakings, went to 
offer Sacrifice in the Temple ol Hercules , at Cadi^\ 
ftri&ly charging his Officers, upon no Account to ihr 
cut of the Camp before his Return. The next Day 
Viriatus appeared before the Homan Army, at fuch time 
as certain Foragers were returning, with a Guard ; 01 
whom he cut off’ the greateft part ^ A good Body of 
Horfe iiliiing out of the Camp, to relieve their Compa¬ 
nions,

nions, drove back the Lufitamans to their Main Body ; 
but they were there fo fiercely charged, that few of 
them returned back. Fabim coming from his Sacrifice, 

{formed that hisOrders had been dilobeyed. Some Days FaFus E 
after, about Midnight, he marched, in great Silence, miliamis 
two Miles forwards, and lurprizing the Lujitanian obligesVi- 
Camp, obliged Viriatus confuledly to retire to Vccor, a natus so 
•ftrong Place j where not thinking it lafe to attack him, ret:rs - 
he marched away to recover the two Cities lately gar- 
rifbn’d by the Lufitanians . The Inhabitants of the Pro¬ 
vince between Duero and Minho took up Arms againft 
thole of Galicia: Lucius Hoftilius Mancinus ., the Ccnful, HoftiJius 
Emiliamus Colleague, fearing left they fhould invade Mancinus 
the Faced and Celtibcri , came fo foddenly upon them, °~’ cr -hrv.es 
that he, without any Difficulty, overthrew 3 coco of l cco ° 
them, killing many, and putting the reft to Right, 

Popilius fucceeded Emiiianus in the Government of Lu¬ 
sitania , when Viriatus finding himfelf weak, made (ome 
Overtures of Peace deceitfully, for at the fame time he 
ftirred up the People about Numantia to make W ar ; 
and he, in the Territories of HJba dc*Coa, committed 
all manner of Cruelties* upon the Homans , even upon 
thole thatjubmitted themlelves to him. Pod Hus haft- Popilius 
ing to their Relief, was in a pitch’d Battel lhamefully routed. 
put to flight, with the Lofs of the beft of his Army. 

6. Viriatus was far enter’d into Qafiilc \ but under- 
ftanding that the new Praetor, Quintus Pompeiw, was 
marching towards Lujitania , he turned back to defend 
his own Country. The two Armies met near Evora y Viriatus 
where a bloody Battel was fought \ Pompey obtained the put to Hy-t 
Vi&ory, and Viriatus fled to the Mountain of Venus: h Pom- 
Here he gathered new Strength • and encouraging the P e y- 
T;c/V, Vaccei and Belt, who followed him, he marched 
again to meet the Homans, whom he forced to take 
Shelter in their Trenches, leaving behind them 2,7 En- 
ligns, atid 4000 Men ilain, whereof 5*00 were Horle. 

The Praetor thus {hut up within his W orks, Viriatus 
enter’d Andalusia, and lummoned Vtica , which was 
kept by a ftrong Hpman Garrifon, who anfwercd him 
with Scorn, calling him Robber. He, the becter to 
compafs his Revenge, marched away in great hake, as 
if he had fled, certain Troops of Horfe, feat from the 
City, purfuing him in the Rear; whom he, without 
halting, repulfed , and fo they returned to their GarrU 
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fon: But in the Dead of the Night he marched back; 
and craning feveral Valleys, diftant from the City, he 
left his Foot in an Ambufcade, himfelf, with the Horfe, 
appearing before the City, fo that many Moraffes lay 
betwixt him and the Walls-, which were impaffable to 
any that knew them not as well as he. At Break of 
Day his Party being decried from the Walls, they 
were fuppofed to be iome Straglers of the Lujitanian 
Army, and therefore the Garrifon (allied out upon 
them : Viriatus at firft withdrawing, as if he had fled, 
drew them into die Marfhes, where, when they were 
faft ftuck, he faced about, and put them all to the 
Sword. Thofc of Vtica, after this Aftion, expelled 
the Roman Garrifon, and received one of the JLufita - 
niavs .. Viriatus moving thence, towards the Sfreight* of 
Gibraltar, waited the Territories of the Bafictani, Pom- 
pey not offering to oppofo him. 

7.The Conful, 2 ^/«/«j Fabius Maximus Servilianus, was 
font from Rome, with an Army of zoooo Men, to pro- 
fecute this War ; and Midp!'*, the African King, came 
to his Aid, with 10 Elephants, and qoo Numidi’an 
Horfe. \\ ith this Force he marched to Vtica , where 
Viriatus lay ; who, after feme Skirmifhes, hisJProvifioif#; 
failing, retired into Lufitania^ to focure the Harveft, 
In the mean while, a good Body of his Men, coim 
manded bv two noted Captains, called Cur his and Apu- 
Icyus, broke into Andalufia. The Conful, with his 
whole Army, marched towards them ; and for the 
more Expedition, left his Baggage behind him, with a 
final 1 Guard. The Lufitanlans informed thereof, took 
5 another Wav, and w ffh a Compafs, deceiving the 
}e Conful, plunder’d his Baggage. He turning fuddenly 
, upon them, whilft they were bufie in robbing aCon- 
“ v °y G [ Provifions, put them to flight, killing Cusius, 
r their Captain, and recovering the Booty. Thence the 
Conful moving, he took five 'Towns, Garrifotrid by 
tne Lufitapur.ns, upon Articles, which he performed 
not, turning them over *v. the Fury of his Soldiers. Vh 
riatus huffed to revenge this Breach of Faith ; and be¬ 
ing come in fight of the Conlul, he drew up his Foot 
m aSquare Battel', with his Horle on both Wings, but 
far advanced lx tore the Foot, whom he ordered not to 
for pill they faw how the Horfe behaved themfelves 
againft rhe Elephants, They charged the Roman Horfe, 

forcing 
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forcing them to retire to their Elephants; at the fight nn 
of which, the Spanijh Horfe diforderly fled, the Ene- Amlhtr 
my fiercely purfuing: The Foot drew back in good Defiat <f 
Order7 and Viriatus perceiving die Enemy's Battel^’ Rc- 
broke in the Purfuit, rallying his Cavalry, he gave fuch mans ' 
a Charge, that 'Servilianus , with his Elephants, fled, 
leaving 6000 Men dead. Soon after this, Servilianus 
purfuing a Lufitanian Robber, called Corroba, befieged 
him in a itrong Place, where hunger forced him to 
Surrender, upon Promife not only of Life, but that his 
Men fhould march oft with their Arms; yet fo, as to 
fwcar, never more to employ them againft the Romans . 

But the Conful, unmindful of his Promife, when he 
had all the Troop of Robbers, conlifting of joq Men, 
in his Power, cut off all their Right Hands, except the 
Captain’s. 

o. Spring coming on, all Lufitania was full of War¬ 
like Preparations. Viriatus marched againlt the Con¬ 
ful, who had befieged the City of Erijfana - and with 
wonderful Cunning, made his Way into it; where ha¬ 
ving well encouraged the Defendants, he (allied out fo 
furioufly, that Servilianus was glad to retire to a Place 
of Advantage. Here he was fo ftraiten’d, that he made Viriatus 
Propofols of Peace, which were agreed upon, and VI- makes 
riatus allowed a Friend of the People of Re me. This P'a^ vitb 
done, the Armies parted, one into Andalusia, the other r, v R°- 
into Lufitania. One of thofe who approved of the mans# 
Peace concluded, was Qamtus Servilius Cepio, the Con- 
ful s Brother; yet afterwards confidering how dilho- 
nourable it was to Rome, he openly blamed his-Brother 
and by that Means obtained the Confiilfliip, and a 
numerous Army, to better the Affairs of the Romans in 
Lufitania. Cepio kept his Defigns fo private, that the T ; y ?cue 
L fit an tans thought of nothing but their Councry-Af- Tokan 
Eiirs.^ They were awaken'd by rhe News brought’ that 
the Conful had, by Storm, taken the City of Arfa not 
far from Sevil. Viriatus was then at Valencia, who im¬ 
mediately marched with fome Troops towards Lufita- 
ma. By the Way he reduced Segorbe, which had re¬ 
volted when Cetno appeared with a mighty Army : 
f finding himfelf too weak for fo powerful an Army, 
with his Horfe amufed them, till his Foot were got 
into the Mountains. Cepio purfued him, to cut off' his 
Retreat into Portugal* He, as he fled into the Heart of 
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Spain, ufed exceflive Cruelty to all that bore the 
man Name: But finding this turned not to Account, he 
lent an Ambafiador to Cepio , to put him in mind of the 
Peace, fb folemnly, and io lately concluded. The 
Confol having heard the Ambaffadors, and founded 
their Difpofitions, with mighty Promifes prevailed up¬ 
on them to murder Viriatus. Their Names were, D/- 
• ^ & ale on, Minurus and AuUus ; all three Captains of Note 

t among the Lufitanians. Thele three having underta- 

Ireachery k eR bafe Action, returned, and for fbme time kept 
tJ ' Viriatus in hand with the Hopes of Peace, till, waiting 
their Opportunity, in the Dead of the Night, they en¬ 
ter’d his Tent, and flew him as he lay afleep. Thence 
they fled, to give the Con/ul an Account of what they 
had done, whole Countenance they found altered ; as 
it generally happens to Tray tors, after they have com¬ 
mitted the Trealon. 

9. In the Morning, yhe Lufitania?is milling their Ge¬ 
neral, they went into his Tent, where finding him dead, 
the whole Camp was filled with Lamentation; and in 
Revenge of his Death, they put all the Rpman Prifohers 
}lis Tunc- to the Sword. To.perform his Funeral-Rites with all 
ral-Pomp. imaginable Pomp, in the midft of the Field, they railed 
a vaft Pile of Timber, leaving a Place for the Body, 
The Top of the Pile was adorned with Enfigns, and 
other Trophies of Anns.

Sermhus, to gain the Reputation of a merciful Conque- 
ror, was content that the Lujitanlans , delivering up 
their Arms, fhould be dilperkd into (everal Parts, Vi- 
rintus as to his Perfon, was of a large Stature, ltrong 
Limbs, curled Hair, large Eyes broad Eye-brows, a 
itern Countenance, and a large hooked No/e. As to 
’ j V, Uallt,eS ’, ke ^ as mo deft, liberal, prudent, of a rea- 
* ct j- Vlt ’ , S uick Invention. Some of Viriatus % 
Soldiers gathering up his Afhes, brought them back in¬ 
to hb own Country, and buried them, together with 

his 
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his Sword. In the time of King John the III. who reign¬ 
ed from the Year 1511 till 15-5:7. in the Territory of 
Behs, two Leagues from Lisbon, and in the Lands of 
Pet/r Machado Carregueyro, in turning up certain old 
Ru ns, was found a Stone Cheft with this In/cription; 
Hie [facet Viriatus Lufitanus Dux. In it Was found a 
Sword, on which certain Characters were Engraven: 
The Prince and many other perfons of Note /aw it, and 
Machado offering to fell the Sword, thev would give no 
thing for it, fo he gave it to a Friend of his of the Ifland 
Madera , and by that means it was loft. The Cheft was 
broke in pieces, and no part oT it remains. 


CHAP. VI. 

The Actions of the Lufitanians after the Death 
°f Viriatus, from the Tear 133. before Chrift 
till the Tear 80. when Sertorius takes upon 
him the Command, with his Exploits till 
the Tear 70. 

’•T H u E lujitanians not looting their Courage, lac. 

, ou 8 1 they had loft their General, broke out Tantalus 
again under their new Commander Tantalus, but not Commands 
with the lame Fortune as before, being eafily foppreE the Lu( '‘* 
fed by the Con/ul Dec 1 us Junius Brutus, who reduced tanuns - 
then to foe for Peace. -It was granted upon tolerable 
Conditions one whereof Was, that he ihould allien 
them Lands to l.ve upon.- The/e Lands were along 
the delightful Southern Coaft, upon the River Turia, 
now Guadtilaviar, where they built the moll famous 
City Valencia ■ the foundation Whereof is therefore af- 
figned to Brutus the Con/ul. This Army thus Disban¬ 
ded^ Brutus entred LuitanU, without meeting anv on- 
pofition, till he came to Eburobricium , a City leatecl 
the Sea-coaft near to which now ftands the Town 
ot Alfayyran-, the Inhabitants of this place adventured

. n 1 Rattle fj e “» th « heat of the Fight, vowed he 
-mild there build a Temple to Neptune, if he obtain¬ 
ed 
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ed the Vkftory; and having without much difficulty 
overthrown his Enemy, performed his Vow : He kid 
Siege to the City, and foon was Matter of it. 

2. The next Year, Brums with his victorious Army, 
patted over the rapid River Duero , and coming unex* 
pedledly upon the People that inhabited between that 
River and Minho , made a great (laughter of them, 
which obliged fuch as could efcape to riy to the Moun¬ 
tains. Thence in Parties they came down, and cut off 
many of his Men, nay, the very Women fhowed filch 
Valour, that the Conful was obliged to kill a great 
number of them; but perceiving die harm was done 
him from the Mountains, he fell to Burning all the 
plain Country, with fuch Fury, that the People were 
glad to beg a Peace, which was ealily gamted: Thus 
Brutus the Conful was at lealure to Behege the City Labrica, 
f ^° man ^habitants whereof immediately iubmitted, but 
takes tfa no ^ ooner had he turned his back, than they began to 
C rj La- fortify themfelves, and falling upon fuch Romans, as 
brica. were left in their Neighbourhood, cut them in pieces. 

This News being carried to Brutus , he turned back, and 
cncompaiiing the City, forced the Inhabitants to come 
out without Arms into the open Field j there taking 
them into the middle ot his Army, and having fevere- 
iy reproved them for their Perhdioufnefs, when they 
expected nothing but prefent Death, he ordered them 
to return again to their City, and be more faithful for 
the future. From that time forward they continued in 
SubjeCtion, but could not be brought to ferve againft 
their own Country. 

±Zy. q. The Bom.in Army advanced to Braga plundering 
the Country, but the Citizens (allying out in a good 
Body, furprized and carried away a Convoy of Provi¬ 
sions that was going to the Camp. Brutus , in revenge, 
deftroyed all before him, and the Bracareyijes more of¬ 
fended then terrified, marched fix Miles out of the Ci¬ 
ty to give him Battle; the Women here played the 
part ot moft valiant Soldiers, and after the Fight had

long flood doubtful, the Romans were put to flight: 
The Bracarettfes over-fccure in their Victory, lay a- 
^ y y : bout the Fields without any Watch, which Brutus ima- 
gining- having rally'd his Forces, became upon them, 
jg™* ra ’ and having well revenged his Difgrace with the Death 
of many, the reft tied to the Shelter of their Walk He 

a llaults 
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afliiults the City which the Inhabitants difdaining, the 
Men (allied out, leaving the Women to guard the Walls; 
but they refolving not to be out-done by the Men,rufhed 
out after them, and fo together repulfed the Romans to 
their Trenches. This made the Conful give over the 
Attack, and changing his manner of proceeding, wa¬ 
iled all the Country about; in this manner the Con- 
ful came to the River Lina, formerly called Lethe. It 
was the common Opinion, that thole who patted it, for¬ 
got their Countries; for which reafon, Brutus his’Sol¬ 
diers could not be perfivaded to enter the Ford. He to 
undeceive them, Hatching an Eniign from the Bearer, 
let Spurs to his riorfe and patted over; then calling to 
his Soldiers, told them many things of Rome, to con¬ 
vince them he had not forgot it, and by this means he 
perfwaded them to venture over the River. The Cam - 
fonejes who inhabited on the other fide, came to hinder 
their paflage, but were repulfed, and the whole Army 
gained the farther Bank. The People ot Galicia, to the &ar 
number of 6 0000, coming to the relief of their Neigh- dooooGa- 
hours, were by Brutus in their paflage over the River iicians ^ 
Minho fo intirely overthrown, that the greatefl part was ft ro y-d. 
either Drowned, put to the Sword, or made Captives. 

The lofs of this powerful fuccour fo difeouraged the Lu* 
fitanians, that they flittered the victorious Army to range 
about at pleafure, taking many Towns without the 
leaft oppofition. 

4. The City Cinania flood refolutely upon its De¬ 
fence, and Brutus ottered them Peace if they would buy 
it. ’Their Anfwcr was, That their Anccflors had left them 
their Swords and Valour to maintain their Liberty, not Gold 
tojurchafe it : Certain it is, this City was many Years 
after deftroved by another Power. Brutus, (pent two 
Years in thofe parts, his Command being fbll prolong- t- ^ 
ea-to him, bccaufe he was Fortunate : He now ttiling 
himfclf Conqueror of Galicia and Lujitaniu, marched 
againft the Inhabitants of the Province of Beira, who be- Brutus 
ing a fierce Barbarous People, put him to much trouble conquers 
in patting Rivers, and piercing the uncouth Mountains* Lufitanu 
till at laft coming to a Battle, he was worfted; yet re- and GaIi “ 
covering again, he obtained a Victory, but at fo dear a cia > 4n f 
rate, that he would gladly have been without it, rather tr [ w $ h * 
than have fuftained fuch left. After this, he again paf- R ° mC ' 
led over Tagus, and refided three Years in the City Mo~

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rusj then ftanding where now the Caftle of Almourol is; 
he ended' his Government with liich Reputation, that 
the Bpman Senate unanimolifly voted he flbould triumph 
over the Lufitanians and Gallicians. 

Whilft the Proconful Decius Junius Brutus trium¬ 
phed, and Rome wafted with Civil Wars, could not 
carry on its Foreign Expeditions, the Senate lent Go- 
vernours, who might lupply their want of ftrength by 
policy and obliging the Natives. The proje£t proved 
ineffectual, for a powerful Army broke out of LujitnnU' 
iio. confaming all that ftood in its way belonging to the 
The Luii- Bpynans ; Caius Marius the Proconful, who had gained 
tamansri’ Reputation at Numantia , put a ftop to this Torrent. 

ale recced ^ rou g ht not numerous but choice Forces from Home , 

and joyning them to thofe he found in Spain, marched 
to reprefs the fury of the Lufitanians ; he worfted them, 
but they affembhng a greater power again, gave him 
considerable Defeat: . Neverthelefs, the Proconful * no¬ 
thing terrifyed, as being well ufed to the various For 
nines of War, calling together the Celtiberi and draw¬ 
ing his old Soldiers out the Garrifons, in feveral rem 
counters, overthrew the Lufitanians in fuch manner: 
that for fome Years, we have no account of them. Af¬ 
ter that time of filence, they again began to difturb thq 
109. Province-of Hifpania Interior, lb that Qaifurnius Pifo 
was lent from Borne againft them; it is natural to guefi 
he had no great fuccefs, becaufe very loon after Servim 
Sulpicius Galba was lent to fucceed him- neither is it 
likely that Galba fped much better, for in the Town 
of Condeixa, there is ftill an antient Infcription which 
denotes fbme hot piece of lervice, in which Galba loft 
*07. many Men of Note. His Succeflor was Quintus Servi 
Hus Cepio , Son to him that difhonourably contrived the 
Death of Viriatus : the particulars of what he did are 
104. nbt known, but fure it was much, lince he was allow¬ 

ed to triumph at Rome, A powerful Bpman Army ran 
ged in Lujitania , but with fuch ill fuccefs, that not a 
99 - Man efcaped to carry home the News of their lofs. 

This fataf ftroke produced a quiet Peace for four Years, 
97. which ended in a great Vi&ory obtained over the Lufi - 
L. Corn. by Decius Jtinius Silanus. Yet the vanquifhed 

Dolabdla gathering new Forces, made a mighty havook in all 
agaik fub - the Province of Hifpania Ulterior . Lucius Cornelius Do - 
dm than, (a bell a was lent in haft Proconful from Borne, to reme¬ 
dy 
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fy this growing Evil. He behaved himfclf fo prudent¬ 
ly, that the Lufitanians were obliged to lay down their 
Arms, and keep within their own Borders, lor which 
if was granted him to triumph at Home. 

6. All thefe Calamities were not enough to fubdue 
the Lufitanians, and therefore the Romans defigning U t- 
terly to extirpate them, lent the Conful Publius Hei¬ 
ms Crajjus agamft them. He behaved himfelf lo well, 
that he was continued in that Government four Years, 
doing incredible harm in the Country, and at laft tri- 
umphed at. Home: The chief lervice that acquired him 
that Honour, was the War with the People between 
the Rivers Duero and Mtnho. There he had firft know- 
fedge or *the Elands called Cajjiterides , 'which lome im¬ 
agine to be thole of Hay on a in Galicia , and others be-, 
here they were fwallowed by the Sea; they were ten in 
Number, one of them only inhabited, the Natives of a | 
Iwarthy Complexion, their cloathing • a long Gown 
down to the Feet, girt upon the Bread, all of them ear¬ 
ned Staves in their hands: They traded with other 
Nations, particularly the Carthaginians , for Hides, and 
Leaif and Tin, whereof they had great Plenty; ftill 
me Proconful Licinius Craffus , by fair means, drew 
them to the Homan Friendlhip. The cruel Wars be¬ 
tween Manus and Sylla , hindred the Homans from fend- 
ing Supplies into Spam ; the Lufitanians took hold of 
pat opportunity, and with a numerous Body breaking 
mto the. Homan Provinces, exercifed the utmoft Cruel¬ 
ty’ Iparing neither Sex nor Age, and this made the 
tyw.TO Commanders quit the weaker places, and retire 
to thofe o* more fifety. But in the height of this their 
prolpenty, came Caius Annius, (lent by Sylla after S<?r-' 
tonus f who m two great Battles, though with much 
flimculty overthrew the Lufitanians ; This made them 
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lenlible, tlnic they 4Dnlv wanted a General, and there¬ 
fore pitched upon Scrtorius , who was then in Mau-

When he underftood that any of his Captains had gain¬ 
ed a Victory, he caufed the Hind to be Crown’d with 
Flowers bv him, he entrufted with^ the Secret, and as 
foon as let ioofe, fhe would run to him, and he putting 
his Ear to her Mouth, would difcover what he haa 
been told before, faying, Diana gave him that intelli¬ 
gence by the Mouth or the Hind: This Fraud made 
the People follow him, as if he were feme what more 
than Man. ; 3 

H. : s lV*r- 8. Sertorius having thus gained the Affections of the 
like Ex- Lufttanians , and ft cured their Children, as Hoftages, 
flviu. at Ofca, ventured’to take the Field, againft the Romans, 
with only 8000 fylen, whereof ^000 Wer q Lufitanians, 
the reft Italians and Africans. Nine Years he maintain¬ 
ed War againft Home, and againft four of its beft Gene¬ 
rals, who brought over 7000 Horfe, and izzoojy 
Foot, befides the Spanifh Auxiliaries. His firft Exploit* 
was, the fubduing moft part of the Province of Carper 

tania) 
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tania * where he found little or no Rtffiftance. Next, 
he defeated Cota , the Roman Admiral, who kept the 
Streights of Gibraltar , and hinder’d Supplies from com¬ 
ing to him out of Mauritania. Sailing victorious up 
the River Guadalquiver , he furprized, at Break of Day, 
the Roman Army, under the Command of Didius , who 
lay encamped upon the Banks of the River, and put 
the greateft: part of it to the Sword. Herculeus , one of 
his Captains, \yas fent out by him, againft Lucius Do - 
mitius , who, by Order of the Confiil, Qyintus Metellus 
Pius, deftroyed all the Country between Andalusia and 
the Pyrenean Mountains. Herculeus purfuing, overtook 
him in Aragon, where he overthrew his Army, and kil¬ 
led him. The- Fame of this Defeat moved Manilius , 
Proconful of Gallia Norbomnfis , to pals the Mountains 
’ with a mighty Army of Romans and Gauls , in hopes to 
gather together the few fcatter’d Remnants of Domitius's 
Army. But the Victor, flufhed with his late Succefs, 
met him near Leri fa, where a moft bloody Battel was 
fought, and Manilius routed, with a terrible Slaughter 
of the Roman Legions ; but, above all, of the French 
Horfe.* In the mean while, Sertorius ftuck dole to Me¬ 
te dus j who perceiving himfelf to be ftill upon, the Lo- 
fing Hand, relolved to alter his Method of Carrying on 
the War, and laid Seige to Laccbriga , now called Lagos f 
in the Kingdom of Algarve. Want of Water preiied 
theBefieged; but Sertorius , with great Rewards., pre¬ 
vailed with xooo Soldiers to break through thei^ow** 
Camp, with each of them a Skin-full of YVater. This 
Supply encouraged the Lacobrigsnfes , till Sertorius could 
come to raife the Seige: But Metellus, hearing of his 
Preparations, marched away, and left it. Want of 
Provifions forced him to depart: for Sertorius had cut 
oft a Legion that was coming to him, with a Convoy. 
Metellus marched into Andalusia, Sertorius keeping clofe 
at his Heels, and^ came to Ofca , where the Lujitasiian 
Youths were, deligning to take that Place; but it was 
well provided: Bdides, the Lufitanian Army being up¬ 
on his Back, he marched away to Cartagena ; and Scr- 
tonus returned to Evora, Thus it appears, that Ofca 9 
where the Univerfity was erected, was not in Arragon , 
as feme will have it; but in Andalusia. At Evora , 'Scr- 
torius received Ambafladors from Mithridatcs , King of 
Pontus: Hepropofed to fettle Amity, forth# fubduing 
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of Italy ; offered Ships, and asked feme Lufitanian Sob 
diers : Befides, he offered to Sertorius the whole Domi¬ 
nion of Afia. Sertorius received the Ambaffadors with 
Majefty, promiled the Supply of Soldiers, and after¬ 
wards lent it. The Ambafladors. being dilmiifed, Ser •- 
tor ins employed himlelf in making Proviiion for the 
next Campaign, and exercifing his Men ; knowing he 
could not expert long to enjoy Peace. 

9. In the mean time came Pompey the Great , from 
Rome, and was joined by Metellus . %4arcus Perpenna 
came alio from Sardinia, with 30 Veter ane Troops, to 
the AHiftance of Sertorius. The Lufitanlans , encoura¬ 
ged with this Aid, and lying now in fight of the Ro¬ 
mans, prefled their General to lead them out to Battel: 
But he weighing the mighty Power of the Enemy, me¬ 
ditated how to gain fome Advantage by Policy. Part 
of his Army, carried away with Heat, and forgetful of 
good Dilcipline, adventured, contrary. to his Orders, 
to charge the Romans, but came oft with Difhonour; 
which nothing dilpleafed Sertorius,, Here it was, that 
he convinced his Men, by the Example of two Horfes; 
One, very lean and poor, he gave to a lufty^oung 
Man, ordering him to pull out the Hair of his Main 
and Tail; which he attempting to draw out by Hand- 
fulls, laboured much, but profited little. The other, 
being a beautiful, ftrong Horfe, he gave to an ancient 
Man, for the lame purpole; and he plucking Hair by 
Hair, did that with Eafe, which the other could not 
doi with great Pains. Thus, he laid, they were to pro¬ 
ceed againft the Romans, whom it was impofiible at one 
Stroke to overthrow , but eafie to compals at many. 
Sertorius laid Seige to Laurona, (now LeiriaJ 4 Leagues 
from Valencia , on the Banks of the River Xucar, Pom* 
pey and Metellus came to raile the Seige, but loft 10000 
Men in the Attempt; and endeavouring to gain a Ri¬ 
ling Ground, which lay opportunely for putting of lup* 
plies in the Town, they found Sertorius had prevented 
them. Next Pompey deligned to befiege the Lufitanian 
Army, hemming it in between his own and the Town, 
but Sertorius having left £0 00 Men in Ambufh, they 
attacked him in his approach; fo that he was glad to 
return to his Camp, and look on whilft the City was 
taken and Burnt;. The Roman Army confifted of 1 coo 
Hpri£ and 30000 Foot, but the Lufitanlans wctqjoooo

ii It is incredible, how much' the whole Army 
rejoiced at the Return of the Hind : And Sertorius, to 
make ufe of that Heat, marched towards Valencia, 
where Metellus wa3, wafting the Country. He lo hem¬ 
med him up in a Plain, that he mull either penfti, or 
fight. However, he lent Mummius, with a Party of 
Horfe, to condud a Convoy of Provifions to him. 
Sertorius having Notice thereof , marched out by 
Night; and in the Morning, putting the Guard to the 
Sword, he took the whole Convoy. Metellus contemn¬ 
ing Sertorius, marched to feek him; and Perpetma af¬ 
ter him. Thus they were foon engaged, with lucht ill 
Succefs on the Homans fide, that they began to ny. 
The old Metellus , difdaining to be thus difgraced, did 
Wonders exceeding his Age, till he fell wounded with ; 
Sertorius a Dart: And the Shame of lofing their General bring- . 
r„ted % y ing back his Men, they fo fiercely charged the bufita, 
Metellus. nians, clilorder’d in the Purliiit, that .they recovered, 
the Day ; putting them to the Rout, with great Slaugh¬ 
ter. Sertorius did all that Metellus had done before, : 
toftay his Men; but could only flop the vidoricafl 
Homans, till his Army efcaped: Which done, he fol¬ 
lowed after, to a ftrong City, Handing on an Hill. 
Metellus encompafled the Place, thinking to ftanre it; 
but Sertorius had before laid insufficient Stores. A few 
Days after, with a Party of Light Horfe, he made his 
Efcape, deceiving the Homan Guards, and returned fife

Was a great Loft to Pompey and Metellus , but a greater h l 
mey fuftained by the' Means of Hercuielvs , a Lujuanian 

Captain, who cut off fix Troops of Horle and a Le¬ 
gion, which, under the Command of Proem Emilia- 
were conduding a great Convoy of Provifions. 
l j 5 P ut Hpman Generals upon taking new Me¬ 
thods ; Pompey went away to Navarre, whilft Metellus 
gave an Account of his Loffes to the Senate of Rome, 
and prefled for confiderable Supplies. They came ac- 6a. 
corair.gly; and the two Generals took the Field again, 
r ? 1 - marching apart from Pompey, near Italica, 

(which was not far from Sevil,) was met by Hereuleius, 
lo prefled, that he betook himfelf to a Mountain, 
lhe Lujitanian Army lay at the Foot of the HilL da- 
nng the Homans to give Battel. Metellus waiting an 
Opportunity, took it fo aptly, that he killed and made 
raloners aoooo of Herculcius’% Army, driving the reft 
out of the Field; and was fo delighted with this great 
Succefi, that he caufed Images of Vidory, as he came 
into every Town, to be let down artificially, with 
Garlands of Flowers to crown himfelf; as alfo, his 
raifes to be pubhckly fong. Sertorius immediately 
marched to feek the Vidor, who was on his Way to 
u taloma .-He did not overtake him, but cut off a Par- 
J ol Horfe that was carrying the News of die Vidory, 
and lome of the Pnfoners, to Pompey. Hcradcius was 
0 much affiamed of his Defeat, that he abfeonded, and 
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would not be feen ; but Sertorius comforted him, mu},* 
with much Difficulty, prevailed with him to appear 

a. Sertorius leading a mighty Army againft Metellus , 
who was in the Kingdom of Murcia , by the Way de- 
ftroyed all the Province of Andalusia ; Metcllus retiring 
to Valencia, where Pompey then was; who lent a Par 
ty of Light-Horfe, to difeover the Strength of Serto 
. rius, and found his Army numerous, and in good Or 
der. He pafl’ed the River Guadalaviar , near whole 
Banks the two Roman Generals lay encamped, on a a 
advantageous high Ground. Both Armies being re 
folved to give Battel, and being drawn out in order to 
it, they flopped to fee the Event of a Angle Combat 
between two Soldiers, who had challenged one ano 
ther : Pompc/s Soldier having killed him of Senorius, 
taking off his Helmet to cut off his Head, he found it 
was his own Brother; whereupon, he immediately kil 
fed himlelf. This ftrange Accident put off the Battel 
for that Day; but the next Day after, they engaged with 
Metellus great Refolution} when, in the of the Action, a 

and Pom- s 0 ldier telling Senorius that the General of the Horfe 
pey again was k;Ued he him tlirough the Body, that he 

Wo^im might not tcrriGe others with that News: Yet neither 
^ this, nor ail he could dp, was enough to prevent h» 
being put to the Rout, with the JLols of 6pdo of his 
Men. It was no lefs Grief to Sertorius, than the Lofs of 
the Battel, that the City Valencia fiibmitted to the vi£fo- 
rious Romans ; and much more, when other Places fol 
lowed the Example of it; amongft which was Guada 
laxara. Hither he marched with Speed ; but the In¬ 
habitants being fled to a Place almoft inacceffible, M 
of many great Caves, they fcoffed at him, asking whe¬ 
ther he had Wings to come at them. He tried all Stra¬ 
tagems to reduce them, but nothing fecceeded. At 
length he raifed great Heaps of Sand and Duff oppo- 
Ate to the Mouth? of the Caves; and waiting till a 
ftrong North Wind blew diretlly in upon them, earn¬ 
ed his Men, with Shovels, to caff up the Sand ; which 
being fo fhaken, was by the Wind carried into the 
Caves fo violently, that thofe within, being almoft lu¬ 
lled, were glad to cry for Mercy. Senorius forgave 
them all, and took nothing from them; but feme ne 
ceflary ProviAons for his Army. . 

q. This 
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q. Thiylaft A&ion gained Senorius great Reputa¬ 
tion, as well of Policy to overcome, as of Clemency 
towards the vanquished; but his Forces being very 
much broken, feme of the principal Romans that fol¬ 
lowed him, propofed to come to aa accommodati¬ 
on with Pompey. Sertorius utterly rejected their Advice, 
laying. Since the Romans would not treat pith him in his 
Profperity,he would,'never condefcend to Juc to them in hisAd- 
verfity. And that his Aftions might fete with his Words, 
tho’ then weak and lately overthrown,' ^hearing that 
Pompey hid diftrefled Palencia, hie hailed to the relief 
of the BeAeged, and without loafing qnje, he Affaults 
the Romans, and his Men being much difbrdered in the 
ConfuAon, he was got fofar among his Enemies, tfrar 
his Horfe being killed, he had inevitably perifhed, had 
pot a Body of Lufifanians offered to Sacrifice their own 
lives for the defence gf his. They delperately forced 
their way to the place where he was Fighting, and ta¬ 
king him into the midft of them, carried him off in 
fifety. He thus brought Back to his Men, To encou¬ 
raged them with his prefence, that they obliged Pompey Herecoverr 
to quit his Camp, and with it his Tents ana Engines : a ” ci J f or J< ! 
Had not the Night been fo near, few Remans had efca- the Ro ' 
ped, but they under the fhelter of it, gGt away to places matlS ' 
of fifety. In the mean while Mete Hus laid hard Siege to 
Calahona, but the victorious Senorius drove him thence 
by main force* with the Slaughter of 3000 of his Men, 
and entring the Town, Commended the Fidelity of 
the Inhabitant?. Here he was informed, that Metellus 
and Pompey joynir.g their Forces, lay before Ofca or 
Huefia fits UniverAty ; thither he hafted and Encamped 
at a (mall diftance from them, fo carelefly, that Mctel- 
lus forced him to take fhelter in the BeAeged City in 

S eat ConfuAon, leaving behind him many Armes and 
orfes, and much Ammunition: This frown of For¬ 
tune moved the Rpmans, who had hitherto followed 
Sertorius, to confpire againft him. Here by the way, 
it is to be obferved, That doubtlels there were two Of- 
op's, Ance we Read, that before this time, they Fought 
m Andalusia near Ofca, and now again being in the 
Territories of Aragon, Sertorius fled to Ofca, 

4. Perpenna , that Roman who had hitherto fb faith¬ 
fully ferved Senorius , now tempted by the promifed 
rewards, undertook to kill him.- Sertorius himfelf in 
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People, and miniftred an opportunity to Perpetma to 
compafs his intended Treachery, S Marius underftan- ; 
5ertotius ding there was a Confpiracy againft him, gave an ao 
blurthered, count thereof to the Lufitanians^ who were nis Guard, j 
and they immediately put to Death Ten of the Coik 
(pirators. None feemed more to commend this Exe- 
cution, than Perpenna^ who as it were, to divert Serto* 
rim, invited him to a Supper, # whither he, fufce&ing 
nothing, went, and; in the height of his Mirth, was I 
killed with zi Wounds, The firft that ftruck him! 
was a Upman, called Antony: Thcrewas no left moum -1 
ing at his Death among the Lufitanians , than had beeaj 
for VirUtus , and many killed themfelves at his Funeraly! 
The Hind that had always Followed Sertorius^ feeing| 
him Dead, finelling to him, and heavily Groaning, at|| 
length forbearing all Suftenance, fell down Dead byhi& 
fide. The Lufitanians gathering his Afhes intoan 
returned to Evora x where they were Honourably Ed- 
tombed. The Magiftrates of Evora, then the chief Go¬ 
vernment of Ltifitania , confulting how to fecure the 
Common-wealth, refolved not to alter any thing, till 
they few what was done by Perpetma, with whom was 
the greateft part of Scrtorius his Army, tho* many bad 
forfaken him, feeing Pompey preiling upon them with 
a mighty Power. 

68. y. Perpetma failing of the promifed Reward of his 

Treachery from Meicllus , was not content to have 
Murdered his General, unlefs he alfo ulurped his Com¬ 
mand. Therefore calling together the Heads of the 
Army, after inveighing againft the Cruelty and Peifr 
diouihefs of Sertorius , he offered himfelf for their Lea¬ 
der : Many of them before bribed by him, eafily can* 
fented, and others feeing Pompey fb near, complied with 
necefuty leaft they fliould want a Head in that time of 
^ Danger. Pompey refolving the firft thing he did to make 
g”* an enc * Per f enna i accordingly marched haftily to* 
ot H wards him,-and he nothing Daunted, advanced to 
Lufirani- meet : ^ ot ^ L Armies being in fight of one another, 
a!#. * fell to Fortifying their Camps. The Work ended, 
they lpent the time in Skirmiihes before they would ha¬ 
zard a pitched Battle 5 hut Perpenna y s Forces decreafed 

muchi' 
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much, many by night Deferring, which obliged him to 
offer the Enemy Battle before ne was quite forfaken: 

Tho 5 Pompey doubted not of the Victory, yet to make 
it fecure, he laid an Arnbufh, and retiring, drew Per- 
pemia into the Danger of it. Thus when he thought 
himfelf Vi&orious, he was fallen into the Snare, and 
immediately put to the Rout; he himfelf fled, ana was 
as much afraid of hisown Men, asof the Enemy. The 
fymans followed the ChaGe without giving any Quar- 
ter; certain Horfemen carried on with this heat, found 
Perpetma among the Shrubs and Bryars. He falling au jL / t * 0 
down, begged his Lifej alluring them, He would $ ea th. 
make great Difcoveries of principal Men in I{ome, who 
kept Correfpondence with Sertorius,’which he could 
prove under their hands. The Captain of thofe Horfe 
acquainted Pompey therewith," who ordered his Head to 
fee immediately ftruck off, and thofe Papers to be 
brought to him: This being accordingly performed, 

Mfen of Note, whom their Conference acculed, were 
in a greatConftemation in Pompey s Army, for thatthey 
bad fecnetly favoured Sertorius ; But, he fearing the 
ill confequence of fuch a Difcovery, publickly Burnt 
sdl thofe Papers, and fb quieted their Appreheu- 
fions. 

6. Afranius, a moft Valiant Captain, by Pompey' s 
Order, entred Lufitania ; but finding the Camponefes 
were fled to the Mountains, and left ail the plainCoun- 
try Defert, he fiifpe&ed rather Policy than Fear, had 
carried them; wherefore he returned to inform Pompey, p 0 mpey 
and both of them came before die City Caucia , which frbdu t 
offered to embrace the Friendfhip of die Romans, but many via? 
refefed to admit a Garrifbn. Pompey requefted, that ces. 
whilft they could agree upon Articles, nis fick Men 
might be admitted into the City, which being granted, 
he lent in a Number of his beft Soldiers privately Arm¬ 
ed, who being let in, poflefled themfelves of the 
Walls, and lo the Town was obliged to receive a Gar¬ 
rifbn, and pay a Sum of Money : With fuch like Arts, 

Pompey gained admittance into many Towns of Lufita - 
nia : Both Pompey and Afranius laid Siege to Oxama ( now 
Ofma) where no fair means prevailing, rhe place was 
furioufly Battered, then Undermined, and a fiifficiept 
Breach being made, it was pertinacioufly defended as 
long as any pf the Inhabitants were left alive. They all

died to the laft Man, and Potnpey having none .left to 
kill, vented his paflion upon the Buildings, leaving 
the place in a confided heap of Rubbilh; tnen the Ar¬ 
my inarched to Calahorra , out whilft they lay before it, 
Mctcilus lent to Ad vile Pompey , it concerned him more 
to return to Pgme, than linger the time there: He lea- I 
ving Afranius to continue the Siege, in his way, laidthe I 
Foundation of Pamplona , in Navar, and lb went away to 
Hptnc, where it was allowed him to Triumph, as he nad 
well deferved. Afranius left at Calahorra, tho’ he luffe* 
red much by the Weather, it being then Winter, and 
alio for want or Proviiions, yet he reduced the Befieg- i 
ed to that extremity, that having eaten all the Leather 
and Hides in the City, they killed and eat their 
Wives and Children. Neverthelefs, Afranius broke in 
upon them, and found many inhabitants looking r<u 
ther like Ghofts than Men, and many quarters of Wo- 
men and Children hanging up for Food, 

7. The Homan Senate thought the Victories of Pom* 
pey and Metcllus , had lufficiently lecured Spain ; 
therefore they lent thether Publius Pifo Pretor* a Man 
more addidted to Peace than War. He found all things 
quiet, but after a while, underftanding that Warlike 
preparations were making in leveral parts of Spain , he 
lent his Queftor Lucius Flaccus , to vilit and put allGar- 
rilons into a pofture of Defence ; in the mean while he 
gathered an Army of Homans and Andalusians, and ta¬ 
king the Field in leveral places, Defeated the Spaniards ; 
«*e- r„ but Authors do not mention the particulars. Certain 
/Iranians * c 1Sy vanc l u ifhed a Body of Lufitanians , that had 
n*in by K cn plundering the Country and killed yoocofthem, 
rub. Pifo. His liiccels was doubtlefs more conliderable, finceit ap- 
6 0 pears he triumphed at Home . Cncus Pifo fucceeded Pub* 
iius, he by his ill Government loft the Affe&ions, not 
only of the Natives, but of the Hpma?is, and marching 
into Lufitania , had his Le 6 ate cut off by lorne Light 
Horleof the Country, none of his Army ftirring to rel- 
cue him. The next Pretor was Quintus Calidius , who 
6 l<, defeated leveral Parties of Lujhanians, that Plundered 
the Country; after him came Tubero , who brought 
with him as his Queftor Julius Cufar, to whom Bis 
future Fortune was foretold atCWi*- For vifiting the 
Temple of I-Ierculcy, and falling afleep in it, he Dream¬ 
ed that he lay with his Mother, This the South fayev 

interpreted 
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interpreted to Denote his becoming Sovereign of Hgmel 
his Mother-Country, which he ihould deprivebf its An- 
tient Liberty. There allb feeing thePi&ure of Alexander 
the Great, he wept confidering that mighty King had 
fubdued fo confiderable a part of the World, at that 
Age which he then was of, and had yet done nothing 
worthy of Fame. Thele confiderations made him quit 60. 
his Employment and return to Home to aim at greater. 

About this time hapnedon the Coaft *of Galicia and A ET*** 
Portugal, fo terrible an Earthquake, that many Build- 
ings being overthrown, the People fled to the jMoun- ***** 
tains for Safety. The Sea allb oroke in and drowned 
feveral places. At Cape St. Vincent , a Mare brought 
forth a Monfter with the Head, Bread, and Fore-feet 
of a Bull, the Body of a Horfe, and the Hind-feet like 
a Man's: This Monfter was thought to forelhew the 
Calamities that afterwards befell Lufitania ; 

8. Some Yearspafled, that the Hpmans fcnt no Com¬ 
mander of Note into Spain , which the Lufitanians ob- 
iervmg, they broke into C aft He with a great Power, 
putting all the Country to Fire and Sword. The 
chief among thele People were the Herminii , inhabi¬ 
ting the deep Valley and high tops of the Mountain 
H&minius , now called Serra de Eftrella , which crofleth 
the greateft part of the Kindom of Portugal . The next JuJiusC*- 

f eat Man that came was Julius*:afar ; he to Ipread a far 
error /pared none of the Lufitanians* that ranged in int0 Lull* 
Caftile and Andalusia, but put all to the Sword, which tar d a - 
made thofe that e/caped home, give the Alarm to pre¬ 
pare the People for the Storm that threatned them. 

Qpfar over-running ail the Province of Alenteio, with 
his Vi&orious Army, uled the utmoft levericy; the 
Andalusians that followed him, revenging the wrongs 
before done to them by the Lufitanians j only the in¬ 
habitants of the Mountain Hcrminius perplexed C.efir . 

Tho’ this Mountainous wasfiid, runs almoft through 
the Kingdom, the chief habitation of thole People was 
about the place where now ftands Haramcnha, , which is 
near Portalegre and Marvnn. The place of it lelf was 
inacceflible, and the People refolute, therefore Cj-far 
jent Ambafladors to perfwade them to come down and 
inhabit the plain: they kept theft Ambaffadors till 
they bad Ihown them their Weapons, the ftrength of 
the Place, and number of the Defendants, and then 

dif- 
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difimfled them, with affurance that they would trull 
only to their Weapons and Courage. C<efar difdaining 
to be Braved by tnofe Mountaineers, to appeafe the o- 
thcr Lufitanians^ much offended for that his Soldiers 
had plundered the Temple of the God Endovclicus , 
caufed all that had been taken thence to be reftored. 

9. This done, he marched again!! the Herminii y who 
were in a readinefs to receive him, and found the place 
+ ,, much more difficult than it had been reprefented to him. 

/^Hermi- Underfeeding that the Herminii had placed their Wives, 
Children and weak People in a remote place of lafety, 
he with great Gifts periwaded certain Lujitanians Ene¬ 
mies to the Herminii , to lead a number of Men thro* 
a private path to that place. Whilft they upon Hands 
and feet climbed the rough Rocks, he drew out his Ar¬ 
my, and began to afcend !b as to divert the Defendants 
from minding thofe that were lent about. An advan¬ 
ced party was lo hotly received by the Mountaineers, 
that they were forced to quit the attempt, and fly dil- 
orderly back to the Camp, Cufar never offering to re¬ 
lieve them for fear of running more Men into the Dan¬ 
ger. The Mountaineers, proud of this fucccfs, braved 
the Romans ; but Cxfar miffing to thole he had lent a- 
bout, regarded them not: The third Night after they let 
forward, the Party that was fent to climb the Hill, fell 
in upon the Old Men, Women and Children, putting 
many to the Sword. But day appearing, and diicovef- 
ing how few had done that harm, the Women fell up¬ 
on them, and their Husbands taking the Alarm, quit¬ 
ted the Pals they defended to prote£l their Wives and 
Children. C*far feeing the Pals clear, mounted the 
Hill till he came to a plain on the fide of it, ^hilfl 
the Herminii put all thole Itymans that had climbed the 
other fide to the Sword. When they thought to re¬ 
turn to the place they had quitted, they found O/ar 
poffefled of it, wherewith they were 16 terrified, that 
tho’ they were above him, and might well have defen¬ 
ded themlelves, they lijcd for Peace; thereupon he 
commanded them to go down and inhabit the Plain, 
keeping zoo of their Women as Hoftages. 

1 o. The Fame of this unexpe&ed Conqueft made 
dnd nuts many of the Neighbouring People refolve to quit their 
* Dwellings, and palling the River Duero y leek out new 

Multitude, places to inhabit, if not more fruitful than their own, 

at 
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at Ieaft more remote from the Enemy. This they did 
in fuch numbers, that the Province was almaft unpeo. 
pled ; they marched in great Order, fearing the pur. 
fuit of the vi&orious Army, which Ibonofertook diem, 
at luch time as they' had pafled over the River moft of 
their Old Men, Women, Children and Baggage, on 
Planks, Skins blown foil of Wind, Mares and Oxen 
Ctef/tr gave them not leafure to follow their Families* 
but falling upon them, was lo body received, that his 
Army began to give way, till a Veteran Legion coming 
up, the Battle a longtime flood doubtful. Cafar who 
could not be fitisfied to part upon equal Terms, broke 
himlelr into the midft of his Enemies with luch Refa¬ 
ction, that his Forces following the Example given 
loon made him Mafter of an abloiute Vi£tory * 


CHAP. VIII. 

The < remaining Ad ions of Julius Csefar, the 
Coming and Attempts of Cneus and Sextus, 
the Sons of Pompey the Great, and other 
Occurrences from the Tear 57. before the Birth 
of Chrifi, till the Tear 17. 

concluded his late Vi&ory, had wholly 
. put an end to the Toiles of War in that Pro¬ 
vince, when he was given to underftand that the Her- 57 - 
tninii, or Mountaineers revolted again, had put to the 
Sword the Romans that Quartered about them, and (fir¬ 
ing up their Neighbours to do the like, were now a(- 
lembled in an infinite Number. He inftantly marched T , 
towards them and efcaped all their Arabuihes, being ZfL 
forewarned of them: The Lufitanians divided them- ytiuouf of 
lelves into two Bodies, each numerous enough to Geiar in 
maintain a long and dangerous War again!! a greater Spain. 
Power than that of the Enemy. The leffer of thofe 
Armies was lent towards the Ocean, with all the Wo- 
tnen and Children as their Guard. The Eoman and 
Lufitanian Armies meeting, flood a while looking upon 
one another, till G<efar who never knew what fear was, 

gave 
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gave the Signal of Battle, and both fides gave the 
Charge witlyextraordinary Fury. Cxfar, tho’ hard 
prefled a while, remained Mafter of the Field, but by 
reafcn of the approaching Night, could not do lb muen 
Execution as might otherwife have been. The Lufi~ 
tanians knowing all-the Paffes of the Country, made 
their way, and loon joyned thole that marched to¬ 
wards the Ocean. Thus the 4th Day they difeovered 
a Peninfula ( now called Penicbe ) into which they all 
pa{Ted ; lb that when Cafar came, there was none be¬ 
hind on the jhoar. The diftance between thd Ijland 
and the (hoar, is at prelent above 500 Paces, which 
at low Water can be forded; Cxfar waiting the Ebb, ; 
lent an Officer with a choice party to gain a Poll: from ■ 
thofe in die liland, who bravely defended themfelvesrf 
The Tide returning, the Romans fought up to the mid** 
die in Water, and Cxfar flood on the Shoar calling up¬ 
on them. When they v/outd have returned, the Water 
was 1 q high, that they were forced to land in the Ifland, 
where they were all cut off to one Soldier, who tho’ 
Wounded, (warn over to the other fide. A S pansjb 
Author calls him Sceva, but t>io 9 names him Publius 
Scevius: It was hard to gain the Ifland, without bring¬ 
ing Ships from Cadi%, but hunger began to prick the 
Multitude who had made no Provifion, when they re* 
tired into that place. This and the fight of the Ships 
made them deliver themfelves "to 1 CJejar, barely upon 
Difcreiion : He not only forbid any Wrong to be done 
them in their* Perfons or Goods, but fepplied them 
widi all they wanted, and lo di (milled mem wholly 
devoted to him, for this unexpe&ed Clemency. At thtf 
time was found that wonderful Horfe, which having 
his Feet like a Man, would afterwards fuffet no; body 
but Cefar to mount him, and when he died, Cxftr can- 
led him to be Buried, as if it had been a Man, and 
his Statue in Brals to be let before the Temple of 
Venus. 

2.. Cefar having thus with Courtely, as well as Force 
fubdued Lujitania , departed to Rome to make intereft 
56* ^ for the Confulfhip, where we will leave him. Tubero 
Pub. Cm* left to Govern the Province, as Propraetor, kept it 
cmnatus j n p cace t ^ e coming of the Proconliil Pxbliuf 
Cxf S C incinnatus, in whole time the Lufitanians began a- 

aii gain to raifcArms, but Authors do not give us any 
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particular Relation of the Event of thofe Commotions, 
till the Time of the Praetor, Publius Cornelius Lentulus 
Sf inter. About the lame time there marched a mighty 
Army out of Spaing whereof a confiderable pan were 
lufttanians : The Gauls, opprefled by Julius C*far y 
bad called them to their Alliftance. Publius Crajfus, Crafliis^- 
Cafar* Legate, overthrew them, killing and taking ft r9 P w*r 
Priloners almoft 40000. Whilft this was done in 4 °ooo' 
prance , Qyintus Cecilius Dentatus , the Prsetor in Lujita- Spaniards 
nth, railed a dangerous War, by endeavouring to car¬ 
ry a great Quantity of Com out of the Country, which 
moved the People to take up Arms; but having forced 
him to retire, and forcifie himfelf in the Mountain of 
Venus , (now called Pomares,) near Evora , they came to 
a Compofition, he promifing not to carry away the 
Com. Qiintus Cecilius Metcllus was Succeflor to Dent a- yx. 

tus, and governed both Provinces of Spain. The Vec- 
tones of Eflremadura, and the Vaccci or Old CaJHle, re¬ 
volting, he overthrew them; but with 16 little Lofi on 
their fide, that being recruited, they came upon him, 
then befieging Clunia , (now Corunna,) and drove him 
from the Siege: He, fn like manner, making up his 
Forces, returned, and gave them a fecond Rout. Tu¬ 
bero fecceeded Metcllus , as Proconliil. He continued 
! the War againft the VcHoncs and Vaccci, and was by 
them, in Battel overthrown. The Tumults railed *by 
the Vaceci and Vettones, moved the Senate to fend Pom - 
py to pacifie the Province : But whilft he prepared to 
fet forwards with the Grandeur becoming him, three 
Legates came ; one of them was Patreius , whole Pro¬ 
vince was Lujitania. , and the Care of quelling the Vac¬ 
cci and Vettones: With him joined the People of Beyra, 
and, together, they forced their Enemies to fee for 
Peace. After which, Petrcius went to the Alliftance of 47 , 
thofe of the Province of Beyra, againft a great Number 
of the People that came from between the Rivers Ducro 
and Mlnbo , who were going over to fettle among them; 
and (though with confiderable Lois) he «fecured the 
Pals, and drove them back. 

Julius Csfir having drove Pompcy out of P^me, 
was now coming again into Spain : The Legates ha¬ 
ving Notice thereof, prepared to oppofe him; and Pe¬ 
trcius joining jifranius , they together made up near 
60000 Men, as well Romans as Spaniards. Cxfar lent

lours before they had heard of the approach of his Ar 
my. Soon after came Cafar himfelf, who reduced the 
* two Legates to that Neceffity, that they (urrender’d 
themfelves Into his Power; he ufirig no other Severity 
towards them, than to order them to lay down their 
Arms, and depart Spain: And they accordingly went 
away to Pompey, then railing Forces in the Eaft. This 
done, Cafar returned to Hgme, leaving the Govern 
ment of Portugal and Andalusia, with the Title of Pro- 
Praetor, to Quintas Cajfius Longinus , a Man naturally 
cruel, and an Enemy to the Spaniards . He according¬ 
ly yxercifed his Hatred and Avarice, and at laft laid 
Seige to the City Mirobriga , which offered to buy it 
Libertyj but he let it at to high a Rate, that they ha , 
ving 11 Days granted them to relblve in, chofe rather 
privately to ny away to the Mountains. The Pro- 
Praetor finding the City empty, followed the Inhabi 
tants, where he took from them all they had before ft 
ved. The Herminii thus plunder’d, their Number in 
creafing, refolved to poffels themfelves of the Plain* 
along the River Tagus, turning out the ancient Pro¬ 
prietors. A great Number of them were cut off by the 
Citizens of Lisbon, as they endeavoured to pals that Ri¬ 
ver : Then the Mountaineers defifting from their firft 
Pur pole, encamped about Lisbon ; but being there fur- 
prized imthe Night, by their Enemies, almoft all of 
them perifhed. 

4 . Cneus and Sextus , the Sons of Pompey the Great , 
came into Spain, invited by the general Content of the 
. People. The Eldeft was declared General at Cartage - 
na, and tet out thence with a good Army, Garriloning 
all the ftrong Towns. Sextus Pvmpeius was left at Cor¬ 
dova . Julius Cafar\ two Legates, Pedius and Fabius 
Maximus , obterved the Motions of the two Pompey:, 
and gave Cafar an Account of all that pafled; ana he 
travelled with all poflible Speed into Spain . In the 
mean time, Philo , a Lufitanian , railed Men, and join 
ed himfelf to Cneus. The Celerity of Cafar was incre 
dible: yet came he not fe> loon, but that his Legates 
were before defeated by Cneus Pompcius , with a mighty 
Slaughter. The Legates tied to their Canjp, where 

Pompey 
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Pompey aflaulted them three times, and was as often re- 
pulled : At laft he underftood they ftole away by Night 
but, in fuch good Order, that he durft not puriue 
them; Specially, hearing that Cafar , was come to So- 
yintum, and that Andalugiahcgzn to mutinj.Underftand- 
mg that Cafar marched towards Cordova, he directed his 
Courts thither ^ and to marcli the lighter, he left all 
his Sick- at Capara. By the Way he laid Siege to Visa 
(now Montemayor ;) but it being relieved by Cafar he 
removed towards Cordova, 1 y Miles diftant; where he 
found his Enemy, expeding that the Towns-People 
would have delivered the Place to him; but the V&i- 
kney of Sextus, and the Arrival of Cneus , prevented 
(kf Deugn. Cafar thus dilappointed, removed, and 
kid Siege to a ftrong Place, which Pompey had made 
bis Magazm: It was then called Ategua ; and now, Te- 
be the Old. Pompey marched to relieve it, but finding 
V e Behegers too ftrong, returned wich Speed to CordZ 
m; yet, being lent for by the Befieged, he returned 
again to Ategua, and Cent in feme Succour, and Muna- 
m Flaccus, to govern in the City: He, feeing no 
Hopes to hold out, lurrender’d himfelf and the City to 
Cf/rfr upon Difcretion. This fe> enraged Pompey, that 
utxrn light Surmizes he put to Death almoft 80 Men of 
Note ; and by this Means made himfelf odious to all 
that followed him ; whereof, many delated. 

j. In this manner their Affairs went on, till Cafar Cafar «- 
and Pompey met at Munda, (now a little Town, called 
MondaJ five Leagues diftant from Malaga. This Ci- Pompey 
g was Gar n lim'd by Pompey , and in it confifted all his 4t Munda 
Hopes 3 whereforephe lay to fecure it with 60000 
{“?•, Hither Cafar came to engage Pompey • and the 
fiattel began moft furioufly: Pompey behaved himfelf 
jo gallantly, that C.r/<«- was once in doubt whether he 
mould not kill himfelf, as defpairing of the Vi<ftorv • 

But confidermg better, he lighted off his Horfe: and' 
f buckler from a Soldier, ran defperately in! 
to the thickeft of his Enemies ; faying to his own Men, 

Tbu Day mU I end my Life ; and you, the War ■. Thus 
‘V your Arms acrofs, ftnee you have loll all Senfe of Shame 
*nd leave me in the hands of two Boys, after you had been

'um the Body of his Enemies, where he had pe¬ 
nned, but that his Horfe coming in, related him, 

wounding 
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wounding Pompey on the Shoulder. Yet had not C^efat 
gained any Advantage, till Rpgud, an African King, 
who followed him with his Troops, aflaulted Pompe/s 
Camp. Titus Labietius, a brave Captain, drawing out 
of the Battel, to oppofe Rogud , the whole Army of 
Pompey thought he had fled, and they immediately took 
to their Heels, fome fled to Munda , others to the Camp, 
30000 were {lain, whereof 7000 wer c Lufitanians, 
Pompey wounded, and overthrown, fled with iyola- 
Jitanians of his Guard, that were left. Being come to 
Alge%ira y Publius Cahicius lent him in an Horfe-Litter 
to C ortega ^ the Inhabitants of which Place would have 
delivered him to his Enemies, but he elcaped in a Gal- 
ley. Didius, Cxfar's Admiral, purfued him io dole, 
that he was forced to fly to Land ; where he was hard 
chafed by Cefonius Lento , till, not being able to go 
farther, he hid himfelf in a Cave, where he was be- 
rrayed by a Servant of his own. Cefonius carried his 
Head to Cefar y then at Scvil, who caufed it to be ho- 
nourably buried. 

6. Many Lufitanians who had efeaped the Hands of 
Cefonius , in the Purluit of Pompey , not knowing what 
had happen’d, as loon as they perceived the Romans 
were gone, returned to the Cave to look for him • and 
finding only the Trunk of the Body, rclolved to re- 
venge his Death. Didius the Admiral having left Cefo* 
nius , was then Careening his VefTels on the Shoar* 
without fiifpe&ing any Danger; but one Night the Lu¬ 
fitanians came down upon him in three feveral Bodies, 
and firing his Ships, put the Men to the Sword, and the 
Head of Didius they lent to Philo, ibeir General. As 
loon as Sextus Pompeius , at Cordova , underftood the 
Death of his Brother^ he marched out of the City with 
all his Forces j and joining with the Luftanians that 
were difperfed thereabouts, he met Cefonius , who be¬ 
headed Cncus , and put him to flight. In the mean 
while, Ccefar went to take Pofleilion of Cordova ; and 
returning to Sevil 9 he found Philo, with the Luftanians 
in it ^ who was forced to fly, after maflacring many of 
the Citizens. He fled into Luftania , to raife Forces; 
where, in the City Lenius y he found Ceciiius Niger , 
with a good Body: Both together got into Sevil, 'fur- 
prizing the Roman Army; but paid for it with the 
Lofi of all theij Men. This done, Cafar peirced in¬ 
to

Three Years after he returned, but was rcpulled 
with Lois, and retired to Tartfa ; where having re¬ 
cruited himfelf, he fet Sail for HannibaPs Port , in LujU 
tania • which being abandoned, he plunder’d, with the 
Country about it. Not content with this, he turned to 
Cape St. Vincou ; "and coming to Setuval , without the 
leaft Oppofition, ranlacked it, putting all he tound in 
the Place to the Sword, and then'fating ftre to it. 
Some that tied to the Mountains-, gathering more 
- Strength, came down to revenge their Lofles on the 
Mauritanians \ but he was then failing up the River of 
Aka^ar, where he robbed and rafed a Temple ot the 
Godacfs Salad a. Scarce was he returned to his Ships, 
when a violent Storm arifing, deftroyed the greateft 
part of his Fleet; thofe few Wretches that efcaped the 
Fury of the Sea by fwimming, being cut in pieces up¬ 
on the Shoar. 

‘\8. 8. The Inhabitants of the City and Territories of 

Trl\' Gali- hi Galicia , palling the River Mhiho on a hidden, 
thought to have made themfelves Mailers of the Land* 
then poffeffed by the Bracarenfcs , and other People, be- 
fitania. " twc en Ducro and Minho. Thefe, though furprized with 
the unexpected Invafion, gathered in a great Body, 
and went out to meet the uninvited Guefts. Between 1 
them palled many Skirmifhes; but at laft, coming to 
a Battel, the Interamnenfes were overthrown, with great 
Slaughter. The Victors purfuing their Fortune, with¬ 
out Rdiflance, palled on to the Banks of the River 
Duero. The Inhabitants of the City ol Porto y terrified* 
at the Fame of their Succefs, lent Ambafladors to fue 
for Peace, and Friendfhip j putting them in Mind, 
they were all originally Greekj . This took fo well 
with the conquering Galicians , that they allowed of 
the Kindred, and lo exempted the City of Porto from 
being plunder’d and burnt, as all others they came at 
were. But a violent Peftilence raging among the Gali - 
cia?is 0 fo walled them-, that they were obliged to return 
home, carrying the Contagion with them ; fo that the 
Harm they did at home was greater than the Profit of 
their Expedition.

Csfar : With all other Occurrences, from the 
Tear 17, before the Birth of Chrifl, till his 
Bleffed Nativity, 

x. TV if Ore were the Bracarenfcs gweved to fee their 
1V1 Neighbours (lighted them, than at the Lois 
they had fuftained ; and therefore, gathering again 
their Forces, they marched towards Porto : An Hun- 
d’-cd and fifteen Women and zoo Men, made up a 
Party of Light-Horfe, which, leaving the reft of their 
Army in Ambufh, went to draw the Enemy out. Nor- 
b.vnus C.thins- marched out with all his Force, that Bo¬ 
dy of Horle before-mentioned lometimes Hying, 
and ' lometimes fighting, till they drew the Jpm.im 
to the Place of Ambufh, where a mighty Slaugh¬ 
ter was made of the Bprnans, and the People 01 
Porte. Xorl’anus was killed by a Woman, who recurr¬ 
ed to Brava with his Head and Right Hand ; as didfe- 
veral others, with thole of feveral Men of Note. The 
The P»plt Bracarenfcs ufed their Viaory with Infolency, opprcf- 
of Braga fing the City of Porto in the heavy Conditions of Peace 
ii'.hdue they preievibed to them. Being delivered of that Enr- 
Porto. m d they bent their Force againft C mania, in Revenge 
for their having joined with thole of Porto-, and laid 
Siege to the City. The Befieged were not unprovided, 
nor did. they want Reiolution 5 fo that many brave At¬ 
tempts were made on both Tides. At length, Hung« 
beginning to pinch the Befieged, and the Befiegers be 
mg fallible thereof, the Cafe grew defperate: When® 
Cinanians had devoured all that was to be found inthi 
City, rather than lubmit thcmlelvcsro the Cruelty ° 
their Enemies, they let open their Gates; and mihini 
out like hungry Lions, failed but little of obtaining* 
Victory ; but at length, opprefled with the Multitude 
they were all put to the Sword, without Diftintuon 0 
Sex or Age. Nor was this all, for the Victors execute 
their Rage upon the very Stones, overthrowing th 
Walls, and rating all the Buildings to the Ground. 
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ri, Oftavius Cpfar having now brought allthe Bpman 
Empire under his Subjection, (ound that only three Na¬ 
tions in Spain oppofed his Authority ; and thole were, 
the Bijcaincrs, Galicians, , and Lufitatiians , who inhabited 
between the Rivers Duero and Mhiho. To the fubejuing Auguflus 
of thefe, he came in Perfon, with a mighty Power; but Crcfar 
being taken in Bifcay with a violent Hypochondriack c ™ nes {7:t0 
Diftempcr, he left there two Legates to continue che^P** 11 - 
War, and went away to take the delightful Air of An- 
da in fa, where he gave h'mlelf up to the Care of his 
Phyiician, Anthony Mu fa ; who effecting a great Cure 
upon him, was magnificently Rewarded. VVhillt he was 
under Cure, his Legates overthrew the Bifcainers, , be¬ 
trayed to them by the Tragic ini. Such as efcaped, fled to 
Lancia , a City near Oviedo in Afturias , where thev made 
feme Oppofition, but at laft were forced to fiibmit. 

Thence the Vigors advanced, bearing down all before 
them, quite through Galicia . We have no particular 
Account, how the People between the Rivers Ducro 
and Mmho were fubdqed ; whether they lubmitted, ter¬ 
rified with the Example of the others ■■ or elfe were in- 
duded in the Conqueft of Galicia. 

Auguflus , thus become Lord of the World, to re-Emeriti 
ward his old Soldiers, who had ferved him fb many Augufta 
Years, he afligned them Lands, and founded a City, ^! ow Me- 
which he called Emerita Augufla , (now Merida ,) which 
he made the Metropolis of Lufitania , and g ave it migh- tUi *h A^r 
ty Privileges. Some will not have Auguflus to be the “ US# 
rounder, but rather Repairer of Merida. In Gratitude 
For this his Bounty, they railed Temples to him, and 
dedicated Priefts to his Service. All the Cities in Spain 
followed their Example. That of Pcrto ufed all man¬ 
ner of Flattery, to oblige him to their Afliftance, in or¬ 
der to cut oft' the heavy Yoke impofed upon them by 
their Enemies, the Bracarenfcs. Their Ambafladors were 
favourably heard, and brought back an Aulwer, fuch as 
they could have wifhed, that Cains Antiftius and Marcus 
p[Tp* were upon their March, to their Afliftance. 

This fo encouraged the Inhabitants of Porto , that before 
the Bpman Forces could join them, they not only rava¬ 
ged the open Country, but entred the City of Bra?*, 
with great Slaughter • thofe Citizens fufpectirig no filch 
thing : Yet, laying hold of their Weapons, they pur¬ 
ged tfiem to the very Walls of Porto . Scarce lvad they 

F 3 ; encamped 
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encamped about the City, when they perceived the fy- 
tnam upon them, (o numerous, that they were forced to 
fly with all fpeed, and take the Shelter of their own 
Walls, providing for a dangerous Siege. Before thefy- 
tnans could take their Ports about theCity, theBracarm. 
fes (allied out, and much Harm was done on both fides. 
Among the Priloners taken by the Elmans, was a young 
Maid, who had afted like a Virago: She was taken by 
a Trooper; and the B?man General, by her Beauty; 
who would have let her at liberty, promifing to pay 
her Ranfom: The Trooper prefled, he might either 
have the Money, or Liberty to make u(e of his Cap¬ 
tive : She (hatching a Ponyard out of his Hand, ran to 
kill him ; .but miit.ng her Stroke, ftab’d her (elh The 
Br.-.c.ircnfcs retiring, the Bpmans took their Ports ; and 
many Skirmilhes palling between them, it happen’d 
that 'Awlfiht;, one of the Bom -tn Generals, was taken, 
and fell into the Hands ot the Father ot that Maid

above-mentioned; who, for-that he had honourably 
buried his Daughter, Tent him away free, and honour¬ 
ably prefented. dgrippa, to requite the Kindnels (hewn 
co his Colleague, railed the Siege, and obtained many 
Favours of Auguftus , for the City ; perfwading him, 
that thofc of Porto were in the wrong. Thenceforth k 
was called Augufta Brae am ; and had the Privilege of 4 
Colony. 

4. The Emperor Auguftus being at Tarragona, received 
there Ambaffadors from all Parts of the then known 
World, congratulating his happy AcceHion to fb great, 
an Empire. Then it was, he concluded bimfelf an ab- 
iolute Monarch, being complemented* flattered aqd 
fawned upon by all Nations; in fo much that they beg¬ 
ged Leave to ereft Temples to him, and give him Di¬ 
vine Honours. He granted their Requeit; and, among 
that Multitude, to the Ambafladors of Lujitania . At 
Santarcm a Temple was built, in the manner of a Fort; 
which was afterwards thought to denote a greater Incli¬ 
nation to War, than to Devotion. On this Account, Ac- 
cidius Ccftius , Auguftus' s Legate, obftru&ed the building 
qf another at Lisbon. The People, to remove his Sufpi- 
cion, ere&ed it on the Rock of Sintra , upon the Ocean. 
No lels than for thefe ftatcly Stru£hires, Auguftus was re¬ 
nowned for the Computation of Time, begun from him, 
and commonly called ALra „ The Reafou of this Name, 
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is not our Affair to decide: Certain it is, it continued 
in Arragon till the Year of Chriftt, 1 35-8 ; when K. Pe~ 
ter IV. ordered the Computation of Time, for the fu¬ 
ture, to be from the Birth of our Saviour. Iv John I, 
of Caftile , followed his Example, in the Year of Grace, 

1383. And King John l, of Portugal , imitated them 
both, in 141 y. 

y. It was two Years before the Birth of Chrift, when 
all Portugal , entirely fubdued, enjoyed perfect Peace. 

Auguftus had divided the Kingdom into four Provinces, Portugal 
fubje£t to as many Courts of Judicature: Thefe were, bow a:qj: 
Merida , Sant or cm , Braga and Bcju: In each of thefe was dedhrUu 
a Prxtor, and other Officers ot JulFice. Auguftus was U!) - 
Rill at Tarragona , when he publifhed that memorable 
Decree for numbering of all the People in his Empire, 
and impofingon every Head a Tribute, or Poll-Tax ; 
which, as fome compute it, was, to the value of about 
Ld. according to others, 4.L half Penny ; or, as others 
fay, 9 d. The heft Court in Lujitania , where ffie Edict 
was publifhed, was Santarcm . By the Lilts it appeared, 
that in Lufttania there were 5*068000 Headsof Families; 
a wonderful Number, if true; but much to be doubted. 

6 . About this time, in the Province between the Pa- Coroc.-ra, 
vers Ducro and Minbo , there ffarted up a Lufuanian , cal- ^ 

led Corocota ; who gathering a parcel of Outlaws toge- . 
ther, after committing fevcral Outrages, durft venture 
to give the F{?mans Battel in open Field : But being de¬ 
feated, they fled to Bifcay, where they, in Warlike man¬ 
ner, followed the Trade of Robbing. Qtlavius the Em¬ 
peror promifed 5000 Crowns, and a Pardon for all ♦ 
Crimes whatfbever, to any that fhould apprehend him. 

He fearing there could not be wantingCruninals deiirous 
pfPardon, nor covetous Perfons who would attempt any 
thing for Intereft, rcfolved to gain the Reward and Par¬ 
don by a magnanimous, though dangerous A£Hon : He 
prefented himfelf to the Emperor, demanding both the 
Reward, and promifed Pardon, iince he delivered into 
his Hands Corocota, whom, perhaps, noManelfe could 
have put into his Power. W ith which that generous 
Prince was fo taken, that he proved much better than 
his Word; for he not only pardoned him, and gave 
him the Money, but admitted him into his Guards. ,

our Safi- 8. Spain wanted not its particular Signs or the Blel- 

our's B/rtb ting communicated to Mankind that happy Night. That 
in Spain, very Night was enlighten’d with a glorious bright-lhi- 
ning Cloud, which not only di&ufed a Light equal to the 
Noon-day-Sun, but alio an Heat nothing inferiour to it. 
This Cloud drove away to the Weft, and let in the 0 - 
cean ; at fiich time as the Morning-Beams appearing, 
no DiftinCion could be made between Day and Night. 
And that Portugal might not want Ibme fingular Tokens 
of the Coming of the GOD of Peace, the Idol of the 
falfe God Endovelicus, whole Temple was near ViHavi- 
clofa , fell from the Altar, to the Ground ; and though of 
• Maflfy Silver, it was broke into feveral Pieces, which, 
for the Rarity, were lent to Rome, where many other 
Idols had been deftroyed at the fameftlour. Befides this, 
a? extraordinary Light appeared (like that which was 
feen all over Spain ) upon the Promontory called Barba- 
ricus , now Scrra daArabida.

j. hrl H E whole Univerfe being, reftored to 

■ Peace bv the Birth of the King of reace, p enc f a f m 
1 Augujius C^efar cauled the Gates ofthe Tem- ter the 
pie of Janus to be fhut. This was the Birth of 
third and lair time thole Gates were doled, and Augu - Cbriji. 
fius the remaining part of his Life, enjoyed a wonder¬ 
ful Felicity. Our Lufitania had its (hare in this Tran¬ 
quility, having entirely liibmittcd it lelf to the Roman 
Yoak, and now reaping the Fruits of Peace under its 
Government. Quadrants, and Titus Flavius Caudianus 
were Legates or Pretors at this time, as appears by fe- 
veral Ancient Infcriptions found upon Stones. Not 

far 
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fat from this time the Lufitanians inhabiting Vouga^ or 
Vacca, made an expedition as far as the Cities Ajfiota, 
and Lacedemcna, in whofe Territory the^ founded a 
Town, which of the Name of their own Country they 
called heca. and being delighted wich the pleafantnefs 
of the Place, they added the word Chnra, whereby it 
came to be called Cbaravacc *. The News of the Death 
of the Emperor Auguftus, being brought into LufitanU, 
his Funeral Honours were performed with no le(s 
Grandeur than they had been at Rome.. Hifpanti Ulte¬ 
rior which includes Portugal, was at this time Govern- 
ed by the Proconful ViOius Screnus, whofe unlimitted 
Avarice was die caule he exercifed many Cruelties to¬ 
wards the People, nor were the Spxnifh Mines and Ri¬ 
vers, yielding Yearly three Millions of Crowns in Gold, 
fufficientto fatisfy his unmealiirable Covetoufhefs. _ , 

Tiberius i. Tiberius having liicceeded Augujlus in the Empire, 
fucceeds appeared no left infatiable than his Lieutenant, The 
Auguflus lufitanians by their Ambafladors, asked leave to Erecf 
in the £>.» a Xemple to him and his Mother Drufiill i, which he, 
P rc - pretending Modeify, refufed: But in Reality was more 
defirous of their Gold, than ot their Adoration. To 
{hew that Learning was then efteemed here, leveral 
Lufitanians went into Italy, only to fee the famous Hi- 
ftorian 'Titus Livius ; with them went Ambafladors from 
jL isben, to give an Account of a Prodigy there leen. ^ It 
was a perfect Man coming out of the bea, who fitting 
upon the Rocks, founded a great Shell as If it had been 
a Horn, io loud and fhrilL, that it drew the People 
thither to fee who it was. Admiring the fight of that 
Creature, they fenr. that EmbaiTage, which is a token 
no fuch Creature had been feen before; tho’ Authors 
affirm that feveral have appeared fince. The fyrnan 
Emperors were Lords of our Kingdom, of Lufitaniafot 
fo me Ages, but for Brevity fake, I will not mention 
them all as they fiiccceded one another, but only fpeak 
of thole, who left fomething rnemorabfi? among us. 
Cains Ca- 3. After Tiberius, the Imperial Crown was put upor^ 
ligula. the Head of Cains Caligula , whefe horrid courfe of Lue 

made the wickednels of his Predeccffor be looked upon 
as innocence. Caligula inthezph- ^ear of his Reign 
was Murthered, as had been his Predeceffor: During 
St. James his Reign, St. James the Apoftle came into Spain, where 

the jpojile lie Preached the GofpeL and converted many by vir- 
in Spain. tuc 
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tue of the mighty Miracles he Wrought. Among the 
reft, he is faid. to have raifed to life a Citizen of Braga 
by extraction, a Jew called Samuel the Younger, or 
| Maine bias the Elder Son, to the Prophet Vrias , who 
had been Buried near 600 Years; him he called Peter, 
and conftituted the firft Bifhop of Braga , and the firft 
in all Spain : This Bifhop liiffered Martyrdom at Hates, 44 . 

| four Leagues from Braga , and is therefore called St. Pe¬ 
ter of Hates. Another of his Difciples St. James left 
in the Church of Cinania , once a populous City, now 
a poor place firarce the (haddow of what it was, be¬ 
tween Braga and Guimaraens upon the River Ave. In 
this fame place he was Martyred by the Neighbouring 
People, in memory whereof, they to this day as it were 
acknowledging the crime, refbrt to his Church bare¬ 
footed, and with Cords about them. The Martyrs 
name was Torquatus , now corruptly called Torcade ; 

St. James embarking at Corunna , failed into England, in 
whole ablence Peter the Archbiffiop of Braga , having 
fpread the Faith made feveral Bifhops. As the Nupti- 4^ 
ids of a little King’s Son were Celebrating on the fhoar 
of Bou^as, not far from P or to, the Bride-groom being 
on Horfe-back 'among many others, fuddenly there ap¬ 
peared a Ship at Sea; When it drew near, the Bride¬ 
groom was carried away by his Horfe through the Wa¬ 
ter, and fuddenly appeared upon the Ship covered with 
Qofles and Shells : Wondring what this fhouid mean, 
he asked of thofe in the Ship, who told him, They 
brought the Body of St. James the Apoftle, who had 
wrought that Miracle to convert him and the Neigh¬ 
bouring People; and a voice from Heaven (aid, it was 
the Will of God, that all thofe who went to vifit the 
Apoftle’s Sepulcher, fhouid be fo adorned withCrofles. 

The Bridegroom returned afhoar, his Horfe treading 
the Water, as if it had been firm Land, whereupon he 
and all prefent were Baptized: Thus much may fuf- 
fice as to the Preaching of St. James the Apoftle, and 
the bringing of his -Body after his Death into Spain. 

4* After Caligula Reigned, Claudius , a Prince as 
foolifh as his Predeceflor was wicked ; no Memory of £w/ r - 
him remains, in Portugal, it had been well if there were ^ il J' 
- none in the World. Of Nero , his Succeffor, there are jl us an * 
fti 11 many Monuments in Lufitania, and alfo of his Mo- cr0 ‘ 
ther sg ippina, for to her they Ere&ed Statues. In 

the 
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the time of Nero, Sihiits Otho Governed Portugal, 
the Emperor conferred that Honour upon -him, the 
more freely in his abfence to enjoy his Wife Pope a, 
whole incontinency gave occahon for him to fall in 
love with her Beauty. Ten Years did Otho Govern 
this Province, with lb great Equity and Moderation, 
that he obliged the People afterwards to ailift him to¬ 
wards obtaining the Empire. A great number of Mar- 
tyrs differed under this cruel Emperor, as well in Spain, 
Galba. as in other parts: Next to Nero , Galba afeended the 
Imperial Throne, rather for the hatred all Men bore 
his Prcdeceffor, than for any Merit ot' his own. Otho 
then Governor of Lujitania, \n Revenge of the wrong 
done him in the Perlon of his Wile Pope a, aliifted him : 
Ncvcrthelefs, once pollefled of the Government, he 
grew as odious as he had been betore dehrablc, 'and 
Otho. therefore having held it but Eight Months was Mur- 
thered. His Death opened the way lor Otho, who 
had won the hearts of all Men, with much Bounty 
and Clemency, to aim at the Crown. Otho, togratihe 
the Affe&ions of the Lujitanians , granted great Privi- 
ledges to many Towns, but particularly to Merida, 
then the Metropolis of the Province* oniv three 
Months laded the Sovereignty ol Otho, for underftand- 
ing that Vitellius with the German Army, by which he 
was laluted Emperor, was marching againd him, he 
Vir*nine in delpair Slew himfelfj nor did Vitellius hold it above 
Eight Months. 

Vefinfian Vcfpafian fucceeded Vitellius, and by his Prudence 
and Moderation, cheared the hearts of all his People: 
Lujitania was particularly favoured by him, for he a- 
dorned it with noble W orks , one of them was the great 
Road he made from Braga to Orcnfc the Ipace of Fir- 
teen Leagues, which breaking through many rough and 
uncooth places, runs lo fmooth, there is not the lealt 
Afccnt or Defcent in it. Near to the Town ol Chaves 
(of him called Ayu^e Flavite ) he built a Bridge over the 
River Tamaga, with a large Infcription bn it : Vcfpajh 
° j an died, having Reigned Nine Years and a half, ana 
, left the Empire to his two Sons, Titus the Good, and 
TOnmi^n Domitian the Wicked. During their fway, Lufitanlt 
n was divided into three Diftricb, whole heads were 
Merida , Beja and Santarem . In the three were Forty 

Six Towns of Note, live of them were Homan Colo¬ 
nies 
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tiles, to wit, Merida, Medcllia, Norba Cefarca near Alcan¬ 
tara, Braga and Santarem , befides others that had the 
Liberties of Home or Latium , under the Name of Mu- 
nicipia. The Limits of Lujitania were along the Sea_ 

Coaft from the Mouth of the River Guadiana, to that of 
Duero , and thence to the River Minho : Towards the 
inland, it ran from Guadiana to Medina del Campo , in¬ 
cluding the City Salamanca with all Eftremadura, bor¬ 
dered by the River Duero . Nerva , the fucceeding Empe- Nerva. 
ror, much mended the (bate of H ome and the whole Em¬ 
pire, but chiefly by adopting Trajan the Spaniard , (b 
that ftill a better Emperor followed a good one. Portu¬ 
gal retains no Monument of Nerva ; only it appears by 
aStone found in the Ruins of Atilia, which was between 
Genoa and Tor ton a, that fcveral Troops of Lujitanians 
ferved under the Imperial Banners. 

6. Tho’ Trajan began his Reign with great mode- Trajan^ 
ration, yet as is ufual in great Empires, many places 
Rebelled, which were afterwards fubdued by his Ge¬ 
nerals. He adorned this Kingdom with many Publick 
and Majeftick Stru&urcs, not laying the Burden of 
the Expence upon the People, but defraying it out ol 
his own Revenue; among tncfe Works is ftill famous 
the Bridge he Built over Tagus, called the Bridge ol Tra¬ 
jan, till the Moores gave it the Name of the Bridge ol 
Alcantara. It confifts of fix Arches, the two middlemoft 
whereof being the large!!: reach Over the River, when 
there are no Floods : The length of it is 670 Foot, the 
Breadth z8 , and the height above zco j the Stones 
are all of one Bignefs, four Foot in length, and two in 
Breadth. Between the two middle Arches on both lides, 
is an Infcription in Marble,to this Effect: 4 To the Em- 
4 peror CaJ'ar Augujhts Nerva Trajanus, Son to the Di- 
4 vine Nerva , Conqueror of Germany and Dacia , high 
4 Pricft, Father of his Country, who was Eight times 
c Tribune, and Six times Conful: On both (ides ol this 
Infcription, were the Names ot the Towns that contri¬ 
buted towards the Fabrick ; near to the Bridge is a 
Church, tho’ little in it fell, yet confiderable in the 
Workmanfhip: It is but twenty Foot in length, and 
ten in breadth, butbeingcut out of the Rock, confiiis ot 
only one Stone. It is now Dedicated to-St. Julian, for¬ 
merly to all the Gods as the Rotunda at P K me ; in it is a 
Roman Infcription containing tilde Words: Con cera¬ 
te d 
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ted to the Emperor Nerva Trajanus, Caefar Auguftus, 
Germanicus, Dacicus. Another Bridge, begun by Ve. 
fpatian, at Chaves, was alio finifhed by Trajan > as ap¬ 
pears by the Inlcriptions upon it. 

The Lufi- 7 - The Lufitanians , under the ufual Pretence of Op- 
tanian src- preilion, broke out into open Rebellion, and commit- 
•~joit y and ted many Infolencics. For the fuppreinng or whom, 
are retire-d Trajan fent 14 Legions, which utterly deftroyed many 
^ Trajan, populous Towns and Cities. One of thefe Cities was 
Lameyo, which now Hands not far from its antient Seat, 
on the South fide of the Riyer Duero:, and is one of the 
beft Bifhopricks in the Kingdom. In the 14 Legions 
were many Lufitanians , who, in that common Calami¬ 
ty, helped much to the preserving their Country from 
utter Extirpation. * *Trajan died a natural Death; which 
was then looked upon as no imall Rarity. His Fleets 
had before failed down the Rivers Tigris and Euphrates, 
into the Perjian Gulph, and thence into the Indian O- 
cean; where caking fotne Veflels that came from Ben- 
gale , he got much Information concerning thole Court- 
tries: Age, and other Cares, hinder’d him from ma¬ 
king a farther Progrels in thole Difcoveries. 

Adrian. 8. Adrian next afcended the Imperial Throne; who 
thinking it impoilible to maintain all the Conxjuefts ot 
the Empire, he wholly abandoned them. To fecure 
the reft of that vaft Monarchy, he placed Foreign Go¬ 
vernors over all the Provinces. Over the Lufitanians, 
he placed Andalusians ; and over them, Lufitanians: 
Thefe governed fo well, that two of them had Statues 
erefted to their Memory, Qyintus Pontius Severus , one 
of the two, was bom at Braga : And Caius Caretius Fu¬ 
ji us, the other, at Chaves, Other Monuments there are 
of Adrian , in Portugal , but not material to Hiftory. 

T , n He reigned almoft z 1 Years. Antoninus Pius, his Sue- 
Antoni- ceffor, held the Empire ^ Years, but left no Memo- 
tmsFius- rial in Portugal < About thefe Times was laid the hrit 
Foundation of the City Bafio, (afterwards Bafta,) among 
the Bafietani : As allb Bafio, between the Rivers Duero 
and Minho y whereof only the Name is now prelerved, 
in a miferable poor Village. Then allb, or loon after, 
an Heretick, called Mart, laboured to infe£t the Peo¬ 
ple of Valencia , in the fame Province, between Duero 
and Minho ; and though driven thence, failed not of 
feme Followers among the Women, but thofe of the 

meaneh 
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meanefl: fort*, for the others abhorred him. Great x 6 z m 
Troubles happen'd in Spain , but moft in the Province Marcus” 
6f Lufitania , during the Reign of Marcus Aurelius. A Aurelius. 
Vaft Multitude of Mauritanians , being in Rebellion ji :e Mau- 
againft the Erfiperor, came over into Spain ; and ha- ritanians 
ring robbed the Sea-port Towns, rhey boldly pierced ravage 
into the In-land. Portugal was lo involved in this Cala- Spain, 
mity, that it came near to utter Defolation: All that 
by along the Coaft, from the Cape of Sr. Vincent , to 
the Mouth of the River Duero , was conliimed with Fire 
and Sword : Lisbon held out feveral furious Aflauits, by 
the Strength of its Situation : Porto , after a vigorous 
Reliftance, was forced to Anicle. After having com¬ 
mitted all manner of Outrages, the Africans put to Sea, 
for fear of the I{?man Legions, and Lufitanian Forces, 
which were upon their March towards them. For 
above 70 Years, in which 13 Emperors reigned, till 
Maximin , we are in Darknels as to the Affairs of Portu¬ 
gal : For, thoQgh there are fome old Inlcriptions extant, 
they only ferve to prove there were liich Emperors y 
which is not to our purpole, lince our Subjebf is only 
what relates to Portugal,. 

9. The Memory of Maximin , the Succefior of Ale- 139. 
xand&r Severus , is preferved in the City Braga, in a Maximin 
Street s and Gate of his Name* He alio made feveral 
Ways and Bridges in that Country, as appears by In- 
ferip tions upon Stones. Some other Reigns patted, 
without any thing remarkable. In that of the carelels 
Gdicnus , a Plague came out of the East, bearing down Galifiiuy. 
all to the tfesl j and raged fo violently in Lufitania , 
that the Cities were almoft left defolate, and the Fields 
Ontilled. Galienus , awaken’d at this Scourge, ordered 
the Perfecution againft the Chrijiians , which had been 
continued ever fmee the Time of Decius, to ceafe. This 
Perfecution had filled Heaven with Martyrs • and alio Perfwim 
tirnhed others in fuch a manner, that they renounced him. 
the Faith. Among the latter, were, Marcia!,s , Bifhop 
Of Merida , and Bafilides, of stforga. Eiianus, or Le- 
Deacon of Men da , a Man of great Learning and 
jvertue, affembled a National Council in that City : 
where the two Idolatrous Bifhops were depofed. They, 
to recover their Honour, feigned Repentance: And 
?• Stephen, then Pope, believing theFi&ion, ordered 
them to be reftored ; but his Command was not obev- ' 
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ed by the Council, who therein took the Advice of 
St. Cyprian, then Bifhop of Carthage Another Coun- 
cil was held at Braga, to decide whether the Baptifmof 
Hereticks, done with an Intention, was valid: And 
it palled in the Affirmative. After the Plague, fol- 
lowed a no lefs Evil j which was an Inundation of 
Germans, over all the Provinces of the Empire. Mod 
Places how known in Portugal only bv their Ruins, 
were by them overthrown, and not by the Goths : For, 
the Germans defigning to return home, Ipoiled all they 
could not carry away; whereas the Goths,* comingto 
fettle, {pared much, for their own Ule. 1 hus ended 
the Empire of Galicnus .

j f^Maudius II. and Aurelianus were Succeflors to Go- 
L/ Hems, in the Empire. The latter was he that 
• overcame the moft Warlike Igenobia, Queen of Pal¬ 
mira. Under thefe Emperors fuflered Martyrdom nine 
Sifters, the Daughters of Lucius Catelius, or Caius Ati- 
Hus, Governor of Galicia and Lufitania ; as tome Au¬ 
thors have it, born at Braga ; but others fay, he was 4 
German. Thefe things are very obfcurc, and uncer¬ 
tain ; as are all the Affairs of Lufitania, till the lime 
of Confiantine the Great. Only this is certain, That a 
a great Number of Martyrs fuffercd under the Heathen 
Emperors, throughout all Spain ; and conlequently, 
Portu/a/had a great Share in them.Thc Emperor Confian- 
tine, after quieting the Troubles of Spain, the better td 
fettle the Spiritual Government, aflcmbled a National 
Council at Toledo : In it the Metropolitan Churches 
were fettled: which were, Braga and Merida, lor Luf 


iania ; ’Toledo, Seoif ax^ Cordova, for the reft cSSpainl 
Another Council was afterwards field at llHkpi, v|ifch f 
vyas near Granada, for-fettling many Things r elating 
to the Affairs of the Church. *There met at it 19 
Bilhops, 3 whereof went .outtof Portugal j which were, 
Vincentius, of Ojfonoba, in Algarve.,y Januarius, of Alca¬ 
zar de SaT, ana Quinciahus, of Evora. Conftantine re- « 
gulated thfe Governm§nt dF the Empir^ redtang it to 
abetter Fortn than any of his PreaedAors had done. 

He employed%/4»*/fc Forces in retoote Parts t Ih Egypt 
vp a Body of Spanijh Hoffe, apd another of Lufita- 
ttian Foot: Alio Spanifb Horfe, in Arabia ; and others, » 
in other Places, Confiantine favoured Lufitania , be¬ 
llowing great Privileges on ifc and eafed it of heavy 
Taxes. Thefe are all'the Memorials that remain of 
him, in thi#Kingdbm: Nofis there any of five of his 
Succeflors. . •

Upon Complaint made to the Emperor Gracian, he 
ordered that Prifcilian, and the other Heretical Bi- 
ihops, fhould not only be expelled their Sees, but 
all Spain.

He empio yed*SpaniJh Forces in reftiote Parts: In Egypt 
w$s a Body of Spanijh Horfej apd another of Lufita- 
man Foot: Alio Spanijh Horfe, in Arabia ; and others, 
in other Placfcs; Conftantine favoured Lufitania , be- 
ftowing great privileges on it* and eafed it of heavy 
Taxes. Thefe are all the Memorials that remain of 
him, in th&Kingdom: Nor is there any of five of his 
Succeflors.

Diflike of ofte another, m certain Lady, called Agfr 
jfq #as the great Favourer of thi* n$w Doclring, and 
in her Houle it was taught; one Helpidius^ a Gramma-*" 
rian, being the chief Profeflor. Prifcilianus $ born in 
Galicia, with fome Smattering he had of Rhetorick and 
Philofophy, and a little Skill in Magick, of a Difciple, 
in a few Days became fb abfolutf a Mafter of this He- 
refie,^ that it ever after took Name of him. A Synod, 
affembled at %arago*(a, condemned all the Profeflor* 

•of this Herefie; yet ,they prevailed fb far agajnft this 
Decree, that Prifcilian was made Bifliop of Avila .* 

Upon Complaint made to the Emperor Gracian, he 
ordered that Prifcilian, and the other Heretical Bi- 
mops, fhould not only be expelled their Sees, but 
all Spain, After this, Prifcilian, with Bribes, obtained 
an Order from one of die Emperor’s Secretaries, to 
be him (elf reftored tahis Bifhoprick ; and tliyjime for 
one of his Companions, the other being dead. The 
Catholick Bifhops flying to the Emperor for RedrHs, 

Prifctlian Was#not only deposed, but beheaded for his 
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Contumacy. The other Bifhop, called Inftanciut, re 
canted. Some of Prifcilians Dilciplcs brought his 
Ca'rcafe into Spain, * where he was reverenced as a 
Saint: and their moftjolcmn Oaths were made by 
him. The Emperor Maximin would have put them 
all to the Sword,, but St. Martin oppofed it, being ve 
ry angrvthat the Spanijh Bifhops had profecuted Prifci 
linn toDeatjjl: Neverthelds, Maximus defended tne 
Bifhops, and was offended at St. Marti* for opppling 
5 q i, them. A feeond Qonfiantine filled the Imperial Throne, 
In the Perfon of Theodofiut ; fo equal was their Tulhce, 
t Clemency and Religion. . About this time there is 
feme Account, that the Lnfitanians of Ambracia built 
Placenfui, in the. Province of Cantabria . There is lull

Both thele 
hations, in procefi of Time, became more tradable, 
a nd joined with the Natives. Attaces now grown 
powerful, became terrible to his Neighbours ■ Ibrne- 
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times breaking, into Celtiberia, and iometimcs into Car- 
pentania : Laftly, he fell upon Hermencricus , King of 
tfie Suevians , refiding at Lisbon: From him, befides 
other Lands, he took the Citf Colimbria , feated then 
where now is Conderia the Old . To ennoble this his 
# Conquefl, he laid the Foundation of another City, on 
the Banks of the River *'Mondego, which is now the 
ilniverfity of Coimbra . * This Prince, being an ArUn 
Heretick, obliged the Catholicfs, and even the Pre¬ 
lates before taken, to work at this Building. Whilft 
he was bufie at this S 4 u£ture ,* 'Hermencricus having 
gathered Forces, and joined with Gundericus , came a* 
Porto rc- tar as Porto , then an Heap of Ruins : But fearing left 
built. Atmces Ihouid there encounter .him, he fortified hira- 
felf, and jhat fo effectually, that People flocking thi¬ 
ther, the City was re-buijt, and called Nero Portucale ,, 
and Fiftavole , which, in the Sucvian Language, figni- 
fied, the Nets Shoar ♦ This was the fecond Foundation 
of Porto. Hermencricus perceiving that Attaces came 
not to moled him in his new Work, marched to difi 
turb him ; but being* overthrown, he was glad tolue 
for Peace. The Conditions were fuch as pleafed the 
Alans* but particularly, that which contained* his 
marrying Cindafunda , the Daughter of the Suevian 
King, a Lady of incomparable Beauty and Venue, 
Hermencricus carried the "Bride to the new City Coim¬ 
bra, where the Nuptials were folemnized with th§ 
greateft Magnificence that # had been feen among the 
Barbaria?is. , * 

y. Attaces , to exprefs to his Father-in-Law how 
firmly he intended to obferve the new-fettled Friend- 
fhip, caufed Cindafunda 'to be painted on his* Colours, 
Handing upon a Pedeftal ; with a Green Dragon on 
the one fide, and a Red Lion on the other. By thof<v 
two* Creatures, were fignified, the two Kings, before 
Competitors, now united by her : The Work-men, to 
flatter their King, carved the fame upon many Stones ; 
jlrm* 0 p which have been fo preferved, that it is no'W the Cost 
Porto. of Arms of that City.* Cindafunda , who was a Ca¬ 
tholic 4 , privately favoured thole that the King forced 
to labour at his Structures: But particularly, Ihe took 
Companion on the Priefts and Bifhops; and among 
them, the Bifhop Elipanidus , and the Pried Efenus. 
She, with her Beauty and Inureaties, lb mollified the 

King, 
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King, that rq^ny Catholicfs were delivered from that 
Slavery/ They lived fome Time together very *ina- 
nimoufly : He employed himfelf in endeavouring to 
% fcbdue fuch Provinces as y§r remained fubject to 
the fyman Empire; but the Homans , joining with the 
Goths , defended themfelves; asjwili appear by the Se¬ 
quel. . 

6 . The Emperor Honorius, then at Haverma, feeing 417. 
the mighty Decay of the Erppire, for Constantius was 
ppfTefTed of a great part of Prance while, Ataulfus , 

, the Goth , held Gallia Narbonenjh ; and the Vandals, 

Suevians and Alans, Spun. AgainlP all thefe Enemies, 
he made choice of Conftantius , a Noble Roman ; who 
befieged Conftantine in Arles , and drove him, for fear, 
to enter into Orders: Yet this availed him not, for 
f he was put to Death. Conftantius deligned next to 
turn'his victorious Arms again it Caftans, but under- 
flood that he was killed b jGeronitus, who rebelling, 

: had proclaimed Emperor a Friend of his own, cal¬ 
led Maximus. This Geromcus paffed over into France : 

Ind hearing that: Conftantius , having flain Conftantine , 

Was coming upon him, he returned into Spain , and, 
in Scofn, was murder’d by the Hainan Legions. Ma¬ 
ximus * fearing the like Death, fled, and ended his 
Days in Mifery. In the mean time, Honorius having, 
by his General Conftantius , reduced France and Great 
+ Britain , he employed him againft Ataulfus , King of 
the Goths, in Gallia Narbonenjh . The Goth hard pref- T ; je G or ^j 
fed by the Way "of Hpujfillon, broke into Spain , com- e itjrSpua 
mitting greater Outrages than the Alans , Vandals , Sue- . 
vians or Silingi had done. After many Events which 41 $ , 
appertain not to our Hiftory, the Goths came to Com- 
pofition with Honorius. But it was not fo with the 
Ahms, who poflefled the greateft part of Portugal , and 
continued tneir Conquefts j treating the Vandals and 
Suevians , not as their Fellovs in Arms, but as their 
VafTals. This put all Spain into a Flame, eyery one 
finding up for his Liberty, as Attaccs lifted lip him¬ 
felf, to Lord it over all. That each Nation might 
be the more at leifore to follow their defperate De r 
figns, they all writ to the Emperor, to this Effedt: 

Preferve the Peace , Sir , with us all • Take Hoftagcs from 
us all: Let us fight ; for if r pc fill one another , the Loft 
is our own, and yours the Fruit of the Vitlory, whoever 
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has the better: Tour greatefi Advantage, is, to fee us al 
confumed. The War was accordingly begun, ,the a. 
Inns commencing it .againil the Vnndals and Silingi, 
Conflnntius came to th* War, bringing with him Wa. 
lin King of the Goths, whole Relidence was in (htak- 
nin : And Annas, net able to withftand drat Power, 
fled into Portugal, . ' ... 

7. The Victors purlued, and Attaces giving them

wards never be parted ; but notwithftanding the Inva¬ 
sion of the Godly the Inhabitants of Portugal^ were af¬ 
terwards called Suevians. Thus the Portugucjcs are de¬ 
fended from the Suevians, no lefs Noble than the 
Goths, if either of thofe Barbarous Nations deferve 
to'be efteemed Honourable: And thus the Province 
of Lufitania loft that Name, and was long after culled 
Suevia.

Jhe Kingdom of tjpe Suevians juldued ly the 
Goths, two Kings jet up by their confent, all 
again reduced under one with the, other re¬ 
markable occurrences between the Tears of 
Grace 448 and 560. 

j . Ty icciarius i\ icceeded his Father RJchila, not only 
Jl\. in the Kingdom of Portugal, but the greateft 
part of Spain. The beginning of his Reign was di- 
fturbed with fome Confpiracies of the Great Men, but 
he privately took off many of them, and by that means 
fecured his* Life and Kingdom. He Married a Daugh¬ 
ter of Tkeodoredus , King of the Goths ; her Name is not 
known: Ricci arius after his Marriage, railing a great 
Army, made War upon thofe parts of Navarre which 
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ring Spirit, gave him confiderable fupplies for the car¬ 
rying on of his Defigns. In his return, he conquered 
the Province of Tarragona and Carpentaria, which his 
Father had abandoned to the Remans. In Aragon, he 
took %arago%a, and Lerida in Catalonia ; after blunder¬ 
ing the Province of Cartagena, he returned loaded with 
Booty*and Honour into Lufitania. Ricciariits being 
now at reft, his Father-in-law Theodoredus died, and 
Theodoricus his Soil* fucceifled him: Him Ricciariits 
thought to have been no lefs forward toward his AL 
Jiftance, than the Father had bee*, and upon this con¬ 
ceit, lie rclblvcd to conquer th^other Lanas of the Em¬ 
pire.# The Goth who was in League with the Romans, 
and feared the Ambition of his Brother-in-law might 
involve hirqjpn his own Ruin, advifed him to mode¬ 
rate his extravagant dciires. Rjcciarius offended at this 
: wholefome advice, marched againft his Brother-in- 
law with a powerful Army; T heodoricus was not back¬

Rjcciarius after this rout fled to the Sea-fide, and RicciatT 
Embarking, thought to have got over into Africki, to us his end. 
call the Vandals and Alans to his afliftancc, but bya vi¬ 
olent Storm was drove to the River of Porto. Thofe 
People to gain the Favour of the Conqueror, who 
was now (ubduing the Province between the Rivers 
Ducro and Minho , fecured and delivered him up to Theo¬ 
dor icus. He Governed by Paflion, cut off his Head, 
and in him perifhed the Glory of the Sucvian Kingdom, 
fo that it never after rofe to any Grandeur ; His Death 
.was the more lamented, for that he was a Prince zea¬ 
lous of the true Religion. Accordingly in his life-time, 
he afiembled a National Synod at Aqttc Cclcmc, a 
Town in Galicia , now called St. George of Codefcda ;

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Here he left one Aliulfus Governour, whilft he eroding 
the River Ducro , went on to Conquer all that had been 
fubjedi to the Suevian King; all fielded to him with¬ 
out any oppofition, except the City Merida , the Gar T 
rifon and Inhabitants of which place were fb hardy, as 
to meet the Goths in the Fcild, which Theodoricus fb 
highly relented, that he promifed to rale the City, but 
the Virgin St. Eulalia is laid to bgye appeared to him 
in a Dream, and deterred 1pm froi». putting his delign 
in Execution. 

Theodoricus wasiipon his return to France , when he 
had intelligence, that Aliulfus whom he had made Go- , 
vernour of Braga, had affumed the Title of Kin& and 
railed a confiderable Army to maintain it. Butgiving 
Battle to Ne pocianus Theodoricus his Generak loft his lift : 
From that time the Suevians remained rabjeft to the 
Goths . All things being thus quieted, Theodoricus went 
away to France , leaving Governours over all his Con¬ 
quers. The People confidering the oppreflion they 
lay under, by the ill Adminiftration of thefe Govern- 
oun, and wanting the pbwer to Revolt, had recourle 
to the Bifiiops and Clergy, praying therapo intercede 
with Theodoricus * that he would appoint a King over * 
them, whom they might obey, and who yet might be 
fubordinate to him. The Bifhops undertook the Bu- 
finefs, and Idacius Prelate of Lamego, having propofed 
the matter of the Embafly to Theodoricus in France , he 
tho’ an Arrian, refpe&ing the Charabter of the JLm- 
baffadors, not only granted their requeft, but allowed 
the People to choolb a King among themfelves, to Go¬ 
vern them according to their Ancient Laws, only pay¬ 
ing fome fmall acknowledgment to the Kings^or the 
Goths . ^ As loon as the BiQiops returned to Braga, joyn- 
ing with the Laity, they chole for their Ring one 
Mafdra the Son or Majila. This, which was inten¬ 
ded for the peaOe of the Country, proved its greateft 
Confufion, for lome of the Nobility who were not pre- 


and Iria Flavia. M*fdra . held all Lufitania, and was 
accounted King of the Suntans ; he thought by his lub- 
rniilion and paying the Tribute, to gain the Favour of 
Theodoricus , and obtain Aid againft his Competitor : 

But, 
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But, the Goth politicly thinking it better the King¬ 
dom fhould be divided, as. being thereby the lefi ca¬ 
pable of Rebelling againft him, accepted of the fub- 
jniilion of them both ; for Franta had lent to pay his.o- * 
be dience with no Ids lpeed than the other. 

4 . The Kingdom of the Suevians thus divided, tell 457. 
into thole Calamities which commonly attepd States 
that depend between Competitors.^ Twq Years the 
Wars continued very furious, during which time lb 
many Towns about the Frontiers were lubverted, as 
might well have contented either party; but at laftboth . * 

of them grown weary, gave over the ftrife. Mafdra 460.' 
who had the better T^ide died, and left a Son called ^ 
Rcmifmundus his Sufteflor; he confidering How little 
had been gained on either fide by the Wa t, not only • 
nlade Peace, but entred into League with bis Compe¬ 
titor. Thus with their united Forces, they conquered 
feveral parts of Lufitania^ which owned neither of them, 
but either followed their own Captains, or had again 
put themfelves under the Eoman Empire. Thus done, 
they both returned home fatisfied, having enlarged their ^ 
Dominions, which they would have wafted by waging* * 

War upon one another. Two Years Franta enjoyed j prodigi* 
Peaces at the.end ^hereof he died, leaving the Crown ous Birth. 
to his Brother Frumarius : At this time hapned a Prodi¬ 
gy in the Territory of which, was the Birth of 

two Children, each of thetft having two heads like one 
another, and of two feveral Sexes. Fcmifmundus ana 
Frumarius filling at variance about Precedency, took 
up Arms by force, whereof the latter* gained or the o- 
ther the City Flavia , now Chaves, jn which and all its 
Territory, he fpared not even the Stones, all the Coun¬ 
try was confhmed with Fire and Sword. T^mifmundus 
was iatisfied with doing as much harm in his Enemies 
Country, as he received in his own ; he took by open 
force the Cities of Orcnfc and Lugo, in which he exer- 
cifed the utmoft Efforts of his Fury.

The Arian 6. This was an unhappy Match for Lujitania , for 
Herefie fir ft the Sttevians being before true Sons of the Catholick 
fpread in Church, were now infefted with the Arian Herefie, 
Lwfitania. taught them by one Ajax a Galatian . whom the Queen 
being her lelf an Arian bought with her. The love of 
the Queen, and the perlwafions of Ajax, wrought uj> 
4>n the King fo effectually,* that he not only gave his 
Sub j efts the Example of embracing^ that Herefie, but 
persecuted thole that continued firm in the Faith. All 
the care of the Prelates for reprefling of this current was 
fruitless, for it Ipread it felf during the fpace of i oo 
Years, in which time the Catholicks luffered.Oppreffi- 
on, Banilhment, and cruel Deaths. There is no fur¬ 
ther memory of the Aftions of Remifimundus , after his 
Marriage till his Death; nor much of his*Succeflors,

Amalaricus , Grand ion to %Iheodoricus, „ liicceeded 
Euricus , he being Mlrriecl to Crofilda *he Daughter of 
Clouts, and Sifter ttmSbildebert, Clotarm^ and Clodomi- 
rus Kings of France^tTeated hej ill, becaule fhe was 
a Cathofick, he being $n Arian. She complained 
her Brothers by the m^ans of Ausbertus Archbifhop 
of Braga ; Chiidebert hereupon came into Lujitania , and 53 I? 
having overthrown and {lain his Brother-in-law, return¬ 
ed into France laden with Booty, and carrying away his 
Sifter^ who died by die Way: 

7. In the Year 549, Agila was Proclaimed King of ^49, 
the Goths , he being overthrown at Cordova , retired into 
I Lujitania. There he railed new Forces to withftand A- 
| thanagiidus , a valiant, ambitious Captain, who being 
f poflelied of Sevil , ftiled himlelf King ^pf Spain .* He 
was fupported by Roman Forces, under the Command 
of Patricius Liberius , a General in efteem with the Em¬ 
peror Juftinian. Near to Sevil they came to a Battle, 
wherein AgiL was otherthrown, and afterwards Mur- 
thered by his own Subjefts at Merida. Athanagildus thus 
became Sovereign of all that part of tile Kingdom of 
the Goths , which lies between the Mouth of Tagus and 
Cape St. Vincent. The greateft paft of .this Domi- * 
nion was again recovered by the Romans , notwithftai^t- 
* ing that Athanagildus did all ne could to oppofe them, 
till he died at Toledo in the Year 567. In tnele times 
were famous for Piety and Learning, the Bifticps St. Men ft- 
Julian of Evora , Lucenius of Coimbra , Aprigius of Beja, mom for 
Idac i us of Lame go and Ausbertus of Braga , a Fleming by Learning 
Birth: Ajfo the famous Orofius bor%at Tarragona in Ca¬ 
talonia, flourilhed at Braga . The Prelates of Spain find¬ 
ing it not only convenient, but neceflary to cofilult 
with St. Auguftin then Bifhop of Hippo in Africlj, for the 
better fettling and adjufting of matters of Religion,then 
‘much perplexed with Doubts and Controveriies ; Bale- 
cuius at that time, Bifhop of Braga, made choice of O- 
rofius to be lent to him with this Meffiige. The chief 
point given him in charge, was about the means of ex¬ 
tirpating the Herefies then fpread about Spam ; St. Au- 
guftin having therein given his own Opinion, ordered 
Orcfms to pals over into # the Holy Land, there to take 
the advice alio of the other Pillar of the Church St. 

Micronic, who refided there at that time. There Orofm 
found the Prieft Avitus a Lujitanian , who for the love he

The Reigns of the Tributary Suevian Kings^ j 
from the Tear 560, till 585, when Lufita-I 
nia was again fubdued by Leovigildus, the 
Goth. And the Government of f/;?Gothiih 
Kings, till the Tear 671. 


1 . TT T E ar^now come to the End of the x 00 Years, 
W which Hiftorians pals over, without any con- 
* fiderable Mention of our Portuguefe , or Suevian Kings.

. Lu- returne( j t0 true Faith. At the Beginning of his 
from Ada- he was an Arrian , but miraculouiiy converted, 

nifm. He removed his Court to the City Braga, where his 
Son being delperately fick, and no Medicines availing, 
he asked, one Day, which had been tKe Religion of 
St. Gregory of Tours ; this Saint being then famous for 
Miracles: It was told him, he had been a Catholic 
Immediately four Gentlemen were lent, with as much 
Gold and Silver as the Tick Perfon weighed, befides* 
other Gifts, to offer at tfie Shrine; with a Promile,, 
That if the Prince recovered, he Ihould embrace the 
CatholicIt Religion. The Sicknels hereupon decreafed, 
yet the Prince recovered not perfect Health : Where¬ 
upon, the King begged lome Relick of the Saint; pro- 
mifing to renounce his Herelie % The Relick was refil¬ 
led the Ambaffadors; and they*, at Night, Ipreading a 
thin Veil over the Sepulchre, laid, They would rcvcrotcc 
it as a I{c!iol^, if in the Morning its fVeight were confider - 
ally increafck Accordingly, the next Morning they 
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found It as heavy as if dt had been made of feme weigh¬ 
ty Metal. This Veil the Ambaffadors brought with 
them; afid the feme Day they landed, the Prince per¬ 
fectly recovered. The King performed his Promife, 
embracing the Faith; and by his Example, and the 
Preaching of another St. Martin , who then came out 
of France , according to lom% Authors; or, as others 
will h 2$re it, out of Greece, ,xnoft of the People were 
converted., Theodemirus had before erected a Church, 
in Honour of 9 t. Martin of Tours x Of thi^ Church he 
made the other Martin Abbot firft, and then Bifhop; 
whence he was preferred to the Archiepifcopal See of 
Braga. # 

2. Two Years were, Ipent in the Embaffages, and 
other pious Works of the King, for his §on’s Health ; 
and ail things being now in Peace, he ordered Lucretius, Several Sy 
Archbiihop of Braga, to affemhle a Synod, for the bet- ”** r - 
ter regulating the Affairs of the Church. . Eight Bilhops 5*6?. 
being met, they agian condemned the Herefie of 
Vrifcilianm ; and took Order for the propagating of the 
Faith. Anpther £>ynod met after that, at Lugo, to ap- 569. 
point the Limits of every Diocels; which were after¬ 
wards confirmed, in the general Diftribution made 
throughout Spain , by King fVamba. Theodemirus dy- 57 °- 
ing, the Crown came to his Son Ariamirus ; who, with 
the Approbation of Si;. Martin, now Archbiihop of 
Braga, ordered another Synod to meet in that City; 
which was accordingly done two Years after Twelve 572.' 
Prelates affembled there; and one of the principal Mat¬ 
ters handled, the fixing the due Time of Obferv- 
<ing of Rafter. ™ fteir fettling the Affairs of the Faith, 
the King $aifed Forces; and invading the People cal- 577 - 
led / '{ucones , now BJ c ja, febdued them. Luiva was now 
King of the Goths, and took for his Companion, and 
Succeflbr, his Brother Leovigildus • Whichwone, he re¬ 
turned into France , leaving Leovigildus it) Spain , to fe- 
cure his former Conquefts, and add others to them. 

He vi&orioully traverled the greatell part of Spain, and 
at lalt enter’d Galicia , Ariamirus in vain ftriving to put 
a Stop to his Progrefi ; who now perceiving how inef¬ 
fectual Force proved, thought better to try if Fair 
Means would prevail: Therefore he lent Ambaffadors 
to Leovigildus , to put him in mind of the Peace and Al¬ 
liance eftablilhed betwixt their Predeceflors, and to de¬ 
fire 
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fire the Renewing thereof. Leovigildus , content with 
this Submiflion, curbed his afpirfng Thoughts, conclu¬ 
ded. a Peace, and retired. % 

q. Leovigildus had now two Sons, Hermsnegildus and 
Hecaredus * The firft was married to Ingunda , Daughter 
of Sigebert King of France , and his Wife Brunecbilde . 
Upon this Marriage,, he lived apart from his Father, 
and had' the Stile of # King given him at Merida .* 
There, by the Means of his Wife, who was-1 Catho¬ 
lic^ and of his Uncle St. Leander , Archbifhop of Sevil- 
he embraced the Catholic ( Faith ; and, in Baptilm, tyas, 
called John. His Father being an obftinate ^r^w, was 
fo offended at his Converfion, that he deprived him of 
the Regal Dignity. The Prince fl*d into Portugal , and 
was there protected by King Ariamirus , who was% Ca¬ 
tholic, !{. Hewiencgildtts railed Forces; but his Father 
, comingfpeedily upon him, he fled, with 5000 Men, 
to Ojfela, a Place^ thought impregnable: But Leovigil¬ 
dus, for all that,’enter’d it by Force, put all to the 
Sword, burnt the Town, ana carried away his Son 
Prifbner to Toledo* From thence ha made*his Eicape to 
Sevil, where he fortified himlelf. King Leovigildus laid 
Siege to that City, being affifted by King Ariamirus of 
Portugal ; and having forced his Way into it, carried 
away Hcrmcnegildus to Tarragona, where he was put to 
Death, in the Year 5-86. Which Paffage is here rela¬ 
ted, to avoid interrupting the Narration. 

4. Our King Ariamirus died at that Siege, and his 
Son Eburicus , then very young, liicceeded! him in the 
Crown of Portugal , under the Prote&ion of Leovigildut 
the Goth. Endcca , a Noble man in gtijjiP Pow^r at the 
Portw/uefs Court, taking Advantage of the King’s ten¬ 
der Years, married Sifegunda the Queen-Dodger; and 
with the Help of his Friends, poffeffcd fiimfelf of the 
Government, upon pretence of managing it for the 
young King. But having, in Procefs of Time, fecured 
his Intereft, he uftrped the Regal Title, and put Ebu¬ 
ricus into Prifon at firft, and foon after obliged him to 
take the Habit of a Monk, that fo he-might forfeit his 
Pretentions to the Crown. The Tyrant Endcca fearing 
LcovigiLus the Goth , who was Protedtor to the depofed 1 
Kingt joined in League with Gunter anus the French 
King. But the Goth, whole Courage was not to be 
ihocked, fcnt his Son Recareins againft the 
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himlelf invaded the uforping Suevian. He loon took He is depc- 
him Priloner, and obliged him to take the lame Habit /H and 
he had before forced upon the Rightful King, and to fl orn « 
enter into Holv Orders, banifhing him to the City Be - by 

ja , then poffefled by the Goths . Yet Leovigildus, though Feovigil- 
he was thought to have conquered that Kingdom for i us , tKe 
Eiuricus , kept it for himlelf • adding it to his other Do- 0t 
minions. Thus ended the Kingdom of the Suevians, 
after it had, with various Turns of Fortune, lafted 
about 180 Years: It expired in the YfoaryBy. The 5-85% 
People, diflatisfied with Leovigildus , role up in Arms, 
and proclaimed a Noble-man, called Malarious , King; 
but he being loon overthrown, and taken Prifoner by 
the Forces or the Goth, the Kingdom of the Lujitanians, 
or Suevians, was entirely brought under the-Dominion 
of the Goths . The Lujitanians at this time Continued He prrfe * 
firm in the Faith, and Leovigildus cealed not to perle- c*tes the 
cute the Profeflors thereof; depofing the Catholic ^ Pre- Catho- 
lates, and filling their Places with Arlans , who pervert- iicks> but 
ed many of the People. Leovigildus having raigned 18 ? : * s 
Years, died at Toledo , a Catholic though he had lived i77}jt 
an Arlan . His firft Wife was Theodora, Daughter of 
Severianus, Governor of Cartagena, and his Wire Theo¬ 
dora , Daughter to Theodor ic us , King of the Ofirogoths , 
in Italy ; and Sifter to Jffidorus and Leander, Archbimops 
of Scvil * and of Fulgentius , of Cartagena. By her he 
had Hcrmenegildus, whom he put to death, and Flavius 
%carcdus , who lucceeded him. 

5. Bscaredus, bom S evil, in the Year y66, now, yS6 . 

in the 10th of his Age, inherited his Father’s Throne. Recare- 
He proved an excellent Prince ; and having embra- dus f UCm 
ced the Caxholick Faith, reftored all thole that his Fa- ceeds • 
ther had expelled. His pious Intention of Aflembling becomes 
a National Synod, was, tor feme time, obftrudted by * Catho¬ 
dic Trealbnable Conlpiracies of the Hereticks. The 
firft Council was held at Merida, under the Direction 
of Claudius , who governed the fmall Remainder of the 
Homan Empire along the Sea-Coaft of Lufitania . Suna 
the Arian Archbifhop, being now compelled to refign 
that See to Manfona the Cat ho lie 4, before expelled by 
Leovigildus, confpired with other Hereticks, to mur¬ 
der him and Claudius . iFitcricvs, who was afterwards 
King, now one of the Conlpirators, laying his Hand 
upon his Sword, to execute his Purpofo, he could not

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draw it \ whereat being moved he difcovercd the Trea¬ 
chery, and was therefore pardon'd. Suna , the Hereti¬ 
cal Archbiftiop, was bamihed, as were the orher Ac¬ 
complices, and their Eftates confilcated. Amidd this 
Conmiion, Guntcranus King of France made W^r upon 
Recaredus, fending againft-him an Army, under cnc 
Command of his General Bojfus. Claudius , a Man for¬ 
tunate in War, marched to oppofe him, and overthrew 
him near Carcajfonne , with a great Slaughter, -omc 
will have it, that Claudius , with only }oo Men, de- 
feated Bojfus, who had 60000 : Butjlet every one judge

6. Recaredus having thus fubdued his Enemies, both 
at home and abroad, was at leifure to aflemble the 
,-80 Council he had before defigned at Toledo. Seventy two 
\jfat Prelates met together there, St. Leaner, Archbifhop of 
oledo. Sevil, prdiding. The King himfelf mace an Oration 
;.t the Opening of the Council. Now the An.in Herc- 
fie was totally extinguifhed, the Catbolick. Faith trium¬ 
phed, and Recaredus , for his lingular Piety, had the 
Title of Catholkf, or Most ChnJU.m Kiny conferred up- 
601. on him. After triumphing over his, which were the 
Recaro Enemies of Chrill:, our Religious King Recaredus died 
a us dies* a t Toledo, He was born at Sevil, in the Year joy ; 

reicrcd 16, and lived 37. His Coin has been leen m 
our Age, at feveral Places : Some at Lisbon , with this 
infeription on the one fide, RECAREDUS REX ; 
and on the Reverie, OLISIBONAftPIUS. Others 
at Ever*, with RECAREDUS REX; and on the 
Back, ELBORA JUSTUS. Recaredus had two 
Wives • The firft, before he came to the Crown, was 
Baida, Daughter to the famous King Arthur or ter 
Fonts, a Got hip Lord. The Second was Clodojinda, 
Sifter to Ingunda , the Wife of his Brother, I rince 
Hermenerildus. Her chiefeft Portion was, the Peace 
eftabliftied between Spain and France, then at War. 
By his firft Wife (though fome will have him to be 
Illegitimate) he had Liuva, who fuccceded him in 
the Throne; and was of fuch excellent Beraitv of 
Perfbn, and fuch amiable Behaviour, that all his buN 
lefts rather adored than obeyed him ; except Wtcncus, 
whom the late King had pardoned for difcovcnng the 
Conspiracy at Merida. This Man, before enured to 
Treachery, now compaffed his wicked Deligns, appre- 

Lending 
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heading his namral Lord, cutting off his Right Hand, 
and depriving him of his Crown and Life, in the Se- 
cond Year of his Reign. 

7. Witcricus thus Tyrannically poflefled of the Go- 6c 7. 
vernment and Regal Throne of all Spain, held it feven Wereii 
\ ears j which ended in an ignominious Death, yet cus ufurpr. 
ftch as he deferved : He died, miferably dragged about 
the Streets of Toledo, by the Peoj 3 [e. Flavius Gundema- 610. 
rwj, of the Blood of Recaredus, in that Right afeended Flavius 
the Throne, and proved no way inferiour to him for Gunde- 
Valour, Moderation and Piety. He defiring to ho- marus 
nour the Church of Toledo , made it the Metropolitan rci & ls ‘ 
of all the Province of Cartagena : To which purpofe, 6 ii.' 
a Synod was held at Toledo, in which it was ordained* 
that Criminals fhould have the Benefit of Sanbtuary. 

In this City Death cut him oft fo early, that it is doubt¬ 
ed whether he reigned full two Years. Our Lufitania, 6 n. 
then fubject to the Gothijh Kings, was governed by Luiicania 
their Lieutenants, whereof there was one in every Pro T govern'd 
vince, and feme Comitcs , or Counts; lor then this Ti- h Lieut** 
tie began to be honoured for being rare, as now it is 
little regarded for being fe common. It is to be ob¬ 
served, that at this time the Name of Comitcs was not 
Titular, as now • but denoted a Power and Jurildidfen 
oyer Lands of the Crown. In Spain there is no Title 
given by the Kings, that is of 4.00 Years (landing. 
Gundcmarus ,, though married to Hilduara, leaving no SifTutu* 
Heirs, Sifcbutus was chofen his Succellor, by the Pre- chfenKing 
latcs and Nobility. He immediately, upon his Accefi 616, 
fion to the Crown, commanded all the Jem to embrace 
the chrijlian Religion: Almoll 100000 were bapti- - 
zed - and as many chofe rather to bebanifhed Spain. 

Sijcbutus , though abfent from Portugal , adorned it with 
many Structures: Two Towers, with his Name on 
them, remain ftill ar Eyora, of the Walls then by him 
built. Some of his Coin is alio extant, on the Reverfe 
whereof is a Crofs, and about it. Cl VITAS EBO-

10 Years, he died at Toledo, and was buried in the 
Monaikry of St. Remanus, founded by himlelt, between 
Toro and Tordejilas. Two Synods were affembled at 6yy. 
Toledo during the Reign of Recefuindus, the eldeft Son Tao Synodt 
of the late King : In the Firlt were yxBithops, from brldhRe- 
all Parts of Spain. In the Second Council were firft celuindus 
heard Debates and Difputcs concerning the Primacy of 
all SpainBraga pretended a Right to chat Honour: It 
was decreed, that the Arqhbilhop of Braga Ihould be 
Metropolitan of all Galicia only. Another Council was 
affembled at Merida, to the fame efted ; but the Church 
of Brava ftill went down. About this (ame time the 
GaJcoigns invaded Spain , but were overthrown, and ex¬ 
pelled, though no Particulars of the A&ion are to be 
found in H^ftory, nor of any thing that happen u in 
the Space of almoft 10 \ears, which end with the Liie 
of Hgccfuindus. He was buried in the Church of St. Leo - i. 

cadia, at Toledo. Some of his Coin is ftill to be leen. 

His only Son Theodofredus was lclt lo young, that he 
was thought incapable oi inheriting lo gre.it a Monar¬ 
chy, as will appear in the Sequel. It is here very re¬ 
markable, that Pontamiusy Archbithop of Braga, not ^ 
content that he had done 9 Months private Penance, 
accufed himfelf openly, in the Synod, ot committing 
Incontinency ^ wherefore he was depoied from his Dig¬ 
nity, with extraordinary Honour of all the Prelates 
who heard the Actuation, though hom the Mouth of 
one (o penitent. So rare was it then to (ee a Prelate 
guilty of any Crime ; So rare now to fie them endued 
with any Vertue.

}iis Wars 
in France 


The Sacceffion of the other Gothifh Kings in the 
Monarchy of Spain, till Roderick the laft 
of them, from the Tear of Grace 67 z till 

711. 

1. \T Ow was the Monarchy of Spain in a dange- 
rous Condition, T becdcfredus the Son of l{?cc- 
fuindus (if there were anv iuch, for it is dubious ) be¬ 
ing left lb Young, that he was wholly incapable of 
managing the Government; the Nobility conful- 
ting what was to be done, asked advice of the Pope, 
who by Divine Revelation, anfwered : It was tde Will 
rf God that Wamba Jhould be preferred to the Crown. He 
being a Man not known, many went out in fearch of 
him, and at laft found him near Uanha , then a famous 
City in Portugal ; he was then bufie at Plow with a pair 
of Oxen. They told him what they came about, and 
he taking it for jell, or believing it impoliible, anfwa- 
ed : That when the Goad he held in his hand Bloffomed\ 
Wamba would be a King. The Goad accordingly (hoot¬ 
ing out Flowers, he was immediately carried away and 
Crown'd at Toledo. At the time of Anointing his Head* 
a Vapour like a Cloud was feen to rife from it, and in 
the midft thereof, a Bee which afcending into the Air* 
at laft vanifhed : This is in fhort, what feme Authors 
relate, as to the Election of Wamba. Others wholly 
rejecting all that is miraculous therein, fay. He was a 
Great Man at Court , and others, That he was Son to the 
iate Kjng Recefeindus, and proclaimed the 3d. day after 
bis Deaths fo that there could not be time to repair to the 
Pope , and the working of the Miracles „ Thefe latrer are 
the mofMuitable Opinions to Reafen, and there is no¬ 
thing certain in thefe Antiquities; every Man may be¬ 
lieve as he pleafes. 

2. Wimba (howfoever it was) being placed on the 
Throne, the People of Navarre , and other their Neigh¬ 
bours, took up Arms to (hake off tiie Gothljh Yoak ; 
but the New King taking the Field againftthem, foon 
quelled that Rehellion, In the mean while, the Count 

Hift 
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Hilpericus revolted in the City of Nifmes, which is in Gal¬ 
lic Narbonenjis , then (ubje£t to the Dominion of Spain , 
which made PVamba raile new Forces againlt that Re¬ 
bel), and gave the Command of them to Puui a Vali- 
ant Grecian. He being Mafter of the Field, initeado^ 
punifhing the Count, rebelled himfelf, and with him 
'Ranofmdus Governour of Tarragona and Hildigijjus the 
Civil Magi fixate. By thefe he was Proclaimed King of 
Spain , and Crowned at PJarbonnc with a rich Crown, 
offered by the Holy King Becaredits at the fhrine of St. 

Felix Martyr of Gironnc. Hilpericus the hrft Rebel, and 
all GalllaNorbonenfspncd with the others, the fame did 
Cat aloni.i and Navarre. Paul lirengthned with the ac- 
C'-ilion of Id rnanv Provinces, had the boldnels to lend 
a Challange in molt infolenc Terms to King fV.imua. 

He at that time was in War with the People of Navar¬ 
re and Bifcay. and having cauled the Challenge to be 
Read in an Ailembly of his chief Commanders,tho’ molt 
of them adviled to the contrary, he refolved to marcti 
with (peed againft the rebellious Enemy j none hell fa¬ 
red to follow the refolute Prince. They enrred Na¬ 
varre, which they entirely iubdued in (even days, and 
being come into Catalonia, the King divided his victo¬ 
rious Army into three parts; one took the way of Per - 
pivnan, another that of Aufetama , and die third kept a- 
long the Sea Coaft. The King himfelf ftayed behind 
with certain choice bands to be ready to repair to the 
place where moft Danger was. Fie took Barcelona by 
Force, and was peaceably received into Gironnc for the 
Tyrant believing that Wamba would not have the Cou¬ 
rage to come to meet him, and that he ihould icon be 
there himfelf, had lent to order Amador theTifhop, Thar 
he fhouid acknowledge as his Prince the hrft that came 
to the Walls. Wamba being the hrft, the. Prelate did 
as he was ordered, and the King (aid to him, Paul has 
Prophcfiedmy coming hither. Immediately he advanced 
to the Pyrenean Hills, and at the foot of them cook C> 
librc and other ftrong places. 

3. W hi Iff: Wamba reduced the Rebels, Paul retired 
to Nifmes , leaving all he had provided for his Defence 
behind him at Narbonne. All that was not fumcient t° •, 
feeure that City to. Witimerus , whom he had left there 
as his Lieutenant, for Wamba to avoid the Eftulion of 
Blood, having offered him feme good Terms, and he 
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obdinately refufing, an AfTault was given, which lad¬ 
ed three hours, at the end whereof the City was taken, 
and in it fVitimerus with others of his Aflociates. 1 he 
fame hapned at Magalona, Agate and other ftrong holds, 
all taken by force and with much Slaughter. Nijmes held 
out longer de/pair fighting for Paul , but at lad it fub- 
mitted to TVamba. The French in the Town thinking 
they were betrayed by the Spaniards in hope of Par¬ 
don, fell upon them, and lo they flaughtered one ano¬ 
ther, whild the Befiegers breaking in, put them all in- 
67 3. differently to the Sword. Paul quitting the Royal 
Robes, retired to an Amphitheater, a ilrong Roman 
Work, where he flayed two days, the Victors only 
keeping Guard lead he fhould efcape thence. The 
King coming to the City, Aryebatus , Archbilhop of Nar- 
bonne , one of the followers of Paul, came out to meet 
him in his Pontifical Robes, and calling himfelf at his 
Feet, begged Pardon for himfelf and all the red. This 
action fomewhat appeafeth Mamba, who Pardoned 
him and promifed to moderate his anger towards the 
red. He entred the City in Triumph, wher cPaul was 
brought Prifoner and fell down prodrate before him, 
as others did ; their lives were granted, but they were 
committed to cudody till it were refolved what pun Kli¬ 
ment to inflifl upon them ; all th c French were fet free, 
and the City ordered to be repaired. It was voted, 
that Paul and his Aflbciares fhould have their Eyes put 
out, their lives being before granted them, but I4 7 amba 
was content they fhould oniv remain perpetual Pri¬ 
soners. When he entred Tolcdv in Triumph, they w'ere 
all carried before him upon Camels, and Paul in the 
midd of them barefooted, with a Crown of black Lea¬ 
ther on his Head, indead of that of Gold he had afpi- 
red to; all their Beards long, and their Heads fhaved; 
Penalties ufually in hi fled on Traitors at that time, and 
thus Peace was redcred. 

67?, 4. After this he aflembled a National Council, where- 

Tbe Afri- in the bounds of all the Bifhopricks of Spain were de- 
cans im/a- termined, which continued in the fame form, till the 
Spain Moores conquered Spain. The lame Year another Sy- 
deftroyed. v/as held at Braga to reform Abides; much about 
this time the Africans with a great Meet fcouritig along 
theCoadof Spain, did much harm: The King lent his 
Forces againft them, by whom they were overthrown, 
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their Fleet burnt, and all their power both by Sea and 
Land conlumed. It is thought that one Count Ervigi- 
US a Grecian, banifhed by the Emperor of Conftantino- 
ple , was the caufe of their coming ; he afpiring to the * 
Crown, thought that the Goths thus invaded, would 
eafily have lubmitted themfelves to him, becaule he 
had married a Niece of King Recefinudus, and that tVam- 
ba was then very Aged. Failing of his defign, he gave 
tffxmba a fort of Poifion that didurbed his Brain, and 
at the fame time prevailed with him to appoint him 
his Succeflor Belides thefe his Contrivances, Warn- 
ba delirous of himfelf to laydown the burden of a Crown 
to him grown unfupportable, voluntarily quitted the 
regal Authority, and took the habit of a Monk in the 
Monadery of 'Pampliega, betwixt Burgos and Valladolid, 
on the Banks of the River Pifuerga, where he appro¬ 
ved himfelf as good a Religious Man, as he had been a 
King. Eight or more Years he Reigned, and lived Se¬ 
ven in the Monadery ; it is not known that he had any 
Children, nor fo much as a Wife, he was Buried at 
Pampliega. King Ferdinx?id the Saint, deligned to 
Tranflare him to Toledo, and his Son D. Alonfo the 
Wife, put it in Execution. There are two Tombs now 
in the Chappel of St. Leocadia, in the Cathedral of that 
City, oneliippofed to be tVamba : s, and the other of 
King Recejiundus . King Philip the II. cauling them to 
be opened in the Year 15*7 5", one of the Bodies was 
found cloathed in the habit of St. Benedict, which was 
therefore concluded to be that of hVamba y bccaufe he 
wearing that Habit whild living, was doubtiefi Buried 
in it. Some Authors will have him to be Buried at 
cinanium , or Citania, a City in the Mid-way betwixt 
Braga and Guirnaraens. 

y. Ervipius Succeflor to M amba, was Son to Arde - 
baft us, whom Ancient Records call Count, who was - 
married to the Daughter of King Chindafuindus . Tho’ - 
he deferral not the Crown as being an unjuft U fur per, 
he afterwards feemed worthy of it for his good Govern¬ 
ment, hisenfuing Virtues attoned for his former Crimes. 
One of his fird Afilions was the aflembling of a national 
Counfel, the chief intent whereof was to fecure the 
Crown he had wrongfully got. Two Years after he 
called together another Council, which confirmed all 
the Adis of the former. A third alfo met the follow- 
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HisASh'om ing Year to receiye the Decrees of the fixth General 
Council of Constantinople againft the Herefy of ApollU 
narus. Ervigius though well fettled in the Throne, the 
better to fecure himfelf, married his Daughter Cixilona 
to Egica Wamba's Nephew, being the Son of his Sifter 
Ariberga. A great part of Portugal was at this time Go¬ 
verned by 5 a/,?, a Noble and Valiant Commander: 
He repaired the Walls and Bridge of Merida, and other 
publick Struftures. King Ervigius himfelf Built al- 
mod from the Ground the Walls of Idaria ; Ervigius 
Reigned Seven Years, and died at Toledo the fame \ cur 
as did King l-Vamba at Pampliega. 

6 . Egica the Nephew of King fVatnba, the more to 
&'ng£gica exprefs nis Averlion to Ervigius, whom he fuccecdcd 
in the Throne, put away his Daughter, whom, as 
was fa id, he had Married ; whereupon her Children 
were as ill treated, as were thole of her Father. All 
the Brethren felt the want of right in their Father, be¬ 
ing caft out and not refpefted fo much as Noble Men, 
However, Egica gave them fbme cafe till fuch time as a 
Council could be affembled to order what ought to be 
6 89. done with them. This Counfel at length meeting,Decreed 

the King might lawfully profecute all that were guilty 
of the Treafon, whereby Ervigius afeended the Throne*, 
Several were punifhed is different manners. Hereup¬ 
on enfued a Confpiracy againft the King, in which Se- 
gibertus Archbifhop or Toledo was the principal Adtor. 
This defign being diicovered, Egica called together 
another Counfel to be the better able to proceed againft 
the Archbifhop. Sixty Bilhops met, among whom 
were Ten Portugucfc , who gave Sentence againft the 
Archbifhop, Excommunicating, Banifhing, and De- 
^9 ? poling him from his Dignity. 'Some dangerous Com¬ 
motions happened in Gallia Narboncnjis, then fubject to 
the Spanijh Monarchs, fortune therein favouring the 
Rebels. Thcfe troubles were followed by Plague and 
The Jews Famine : The Jews who were then numerous in Spain, 
eonfpire a - took occafion herefrom to confpire againft the King, 
gainft the anc } f or the carrying on their Deiigns, held correfpon- 
King, and j ence w j c h others that lived in Africl^, and other Fo- 
*re pum'jh- re jg n parts. The King informed thereof, called ano- 
* d > ther Counfel at Toledo, to punifh the Guilty, except- 
ing thole of Narbonne, becaufe of the Plague and Fa¬ 
mine that confumed them. The Plot being proved, 

the 
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the Criminals were Condemned to ferve as Slaves 
throughout all Spain , and to have their Children taken 
from them at Seven Years of Age, to be inftru&ed in the 
Chriflian Faith. 

7. About this rime, one Count Vitulus rebelled in 
that part of Galicia , that ioyns to Portugal: His defign Wirifa 
was to ufiirp the Monarchy of the Goths , but his Pow- Son t0 E fii- 
er being too fmall, he foon fuffered the penalty of his ca * et S™ 
Rufhnefs. To prevent the like Practices for the future, orcu '' 

! the King gave the Kingdoms of Portugal and Galicia to “ 
his Son PVitifa, the Grandfbn of Ervigius , being then 
of Age to Govern. To himfelf he kept the reft of 
Spain and Gallia Narbonsnfis ; FTitifa went into Portu¬ 
gal, and kept his Court in the City Braga, where by 
his unjuft Adfions, he raifed many Troubles and much. 

Blood was fbilt, his Father having fent him thither to 
prevent Difcord, which he feemed rather to few* 

This Country was eafed by his abfence, for he remo¬ 
ved to T uy in Galicia , where he lived till the Death of 
his Father. It is no new thing for a vertuous Father 
to have wicked Children ; King Egica, befides PVitija, 
had Opas Archbifhop of Toledo , famous for ailifting to 
the Deftrubrion of Spain • he was alfo Father of Fandi- 
na , Wife to the unfamous Count Julian , and Mother 
to Florinda , the only caufe of that lamentable Tragedy. 

8. Witifa being poffeffed of the Government of ail ^ci. 
Spain, became fo inlolent, that giving way to all man- A'ur 
nerofVice, difeouraging Vertue, and laying open all 
daces of ftrength in the Kingdom, he may well be fti- l f 
bd the Spanijh Nero. I will not go about to relate all 
his Cruelties and leud Practices, but mil ft not omit to £ ^ 
fay, he caft off all Obedience to the Pope, and gave " 
great Priviledgcs to the Jews, fo that they returned to 
Spain , and eredled Synagogues: The Inhabitants of 
Braga fent Felix their Archbifhop to Toledo, to Petition 
the°King that the Walls of their City might not be De- 
molifhed, as he had ordered. He was not admitted to 
fpeak with the King, but only with Count Julian, then 
| the great Favourite, of whom he obtained what he 
; *vent about. This lafcivious King, killed Favila, the 
! Father of Pelayus , and Duke of Cantabria, thinking by 
that means the better to enjoy his V ife D. Lu$ ; he His frmL 
put out the Eyes of T heodofredus , Father to King Rpdc- t i tSt 
ricl^ and D. Lu^ thereby to make him incapable ofun- 
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heriting the Crown; but, Roderick, did the fame by 
him, fo that he died Blind, having Reigned Ten Years, 
There is no Account who was his Wife, but it appears 
he had two Sons, which were Evan and Sifebutus, who 
being Banifhed by King Roderick into Africk, fled to the 
Protection of tequila. Commander of Tangier their Fa- 
ther’s Friend*; and thence came over a Commander a. 
mong the Moores that deftroyed Spain, and lo died: 
Thole Calamities require another Chapter.

Thus,the Subverfion and Reftauration of Spain, 
had their Authors proceeding from the fame ftock; for 
as Roderick was caufe of the DeftruClion, lo Pelagus was 
the firft that laid his Hand to the Reparation of it. Ro¬ 
derick. afeended the Throne with no fmall hopes, con¬ 
ceived by his Subjects,of a better Government than had 

T been before, but the event made him more odious than 
£n"V^lhis Predeceflor had been. Count Julian the great Fa- 
rtenRo- vorite and prime Mailer to PVitifa, continued in the

Mu* 
the Moors i a ptirliiance of what was agreed upon, lent ove* 
into Spain. 6000 Arabs under the Command of Tarif Aben^art^ 
71 to make the firft incurfion into Spain ; theft being joyn* 
ed by the like number .;of the Rebels, broke through 
Andalusia into Lujitania, where nothing being lefi 
thought of than War, Men, Women and ChTldoa 
were ften in droves flying to the Mountains. Kfig 
Bpderick. alarmed with this invafion, ftnt his Nephew 
D, Inhigo Sanche% with feme number of Men armed on¬ 
ly with Staves and Stones; yet foch as they were, they 
had ftveral rencounters with the Enemy, but at laft 
their Commander being (lain, and they overpowered, 
were put to flight. The Victorious Arabs returnee 
into Africl^ with Booty and many Captives; this was 
the firft Scene of the wicked Count’s Revenge, and of 
the overthrow of the SpanifJ: Monarchy. 

4. Whilft Count Julian and the Caliph prepared for 
a more powerful Expedition, King Roderick, now awake, 
railed the greateft number of Men he could, and with 
all poilible Ipeed provided Arms and Fortified his 
Towns. He thought the 'Barbarians would have 
given him more time, but they immediately palled 
over the ftreights of Gibraltar with a wonderful Fleet; 
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iooooo Foot and 40000 Horfeof them incamped on aooooo 
the Spanijh Coaft. ' The King’s Army confifted of &<“ and 
110000 Foot and 10000 Horie, a fufficienr tium-4oooo 
ber had they been well Armed, ana Difciplined Men;

with the day began the Battle, which continued very fm and 
Bloody till Night parted them; all the Week the fight JOOOQ 
continued, Hill renewed with the Day as it was broke Horj'e. 
off by the Night. King Roderick, appeared in all pam 714. 
in his Royal Robes; over his Armour he wore a rich A great 
Garment, a Crown on his Head, a Scepter in his Hand, * nci 
on his Feet Golden Buskins let with Pearl and precious 
Stones; he was carried in a high Ivory Chariot as was 
the manner of the Gethifh Kings inBattle,and thence en¬ 
couraged his Men, who the id. Sunday began to faint. 

The King perceiving them give way, left his Chariot, 
and mounting upon a Horie, he called Orelia, rulhcd 
couragioufly into the thickeft of his Enemies, making 
them give way to his Valour: The Spaniards encou- rb: Spi- 
raged at this fight, came on lo vigoroufly, that the niards «. 
Battle for lome time continued doubtful; but at Sun- 'uerthrotan. 
fating, the Vigour of our Men quite failing, Vifloiy 
appeared on the Enemies fide, and the Darknels gave 
the Chriftians an opportunity to fly. 

y. I cannot forbear remarking how fatal the number A remark 
Eight has appeared upon this occafion; Eight days the upm the 
fight lafted, Eight months the Barbarians Ipent in fob- *»mber 
duing all Spain, and 800 Years it coft the Spaniards to Ei * h( - 
recover it. The King fceing he laboured in vain, fled 
Co a Mountain, where he changed his Apparel with a 
Shepherd: In this condition he came to the Monaftery- 
of Cauliniana, two Leagues from Merida , on the Banks 
of the River Guadiana . Here overcome with Trouble 
and Sorrow for his Sins, he fell into a Swoun, and 
was brought to himfelf by one Bpmanus a Holy Monk. 

With him he fled into Portugal , where they took up 
their Habitation on a Rock upon the Sea Coaft, near 
the Town of Pedcrneira . They took two different Cells 
*botu a Mile from one another, where both of them 
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ended their Days. Here, as is (aid, was found ati 
Image of our Blefled Lady, in the Time of Alonfo, our 
firftKing • and a Tomb, with this Infcription, HIC 
REQUIESCIT RUDERICUS ULTIMUS 
REX GOTHORUM; that is, Here rejwfes Rode- 
rick, the la ft King of the Goths. ‘ Thus far our Au- 

* thor, Emanuel de Faria, fitting down this as an ap- 
c proved and undoubted Opinion: But many others, 

* and thole of good Note, reje£k this, as fabulous ; moft 
4 Men agreeing, that King Roderick, was drowned in 
4 the River Gundalete, where moft of his Royal Appa- 
4 rel was found, he being never after heard of. Many 
4 more ftrange Stories have been Ipread abroad, as it 
4 commonly happens in foch Cafes, where the Bodies of 
4 Princes, in liich Univerlal Calamities, are not found ; 

4 but they are rather Romantick, than Hiftorical, and 
4 therefore not fit for any, but lead of all for the Brevi- 
4 ty of this Hiftory. 

The Moors After the Victory, the Moores Ipread themfelves over 
over-run aft the Province, committing inhumane Barbarities; 
all Spain. n ot without lofing, in feveral Rencounters during the j 
eight Months of their Conqueft, Soooo Men, befides 
aoo oo before flain in the great Battel. The chief Re- 
fiftance was made at Merida .* The Defendants, where¬ 
of many were Portuguefes, that being then the liipreain 
Tribunal of Lujitania, were commanded by Sacaru, a 
Noble Goth. Many brave A&ions paffed at the Siege: 
but at length, there being no Hopes of Relief, ain 
Provifions failing, the Town was lurrenderid upon Ar¬ 
ticles. The Commander of the Lufitanians , with luch 
as would follow him, traverfing Portugal , came to a 
Sea-port Town; where gathering a good Number of 
Ships, he put to Sea; but to what partof the World 
they were carried, does not appear. c There is ani an- 
4 tient Fable of an lfland, called Antilia^ in the Weftem 
4 Ocean* inhabited by Portuguefes, which could nevtf 
4 yet be found : and therefore we will leave it, till luch 
4 time as it is difebvered ; but to this Place pur Author 
4 feppofes thefe Portuguefes to have been driven. For¬ 
tune having now wholly forlaken Spain, the Moores ea¬ 
sily over-ran all that remained, as far as the River Mtn - 
ho, under the Command of Abdala\i\, Son toMtga : 
Yet the Andalusians and Lufitanians, Muga being ab- 
fent, rofe up in Arms, and put to the Sword the Moorifh 
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Garrilons of Sevil, Beja and llipula ; which done, be¬ 
ing aflembled to a great Number, they took Merida by 
force, killing all they found therein. Mu^a, who was 
then at ^ aragofa , hafted to quell this Commotion: 
which was ealily*done. Merida he fpared; Scvil luf- 
fered much; at llipula there was not one Stone left 
upon another, but what he did at Beja, is not known, 
though it may be luppofed not \o have efcaped, ha¬ 
ving been the Place or Rendelvouz for the People of 
i Scvil. 


7a The famous A&ions of D, Pelayo, or Pelagius, and Pelaghis 
the miferable Ends of Count Julian, his Wife, and the fir ft 
Daughter, die principal A&ors in this Tragedy, are that °PP^ 
treated of in the Chronicles of thofe Kingdoms to the 
which they appertain* Pelagius, during the 19 Years ^ 00rs * 
lie reigned, nad no Command in Portugal, where the 
Moors were fo predominant, that there were as many 
Rings as Cities* But becaufe the Actions of Pelagius 
were lo great in themfelves, and in the Confluence of 
them, we wilt give feme Hints of what others write at 
large. Pelagius was in the great Battel, with his Cou- 
fin-German King Roderick. After which, he fled, with 
IOOO Chrijlians, to Ajlurias dc Oviedo , where he took 
Shelter in a vaft Cave, now called Cavadonga, among 
die Mountains of Aufeva ; and was, in that miferable 
Condition, by his Men proclaimed King of Spain , a 
mighty Title, for fo poor a Beginning ; and yet here 
began thofe Vibfories, which, in the Space of 800 
Tears, recovered all Spain . ' Pelagius had a Sifter, 
whole Name is not known ; but Mu^a, Governor of 
Gijon, in Ajlurias, being taken with her Beauty, enjoy'd 
aer, upon Promife of Marriage. The Defire of ke- 
venging this Wrong firft moved Pelagius to appear in 
Arms; Thus it fell out, that as one Lady was thd 
Caufe of the Deftrudtion of Spain, lo another was the 
Motive of its Reftauration. Pelagius was the Son of 
hvila Duke of Cantabria , Third Son of King Chinda- 
fuindus, and of his Wife D. Lu+, the Daughter ot Thco- 
iofredus Duke of Cordova, and Brother to Favila . He 
Was born at Toledo i and bred at Alcantara, by Grafes, 

Brother to the Lady Lu\, his Mother.- This was the 
nrft King that we find had the Title of Don annexed to 
bis Name, His ^ Wife was, Gaudiofa, of Cantabria 
fourth Grandchild to Ofilon, Brother to Stephen, the 

I happy 
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happy Father of the Archbifliop St. Ildcfinfus. By her 
heftiad Favila and -Ermefenda , who liicceeded him in 
the Regal Dignity. He took Leon in the Year 7 %i: 
And hence came .the Title of Kingsof Leon, ar.d the 
Bearing of a Lion for their Arms. He died at Catgm, 
at the Foot of the Mountain Aufeva, in September , 737 ; 
and lies buried in the Church of Covadonga. , built byj 
himfelf, and his Wife, and dedicated to the Virgin 
Xlary. 

8 .Favila, who fucceeded his Father Pclagius, had 
not Time to perform any great Actions, being killed 
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Croft, founded by himfelf, at Canvas. He married Froi- 
livua 0 and either had no Sons, or, at leaft, they came 
not to the Crown; for his Sifter Ermefenda fucceeded 
him, and took to Husband, and King, D. Alonfo, Son 
to D. Peter , Duke of Cantabria , defeended from Reap 
redus I. During the foregoing Years, the Cbriftians in 
Portugal enjoyed full Liberty of Confciencc. Seven! 
Mionjh Great Men ruled over them : Aliboacen , Grand, 
/on to the General Tar if, was Lord of the City Coin 
bra, and all the Territories betwixt the Rivers Aht 
Mondego and Agucda ; governing with Tyrannical 
Power. Thus the Portuguefe lived in Subjection 
when Heaven gave them‘Hopes of recovering the' 
Liberty. Happy was the Kingdom in falling to Erm 
fenda , for that {he was the Mother of the Vi&orioul 
and Religious King Alonfo, who conquer’d a great pan 
of Cajlile, Galicia and Portugal. He enter’d Galich 
with a powerful Army, and took the Cities of Lutj 
and Tut .• Then palling over the River 'Minbo, he over, 
ran all’the Country, as far as Duero • entring the Citiei 
and Towns of Braga, Porto, Agueda, Vifeo, and Chaves', 
befidcs other Places of Importance: No Quarter w* 
given to the Moors , and the Chrijlians were carrid 
away to Ajlurias, he not defigning to keep all he gain¬ 
ed. ' This was the firft King, after the Deftru&ion d 
Spain, that had any Jurifdi&ion in Portugal. Thus hi 
reigned, with great Honour, 17 Years ■ and died a 
the Age of 64. His and his Wife’s Bodies were burii 
in the Church of Covadonga. He had Hlue, Fruela, wb 
/iicceeded him, IdTmaranus , Aurelius, and Adofinii 

By a Slave he hud Mttwgam , who proved more life 
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the Mother, than the Father, as will appear in the 
Sequel. 

9. Fruela, who inherited his Father’s Valour, as K. Fniek 
well as his Kingdom, marched to meet a mighty Ar- kills 60000 
my, lent againft him by Abdcrramen King of Cordova , Moors; 
(the firft that, in Spain , durftcaft off the Authority of 

the African Catyph 7 ) under the Command of Omar , to 
revenge the Harm done by the late King Alonfo , in For - 
tugal and Galicia * He met with no Oppofition in Por~ 
tugal : But in Galicia , Kin g Fruela difcomfitted his migh¬ 
ty Army, killing him, and 60000 of his Men. This 
done, crofting Portugal , to befiege Setuval , he over¬ 
threw Aliaben Talib , who came to put a Stop to his Pro¬ 
ceedings. with 1500 Horfe, and 14000 Foot: Of the 
Moors , 8000 were flain in the Fight; and of the Chri - 
fiians , i^oo. ThisVi&ory laid that Country open; 
and the King, after an hard Siege, had Setuval furren- 
der’d to hfm. This is his laft Aftion, we know of, in 
Portugal: In other Places he performed many great Ex¬ 
ploits. He forbid Priefts to marry, which had been 
allowed fince the Time of King fViti^a ; and was the 
Founder of the City Oviedo . All his Vertues and Tro¬ 
phies were oblcured by his putting his Brother FVima- 
ranus to death, upon bare Sulpition that he intended to 
rebel, becaufe he was exceedingly beloved by the Peo¬ 
ple, for his extraordinary Endowments. Moll Authors 
agree, that this PVimaranus was Father to Bcrmudo the 
Monk, afterwards King. Fruela was married to Moni- 
na , the Daughter of Eudo Duke of Guienne , in France . 

Their Children were, D. Alonfo , and the Lady Ximena . 

This King had alio a Baftard-Son, called fyimund. 

He prospered no more after the Death of his Brother 
VVimaranus ; for Abdcrramcn, King of Cordova , recover¬ 
ed all that Part of Portugal which lies betwixt Cape 
St. Vincent and the River Tagus. After this Lois, he was 
murder'd at Canvas, by his Brother Aurelius . His Bo- J 
dy, and that of his Wife, were buried in the great 
Church of Oviedo , founded by himfelf. He reigned 11 
Years in great Eftecm with his People ; and two more 
after the Death of his Brother, no lefs hated than he 
had been beloved* 

10. We have no Account of any thing remarkable, Particular 
done by Aurelius , the Succeflbr of Fruela , in Portugal . Affairs of 
But about this time, Marvan Ibsri^orat reigned in Ccim- Parjggal 
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bra: And Thcodut, a Noble-mafi, defended of the 
Gotbifb Kings, was Governor of the Chrifttans^ in thefe 
Parts, with the Title of Count. Aurelius reigned fix 
Years, died at Cangas, and was buried m the Church 
7 -*A of St. Michael. He leaving no Children, Adofinda, the 
J ' ' Daughter of King Alonfo and Queen Ermefcnda and 
his Sifter, fucceeded him. She married Silo ,, whole Pa¬ 
rents are not known j but fo he came to be King. He 
enter’d Portugal, to make War upon the Moors ; and 
took from them the City Merida in Eftremndura. 
Thence he marched againlt the People of Galicia, who 
were in Rebellion j and finding great Oppofition, al¬ 
ter the Victory, he treated them with much Severity. 
Having obtained thele Vi&orics, the King gave him- 
felf up fo entirely to his Eafe, that the Queen managed 
all the Government. They had one Son, called Aide- 
v a ft us : who, with his Wife Brunilda, built the Mona- 
'ftery of St. Mary £ Ovanna, in the Territory oiTinm, 
783. for their Burying-place. The King died when he had 
reigned Nine Years, and was buried in the Church ol 
St 3 ohn dc pravia, founded by himfelf. H.s Epitaph is

l ^Uecn Adofmda confidering the good Qiialitics oi 
'Cl her Nephew D. Alonfo, the Son of Alonjo the O 

MhkKps ,Jhe apptac; U™to 
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jff Moors, and became Tributary to themi, the Tntafc 

cZu confiding of 100 Noble Maids, to be deliver d tote* 
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yearly: In cafe he gave not the Maids, in lieu of eve, 
tv one, he was to pay 500 Pieces of Money, fuppofed 
to anfwer to as many Crowns in our Days. This Tri¬ 
bute was conveyed to Cordova , • and gathered and lecu- 
red in feveral Parts of Afturias, Galicia and Portugal. 

Now lome Authors affirm, this Tribute was paid in the 
Year 770 ; and if fo, it muft be in the Reign ol Aure¬ 
lius who governed from the Year 7 6 8, till 774; and 
then Mauregatus did not inftitute, but only continued 
to pay it. Whenfoever it began, certain it is, it conti¬ 
nued till the Year 788, which was the laft of Maun, 
pus's Reign. He died without Iffue, and was buried 788. 

* l^Bermudo, then in Deacon's Orders, Grandfon to BermuJo, 
the Catholic k Alonfo, being Son either to Wimaranus, or ™ v, ™ ed 
Fruela his Brother, was promoted to the Crown after 
Maurcgatus. The firft Aflion of this King was very 
honourable ; for Abderramcn, King or Cordova, leading ^ ;e 
to demand of him the Tribute or the Maids, he not Moors, 
only reefed to pay it; but, with a fmall Number, en- 
countrihg an Army of his, of 60000 Men, under the 
Command of Mu^a, overthrew it, and fo recovered 
the Honour of Spain, delivering it from that heavy im- 
pofition. Bcrmudo, though a Deacon, was married to 
Oufevda , or Vfinda ; by whom he had Ramiro, after¬ 
wards King ; and a Daughter, named Chriftina: He 
had alfo a Baftard-Son, called D. Nunho. m Though the 
A&ion we have fpoken of was great, his laft was 111- 79}.

This done, he 795 * 
took the Habit of a Monk, in the Monaftcry of Saha- 
gwi; where he died, and was buried, but afterwards

3. D. Alonfo, who was reftored to the Crown by 3 : - 
mudo , was born in the Year 7*8. Though married to Alenfo. 
the French Lady Berta, he had no iffue, having lived ^ Chafe, 
continently with her \ and therefore he was called, xhe 
chafe, a Name rare among Princes. This Name ot 
Aloiifo, as it was fortunate to Spain in general, fo was it 
alfo to Lisbon in particular, for its Recovery, Reftaura- 
tion and Defence. This King took it from the Moors, His Cert- 
killing a great Number of them in the Aflault, and in 
*' ' I 3 feveral 
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feveral Battels he fought to come to it. Some Authors 
will have it, that Charlemaigne came over out of France , 
in Perfon, to his Aiiiftance: Others deny his Perional 
Prefence: But all agree, his Army was fo great, that 
the Infidels could never make Head againft it. 'The 
following Year, the King took the Cities of Vifco , La~ 
mego, Coimbra , Braga , and other Places about Porto, 
Omar King of Merida , with a great Power, laid Siege 
to IBenavcnte ; but he and the greateftpart of his Army 
were put to the Sword by Bernard del Carpio, command¬ 
ing the Forces of King Alonfo . In the mean while, Alia - 
tan, by the Way of Eftremadura , enter’d Portugal, put¬ 
ting all to Fire and Sword, with fuch Succels, that he 
took Lisbon the 8th Year after it had been gained by 
King Alonfo. Many other Places fubmitted to the Bar . 
barian ; and he left Alchama, King of Badajo or Beja , 
to command there. This Alchama afterwards making 
an Expedition out of his Province, was killed by Ber¬ 
nard del Carpio , at the City Zamora. Aliatan , to re¬ 
venge this Lofs, railed great Forces in Barbary^ which 
he divided into two Bodies * whereof, the one enter’d 
Cafiilc ; the other, Portugal , making great Havock in 
both Places: Both thefe Armies were cut in pieces $ 
one, in which Alahaban commanded, by the King, 
near the River Cefa \ the other, conducted by Melicb , 
by Bernard , in the Plain of Narnon . Abdulla, Governor 
of Valencia, and Mahomet, of Merida , rebelled at once 
againft King Aliatan : He marched againft^ Abdalla ; 
but whilft he was there engaged, Mahomet joined in 
League with King Alonfo • whereby he became power¬ 
ful enough to conquer a good part of Portugal and 
Eftremadura . Aliatan returning with a mighty Ar¬ 
my , overthrew the Rebel, and pofldTed himfelf 
of all which he had conquered betwixt Merida and 
Lisbon . 

Mahomet thus expelled his Dominion, fied with fuch 
as would follow him to King Alonfo, fubmitting him¬ 
felf to him as his Vaflal. The King lent him with 
one Baymunf to fubdue certain places then in Rebellion 
in Gallicia • they cafily overcame the Mutiniers, and 
the King ordered Mahomet to refide in thole parts, ho¬ 
ping to make his advantage of him againft the King of 
Cordova , as he did for feme time: But Mahomet finding 
himfelf powerful, thought to recover what he had loft. 
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and therefore privately confpirlng with Raymond, they 
both Rebelled, ufurping great part of Ganaa : The 
King halted thlthei; with a contiderable Army, Ray¬ 
mond presently fubmitted himfelf, and was. not only 
Pardoned, but Married the King’s Kinfwoman. Ma- 
homet though he had then 60000 Men, durft not give 
Battle in open Field, but retired to the ltrong Cattle 
of St .ChrllUn.t, two Leagues horn L ugo. 1 here the 
King Bcfieged, and Hunger forced him to come out 
and give Battle, in which his Army was entirely rou¬ 
ted and he Slain. About this time was found the Se¬ 
pulcher of St. James the Apoftle, and Patron ot pain, 
which had been hid almoft 800 Years , it was diffe¬ 
red by Thcodcmirus Bifhop of Iria. King Alonfo _ remo¬ 
ved it to Compoftela , which he made a Bimoprick, e« 
retting there a Church capable of fo great a Relick, 

Thus Crowned with Vittones, and loaded with Years, 
for he lived Eighty Five, and Reigned fifty Two: he 84.7. 
died at Oviedo , and lies Buried in the Church of St. 

Mary da Roc.ifto , his own Foundation At mw time •* 

the old Gothijh Law of trying People by Fire was in 
ufe in Portugal, as appears by the Tryst ot Llojmp, 
accufed of Adultery by her Husband Ariovigudus } \hz 
after this manner clearing her feif, and he being Con¬ 
demned to be Burnt, as fhe fhould have been it Con- 
vi£ted.

r- King Bermuda by an incomparable Act ot Julticc, 
had taken the Crown from his own Children, to give 
it to Alonfo, to whom of right it appertained, and 
God to reward this fare Equity, ordained that Alonfo 
fhould live Chaff and reitorc it to Rwmo, the Son ot K iny Ra¬ 
the fame Bermuda. Scarce was he feated on the 1 hrone nuro 
when Count Nepeci.uius rebelled in AufiurLis,sr.d l ufurped Ac.:oa. 
the regal Title: The New King with all the fbeed he 
could, marched againft him, and having defeated and ta¬ 
ken him Prifoner,put out his Eyes and thrufthim inro a 
Monaftcry. Soon after he overthrew the Normans 
who deftroved the Coaft ot Galicia,_ and the Bnhjh 
Who had laid Siege to Lisbon : Returning to the Rtver 
Ducro, he vanquished Mahomet Cid Atauf, Lord otttie

Fort and Town of Gay*, and aUo Muley Achim of 4, 
gucda more to the Southward, Zuleyma Ibon Mu%a, the 
tributary King of Lamego , and Tarif iben Rages of Vifeq 
were admitted to grace upon their (ubmiilion. Alha* 
mar King of Coimbra , boldlv {landing upon his Defence, 
was overthrown, and all the Country reduced, which 
done, Ramiro leaving good Garitilons in his Conquefts, 
returned to Oviedo ; in his way, he vifited John the Ab* 
bot of the Monaftery of Lorvan , and bellowed Lands 
upon the Monaftery. The principal part of the Gift 
was the Town qF Montemayor the Old, a ftrong place, 
the Garrifon whereof the Abbot was obliged to main¬ 
tain. In this Town was one Garcia Tanners. foundling 
brought up by the Abbot, and by him preferred for his 
Valour. This Fellow envying the Honour of D. Ber - 
tnudo the Abbot’s Nephew, and Governour of that Terr 
dtory, fled to Abderramen King of Cordova , offering 
not only to renounce the Faith, but alfo to put Into his 
hands Montemayor , and the other Conquefts of King 
Ramiro. 

6 . WhW&Garcia Tanne\ was with the Moorijh King, 
the Abbot and his Nephew Bermuda , took the two Re¬ 
bel Counts Alderedus, whole Eyes he put out,and P inelm 
whom with his Seven Sons, he put to Death, as being 
more obftinate in their Crime.. Knowing that Rage; 
of Vifco was joyning in League with other Moorifh Com. 
manders, he affaulted bis City, and rafed it to the 
Ground. Sebafiian Bifhop of Salamanca , with the Ab¬ 
bot’s Coxifent, afterwards repairing of it, is (aid to have 
found there the Tomb of Roderick the laft King of the 
Goths . Garcia Tanne% having renounced the Faith, 
and calling himfeJf Rulema, had the Command of an 
Army given him to execute what he had propofed. 
He entred Portugal , committing greater Barbarites than 
the Infidels, and laid Siege to Montcmayor which 
was bravely defended by the Abbot and his Men. 
Hunger beginning to pinch, they thought of an Expe¬ 
dient more to be wondered at than imitated, which 
was, that they flew all their Women and Children, the 
Abbot beginning with his Sifter and Nephews. This 
done, they fallied out upon the Enemy with fiich Fury, 
that they {bon put them to flight: The Rebel 
■ was killed by the Abbot, many of his Men were drown¬ 
ed in the River Mondego y and moft of them p£rifhed by 
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feveral means, lb that few returned Home; 76000 
were deftroyed, and Night ftopped the purfuit of the 
Vigors. Morning difcovered the Fields covered not 
only with dead Carcafles, but with plenty of rich Booty: 

This was a {mall comfort to them that had imbrued 
their hands in the Blood of their Wives, Children and An incrtdi- 
Relations, but feme that had halted to the Town after bknUttot 
the Victory, brought back the News, that all thofe 
they had killed, were miraculoufly reftored to life, and 
fo all returned joyful-tilth the Vi&ory and Recovery 
of their Spends. The Abbot ftayed in the pla ce where 
lie obtained the Victory, and there Built a Imall Her¬ 
mitage, and ended Ids days in San&ity. His Monks 
endeavoured it, but could not remove his Body, and 
our firft King D. Alonfo Enrique^ Founded a Monaftery 
ih that place, which was fimflied by his Son and Suc- 
ceffor D. Sancho, and given to the Ciftercian Order. 

This is what related to Portugal in the Reign of King 
Ramiro -, he obtained many other Victories, particular¬ 
ly the memorable one, called of Clavijo , in which St. 

James the Apoftle is laid to have been teen fighting for 
the drift!.ms , and was thence called the Patron of 
Spain. This King Married Patcma , whole extra&ion 
is not known , he left the Crown to his Son Ordonno , 8 yo. 
and died at Oviedo , where he lies Buried. 

7. D. Ordono was no way inferior t6 his Father for King Or- 
Valour, and being at full Age when he died, was very dono Re. 
acceptable to all tfi8 States, His firft care was to re- buil ds » a- 
people the Cities of Leon, Aftorga, Tuy, Amaya and o-”>'T° vns - 
thers, almoft left defolate m the late Invafions; this 
done, he obtained two notable Vi&ories, one over the 
rebellious Vafcones, and the other over Mu$a by extra¬ 
ction a Goth, but turned Mahometan. This Mu^a had 
poffefled himfolf of the greateft part of Spain, but was 
entirely defeated by our King in the Plains of Alvetdd „ 
or Albayda, two Leagues from Logronno. Many Moors 
upon this Defeat font to Congratulate the Vi&or, and 
others flood to foe the Confequences of it. Mahomet hy (i)e 
King of Cordova , alarmed at this foccefs of the Chrifti- Moouej. 
ans, drew mighty foccours out of Africk, and with a 
formidable Army began to conquer the Chriftian Ter¬ 
ritories. Ordonno met him in Eftremadura, near the Ri¬ 
ver Tagus, and though he killed double the number 
that he loft, was forced to leave the Victory to the 
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Barbarian, who recovered much of what the Chriftians 
had before taken. He took Santarem , Irena and Hot as • 
then returning towards Cordova , he took and Fortified 
many Towns betwixt the Rivers Guadiana and Tagus 
the next Year was not fo favourable to him, for the beft 
part of his Fleet was caft away on the Coaft of Galicia, 
and his Army was overthrown on the Borders of Na- 
C varre, by the King thereof D. Inigo Ximene^ Arifta . Ire- 

rM.is liippoled to be the Town now called Leyria and 
Bptos Bpda near Befina. Many Ckpjjlians at this time ob¬ 
tained the Crown of Marty rdom, under the peper of the 
Moors, but efpecially at Cordova. King Orffinno was 
Married to the Lady MunU, by whom he had D. A- 
lonfo his Succeflor, D. Bermudo , D. Nwwwo, Qdvarius and 
Fruela, whole Eyes the King their Brother caufed to be 
put out Tor conlpiring againft him. He had alfo a 
Daughter called Aragonta, Wife to SanchoAbarca, King 
of Navarre . King Ordono was troubled with the Gout, 
0 and died of it at Oviedo , having Reigned T welte Years, 
his Body was Buried in the Chappel of King Alonfo the 
Chaft. 

Ki»z A- 8- Authors do not agree upon the Age or King Aion- 
lonfo III. fo thelll. when he came to the Crown; Ibme lay Nine, 
eaiUci the lome Fourteen, and lome Seventeen Years. The moft 
Gnat. i s too little for the great Aftions performed by^ him im¬ 
mediately after his Acceiilon to the Crown; his Valour 
and other Vertues purchafcd him the Sir-name of the 
Great, only attributed to him among all the Kings of 
C aft He and Leon. Fruela Bermuda^ a great Man in Ga¬ 
licia rebelled and came down lo luddemy to Oviedo , that 
the young King was forced to fly to Alava , where ha- 
ing gathered his Forces, the Rebels put to death their 
Leader, and fabmitted themfelves to him: Then be 
repaired the Cities of Oviedo and Leon , and built many 
Cattles. In the mean while Count Eylon rebelled in Alava, 
but was oppreffed by the King's Celerity : During this 
time he was at peace with the Infidels, Mahomet King 
of Cordova , and Lot or Lope the Son of Mu^a King 
of Toledo , being at War among themfelves. They 
two being agreed, the King of Cordova lent Albuca- 
%en and Alemandarin his Generals, the one into B if cay, 
the other into Galicia, where they made great havock, 
the People flying before them from the Plains to the 
Mountains, But King Alonfo marched with luch ex¬ 
pedition, 
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pedition, that he opprefled them both, before they 
thought he had been moving towards them; this (de¬ 
eds produced Peace, which he employed in rebuilding 
ruined places^ among which were Braga, Porto, Chaves 
and Vlfco, all in Portugal \ The King of Cordova com¬ 
ing down liiddeniy with an Army, took Vifteo firfl, and 
then Salamanca , and lo returned to Cordova, refilling 
to give our King Battel, who thereupon wafted all the 
Country of Toledo : Then turning into Portugal, he re¬ 
took Vifteo, and ha d.Coimbra yielded to him. 

9. It appears, by a Grant of his to Siftenandus Biflhop 
of Compoftela , that the Territories betwixt Duero and 
Minbo % and that called Tras os Montes, or Beyond the 
Mountains , were Delart, from the firft coming of the 
Moors till his time, when he Peopled and made them 
fit to withftand the Enemy. At this_ lame time the King 
continued the Stru&ure of the {lately Church of St. 
James the Apoftle. Seventeen Bifhops were prelent at 
the Dedication of it, above half of them were Portu- 
lufte. Next by Order of Pope John the VI 1 L the King 
held a National Council at Oviedo, to provide foF the 
Biftiops that were Expelled from their Dioceffes, and 
cre£f the Bifhoprick of Oviedo into an Archbifkoprick ; 
after which the King again applied himfeif to Peo¬ 
pling of the Country, and was come as far as the River 
Tagus, when he underftood his own Sons conlpired to 
depofe him, being encouraged by their Mother and 
feme of the Nobility. He voluntarily performed what 
they intended to extort from him; to D. Garcia he gave 
Oviedo, Leon and Caftile, to D .Ordono, Galliciamd Por¬ 
tugal. Having refigned his Kingdoms, he went in 
Pilgrimage to Santiago , and at his return, asked of his 
Son Garcia , lome Forces to make an incurlion into the 
Muorifh Territories, which he performed luccelsfully. 
He entred into League with the Kings of France and 
Navarre ; to the latter he gave his Sifter Vrraca in Mar¬ 
riage, and married himieif Ximena, Daughter either of 
France or of D. Inigo Xi/nenc % Arifta of Navarre . His 
Sons^vere Garcia, Fruela , Ordonno, Jfimiro and Gon^alo, 
who was Archdeacon of Oviedo. He Reigned 48 Years, 
died at garner a, and was Buried at Aftorga, where his 
Tomb is ftiiltobe leen ? tho > the Body was tranilated 
to the Chappel of King Alonfo the Chaft in Oviedo, 
where alio lies his Wife Ximena.

i o. D. Garcia having wrefted the Scepter out of hi$ 
Father’s hand, enjoyed itbut three Years: Tho’ he got 
the Crown by unlawful means, he Governed well, o- 
vercame Ayola Lord of Talavera, and is laid to have ob¬ 
tained other Victories; he died at Zamora, was Buried 
at Recafto of Oviedo, and had been Married to the Lady 
Nunna, Daughter to the Count D. Nunno Fernande $ de A- 
maya , but left no-lllue. His Brother Ordonno in his time 
Governed lo much to the larisfa&ion of'tbe People, 
that after his Death, he was unanimoufly allowed his 
Heir. He had not only preferved the Conquefts on 
this fide Tagus, but palling that River, took the Citv 
Beja, putting all the Inhabitants to the Sword, which 
fo terrified the Neighbouring People, that they aban¬ 
doned the Towns before he came near them. Having 
received his Brother’s Kingdom, after lome other ex¬ 
ploits, he returned into Lufitania and wafted all the 
Country along .the River Gu.idiana. Among other 
places, he took the Caftle called Alhaje , where all the 
Trealure of the Aoorifb Kings lay as in a place inpreg- 
nable, whereby he lb humbled all the Infidels through* 
out Ejbemadura , and as far as Algarve , that they lub- 
mitted themfelves as tributaries to him; after which he 
returned to Leon. No Iboner was he gone, but they en¬ 
couraged by Abderramen King of Cordova revolted, but 
YCmgOrdonno Ipeedily returning and ravaging the Coun- 
try, they as loon lubmitted themfelves, begging Par¬ 
don. The chief of thele were the People of Merida, 
Badajo% and the Territories adjacent then io fruitful and 
plentiful of all things, that thence came the name of 
Badajo being a corruption of Be led Ai%, two Arabick 
words, Signifying, The Land of Life. King Ordonno hear- 
i ing that Abderramen was marching towards him, ad¬ 
vanced to meet him, and in a Battle near T 'alavcra Hew 
ayooo of his Men. This done, he returned to Leon, 
and applied the Ipoiles of the War to Building the 
great Church there. Mean while Abderramen having 
drawn vail: (upplies ont of Africk., laid Siege to Santi- 
Jlevan de Gorma^ \ but the King liirprifing him in the 
Night, forced him with great Slaughter to fly back to 
Cordova. Still the Moore recruits his broken Army,and 
having wafted all the Country, fits -down before the 
City Porto , which was bravely defended by Count 
Hemenegildus . Our King came to his relief, and 
■ made 
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*ade a great Slaughter amongtheBefiegefs, yet lo, that 9x0. 
he was not affured of the Vittory, till the next day he 
found the Enemy had quitted the Field, leaving their 
Tents Baggage, and warlike Engines behind them. 

Having obtained this Viaory, the King returned to 

Early the next Year, Ambaffadors came to Or- Oil.' 
donno from the King of Navarre, to crave aid againft a Ordonno 
great power of the Infidels. He thought not enough to TTTh.it 
fend, but went himfelf in Perfon, and Fortune here^j"^ 
forfaking him, was overthrown near Valdejunquera ^ 

many Captives were taken by the Infidels, among whom ^ w7 „ 
were the Bifhops of Salamanca and T uy, and the Kings their Conn- 
themfelves efcaped narrowly. Our King grieved at tr j. 
this Ids, the following Year brokemto the Moorifh Ter¬ 
ritories, driving all before him even to the Walls of the 
city Cordova , which ifcwas feared he would Befiege. 

Having ftruck an univerlal Terror into his Enemies, he 
returned to Zamora, He had a Daughter called Ximcna, 
who falling in Love with a Courtier, ran away with, 
him, carrying all her Jewels along with her, and he 
left her on a Mountain, having fulfilled his delires. 

She travelled on, and took up with a Farmer as his 
Servant, from which he raifed her to be his Wife. The 
King long after. Hunting that way loft himlelt, and tell 
into this Cottage, where he was entertained, his Daugh¬ 
ter making a lort of Puft-paft fhe knew he loved, and 
putting a Ring well known to him into if, the Ring 
ciiufed him to kifpeft lomewhat, and examining the 
matter, he found that was his Daughter, whom he for¬ 
gave, and preferred her Husband, whole Name was 
Tcllo, and the place of his aboad called Mencfcs.

The fecoild was Aragonta of Gali¬ 
cia, whom he is laid to have put away, lulpefting fine 
knew of the flight of his Daughter Ximcna. The third 
was Sancha Daughter to the King of Navarre, by thele 
two he bad no Children.

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darken’d all the Glory of his former Triumphs: He 
fent for four Counts who governed Caftiie, upon (ale 
Condudf, to Carrion, and there cut oft' their Heads: 
Which lo incenfed the People of Caftiie, that they only 
wanted an Opportunity to rebell, and take Revenge: 
914. But Death prevented their Defigns, taking him away 
at J^amora. His Body was buried in the great Church of 
Lm% which Citv he had 1 q entirely loved, that he took 
its frame for the Title of his Kingdom, leaving that of 
King of Oviedo and Galicia.

King Ramiro II. put out all their Eyes, and thruft them 
into the Monaftery of St. Julian , either upon Sufoi- 
cion, or Proof, that they confpired agaiaft him. He 
had alio a fourth Son, called Fruela. 

x. Alonfo YV, Eldeft Son of King Ordonno II, after Alonfo IP. 
the Death of Fruela , recovered his Right, and King- rejigns the 
dom. He was not wicked, as his Predeceffor ; but as Govern- 
unprofitable to his Kingdom as he. His beft Quality ™ mt p e 
was, That he was fenfible of his own Infufficiency; ** 

and therefore, firft lent his Brother Ramiro to govern 
Portugal, and afterwards refigncd the Kingdom to him, J 
and became himfelf a Monk. Ramiro had cholen the 
City Vijeo for his Refidence in Portugal , whence he 
made Inroads into the Frontiers of the Moors ; and by 
his gentle Government, gained the Affe&ions of the 
People. Here he received Letters from the King, his 
Brother, calling him to Court, in order to refign the 
Crown to him ; for that his Son, Prince Ordonno , was 
but an Infant. D. Ramiro fearing his Brother’s Incon- 
ftancy, hailed to %amora, that he might not have Time 
to repent. The King immediately put the Crown up¬ 
on his Head, and was the firft that did him Homage, 
as his Subject: Which done, he took the Habit of a 
Benedictine Monk, in the Monaftery of Sahagun j and 
is therefore called, Alonfo the Monk. He was married, 
to Ximena , the Daughter of King Sancho Abarca, of 
Navarre • kind had by her, Ordonno, who came to be 
King; and D. Alonfo , who died young. He died in 
the Monaftery of St. Julian, and lies there buried:

King Alonfo the Monk, held out two 
Years in Leon, againft his Mother Ramiro: But then, 
delpairing of Succels, he ftirred up Alonfo, Ordonno and 
Ramiro, the Sons of his Predecdlor Frudla, to railc a 
Rebellion in Afiurias and Bifcay, believing that would 
draw away the King, his Brother, from attending up. 
on him. Neverthelels, the King continued the Siege, 
obliged him to lurrender, and afterwards put him into 
Prilon. This done, he found Means to apprehend the 
three Brothers • and to prevent future Defigns, put out 
theirs, and his Brother the Monk’s Eyes. Two Years 
Alonfo lived blind: But the King repenting of this Cruel- 
ty uled towards his Brother, to teitifi? his Repentance, 
built the Monaftery of St. Julian.

raca. The Count was guilty of many Enormities be- 
Tides this, notwithftanding the vulgar-Opinion of his 
extraordinary Vertues and Merit. D. Garcia Sanchfy 
King of Navarre, and Wncle to Sancho 9 as well as Bro¬ 
ther to his Mother, favoured his Defigns. With thefe 
Aids Sancbo prefomed to affume the Regal Stile, aftd 
enter’d the Kingdom of Leon , wafting that very Coyn- 
try where he intended to reign. King Ordonno foon re- 
pulfed the Invaders; and the better to be revenged, of 
the Count, he was divorced from his Daughter, and 
lent her back to him. Some Towns in Galicia had alfd 
rebelled; but the King reduced them, with a great 
Slaughter of the Rebels. No fooner had he quelled the 
Rebels, but he marched through Portugal, as far as Ltf 
bon , whither no Chriftian King had reached, fince 
H , tai ,, D. Alaufo the Chap, After a fierce A limit, he took the 
Lisbon. City by Storm, and gave the Plunder thereof to his Ar¬ 
my : Which done, he returned to his Court, laden 
with Spoils, and bpftowed them in rewarding thole that 
had deferred beft, and in Religious Works. Conve- 
nicncy made the King and Count Fcrnan Goniale^, who 
had been long at Variance, agree, and unite their For¬ 
ces again ft the King of Cordova. . They came to a Battel 
near Gonna*, where the Cbriftians obtained a glorious 
Victory ; which brought Peace to their Frontiers, be¬ 
fore (object to continual Incurfions. This was the Po- 
r ey. {hire of Affairs, when Ordonno died at Zamora. He lies 
J " buried ill the Church of Our Blejfed Saviour , at Leon , by 
his Father, with his two Wives, Vrraca , from whom 
he was divorced ; and Elvira , whole Parentage is un¬ 
known: By her he had D .Bcrmudo, and Tcrcjk y a Nun 
in the Monaftery of St. Julian, in Leon. 
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7. Sancho , the Brother of King Ordonno , ufarped Sancho, V* 
the Crown from Bcrmudo, the late King’s Son, then a uf-yn. 
Child. This Sancho was exceflively (welled with the c *’ L d The 
Dropfie ; and thence, though improperly, called, The 
Fat. He had not long enjoyed the Crown, when thole 
very Rebels who had unjuftly let it upon his Head, 957* 
took: it thence, to bellow it upon D. Ordonno , Surna- Ordonno, 
med The H^icked^ Son to s King Alonfo the Monk. The S*mamed 
Rebel Count Fcrnan Gon\ale% was the chief Actor in lc 7 
promoting him to the Throne, and therefore gave him ^fn c eT*o 
to Wife his Daughter Vrraca , before put away by the 
Other King Ordonno . King Sancho fled to Navarre, and 
thence to Cordova, where mere were famous Phylicians, 
who cured him or his Dropfie. Being recovered of his Sancho re* 
Indifpofition, he gathered an Army; and was (o for- turns > * n d 
tunate, as to take the Count Fcrnan Gon^ale^ and his ex ? e * s bun* 
Son-in-Law Ordonno. Though he had them rrifbners, 
he would not prefently put them to Death, but kept 
the Count in Cuftody. D. Sancha, his Wife, coming 
to fee him in Prifon, changed Clothes with him, and 
by that Means he efcaped, leaving her in his ftead. 

A great Rebellion was railed by the Counts that go¬ 
verned Portugal ; but the Prefence of the King loon re¬ 
duced them. Only Count Gongalo, who governed be¬ 
yond Ducro , durft march with an Army, to meet his 
Sovereign • yet finding him too ftrong, he made a feign¬ 
ed Submiiiion, and was pardoned. It was not long 
before he compafled by Poylon what he had failed of 
by the Sword. The Portuguefc Counts being acculcd of 
tnisTrealon, to clear themfelves, challenged D. Gcnga- 
lo ; and Count Fruela Vcrmui^, their Champion, over¬ 
came him at the Town of Salas , near the City of Pcrto. 

King Sancbo perceiving his Death draw near, ordered 
ttnlelf to be carried to Leon , but died by the Way, at 96’* 
the Monaftery of Capillo, where he was buried, but 
Was afterwards tranflated to Leon , where his Queen was 
allb interred. Queen Terefa was Daughter to Apr Fer¬ 
nand?*, Count of Mon^on. By her the King had Ifitie, 

D. Ramiro III, his Succcffoi*; Vrraca, married to Count 
Ncpcciano Dia% ; and Ermcftcnda, by whom the King, 
her Brother, is laid to have had D. Sancho the Hairy.

After all things had thus remained 
q 7 c quiet y or 8 Years, Alcoracss (fuppoled to be King ot 
Sevil) broke into Lufuania with luch a Power, that the 
chriftian Counts, not able to withftand lum, tied from 
the Plains, to the inacceflible Mountains. The Barba¬ 
rians, deftroying all the Country as they went, pafled 
even the River Minho, and laid Siege to C ompoftelt, 
where the Plague lo violently raged in their Army, that 
078 few of them returned home ■ King Ramiro being come 
7 to Age, he (hewed himlelf lb incapable of the Govern- 
'Civil ment, that the Counts of Portugal and Galicia took Oc- 
Broils. cafion to proclaim another King, which was Bermuda, 
Son to King Ordonno 111 , by his Second Wife Elvira 
The King awaking at the News of this Rebellion, met 
1 the Rebels, and a Battel was fought between th^P, 
J ' which lafted the whole Day: Night parted the Armies, 
and each returned home, neither viftonous, nor over 
thrown. In this Fight perifhed the h lower of the Spa 
- n ilh Cavalry, that uled to withftand _ the Moors. Com

^T^I’he Civil Broils we have fpoken of, encouraged 
J ' *' th e MooriJh General Almvyr, fpurred on by the l ug 
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nve Count D. Vela, who had been expelled his Lands, 
to break the Truce. Many notable Places in Portugal Many pla 
were again brought under, by the Infidels; and among "»K* 
them, Coimbra, Porto , Braga, and Britonium, which was ™ 5 a ‘ 
laid level with the Ground, lb that only the Memory d ' 
of its Name remains. The lame Fate attended Lame- 
«, and Vifeo, in the Province of Beira. The King Moors, 
adventuring to give the Moors Battel, was overthrown, 
and forced to retire to the Mountains, being almoft re¬ 
duced to the milerable Condition that Belay us, or Pcla- 
tifts, had been, when firft Spain was over-run. Count 
Garcia Fernandes Lord of C aft He, being perfected by 
D. Vela, and his Adherents, always kept the Field, 
againft the Moores ; but being forlaken by the People 
of Lem, was not able to prevent the Lois of many 
Places. In Portugal only, the (mail .Province between 
the Rivers Duero and Minho, and the Mountain- 
Country of Beira , now adhered ro D. Bcrmudo, who 
(fill called himlelf King in Galicia. To thele Parts, 
manv great Men, who before lived in the Territories 
of Coimbra, withdrew themfelvcs. The unfortunate 
Ring thus thrufl into a Comer by D. Bermudo on the 
one fide, and by the Moors on the othg:, died at g8y. 
Leon, in the 33 th Year of his Age, and 2.8 th of his 
Reign, was buried in the Monaitery of St. Michael 
df Diftriana, founded by his Grandfather, King Rami- 
roll • and xoo Years after, tranflated thence, by King 
Ferdinand, to the Cathedral of After?*. He was mar¬ 
ried to the Lady Vrraca, of whole Parentage we have 
no Account; nor did Ihe leave any Iflue. By his own 
Sifter, Ermefenda, he had, inceftuoufly, a Son, called 
D. Sancho el VeUofto, or The Hairy.

v°V- Alman^or laying hold of this opportunity, and promp¬ 
ted by the Fugitive D. Vela, invaded again the C hr if ian 
Territories, and without any confiderable oppofition, 
fubdued all the Towns between the Rivers Dusto and 
E^ta. Here King Bermudo came upon him lo unexpe- • 
ftedly, that he put his vaft Army to the rout; but AU 
manner pefteiving how dilordered the ChriJHavs purfu- 
ed, rallying lome of his Scattered Forces, changed the 
fortune of the Day, and drove thole that before wei$ 
victorious, to the Gates of Leon. That City had ini* 
mediately fallen into the hands cf the InEdels, had noc 
the matchlcfs valour of Count tV.HUm Gon%ale% 9 a Portuf 
pueje. placed there Governourby the King, defended it 
againit the fury of the Infidels, tho" the King then lying 
at Oviedo took no care to relieve the place. In the year 
090. 996. A'mcvi^or again incamped before the lame City, 

■' ; revolving not to depart thence, till he were Mafter 
of it. Above a Year the Count held out againfl all the 
fury of Aim.iri^crs Aflaults and Batteries, in lo much, 
that the Moors was about quitting the Siege, and had 
certainly done it, had the King either come or lent any 
Succour to the Beflegcd. At length a great part of the 
Wall fhaken with a continual Buttery, fell down, and 
the Moores gave a furious AiTault, which obliged the 
Count, tho’ then fick in Bed, to caule himlelf to be 
carried, as he was, to the Breach, to give the ncceflary 
Orders, and encourage his Soldiers. Three whole days 

did 
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did he make good the Breach witlv §reat Slaughter of 
the Affiilaats, till another Breach being made, the |n- 
fidels broke'in overpowering the Defendants. All the. 
Inhabitants wefe put to the Sword, the City Plunder# 
and laid level v/ith the Ground. The wine late atten r 
ded Afiorga, which done, Almanyr with his Army 
loaded with Booty, returned to Cordova to U inter. ( 

• Ataulphus Archbiihop of Compojld ., being wrong- 
fully acculed before the King, he ordered himtobe ■■ _ 
expoied to the fury of a wild Bull, who coming to him, M : h 
inftead of Toiling him upon his Homs, left thembpth 
in his Hand, which was a fufficienc Tcftimony or that 
Prelates innocence. Almnn^or again broke out like a 
Torrent, overturning all that the Chrijiians had re¬ 
paired of the former Ruins, and deftroying what was 
before untouched. Montcmayor the Old, ViJeo 7 
tom and Braga, were rafed down to the Ground: 

The Barbarian entring Galicia, made a Font in the Alminzor 
Church of St. 3 amc t the Apoftle ferve for a Manger, 
and lent away the Oates and the Bells of the Chuuh ( ;j_ 
upon the fhouldcrs of Chriftians to Cordova ; but pre- * 
fuming to prophane the Sepulcher of the Apoitle, he 
was drove back by flames which tffued out of it. At- 
mansor returning through Portugal heavy with Plunder, 

Was overtaken with veng^nce from Heaven for profa¬ 
ning the Church of the Apoftle. A mortal Flux de¬ 
ftroying great part of his Army ; the reft marched lea- 
furely in feveral Bodies: King Bermudo font fome light 
Troops, who made fuch havock among them, that 
not the ioth. part of that great Army returned to Cor¬ 
dova. all the Country the way they went being covered 
with deadCarcafles. Count Frutla Vermin- ^ (wr.o, as 
hts been laid, overcame Count Go’^alo that .ouoned 
King Sancbo ) fell upon Ahnan^or himfel., wno led the 
choice of the Army, and put him to flight with great 
Slaughter of his People. King B.jjxudo at length a- 
1 waking out of his dead Sleep, joyned his Forces with 
: the King of Navarre and Count Garci Fernando^. L hey 
1 expected the coming of the Enemy near Akantaro 
; four I .eagucs from Ofm.i • here they fought from Morn- S/ 9 v • 
ing till Night, and then at length victory inclined to 
1 the Chrijiians, who (lew of their Enemies 700cc Foot 
and 40000 Horfe. Abnan^or Hying towards l.v.-.io, 
died of Grief near Bcrlanga ; foon alter, his Son JfJ.-l 
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Mclicb,. to revenge him, invaded the Chrifiim Territo¬ 
ries, but being met by Count Garci Famande%, was eta' 
feated and fled back to Cordova. King Bermuda had 
two Wives, the firft called Velafyuita, by whom he 
had no iflue; the lecond Elvira , her Children were 4- 
lonfo, Succeflor to his Father; Terefa married to Ab. 
dala, King of Toledo, and afterwards a Nun, and San. j 
c/m aNun alio. The King gave great Scandal by keep, 
ing two Sifters at the lame time publickly as his Mi- 
jlrefes, one of them was Mother to Elvira , the other 
to Ordonno. By Vdafquita, a Peafant, the King had % 
Daughter called Chrijlina • he died in the Year 999, 
at Villabuena in Galicia, very penitent for his fins, 
There he lay Buried till his Son King Alonfo tranflated 
him to Leon , where he lies with his W ife in the Church 
of St. Ifidcrus. 

The Gaf- 3. Let us look a little back to fee the coming of 

cons am** the'firft Strangers, that aflifted the Natives ofPfltfi*. 
?l tU r& a l * n expelling the Moores. Thefe were the Gafcons 
the ' W ^° canie * n a m ighty Fleet, and were Commanded by 

Chriftians M oninno Viegas. There is a great dilpute among 

Authors, whether this D. M oninno was a Gafccn or 4 
Portuguese, and whether he came with thofe People, ot 
only headed them after their coming, he being by feme 
fuppofed to be then a great Man in Portugal. All that 
is laid on either part, being rather Suppofitions, than 
Proofs, we will pals by this Dilpute, leaving it free to 
every one to believe as he (hallbe inclined. This Fleet 
caft Anchor In the River Duero , on the one fide where¬ 
of was the CalHeof Gaya , Demolifhed by King Bami* 
re II. when he killed Alboa^ar, and on the other, the 
City Pcrto deftroyed long before by the Moores . Here 
they landed, and their firft care was to repair the City, 
then only a heap of Rubbifh; in the higneft part of it 
they built a Caftle, luppofed to be the lame that is now 
the Bifhop’s Pallace. The compals of the Walls was 
but (mall, and they weak for our times, but then con- 
fiderable ; Ibme part of them is ft ill to be feen in the 
midft of the City, which being increafcd, has hemmed 
them in. Two of thefe Ancient Gates are ftill ftanch 
ing; the one called St. Ann\ Gate, the other our Blef- 
fed Ladies, over which is an Image of the Blefled Vir¬ 
gin, with our Saviour in her Arms, which Image be¬ 
tween two Towers is the Arms of that City. Having 
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Repaired and Fortified this place, the Natives Mid 
Strangersbegan joyntly to conquer the Neighbouring 
Country. Men remarkable among’ them were. Sift- 
nan dns Brother to D, Monirmo , arid D, Nonego of Ven- 
dofme , The firft rhat felt their fury were^the Moors, 
v ho poffefled the Territories of Bcfende, and Bienyher, 
and all up the River Duero, this done, thinking their 
Conqueft fecure, tfiey chofe Sifcnandus Bilhop of die 
City, and yet he ceded not to appear m Arms till he 
died at Bienviver, and was Buried m theMonaftery of 
KUaboa. D. Nonego of Vendofme, alio a Bilhop, carried 
on his Conquefts on the other fide, and four Leagues 
from Porto in the Mountain, built a Caftle which he 
called Vendofme , and lb ftreightned the Moores, that they 
were forced to abandon all that Neighbourhood. The 
Caftle is ruined by time, but the name of Vendofme ftill 
continues in the Mountain. In this excrcife he contin^ 
edtiil his Death, and was Buried in the Monafterv of 
I Aviaos . The conquered Lands were equally divided* 
as well among the Auxiliary ftrangers, as among the 
native Portugutfe. 

4, King Alonfo V. lucceeded his Father Bermuda ; he 999; 
is tne firft of the %onfos that appears without Ibme Sir- King A* 
name ; for the Firft was called the Catholic fc, the 3 e- lonfo V# 
cond the Chafi, the Third the Great , the Fourth the 
Monk. Not that this dderved lel§ Titles, for he might 
have been called the Brave for his Valour ; the Legi. 
flator for giving good Laws to his People; the Bsftorcr 
for repairing Leon , and in fine, the Dejircd as being 
one who left the greateft defire of himfelf, and wasmoft 
lamented by his People. He was Six Years of Age 
when he began his Reign, under the Tuition of Count Under Tui* 
M endo Gon-ale^ and his Wife the Lady Mayor , who * ion ‘ 
had great poffeilions in Galicia , and Ibme in^ Portugal , 
and Governed lo well, that the King’s minority was no 
prejudice to his Kingdom. The Chrifiians in Portugal [ 
began to be lo powerful, that under the condu& ot 
Ibme notable Commanders, they repaired many places 
before ruined , and conquered others poffefled by the 
j r Lores. D. Alboa^ar Bamire 3 Son to King Ramiro ll. by j ooa 
X^iva cr Artida , whom he ftole from the Lord of Gaya , Many ^/ 4 . 
as was laid before, with many Gentlemen and Forces ces rcca ve. 
maintained at his own Charge, entred Portugal and red from 
drove the Moores out of all the Province betwixt the tbt Moors 
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Rivers Duero and Minho. He topic St. S{oman, Caftro 
de Ayiofo, and Caftro de Gondomar :. Beyond the River 
Ducro he forced them to retire as far as St. Martin de 
Mot/fs and Lamcgo, making room for the Qlrriftians^ to 
dilate themfelves. The lands of Arouca and that Neigh- 
bourhood were again Peopled , tfie Year following, ^’ 
inol - overthrew the Moores in many places,. took the City 
Bragan^a and other confiderable To wns in thole Moun¬ 
tains, and fo extended the Chriftian Dominions, that lie' 
deforves to be accounted- one of the principal Reftorers 
of Portugal. His two Sons D. Fraft amir 0 and D. Her w 
migio, or Hcrmiron Alboa^ar accompanied him in thefe 
Conquefts, of whom are defended iome Honourably 
Families in Spain . ' 

Count y, The tranquility the King’s Tutors endeavoured to 
Froila a p re ferve in the Kingdom, during his Minority, wa&

kafore: But he marched directly after the King, and’* 
overtook him at fuch time as he was ready to Aflault 
the Citv. The King was advifed to forbear the Afc 
fault, lead in the heat of it, Froila fiiould fall upon him 
Ws Sub- behind, but he Anfwered, Let the A[fault be carried on, 
rnifcmf" for t he Count is fo much a Gentleman, that he will not fall 
! z iP on t ‘ :}e backs cf his Enemies. As he laid, it fell out, 

for Froila overcome by that Generofitv, joyned his 
Forces to the King’s, and fo forwarded die attack that 
the City was immediately carried. I11 this A&ion the 
Count behaved himfelffo bravely, that he loft both his 
Eyes, at which the King was exceedingly grieved, and 
beftowed large poflellions on him, in feme mcafore to 
recompenfo his lofs : About this time, Count Garcia Fer- 
nande % of C aft He , was killed in a Battle betwixt Alco^ar 
and Langra , having behaved himfolf with great Bra¬ 
very

very, he being one of the moft npjtab^ Conun^nders 
of that Age. His Son Sandoo fucce^dyd him gs well ja 
his Courage, as Dominions, and often revenged bis 
Death upon the Moores. There being feveral, preten¬ 
ders to the Kingdom of Cordova f he foemingly .filled 
with each of them to have the better opportunity to 
ruin them all. The fugitive Count Vela, who ujfod to 
(lir up t\\zMoores againft the Chriftians was noy/ dead, 
and his Sons Roderick,, James and Innigo were reftored 
to their Eftates, and ferved the Count as their natural 
Lord. He the more to Honour them, made thy El- 
deft God-father to his own Eldeft Son D. Garcia ,, and 
yet he afterwards behaved himfolf like a Traitor^ as 
his Father had done before. 

6. The Divifiona among the Moores at Cordova,^ were 
very advantagious to the Chriftians of Leon , Caftile and 
Portugal. Tnofo that had efcapedthe defblation m,ade 
by Ahnangor about Coimbra , dealt with the Infidels, and 
bought Lands of them at a very low rate} it appears 
by the original Deeds ftill extant, that Chore % a Moore^ 
fold the Town of Botam to Arias Prior of the Convent ^ 
of Botam for a Mare and her Foie; either the Mare was 0 1 
worth much, or the Town very little. Till the Year 
1020, we have no account of any thing remarkable in 
Portugal.

The City was obftinately defended, and Ic:7( 
the King goiug out iu the Evening unarmed, to view 
the Enemies Works, wap {hot through the Body with 
an Arrow from the Walls Some write that be died &*£ A- 
thcre prefently, others that he was. carried to Porto . His Ion *° 
death we (hall hereafter foe revenged as far as it could fl ain * 
be. His body was laid in a ftately. Tomb at Leon ', he 
lived Thirty Two Years, and Reigned Twenty Eight: 
being bred in Galicia by Count Mendo Gonzalez, Lora 
of Vier^o, he married his Daughter: By her ne had 
Bermuda his Succeflor, and Sancha who afterwards came

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to be Queen; he had alfo a Baftard Son, called Nurnio 
Alvare% de Amaya , 6r Roderick An^ures, Lieutenant of 
Afiurias, and Lord of Gijcn. 

Bermudo 7. Bermudo III, of the Name, focceeded his Father 
HI. Sue- Alonfo V. but fo young, it was much feared his tender 
cteds. Years might produce feme notable Diforders in the Go¬ 
vernment. His extraordinary Abilities far above his 
Years, loon dried up the Tears his fubjefts fhed for hi? 
Father, and made them rejoice in fo unexpected a 
Blefling.

This News being carried to Court, the Bride forgetting 
her Grandeur, ran out to the place, and pittifuTly la- 
inenting her lofs, it was thought (he would have given 
up theGhoft upon the dead Body. She railed at the 
Murderers, which Count Feman Flavino hearing, had 
the impudence to (trike her on the Face.

Two Grandlbns of Prince Alboa^ar Ramire•$, Son to 
King Ramiro III, called Tcdon and Rofendo, with a Body 
of refoluteMen, broke into that part of the Country 
that lies betwixt the Rivers Tavora and Duero . Having 
drove the Moors thence, they began to Till the Land } a strata* 
and knowing well that the Infidels would not foffer g m of the 
them quietly to reft there, they fortified themtelves bn Chriftian* 
a Rock, over the River Tavora ; which running round th * 

great part of it, makes it a (ort of Peninfula ; which, Moors, 
with the Steepnels of the Rock it (elf, renders it inaccete 
fible any Way but one. Here they built their Habita¬ 
tion, and hence infefted the Country of the Moors. At 
length, on Midfummcr-Day, which is much reverenced 
even by thofe Infidels , in Honour of St. John th e Baytift, 
the- Moors of the Town of Paredes relbrted, in great 
Numbers, to (port and divert themtelves on the Banks 
of the River* and to bathe themtelves in it. D. Rofcndo 
cloathing his Men in Moor if o Apparel, palled the Ri¬ 
ver, out of fight, and lay dote in Ambufh till he (aW 
all the Banks covered with the Barbarians : Then, by 
degrees, coming out, as if he had been lome ot their 
own Company, he iufiered his Men to mix with the 
Enemy, who took them for Friends. Being all mixed, 
the Chrifiims fell upon them, and turned their Pleateire 
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into Sorrow : However, many flood, and made a good 
Defence ; and others coming to their Aid, the Succefs 
was doubtful, till D. Tedon, Fording the River, with his 
Men, ended the Diipat6, with the Slaughter of mod ot 
the Moors, This, arid other Victories, put the two 
Brothers in Pofleflion of many Lands in that Country : 
And in Memory of the A£Hon, they took to themfelves 
the Name of the River, which full continues in the 
Family of the Tavora’s. 

10. The Fame of the Exploits of D. Tedon , parti¬ 
cularly that upon the River, together with that of the 
Comlinefsof his Perfon, reaching the Ears of Ardinga, 
the beautiful Daughter of Aliboa^en King of Lamego , 
T.oi Ejfefts fhe fell in Love with him by Hear-fay. Love perfwa- 
cf Love, dedher to quit her Father’s Palace, and, dilguifed in 
the Habit or a Man, through bye Ways, fhe found out 
the Abbot Gelafws , a fclitary Hermit. She told him 
who fhe was, and the Caufe of her Coming; and he 
baptized her, promifing to perfwade D. Tedon to take 
her to Wife. This took not eftedl, for her Father 
clofely purfiiing her, overtook, and put her to death. 
Tedon hearing of her Love, had promifed to marry her, 
and (he being dead, would take no other Wife; but 
was afterwards killed by the Moors , near a fmall Brook, 
which, of him, was called Tedo: So he took his Sur¬ 
name from one River, and gave his Name to another. 
There being nothing elfe remarkable, recorded in Por- 
tug*!, during the Reign of King Bermudo , and he being 
the laft King thereof of that Name, I mufl not omit to 
remark, that Bermudo is the fame Name with Veremun - 
dus, which the Spaniards call Veremundo ; fo that, to 
make it Bermudo , there is, corruptly, an e and an n 
omitted; and to ufe B for V, is common in Spamfh , 
Thus Bermudo and Vercmundns appear to be the fame 
Name,

well worthy thereof; purchafing, by his Piety, Valour 
and Bounty, the Title of The Great, The Moors, be¬ 
lieving King Ferdinand was wholly employed in recon¬ 
ciling his new Subjedls in Cafiile , Leon, Galicia suad 
Fortum!, broke intp Lujftania ; but hearing he was pro¬ 
vided to receive them, they retired haflily. He, once 
provoked, would not put up his Sword without doing 
Execution. He took the Town of Sea, and the Cities His c*w- 
Merida , Badajo?, Bcja and Evora^ without any Reiiltance. <?v ‘ r 
Video, guilty of the Death of King Aionfo , and fearing 
Revenge, was ftrongiy fortified, and governed by 
Ahfun , a notable Commander. The King fate down 
before it, refolving not to flit thence, till be were Ma¬ 
tter of it. Eighteen D^ys the City was battered* and 
bravely defended ; at the End whereof, being the Eve 
of the Feaft of St. Peter and St. Paul , it was enter’d by 
Force, and never after returned under the Yoak of the 
Infidels.

to receive him. ProvUions grew lb fcarce in the Army 
towards the latter end of the Siege, that the King wls 
about railing it, and departing: But the Monks of the 
aforelaid Monafteryof Larvan implied him plentifully, 
and the City was taken the SpTDay after.

In token qf Gra¬ 
titude, the Monks prelented the King widi a Golden 
Grown, which Count Gondola Mans}, Governor of the 
Province between Duero ana Minht, had offered to their 
Church: The King reftored it, with 10 Marks of Sil¬ 
ver, to make a Crofi. Rpderkkde Sivar, Sumamed Cid, 
that famous Captain, was at mis Siege, and Knighted 
by the King, in thisCity. Here was al(o the renowned 
Portumefe, Roderick Fry m. Contemporary, and not much 
infer lour to the other for Warlike Exploits. 

3. The King returning to Leon, left Sifnandus, a no¬ 
ble and valiant Man, Governor of Coimbra. He made 
War upon Abudad, arelolute and powerful Moor, who 
had much difturbed the King at the Siege; but being 
lubdued, became a moft loyal Subject, Soon after, the 
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Moors, under the Command of Benalfagi, a great Lord iotfy*

his Wife Sancho, was alfo laid. 1 

4. King Ferdinand fordeeing, that the Divifion of his 
Kingdoms could not but produce Difcord among his 
Sons, bound them by Oath to Hand to this Diitribu- 
tion; leaving his Curie upon him that fhould attempt 
to alter it.^ But, of what Force are Oaths, againft Am¬ 
bition ? None of them was fatisHed. Sancho, the El- T ' JJ ^rce 
deft, thought himfelf wronged, as having a Right to 
all. Garcia was grieved that the Cities of Toro and Z,a- f j!l ,lt ^ 
mora were given to his Sifters. Alonfo was offended that ril ' nie * 
Sancho fhould think he had Right to his Dominions. 

Garcit was the youngeft, and therefore the laft in the 
Diftrihution : But he proved the hrft that took up Arms 
againft his Sifters, and invaded the Lands of Toro, and 
others along the River Duero, which he would have to 
belong to Portugal . ^ D. Sancho loon followed his Exam¬ 
ple in taking the Field, not to defend his Sifters, but 
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to drip them all. King Sancho , before he undertook 
this Enterprise, asked the Advice of all his Noble- 
men; who unanimoufly diflwaaedhim from the Un¬ 
dertaking, for fear of incurring his Fathers Curies, 
However, finding him not to be moved, they counfel- 
led him to continue in Amity with King Alonfo , and 
ask Leave of him to pafi through the Kingdom of Leon , 
into Portugal. To this purpole he met his Brother A - 
lonfo, at the Monaftery of Sahdgun ; but could not pre¬ 
vail to have Paflage granted him : Neverthelcfs, upon

The Death of Verna troubled 
not the King lb much, as .the News that King Sancho 
was marching againft him, and the finall Confidence 
he had in his Subjects, efpecially for the Brothers of that 
D. Roderick. confpired together to oppofe his punifliing 
the laid D. Roderick.

ing only Governor, at certain Times he ufed to follow 
and ferve King Alonfo in his Wars. This-King Alonfo 
was bom in Galicia , in the Year ; was married 
the firft time in 1076; diktat Toledo in 1108, having 
reigned Years, and lively. His Body lies iq the 
Monaftery of Sahagun , with that of his Son Prince San• 
cho: There alfb lie four of his Wives, Agnes, Conftance ,

PVolfangus Lap us writes 
he was of Limburg * Duarte Nunnc% de Leon endeavours 
to prove he was Grandfon to Reginald Earl of Burgundy, 
by nis Son Guido Earl of Verncuille in Normandy . Lewts 
Gcdut }n his Hiftory of that Earldom, fays, he was Bro¬ 
ther to Raimund, both Sons to Earl William: All thefe 
doubts are cleared by the Antient Manufcripc of Fleury , 
which being a fragment of French Hiftory, was writ in 
the time of our Count Henry , for the Author of it brings 
himfelf as an^Eye Witnefs of the three Suns that were 
feen at the Town of Scyr j, on the Banks of the River 
Garonne ^ in the Year 1108. It was writ by a famous 
Benedidlin Monk of that Convent, and reaches from 
the Year 897, till the Year mo. Petrus Piteus a 
learned Man, publifhed it with other like Manufcripts, 
and it was Printed at Francfort in the Year 1596, By 
this Antient Manufcript it appears, that Robert the firft 
Duke of Burgundy ? younger Brother to King Henry I. of 
France^ had by his W ife Hermengarda , one onely Son 
called Henry, who died before his Father, leaving live 
Sons by his Wife Sibila , Daughter to Reginald £arl of 
Burgundy. Thefe were Hugo , who washeir to hisGrand- 
father, but being left a widdower without Children, 
became a Monk of QlunR and to died in the Year 
1092. Kudo or Odoa , who focceeded his Elder Bro¬ 
ther, Robert Bifhop of Langrcs y Henry our Earl, and 
Reginald an Abbot ; many other Authors too long to

that all his followers were French , which could not have 
been, were he a ftranger to them,

I *TN 3 u b* or according to others on the iyth. of 
The Birth * ^ u g u fi 1 ° 94 * was Born D. Aionfo Enriqu ez only 
of Aionfo So n to Earl Henry, and his Lady Terefa , at the Town 
Enriquez of Guimaraens . He is laid to have been Born with both 
San u his Legs cleaving together from the Knees down, and 
C*«nfHen- that his Governour Egas Muni* having devoutly beg- 
g e d of Heaven to loofen his Feet, the Blefled Virgin ap¬ 
peared to him, bidding him carry the Child to an old 
ruined Church at Carquere near Lamego, and that re- 
ftoring the place, and letting the Infant upon the Altar, 
he fhould recover his Limbs. Egas for the Ipace of five 
Years did as he had been ordered, and the Child reco- 
noy. vered: This Prince was but Fourteen Years of Age, 
when he began to follow the Wars under his Father, 
and was with him when he died at the Siege of Af\ga, 

1112. as has been laid before. Having paid the iaft Honours 
to his Father, to exprels his great relpe& towards his 
Mother, he committed the Government to her, though 
then of Age to undertake it himfelf. St. Bernard ha¬ 
ng at his Convent of Claravai in France , had a vilion

Monks to found a Monaftery in Portugal, in the place Claravai

Monks. They found Cerita who lived an Auftere Eremi¬ 
tical life, and conduced them to Prince Aionfo, by 
whom they were honourably received, and encoura¬ 
ged in their Foundation. Being diftnifled, they fettled 1120." 
in a deep Valley, encompaffed with high Mountains 
near the Riter Bar of a, almoft two Leagues from Lame- 
go, where they built a Chappel Dedicated to our Sa¬ 
viour, which is ftiil in being in the Village called Pine- 
gro. The followm^Year, they built in a place where mu 
they had feen cerdpjf Lights, during Nine Nights, as 
had been foretold by St. John Baptift to St. Bernard . 

Here Prince Aionfo vifiting them, enlarged the Stru¬ 
cture at his own coft j John Cerita took the order here, 
and reduced feveral who lived an Eremitical Life in the 
Mountains to follow his Example. The number of 
Monks thus increafing, he founded another Monaftery 
called St. Chrijlopher de Lafoem. Both thefe Churches 
were afterwards Confecrated, and great Gifts offered in 
them at the Solemnity.

her Son. Aionfo VII. King of Caftilc and Leon, camef* 
toher relief with a powerful Army. . The Portuguefe ff kes ° 9 
Aionfo was not unprovided, but meeting him in the^,,^ y er 
plains of Vaidevc^, put to the Sword the greateft part of his into Irons . 
Forces, took feven Earls Priloners, and the King him¬ 
felf hardly elcaped, having received two Wounds. 

This done, the young Prince returns to the Siege of the

But 
this is as Romantick as what our Authors writes, that 
the whole treaty was concluded without the privity of 
Prince Alonfo , as if the King could be lb infatuated to 
treat with a private Man ftolenout of a Town, where 
his Prince was clofely Belieged, without feeing his 
Commiilion, or to conclude Articles, and depart upon 
his bare word without the Ratification of the principal 
Points. Thcle Chimerical Notions are better paned 
by than to interrupt the courier of Hiftory with them ; 
however I would not wholly omit this wild imaginati¬ 
on of the Author.

The Chri- 
jlians were not above 13000, and thole wholly dif- 
mayed ( as well they might ) at the fight of Inch an 
Army as they could not be capable to number. How¬ 
ever, Prince Alonfo repofing his confidence in God, 
cealed not to encourage and animate his fainting Forces. 

They encouraged with his undaunted Conternnre, and 
ylohite Exprellions, took heart and offered their ready 
ervice : It was then Night when the Prince retiring to 
eft, read the Hiffory of Gideon and fell ufleep ; in a 
Dream there appeared to him a venerable Old Man, 

Smiling him Vidfory, and being awakened, was told

ances. At break of day he went out of his Tent, and

4 not to credit this Story,which is, that we fee the King 7 s 
‘of Caftile , Aragon , and Navarre have often joyned

Af -1 
ter this Victory, returning to the Siege, he took it at 
the end of two Mon hs; this done, he went with 60 
Lances and a few Crofs-bow-men to take a view of the 
Fortrels on the Rock of Palm/ia. Being before the 
place, he difcovered the King of Badyo^ coming down 
Another . a Hill with 400 Horic and 60000 Foot, but ^without 
h'b exploit an y order.

Llcreat his Soldi¬ 
ers took 16 much Courage, that they loon put their E- 
nemies to the rout with a great (laughter ; St. Michael 
the Archangel is laid to have been Icon by his fide, hew¬ 
ing down the Infidels. Hence he went to the Monafte- 
ry of Alcobaca , to return thinks to God for this luccels, 
and flaying there a Month, is laid to have ipitituted a 

new 
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new order of Knighthood, called that of the Wing, for 
that in the Battle he law a winged Ann near him bgbt- 
ing againft the Moors, which the King luppofing tQ be 
St. Michael , orhis Guardian Angel, he dedicated the 
order to them both. The chief Rules were, that tM 
Knights fhould wear a red Wing embroidered with 
Gold; that none but Gentlemen of Note fhould be ad¬ 
mitted to the Order; that in fight they fhould cany 
the Royal Standard ; that they fhould take the Oath of 
Allegiance adminiftred by the Prior of Alcobaca, , who 
was to be luperior of the Order ^ that they fhould eve¬ 
ry day lay the lame Prayers, as did the Converts of that 
Monaftery , that their Feaft fhould be oblerved on Atf- 
chaclmafs Day , The King and principal Men were en¬ 
rolled in this Order, but it was not lafting. 

5. At this tune there was in the Portuguefe Court, a Conzalo 
Gentleman called Gon^alo Hermigue % y much efteemed of+* erni *~ 
the Ladies for his Eloquence and Art in Poetry, 
no lels envied of the Men, as well for thole Qualities, - 
as for that his extraordinary A&ions had purchaled 
him the Title of Moor Swallower. This Gentleman with 
a party that ufed to follow him, palled over the River 
Tagus , before it was light on Midfummcr Day frow Lis- 
bonioAlmada , and there lay in Ambulh. The Moors 
according to their Cuftom coming out that Morning 
with their Women to be merry upon the Banks of the 
River; heluddenly rufhed out upon them, expecting 
no liich Entertainment, and made a great {laughter of 
them. The Infidels ftrove to defend themfelves, but 
in vain, for he carried off a rich Booty to his Boats. 

Being ready to put oft, he cfpicd a Moor carrying a- 
way a beautiful Woman, and leaping again aihore, he 
forced her from him, and 16 made over to Santarcm 
With his Prey. Of all the booty he took nothing to 
himlelf but the fair Captive, whom Baptized,hc made 
his Y\ ife : She loon alter dying, he Was 16 ai dieted that 
leaving thc\V<$S|d, betook upon him the habit of Sr. 
Bernard, in the Monaftery of Alcobaca , and out of his 
own Patrimony, having no Children, founded the Mo¬ 
naftery of St. Mary de 'Lunar aye near Our cm. Much u- 
bout this time it h recorded, that the King being near 
the mouth of the River Mont lego, found a Imall Chappel 
with t ho Image of our B. Lady, which reftored to life 
cue of :130 Servant- - killed with a fall from his Horle. An . 
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old Hermit told him it was the feme that had preferred 
all the Women and Children, killed by John the Ab¬ 
bot (aswasfaid in its .’place,) when he la Hied out of 
Montemayor , and unexpectedly overthrew a multitude 
of Infidels. This moved the King to ere£t a Monafte- 
ry there^called at prefent St. Mary de Seica , and the 
Image being feveraj times removed from the poor Chap- 
pel, to the magnificent Church of this .Monaftery, is 
feid always of it felf to have returned to its own place. 
Peter the King’s Baftard Brother ranging abroad, met 
a party of Moors conducing a Beautiful Lady with 
much Treafore, all which,having routed them, he took. 
Cidc Achim a Moor of Stives, who courted this Lady, 
begged her of the King, or elfe defired him to keep 
him alio for his Have. The King referred him to his 
Brother Peter, who not only reftored to him the Lady, 
but all the Trealure taken with her upon condition he 
Ihould fend no fiiccours to JLisbotf, which it leems was 
tiot then taken. 

6, Peter , Baftard Brother to King Alonfo was lent in- 
1 to France, to prevail with St. Bernard, toufe his intereft 
to with the Pope for to obtain his inveftiture and confir¬ 
mation of the new Kingdom of Portugal. To omit 
what is too Romantick concerning this Peter , he is laid 
for his extraordinary valour to have been admitted in¬ 
to the number of the i x Peers of France, and that pre¬ 
paring to accompany that King to Hierufalem , he was 
difwaded by St. Bernard, who advifed him, rather to 
ad againft die Moors in Spain. He followed his ad¬ 
vice, and was at the taking of Santarcm, Lisbon, Fran- 
cofo, Badajo and other great A&ions: After this he 
was chofenMafter of the new inftituted order of Knight¬ 
hood, called that of Avis, which Honour he obtained 
of the King, that he might not be obliged by him to 
Marry. Returning one day with a party fronTan En¬ 
gagement with the * Moors , he laid down in a Field 
and fell a Sleep, at which time St. BerM-d appeared to 
him in a Dream, perfwading him to tdbupon him the 
Habit of his Order, which he accordingly performed, 
and lived 13 Years in the Monaftery of Alcobaca, with 
an extraordinary opinion of SanClity. 

7. The Dominions of Portugal being now enlarged 
from a ftnall Dower, given by the King of Leon , with 
his Baftard Daughter to the proportion of a conftdera- 
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ble Kingdom, King Alonfo feed to Pope Alexander III.

The life and Reign of King Sancho I. from the 
Tear 1151J.. till nn, all his Ad ions in 
Trace and War, his Arms and Iffue. 

K ing Alonfo had enjoyed the regal Title i f lears 

when his Wife Queen Mafalda bore him htsSmcho^ 
fecond Son and Succeflor Sancho He was Bom at^ 
Coimbra the 1 ith.of December , which being St. M. - 
tin's Day, he had that Name given him, togethei with 
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die other. From his very Infancy, he was bred in the 
Field amidft die noife o£ Arms* and lurrounded with 
ABU Dangers. At the Age of 13 he engaged with the King 
ons under of Leon, in the Plains of Arganal, and tho’ not Vi&o- 
his Father • rious, came off with Honour : He was the firft ChrU 
ft bn 1 Prince, after the Conqueft of Spain by the Moors , 
that advanced to the Walls of Sevil. His Father King 
Alonfo had ordered him to pais the River Tagus, to de¬ 
fend that plentiful Country. The Moors fuffered him 
to pais undifturbed by Evora and Beja, but having pat 
fed Sierra M arena, he was met by the King of Sevil 
with a numerous Army in the plain of Axarafe^ here 
they came to a Battle, which was obftinately fought on 
both fides till the valour of the Chriftians overcame the 
multitude of their Enemies, whom they purified to the 
Gates of Sevil, making that River run Red with the 
blood of Infidels. In his return to Portugal, the Prince 
wafted all the Country carrying a vaft Booty, without 
meeting any oppofition. By the way he laid Siege to 
NiebUy and had now reduced it to great extremity* 
when advice was brought him that, the City By a was 
diftreffed by the Moors. Thither he hafted, and charg¬ 
ing the Behegers, put them to the rout, and relieved the 
City. The King of Bajado\ had fent Bavadan, a fa¬ 
mous Commander, with an Army to fpoil that part of 
Portugal, which he performed as was expe&ea from 
him* being on his return, he was overtaken, by the 
Prince, and forced to quit the Country, and his Booty 
with more haft than he came. This Prince valiantly 
defended Santarem againftthe Miramamolin, till his Fa¬ 
ther came to raife the Siege, and they both entred the 
place in Triumph. Thde were his principal Exploits 
till his Acceflion to the Crown, which was in the Year 
1185*. nSy. 

a. The third day after his Father’s Death, in the 
3 oth. Year of his Age, and the 1 oth. after he was mar¬ 
ried, Prince Sancho was Proclaimed King in the fame 
place where he was Born. Since this is the firft King 
that died in Portugal, we will fit down the manner or 
The man- publick lamentation made for his Death which conti- 
mr of la - nU es to this day, leaving the Formalities of the inau- 
nunting guration of the new King for another place.

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them on their head. After them the Town Standard Bearer 
on a Horfe withmduming trappmgSyWith black colours 
on his Shoulder, the end whereof trails upon the 
Ground. Then follows the Sherift with two.others in 
Mourning like the others, each of them carrying a Btte- 
ler over his head. Next to them come the Aldermen, 
followed by a multitude of People-* in this manner 
they proceed to the great Church, where the Sheriff 
having made a fhort Speech, declaring the King’s death, 
and their great loft, he lets fall the Buckler from his 
head upon the Stones, and breaks it to pieces, at which 
the People raife a hideous lamentation. Then they go 
to the Mint, and io-to the great Hofpital, at both which 
places they perform the feme Ceremony, which done, 
they return to the great Church and hear Mafe. The 
third day after, is performed the Ceremony of inaugu¬ 
ration, which fhallbe Ipokeof in another place. This . 
Ceremony was now performed at Coimbra , where Mar¬ 
tin then Bifhop crowned King Sancho z nd his Queen 
Dulcis according to the cuftom of thofe times.

His Body lies Buried with the Queen his Wife, in the 
Royal Monaftery of Alcobaca , in a plain Tomb with¬ 
out any Epitaph or Infcnption, as were all the firft 
Kings "of this Nation. Of Body he was extraordinary 
grofs, and therefore called the Fat; yet his Gigantic* 
Stature carried it off, his Countenance was Comly, his 
1223. Forehead High, his Eyes Chearfiil, and his Hair Yel¬ 
low, which he alw ays wore long. 

His Wife y. King Alonfo Married Vrraca, the Daughter of 
and Jjfue.

The King had one Baftard Son,called 
John Alonfo , of whom there is no other memory, but 
that he lies Buried in the Church of Aicobaca. Tho’ it 
be laid before at the end of the laft King's Reign, that 
__ then the orders of St. Dominick^, St. Francis , the Bleffed 
Trinity and the Carmelites came into Portugal ; our 
Author repeats it again in the Reign of this King, 
which is the moft likely.

O tugal , Eldeft Son to King Alonfo, was Born on Sancho li¬ 
the Eighth of September at Coimbra . He was called afeends tie 
Capelo , becaufe being fickly in his Child-hood, his Throne. 
Mother confiding to obtain his Health, through the 
interceifion of the Holy Father St. Augufiin , caufed 
him to wear that Habit. His Weakne/s rather than 
want of Years, muft be the caufe that he appeared not 
in any Military Aftion with his Father, for we have 
no account of him till he attended the Throne, which 
was about the 20th. or 21ft. Year of his Age. His 1215. 
firft A£Hon was a Reconciliation with the Clergy, who 
had fuffered much under his Father, but he toon fol¬ 
lowed his Example. After this agreement with the 
Church, the Ecclefiaftlcal Centures were taken off, and 
thofe who. died during the interdi£f, were now Buried 
in hallowed Ground. The controverfie6 alto between 
the late King and his Sifters ceafed, they now fwearing 
I fealty to the King for the places they pofleffed. His 
next care was to vifit his Kingdom, 'Which he did 
taking a Progrefi through it leaturely, doing iuftice to 
all Men, and giving prudent Oden in ail places. 

Then laying afide for a while the Civil Affairs, ne ap¬ 
plied him to the Military, making feveral incurfions 
upon the Moors , whence he returned with Honour.

The Pope not to 
deprive the King of his right, and being informed 
he was not of Ability to Govern, contented that A- 
lonfo fhould have the Authority of Regent, but 
cho fhould (till have the regal ftile and prehcminence, 
and his Children if he had any fhould inherit. At 
Paris, Alonfo took Solemn Oath as Regent, which 
was to this Eftedf: That he would preferve the Pri- 
viledges of the Clergy, Nobility and Commonalty; 
That he would conftitute upright judges, without 
Favour or Afte&ion; That Inch as had committed 
Crimes againft Priefts, fhould be punifhed; That 
their Eftates fhould be reftored ; That all Buildings 
erefted to the prejudice of Prelates fhould be Demo- 
lifhed, and nothing for the future fhould be taken 
from them.

obliged them to think of a Surrender, they might 
make ufe of that one. This aft wholly confirm- 
ed the minds of the Garrifon to him, infomuch, 
that they refblved to live and die with him. ouch 
was the pofture of affairs when News was brought 
of the Death of King Sa?icbo at Toledo, The great 
Freitas demanded a Truce, whilft he went to Tole- 
do to be allured of the Truth. There he caufed 
the King’s Grave to be opened, and leemg him 
Dead, delivered to him the Keys of the City he 
had entruftedhim with, and asking leave to deliver 
them to his Brother, took them again: Being conte 
to Coimlra , he opened the Gates to King Alonft, 
who admiring fo unparallelled a Gallantry, rjfto- 
rcd to him the Command, without demanding Ho- 
mage of him for it, which favour he extended to 
his Heirs: but he knowing, how hard it was to 
make a return fuitable to fuch a favour, retuled to 
accept of it, and layed his Cuvfe even to thejourtg. 
Generation, upon fuch as fhould aamit or it. 

4 Alonfo now become abfolute King by the 
Death of his Brother, refolved to imitate his Pre- 
dcccffors, or if it might be to out-doe them, by ad¬ 
ding to his Dominions the Kingdom of Algarve, 
iii’tl not fuffering it to be loft again as had hap¬ 
pened to them. D.'Pajo Correa with the Forces under 
his Command, had already, taken feyeral places in 
that Kingdom, the King joyned him and both 
together layed Siege to the.

Leon, to invade the Kingdom of Algarve which he 
conquered. After much contention betwixt, the nyi. 
Crowns of Cajlile and Portugal, Pope Innocent the fX-fro* 
Fourth compoled all Differences fo that the King 
of Cnftiie was to hold Algarve during h» Lite^and 
he oi Portugal to marry his Baftard Daugluci. uoch . 

Kings were fo willing to embrace this accommoda- . p - 
tion, that they never confidered the Briue wa» not 
Twelve Years of Age, and the Bridegroom above 
Forty, nor that the Countefs of Bolen was itid 
live. It is tirie, Pope Innocent approved or th s 
Match, and yet afterwards Pope Alexander would 

not allow of it. All Military Employment, now 

ceafing, 'the King applied himfelf to the Ci\ u V 
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fairs, and held a Parliament at Leiria. Next he 
took a Progrefi through the ‘ Kingdom, repairing 
the Forts, 1 owns and Churches that had been ru- 
ined during the War, He {pared neither coft nor 
labour in thole publick Works j he built from th& 
Ground the Monaftery of Santarem , the Town? 
Otf Eftrcmo 5, Odcmira 7 Monfortc ,* Valencia del Minh^ 
then called Contrafia , and Vi ana dc Lima. His whole 
ftudy was* bent upon the good of the Govern¬ 
ment, and knowing how neceffary Trade is to fop* 
port it, ordered many Fairs, and cleared the Roads 
of Robbers to lecure Commerce. 

6. Inthemidft of thefe Employments came to him 
two Gentlemen to Fret las, where he then was, fen* 
by Maud the Countefs his firft and lawfull Wife, 
to advertife him, that flic perceiving he did not 
fend for her to his Kingdom, and hearing he was 
Married again, .was come of her lelf to find him 
out, and lay then at Cafcais . The King who had 
for the lake cxf his new Wife, regarded nei¬ 
ther Divine nor Human Laws, ‘lent her foch an 
Anfwer, that (he w^as forced to return to Bolen , leaving 
a Letter for him, wherein fhe taxed himwith Ingra¬ 
titude and Falfe-hood, threatnins him with the cen- 
fures of the Church, the Power of Chrillian Princes, 
and the revenging hand of God. Authors add, that 
(he brought with her two Children Ihe had by 
him, whom in revenge flic left expofed upon |he 
Rocks, which are ever fince called CacJwpos , that 
word in Portuguefe fignifying Boys. That the Coun¬ 
ted had Children by him-is proved by the autho¬ 
rity of Antient Authors, and there is no proof, but 
bare formifesto the contrary.; belides, that a Tomb 
has been feen with an Inlcription, denoting, it con¬ 
tained a Son of theirs that followed him into Por¬ 
tugal , and was entirely beloved by him. King 
Ahnfo of C aft He, Father-in-law to our King, ha¬ 
ving compoled the difference about Algarve , march¬ 
ed into Andalusia, his Son-in-law aiTifting him 
both by Sea and Land. In return for this kind- 
nels, the Caftillian refigned up to him all his Title 
to Algarve , and delivered the Towns to‘ D. John 
dc Aboin , and his Spn D. Peter Ancs dc Portcl , up¬ 
on 
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on condition the Portugt&fc , fhould during his life, 
be obliged to affift him with Fifty Lances when- 
foever he fhould demand them.This obligation was 
alfo taken off when his Grandfon Prince Denis be¬ 
ing Seven Years of Age vifited him at Sevil, and 
deured to be knighted by him. Before this time 12 
to prevent Broils arid Animofities, the bounds of 
the Kingdoms of Leon and Portugal were marked 
out. 

7. About this time hapned an unparallelled won- A fir 'angg 
der, a Woman perceiving {he was not beloved by ttBim of a 
her Husband, acquainted a Jewijh Woman there- j ealot *t Wo* 
with, defiring her affiftance. The Jew per- m ‘ w - 
fwaded her, that when file received the Biefted 
Sacrament, fhe Ihould keep the Hoft and bring it 
to her, wherewith file would work her relief. She 
tied the Hoft in the end of her Head-cloaths, and 
going home, the Blood trickled down, and fhe 
not obferying it, was told of it by thofe thar met 
her. Being* come home, Ihe locked die Bloody 
Hood with the Hoft in a Clofet, In the dead of 
the Night, her Husband awaking, law a great light 
upon the Cheft, and calling upon his Wife, asked 
whether {he few it not ? She then declared the 
truth to him, and he riling, ran to the Parifh 
Church, and to the Dominicans. The Friers ftill 
preferve the White Hood or Vaile bloody in a 
Glafs Ca(e$ the Parifh keeps the Hoft and Blood 
gathered on a Ball of Wax. Some Years after the 
Prior of that Church, which is Dedicated to Sr. 

Stephen , going to {how that Relick to the People, 
found it {hut up in a Criftailine Pyramidal Cafe, 
with a hole lo ftnall, that neither the Hoft 
nor Ball could be put in unleis it were miracu- 
loufly. The Ball is ftill to be feen round 
with drops of Blood on it, the Hoft is bent and 
Bloody. Many Perlons of Credit, have affirmed. 

That they have there feen our Saviour in feveral 
Poitures of his Paffion. Another Miracle is Re¬ 
corded of a chriftian , who was {lave to a H door % 
and daily recommended himfelf to St. Dominick, ot 
Sovereira. His Matter every Night loaded him with 
Irons, and laid him in a Cheft upon which he 

made 
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made his own Bed. One Night this Cheft with 
the flave in it, and the Rafter upon it, was brought 
to the Door of the Chappel of that Saint m the 
Town of Penamacor. This Miracle to wrought 
upon the Moor, that he unbraced th£ h aith, and 
the Slave and he lived there as Hermits all die re 
fidue of their lives. The Cheft and Chains ate ftill 

kept in that little Church. 

8 No fooner was the King feated on the Throne, 

but he made it appear, that what he had before 
bountifully bellowed, was only to fecure himlelt, 
and not to reward thofe that promoted him He 
took from the Military Orders what he had before 
given them; neither did he make account of what 
he lwore at Paris in order to be Regent for his 
Brother; tor he fo treated the Cler^, that feveral 
of them had recourfe to Pome for Redrefs, of which 
were the Bifhops of Braga, Coimbra, Guarda, Porto 
and Vifco. Pope Clement the Fourth, and after him 
Gregory the Tenth, reproved his oppreffingthe 
Clergy, and forbidding the ?^and Moors unda 
fevere Penalties not to turn Chnjhans. The King 
at firft fhunned the Pope’s Commiffioners, but 
when he could no longer do fo, appointed to hear 
them before the Cortes or Parliament fommoned 
*0 meet at Santarem, where he {hewed fome dif- 
xiGtion to obey them, though at the fame time 
te defigned nothing lefs. The Pope offended at 
iis Droceedines, iflued out Bulls, containing the 
Ugh?rc:eS, and in cafe: the King was; not re- 
claimed within diree Months, abfolving his Sub- 
& from their Allegiance. The King continued 
obftinate, and the Nuncio went away leaving him 
Excommunicated, and the Kingdom under an in- 
terdift. The Tope died, and the King no way relen¬ 
ted Pope John the xoth. or xift. Born at Lis¬ 
bon, was P promoted to St. Peter s Chair. He fent 
his Wuncio to perlwaxle the King by 
comply. T& Nuncio «compamed 
W nnminkan and Franctfcan Fryars, or which 
Srer oX he was, attended the King and found 

him as obdurate as ever. Sicknefs m ¥ C u 1 r,r 1 ''j’ 
begin to relent, and Deatn furmounted all d.ihcul- 
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t ; s . At his Death the King ordered his Son to per¬ 
form all lie had refilled to do. 

q. During this King’s Reign, certain devout Wo- 
men went irom Evora to Home, to obtain or the

Broils among the Subjeas; for Peter ¥^Ta- 
vares, and Ferdinand Alonfo de fambra, fought a Bat- P w 
de in the Plain of Gouvea, in which much Blood theirfircis 
was fhed and many Perfbns of note lulled; uhe 
latter obtained the Victory.

1 X King Alonfo was of fuch extraordinary King A- 
Stature, that all Men admired when King Sebafii- lonfo ye¬ 
an caufed his Tomb to be opened. His Count 
nance was Majeftick, his Eyes little, but Sparkling, 
his Hair black, his Complexion fair. He died at 
Lisbon on the xoth. of March 1x79.being 64. Years izjq. 
of Age, and having Reigned and Governed 34. His Deat h. 
Ten Years after his Death, King Denis his Son 
tranflated him to the Monaftery of Alcobara, near 
to his Father, and oppofite to his fecond Wife 
Queen Bc.im'.v^vhofeTomb being afterwards opened, 
foe appeared as Beautifiil as if fhe had been a live.

Hit Arm. 11. The Arms of the Kingdom of Algarve, gi¬ 
ven by this King, were Sanguine Semee of Caftles 
Or. Over theft he placed the Arms of Portugal, ft 
that the Caftles of the former made an Orbe to the 
latter. He alfo made an alteration in the number of 
Bezants, in each Efcutcheon of the Portuguefe Arms, 
leaving but Eleven in each, whereas before there 
were Thirteen.

Prince Henry, who wasGovernour to the young King 
Ferdinand, put a ftop to our Kings funner Frogrefs, 
making him advantageous Propofals, and referring the 
Conclusion to Cuidad Rodrigo, where the two Kings 
met with the Qjieen-Mother of Caftile , and concluded 
all Articles \ thS Towns demanded by the Portugaefe 
being put into the Hands of Ferdinand Longominho, as a 
Pledge for performing all other parts.But this Compliance 
on the part of Caftile being the Produft of bear, and 
not of any Friendly Intention, nothing of what had 
been promifed, was performed. 

4. King Denis draws together his Forces again, and 
furioufly enters Caftile, and with him Prince John, who 
ililed trnnfelf King of Leon , as Son to King Alonfo the 
Tenth, and John Nunnez, de Lara , who was in Rebel¬ 
lion againft his Prince. Our Army being in the Pro¬ 
vince of Beira, near the Frontiers of Caftile, there came 
to the King, Margaret , Daughter to the Earl of Nar- 
fonne, Wire to Prince Peter, the Son*of King Alonfo, 
and with her,her Son Sancho de Ledefma, who offered to 
ferve our King, being dilgufted with his own.

Our Admiral having gathered what Force he could , 
purfued and overtook the Fleet of Caftile without the 
Bar. There was fought a moil obftinace Battle, till the 
Gajtillians were worded, and their Commander, D.Sanc'-o, 
brought back PrifonerTn the mean while K. Denis, with¬ 
out Oppofition, ranged about the Territories ot Cnidaci 
Rodrigo and Ledefma, where he took theCaitle ot ‘ lories , 
patting all the Defendants to the Sword.

Alonfo Perez, de Guzman, who 
Commanded on the Frontiers about Guadiana, with a 
good Body of Andaluzians , lhed much of our Blood, 
and carried away great Spoils. The Mafter of Avis, 
met him with fome Portuguefe Forces, but was over¬ 
thrown, and aimoft OneThoufand Prifoners carried a- 
way, who were ranfesned at an eafie rate, not to re¬ 
tard the courfe of their Viftory. He alfo recovered the 
Caftfe of Torres , where he fpared no Portuguefe, and 
thus Fire and Sword raged in all Parts. King Denis un¬ 
demanding hereof, committed the greater Cruelties in 
the Villages, about Salamanca, where he then was. The 
Inhabitants tied to the Mountains, and to the Churches, 
but neither Churches nor Mountains could proteft 
them, rage bore down all Divine, as well as humane 
Confederations. #

iufficient Hoftages. King Denis' in his return, to be in 
fome fort revenged on D. Sancho de Ledefma , took 
from him all the Towns he poffeffed in the Province of 
Riba de Coa . The King of Cafiile font Alonfo Perez 
3297. de Guzman to the Portuguefe, to follicite that they 
might meet at Alcanizes, where this Difcord was to 
have an end. There both Kings accordingly met 
honourably attended? A Peace was Concluded for For¬ 
ty Years, and it was Stipulated, that whofoever did in¬ 
fringe it, fhould be delivered up to the Party aggrei- 
ved. The Towns of Oiivenza , Campo^Mayor , and 
S. Felices, were delivered up to the Portuguefe in lieu of 
Aroche and Aracena. That King Denis fhould Hill 
hold all the Towns of the Province of Riba deCoa, and 
for the Title the King of Cafiile might claim to them, 
he rehgned up to him Valencia\ Ferrcyra , Efparragd , 
Ayamonte , and other Places in Leer-, and GAlicia, .

6. Articles being figned, King Ferdinand prefondy The Peace 
Married the Portuguefe Pri^cefs Con fiance, and delivered confirmed 
his Sifter Beatrix to her Father-in-Law, as Wife to 
Prince Alonfo, who expe&ed the event of this inter- al Allian " 
view at Trancofo. The Portuguefe Princefs being left ccf - 
in Caftile, King Denis , with the Caftilian, returned co 
Coimbra, then the Seat of the Portuguefe s Court. 

Till the Princefo came to Age. for Marriage, the King 
alligned her a competent Revenue, and appointed Mar¬ 
tin, Archbifhopof Braga, and Count Martin de Sou fa, 
his Standard-bearer, her Governours. The Day fhe 
was delivered to the Prince, the King added to what 
he had before given her, the Towns o i.Viana, Terena, 

Ourem , and Armamar. King Ferdinand of Cafiile , 
made this Accomodation in good time, beipg then pref- 
fod by the neighbouring Princes, in favour of D. A - 
lonfij de la Cerda , Grand-fon to King Alonfo, X. from 
whom Sancho , Father to Ferdinand , and Uncle to the 
faid Alonfo , had Ufurped the Crown , fo that Alonfo de 
la Cerda was the rightful Prince, and Ferdinand then in 
poffeffion, anU(urper. The difpoffefled Prince gave the 
Kingdom of Leon , to hi$ Unkle John, and that of 
Murcia , to Jayme or James , King of A agon, upon 
Condition they liquid allift him to recover his right. 

Both thofe Princes endeavoured to poftds themfelves of 
what, was allotted them , before. the Injured Prince 
could be Re-inthroned. King Ferdinand, overwhelmed 
v^ith thefo Enemies, craved Aid of our King Denis, 
and that they might meet at Fuente Guinaldo, and Ba- 
dajoz. There having declared his wants, our King pre¬ 
ferred him with a great Summ of Money, a Cap'made 
of an Emerald of ineftimable Value, and lent him luch 
lupplies of Men, as gained him a Superiority overfiis 
Enemies.

on Condition he lhould remove the Papal Seat to Lions, 
that he lhould publickly burn the bones of his Pre- 
rhe cruel deceffor Boniface VIII. give him the rents of the 
fupprejjicn Church Revenues., for Five Years, and fupprefs the 
of the Order of the Knights Templars, that he fright feize 
Kmghts their Revenues. This Pope not willing to perform that 
Tmghn. par t touching the burning of his PredeceOor, thought 
to make the King amends, by falling the heavier on the 
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Knights Templars. To this purpofe, at the inftigation 
of the King, thofe Knights were charged with molt 
heinous Crimes, and their great Mailer with Sixty 
Knights were publickly burnt at Parts, to the altomlh- 
ment of all the World. The Pope had fent Orders to 
all Parts, that thefe Knights lhould every where be ap¬ 
prehended on the fame Day, but the Kings of Cajtsle , 
Aragon, and Portugal obeyed not, efteeming the merits 
of that Noble Order, above the unjnlt Commands of 
a Byaffed Pope. Yet after much Debate, the Order 
was wholly fupprefled, their greateft Crime being their 
Riches, which neverthelefs, in Spain were for the molt 
part bellowed on the Knights Hofpitallers of St. John, 
now called the Knights of Malta. But King Dents ,, 
begged of the Pope that the Revenues of the Knights 
Templars in Portugal might be given to a new Oroer 
of Knighthood, he then inllicuted to ferve againlt the 
bordering Moors. His fuit being granted, this Year 
I- jo. was elected the Order of Knights ol our Saviour 
lefus Chrilt, the King befides the poffef-tons of the I' i 
T emplars, bellowing on it feveral Towns and Cnurches, 

^hat were in his gift. This trom time to time, has bem 
foincrealed that at prel'enr, the Order enjoys a Reve- 
nue of about 500000 Duccrits, divided into 500 Com- ' 
mendaries, to Encourage Gentlemen with this reward, 
to the Conqueft of Africk At prelcnt, tnoie ilicugi.it. 
are quite laid ahde, and thole Revenues are .umoll be¬ 
come Hereditary : Many ot the Knights 1 emplars oe- 
ing found innocent were admitted to tins New Otdei . 
and a Mailer of it created. At firft thelc Kiiighre w<-m 
obliged not to Marrv, but that vow was aboblhed in tne 
time of King Emanuel, by Pope Alexander VI. 

o. King Denis, in his latter Days, bad much Conten 
tion with his Son Prince ADifo This Prince took for •*/ 
the occalion of his Difguil, the great favour thatDuke ',g L 
Aionfo Sanchez., and Count Jjbn A/onjo, the King s J.t- 
ftard Sons were in with him. Having drawn Peter, a- 
nother Ballard Brother to his Party, the Prince pre¬ 
sumed to ask of the King, to refign to him the Power 
of the Adminiftration of |u!lice. Being julliv denied 
fo unreafonable a Demand, he drew over his Modv.-i- 
in-Law, Queen Mary, to afliil him towards obtaining 
his del ires by Force, to which purpofe Hie asked leave 
of his Father for him. to come to her into t, and 
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being refufed, the Prince went to her, to CuicUdRo. 
drigo, againft his Fathers Content. Being returned 
to Portugal. , the Queen fent to demand of the King 
what he had before refuted to his Son; and now again 
denied to her. This Projeft failing, the Prince contri. 
ved by his Servants, an Information to be drawn, as if 
left by a Man that died at Magaula : containing a De¬ 
sign of the Eid * Baftard, the Kingschiefeft Favourite 
to Poyfon the Prince. A Copy of the lalfe Informal 
on he tent to the King, who having examined the mat- 
ter, found it was a piece of Forgery. Being again dis¬ 
appointed, he perfwaded fome of his Followers to Mur- 
der Alonfo Sanchez,, faying his Father negotiated with 
the Pope, to exclude him the lawful Heir, and leave the 
Crown to a Baftard ; but he in this did not Succeed nei- 
tner.AlI thefe praftices failing,the Prince betook himfelf 
to open Holblity, robbing the King's Loyal Subjefts, ra- 
vilhmg Women, facrilegioufly ranfacking Monafteries, 
killing Giraldus, Bifhop of Evora, and committing ma¬ 
ny other Enormities, without the reach of juftice, as 
n, e p r i net a6ted und « r the Heir of the Crown. 
p, needs in * 0 - J he Kingadvertifed Pope John XX. of his Son’s 
his Difibe • f-Idobedience, and he difpacched his Bulls, admonifli- 
aisxce- * n § t0 defift from force, and fubmit to his Father: 
but all to no effeft. Fophe gathering a number of Cri 
minais, and Out-laws, pretended to go in Pilgrimage 
to the Church of St. Vincent without I,isbon , designing 
t° furprize that City. The King having timely Advice of 
ir,hafted thither to prevent him,and the Queen after him 
to Mediate betwixt the Father and the Son. The Prince 
thus prevented, turned away towards Sintra,, and his 
Father after him. Both Bodies flood as if they defign- 
ed to give Battle, but on a fudden the Son marched off; 
and tho the King might have overtaken him , he per- 
iued nor. Being come to Coimbra, the Prince tent a- 
v/ay his Princefs to Alcanizes in Caftile, and then gave 
out that his Father intended to kill him. After difa- 
buhng the World of the falfehood of that Report, his 
Father declared all fuch as fhould adhere to the Son, 
Traitors ; and knowing that the Inhabitants of Leyria 
had entertained him, he hafled thither, where Nine of 
the chief, as Rebels, had their Hands and Feet cut off 
and were arterwards burnt* The Prince went away to 
bantarem, and flying thence before his Angry Father, 

pofTeffed 
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poffeffed himfelf of jthe Caftle of Coimbra, of Afsnte* 

Mayor the Old, of Feira, Gaga, and Porto, whither 
came to him his Baftard-Brother Peter, out of Qtjlile . 
Guimaraens was defended againft him, by Mem 
Rodriguez de Vafconcelos.ln the mean while the King laid 
Siege to Coimbra, which obliged -the Prince to quit 
Guimaraens , and return to relieve that City. Here were 
to be teen all the ufual dir© effefts of Civil Wars. The 
Holy Queen Elizabeth ceafed not to pate betwixt the 
Two Armies, mediating for a Reconciliation, which at 1323.' 
laft Ihe compaffed, the King giving to thePrindl, the 
Cities of Porto, and. Coimbra , and the Old Town of 
Monte-ALajor, with fome additional Revenue. Par¬ 
don was given on both fides, and the Prince took an 
Oath to be Obedient to his Father for the future. But 
notwithftanding this reionciliation, the Prince preffed 
his Father to call the Cortes, or Parliament, and yet 
would not beprefent at it, but went from Santarem, 
towards Lisbon, with armed Troops. The King came 
out in thp like manner, commanding him to return, 
vvhichhe refufing, the Trumpets founded, and both , 
Parties Engaged. Yet the Queen rulhing through all 3 * 
dangers came to her Son, and upbraiding him with 
breach of Faith, and Obftinacy, at length the Battle 
was parted, and the Father and Son once more were 
Reconciled. That this agreement might be the more 
lifting, D. Alonfo Sanchez % the Kings Baftard-Son, 
was tent out of the Kingdom, and went to the Town of 
Albuquerque, which he pofteffed in Caftile , by that 
means becoming a Subject to that Crown. 

11. King Denis fortified many Towns and Cities, en- King De- 
compafting them with beautiful Walls, as is to be feen nis his 
at Porto , Braga, Guimaraens , Miranda , and other Pla- Structures, 
ces. He Built from the Ground, above Fifty Caftles, and ether 
and fome Towns, befides tfyofe he new Peopled.

ther did he forget pious Work, and therefore he endow¬ 
ed many Churches. Pope John XXII. granted him the 
Tenths of Church Revenues for 3 Years, to the end he 
fhould keep his Gallies in the Srreights of Gibraltar , co 
hinder the Moors from palling into the Kingdom of Gra¬ 
nada. He was addifted to Learning, efpecially to Poetry, 
and it was he that firfteredied the Univeriity a t Coimbra, 

His Liberality was fuch that it became a Proverb, As 
liberal a: Denis. The Prefents he made to Kings, 

Queens, 
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Queens, and Nobility, when he went to compote A& 
fairs betwixt the King of Cafiile , and Duke Alonfo de 
la Cerda, were ineftimable, and cannot be reckoned. 
After that, a Gentleman of Caftile telling him that none 
but himfelf had fallen fhort of his Bounty, he gave 
him the Silver Table whereon he dined. To reckon jup 
the particular afts of his Generofity were too tedious, 
it may fuffice to fay, this abdve the reft was his peculiar 
Vertue, in which he exceeded moll Princes. He knew 
all the Produfit of his Kingdom, and valued it lo much, 
that ne never defired to be fupplied from abroad, with 
any thing that he could have at home. Of the Gold 
gathered in T*g*G Tie made a rich Crown and Scepter. 
But notwithftanding his prodigious Liberality he never 
opprefled his Subjefts with heavy Taxes. He was of 
a middle Stature, his Hair black, full Faced, not lb 
Beautiful as Majeftick. He died at Santarem, the 7 th, 
of January, 1325 . at the Age of 64. Years , having 
1 5 2 > • Reigned 46. It became a Proverb, That Denis could do 
all he would. His ftately Tomb, built by himfelf is in 
the Monailery of Odive las, of BenediftineNuns, near 
Lisbon, of the Invocation of St. Denis. 

!-Us Wife, 12. Elizabeth, Daughter to King Peter III. of Ara- 
j»td ifuc. go» j' and his Queen Conftance the Daughter of Afatt- 
'fredus King of Naples, and Sicily, was the only 
Wife of King Denis. He being extreamly acidified to 
Women, fhebred up afl the Children he had by them, 
as if they had been her own; by which her patience * 
lhe made him afterwards forbear that Vice, and punilh 
it feverely in others. To be fhort, lhe was a mod holy 
Woman, and an excellent Qneen, and was Canonized in 
the Reign of Phillip IV. of Spain. By her the King 
had, Alonfo his Succeffor, and Conflance , Wife to King 
Eerdinand IV. ot Cajhle. 

His illegitimate Iffue were, by Aldonza Rodriguez, 
Alonfo Sanchez, created Earl of Albuquerque. 

By the Lady Grace, Peter, Earl of Barcelos, the firft 
Title of that kind given by the Kings of Portugal ; a- 
nother Peter, called alfo Earl. 

By other Women, John Alonfo , Ferdinand Sanchez,

i.'TH E Favour that King Denis fhewed to Learn- King A- 
*■ ing raacjfs him refide where he had caufed it to lonfo the 
flourifh. Having therefore refettied the Court at Co- +th. wholly 
imhra , on the Eighth of February , 1290. was Born to addicted to 
him in that City, of his Wife the holy Queen Eli^a- his Plea- 
beth , his Son Alonfo 4 th. of the Name, and the Seventh f ure * 

King of Portugal , who for his forward and fiery fpirit, 1290. 
was called the Fierce. He, who as we have feen, was 
fo eager to Rule whilft his Father lived, after his 
Death caft off all the pre of Government; giving him¬ 
felf wholly up to his Pleafure, and particularly to 
Hunting. Upon his Acceflion to the Crown, inftead of 
fettling the Affairs of the Kingdom, he went away to 
the Forreft of Sintra , where he fpent a whole Month 1325/ 
among the wild Beafts. Returning to Court, and ap¬ 
pearing at the Council-Board, inftead of the Bufinefs 
of that Place, he gave them an Account of his Sport. 
Hereupon, one of the Counfellors took the Boldnefs to 
reprove him with threatning Expreflions,which King 

being offended at, all the Council flood up and faid 
they would choofe another King, if he did not alter his 
Courfe of Life. The King, tho he then went out in 
aPaffion, being grown cool, thought good to curb his 
Inclination. Our Author here extols the Bravery of 
tilde Counfellors. “ I find nothing to admire in the 
“ matter , but the Infolency of wicked and haughty 
“ Subjects, and the want of Refolution in him, he 
“ ftiles a Magnanimous Prince. The King, not fatis- 
fied with having, during his Fathers Life, unjuftly 
Perfecuted his Baftard-Brother, and Expelled him the 
Kingdom, ttill perfifting in his ill grounded Malice to- At 
wards him, laid many rhings to his Charge, and by for- 
mal, tho’ unjuft Procefs, Condemned him to forfeit all n ar f Erfm 
his Poflefiions in Portugal, at once endeavouring to de- 
■ prive 
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prive him of his Fortune and Honour. D. Alonfo 
Sanchez, modeftly fued for Redrefs, but none was to be 
had from a byaffed Judge. He was now powerful, and 
beloved in Caftile, and Leon, and therefore railing a 
good Force, entred the Territory of Braganga, with 
Fire and Sword, whilft others of his Troops did the like 
from Medellin, and Albuquerque, in the Country about 
15 26, Guadiana. This done, he returned to his Town of Al¬ 
buquerque, where he Fortified himfelf, and made prepa¬ 
rations for open War.

Both feemed to mean as they fpoke, and each defigned 
to deceive the other. D. Gonzalo Vaz , Matter of the 
Order of Avis, and Embaflador from Portugal, came 
to D. John , to conclude the Match. The King of Ca¬ 
ftile, fent D. John Orders, to apprehend the Embaflador, 
as coming without his leave with armed Men, and ha¬ 
ving committed Extortion on his way. D. John 'doubt¬ 
ing, the Embaflador advifed him to conclude their Af¬ 
fair and he would go deliver up himfelf to the King at 
Burgos .

4. The Embaflador went immediately away to Bur - 
eo.r, afliprelenting himfelf before the Kifig, was fatis- 
fied with feigned excufes. Ac this time came one Mat 
tinCatina , craving leave of the King, to Combat with A fmgU 
Gonzalo Rodriguez Ribeiro , one who followed! the Euv Comtes, 

bailador, and had killed his Brother. The King would 

have 
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have made them Friends, butJE/fcir* opposing it, they 
were aDowed to enter the Lifts according to the Cuftome 
of thofe Days •, where Catina had his Hea 3 clove afun- 
der by his Adverfary. Many other notable Afts were 
performed by this Ribeiro , and Two of his Companions, 
in a folemn Tilting, wherein they gained much Repu¬ 
tation to the Portuguefe Nation. But the King of Ca- 
ftil *’* ceafed not all this while, underhand, to endea¬ 
vour to break off the Match , writing to the King 
of Portugal by way of Advice, That he fhould ribt be 
The King too hafty herein; tor that D. John was rich, and would 
of Caftile increafe the Portion if he was backward. At the lame 
e bfinest $ time, he blamed D. John for offering fo much, and laft- 

the Marti- ly, with his own Hand he wrote a Letter to the Lady 
* gg ,°L the Conftance, afluring her of his finctere Affeftion to her, 
Laay Con- an d declaring he had been ill advifed in marrying the 
* «ice s p r ince(s of Portugal\ but that by Reafon of Confongui- 
nity, that Marriage was void, and he would not fail to 
be always hers. The Lady fent the Letter to her Fa¬ 
ther, who diftated an Anfwer, to this effeft. That he 
had much wronged her Innocence, having by falfe in- 
finuations gained her Love. That his ill Inclinations, 
did appear by his unjuft proceedings towards Queen 
Alary, his prefent Wife. That (he had fo often found 
him falfe, that fhe could now find no Reafon to give 
any Credit to his Words; and that fhe gave Thanks to 
Almighty God, who had delivered her from being his 
Wife, that fhe might not fuffer as the Queen did, by 
his inordinate Affeftion, to the Lady Elenor Nunez, 
de Guzman, who had entertained other Lovers before 
him. 

5. It was agreed betwixt the King of Portugal , and 
D. John Emanuel , that the Lady Con fiance fhould be 
brought into Portugal , in June , and the Bride and Bride¬ 
groom were contracted by Proxy. Embafladors were 
fent to Valladolid, where the King of Cafiile was to be 
acquainted with the Conclufion of the Match. He, tho 
much Difpleafed, exprefled great Satisfaction * fent 
Prelents to the Embafladors, and ordered publick De- 
monftrations of Joy to be made. The Portuguefe fent 
Martin Lopez , Machado , his Embaffador, to return 
thanks for thofe Courtefies; But (till the Caflilian re- 
folved to hinder the Bride’s Journey into Portugal, and 
to that purpofe guarded the Roads, always pretending 

other 
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other Reafons for fo doing. * The King of Portugal, to 
remove thisObftacle, fent another Embaffador, who 
being kiDed about Play at Valladolid, his Tutor, for he 
was a Young Man, continued his Journey to the Court 
of Caftile , where, he delivered to thatKi»g*his Matter's 
Letter, containing how evidently he was convinced of 
his ill Intentions, and made great Threats, in cafe ha 
perfifted to obftruft the Lady Conftance s Journey mtff 
Portugal, The Caflilian {hewed that Letter to the Lady 
Minor his Miftrefi, who, with that Liberty that is Na¬ 
tural to fuch Women, fpared hot to blame his unjuft 
Proceedings in that Particular; yet he forbore not to 
flop the Princefs, tho' he excufed himfelf to the Portu¬ 
guefe. Our King, already difgufted at this ill Ufage, 
was yet farther provoked, for his Admiral, Stephen Vaz 
de Barbuda , purfuing certain Pirates with five Ships, and 
three Galleys, was driven by ftreli of Weather to Cadi- t, 
where, inftead of a kind Reception, his Veffels were ta¬ 
ken by the Fleet of Caftile , under the Command ot Peter 
Ponce de Marchena. ,Our King gave Advice hereof to 
D. John Emanuel, and he making fuit to his King, that 
he would fuffer his Daughter to depart, received no An- 
fwer, whereupon he openly declared againft his Sove- 
raign. The Portuguefe demanded of the Governors ot 
the Cautionary Towns, for Performance of Articles,that 
they fhould deliver them up to him, fince the fault lay 
on the fide of Caftile. They confulting fogether, fent 
one of their number to the King, to reprefent to him 
how unjuftly he dealt with the Portuguefe. He an- 
Iwered, That if they delivered theTowns, they would 
incur an infamous breach of Fealty, and that he would 
not depart from the Siege he had laid to D- John Nunnez. 
de Lards Garrifon, till he had his Head. Yet coniider- 
ing the Difficulty of that Defigni he intimated he would 
defift, if the Kingof Portugal fhould requert it ot him. 
Queen Mary advertifed her Father hereof, and he im¬ 
mediately wrote to the Caftilian, defiring Jiirn to rails 
the Siege, and promifing to make D. John Nunnez, lub- 
mit himfelf as loon as the Prir.cels was lent into Por¬ 
tugal. The Queen her felt’ carried the Letter to the 
King, and he anfwered angrily, that lie would rails die 
Siege for no Man. Which made her return diiconfolats 
to Bwgos. But tho' tome of the Nobles contrived that 
D. John might elcape, yet the King was to watchful, 
they were diiappointed, -■ The 
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War If 6 i The King of Portugal, impatient of longer Difap- 
tmixt Ci- pointments, fent a Challenge to him of Caftile, ground* 
ftile and ed upon theft Reafons: That he treated iU the,Queen 
Portugal, his Wife, that he gave out, he would be .divorced from 
her, and Mar# the Lady EUewrr de Gutman , that he 
deiigned to declare Peter her Son his Heir, and that he 
Mndred the Princefs Couftautfe from going into Portugal, 
While his Embaflador executed his CommitTion, he 
made all manner of Warlike Preparations both By Sea 
and Land. He laid Siege to Badajos, and at the fame 
time his Parties ravaged all the Country about Arama, 
Aroncha, and Cortegana. The Siege being tedious, the 
King left fufficient Forces to continue it, and he with 
the reft of the‘Army over-ran a great part of Anda¬ 
lusia as far as Sevil, which done, he returned to the 
Siege. His*Brother, Count Peter , did the like in Ga¬ 
licia, the Archbiihop, and other Commanders in vain 
endeavouring to oppoft him. Numerous Forces were 
railing in Caftile to relieve Badajos , when the King, 
confidering the difficulty of. the Enterprize, and that 
Peter Alonfo, one of his Officers, had been defeated, 
railed the Siege, and returned diffatisfied to Ptrtugal. 
But whilft he prepared to return thither ftronger than 
before, the Queen, without his knowledge, went away 
to Badajos, where the King of Caftile , her Son-in-law, 
then was, thinking her Prayers might prevail wich him 
to defift fromWar, and comply with her Husband. The 
King received her with Refpeft, but demanded fuch 
Conditions as he knew could not be granted. .Scarce 
was fhe gone from B'ptddjo& J when th eCa/lilian followed 
as far as Elvas, ravaging all the Country. Two da$s 
he fpent Plundering that Territory, and then laid Siege 
to Aronchez ., but undemanding that the Port aguefe Par¬ 
ties infefted the Neighbourhood of Xerez, BadajoZyfiur- 
giiUlos , and Alconcheiy he removed to meet them. Not 
meeting with them, he befieged Ohvencay and being ta¬ 
ken with an Ague, was forced to depart, and return to 
•Sevily leaving his Forces to do all the harm they could. 
Some Troops, under the Command of the Brothers, 
Ferdinand , and John Roiz de Caftro , pillaged all the 
Country betwixt the Rivers Duero and Minho, tilrbe- 
ing met by. the Archbiihop of Braga with 1400 Portu- 
gnefesy D. John de Caftro was killed, with 300 of his 
Men, and a great Booty recovered. At Sea ; 20 Galleys, 

carrying 
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carrying 2000 Men, put into Lepte in Andaluzsa 7 where 
they landed, Plundering the Country, and being met 
by D. Nunno Portocamroy there enfued a hor Fight be¬ 
tween them, in which 26 Portuguefes and 80 Cajlilians 
were killed. Camello y the Portuguese General,was taken; 
and by the Portuguejes, two Caftilian Commanders, for 
whom he was exchanged. The Cafiitians let out 40 
Sail to Revenge this Affront, but a Storm dijperled and 
wrecked both Fleets. Another Portuguefe Squadron, 
commanded by Afijjer Emanuel PijJ'ano, a Genoefe 7 had 
fpoiled the Coaft of Galicia , and was now again lent 
againft the Spanish Fleet, that did no lels harm in the 
Kingdom of Algarve. They met about Cape S. Vincent , 
and fought with extraordinary Refolution, till the Por - 
tuguefe Admiral, and many more, were taken, and the 
Caftilian returned Victorious to Sevil. At the lame time, 
Ferdinand Arraez lying in Ambufh, took 70 Portu- 
guefesy and killed 180. 

7. Our King, leaving an Army to Befiege Sahaten-a, King A- 
pierced as far as OrenJe y deftroying all before him, whiift lonfo en- 
Peter Fernandez de Cajlro , who commanded on thole ters Ca- 
Frontiers for the King of Caftile, refufed to oppole him, 
on pretence of the Favours he had received from him an Arm F 
and his Father. The CdJliliany always ready to take 
Revenge, with 10000 Horfe, and a number cf Foot 
broke into Algarvey and having in vain befieged Cajlro 
Mariny laid wafte without Mercy all the Country along 
that Coaft. Pope BcnediEl XII. fent Bernard , Bifliop 1537. 
of Rhodesy his Nuncio, to endeavour to bring thefe two 
Kings to lome Accommodation. Philip the Fourth, 

King of France fent the Archbiihop of Rheims upon 
the lame Errand. The Caftilian turned them over to 
Portugal, and the Port aguefe to Caftile . Both were de- 
firous of Peace, but neither would ask it. The Portu- 
guefe carried himfelf higheft with the Nuncio. At length 
a Truce was concluded for a fear. After much Debate, ATnsi for 
the Pope was chofen Arbitrator betwixt them, but the a Tt4r 
Caftilian fearing the Revolt of his Nobles, and an Inva- 
fion from Africa required of the Portugueje to fend his 
Embafladors to him, and the*y would agree, without 
going fo far as Rome ,or Avignon. Hereupon three Embaf 1540. 
fidors were fent from Portugal ' who meeting with the 
Cornmifftoners of Caftile , concluded a Peace upon thefe 
Conditions* That all Places taken fihee the War, and 

Q, Prisoners 
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Pi ifoners on both fides, fhould be reftored; That neither, 
without confent of the other, fhould make Peace with 
the Moorijh King Boutrin % That the Pnncefs Conftance 
fhould be permitted to go into Portugal-, 1 hat the I rin- 
cefs Blanch , being unfit for Wedlock, fhould return in¬ 
to Cafti/e ; That all former Articles fhould continue m 
force; That the King of Cafitle fhould rettore aU due 
State to his Queen, and put away the Lady Ellenor 
Nunnez. The Caftilian performed all, P ° mt3 ’ , exc % 
putting away the Lady Ellenor , yet he behaved himfeif 

better towards the Queen. , r 

Alonfo in '8. Aliboacem , King of Morocco, being about to pafs 
Ptrfm aids i nto Spain, as being fent for by the Moorfth King of Gra- 
the Cafhli- m da, the Caftilian fent his Queen to ask Succours of her 
an inft p a ther the King of Portugal, who immediately-marched 
the Moors r i.:,u er ; n p e rfon with a better ditciphned than numerous 
Armv. The King otCaftile having notice hereof, vifited 
him at Jummenna in Portugal. Our King was received 
at Sevll by the Clergy, finging BeneMtu qu, vemt ,n 
nomine Domini. Here a Council of War was held, to 
coniiilc whecher it were fit to hght the Moors, who be¬ 
tted Tar if a find were an innutnerabe Multitude,or no. 
While fome were of Opinion to yield Tar if a to them, 
our King s Opinion prevailed, that the 1 lace fhould be 
relieved: All the Mountains and Plains about Tory 
were covered with multitudes of Infidels, yet the King 
of Caftile was overjoyed to underftand they had refolved 
to <’ive the Mahometan Battle. Both the Chriltian Kings 
advanced, and palled the River Guadalete Being there 
jovned by fome Troops that were not before come up, 
on Sunday,the 27 th. of Ottober,they marched to l ennak 
Cuervo, where they firft difeovered the Barbarians, cover¬ 
ing all theLandas far as they could fee- It was agreed the 
Caftilian fhould attack the King ot Morocco, who lay 
sloiv j the Shoar, and the Ponugucfe him ot 
rhat'was at the Foot of the Mountain. On Monday , 
the 18 th. at break of Day the Army heard Mats, many 
received the Sacrament, and the Archbifhop of Tolea 
exhorted them to expole their Lives in Defence of th 
Faith. Being come before their Enemies, both Km A 
made fhort Speeches to their Men. This done, the Ar¬ 
mies engaged with fuch terrible fiiouts, that the Moun- 
r-ins Kerned to fhake. Nor was the nolle of clattering 
ot A- nis lets hideous. VaR numoers of Dead-wcre toon 
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trod under foot, and the wounded, in that Confn lion, 
were fcarce fcnfible of their hur t& Our King, rufliing t j h tvo 
into the midftof the Enemies, made fuch havock, that chrijlir.n 
the Moors foon turned their backs, and bed to Algebra, Kings over. 
the Portuguefes making a greater daughter in the Pur* the 
fuit, than they had done in the Fighr. The King of inf dels. 
Ca/lilty with no lefs Bravery, thrufl himfeif: into the 
njidfl of his Enemies, till Hopp'd in his rafh Carreer 
by the Archbifhop of Toledo. Yet fo did he prefs Aii- 
kdcemy that despairing of Succeft, he fLd to Algebra, 
and not thinking himfeif fafe there, palled the Str eights 
over into Africk. Both the Chriftian Princes followed 
theChace as far as the Rivers Brit abate ILu and Gnada- 
micil , which they dyed with the Blood of Infidels. 

9. Queen Fatima, with many other Moorijh Ladies, 
were killed by the Soldiers in their Tents. Some Princes 
alfo died, and two were taken. The quantity and va¬ 
lue of the Booty is not to be exprefled, for they came f 
to divide Spain among them, and brought over above Tne number 
100000 Families, belides their innumerable Army, ail °t! h , e ln \ 
which was fo great, that they fpent five Months in pai- P ac s - a7i , 
fing the Streights , fixty Galleys being continually em- f 
ploy'd in Tranfporting them, and twelve Galleys were 
fifteen days in carrying back the Remnants of this Over¬ 
throw. 450000 Infidels are faid to have died in this 
Battle. Of the Chriflians fo few were milling, that it 
will be fcarce credited, if the Number were reported. 

The Viflorious Kings enrtred Sevil in Triumph, the 
chiefeft of the Captives dragging the Colours that were 
taken. Many Carts followed laden with Spoil, and then 
a multitude of Moorijh Horles with all their Accoutre¬ 
ments. Several Colours and Horfes were fent for a Pre- 
Tent to Pope Benedict:. The feventh day afrtr the Vi¬ 
ctory, the PortNgncJe being obliged to return home, the ‘

This lad Spectacle moved the King, 
and he turned back to deparr. But thofe who had 
perfwaded him to this Aftion, the chief whereof were 
Alvaro Goncalez, James Lopez Pacheco, and Peter Coello, 
blamed the King s Remifsnefs, and fo earneidy prefled 
him to give them leave to execute what they came abou t, 
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that he condefcended, and they immediately, with more 
than barbarous Inhumanity, (truck off her Head. 

,u. The Prince returning from Hunting, for tome The Prince 
time was almoft diftrafted with Rage. Being come to begins bu 
himfelf, he began to execute his Revenge,deftroying all Revenge, 
the Country betwixt Duero and Mimoo, where thole 
Cruel Executioners had their Eftates, with Fire and 
Sword. The City Porto he fpared, for the lake of the 
Archbilhop, who had given him notice of the Defign. 

Thus King Alonfo‘s Diiobedience towards his Father, 
was now with more Reaton punilhed by his own Son, 

The Prince marched to the Town of Canavefes, where 
the Queen his Mother, and the Archbifliop met, and 
reduced him to fubmit to his Father, and disband his 
Followers, conditioning that both Parties mould Par¬ 
don all Offences, and that in all Places where the Prince 
was, all Afts of Juftice (hould be performed in his 
Name.

p * m t' y covered the Love he ftill entertained for the Lady Agnes, 
*? e 0 L *“j by performing her Funeral Obfequies. Being in the 
Tallro 06 Town of Cantannede, in the Prefence of feveral Perfons 
44 of Note, hefolemnly Swore, That he had taken to Wife 
the Lady Agnes de Caflro, at Brogan fa. Six Years before 
that time. Then he caufed the Witnefles of the Marri¬ 
age, which were Giles Bilhop of Guay da, and Stephen 
Lobato Mafter of the Robes, to be Examined. This 
done, the Bifhops of Lisbon ,, Porto , and Vifeo , the Prior 
of Santta Cruz,, and other Perfons of Note, meeting to¬ 
gether publifhed the faid Marriage, and the Caufes why 
it was concealed; as alfo, the Difpenfationgranted by 
Pope John the 22th, in regard that they were within the 
forbidden Degrees of Confanguinity. An authentkk Tn- 
ftrument to this purpofe being formed, feverai Copies 
were difperfed, and the Original is ftill prefcrvedamong 
the Records at Lisbon . Not content herewith, he cau¬ 
fed two Tombs of the whiteft Marble, and moft exqui- 
fite Workmanfhip, to be ere&ed; One of* them for 
himfelf, and the other for the Lady 4 gnes, whofe 
Image flood on the Top, with a Crown on her Head, 
that fhe might appear like a Queen after her Death. 
Thefe Tombs were placed in the famous Church of AL~ 
cobafo. Then entring the Church of S. Clare at Coint- 
bra,, he caufed the Body to be taken up, and being 
Crowned, and Cloathed in Royal Robes, placed it on a 
Chair, where his Subjefts ki fifed thofe Bones that were’ 
once beautiful Hands, as being the remains of their law¬ 
ful Qyeen. After this Ceremony, being put into a 
Herfe, the Corps was condufted to Alcobapa, to be pla¬ 
ced in that rich Urn, with the nobleft Attendance, and 
greateft Grandeur, that has been feen; vaft numbers of 
Noblemen, and Gentlemen, in long Mourning Cloaks, 
and Ladiesin White Mourning Vailes, attended the Fu¬ 
neral. From Coimbra to Alcoba$a, it is 17 Leagues, and 
yet all that Diftance was filled with many Thoufands of 
Men, in two Rows, making a continued Lane, with 
lighted Flambeaus in their Hands. 

4. The Unfortunate King Peter of Cafiile ,being drove 
out of hjs Kingdom by his Baftard-Brother Henry, af- 
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filled by the French and flying from Sevit, afterloofing ^ f \- 
aU the Treafure he\iadamaffed, arrived at tbeTownof / 
Cornche in Port*g*l, with his two Daughters, Go*Jht»ce ^ 
and Elizabeth, and thence fent Jt> Advertife our King, faiUiw 
then at Coimbra, of his Arrival: That Kings Daughter 5 u bj e R s% is 
Beatrix , was Travelling another way, to be Married to re f u f e d 
the Portugnefe Prince, her Father not having any tore- protection 
thought of what hapned to him. This Accident much /» Portu- 
furpnzed the Portuguefe ; fome were for prelecting a gal. 
rightful King, their Neighbour and Confederate; others 
were for more fife than honourable Courts, notto em¬ 
broil thetnfelves in the Quarrels of pthers.This Ad¬ 
vice was followed, and our King made the belt Excuie 
lie could, for not entertaining that Unhappy Prince. He 
failing of this Refuge* Withdrew to Albuquerque \ but 
neither was he to be admitted there.He lent to ask a Pats 
of our King, to Travel through his Dominions into Ga¬ 
licia, and the Earl of Barcelos, and Alvaro Perez de Ca- 
firo, were fent to Conduft him: But they not only tor- 
fook him by the way, but ft ole froiirt him Elemr , the 
Daughter of Ms Baftard-Brother Henry, whom he car¬ 
ried with him. From Galicia he paffed over into Eng* 
land, where he lb grievoufly Complained to the Prince of 
Wales againft the King of Portugal, that he was forced 
to fend Embaffadors to Vindicate nimfelf. In the meai} 
while, the New King, or rather Ufurper, Henry, Solici¬ 
ted the Friend (hip of Portugal ; and Embaffadors meet- 
ting to that EffeSl, betwixt Badfioz and Eh as, a Treaty 
was Concluded ; And it was Stipulated, That the Cafti- 
Han fhould lolicite art Accommodation betwixt Aragon 
and Portugal’, and alfo, That the AragonianihooM (of¬ 
fer the Portuguefe Princris AHry, Widow of Prince 
Ferdinand , to return to her Country, if flie thought 
good. 

5. About the end of Ottcber, almoft Three Months prods 
before the Death of our King, was feen a prodigious Al- P )l lfl 
teration, or rather Confufion in the heavenly Lurhim- Sky* 
ries. On the 27 th. Day at Midnight,’ all the Stars in a 
Body began to run from Eaft to YVeft ; then fuddenly 
difperfing, they wandred through feveraj parts of the 
Sphere; next, falling nearer to the Region of the Air, 
the neameft made th'e'rq appear like vaft Globes of Fire; 
fo that the whole Heaven feemed to be in a Flame, and 
the Earth threatned to be reduced to Aflies, The Sky 
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in many places feemed to gape, the Stars being removed 
This Spe&acle tailing a confiderable time, Men flood 
amazed, expedling the Diffolution of the Univerfe. 
Pe ‘ Three Months after this Prodigy, our King died. It 
Death nQC ^ to give fome Inftances of his Judies 

juft ice and Magnificence. He was not, as (brae have called 
Mag- him. Cruel; but a zealous lover of Juftice, punifhing 
■m. Crimes with the utmoft Severity, and rewarding Vertu? 
with Liberality. The Punifliments he infilled, tho' in 
appearance terrible, were neceflary, and well applyed. 
A Young Man having (truck his (bppofed Father, and 
the King hearing thereof, called the Mother, and pr^ffd 
her to tell him who was the Youth's Father; for it was 
impoilible it (hould be her Husband. She confefled, in 
fome time, a Fryar had got him. Thereupon the King 
went in Perfon to the Moaaftery, and putting the Fryar 
into a Cafe of Cork, (awed him in two. One of his 
Favourites lived in Adultery with a Judges Wife, % 
v/hich the King caulfed his Privities to be cijt off. A 
Prieft being lu(penfied for killing a Man, he paufed him 
to be put to Death by a Mafon; laying, That the Eccle- 
fiaftical judges condemned a Prieft, for killing a Man, 
to be lu(pended from his Office; but he, in his Tribu¬ 
nal, would fufpend the MafoQ from Working, for kil¬ 
ling the Prieft. The Bifhop of Porto he fcourged, for 
having to do with a Citizen s Wife. ye cauicd a Gentle¬ 
man to be beheaded, for (laving a Country-mans Gaslf, 
that was full. 4 Clerk of the Treafury was hanged, for 
receiving a final! Bribe. Hearing a Woman upbraid 
another with being forced, he asked the cauie; and b$- 
ing told, ha* Husband raviffied her before they were 
marryed, he cauftd him to be hanged. Knowing that a 
Merchant’s Wife cuckolded him, one day, when the 
Merchant was at fome Publick Feaft, he fur prized his 
Wife, with her Gallant, and burnt them, and then 
congratulated the Merchant, that he was revenged. A 
Bawd having procured a Young VVoman for the Admi¬ 
ral, Lancelots Pcffana, the Bawd was burnt, and the 
Admiral hardly obtained Pardon, after feveral Years 
abfence. A Country man complaining, that a Gentle¬ 
man, to whom he had lent certain Silver Cups, would 
not reftore them ; the King kept him in hand a Year, 
and then cauled the Gentle nan to pay him Nine timss 
the value, which was then the Penalty of Thieves; aryl 
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farther told him, he fhould be always anfwerable for the 
Country-mans Life.' A Purfivant complaining, that in 
the Execution of his Office, a Gentleman had (truck 
him, and tom his Beard, the Gentleman was immedi¬ 
ately beheaded. " ' " '’ t 

6. The Laws he inftituted, were religioufly obferved. Laws efta 
One of them condemned Judges, who received Bribes, b lifted by 
to Death* To avoid delays in Suits , he eftabliffied, him, 
there fhould be no CounfeUors,Sollici tors* nor Attorneys. 

He went about the Kingdom in Perfon, to adminifter 
Juftice impartially to all Men. Tho" fo much fubdued 
himfelf by the Love of the Lady Agnes de Cafiro , he 
fuffered no Crime of Incontinency to pafs unpunilhed. 

Several new Pieces were coined by him, on the one fide 
wherfeof, was his Effigies fitting in a Chair, holding s 
naked Sword; on the reverfe, the Royal Arras, with 
thefe Infcriptions, Peter, King of Portugal and Algarve. 

God affifi me, and make me Vittorions over my Encmves. 

He was fo Bountiful, that, like the Emperor Tit its, he 
thought himfelf nor a King the day he gave nothing: 

To this purpofe, he kept always much Plate. He was 
much addifted to Muhck, and ufed to go abroad at 
Nights, and dance to the found of Trumpets. Notwith- 
ftanding his great Liberality, he left a confiderable Trea¬ 
tise to his Succeffor, which he gathered without the 
lead diffatisfadlion to his Subjefts. In fine, fuch was 
his Life, that his Death was generally lamented; and it 
was in all mens Mouths, That fnchTen Tears Government 
never were , nor * would again be feeh in this Kingdom . 

Others faid, That either he jhonld never have been born,

Beatrix , Wife to D-Sancho, Earl of 
Aih/ifuerque, Baftard Son to King Alonfo XI. of Caftile, 
King Peter had one Baftard Sod, called John , Matter 
of the Military Order of Avis ; .who, after the Death 
of King Ferdinand , ufurped the Crown.

The Firjl Part of the Life dni Reign of Fer¬ 
dinand the firSt of the Name , and ninth 
Kjng of Portugal, from the Tear 1340. till 

King Per- 1 . YfErdinand was the Second Son of King Veter, and 
dinand hie JT his Wife Conftance. He was Born in the City 
Birth. Coimbra , and fucceeded his Father at 27 Years of Age. 

1340. The Peace and Treafures King Ferdinand inherited, were 
not at aD lading; for he engaged himfelf in a War 
He engages againft Caftile , pretending a Right to that Crown, after 
]n a War tne Death of King Peter , as Great Grandfon to King 
sgamft Sancho, Henry, the prefent Pofleffor, being a Baftard 

Caftile. and Regicide. Many Perfons of Note, who fled out of 

Cajlile, encouraged him in this Enterprize, and many 
Towns not admitting Henry, offered themfelves to Fer¬ 
dinand, He beftowed vaft Poffeflions on feveral of the 
Caftilians that came over to him, as particularly to Fer¬ 
dinand, Earl of Caftro Xeres^ and Brother-in-law to 
King Henry, he gave Fifteen Towns, to D. Alvaro Perez 
de Caftro , his Brother, Eight Towns, the Earldom of 

Arrcyolos, 
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Jrroyotof and the Office of Conftable; to Ferdinand 
Alonfo de Zamora, Nineteen Town*, and to to many 
others, too long to recount, betides Gifts in Money and 
lewels, which exhaufted the Treafures left by his three 
Predeceffors. Many Cities and Towns alfo of Caftile 
declared for our King, where he immediately coined 
Money, bearing the Arms and Tides of both Kingdoms. 

Our King, in outward appearance, pretended more Zeal 
to Revenge the Murder of King Peter, than Ambition 
to ioyn that Kingdom to his own. To inculcate this 
Opinion, he fent Embaffadors to the Pope, the King of 
England, and other Princes, laying before them the hei- 
noufnets of the Crime, as committed by a Brother a- 
gainft his Brother, and by a Subjeft againft his Sove- 

rai | n ’whilft the Embaffadors were on their way, the Enters Me 
King concluded a League with the Moorijh King of Gra- League 
nada for Fifty Years, during which time they were to mtb the 
aflift one another, and neither was to pretend any Right Moonlh 
to whatfoever Places of Caftile weretaken by the other; 
nor was either of them, if aflifted with any Troops by Canada, 
his Confederate, to allow them any Pay. For farther 
Security, King Ferdinand asked of King Peter, the A- 
ragonian, his Daughter EUenor in Marriage, and Em¬ 
baffadors were fent on both fides to agree the Articles, 
tho‘ that Ladv was before betrothed to John, theEIdeft 
Son of Kmg Henrj. The Princels was marryed by Proxy 
to our King at Lisbon, the Aragonian Erabaflador repre- 
fenting her Perfon. The Articles of Marriage were, 

That fhe fhould bring 100000 Florins Portion; That her 
Father Ihould make War on Caftile two Years; That the 
Husband Ihould give three Months Pay to 3000 Hoi fe 
in his Father-in-law's Service. Some Places in Caftile 
were alfo allotted to the Aragonian, for every Man gives 
freely of what he has not. Soon after, the Bridegroom 
that was to have been, but never was, (ent a Rich Pre¬ 
fent to Barcelona for the Bride, without expetting the 
Payment of the iooooo Florins. He alio lent Eighteen 
hundred weight of Gold to be coined, to defray Charges 
there. To Convoy the Bride, feven beautiful Galleys 
were fitted out, whereof that which was to carry her, 
had her Sails of Silk, wrought with Gold, and all that 
was above Water was gilt. The Rowers were doathed 
in the King's Livery, and many gallant Gentlemen went 

as 
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as VoIunteers.Among other things of value there was car¬ 
ried a Crown of ineftimable price for the Bride. D. John 
Alonfo Tello , Earl of Barcelos , attended by the Bifhops of 
Evora and Stives, and the Abbot of Alcoba$a went Etn- 
baffadors, and performed the Ceremony of marrying the 
Princefs in his Matters Name. But her Father put off 
the delivering of her till the Pope s Difpenfation was ob¬ 
tained, and times altering, all came to nothing. 

3. King Ferdinand began the Wars in Galicia with a 
fmall Power \ Coruna , and other Places, voluntarily 
fubmitted to him. Monterrey was taken by Force, af¬ 
ter it had made a vigorous Defence. But underftand- 
ing that King Henry drew near with numerous Forces, 
Ferdinand went away by Sea, to Porto , leaving D. Nun- 
no Freyre , Matter of the Military Order of Chritt, with 
400 Horfe in 'Coruna, Alonfo Gomez, de Lira at Tuy, and 
T ^ others in other Places. Henry to bring our King to 
Henry of ^ eace > them and entered Portugal , burning all the 
Caffile/»- Country as far as Braga , where Lofe Gomez, de Lira 
^^Por. made a vigorous Defence, but was forced to abandon 
tugal. the Place, after loofing 48 Men, becaufe he was not re- 
leived, and the Town was not Walled nor Garifoned ; 
having Articled to Surrender, if not releived by a cer¬ 
tain time. Henry finding the Place was not Tenable* 
Burnt it, and removed to Guemaraens^ which being bet¬ 
ter Fortified held out againft him: Seing he prevailed 
little by Force, he thought to take it by Stratagem, and 
to that purpofe James Gonzalez de Caftro , got into the 
Place difguiled like a Country-Man, but being difcover- 
ed was put to Death, and his Body expoled to the Dogs. 
Now it was that Count Ferdinand de Caftro , Brother-in- 
Law to King Henry carried about by him as a Prifoner, 
made his Efcape into the Town with his Keeper Rami¬ 
ro Nunez , ana both went into the Portuguefe s Service. 
King Ferdinand , who was then at Coimbra with a nume¬ 
rous Army, with all fpeed made towards the Caftilian , 
fending before a Herauld to Challenge him, but he drew 
off by the way of Braganga^ Vinaes y and Oxteyro, which 
Places he took. Miranda was Surprized by certain Ca - 
ft iIlians y who in Carriers Habit were admitted in. Ceda - 
vin after a vigorous refittance was Betrayed by Jdjco 
Eftevezy but his Trealbn tho J not dilcovered in time to 
prevent the Lots of the Place, was fo Icon found that he 
was Hanged for it Henry having cured Bragar,$a, 

hatted 
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lifted to Ca/tile, for that the King of Granada was now 
ablins with a great Power in Andaluzta. . 

j Ferdinand having miffed of his Enemy, divided Fits several 
Artnv under feveral Commanders, Garriioning ail PM- Military 
ces he was fufpidous of. He had recovered moft of what ExpeJ.si. 
was loft, but the People not fatished with his Proceed- cm. 
inas, complained he only knew the way betwixt Lisbon, 
and Santarem, becaufe he often went from the one Place 
to the other, whence it became a Proverb, That use Fed 
1 'ocsand comes betwixt Lisbon, and Santarem; when they 
would exprefs a Man often does the lame thing to no 
purpofe. Giles Fernandez, with 60 Horfe, and 400boor, 
made an Incurfion towards Medellin , where he took to 
great a Booty, that fearing to loofe it if pur ued, hecau¬ 
sed his Uncle Martin Tannez, to feign himfeiftobe 
Prince John, and as fuch to difeharge Feveral Prifoners, 
who reporting his being there vyith a greater Force than 
really was,deterred the Enemy from following him. 
zalo Mendez being General, took this Giles Lernauaez 
with him to make an Inroad ro ffadajoz.

5. As the Laft Year ended in Fire, lo this began wit a ft ? / 
ftorms of Rain' and Wind, which were fo Violent, that 
the Gate of the Cathedral, tho faftned with Iron Lcvz.^s 
snd Belts, was carried into the middle ot the Church ; 
the Ships in the Harbour being drove from their Anc.icrs 
wet e dallied into pieces; but the Galliestlcapeo beuet oy 
lying in the Mouth of the River Gnaaa/qutirr. i he 
dre.it Rains, and alfo the Moors who intellcd Jus I ron- 
riers. obliged King Henry to quit die Siege of Cmdn.d 
Ktcbko. 1 he Queen his Wife 111 Perfon had dittrelled 
Aloof, Lopez de Tejada, in Carmona , fo that he agreed to

Queen threatned to execute his Sons; he bid her do fo, 
for he was able to get others; and fo he peefifting ObftF 
nate, they were beheaded ; all Men calling that Barba¬ 
rity, which he thought would be accounted Magnanimi¬ 
ty ; but it could not be fuch, being a breach of Promife. 
Thirty two Portugalfe Galleys had been a Year upon the 
Coaft, under the Cofitnland of the Admiral Lancelot Peft 
Cano, , a Genoefi. The Caftilians , when this Fleet appear¬ 
ed before Barrameda , fcoffed at our Men,for that having 
refufed Aid to King Peter , whilft living, they now pre- 
The Portu- ten ded to Defend him after he was Dead. But they in 
guefc Revenge, deftroyed the Ifland of Cadi*, and the Shores

™ a / es . f Difeafes almoft confumed them. The Fleet of Cajhle 
eta * ° coming out of Sevil, took a Portuguefe Ship that had 
Money and Pfovifions on Board, and then fhut up our 
Admiral Pejfano in the River, to oblige him to Fight in 
that narrow Place. He fitted out Two Firelhips which 
difperfed the Enemy, Imd in that time he eieaped, ha¬

6 . Carmona ftiH held out, but fearing the Power c# 
1 1 7 1 - King Henry, lent a Gentlemen to our King Ferdinand tot 
Succour, according to his promife. This being refufed, 
the Town was obliged to Surrender, # There was in it a 
confiderable Trcafure of King Peter s, and Two pf his 
Baftard-Sons who were caft into Prifon. Pope Gregory 
the i ith. fent Two Nuncio s to Mediate a Peace betwixt 
• the Two Kings, which was concluded at Alcomn in Af : 
Peace con - garve, upon thefe Conditions, That they Ihould be obn- 
cluded at ged to ailift one another; That the Portuguese mould 
the in - be a Friend to Charles King of France, that he mould 
fiance of take to Wife Elienor, Henry s Daughter; That he lhould 
tht pope, have with her Cuidad Rodrigo, Valencia de Alcantara , 
Monte-Mayor, Alban*, and a Summ of Moneys That 
a general Pardon fhould be granted on both Tides. Thus 
our King broke his Word with him of Aragon, who m 
revenge kept all the Treaiure that had been lent to nis 
Daughter. King Ferdinand finding his Treafures exha- 
fted* called in the Old Money, and enhanced the Value 
of the New, which did great Harm, and much more 
when he endeavoured afterwards to redine that Error. 
The Five Months allowed for the Princefs Ellenor. to 
come out of Cult He were now expiring, when the King 
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falling in Love with the Lady Eilemr 'Tellez, de Mettefes, 
fotgot his Bride. This Lady Ellenor Tellez was Wife to 
John Itorenpo de Cunha Lord of Pombeyro. He fell in 
Love with her at his Sifter s, the Princefs Beatrix, where 
he was always fo afliduous, as gave occafion to fufpefii 
him guilty of a more than Brotherly Affe&ion. This 
LadyEeing about to return into the Country, whence fhs 
came, the King ordered her Sifter who attended the 
Princefs, to ftay her in Town, for he would marry no 
otter Woman. The Sifter objected, chat he was enga* 
ged to the Princefs of Caftile, and her Sifter Married. 

The Firft, he replyed, might be eafily put by ; and as 
for the latter, he (aid, fhe being Married to a Kinfmaa 
without Difpenfation, the Marriage was void. Alt which 
gave the Lady Ellenor to underttand the King's Affection 
was not at aB Nice. 

7. Scarce had lhe confented when her Marriage being the Lady 
tailed in queftion, and the Husband not oppofing it, EPenor 
Judgment was eafily obtained for the K. Hereupon her beiv S di ~ 
Husband went away to Caftile and there publickiy wore n ft rCfid r 
a pair of Golden Homs. In fine, Ferdinand Married the 
Lady Ellenor . The whole Kingdom was aitonifhed at 
this Adion, but Lisbon (hewed ic felfaijove all other 
Places. Here a Taylor, called Ferdinand Vafiptez, a bold riw \ r 
well-fpoken Fellow, gathered 3000 of the People, and 
with them went to the Pallace, nothing being heard 
but Reproaches againft the New Qiieen. To appeafe A §r**t 
them, the King protefted he was not Married to her, msctin f ** 
and promifed the next Day to hear them, when they Lisbon °* 
were Calmer, at the Church of S. Dominic 4 By Day, * ccauKt 
the Multitude was in the broad Place before that Church ; the MarYl ~ 
but the Kihg fearing the popular Fury,was already gone a * e ‘ 
away to Santarcm. When the People underftood ir, they 
vented their Malice in Reproaches, and this made the 
Queen ftir up the King to Revenge. The Taylor was 
apprehended, and many of his Followers; fome where¬ 
of had their Hands, others their Feet cut off; many 
more fled, now too late underftandiog, that Subjcfts 
ought to have no other Redrefs againft the Mifcarrages 
of their Sovereigns, than by their Prayers to God. In the 
mean while, the King traverfed the Kingdom with his 
beloved Confort, till being come to the pleafmt Mon- 
tilery of Lepa, Two Leagues from Porto , he then decla¬ 
red, what he dented at Lisbon $ to wit, That he wa$ 
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Married tc» the Lady Elinor, and aff.gned her a greater 
loynture than any Queen before her ever had. ■ 

• 8. All the Nobility killing the Queens Hand, only 
Prince Denis Son to the late King, by the Lady Agnes dt 
Cafiro refufed it, for which the King ottered to Stab fora, 
but was prevented, and the Prince fled to Coimbra. Tho 
many of the Multitude were puniflied, the clamours 
of the People againft the King s Marriage ceafed not, 
■nor were they continued without tealon , for that Mar* 
•riaee was in reality unlawful; Ihe being the true Wife 
,bf John Lorettfo. Ferdinand at lalt remembrmg he was 
'contraitcd to the Princelsof Cajhle, lent to inform her 
.father, Thattho he could not perform that Article, he 
•would fulfil all the re 11 . That Prince did not teem a 
all to be concerned, but EmbafTadoys were lent on both 
fides to Ratifie the Peace. The New Queen having 
gained a Crown by her Beauty, fought now to gain the 
Affections of the Nobility by her Bounty, and Ihe at¬ 
tained her end in a great Mealure, for many who before 
railed, having tailed of her Favours, began to extol her 
Generofity. Befides, the more to bend them to her, Ihe 
married all her Relations among the Nobility. 

o. Kin® Fwdin and llill purfuing his mconltant Hu¬ 
mour, began again to break witli Cajiik, taking fouie 
Ships of that Crown in the River ot Lisbon^ and enter- 
ine into a Confederacy with John Duke ot Lane aft er^ 
Third Son to Edward the Third King ot England, and 
married to Conftance the Eldefl Daughter ol King Petir 
of CAiHe, in whole right he Ililed himlelt King. It 
was agreed, they lliould joyntly make War upon the 
Kings of Cajtile and Aragon ; That they fhou d bear an 
equal part in the expence of the War, and that King r<r -1 
dinar,d fhould have all he could take m Cajtue, except- 
mg Towns and Callles; That each fhould have what he 
could gain in Aragon. King Henry fent an Embaflador 
to Portugal, to proteft againft thefe proceedings, but to 
no effect. Hereupon, Henry marched with his Army to¬ 
wards Lisbon, his Admiral MiJJer Ambrofw Bocanegra at 
the fame time entring the River 7 hw with 12 Galleys, 
About the middle of September he fet forward from 
Zamora, and by the way took Almeyda, Eipnel, Emn^es, 
Cerolico, and Vifeo, wbere Prince Dents offended at King 
Ferdinand , offered his Service to him. They marched 
to Coimbra, from whence Ferdinand was newly gone to 
1 SantarW) 
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Santarem, and here Henry quartered m ute Suburbs. Our 

King being ilefs forward to Fight than he had been to 

give the Occafion; Henry marched without obferving I3 J^ # 

much order , towards Lisbon, about the.end cf February. m 

The King, and thofe that were with him, could from 

the Walls of Smtarem difeover theEnemy marching to- v 

wards Lisbon, yet had not the Courage to attack them* 

Lisbon being furprized, Henry entredat S- Antony sGaX.t> 
and took up his.Quarters in the Mpnaftecy of S: Francis^ 
the People-retired to the rtronger parts of the Town. 

Our Fleet had been fent to hinder th^«CajHHan Squadron 
from enrringthe Port,but our Ships were taken by them, 
and only 4of our Galleys efcaped, laving themfelves in 
the Creeks. The People of Lisbon under ftanding there 
was a defign to betray the City, dragged one of the Con- 
fpirators about the Streets,and then cut him in pieces ; a- 
nother was expofed to the (ails of a Mill, which caft him 
into the River. The Francifcan Friars , where the Ring 
quartered, thought to have expelled him thence; but 
their delign being difeovered, he put them into Boats, 
without Sails or Oars, and expofed them to the mercy 
of the Sea; yet they got a Shoar. The Caft Hi an s poffef- 
fed the Skirts of the Town, and many Skirmishes dayly 
hapned.In the mean while,the Earl of Gijon,KingHenry$ 

Son, took Cafcaes at the Mouth of Tagus, whillt feveral 
Parties wafted the Country. The Lisbonims not able to Mo ft of she 
expel the Enemy out of the Suburbs, fired the Houles; City Burns 
and they, in requital, let Fire to the Rua-novt, or New 
Street, and fo tne greateft part of the City was Burnt. 

The Country betwixt the Rivers Duero and Afinho, was 
no Ids infeftedby the Forces of Galicia , which routed a 
Portuguefe Body that came to oppofe them. 

10. Such was the pofture ot Affairs, when in the Peace cm* 
Month of March, Guido of Sonoma, a Cardinal, was lent eluded, 
by the Pope to compofe thefe Differences; and towards 
the latter end of that Month the Peace was concluded, 
upon thefe Conditions. That both the Kings fhould 
joyn with him of France, againft the King of England, 
and Duke of Lancafter ; That the Portuguefe fhould fur- 
nifha Fleet, for Three fears, to be maintained by the 
Caft} Hans ; That the Engtijh fhould not be tupplied with 
Ammunition from Portugal ; That the Portuguefe fhould 
expel the Caftilians chat followed him ; That a general 
Pardon fhould be gtapted on both Tides; That the Prin- 
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cefi Beatrix, Sifter to King Ferdinand, fhould be mar* 
ried to Sancho Lord of Albuquerque, Brother to King 
Tie Too Henry , The two Kings met upon the Banks of the Ri- 
Kings meet ver Tagus, and parted in Friendly manner. In purfu- 
in friendly ance 0 f t j, e Treity of Peace, Count Sancho married the 
manner. Lady Beatr i x an d the Wedding was kept with great So¬ 
lemnity. A Match was alfo agreed betwixt Elizabeth, 
Baftard Daughter to our King, and Alonfo Earl of </*;«», 
Baftard-Son to King Henry. Thus ended the War, to 
the Satisfaftion of both Kings; but with the Deflation 
of their Kingdoms.

The remaining Part of the Life and Reign of 
Ferdinand the Pi r fi of the Name, and A inth 
King of Portugal, from the Tear 137?* *dl 
1383. 

x.\T ing Ferdinand had not yet forgot the Treafurede* 
Jv tained from him by the King of Aragon, in re¬ 
turn of his Mutability. He thereupon meditated Re- 
f venge, but it was hard to compafs. It happened the King 
of Caftile fell at Variance with the Aragontan, and our 
King joy ned in League with theformer agamft the other- 
But the Caftilian knowing the mconftancy of Ferdinand, 

■ foon came to agreement with th s Aragoman. The more 
to bind the Portuguefe to him, he propofed a Match be- 
' twist our Princefs Beatrix , and his own Baftard-Son Fre¬ 
derick. This Match being approved of by the Cortes 
at Leyria : they were married by Proxy, and the Ismg 
of Caftile Swore to perform the Articles of the Treaty, 
on the 19th. of January. Our King being forfaken by 
the Caltilian, concluded a League agamft 
Lends Duke ot Anjou, Son to the King ofFrance. Innce 
John of Portugal, falling in Love with the Lady Mary, 
. Sifter to the then Queen Ellen*, railed alfo by her Bea* 

" ty to the Throne, he was privately married to her. Bu 

. Qiieen Ellemr, inftead of rejoycing at the Advancement 
of her Sifter, fearing that the King dying without Ufo 
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(he might come to be Queen, contrived her Death; and 
to compafs her ends, ftie perfwaded the Prince fhe would 
Marry him to the Princels Beatrix , the King s only 
Daughter, and by that means iecure him the Succeffion 
of the Crown. At the fame time fhe accufed her Sifter 
of defiling his Bed. The Prince, moved with Hope and He Murders 
Revenge, hafted xa-Coimhra , and breaking in upon the her. 
Innocent Lady, murdered her as fhe leaped naked out 
of Bed, and taking Horfe, fled to fecure bimfelf and 
his followers. As foon as the News of this A&ion came 
to Court, the Queen went into deep Mourning. The Jg/8. 
Prince eafily obtained his Pardon, and coming to Court, 
began to foHicir theCondufion of the Match before pro¬ 
pped to him by the Queen, with the Lady Beatrix 
but finding nothing in her but Deceit^ he retired to the 
Province that Hes wtwnct Duero and Minho, and thence 
fled to Caftile, where he was kept from the Crown of 
Portugal, which would have fallen to him, as we lhau 
fee in the next Reign, had he not fled for killing hii 
Wife. * 

1. A mighty Solar Edipfs preceded the Death of a great 
Henry, King of Caftile, which happened on the 30 th. Edipft of 
of May. Embaffadorswent immediately from Ports/- the sun. 
gal, to propofe to John, the new King, a Match betwixt 1} 7 9 - 
his Eldeft Son Ferdinand , then a Year old, and Beatrix, 

Princefs of Portugal, tho fhe was before contracted to 
Frederick, Kang Henry's Baftard Son. The Caftilian ijSo. 
approving of this Propofal, lent his Embafftciors to 
Portugal, who concluded upon the Articles of*Marriage. 

But notwithftanding this folate Capitulation, King Per- King Fer- 
dinand, hoping to gain fome Advantage over the Young ainand 
King, refolved upon War. Jol/n Fernandez Andeyro, nnacrbsru 
one of them expelled Portugal, upon the Pacincation 
with King Henry, was at this time in England, to whom iLjnca , 
private Inilrufilions were fent, to treat with the Duke a „j 
of Lane aft or, and Edmund, Duke of Fork, tor Succours. yj )rt . a 
They efpoufed theCauie, and Andeyro came away with ,„ jU , f. ti , 
the News to Portugal , where the King being at Eftremon, 
kept him up in a Tower, that the Defign might i.ot C-iilik 
take Air, nor he feem to Entertain any of .the Fugitives. 

It fell out the Queen fpoke fbmetines vvith Andeyro in 
this Retirement; and as Queens are but Women, their 
Familiarity became fcandalous; for fhe who had tor- 
frken her Lawful Husband for a King, now abandoned 
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that King for a Private Man, whom fhe railed to the 
honour of an Earl. After fbmc time, tiie King ordered 
him to appear publickly at Leyria, as if newly comfc 
from England, and there, as had been agreed, he was 
apprehended for coming into Portugal without leave. 
Within a few days he was again let at Liheity, and it 
was given out, he ffiould lole his Head if he Rav'd in Hie 
Kingdom. Under this Pretence he returned to England, 
to follicite the execution of the Treaty concluded. 

3. King John underftanding that Edmund, Duke of 
Lorif, railed Forces in England, to Conquer Caftile for 
his Brother the Duke of Lancafter, who had a Right to 
it by his Wife, the Daughter of King Peter, ana that 
he intended to. attift the King of Portugal ; marched 
now as far as Zamora, fitted out his Fleet at Sevil, and 
fent Ferdinand Ofores. Matter of the Knights of Santiago, 
to lecure Badajoz,. The King of Portugal had already 
fitted out 22 Galleys at Lubon, and fent Commanders to 
all the Frontiers.

She proved a Pattern of Cha¬ 
rity, for her Husband dying whilft fhe was yet very 
young, and being courted by feveral Princes, fhe an- 
fwered, That Women of Honour did not marry twice. 
The Archbifhop of Santiago came to Portugal to receive 
the Bride, the King being then at Salyatierra , upon the 
River Tagus. It was agreed, That in caie King Ferdi¬ 
nand died without Heirs, his Daughter fhould inherit, 
and after her her Iflue 5 but if fhe had none, then King 
John fhould fucceed ; and that if King John, his new 
Queen, and the Princefs Elienor. Wife to the Prince of 
iVavar, died without Heirs, before King Ferdinand, then 
he fhould inherit the Crown of Caftile. That till the 
new Queen of Caftile had a Son Fourteen Pears of Age, 
Queen Elienor her Mother fhould govern Portugal. Thus 
it appears, the future Pretenfions of the King of Caftile 
to the Crown of Portugal, were juft, as were Queen Eh 
lernr's to the Government; and that the fucceeding King 
John was an Ufurper,having no lawful Title to the Crown. 
King Fer- 8. King Ferdinand being Sick, his Qiieen Elienor con- 
dinand du6ted the Princefs, then not full Thirteen Years of 
fM fick. Age, to Elvas. When both Parties had fwom the Per¬ 
formance of Articles, the King and his Bride met, in 
Tents near that City. Such was Queen E lienors Beauty, 
that the Caftilians feeing her faid, King Ferdinand were 
much to blame,had he not loved her, having feen her; or 
if, having loved her, he had not made her a Queen. Here 
the Cardinal of Luna produced a Difpenfation for them 
to marry, they being within the prohibited Degrees of 
Conianguinity j after which there was a moft fplendid 
Entertainment. Then they returned to Elvas, where the 
nuptialRites were lolemnly performed with extraordina¬ 
ry Pomp ; and after ail pubhck Teftimonies of joy, and 
Demonftrations of Grandeur were over, the King of 
Caftile gave rich Pre Cents to all the Portuguefe Gentry. 
Queen Ellenor returning to sllmada , where King Ferdi - 
nand lay fick, and intimating, That fhe liked not the 
King of Caftile ; The Matter of the Order of avis, 
commended his Senfe and Modeily *, to which fhe an- 
fwered, That is true , but I would have a Man be more a 
Man. At laft, King Ferdinand being convinc'd of the 
extravagant Familiarity that was betwixt the* Queen; and 
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Count John Fernandez Andeyro, and being unwilling 
by punifhing to eKpofe her Weaknefs, or to lofe her he 
to paflionately loved, he ordered the Matter of the Knights 
of Avis to make him away privately. But though he 
performed not at.this time whatwas enjoyned him, yet 
afterwards he murdered him in the Revolution that 
happened when the Order was void. 

9. The King now fpent with Sicknefs, removed from 
Alrnada to Lisbon, where he died very Penitent, on the 
24th. of OAober, 1383. * He wasalmoft Forty four Ferdi- 
Yearsof Age, reigned Seventeen, and was buried with nand dist 
Pomp, in the Quire of the Monaftery of S. Francis , at 
Santarem . His Prefence was fo Graceful and Majeilick, 
that through any Difguife he appeared to be a King, his 
Vifage was long, hfs Complexity fair; as was his Hair, 
and his Eyes fparkling. The gre*t Expence of his Wars eA ^ 
obliged him to enhance the price* ot the Money, where- 
of he coined feveral Sorts; but after his Warsceafed, all 
the Coin wasteftor d to its intrinfick Value. He remo¬ 
ved the Univerfity, ere&ed by King Denis at Coimbra , 
to Lisbon, but it afterwards returned to the fame Place 
from whence lie brought it. He was rather Prodigal 
than Liberal, which may appear by the many Towns 
we have mentioned he gave to the Caftilians that came 
over to him. As* to his other Gifts, one lnftance will 
ferve to demonftrate the reft. To John Alonfo de Moxi- 
ca one of the Caftilian Gentlemen that came over to 
Portugal , befides Towns and Lands, he gave, in one Day, 

50 Horfes, 30 Mules, 3 Suits of Armour, 30000 Marks 
of Plate, and 4 Sumptures loaded with rich Tapiftry. 

He pulled down the Roman Walls of Ebora, to build 
New. And thus, though unfortunate in all his Under¬ 
takings, he fecured tohimfelf the Love of all Men. 

10. His lawful lffue was, firft, Beatrix, married to His I( r^ 
King John the firft of Cafttie\ they wronged her who 
faid fhe was Daughter to Count Fernandez. Andeyro for 
fhe was Eight Years of Age when he begun to be fami¬ 
liar with the Queen. Secondly, A Son, who died in his 
Infancy. Thirdly, Another in the fame nature. One 
Baftard Daughter he had, married to Alonfo , 'Earl of 
Gijori) Baftard Son to King Henry the fecond of Caftut, 
from whom fptung the Family of the Noronhas.

Count John Fernandez. Andejro his Daughter. Queen 
Ellenor entred upon the Government with Extraordi¬ 
nary tokens of Grief tor the Death of the King her Hus¬ 
band The Council of the City of Lisbon advifed her 
not to be fo negligent in the Government as her Hus¬ 
band had been* and Ihe anfwered them ^.gncio^y, 
that they went away well fattsfied. The Kmg of Ca¬ 
ftile immediately fent Embaffadors to condole ner Loft, 
and at the fame time to require himfelr to be proclaimed 
King in the Right of his Wife, and in purfuance of the 
late Capitulations. Scarce WRs this mentioned throughout 

the Kingdom, when a general reluftancy appeared rathe 

Countenances of all Men. D. Hr nry Manuel de Fi/lena, 

Earl of Sea, and Unkle to the King Caftue, was ordered 
to Proclaim him in Lisbon, but was oppoled by D. Al- 
Zar* Perez de Caftro, in behalf of King/Ws lawful 
Iflfue by the Lady Agnes de Caftro. 1 he fame happened 
at Santarem, Elvas, and in mod Places of the Kingdom. 

King John propofed his Title, by his Embaffador, to the 
City of Lisbon , but it was not favourably received. ,■ 

Z The Firft contrivance of the Mafterof Amt, with ^ umixg 
fome others, was to Murder the Count John Fernandez, ^ 
the Queen’s Favourite j and the laid Mailer bein„ap heUerJen 
pointed General of the Country betwixt the Rivers Ta- 
lus and Guadi ana, he marched Hiree Leagues from Lis- Feman- 
bon, whence fuddenly returning with armed Men, he d<a An- 
ruflied into the Palace, and there Murdered. the Un- <kyro. 

The Queen, when fhe heard is, tod, tie 
has died a Martyr, and I will to Morrow , in proof of if, 
undergo the Trial of Ordeal. Next, (he went to know of 
the Mailer, whether fhe aliomuft die; and acivilAn- 
fwer was returned, to quiet her. The Rabble, railed lay

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would certainly have deflroyed the.Queen, had not 
U; John, the Matter of Avis, looked out at the Window, 
He feeing the Multitude on his fide, went away, follow¬ 
ed by them to the great Marker, called Redo, to Dine 
with the Queen s Brother, the Earl of Barceles, who 
Was confenting to the Murder. The Bifiiop of Lisbon 
was then al(o at Dinner at his Houfe, and with him the 
l J nor of Guimaraens , and a Notary of Stives . They 
Rearing the Tumult, got up into the Belfrey, where the 
People leeing them, called out to have the Bells ring. 
They not regarding to obey thefe Turnulruary Shouts, 
the Rabble broke in, and call them headlong from the 
lower, then dragged them to the Market called Recto, 
where they lay naked and expofed to the Dogs, till the 
next Day. D. John, after Dinner, went to Court, to 
beg the Queens Pardon for murdering the Counr. She 
took little Notice of him, but threatned the Kingdom 
.with the power of Caftile ; vet fearing the Rabble, (he 
went away from Lisbon to Alenauer, praying to God, at 
her departure, thatfhe might fee the City burnt. 

3- Don John fearing the Power of the Queen, revi¬ 
ved to go away into England ; but the more this was 
rumoured, the more the Multitude prelTed him to tt*y, 
and protect them againft Caftile. He made fome feem- 
ing oppofition, but was (bon brought to comply.

or of “O' were ablent then , they were lummoned to meet in 
the King - *ne Town-Houfe, where the chief of them being dubious 
t%m, whatco do, one Alonfo Jannez, a Cooper, ftepc into the 
midlt of them, and laying his Hand on his Sword, 
threatned foch asihould refute their Content ; and they 
fearing the Multitude, confented to what had been done 
in the Church of S. Dominick, Thus was D. John, Ma¬ 
tter o £ Avis, entrutted with the Government and De¬ 
fence of the Kingdom. His Firlt Action that gained 
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him Reputation, was the Prudent Choice he made pf 
Councilors, not according to Men’s Quality, but their 
Ability. Next, to fecure many of his Party, he diftrir 
buted a confiderable Treafure belonging to thofethat 
followed the Queen, or fided with Cal *il*\ amongft thecg, 
and promifed a general Pardon for all Crimes but Trea- . 
torn; not confidering that the only Treafon was tofup- 
port him. 

4. The Queen began to think herfelf in Danger at Csflls 
Alenqner, and therefore leaving ftKafco Perez dc Camocns of Lisbon 
Governourthere,(he went away to Santarem. Her eJSlun- taken by 
no Alvarez Pereyra who had been Educated hy her, for- the Pro- 
look her and went away to Lisbon, where he was admit- ted or 
ted into the Council of State. D .John Alonfo theQueens 
Brother was Governour of the Cattle of Lisbon , and 
Martin Alonfo Valentc was within as his Lieutenant. 

Alonfo Tannez Nogueira got in with fome Men, tent by 
the Queen to Re-inforce the Garrifon. Thele refufing 
to deliver up their Truftto the New Prote&or, they 
were Befieged, andthe Affailants threatning to Sacrifice 
their Wives and Children, before their Faces, if they held 
out ; they furrendred the Place. The Nobility who op- 
pofed D. John, called the Commonalty, that followed 
him, The People.of the Meffiak\ becaufe they feemed to 
Adore him. And the Rabble termed them Schifmaticks 
and Traitors. Several Places then in the Hands of the 
Nobility, were eafily wretted from them by the Com¬ 
monalty, as Beja, Portalegre, Evora , and others. Now 
the Rabble being uppermoft, began throughout the 
Kingdom to commit the moft execrable Villanies, un- Barbari- 
der the Pretence of defending their Country. It was ties of the 
an unpardonable Offence,evcn to name Caftile ; And the rebellious 
Lady Joanna Perez Ferrerrim, Abbels of the Monaftery Rabble 
of Caftres , feeing a Man ill uied for that pretended 
Crime modeftly reproved their Cruelty, but fuch was 
their Rage, that thofhe fled into the great Church,and 
embraced the S&nituary, in which the Holy Sacrament 
is kept, there they gave her feveral Wounds, then drag¬ 
ging her from the Altar, tore off her Vail; next they cut 
off her Coats fo high, as modefty forbids to utter, which 
done file was dragged into the Market, and there hewed 
in pieces; Lallly, the Body was dragged to the Place 
where they (hut up the Cattle, and left there; till fome 
Charitable Body buried it by Night, To compleat: this

gueen E- Qgeen Ellenor feeing her felf in roanifeft Danger, 
lenor flies Be&m her Son-in-Law the King of Caflile, whoelpouf- 
t, Caflile. ed his own Quarrel in her. The Firft thing he did was 
to fecure Prince John, Son t« the Lady Agnes de Caftro ; 
by that means to cut off the Hopes the Portugueje might 
* have of a lawful Succeffor. But the Portuguese ceafed 
not to Encourage D. John to proceeding the Defence of 
the kingdom, and he the more to try them Teemed 
doubtful, and fpread feme Reports, as if he would de¬ 
part the Countrey. But finding an inclination in the 
Multitude towards Prince John, the more to exafperate 
them againft Caflile, he caufed a Standard to be made, 
in which that Prince was drawn to the Life, loaded with 
the Pro- Chains 5 which being carried about theCity, enraged the 
tcBor his People againft the King of Caflile, Thus pretending 
comri- to Revenge the Wrong, done to the Prince, he gained 
vanes; to the means of Eftablifhing himfelfin the Throne; and 
VJurp the fti rre ci up all the Kingdom to defend it felf, againft Ca- 
Crown. pile. The Commonalty every where took his Part, but 
not the Nobility. Yet he believing he could not prevail 
without Forreign Aid, asked it of Richard King of Eng¬ 
land, at the fame time perfwading the Duke of Lane a- 
fler , to aflerr the Right he had to the Crown of Caflile , 
by his Wife. The Rmbaffadofs Propofals were admit¬ 
ted, and much Money advanced to them for the Expence 
of the War, with which, and fome good Troops they 
returned. The Earl of Gijon, Baftard-Brother to the 
King of Caflile, and Elizabeth his Wife, Baftard-Daugh- 
ter to the late King of Portugal , were both fecured in 
Caflile , on Account of holding Correfpondence in Por¬ 
tugal, The King and Queen cf Caflile, removed from 
Puebla de Mont atom , to !Toledo , where againft their be¬ 
ing proclaimed, Standards were made with the Arms of 
both Kingdoms. And now if was debated in Council, 
whether Portugal ought prefently to be invaded. The 
wifer fort were for trying all obliging Methods Firft, but 
the hotter Youths ^ allowed of nothing but force of 
Arms; and this Advic, "as followed.

Several Places fubmitred rhem- 
felves to him in his way, and being come to Santarem, 
the Firft Reflation of Queen Elienor was, to requeft he 
would revenge the W r g done to her. The K. anfwer- 
ed, he could not R-va-c G-r quarrel, unlels flie would 
refign up the- Gov-.mme;;.. ■ ..im; which fhe accord¬ 

ingly did, add then cv:y Wrch : down. Here the 
King took Ports: a; r Minuter:- ut outt. On the right 
fide, of the RoyafScai, were the Arms of Caflile and Le¬ 
on, and on the left, thole of Portugal . The Royal Seal 
ran thus , John King of Caflile and Leon, of Portugal, of 
Toledo, &c. Money was alio coyned after that manner. 

Many of the Nobility adheared to the King of Caflile, 
and he was pofleft of the beft Part of the Kingdom ; 
but the Multitude generally was inclined to die baftard, 

D. John , Mafter of the Order of Avis. The King of 
Caflile fent D. Peter Fernandez Cube$a de Vaca, with 
1000 cholen HoiTe, and a proportionable number cf 
Foot, to inveft Lisbon, Thefe Troops being advanced 
as far as Lumiar, John Fernandez Morey a engaged 
them with a fmall Party, but was himlelt Killed with 
fome-others; many Prifoners were taken, and the reft 
fled. And now D. John the Protector, marched out to 
meet the Enemy; but they not expecting his coming,, 
fled in great dilorder to Alena nee, and Trees p afrits- 
leaving all behind them. 

7. At Firft the Cajiilians behaved therofcives mode;?- 
lyat Santarem, but after a tew Days, thev turned the 
Inhabitants out of their Houles, pillaged them, and a- 
bufed their Wives and Daughters; and there being no re 
diets, the Town began ro be abandoned.

yet when the King was Quartered in a Monallery with¬ 
out the City, they refufed to admit him. Here a Con¬ 
spiracy was laid to Convey Queen Ellenor into the City, 
and Murder the King. This Defign was betrayed by a 
Jew ;'-foine of the Confpirators tied, and Queen Ellenor 
was Sent Prifoner to the Monallery ot Tordefillas near Val¬ 
ladolid. As focn as the News of Queen Ellenor s impri¬ 
sonment was brought, the Town of Alenqster revolted 
to the Protector; but the. King being lle-inforced, 
inarched to Befiege Lisbon. At Artsda 4 o Portuguefe 
hid themfelves in a great Cave, and hire being applied 
toil, molt of them died. Two hid themielves lh .the 
Houfe where the King Quartered, dehgning to Murder 
him, but being difcovered, were Hanged. Many Places 
in the Province of Alentejo, held for the Protestor, and 
lent to him for one to Command, over them; he Sent 
Nmho A’vsrez Pereira, with an abfolute Power, who 
having vifited (bme Places of his Charge,and hearing that 
a great Body of Caftilians was upon their March to Be- 
tiege the Town of Frontera, he halted with a much firaal- 
iernufln her to releive that Place. His Men knowing how 
much more numerous the Enemy was, at Firft refufed 
to follow him ; but being encouraged by his Reiblution, 
they gave the Charge, and put the CajiIlians to the 
Rout, killing many, and among them feveral Perionsof 
Note. This done, he took Aronchcs by Force, and Alt- 
grcte was furrendred to him. 

8 .'The Protedtor underltanding that a mighty Fleet 
was coming from Caftile, ordered the Archbilhop of Br* 

- g.i to over-fee the Equipping of his Veflels; whiclj 
performed with great inciuftry, lo that Twelve Galleys, 
feme Galliots, and Seven Ships, were fitted out. Th» 
King of Cajiile lprend his Army about Lisbon, where 
one of his Parties approaching to S. Augttftin s Gate, 
was defeated by 200 Horie that Sallied out of the City. 
About the end of May, 1; Galleys, and 40 Ships ot ■ Ca¬ 
jiile appeared in ths'River of Lisbon. The King drew 
nearer to the City, and encamping at the Foot ot Mount 
Olivet, wafted the Country ; then encomparttng it on all 
tides,' refolved to Starve it. In the mean while, a coalf 
detable Fleet was letting cut at Porto, tor the relief of 
Lisbon-, and the King having notice thereof, with the 
Adv’ce of his Commanders, refolved to give the Enemy 

Batila 
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Battle in the River. The Portuguefe Fleet confifted of 
17 Galleys, and as many Ships, which entred the River 
in this order: Firft 5 Ships, then the 17 Galleys, and af- _ 
ter them the other 12 Ships. The Caftilians furioufly T ** 
aflailed the 5 Ships, where they met with a moil vigo- 
rous Oppofition, yet they took 3 of them ; but whilft 
they were intent upon them, the reft of the Portuguefe ‘ft r 
flipped by, and got fate up the Harbour. Soon after, 
the Kings Fleet was re-inforced by feveral Veffels; fo 
that now it caiififted of 60 Ships, and 17 Galleys, be¬ 
sides Carracks, which made the Protedior lay aiide all 
thoughts of engaging. f 

9. The Foft of Almaaa oppofite to Lisbon , after en¬ 

during great extremities for want of Water, was at 
length Surrendred to the King, who entred into that . 

Placeon the ift. of Axuguft. _ At this time, Ruy Frerre , I 

and other! difcovered to the’ Protestor a Defign of* be¬ 
traying the City to the Caftilians, carried on by D. Peter 
deCaftro, Son to Count Alvaro Perez, , and his Accom¬ 
plices, who were all apprehended. Many a lib defer ted 
to the King, ind among them, D. Alonfe Enriquez, who 
at Coimbra had plotted to convey away Queen Ellenor. 

Hunger now began to pinch in Lisbon , and was hard to 
be remedied, but that at the fame time the Plague raged 
in the Ca ft Hi an Army. .Overtures of Peace were alfo Cvsrtu-r 
made by the King to the Prote&or; but he would hear- «/ 
ken to none. Nunbo Alvarez, Per nr a having ventured to rc ft ‘- l 
pafc the River in a Boat, through the midft of the Fleet 
of Caftile , returned thence ro Ebora, and had the 
Town of Portel defrayed to him by 3 Citizens. Twice 
he attempted Viilxviciofti , blit was both times repuHed 
with Lofs. The Protedtor lay before Torres fedrasr and 
Nrtnho Alvarez underltanding that fcveral Parties of the 
Enemy provided to fall upon him, he hailed to his Suc¬ 
cour, which th z Caftilians underltanding, they gave o- 
ver that Deiignj however the Protector w\s forced to 
quit the Siege. Nunho returning to Ids Ch oze, rook 
AIcnzarazy defeated a Castilian Party near Fadaj.z,

He fearing to lofe * 
his Wife, delivered himfelf and the Town ; but the King 
carried him and his Son away Priibners, leaving their 
Wives behind , and a New Governour in t^ie Place. 
WhilH the King marched home, the Proteblor granted 
large Immunities to the City of Lisbon , in recompence 
of its fidelity to him. Next, he contrived how to re¬ 
cover forue places out of the Hands of the Castilians . 
He marched by night, to furprize Sintra , but was difap- 
pointed by a violent Storm, and floods that fvvelled the 
Rivers above their Bridges. Soon after, AlmacU was 
furrendred to him *, notwithstanding that the King had 
carried away the Children of the principal Inhabitants as 
Hollages. Alcnquer fummitted to him alio, after ha¬ 
ving made lome Defence ; But Torres Novas held out a- 
gainli: all his Attemps, and to add to his Grief, lie under-

Earl of TraSlmara, was ftirred up by the King of C .»- r«r - 
ftilcto kill him, as he lay at the Step oi Torres Vedras &,«£,«, 
The Count communicated this Affair to D. leterdc Ca- - —_ • 
(fro, John Dawe Governour of Torres tedras John rl- 
Ion Code Bacza, Garcia Gonzales de Valdez., and level al ci¬ 
thers, of whom only 3 Men were apprehended.and one of 
them burnt. In Revenge whereof John Bisque hiuou 
fix Port«guefe he had in Torres Vedras with their Hanoi, 
and Nofes cut off. The Proteftpr raifed the Siege of. <r ■ 
res Vedras, in order to go to Coimbra, to meet the Co,n .» 
or Parliament he had caufed to be thither Affepibled, and 
moft of the Inhabitants about Torres Vearas went away 
with him. In his wav, Lcjnd refufed to admit him, but 
he was well received at Monte-mayor, and Coimbra. In 
this City, feme were for proclaiming the trote&or King, 
and others for the Princes, Joan and Bent,, lawful Sons 
ro King Peter ; but all agreed the prefenc l roteAoi ,v t P} 
Ihould continue as long as Prince John Ihould be Info- 
ner; and in cafe neither he nor Ins Brother could come 
to Portugal,then the Proteb'tor was tq be received as King. 

Dr Johnde Bellas.a famousCivilian,made two Harangues 
.11 behalf of the Protector, calling fcandalous Reflections 
upon Queen frlienor ,to incapacitate her Daughter. Qiieen 
Beatrix , from fucceeding in the Throne; tlrfUmihc 
did on the Ladv Agnes de Capo, Wife to king l era- 
with an intent to exclude her Sons, the Princes John and 
Denis.

Thus it appears 
how little .hopes of Salvation there can be left for Law¬ 
yers, wiio by falie Interpretations invert Juftice, as it 
appears in the cafe of this John de Reglas before-men¬ 
tioned, who Qandered the Queens, Beatrix and Ellenor , 
and the Princefs Agnes deCaftro, and excluded the Law¬ 
ful Heirs, the Princes John and Denis, only for his own 
private lntereft 3 in promoting the Baftard Protestor,who 
could have no Title to the Crown. I think it were bet¬ 
ter to breed up Children Thieves than Lawyers, for the 
former will at lea ft Repent at the Gallows, but the latter 
are never permitted by Worldly In ter ell to Repent. AD 
Parties thus agreed, the Proteftor was folemnly Pro¬ 
claimed King of Portugal, and accordingly chofe all his 
Officers of State, and of the Houftrold. Marching in¬ 
to the Field, he muftered 6000 Men, a fmall number, 
but refolute and unanimous; and NmhoAlvarez Pereyra, 
now made Con liable of Portugal, was ordered to Sea 
with a Squadron from Porto, to engage the Caflilian Fleet 
before Lisbon. Miffing of that Enemy, he failed back 
to the Province betwixt the Rivers Duero and Afinho, to 
recover part of that Country, then holding for Caflile . 
Here he took Ncyva and Ponte de Lima by force ; Villa

3. The new-made King went from Coimbra to Porto, 
where he was received with gr£at Joy.

Moving jjhence, they 
laid Siege to Coria, but after having battered it feme 
days with great Fury, were forced to rife and depart, 
the Conftable to the Province of Alentejo, and the King 
on foot in Pilgrimage to Our*Ladys Church at Gui?na- 
raens, as he had promifed before the Battle of Aljubar- 
rota.

With him came his W ife Con fiance, and his two Daugh¬ 
ters, Philippa by his firft Wife, and Katherine by the 
fecond. Scarce was he landed at Coruna , when that 
Place owned him for its Lawful Sovereign, as did the 
City Santiago , and the greateft part of the Kingdom of 
Galicia , Our King was at Lam ego when the Duke

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The Kent landed in Spain. Thence he removed to Porto, and having 
Kitt & J° f hn agreed to meet the Duke at Ponte-Mauro, let forward 
with a numerous Retinue. They met upon the Firit of 
November, in a Plain near Afelgazo. There it was a- 
greed, That if the Duke fucceeded, he fhould give the 
Towns of Ledefma ,, MontilU , Melgazo, Plazenzia, Gri - 
mal, Canaveral, Caceres , Mendao, Fuente del M&eftre, 
Zafr a.

8. The King havingfpent Two Months with his Queen 
at Porto, went with her to fee her’Father at Braganpa, I 
and thence fent her back to Coimbra.

Son to the late King John, by his Fir ft Wife, the Lady 3 3 
File nor, advifed hkntodefiftfrom his Pretenfions to Por¬ 
tugal, fince he was not Born of Queen Beatrix, on whom 
that Title was grounded. Embafladors were lent to this 
Effeft to Portugal, where a Peace was concluded for Fif¬ 
teen Wars ; all Prifoners on both fides to be releafed, 
and all Dammages done, during the late Ceflation, to 
be made good ; and then Hoftages for performance, were 
given on both fides. 

10. But thefe Articles were not faithfully performed rite Truce 
on the Part of Caftile , neither as to reftitution ot Dam- not duly 
mages, nor releafement of PrifonerS; wherefore the Per- clftwcd. 
tuguefe refolved to do himfelf Juftice, by taking lome

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querque. Embaffadors fent from Caftile , promifed per. 
ibrmance-of Articles upon Reftittition of thofe Places • 
and it was only done to afoufe the King, for at the lame 
time Veffels were fitting out in Bifcay againft Portugal 
and two Portuguefe Ships laden with Warlike Stores,were 
taken off of Cape S. Vincent . At the fame time, the G*. 
fiiiians made Incurfions, wafting all the open Country • 
But the Conftable defeated a Party of 400 of them that 
was returning home with a rich Booty. Campo-Mayor 
was foon after taken by the King. Having thus fecured 
themfelvesagainft their Enemy, the King and Conftable 
gave themfelyes feme Repofe. The latter diftributed 
nioft of what the King bad bellowed on him for his Ser¬ 
vices, on fuch Gentlemen as had always adhered to him. 
On the contrary, the King npw eftablilhed on the 
Throne, took back to himfelt much of what he had be- 
itowed on many great Men for their good Service in the 
War. As the fconftable had received moft, this fell 
Jieavieft upon him; and therefore he relblved to depart i 
the Kingdom; but the King returning part of what he 
had taken from him, with difficulty perfwaded him to 
nay. The taking of Badajoz, and Albuquerque before 
mentioned, had renewed the War, and the Country was 
now again in Hoftile manner wafted on both fides,where¬ 
in many notable Skirmilhes happened. '

part of the Grants made to them during his Neceifi- 
Vy, went over to Caftile ; where fettling themfelves, they 
became the Heads of Noble Families. The King having 
taken Salvatierra , layed Siege to 7 #7, which after a vi¬ 
gorous Defence, was furrendred to him. jp the mean 

while, 
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while, Prince Denis, Son to King Peter, by Lady iAgnes Denis, ton 
it Caftro ; was by the King of Caftile tent into Portugal to King Pe- 
with an Army, and the Title of King. At the fame time, £ r » t7lttT J 
the Caftilian Admiral, James Hurtado (ftc+Mendoza, en- roi ? ugai 
tped the River Tagus with a Fleet of Forty Ships, and ** a * 
Fifteen Galleys. Nunho Alvarez* Pereyra, with all the 
Forces he could make, marched to oppofe Prince Denis 7 
who upon the News of his approach returned to Caftile* 

The King had given to the Conftable the foie Govern¬ 
ment of the Province of Alentejo, and Algarve , which 
he for fome time held, but foon after refigned, and went 
away to the King to affift him at the Siege of Tuy ; but 
it was taken before he arrived there. Aiifter AmbfafioMa- 1398. 
rines, a Genoefe , was fent Embaffador from Caftile to fet¬ 
tle a Peace ; in order to which a Ceffation was agreed 
upon for Nine Months* This Term expired, and nothing 
was concluded. Hereupon the King, about the middle 1 4 CI * 
of May, layed Siege to Alcantara ; but was forced, after 
fome Days, to defift from that Enterprize. 

2. A Treaty of Peace was again fet on Foot at Sego- Peace c$n~ 
via , where, after long Debates, it was concfuded upon dueled be - 
the following Conditions : That no Money fhould be ***** tht 
demanded or Caftile , on account of former Breach of y>° 
Articles; That Towns and Prifoners fhould be ex- r03Wo 
changed on both fides; That the Caftilian Hoftages 
fhould be reftored ; That the Port aguefes who fled to 
Caftile fhould return to their Eftates. On thefe Terms a 
Truce was concluded for Ten Years, and Hoftages were Nit obftr- 
given on both fides for Performance. But this Cdfation 
produced j\o more quiet than the former y continual 
Hollilities were exercifed, tho J the Aftions feem not ve¬ 
ry confiderable ; for there is no particular Account of 
them ; but the 4th. Year after the conclufion of the laft 
Truce, a perpetual Peace began tobedifeourfed of. King 
Henry of Caftile was then dead, and Queen Katherine ., 

Sifter ro the Queen of Portugal , had the tuition of King 
John the Second, not yet a Year Old. In her Husband’S 
Life time, file had always advifed Peace, and {lie now 
moved, That Embalfadors from both fides might meet 
on the Frontiers of the Two Kingdoms ; who did fo ac¬ 
cordingly, but came to no conclufion, becaufethe Cafti- 
iians Demands ran high. After many Meffages had pat- 
led on both fides, and much time fpent, the Treaty was 
again tec a Foot, and now Embaffadors employed to 
manage it, who at length agreed upon Articles, whereof 
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1411. the chiefeft was, That the Subje&s of both Crowns, who 
had ferved againft their Princes, ihould be reftored to 
their Countries and Ellates. Peace now eftabliflied, and 
Peace at the Crown fecqred, application was made to the Pone 

Unhid for Abfolution of cfle Cenfures laid on the Kingdom. 

‘ ' upon Account of promoting King John to the Throne 

he being a Ballard, and having profefled in the Order of 
Avis. Pope Boniface the 9th. granted his Requell, and 
Abfolved the Kingdom. The King had a Ballard-Son 
called Alonfi,- whom he loved no left than his lawful If 
fue, and therefore gave him to Wife Beatrix, the only 
Daughter of the Conllable Hunbo Alvarez Pereyra.T hey 
had a Daughter called Elizabeth, who was Wife to Prince

The Defign 
they fixed upon, was the taking of Ceuta on the Coaft 
of Africk-, which they acquainted the King withal, and 
he approving thereof, enjoyned them to keep it lecret 
To this end, Two GaDyes were lent to view the Place, 
and found the Port, and to conceal what they went a- 
bout they continued their Voyage to Sicily , as had 
been at Firft given out. Great indullry was ufed in fit¬ 
ting out Vellels it Lisbon-, and many more of Galicia, 
Bfcay, England, and the Low-Countries , were hired. 
The Young Princes at the fame time, railed Forces in 
all Parts of the Kingdom. Various judgments were 
made of the Intent of thefe Preparations, Caftile began 
to grow jealous; the Aragonian was not well fatisfyed 
and the Moorifh King of Granada feared all the Storm 
would faU upon him. The Rumour of thefe preparati¬ 
ons drew many Martial, Men from Forreign Parts, to 
The Plague S a ' n Honour in this Enterprize. At this time the Plagpe 
in Lisbon, had fpread it felf throughout Lisbon, and having entred 
the Queen the Pallace, Queen Philippa died of it. Her Body was

Embaffadors palled to and fro, and after much Debate, 
concluded a Truce for Eleven.Years; conditionally,That 
both Kings fhoold be obliged, if they defigned to make 
War at the expiration thereof, to notify the fame to the 
other Party Eighteen Mbnfhs before. Several difeoveries 
had been of late Years attempted through the indullry of 
Prince Henry ; and now this Year 1420, the lllands of 1420, 
Puerto Santo, and Madera, were Firft found ; Inch 
were the beginnings that gave Encouragment to the 
Difcovery of India and America. But of thefe Difcove- 
ries we have writ particular Books. In the Year 1422, , 42 j, 

the King changed the computation of time tiU then ufed 
in Portugal, which was from the Reign of Auguftus , to 
that of the Year of our Lord, in imitation of King John 
the Firft of Caftile, who had made the like Reformati¬ 
on there before.

Four Years hefpentin thisimployment, 
having been nobly entertained in the Courts of all Prin¬ 
ces. Thefe Travels being then rare, efpecially in fuch 
Perlons, gave occafion to many fabulous Relations there-

it felt fulpe&ed. The King in the mean while applying 
nimlelt to the Civil Government, Enafted many good 
1428.

Th eCaJlilian alio, that he might notleem to proceed up¬ 
on unjuft Grounds, dilpatched anEmbaflador to the Par- 
tugue/e, to acquaint him with the righteoufnels of his 

1431. Proceedings. Now at laft came jthe final Conclufion of 
the long-defired perpetual Peace with Cajlile ; for the 
ratifying whereof, Peter Gonzalez Malafaya being fent 
thither, he accompanied that King in his Expedition 
againft the Moors of Granada. At their return from that 
War, the Peace was proclaimed in Cajlile, and an Em- 
baliador came thence into Portugal\ to fee the fame per¬ 
formed there. This was the end of thole Pretentions 
which had alarmed thefe two Kingdoms for the lpace of 
almoft Fifty Years.

3dly, Edward, who fuc- 
ceeded him in the Throne. 4thly, Peter Duke of Coim¬ 
bra, a Man fo learned, that-he wrote feveral Books; he 
alfo travelled a great Part of the then Iqaown World, 
as was faid before, and married Elizabeth the'Daughter

At length they had Audience of the don of Ca- 
Qpeen at Lisbon , where they propofed, in the Name of flile font 
King John the Second of Caflile , That the Bifhops, ex- *way with* 
pelled during the Schiffn, fhould b^ reftored 5 That the 0llt * n Anm 
Military Orders of Avis and Santiago in Portugalfhould J wir ' 
fubmit themfelves, as they had been before, to thofe of 
Cqlatrava and Avis in Caflile ; That fome Portuguefe 
Bifhopricks, formerly fubjeft to the Archiepifcopai See 
of Sevil, fhould return to its Obedience. After fome 
Debate, they were fent away without any Anfwer, which 
was to be given by Portuguefe Embaffadors appointed to 
follow them. The People were not at all pleafed with 
the Queen's Adminiftration, and preffed Prince Peter to 
take it upon himfelf. She flying from the Plague, then 
in the City, retired to Mount Olivet , where fhe was de¬ 
livered of the Princefi Joanna, afterwards Queen of Ca¬ 
flile , and received Letters from the Pope, condoling the 
Death of the King, and advifing her not to deliver Centa 
for Prince Ferdinand , Prince Peter , ftirred up by the * / 

People to take upon him the Government, and advifcd 
to it by his Brother, Prince John , to prevent a Civil War, 
delayed the time. At length, the People, wholly averfe Th p , 
to the Queen, ran in multitudes to oblige the Prince to 1 \ r r*°l 9 
enter upon the Adminiftration of the Publick Affairs, 
and he, tho' difpleafed with the Queen, pacified the IT ^ 
Multitude, perfwading them to put off that Defign till 
the Meeting of the Cortes or Parliament. 

4. The Queen privately writ to all the Members of Tumults *- 
Parliament to come armed, that they might fupprds gainfl the 
the Rabble. But Prince Peter undemanding it, as Pro- Queen. 
teflor, charged them to be ready to obey his Orders. 

This done, he took leave ot the <^ueen in a courfe man¬ 
ner , which Frefident made her the more flighted, 

and 
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fhe being fenfible of it, fpeedily removed to Alenquer. 
The Citizens of Lisbon elected a Standard-bearer, dbd 
held Seditious Meetings, in contempt of the Queens 
•Letters. The Archbiftiop fortified-himfelf againlt the 
Citizens, they Hopped his Revenue, fent Complaints 
againlt him to Rome, and he was forced to fly to Ctkile 
The Multitude, headed by a Cooper, declared Prince 
Peter fliould Govern, and a Taylor tatifyd this Decree. 
Thus the Kingdom wasdifpofed of by a Cooper and a 
iaylor. The Governour of theCaltle of Lisbon held 
for the Queen, but being fore prefled by the People, was 
forced to lurrender it to Prince John. Prince Peter Vent 
to Summons the Queen to the Parliament; fhe replved 
Jhe would not go, unlefs he refigned all Claim to the 
Government; but he rather chofe toltand to the Ele&ion 
- Pe- rnade of him by the Cooper and the Taylor, The Prince 
coming from Coimbra to Lisbon , accepted the Govern- 
v ment at the hands of the Multitude, which was afcer- 
;T.„ w ?-, s ooHhftned to him by th e Cortes or Parliament, to 
wh ! ch the Young King was brought, after fufficicnt Se- 
Rj ;.. cunty given his Mother that he fhould be reftored to 
her. Nevertheleft, he was forcibly taken from her, and 
file retired to Sintra. Thence fhe craved Afliftance of 
her Brothers, the Princes of Aragon, who fent Embaf- 
iadors to intercede tor her, but they were difmiffed with¬ 
out any Antwer. She cealed not ro make Friends in 
Adv irre md Aragon, and the Prince fecured Caftile to 
nis Party. The Queen, in order to make her Elcape, 
-tnt away her Plate and Jewels, which were of a great 
y alue, to be kept m the Cattle of Albuquerque. £m. 
Safladors came from Caftile to require fhe might either 
D- restored to the Government, or have leave to depart 
i'W Kingdom. But no latisfaftory Anfvver being given 
them, fhe hereupon made her Efcape, with her Daugh-

Thus, for fome time, all 
Storms fedtoed to be blown over. About this time was 
brought from Rome a Difpenfation for the Young King 
ro Marry Prince Peters Eldeft Daughter Elizabeth, as 
alfo the Orders of Santiago and Avis in Portugal were 
exempted from any SubjtfSion to the Orders in Casiiie .. 

The Difpenfation being come, the King was marryed by* 
theConfentof the Cortes, then fitting, to the Regents 
Daughter, at Obidos on the 15th. of Auguft, 1441. The 1411. 
Bridegroom was then Ten Years of Age, and the Bride The Tr.ivg 
Seven or Eight. The Queen Dowager fttil preffed to «<«•- 
be reftored to the Government, and the King of Caftile ries the 
fent feveralJEmbaffages in her behalf, which nothing 
availing, it \vas feared a War would enfue; but that * 

King dying, All that Negotiation fell tp nothing. Thus 
the Queen Dowager being forfaken on aU hands, and 
having fpent herTreafure in folliciting to make War 
upon Portugal, wen t away at laft to Toledo, where fhe 
lived upon Charity, and there died, as was fufpe&edI, 
poifoned by the Regent, tho others fay, by D. Alvaro de 
Luna, then Favourite to the King of Caftile. 

6. The-King of Caftile being jealous ot the Aagoman, 
asked fome Supplies of Men out of Portugal. They were 
accordingly fent him, under the Command of the Com 
liable Peter , Son to the Regent 5 >uc there bemg^ no 
ufe for them, they returned home. However, the Con- 
liable, while he was in Caftile , concluded a Match be¬ 
twixt that King and the Lady Elizabeth, Daughter to 
Prince John. King Alonfo of Portugal being now Four- 144- 
teen Years of Age, according to the Culiom of Spain, King A 
took upon him the Government in the Affembly of the IoiiIoma::; 
Cortes or Parliament, thanked Prince Peter for his good him 
Adminiftration till that time, and defired him to con- 
tinue in it till he were of riper Years. Next, he ratified 
his Marriage with that Princes Daughter, and then went ^ u 
away to Alca$aras, where the Emballador of Caftile 
was Proxy for his Mailer in the Ceremony of Contract- [ >v t ^ e 
ing the Lady Elizabeth, Daughter to Prince John , to that ^nt. 
King. There alfo the Lady Beatrix, Sifter to Elizabeth, 
was contra6led to Prince Ferdinand , Brother to that 
King. Prince Peter by this time thought he had wholly 
gained over all his Enemies that oppoied his Advance¬ 
ment to the Government, but now it appeared it was 
but a counterfeit Reconciliation* 'i he Duke of Bra- 
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&****? fhe Earl of Onrem y and the Archbi/hop of Lisbon 
prevailed with the King to remove him frotfi the Go¬ 
vernment, laying Difloyalty to his Charge, and they at 
the lama time difplaced all Officers, as well Civil as 
Military, that had been preferjed by him. Not fo con¬ 
tent, they accufed him of afpiring to the Crown,and f 0 
far prevailed, as to have him oanifhed the Court; which 
done, feveral Libels were difperfed abroad, fraught with 
nothing but Reflections upon him, and many Articles 
laid to his charge, were JudiciaUy examined. Prince 
Henry came from Algarve to Court, to vindicate his Bro¬ 
ther s Honour, but to little purpofe, becaufe he was 
look'd upon to be no'lefs guilty than the other, and both 
ot them were charged with poifoning I£ing Edvard 
Queen Etlenor, and Prince John . D. Alvaro de Almada 
Earl of Abranche c, in the Kings Prefence challenged 
any Man that fhould lay blemifh on the Prince’s Repu¬ 
tation 5 but the King was carry^d away to Sintra by his 
Favourites, that he might not give ear to thole that fa¬ 
voured Prince Peter . 

Prince Pe- 7 * The King from Sintra iffued out his Orders, for- 
ter, the bidding all Perfdns to Converfe and hold Correfpondence 
Ute Re- with the Prince; alfo Summoning all the Queen his 
gent, in Mother s Servants, who had been difcarded, to appear, 
tT'’ * nd and P ut in their Claims j and Commanding the Prince 
qT'J ? ot t0 de P arc from his own Lands without the King’s 
Jeave. He was^ alfo commanded to deliver up all the 
Arms that were in Coimbra , which he refufej to do. The 
Duke of Bragan^a being called to Court, was to pais 
through the Prince’s Lanas, and therefore intended to 
fravel well attended \ but the Prince marched out with 
forces to oppoie him, and tho’ feveral times Orders were 
brought him from the King, to return to Coimbra, he 
y 4 a ^ iU " a V vanc ^ d towards the Duke, who was forced 
44 >« privately to fly, and make his efcape to Santarem y where 
the Court then was. Hereupon he was declared a Rebel 
and Tray tor, and Forces were raifed with Expedition 
againfr him. D. Sancho de Noronha, Earl of Odemira 
was lent with Forces a^ainft the Conftable, Prince Peter's 
.on, who fled to Caftiie, where he found not fuch kind 
Entertainment as he expefted. Queen Elizabeth being 
the Princes Daughter, ftudied how to fave her Father, 
and gave him Advice, that the Fifth of May was the 
cay appointed to Befiege him. Then {he went to the 

King 
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Kin<» to beg Pardon for him, which the King laid he 
would grant, provided the Prince himfelf would beg it, 
acknowledging his Faults. He did fomi Letter to the 
King, but the Queen fhewing him her Letter, wherein 
the Prince vindicated himfelf; and faid.he comply*! fo 
far only to fatisfieher; the King faid, fince he did not 
really acknowledge his faults, he merited no Pardon. 

The Prince's Enemies, to prevent the Queens inter¬ 
ceding for him, kept him as much from her as they 
could, and imprifoned D. Alvaro de Cajtro, a Man of a 
moll beautiful Perfon, and excellent Behaviour,as Hand- 
in* accufed of too much Familiarity with the Queen,but 
the King knowing weB herVertue, caufed D. Alvaro to 
be let at Liberty, and did him great Honour. 

8 . The King had now gathered a numerous Army, 
but could not fet forward Tor want of Provifions and ^ r: „ £ 
Carriages. But the Prince on his part fet forward from ctmti * 
Coimbra with ioooHorfe, and 5000 Foot, and came Battle with 
within five Leagues of Santarem without meeting any the Rebels, 
Oppofition. There he was advifed to return to Coimbra , 
but he chofe to advance towards Lisbon, and by the way 
put to Death about fifty Horfe of the King s, that at a 
diftance cafled him Traytor. Being come to a Brook 
i-aBed Alfarreveira , he there chofe a convenient Ground 
for a fmaU Body to oppofe a greater, for he had not yet 
8000 Men,and the KingsArmy confifted of above 30000. 

By that Multitude he found himfelt encompaikd on the 
loth.oi May. Proclamation was made, declaring all 
* Tray tors that fhould thenceforth adhere to the Prince 5 
yet none forfook him, but feme of the Kings Army de¬ 
lected to him. Some Shot of Mufquets and Crofs-bows 
flying from the King s Camp to the Prince's, he an- 
fwered with feme Cannon, one of the Buflets whereof 
falling near the King’s Tbit, fo enraged his Army, that 
they immediately, without Orders, feD on, and in a 
moment broke and put to flight the Prince's Forces. He 
himfelf fighting refolutely, wa» foot through with an J ff 
Arrow, and died. His infeparable Friend, the Earl of 
Abranchezy having fworn not to forfake him in Death, 
after having performed incredihle A£U of Bravery, was 
there alfo Haiti. Moft of the Prince's followers were ei¬ 
ther taken or killed. His Body was left three days in 
the Field, and then being laid upon a Ladder, tour 
Country mencarryed it to the poor Church of A!wca % 
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where it was buried. The King was received at Lisbon 
in Triumphant manner. Many Perfons were executed 
on Account of thefeTroubles, and their Heirs, to the 
Fourth Generation, declared Infamous. ' The Prince s 
Endnies fearing theQyeen might feme time or other 
Revenge the Death of* her Father, adviied the King to 
be divorced from her,* but he received heir with ail the 
marks of True Love and Affe&ion. They hfgged of 
hinv fome Towns that had belonged to the Prince,which 
he freely gave them; but the Cities of Pom and Por- 
talegre would not fubmit to be given away to any Body, 
and were therefore annexed to the Crown. 
rh Pr-n. r 9- The Princefi Ellenor duringrhis time was contra¬ 
il Pile- cted to the Emperor Frederickjthz Third, and was now 
nor can- delivered in the Month o£ Auguft to his Embafladors, 
iracfcd to They embarked *t Lisbon, and landed at Leghorn, whence 
the frie was conduced to Sienna, where the Bridegroom met

The great 
Monarch of the Turks, Mahomet, having taken Con flan- 
tinofle , Pope Calixtus ftirred up the Chriftian Princes to * 
unite their Forces again It the Common Enemy. Our* 
King offered to ferve in Perftm one Year with 12000 
Men, but all thele Proje&s fell to nothing. Our Queen 
had before this time brought forthaSonand a Daugh- 
1 4 J f = ter, whereof the former died, # and now on the third of 
May jfhe was delivered at Lisbon of another Son, whom 
fhe called John, as the firft had been, for the fpeciai De¬ 
votion fhe had to that Name. He was fworn Prince, 
being but a Month oM, with great Solemnity. The 
Queen upon thisOccafion obtained leave of the King, 
that the Body of her Father, Prince Peter, might be 
placed in the Tomb he had built for himfelf at the Fa¬ 
mous Monaftery of Bat alia. At this time alfo a Match 
was concluded betwixt the Princefs Joanna, King Alorjds 
Daughter, and Henry the Fourth, King of Ca/tile . She 
was Seventeen Years of Age, and very beautiful, which

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was all her Portion, and fhe was concluded to CaJHle , 
bv Count Alvaro Gonz.de*. de jtajde. Elizabeth our 
Queen died on the Second of December following, not z 
without iufpidon of Poifon given her, by her Fathers i 
Enemies, fearing fhe might prevail with the King to Re¬ 
venge his Death. She was carried to the Church of Ba- 
talla , with the greateft Pomp that had been ufed at the 
Funeral of any Queen. Forjieauty, Patience, Obedi¬ 
ence, and Piety, fhe was inferior to none. The Mon- 
aftery of Xabregas of the rfiigious of S. £/ojy, was foun¬ 
ded by her. The King ordered the Body of his Mother, 
Queen Ellenor , to be brought from Toledo , to be buried 
at the Church of Eat alia. As far as Elvas^t t was con¬ 
ducted by the King and Queen of Cajlile , and there they 
were met by our King. . _ , e 

icv The Bifhopof Stives brought the Croifade from 
Rome, granted to Encourage Chriftian Princes to joyn ; 
their Forces againft meTurkf. Our King madePrepara- j 
tions for that Expedition, and recalled Peter, the Conlta- 1 
ble and Mafter of Avis, Son to Prince Peter , whowas , 
Banifhed to Cajlile. He alfo coined a New fort of pieces 
called Crttzadoes , from the Croifade and the Crofs on 
them. Theft were of pure Gold, and great Weight, that 
they might pais in Forreign Countries, but the other 
Chriftian Princes not anfwering on their Part, he bent 
his Mind upon ProfecutingtheConquelt of Africk, Tan¬ 
gier was firlt aimed at,but this Refolution was changed for 
Alcajer. Twenty thouland Landmen were appointed for 
this Service, who fet fail from Set aval the i ith. of OElc- 
ber, in Two hundred Sail of Ships. They no fooner ar¬ 
rived than that they were Vidorious, and reduced that 
Place; the Particulars of which A&ion are in the 
Portughefe Africk. A Peace Was now eftabliflied 
with the Duke of Brit any, whole Subjects had taken 
many Portagaefe Ships, which was repaid them in the 
fame kind. The following Pear died Prince Henry, 
who firft gave Encouragement, and promoted the Diico- 
veries on the Coaft of Africk, A Year alter he was fol¬ 
lowed by Alonjo, Duke of Bragary a, Baftard-Son to 
King John the Firft, The King being advertiled. That it 
would be eafie to furprize Tangier, fct lail from Lisbon in 
November, and tho he met with many difficulties he be¬ 
came Mafter of that Place. The Catdomans rebelling a- 
eainft their lawful Sovereign, King Jobs of Ar*gi», lent 
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to invice Peter , Son to the Unfortunate Prince JWfr, to 
riiat Principality as being defended of the Ancient Earls 
of Barcelona. He hailed thither from Ceuta, but lived 
not long there, and lies buried in the Cathedral. King 
Alonfo went over from Ceuta, to Gibraltar, to meet the 
King of Cafiile , who craved Aid of him againft his Nobi¬ 
lity ; that not content with (tuning his Honour, fought 
i 64- to deprive him of the Crown. Here it was agreed,King 
Alonfo Should marry Elizabeth, Sifter to the Caftilian j 
and his Son Prince John, th^Princefs Joanna , L urall this 
1466. took no effect. Queen Joanna of Caftile, on whom thofe 
People call ail their Reproaches,accufing her of Adultery, 
only in mdiice to D. Beltran de la Ctteva , theKing s Fa¬ 
vourite, whom fhe treated with Courtefie; came to the 
City Guar da to crave Aid of the King her Brother againft 
the Rebels, who called her Daughter a Baftard, and had 
opprobrioufly ufed a Statue they h*d ere6ted to the King 
her Husband. King Alonfo intended tohave foccoured 
her, but was prevented by the Death of Prince Alonfo of 
Caftile, ,who had been proclaim'd King,in opposition to the 
King his Brother; whereupon enfued fome tranquility in 
the Affairs of Caftile, King John of Aragon , made great 
Intereft that his Son Ferdinand might marry Elizabeth, 
Sifter to the King of Caftile. Our King Alonfo , alfo fent 
Embaffadors to demand her according to the Articlescon- 
duded at Gibraltar , But thefe Embaffadors could not 
prevail, for fhe was already engaged to Ferdinand ,, and 
much more to thofe who advifcd that Match, in oppositi¬ 
on to her Brother, that fhe might the better, with their 
amftance, deprive him of the Crown* That Match was 
14*59. concluded in February, 1469. This is that Elizabeth, 
io much admired by the Spaniards for Sanftity, and yet, 
by this it appears fhe ^imed to Ufurprhe Crown from her 
Brother, and a&ually did it from his only Daughter.

jftiirs of 2m ffj n g Henry of Caflile met his Sifter Elizabeth at 
Cuitile. Segovia , and he dying on the nth. of December follow¬ 

ing, it was generally believed he was poifoned.^ In his 
Will, he appointed his Daughter Joama to fucceed him, 
and defired the King of Portugal, to take her to Wife. 
At the Hour of his Death, his Confeflbr preffed him to 
declare who was his lawful Heir; and he anfwered his 
Daughter Joanna, Nothing more could have been done 
to prove her Legitimate, but nothing will fuffice agajnft 
hardned Rebels. Scarce was the Princefs Elizabeth allu¬ 
red of the Kings Death, when fhe caufed her felf to be 
proclaimed Queen at Segovia . In the mean while, the 
Marquis de Villcna , the Earl of Benavente, and the Bifhop 
of Siguenza, appointed by King Henry , to fee his Will 
executed, fent to the King of Portugal , praying him to 
let forward with all poffible fpeed, and that not only they, 
but many more Nobles, and the principal Cities of Ca¬ 
ftile , would declare for him. The King was then at 
Eftremoz , where having confulted hit Council, he refol- 
ved to accept of what was offered; and in order there¬ 
unto, fent his Lord Chamberlain, Lope de Albugucrcpit 
to Caftile, who returned to him with frefh Aflurances, in 
the Month of January, the King being then at Evora, 
Elizabeth the New Queen, fent fome religious Men to 
advife our King not to engage in an unjuft War (as die 
termed it) and to offer him another Joanna, Sifter to her 
"Xlonfo husband Ferdinand, in Marriage. He anfwered he was

this Army he came to PUfencia, and was there joyfully 
received hy many qf the Nobility. There he found the 
true Queen, and was contra&ed to her,thofe there pre- 
fent, and many abfent, by Proxy, fwore Allegiance to 
him. The King then ililed himfelf King of Cafttle, and 
Portugal, and nothing was wanting for Bedding with the 
Queen, but the Difpenfation from Rome, which Ferdi¬ 
nand and Elizabeth, 'with all their might oppofed. No 
fooner was this known to the Caflilian King and Queen, 
but they alfo took the ftile of CaFhle and Portugul, and 
fent Forces to invade that Kingdom, which haying made 
fome fpoil returned without any oppohtion. Queen 
Joanna fent her Letters, to all the Towns of Caftile, ex¬ 
torting them to return to her Obedience, fince they had 
twice lworn her lawful Heirefs to the Crown. The King 
marched to Arevalo, and thence to Toro, which City held 
for him, and the Caftle he took by force. Zamora was 
delivered to him, and thither he conducted his Bride. 
Thence they returned to Toro, where Queen Joanna, Mo¬ 
ther to the Bride, and Sifter to the Bridegroom, died on 
the 13. of June. Ferdinand and Elizabeth railed all the 
Forces they could, and had now gathered together 
12000 Horfe, and 30000 Foot. With this Force Ferdi¬ 
nand marched and encamped before Toro, where feigning 
Friend (hip, he fent to advife King Alonfo to depart, or to 
detide the matter by Angle Combat; neither whereof, 
he well knew, could as circumftances flood be accepted. 
However, Peter de Avendanho fo cut off the Cash Hi an s 
Provifions, that he was forced to draw off his Army to 
Medina del Campo . Thither came Elizabeth to Ferdi¬ 
nand, reproaching him, that he had not accepted of a 
fingle Combat, on fuch terms as the Portugurje allowed 
of. But Money beginning now to fail^thcm, and tney 
fearing to tax the People, had recourte to the clergy, 
who gave them half the Plate of the Churches.. 

4. Some Overtures ot Peace were now made, Out came i 
not to any head. Our King marching to relieve Bmgm, « 
was recalled by the revolt of Zamora, which Lnz.dYt.-j 
of Caftile, laying hold of, gave out that he Hed, which 
drew many to her Party. I he Portugueje now' grew 
weary of being abroad, and the King wanting Money, 

1 his Subje&s refuted to furnifh him upon that Account5 
fo that all his Affairs went backwards. King Alonfo t hus 
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ftreightned, difcharged many of his Army, and man? 
more went away without expelling a Difcharge. The 
Goverfiour of the Cattles on the Bridge of Zamard, being 
corrupted by Ferdinand and Elizabeth .feme advifed to 
build a Wall betwixt them and the Town, and they 
would perifli; but the Archbifliop of Toledo , and other 
ereat Men, perfvvaded the King to remove to ^.lea¬ 
ving behind in the Caftle, all his Equipage, becaufehe 
could not then Travel with fo much Baggage. Ferdt- 
W immediately entred the City and attacked the Ca- 
ftie, but without fuccefs. King Alonfo lent him a chal¬ 
lenge, and he refufed any fingle Combat, for which he 
was again, l'evereiy reproved by his Wife Elizabeth yi he 
bein° fitter to have been Ferdinand , than he was to be 
Elizabeth. In January the Prince of Portugal came to 
Toro with fome Troops, and was there received with 
great joy, except by the Duke of Arevalo, and Marquis 
de Vi lien a, who began to incline to King Ferdinand King 
Alonfo however refolved to put all to the tuue Of a Battle, 
tho the Archbifliop of Toledo , of all the Cafhlum Noot- 
lity tint invited him, was the only Perfon that Hoodnow 
by him. Fifteen Days after the Princes arrival, King 
Alonfo marched towards Zamora to meet King Ferdinand 
leaving his Queen behind at Toro. He attacked the Bridge, 
but to no purpoie. Overtures of Peace were again made 
without any likelihood of fuccefs, for it was decreed, rfi 
Accommodation fhould be purchafed without Bloo'd. 
King Alonfo feeing he wafted his Army, lying before a 
Town in the dead of Winter, his Enemy tying clofe, re¬ 
turned towards Tore, his Forces braving the Cashliant 
bv the flownefs cf their March. Ferdtmnd aihamed to 
have been fo long dared, at length {allied out to M 
upon the Rear of the I'crtuguefe Army. Alonfo fufpett- 
ing no (itch thing, was now marched down a Hill m great 
diiordt r, as being at the Gates of his own City. It was 
debated among theCasliHans, whither they ought to pur- 
foe their Enemy,who they laid tied,or return to Zamora, 
but the Cardinal, Peter Gwmilcz, de Afendo^a^ having 
from the top of the Hill, taken a view of the Pertugutk 
Army, laid it would be a flume to return-without bid- 
dinu Battle, and thereupon their Army advanced.

They met, and together received a courteous Met 
fage from King Ferdinand, who lent the King all his 
Equipage which he had taken in theCaftle of Zamora, 
The Archbifhop of Toledo , who only of all the Caftilian 
Nobility adhered to the Portuguefe , asked leave now to 
depart to defend his own Lanas, which were wafted by 
King Ferdinand's Commanders. The Bifhop of Evora 
with his Troops was fent to Conduft him on his way,* 
who being come back, returned with the Prince to fW- 
tugal, to defend the Frontiers, then much infefted by 
the Enemy. King Alonfo had fent D. Alvaro* de Atayde 
from Toro into France, defigning to foDow in Perfon, 
and crave Succour for carrying on the War, in cafe this 
E mbaflador found a favourable Reception. King Lewis 
entertained D. Alvaro with fuch feigned Friendlhip,that 
he eatily perfwaded the King his Mafter to go over into 
France, The King havhg refolved upon that Journey, 
after fettling the Government of thofe few Places he 
held in Cufiile , about the beginning of June fet forward 
for rcrtug.il, carrying with him his Bride, that fhould 
have been Queen, Joanna, now fpoiled of her Crown. 
Being come to Alirar.da, flie went away to the City 
Guarda, and he to Porto , where he intended to Embark 
for France. Thither repaired the Prince, Nobility, and 
Clergy, diffwading him from that Voyage, but he was 
not to be moved from that Kefolurion. He fet Sail with 
21 Veffels of fever a 2 for and in them 500 Gentlemen, 
and 2200 Men at Arms.

RcLn. as ^ a P e Bhinco^n 20 Degrees of North Latitude,whence 
they brought fome Moors, and alfo Blacks , then a Rarity 
in Spain . Nunho returned, and proceeded as far as the 
Iflands of Arguin . Lanzarote and Yanez* found the Ifland 
of Gar gas, whence they brought 200 Slaves. Antony 
Gonzalez returning, pierced as far as the Ifland Tider : 
Alvaro Fernandez* difcovered Cape Matos, and going 100 
Leagues farther, flew the Lord of that Country. Gon- 
z*aio de Sintra at Angra loft fix Men, which was the firft 
Lofs fuftained in thefe Difcoveries.

On the 2 2d. of Auguft being at Setuval, he fent for 
the Duke; and having taken him afide, asked ot him, 
what he would do to the Man thatdefigned to kill him.

The Bifhop of Evora being put into a Ceftern,was there 
eaten alive bv Worms.

D.G u- 
tierc Coutino died in Prifon, and D. Alvaro de At ayae tied 
to Cftliie, and was afterwards pardoned by. King 
Emanuel. The Count de Pena-Macor died at Sevil, and 
Ferdmard de Sdvcyra was killed in France. D. Vafco 
Coutlnhc , one of the dife^verers, for his loyalty was crea¬

Several forts of new 
Coin as well of Gold and Silver, as of Copper, were * 
now alfo fpread abroad in Portugal. The King had fent f 
D, Peter de Nor on ha his Embaffador tt> Rome, topay his 
Obedience to the Pope, and obtain of him the Croafade, 
in order to prdfecute bis Conquefls in Afrtck , for which 
he made Preparations throughout the Kingdom. Tour 
Venetian Galleys being taken by the French, and the 
Men put afhoar almolf naked at Cafiaes, the King not 
only relieved them with Cloaths, and other Neceflanes, 
but gave them fuch a Sum of Money, as redeemed their 
Galleys, wherewith they returned home. VV hereupon 
that Republick fent a Solemn Embaffy, with Prefents, 
to return him Thanks for that extraordinary Aft of Ho- 
lbitalitv. The Town of Aaatmor in Africa fent this / 
Year to fubmitit felf to our King, and was taken into .. 
Protection. The way to Ind,a by Sea beginning to be. 
laid open, after theDifccvery of the Cape of Good Hope, 
the King fent Alonfo de Pajva, and \ John de Cub, Han, to 
take a Tourney into India by Land. Others followed 
them; but the particulars of thofe Aft ions be.ongto 
the Portuguefe Alia, where they may be found. 1 be 
Catholicising and Queen falling fhert of Ammunition 
at the Siege of Granada, fent to defire a Supply of King 
John, which was fpeedily and plentifully conveyed to 
them. John Alonfo de Aveyro difeovered the Coalt o, 
Beni, and brought thence the firft Pepper that was ever 
brought from thofe Parts ; as ado an EmbatTaoor from 
that King, who was honourably entertained, and lent 
back loaded with Prefents. James aeAtmeyda , a Kniglic 
of Malta, Sailing for Af ic\ with 30 Sail , in whtca wei e 
K 00 Horfc. and 1000 Foot ; and being put by ms Port, 
landed near the City An.-.fe, where enconnrnng a mul¬ 
titude of Moors, he killed 900, and carryed away 400 
Priloners. The King improved this Accident, by giving 
out he bad chaftifed thoie Moors for their Dif-Oedience 
to their Prince /) it,ley Be/jah, which that Prince believed,

The Jews in that Country, (warmed into PortpgaL King John at 
fly out of firll entertained diem $ butrafterwards being fenfibleof 
Oaftileiw/a tueir wicked Prattices? for that pretending to be Chri- 
Portugal, ftians, they ceafed not to ]u<Jaize» he fent out his Offi¬ 
cers, who burnt (brrie, chaltifed others, and filled all the 
Prifonswith them. This made many of them fly over 
into Africf, where they profefied jthemfelves openly 
Jews-y whereupon the King forbid any more patluig over 
thither, upon pain of Death; giving them Liberty, at, 
the fame time, to remove to any Chriltian Country. But 
tho J it happened fome Tears latter,let us here relate what 
was done in this cafe. In the Tear 1492. vaft multitudes 
of Jews came out of Caftilt into Portugal\ engaging to 
pay the King a certain number of Ducats for each Head, 
and only defiring to be permitted to 5 pals through the 
Kingdom. Eight Months were allotted them to (lay, 
and certain Ports affigned them to Embark. The Term 
expiring, many went over to the Cbail of Fez, where 
they were plundered and abufed by the Moors , having 
been little better treated by the Portuguefe . Many re-? 
turned to Cajlile, pretending, they were converted, and 
many flay’d in Portugal under the fame colour. The 
King, the following Tear, finding them obftinate in their 
wicked Practices, made all that could be found Slaves 5 
and taking their Children away, fent them to the Iilandf 
of S. Tho?naSy to be there brought up Chriftians. Thus 
the Jews came firft to mix their Race with that of the 
Ancient Portuguefe. 

8. The King, notwithftanding it was a time of Peace, 
2488. ceafed not to lay up Magazines in ah his Camions, and 

fortified the Town of Oliver$a, which alarmed the King 
and Queen of Cafiiley but he fatisfied them, and went 
on with what he had begun. In Afrit D.Vafco Ceu- 
tinhoy Earl of Borbay with only 70 Horfe, defeated 450 
Moorsy and took their Commander, who lay in wait to 
have uir prized him. Upon the receipt of this News, 
the King fent over *50 Horfe,- and feme Foot, to en- 
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courage his Forces there. They paffed the Bridge of 
Ale over quibir, that had never before been paifed by the 
Portugue/ey and returned with Slaves and Cattle. In 
the Month of Oftober arrived at Lisbon, Bemoy , King cf jjemc 
Jalof in Africfy who being expelled his Kingdom,came Afric 
to ask Succours for recovering of it. He had Audience z-ag. 
of the King at Set aval, and having propofed the Mo- into F 
tive of his coming, wasanfwered, That nothing could tugal. 
obftrdft the alfifting him, but his being an Infidel; for 
that it was not allowed Chrifiian Princes to give Aid to 
Pagans. He replyed, he was ready to receive the Faith, 
and only forry that it might be thought he was moved 
to it by ai^y Temporal Intereft. On the Third of No¬ 
vember, he, and fix of his principal Followers, were 
baptized ; the King, Prince, and Duk^Emanuel being 
Godfathers. On the feventh the King Knighted him , 
and gave him for his Arms, Gules y a Crofs, Or , within 
anOrle of Portugal. Next, he did Homage to the 
King, and promifed Obedience to the Pope. This done, 
the King fent him home with 20 Caravels well manned 
and provided, under the Command of Peter lay .U 
Cmiha ., with Orders to erett a Fort at the Mouth of the 
River Zanaga. This Expedition fucceeded not . for 
Cunha fearing to venture himfelfin that unhealthyCoun- .<••••: 
try, murdered the unfortunate Bemoy, and ib returned P..r>x 
home with the Fleet, and the King unjulliy connived at cf Act 
thisVillany. 

9. At the beginning of the Year the King went into - 
Algarve , and thence fent over feme Forces, with Ma- o . 
fens and Materials, to build a Fort at the Mouth of the AfiL 
River tar ache, ordering it to be called Graciofa. Mu ley y 
King of Fez, in whole Territory it was, unde r l landing 
how the Work advanced, fee down before it with 40000 
Horfe, and a vail multitude of Foot. King JJw lent 
Succours to the belieged, but all too weak to urrhiland 
lo great a Force. He thought of going over in Pericm 
but the Moors offering to fuller the Chriltians to de¬ 
part, the offer was accepted, and the Place abandoned, 

Barr axe that Moor who had been taken Priibner bv LT 
Vafco Coutiuhoy being ran(omed,novv held Correlpondeuce 
with a Gentleman, called Lope Sane he about betraying 
the City Ceuta to him. Sanchez held him in hand, and 
gave Advice to the King, who fent to iecure that Place 
50 Sail from Akarve, well manned and ifered, under 
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the Command of D. Ferdinand de Menefcs. He and 
his Brother Antony, that was before at Cent a ,, marched 
out with 150 Horfe, and 1000 toot, and falling upon 
the Town of Targa, eafily took it, as being abandoned* 
The Town they utterly deftroyed, took lome Ships, 
Cannon, and Ammunition, and releaied lome Cnriltian 
Captives' This Action coft not one drop of Blood, 
D Ferdinand marched away to Alcazar, and )oyntng 
with the Governors of that Place and Tangier, he 
-cam let out with 400 Horle, and 1200 hoot, towards 
cair,ice, which the Moors call the Ltck.mtcd, becaufe it 
was thought inaccelftble, Handing upon a craggy Hill. 
Now the Inchantment ceafed, for the Place was taken 
by Adaulr, and razed down to the Ground, 400 of the 
Defendants, who hid themlelves in the Mountain, being 
put to the Sword. But this Viftory was not fo cheaply 
purchased as the other, for it coft the Lives ot 70 Men. 
jtoo. ,0. Prince Alonfo was now going into his fifteenth 
Y ear, an Age lit to Marry, and he was already contracted 
ro the Princefs Elizabeth, Eldell Daughter to King Fer- 
cl: a. vid and Queen Elizabeth ot C aft tie, The News of 
her being aflunced to him by Proxy at Sevil , being 
bvou-’ht to Evora, where the King then was, that City 
was filled with all public!; Demonltrations of Joy. From 
thence loon after it was diffufed throughout tiie whole 
■lie PUsn: Kingdom. The Plague then raging a Lisbon, andfpread- 
m Pori..- in a as far as Evora, as alio the News brought ot the 
31I. Death of the Princefs Joanna, the Kings Sifter, m the 
Monastery at Aveyro, might have been looked upon as 
ill Omens forboding the evil Succefs of this Marriage. 
Hie publick Joy was turned for fome rime into Mourn¬ 
ing, but loon after relumed again. Nor did the Prepa- 
rations for the Wedding ceaie all that time, and they 
were the greateft that had ever been feen in Portugal. 
The palace at Evora being thought too little to Enter- 
A-tain the Bride, was much enlarged. On the 22^. of No- 
iop.ih mar- the Bride was brought to the Borders ot the two 

rite Eli- Kingdoms, and on the Bridge of the River Cay a, the 
rabeth, Cardinal D.Gon^alo Perez, de ABend qi, Archbifhop or

and Prince met her. At the Churc h of our Lady of 
Efoineiro, which is without the Walls ot E ora, they 

\vJre marryed by the Archbifhop of Braga, and n that 
i 0,,< ' " . Dry 
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Monaftery the Prince bedded her. November the 27 th. 
they made their Solemn Publick Entry into the City, 
with fuch Grandeur, as is not eafily to be expreffed, no 
more than can the infinite Rarities that were ferved up 
that Night at Supper. Befides the Balls, Mufick, and 
other extraordinary Diverriiements, the King appointed 
a Solemn Tilting, in which he defervediv carryed away 
the Honour from all that ran. In May the King, Queen, 
and Princes removed to Santarem , the Diverriiements 
never ceafing, till upon Tuefdaj the t2th. of July, the 
Prince riding abroad after Dinner, and being upon a r: 
Full-fpeed, his Horfe fell upon and Mortally bruifed f 
him. He was pall all Remedy, and died the next day E 
at the fame hour he had fallen. Thus was that Scene ci 
of Joy converted into a horrid Speftacle of Sacneis. 

I he Prince was magnificently Interred in the Church of • 
Batatla. The Princefs was lent back to Cajtile all clad 
in the deepelt Mourning, and in a Horfe-Litrer covered 
with Sackcloath. 


CHAT. VIII. 

TIt remaining Part: of the Life and Rtign of 
Kjng John, the Second of the lYavte, and 
Thirteenth King of Portugal ; from the 
Ttar 1492 , till 1495 . 

i,r\N the 25th. of May, 1492. King John laid the 
Foundation of the Magnificent Church and 
Hofpitai of All-Saints in the beaurifulldt Square, cr 
Market-Place of Lisbon, {battering lome Money under 
file hrft Stones laid, having obtained leave cf the Pope 
to incorporate all other Hcfpitals into this. The Ecu \ 
then at Peace with Portugal, had taken a Caravel bring¬ 
ing Gold from Guinea-, whereupon the King (eized ail 
the V r cffels of that Kingdom within his Ports, which 
caufed the Caravel to be reflored tintouch’d. King Ehn 
in the Year 1485 had lent James Cano with a Fleet to v :p 
Guinea, He came to an Anchor at the Mouth of the ;.x 
River Afani Congo , lying in Seven Degrees of South ;» 

X 7 - Latitude, 
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Latitude, and understanding that King was far off in 
the In-land Parts, he lent ibme Portuguefe to him with 
aPrefent, who not returning, he feized fom e Blacks, 
and brought them away to Portugal, alluring the People 
they fhould be restored; whereupon King John fent 
them back loaded with Gifts, which foobliged the Black 
King, that he laid, That mtifo he the true God, whom a 
Prince of fo much Honour adored . He lent an Embaffa- 
dor to him, offering Submitfron to his Authority, and 
defiring Priefts to Inffruft the People, and Workmen 
to build Churches, and a fleet returned with all that 
had been dehred. The King and a great number of his 
SubjeiFs were baptized, as alfo the Queen and Prince. 
The King foon fell off again, becaufe Chriftianity ob¬ 
liged him to adhere to only one Wife, and therefore he 
retbived to declare his Second Son, Panfo Aquitimo , who 
continued an Idolater, his Heir. Aionfo , the eldeit Bro¬ 
ther, the Lawful Heir, and a Chriffian, was abfenc when 
his Father died, but halting to Court, was proclaimed 
King. His Brother Aquitmo thought to lurprize him, 
but failed; for his great Army was overthrown by a 
handful of Portuguefe and Black* tharfollowed Aionfo, 
Many of the Priioners declared they were overthrown 
by a glittering Army, led by a Commander that carryed 
a white Crois. Aionfo being fecured in his Throne, be¬ 
came the Apoftle of that People, in which good Work 
molt of his Succeffors have followed his Example. * 

2. In the Month of Adarch, Chriftopher Columbus, 
after difcovering the Illands of America, entred the Port 
of Lisbon, to Revenge himfelf, by fhewing what he 
had found, to King John, who had before rejected him 
when he came to offer his Service, and whom he thought 
it would now grieve to fee what he had Ioff. Some Gen¬ 
tlemen offered the King to Murder him, which he not 
only reruled, but calling Columbus to him, honoured 
and made him Prefents. This Dilco/ery alarmed all 
Spain, the Cadil-ans fearing to be dillurbeci in their Con- 
queffs there,and the Portuguese pretending it appertained 
to them. Many Meflengers and Embafladors palled 
between the two Kings, at lair, their Miniffers meeting 
at Tordefllas, divided the World betwixt them. To 
the PortufUefc was allotted from 370 Leagues to the 
Wdhvard of Cabo Verde, all to the Ealhvard; and all 
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Welt 
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a Line there from North to South, fo that commencing 
from that Point, one half of the Globe remained to 
each Crown. Many Perfons of Note came about this 
time from Foreign Parts to lee, and feme to ferve King 
John.. Among them was a French Prince, whom the 
Portuguefe call Monfreur de Lion, who offered to ferve 
in Africlg with 300 Horle at his own coft. The King of 
Naples alfo lent his Embaffador with Rich Prefents. 

3. This Year and part of the next the King ipent In 1474. 
taking a Progrels through his Kingdom, and fettling 
the Affairs of greatelt Importance, tor being grown 
fickly, he could not apply himfelf to Bulinels ot Ids 
moment. He alio fared out the Ships in the River ot 
Lisbon, that were to Sail to difeover the way to India 
by the Ocean, and gave the Command of them m Pafco 
deGama, with Inftructions howto proceed. H:s Di- 
ltempet* increaled, and not only colt him his Life,^ but 
laid a lafting ffam upon the Good Nftme of his Subjects. 

Some of thole who dtfigned to have murdered him by 
the Sword, now executed their Defign with Poilbn. A Jobu 
Woman,held in Elteem for her Sandity..warned lum to pijUcd. 
have a care of Poifon, which neverthelels he drank out 
of a Spring near Evora, which Water lie hired odt. 

That this was true, appeared by that two Gentlemen , 
who drank with him at the lame time, died as well as 
he. His Difremper feemed to turn to a Dropiie, and 
the Phyiicians advifed him to go to the hot Baths ac 
Alvar in Algarve. One of them oppofed the refloat- 
firming, this would ffiorten his Days, but he was a j< 
and therefore found no Credir. The King tell into \ 

Mux, which being flopped, he became wholly Lethar¬ 
gic]^ Coming a little ro hnrilelt, he asiced, how- toe 
tide was; and being told, find, he fhould die within 
two hours, lull at Sun letting lie give up me c *holt on *• 
die z$th. of “October. Being frnhble he muff vhejie com- ?-.s - 

imnded the Plate turnidled by the Churches for the late 
u/ars, to be reftored. He ordered Duke Lmanat l fhould 
Succeed him, having fail ufed all pothole means ro leave 
the Crown to his Baftard-Son George , which was the 
greateft Aft of Injuffice lie was gvdm via or indeed 
th.u could be. Having otrendcl the Qu ;en, rrjnceis 
Bca'rix, and the Clergy m la - Lif e imie, he now oeggea 
Pardon of them. 
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4. Tho' the King earneftly defired to fee Duke Em<t- 
nstel before his Death, he could not eompals it, fome 
Perfons perfwading that Prince, his Defign was tp kill 
him. There was a (Inal] Box, whereof he always kept 
the Key, which was generally fuppofed to contain no- 
thing but Poifon: But this Box being opened after his 
Saint Death, there was found in it a Book of Inllru&ions for 
to make a good Confeffion, a Hair-cloath, and a Dilei- 
pline ihined with Blood. Hence the People took occa- 
floi. : . • call him a Saint, as many before accounted him a 
Tyrant.in his Will the King ordered 3oooMa{fes fliould 
be laid for his Soul, that 41 Orphans (hould be marryed, 
that the like number of Captives (hould be redeemed, 
that the great r ofpital of Lisbon (hould be finiflied, 
that half the Plate taken from Churches by his Father 
tor the War again It Cafhle , fliould be reflored, that 
Duke Emanuel fhould Succeed him in the Throne, that 
his Bailaru-Son Gertie fhould have the City Coimbra, with 
all the Royalties wherewith Prince Peter had it before, 
that in cafe Duke Emanuel died without I Rue, the afore- 
1 aid George fhould Inherit the Crown, and that none of 
die Perlons banifhed the Kingdom by him, (hould be 
reilored. After his Death he had the Commendations 
of his very Enemies. His Body was conduced with great 
State from the Cathedral of Si Ives to the Monaftery of 
BataPa, where it is laid co have been found long after 
uncorrupted, which increafed the Opinion of his San¬ 
ctity. He marryed his Coufin-German, Ellenor , Daugh¬ 
ter to Prince Ferdinand, Duke of Vifeo, and the Lady 
Beatrix, Daughter to Prince John, She was a Princefs 
endued with Angular Beauty, Wit, and Vertue, and lies 
buried in the Monailery of the Mother of God at Lisbon, 
founded by her iclf, in the Clodter among the Nuns is 
her Grave, without any distinction. 

5. Let us now' give Lome Specimen of the many Ver- 
fues tint adorned this King. Pirft, for his great Zeal in 
Matters ot Religion, Pope Innocent VII. publickly cal¬ 
led him 'The Li-Lit Son of the Church. Daily he per¬ 
formed leveral Devotions upon his bare Knees, and in 
idle Holy Week fpenc whole Nights in mourning before 
the Sepulchre, lie forbid the Die of Mules, and becaule 
the Clergy fa id, they would have recount- to the Pope 
on rh x r account, he made it Death tor any Body to 
Roe re.cm , cod fb that D'/oute one.! R His I cilice 

was 
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was fuch, that he rewarded fome Judges, before whom 
hewasCaftin Law Suits*, and hearings Man was con¬ 
demned to Death , who had been Fourteen Years in 
Prilbn, he pardoned him, faying, They better deferved 
to die, who hud kept him fo long, to Condemn him at Ult. 

Few ever exceeded him in Liberality and Gratitude, for 
having borrowed 1500 Ducats of Peter Pantoja, and 
kept them but five days, he then fent him his Money, 
and 250 Ducats for the life of it. Pantoja complain¬ 
ing that the Interett was too great, he ordered him as 
much more, and laid, He would do foaa often as he com¬ 
plained. James Fernandes Correa, his Faifor in han¬ 
ders, having lent Maximilian the King of the Romans 
30000 Ducats without his Order, he fent him Thanks 
for fo doing, and gave him 1000 Crowns. Edrvard del 
Cafal a Man of Worth, having employed another to 
beg fome Favour for him, the King feeing him, faid, 

Since you have Hands to ferve me with , why have not you a 
Tongue to [peak to me ? 

6 . There was nocking that daunted him, in fo much More - K 
that others fearing to go aboard the Fleet, becaufe of good Rw 
the Plague, he went himfclf, and is faid to have (poke 
unconcerned with the Gholt of a Gentleman that was 
dead, and came to warn him of the Confpiracy of the 
Duke of Vifeo. Favourites he never had any, and was 
fuch an Enemy to thole lore ot Ministers, that the Car¬ 
dinal George da Cofia, who had entire influence over his 
Father, fled to Rodk before his Acceffion to the Crown. 

None that deferved well, palled unrewarded, for he car- 
ryed about him a Table-Book, in which were the Names 
apd Services of all thofe that merited of him. All 
Men had accefs to him, their Buiinefs was heard and 
anlwered, T ruth was lo much admired by him, that 
he made D. J^n E Mencjcs Iris Lord Steward, only be¬ 
caufe he laid, He always [poke trie'Truth, i l . / it irr--e 
dlfplcafi.gto him. As for Learning, he under fond Fi*;- 
loibphy, was skilled in Mathematicks, well verled sn 
Hi {lory , and a great admirer cf^ Poetry. Tho* his 
Countenance reprefented much of Gravity, and his Car- 
riage had much of Majeily, yet at times he was pierm: 
and facetious. To conclude, his Government ns m- 
feriour to none cf the bell Kings that preceded irm, 
end may be a Pattern to all thofe th j t come aft r him.

He went in Perfon to Silves, and found the Body whole, 
as it was leen Fifteen Years after by the Cardinal Hen¬ 
ry, and others, which confirmed the Opinion of Sancti¬ 
ty that was conceiv’d of him. The Body was honoura¬ 
bly conducted to the Church of Bat alia, and there laid 
in a Marble Tomb. This Year alio the King difperled 
feverai forts of new Coins of Silver and Gold, as he did 
again in the Years 1504, and 1517. He had before given, 
large Revenues to George , the late King s Baflard-Son, 
and this Year 1500 gave !fm the City Coimbra, with 
the Title of Duke, made him Lord of Mont em ay or 
cl Viejo , and %eftowed on him the Mafterfhip of the 
Milirary Orders of Santiago and Avis.

Near 
Corfu he was met by Twenty five Tenet im Galleys, and 
five Galleons, where both Fleets feluted eacn other wun 
ereat Joy. The Turks undemanding the fleets were 
joyned, retired to their Ports, and the Parnwticfs Squa¬ 
dron returned home. .

Oppofite to the Monaftery, in the very River, 
the King eretted a Fort, which, tho not large, is beau¬ 
tiful, and Commands the River, ferving at the lame time 
for a Rampart to the Church ; it is called the Fort or 
S. Vincent. D. Jayme, or James, Duke ot insanef, who 
was reftored to that Honour by King Emanuel, laocured 
under fuch a deep-melancholy, that he .ometimes tor- 
bore taking his natural Suftenance.

500 Men gathered in Arms, who (lew as many of the 
New Converts, burning their Bodies. The number in- 
creahng, upon Monday Morning they murdered Men, 
Women, and Children, dragging them from the very 
Altars, whither they fled for San&uary; fo that this Day 
above 1000 periflied. This was continued the third Day, 
to the number ot 400 being deftroyed, fo that in all they 
amounted to 2000 murdered, among them many that 
were not New Converts ; for the delire of Plunder was 
more than the Zeal of Religion, as it is in all Mutinies, 
whatever the Pretences be. The King then at Avis, was 
ni^hly offended at this Iniolency. He took away the City 
Charter, and lent thither the Prior of Crato, and Baron 
QtAivno to punifh the offenders. Some were hanged, 
others nad their Goods confilcated, and the two Friars

The Race n } amente d, being extreamly beloved for her Fruitfulnefs, 
dilf - her great Love to the King, her liberality to the Poor, 
her Devotion, Affability, Modefty, Piety, Induftriouf- 
neis in the good fpending her Time, and fpecial care of 
Inftrubling her Children. As to Features, fhe was neither 
beautiful, nor deformed. She founded the Monaftery 
ofS. Hierome , in the Berlings-, and lies buried in the 
Church of Belem. Before the Queen's Death, the King 
put an Elephant, and a’Rhinoceros together, to fee the 
manner of their Fight, being naturally Enemies; but 
the Elephant being young was frighted, and forcing his 
way through a Place that was barred, ran about the City, 
overturning all he met. The Rhinoceros was afterwards 
fentas a Prefent to the Pop, but the Ship was call 
away ; however the dead Rhinoceros being caft a Shoar, 
was taken up, and the Skin Huffed and carried to Rome, 
John Diaz Golez, a Portuguefe Pilot, flying from Juftice,

own Expence. Fie ferved Two Years at Tangier hon¬ 
ourably, and then returned home; having received the 
Order of Knighthood of drift, and other conliderable 
Favours, ar.d continued always a great Favourer of the 
Affairs of Portugal.

She was conduced to the Bor- 
dersof the two Kingdoms by feveral Noblemen of Spain, 
and there received by Jayme or James Duke of Bragar.pa, 
accompanied by a great Train of Perfons of Qiiality on 
the Twenty third of November. At Crato, the next Day, 
fee was married by the ArchbilTiop of Lisbon.

Ber - 
vardin Ribeyro, a Man well bom, and an ingenious Poet, 
was in love with the Princefs, and (he favoured him 
for his Wit. Seeing her depart he became a Hermit at 
Sintra ; thence he went a Pilgrim into Italy , and retur¬ 
ning through Savoy he received Charity of the Dutch¬ 
es, who knowing him, ordered he fhould not day in the 
City. He returned Home, and ended his Life with his 
Pilgrimage. The Venetians , who had for many Years 
enjoyed all the Trade of Spice, being now depriv'd of 
it by the Portuguefe having difeovered India, lent an 
Embaflador to pray they might be allowed all that was 
above what the Kingdom confumed, at a certain Rate. 
This Embadador was honourably entertained, but re¬

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8. Such was now the flourifliing Eftate of Lisbon, 
that it was thronged with Forreign Embaffadors and 
Merchants from all Parts. In the height of this Prolpe- 
rity and Grandeur King Emanuel fell fick of a Lethar¬ 
gy , then the epidemical Diftemper reigning. Per¬ 
ceiving his End draw nigh, he performed all the Afts of 
a good Chriftian, and died the i$th. of December , 1521. King £ma- 
the Ninth day of his Sickneis, the 53 d. Year of his Age, nue i j ies . 
and 27 th. of his Reign. His Body was Interred in his 
Church of Belem , where his Son built him a ftately 
Tomb. Before his Death happened a moil cruel Fa¬ 
mine, and after that, a terrible Plague. The Peftilence 
continued the following Year,and fuch prodigious Earth¬ 
quakes fhook the Uland of S. Michael , that Mountains 
tell upon fome ViDages, and others were overturned in¬ 
to the Sea, with great (laughter of the Inhabitants. 

King Emanuel ’, as to Stature, was tall, fomewhat lean, 
his Hair dark-brown, his Forehead high, his Eyes green 
and pleafanc, his Arms fo long, that when hanging, 
down, his Fingers reached below his knees. He was 
much addifted to all Sports, as Riding, Dancing, Mu- 
fick, and Feafling; very Devout, and therefore on Holy- 
days went to feveral Churches j extraordinary Charitable, 
a lover of Aftrologers and Jefters. He reformed ieVeral 
Religious Houfes, that lived not regularly. 

9. HisStru&ures were fo many,and fo great, it would Ha stru- 
fweil to a Volume to particularize them; in ihort,they Hurts, and 
were Thirteen Monafteries in Portugal, befides all rhofe other 
in Afta, Africk, and America ; and befides Repairs in Work. 
other Places, Eight great Churches, the great Hofpirai 
of Lisbon , Five Palaces, Cuftom-houfes, Store houfes, 
many Magazines plentifully llored, and above 1 wenty 
Forts of confiderable Magnitude, .befides many ot Ids 
note. Alfo feveral Bridges, Moles, Fountains,and other 
. Works were begun and finiihed by him. To encourage 
Gentlemen to ferve in Africk^, he inftiruted new Co.n- 
mendaries to Reward thofe that deierved well, and al¬ 
lowed Wages to an Hundred Knights for th. ir Enter¬ 
tainment there. He foil gave the hundredth Penny of 
his Revenue to Pious lifes. By him the Laws ot the 
Kingdom were digeiled into Method, and Regiilers 
made of all Eftates and Foundations, as allb a Book of 
the Arms of the Nobility. Kings at Arms, and Rules 
of Blazon, were of his introducing into Portugal, Antory

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Rodrigue^ the firft Mailer of that Science here, being 
lent to iroft Courts of Chrilteidom, to inform himfelf 
perfe&Iy therein. The Chronicles down to his own 
days he caufed to be correfted, Rewarding Edward Gal- 
and Ruy de Pina, who laboured in that Affair. He 
had three Wives; the firft, Elizabeth, Widow of Prince 
Alonfo, in her Right he was at Toledo fworn Heir to the 
Crowns of Caflile and Leon. The fecond was Mary 
Sifter to the former, both Daughters to King Ferdinand 
and Queen Elizjibeth of Caftile and Aragon. The third 
was Ellenor, Daughter to King Philip the Firft of Spain 
Sifter to the Emperor Charles the Fifth, and Niece to 
both his former Wives.

Morning. It was obfervable, that thisbeing the midft of 
Summer, when the Weather is ufually fettled fair, juft 
at that time, there arofe fuch a terrible Storm of Wind, 

Rain, Thunder and Lightning, that none living had ever 
feen the like. Whilft this Prince was Baptizing, there 
broke out fuch a Fire in the Palace, as alarmed the 
whole Court, and gave occafion to various Conjectures 
on what it might Prognofticate. The Prince was juft a r 9 c i. 
Yeaf old, when his Father Atfembling the Cortes , or Par¬ 
liament at Lisbon , caufed him to be fworn Heir to the 
Crown. At three Years of Age he was weaned. Being 
come out of his Infancy, he was given in charge to 
Gonzalo pgttejra, a Noble Citizen of Lisbon, the Queen 
his Mother ftill overfeeing his Education. The Bilhop 
of Tangier taught him his Grammar,and Lewis Tejxeyra 
inftructed him in the Laws, yet he profited little in 
either, never thoroughly underftanding any Book that 
belonged to them. Nor was lie more fuccefsf'ul in Aftro- 
logy, taught him by Thomas de Torres , then Famous in 
that Science and Phyfick. In fliort, at the end of his 
Studies, the Prince was found very ignorant; for tho_ 
he had an excellent Memory, he never applyed himfelf 
to Learning, and his Mailers feared difobliging him. In 
the Year 1512. the Prince fell down from a Gallery in t , ( , 
the Palace, fo that for 24 hours the Dottors defpaired > 
of his Life.

monies of the former, and I will bring one that may « 
fully evince the latter. The Lord of Az-ambuja, Head Fav f t 
of one of the ancienteft Families m Portugal, deligned 
to fell that Town to ftipply his prefent wants. The King 
told D. Antony, it would be proper for him to buy it, 
becaufe it joyned to his Eftate. He anfwered, It was 
more for his Highnelss Reputation, to fupply the wants 
of fo Ancient and Honourable a Family, than to (utter 
it to fall to nothing, by felling an Eftate of that Anti¬ 
quity. The King took his Advice, and fo generoully re- 
lieved that Gentleman, that he was enabled ro prelerva 
his Patrimony. This is a^ood Remark for thofe, who, 
to advance their own Fortunes, are fb far from regard¬ 
ing any Private Perfon, that they flick not to ruin Kings, 
and overturn Kingdoms. It was now thought time that 
the King fhould Marry, and James ^ Duke of Bragan$a, 
propofed to him Queen Ellenor , his Mother-in-law, as 
Wife to the late King, who was vatlly Rich. This Pro- 
pofal being noiftd abroad, was fbwell liked, that tnc 
Council ot Lisbon add refled him, in behalf of them- 
felves and the whole Kingdom, praying he would con- 
defeend to it. The King could not approve of Marrying 
his Father's Wife, and was freed from their Importurn- / 

ties by the Emperor's defiring he would hitter his Sifter 
to return to Caftile , which was accordingly performed.

About the end of the Year fhe was con¬ 
ducted to the Borders by the Bilhop of Siguenpa, and 
Duke of Vejar , and there delivered to the Princes Lewis 
and Ferdinand, fent to attend her. The King received 
her at Crato , and fhe proved one of the bell Queens in 
the World. She was happy in bringing forth many Chil¬ 
dren, but unfortunate in the fhortnefs of their Lives, 
which gave occafion to the Multitude to fay. It was a 
Judgment of God on the King, for the Familiarity he 
was fufpe&ed to have with the Queen his Mother-in- 
r 5 2 v lav/.

Th e Empccoc unte 
took his Protection, and in order to it, defired Alfiftance 
of King Jok», particularly praying him to lend an ex¬ 
traordinary Galeon, then Famous for its greatnefs, called 
the S. John. The King fent him that, and two others 
of great Bulk, betides 20 fmafler ones loaded with (lore k 
of Ammunition,and bravely manned. The Command of fi 
this Squadron was given to Antony de Saldana who had c 
lerved well in India. At Barcelona he )oyned the Em¬ 
peror, and was by him Honourably received. I nnce 
Lewis Hole away from Court, tofei ve under cue Lm- 
peror Charles the Fifth; but of this we 1 poke at the 
time of his BirOiJn the Reign of King Emanuel. The 
King fent him 100000 Crowns, and the Emperor re¬ 
ceived him ac Barcelona with alt poflible maths* ^ ^ 
nour.

D. McbacUe 
Silva, Biflicp of Ponalegre , and Clerk of the Clofet, 
at this time fled privately to Rome, where he had before 
negotiated for a.Cardinal’s Cap, which was given him 
immediately upon his arrival at that Court. Fhekn.g 
was fo highly offended at this Contempt, that he ul- 
elaimed him as a Subject, and deprived him o. all the 
Benefices and Honours he enjoyed m the Kingdom- Alt 
Ferfons chat fhould pretiiine to hold Corretpondei.ee 
with him, were (ubjefted to the tame Penalties; yet me 
Cardinal s Brother, D. George, rranlgrehed. agam.t this 
Decree, and was therefore committed Pnloner to rns 
port of Belem , to anfwer that Mitdemeanor.

SpainEmbaflador, Lewis Sarmiento de Men dona, who flood 
rus Mary, p roxy f or the Prince at the Ceremony of Contra&ing 
Prince]s of t he Princefs to him, which w*s performed by Prince 
Portugal. ^bout the middle of OBober the Princefs fee 

forward towards Caftile with a moft Splendid and Ho¬ 
nourable Retinue, confiding of 5000 Horfe, and 2700 
Sumpture Mules. Francis , King of France , hearing of 
this Match, whereof the King had given him no Ac¬ 
count, was highly offended, and expreffed his Refent- 
ment to D. Francis de Noronha , the Port aguefe Embaf- 
fador at his Court. That Gentleman, tho’ unacquainted 
with the Affair, fo mitigated that King, and footned him 
with fudf convincing Reafons, that he appeared wholly 
fatisfied, and by his Prudence, a Breach that might have 
happened between the two Crowns, fo ftri&ly allied 
for many Years, was prevented. In AuguPb, Edward , 
the Kings Baftard-Son came to Lisbon , and was received 
with general Appiaufe by the King, Queen, and all the 
Court. He was Born in the Year 1525. and brought up 
in the Royal Monaftery of S.Hierorne da Cofla. He was 
a promifing Youth, but cut off in his Prime, for he 
lived not much above two Months after his coming to 
Court, and died in the 22 d. Year of his Age.

Khi Tcim ^ thing Remarkable,or at lead Hiftorians do not 
receives the us A ccount an Y Palfages in them.Nor is there any 
Golden * dung of more note in the Year 1546, befides that King 
Fleece John received the Order of the Gulden Fleece , fent him

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by the Emperor Charles the Fifth. In March /ollow- 
jng, the King being at Almeyrin, King Henry of France 
lent Monfieur de Biron to him, defiring he would ftand 
Godfather to a Son he had newly born; which the King 
granted, and D. Conftantine of Bragan^a, Brother to 
that Duke, went to reprefent his Perlon. Ic was found 
neceflary, for the fecurity of theConquelb in Africk , 
to ere cl a Fort over the Bay of Alcazar. The King 
ordered his EmbalTadors refiding at BruJJils with the 
Emperor, and with Prince Maximilian , then Governing 
Spain, to endine them both to lend fome Auxiliary 
Galleys for carrying on that Work, the particulars of k n 
may be leen in the Portuguefe Africk. Prince John was 15+ ’• 
now Twelve Years of Age, and ft’ill continued under the 
Government of Women, when the King began to think 
of fettling his Family, which was accordingly done in 
February following. Antony de Pefquera had fome Years 1 S’ 49 * 
fince fee out a Ship at S. Lucar, and traded in the Por¬ 
tuguefe Conquefts of Guinea and Brafil , and was now 
returning to thole Parts. King John lent out Vafco Lo- 
rtnp, with Orders not to take him, unlefs in the Con¬ 
quers , but he over-haltily feized him in the Canary 
Illands; whereof Prince Maximilian , who then go¬ 
verned Spain, complaining, he was releafed, and Vafco 
Lorenpo for a time confined to the Caftle of Ovidos, but 
foon difeharged. George , Baftard-Son to King John the 
Second, who had abfented himfelf from Court ail the 
time of his Youth, came now to it at 70 Years of Age, 
and fell in Love with one of the Queen’s Ladies, noc 
above 16. They were privately contracted, yet never 
married, the King ob ■ It ceding it, and lo the Young Lady 
was left tinder fome Scandal. 

2 . The King confidering long Peace had difarmed the Gr.iir.rat* 
Kingdom, ordered all People Ihould finnifh themielves 
with Arms. Such as had 2500 R.oyals per Annum, were > 
obliged to keep compleat Armour, a Sword and Spear', 
every Man that had double this Yearly Income, to Keep 
a Muiqueteer; and fo forward for every time that Re¬ 
venue was doubled. Becaute glories were lcarce, lie for¬ 
bid Mares engendring with Afl’es for Mules.

Rewards aliened to fuch as brought in the Skin_ of a 
Wolf. The King, weary of multiplicity of Bnhnci,. 
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remitted a great'part of his Care to the Council, and 
from this time the Kingdom began to decline. Pope 
Paul III. dying about the end of this Year, Dr. Baltafar 
Faria , the Port aguefe Embaflador at Rome, ufed all his 
Intereft for Prince Henry of Portugal , but on the 17 th. 
2^-0 of February , Cardinal John Atari a was declared Pope, 
by the Name of Julius the Third, and King John lent 
D. Alonfo de Lancaftre to Complement him upon bis 
Promotion to & Peters Chair. Moft of the Copper Coin 
of the Kingdom having been carryed Out, becaufe the 
Metal was worth more than it Was coined for, the King 
New din. new c °i ne d other Pieces, which being much under the 
value, the Kingdom was foon filled with it counterfeit 
from other Parts.

oiuy his Four Galleys. The Admiral Galleys attacked 
one another, and at firft the Portuguefe had the worft ; 
whereupon tMTurks boarder her, but were beaten out; 

The 
other Three Chriftian Galleys boarded as many of the 
Infidels,whereof they took two,and funk the Third. The 
remaining Turkifh Galleys, feeing thefe loft,fled. Of the 
the Turks 150 were kilted, and 100 taken, 2 30 Chriftian 
Slaves were releafed, and 40 Portuguefe peiifhed. Two 
Portuguefe left aflioar when the Galleys went out to meet 
the Enemy, fwatn aboard with their Swords in their 
Mouths.

Now the Mif 
ryT-. fortunes of this Grown feem to be Compleat, for the 
The King King died aged 55 Years, whenhewasripeft forGovem- 
dia. menr, and Iefc.the Crown to Prince Sebajlian rhen unfit 
for Rule, as being but Three Years old. He was fud- 
denly fnatched away, yet not (3 but he had rime to end 
his Life like a Chriltian. He was of a mean Stature, ra¬ 
ther inclined to Fat than Leannefs. his Complexion rud¬ 
dy, his Eyes datk Blew, but lively, In matters of Juft ice 
he always inclined mod to Mercy, was a great lover of 
Peace, nude ah Excellent choice of Minillers, and loved 
not to heap fnany Employments upon one In the 
Year 1553, he founded the Univerfity at Coimbra, and 
afterwards with great charge brought Profeffors to it from 
. Paris. The Ancient Aquedufi, built by Sertoriuru 
Fvora, was by him repaired; much was added by him to 
the Building of the Monaftery of Belem -, by him alfo 
tlie Cufbme-Houfe, and Arfenals were erefted; as alfo 
the Churches of our Lady of Grace, S. Francis , and 
S. H\ccqne ; befides many other publick Works. All the 
religious Orders were by him reduced to live up to the 
rigor of their Rules; and Houfes.founded for all forts of 
Women to retire to. He inftituted the Council of Conf- 
cience, and that of the Military Orders. No wain ever 
prevailed with him to lay heavy Taxes on his Subjefb. 
Tho* he heard the Advice of many, he always followed 
!iis own Opinion, which was the Caufe he often erred.

Mdfengers 
with Letters to all Cities, Towns, and the Gentry, in¬ 
forming them with nis Defigns, that they might follow 
him. Many from all Parts reforted to him, both by Sea 
and Land. The Cardinal, Rrince Henry, was left Go¬ 
vernour of the Kingdom. The King was received in 
Jfrici^mth great Joy by his Subje&s; but not with much 
Terror of his Enemies, for they perceived his Preparati¬ 
ons were not fuitable to the Undertaking. He hunted 
there as if Ijp had heen at home, and made fev«rai In¬ 
roads into the Country, which .provoked the Moors in

All-Saints Hofpital, where he had before received the 
Mitre* now to put on a Crown. . He was the fecond 
* Melchifcdeck , for ftnce the firft, till him, none ever was 

at once both Prieft and King. The Ceremony of his 
Inauguration was performed with no lefs Lamentation 
than Pomp, and he returned from the Church to the 
Palace a Temporal as wefi a&SpirifOa!

Of thefe the 
former was the better Title without difpute, but neither 
fo good as that of Alexander, Prince of Parma, in the 
Right of his Mother, who was elder Sifter to the Lady 
Katherine. The Duke of Savoy had a Title, but not lo 
good, by his Wife, the Princefs Beatrix, Daughter to 
King EmameL Antony, Prior of Cr/ito, pretended to be 
Lawful Son to Prince Lewis, Brother to Prince Edward, 
the Emprefs, and-Dutchefs of Savoy ; but having never 
been owned as fuch by his Father, or any other Perfixn, 
that was meer Pretence. The People pleaded, the Right 
of Elettion was in them, and fhewed Prefcription, as 
in the cafe of their firft King, of King Alonfo the Third, 
and King John the Firft, all which in reality were bhc 
fortunate Ufurpers. The Pope alfo would Inherit this 
Crown, as being now devolved to the Church, being in 
the Hands of a Cardinal, and urged, that it had been 
Tributary to the See ot Rome ; which was true, but a 
poor TitleforInheritan.ce. Katherine of Medicis. Queen 
of France, alledged, fhe was defended of King Alonjo 
the Third, by his firft WifoAland, Councefs of Bolegne, 
dn whom he had a.

King chofe five, which were D. Geofge de Almeyda, Arch* 
bimop of Lisbon , D. John Mafcarenhas, Francis de Sa, 
James Lopez, de tioufa , and D. John lello de Afevefes. 
Alfo 24 Lawyers were nominated, and of them 11 
eleffed to be Judges; and the Names of them *11 to be 
kept dole, till the Death of the King. All fwore to 
Itand by thefe Decrees. The fubftance of the Oath 
The fame was, That the King dying, they would obey the Go- 
appointcd vernours appointed, and would acknowledge him for 
to decide their L aw f u i Sovereign, that lhould be declared fiich by 
them. The Duke of Bragan^a, as one of the Candi- 
cernLzThe fwore to Hand to their Determination; the fame 
SHcctfan. ^ Antony, the Grand Prior, yet afterwards he recanted 
* ' ' before the Popes Nuncio, alledging, he had fworn for 
fear of his Unkle. King Philips Embaffadors refufed 
to take the Oath for their Mafter,pleading, he was Law¬ 
ful Heir of the Crown, and therefore pot obliged to 
allow of that Decifion. The Corte^bdng broke up, each 
of the Candidates, which were now but three, viz. King 
Philip, the Duke of Bragan$a, and the Grand Prior, 
began to Ipeak their Thoughts more boldly. The two 
latter were foon banifhed the Com t by King Henry, 
who perceiving that Antony grew haughty, having 

obtained 
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obtained a furreptitious Judgment of his Legitimacy, 
got leave of Pope Gregory Kill, to infpeft into and 
determine that Affair. After fome rime fpent in en¬ 
quiring into it, he at length positively declared him Il¬ 
legitimate. The Grand Prior, difmayed at this Sentence, 
and the great Power of his Adverfary, propofed to King 
Philip's Embaffadors, that he would be content with the 
Kingdom of Algarve , and Title of King, or elfe that 
he might have rhe Government of the Kingdom for 
Life, with a Revenue of 300000 Ducats, half of them 
to remain to his Heirs. King Philip anfwered, That 
Kingdom was too fmall for fb many Kings. 

6 . King Henry ceafed not to profecute the Grand 
Prior, and fent Orders to Apprehend him at Coimbra , 
where he then was, but he made his Eicape, and lurked 
about in the Province between the Rivers Duero and 
Minho. Next, he iffued out his Proclamation, Summon¬ 
ing him to Surrender himfelf, but he obeyed not. T he 
King was now at Almeyrin , whither he fled from the 
Plague that raged at Lisbon , and fpread it felf through- T ' :v P ’ J : 
out the Kingdom. There he fummoned before him rhe " 
Principal Members of the Cortes or Parliament, and the 
Embaffadors, before whom he declared himfelf for King 
Philip , ordering them to Capitulate with him. The 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal were eafily brought ro 
approve of the King s Propofition, but the Commons 
oppofed it. Soon after, the King Affembles the Cortes , 
intending to put an end to this Cowroveihe ; but all he 
or the Nobility could do, availed not, fo that the Di- 
vifion ran as high as ever it had been. The King’s Death 
now drawing on apace, Katherine, Dutchels of Braga*pa, 
came from Villa Viciofa, to try if fie could prevail with » vSo 
him to declare her his Heirefs. He heard her, and loon K 
after, without returning any Anfwer,gave up the Gholt. dies. 

7. King Henry was of a middle Stature, in fhape like 
bis Father, of a lively Spirit, patient of Labour, and in h:sF;Lr - 
his Vouch trained in ail the Exerciles that belong to a 
Prince. Dam: an us de Goes lays, he under Rood Latin, 

Greet?', and Hebrew, and was well read in Mathemaricks, 
Philolophy, and Divinity. He lays further of him , 

That he had an ablblute Command over his Paiiioas, 
was temperate in Speech, a great lover of Truth, a no¬ 
table keeper of Secrets, an Enemy to Detraction, an ad¬ 
mirer of Jultice,free in giving Ad vice^veric to Favourites, 
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and inclinable to all Vertue. Notwithftanding all theft 
Qualities, he was a better Pried than King. His firll 
Spiritual Promotion was to thePriorfhip of SanFlaCruz, 
which Monartery he reformed, and increased its Reve¬ 
nue. Next, he had the Archbiihoprick of Braga, where 
lie (pent his Revenue, relieving the Poor in time of Fa¬ 
mine. The urns he did at \Evora, He maimained 
many Foundlings, gave Portions ro Voting Maids, re¬ 
deemed Captives, and performed himfeif ail the Duties 
of a private Priert. At Braga, he aiVenibled a Synod, 
endowed Schools in that City, repaired the Monaitery of 
8. Frucluofus, punifiled feverely all Crimes in the Clergy, 
especially Inconcinency. The M j e of Evora being added 
to liis other of Brags, he did the fame good Offices 
there, and founded the Univerfity under the Jurildiftion 
of the Jefuits. Many other notable Works he performed, 
and being created Cardinal and Legate to the Pope, dill 
increafed in 'Works of Piety.

. '-Liltitude, the jhort time of hkVfrrpca^n. 
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N O fooner was King Henry dead at Aimcy: 
the FiveGovernours began to exerciie gr ¬ 
ower. 'Die Commons held their AfienCK 
and appeared indexible; Marti: 
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Cmara was Tent to appeafe them, and prornite they 
Should have all the Records relating to the Succeffion. 

It was propoled the Governours fliould remove to San- 
ure m , and disband the Forces they entertained. The 
prior of Crato drew near to Lisbon , thinking the City 
would receive him; they ordered him to remove farther, 
yet he approached nearer, and at latt was admitted. The 
Governours and Commons were at variance, and could 
agree upon no one Point. King \ Philip wrote to the 
Governours, Parliament, and chiet Cities, admonifhing 
them to Proclaim him King, and at the lame time hi- Phi:*;; cf 
fpefting them, gathered his Forces. He choie Ferdinand Spain 
Alvarez de Toledo, Duke of Ava, then a Pnfoner at 
Vzeda for Mifcarriages in Flanders , tebe General of 
Expedition. Philip removed to Guadalupe cn Pretence 
of Devotion, thither came to him the PormpjieJe Em- ‘ 

baffadors, defiring him to forbear Force, and ftand to 
the Determination of the Judges; But he told them he 
could not lay down Arms till he was proclaimed King. 

The Governours, weary of the Commons, fent them 
wor<j, they were diffolved, and might depart:. They 
doubted at firll, but foon after obeyed. This clone, the 
Governours, to rid themfelves of tuch as oppcled King 
Philip, fent them away to the Frontiers and other Parrs, 
on pretence of lean ing the Kingdom. . _ 

2. King Philip, now at Merida, fpread ms voices 
along the Borders of the Kingdom, ordering the Com¬ 
manders to treat fuch Portuguese as retorted to tnem, 
courteoully. The Portugiiefe, tho’ they knew or thefe Pr-pamt-. 
Preparations,, # yet becauie the King courted them, tncy mPor- 
thought he was weak. Such of the Governours as>- tiigsl « 
voured him, were afraid to difeover it, and therefore 
Francis Barreto was fent into France to obtain 6000 Foot !, t’ 
of that King, which done, he was to uo ro Rome, to 
move the Pope to Mediate that King Philjp might Itand 
tfi Judgment. D. EHJ10 de Portugal was lent to the Lin- 
peror. The Fleet was alto ordered to be fitted cur. 

I). Emanuel de Portugal ereiled a Wooden Fort on a 
Bank of Sand at the Mouth of the River, to kenre the 
Harbour. There being great want of Men, the tty an 
from the Pulpits encouraged them to take up Arms, and 
became more infolent when they incenied the Rabble to 
Rcicue Antony Suarez, who was hanged tor tm-t oertitg 
Ferdinand de Pica, an Ancient Grave Man .and Alderman 
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of the City , for that he oppofed Antony the Grand Pripr 
by vvhcfe order he was affaflinated, and he now prefled 
the Governours to deckre him Legitimate. D. JohnTello ) 
one of the Governours was tent to Belem with abfolute 
Powder, and thert^ joyned with D. Emanuel de Portugal' 
both of them being Mortal Enemies ro Caftile. Thefe 
Two wanting Money deiigned to tell the Crown Jewels 
but Chriftopher de Mourn deterred any from buying, 
affirming, They'would loie their Money, for that the 


King would take them from them, and their Perfons 
would be in Danger. 

3. The Prrtuguefe Embafladors followed the King to 
Badajoz, where he difmifled them, with the fame An- 
fwer as before. The Governours ftill remained irrefo- 
lute, but refolved to fecure themfelves, and therefore re¬ 
moved to Setuvnl , that being a ftronger Place.

Tibs done, 
he refolved to let forward for LEbon, believing himtelt 
ilcure if received there. This News was foon carried 
to the Governours at Setuvnl. But before we proceed, 
jet us give fome further Account of this ALL King.

Being ranfomed, he returned 
to Portugal, and foon began to afpire to the Throne. 

Finding King Philip fo powerful an Enemy, he offered 
to Compound, but his Proposals were rejected. What 
followed till his being proclaimed King at Santarem, we 
have feen above. The Governours hearing thereof, and 
fearing he would foon be upon them, Forrifyed them¬ 
felves. At Lisbon all things were in the greatelt Confu- 
lion imaginable. King Philip was at Badajoz, and the 
power of his Army much extolled ; which (purred all 
Antony s Followers to prels the Kingdom to Declare for 
him, that fo united, they might the better oppole the 
Spaniards. The Council ot Lisbon, refilled to affine 
Antony as King, but would receive him as Protestor j# 
which he refuting, they prepared to oppote him. 

5. Antony advanced to Lisbon , and tho but (lender!;/ Ant - 
amended, entered the City 5 ail that fnv him f during 
him as King.

Many Barbarities were committed towards the Dead, 
f fome being cut in Pieces, and others dragged about the 
Streets.

nefs j for he could do nothing after that Lofs. Upon 
the News that Levies were making in England, France, 
and Flanders, to bring Antony into Portugal, the King 
fent the Prior of Malta, to fecure the Province betwixt 
Duero and Minho t Ambrofe de Aguiar, and Veter Pc- 
ixoto, were fent to the Tcrceras . The Marquis de Santa 
Cruz, returned from Scvil, with Twelve Galleys, and

TheMarquefs after 
his Victory, having Twenty eight Lords, Fifty Gentle¬ 
men, and a great number of Marriners and Soldiers, 
Prifoners, beheaded all the former, and hanged the lat¬ 
ter. This done, he returned to Lisbon , carrying with 
him Two India Ships he met in the way.

That Bilhopricks fhould be conferred on 
Engli(h Catholicks, and fo others too tedious to relate. 

Sir Francis Drake had the Command of the Fleet, and 
Sir John Norris of the Land Forces, which were 2:000 
Men.

Emilia, Daughtet to William Prince of Orange . Se¬ 
condly, Cm-1 siother, who died in France.

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tngal, was born at Valladolid on the 23th. of March 1527. 

After the lofs of King Sebaftian in Afric^ he fent Don 

Chriflopher de Moura to condole with the New King, 

and Cardinal Henry , offering his afliftance in reeftablifh- 

ing the Kingdom in its former Splendor, and Money for 

the redemption of Captives. The Firft he ranfomed, 

was the Duke of Barcelos , Son to him of Braganpa, 

and with him feveral Gentlemen. King Henry dying, 

and the Kingdom being in a Confufion, for that the Go- 

vernours feared to declare who was the next Heir, apd 

the Multitude began ro declare (os Antony the Grand 

Prior*, King Philip came to Badajoz, hoping his ap 

proach would induce the Portuguefe to declare for him; 

but being deceived of his Expe&ation, he fent the Duke 

of Alva who reduced all the Country with much eale, 

as we have feen in the foregoing Chapter. At the time 

the King intended to enter the Kingdom in Perfon, he 

fell fo dangeroufly Sick that he was given over. He fud- 

denly recovered , and Ann his Queen who was with 

him died. Being reftored to his Healch, he was received 

at Elvas y D. Chrifiopher de Aloura, and Nunho Alvarez, He enters 

Pereyra , attending upon him as Minifters ot Stare for Portugal, 

| this Kingdom. Lisbon was not yet quite clear of the 
Plague, and therefore he ordered the Cortes or Parlia¬ 
ment to meet at Tomar on the 15th. of April. In his 
way thither he met the Dutchefs of Bragar.pa, and they 
were long together, tho J their Dilcourle was not over 
pleafant; for the King treated her not with afl the Com¬ 
plement (he expefted, and (he never gave him the ftile 
of Majefty. Being come to Tomar, before the opening of 
the Parliament, he cauled himfelf to be Sworn King, 
according to the Portuguefe manner, and his Son Prince 
James Heir of the Crown. Next he granted a general An Am* 
Pardon to all that had fided with Antony the Grand Pri- n Sy- 
or, only excepting Fifty two Perions, and excluding all 
religious Men, that dpoufed his Quarrel, from Spiritual 
Promotions.

The King bountifully be- P-Ta¬ 
llowed his Favours upon all there, and yet there were 
moredilcontented than plcafed.

That all the Officers of the Houfhould fhall be kept up, 
and none but Natives fhall be fuch, That the fame be 
oblerved in Lidia, and America, and none but Portuguefe 
Ships fhall be allowed to Trade thither. That all the 
Money coined in the Kingdom, fhall be ftamped with 
only the Portuguese A rms. That all Church Preferments, 
and Commendaries of Military Orders, Avail be given to 
Natives. That no New Impolition fhall be laid upon 
the Church. That there fhall be always a Portuguefe 
Council with his Majelly, for the Affairs of the King¬ 
dom. Thefe are the Principal Heads, the others being 
much of the fame Purport, or Id's Material, I omit for 
brevity fake. They were in all Twenty five Articles. 
King Philip bound himfelf by Oath to perform them, 
left 'his Bidding to fuch of his Heirs aspreferved, and 
his Curie to thole that violated them. 

Philip ’j 3- The Cortes being broke up, King Philip refolved to 

publick £n- make his folemn Entry into Lisbon, but becaufe the City 
Try into had not yet finifhed the Works defigned for his Recep- 

Lisbon. tion, he ffaid fome Days at Almada, a Town on the 

oppofite fide of the River. On the 29th. of June he en¬ 
tered the City, attended by all the Nobility, with the 
greatelt Splendor and Majefty imaginable. Thus ended 
the Calamities of this Kingdom, which had laded Two 
Years, during which fhort time there may be reckoned 
Five leveral Reigns; which were that of Sebaftian, of 
Henry, of the Five Governours, of Antony, and now 
of Philip. For the ealier difpatchot Bulinefs, the King 
ordered ‘there fhould be but Two prime Miniffers, viz. 
Antony Pineiro, Bifhop of Leyria, and D. Chriftopher dc 
.Mourn, the former becaufe he had no Kindred, and the 
iatter becaufe he made no Account of them, for Mourn 
was never know n to prefer any of his, tho’ he had many. 
Nunho Alvarez Pcreyra was made Secretary, and was 
equal in Power to them, tho' not in 1 itle. The King

5. Scarce was the laft Impoftor punilhed, when ano¬ 
ther ftarted up in his place. This was one Gonzalo Al¬ 
varez,, the Son of a Mafon, who, like the other, became 
an Eremite, and did much feeming Penance, lafhing 
' himfelf, and then crying out, where he might be heard, 
O unhappy Sebaftian, all thy Penance is but little , in re - 
[peel of thy Crimes. A Rich Farmer, called Peter Alfonfi, 
joyned with him, and concealed him, giving out Orders 
in his Name. At length he gathered 800 Men, calling 
himfelf Earl of Torrefnovas , Lord of Cafcais, and Go- 
vernour of Lisbon . None faw the pretended King but 
the Daughter of the falfe Earl, fhe being defigned 
Queen, and alfo the Wife of Antony Simoens, a Rich 
Man. Whenfoever this Pageant King was forced to ap¬ 
pear abroad, he wore a great pair of Spectacles, which 
covered moft part of his Face. He fent a Son of Simoens 
to the Governour Albertus , to Order him to quit the 
Palace, for that he was coming to undeceive the People. 
This Meffenger being taken, and then let go, increafed 
the Opinion of the People, that it was King Sebaftian , 
becaufe Antony Simoens having known him, would not 
other wile have fuffered his Son to go on that Meflage^ 
The Judge of Torrefvedras was ordered to Apprehend 
them, but he attempting it, was, together with his Clerk, 
call: headlong from a High Place, and killed : Gafper 
Pereira , for reproving them, was alfo murdered, with 
his Son and Nephew, and his Houfe plundered. Antony 
Fonfeca , an Alcalde de Carte, went next with 400 Spa-

waned. At Lisbon he was hanged and quartered, as was the falls 
Earl, Peter Alfonfo, with others. Some were lent to the 
Galleys, and the Towns of Ericeyra , Car boner 0, and 
Mafra were left almoll defolate, the Inhabitants flying 
for fear of Punifhment. Yet after all this, many thought 
King Sebaftian mull come out from the Defart,and there 
was fcarce any that lived an Eremitical Life in Portugal, 
who was not imagined to be that King.

Thence he failed to SaMo 
Domingo in the Weft- Indies, which City he ^ok and 1 5 
plundered. The fame he did at Cartagena, and then 
palled over to Florida. About the beginning of this 
Year King Philip fee out the Proclamation for regula¬ 
ting the Stile to be ufed in Letters, which till then cauled 
much Confufion , ‘ every one alpiring to greater Tides 
than belonged to them. King Philip, provoked by the 
many Wrongs done him by Queen Elizabeth, refolved 
upoip theConqueft of England , and to that purpofe 
gathered a Mighty Fleet in the vaft Port of Lisbon . Jc 
contained 130 Sail, moll of them very large, under the 
Command of D. Aldnfo Perez, de Guzman, Duke of 
Medina Sidonia, and Generaliftimo. The Land Forces 
amounted to 20000, .tfie Mariners above 11000. They 
failed frofn fJsbon the 27 th. of May,. and after being }J ^‘ 
difperfed by a Terrible Storm, met again at Coruna. 

Sailing thence, the greatell pare of this Mighrv Fleet 
was deftroyed, either by th q Englijh , or by violent 
Storms, which drove it round Scotland and Ireland, fo 
that the Duke of Medina Sidonia with a very few re¬ 
turned to Santander . In Revenge of this Attempt, 

Queen Elizabeth fent the Fleet, vve before fpoke of in 
the Life of Antony the Grand Prior, to Invade Portugal. 

The Difappointment fhe met there, made her think of 
Intercepting our India Fleer. To this purpole fhe iictecl 
out 50Sail, commanded by the Earl of EJJkx\ who 1 Tv ** 
failed diredlly to the Illands Azores . King Phi Ho lent 
out his Fleet, under the Command of D. Alonfi Bazar, 
againll him. Near the Mind Flores the two Fleers en¬ 
gaged, with fo much Advantage on the part of the 
Spaniards, that they took the Englijh Vice-Admiral, yet 
prefently after, fo me of the Svamjb Fleet perifhed in a 
Storm. However, the Englijh took the Flag-Ship of 
three that came from India in the Year 1593. tho D. X)9j.

Portugal away to Madrid, to receive the Archbifhoprick of Toledo, 
gsvcmcd the Government of Portugal was committed to D. ML 
h Ctfw- chael de Cajlro, Archbifhop of Lisbon, the*Counts D.John 
mijjunerf. ds Syiva of Portalegre,D. Francis Majcarenbas of Sanfta 
Cruz, D. Duarte de Cajiekbranco of Sabugal, and Afi- 
chael de Aloura, Secretary. The Englijh Fleet again 
appearedjbefore the Tercera Iflands, hoping ro meet 
with the Ships from India. The Earl of Ejfex tvas Ad¬ 
miral, he deftroyed Fayal and Pico, then Landing upon 
S. Michael, plundered lilLfranca. Laftly, one of the 
India Ships falling into his Fleet, he thought to have 
carrved it off, but was dilappointed by her being fired. 
This done, he failed from the Iflands. Prince Charles, 
Son to King Philip, was naturally of a turbulent Spirit, 
and is laid to have held Correfpondence with his Father’s 
Enemies, and to have praftifed againft him. Hereupon 
he was call into Prifon, and Judges appfcinted to infpeft 
into the Caufe, who paffed Sentence of Death againft 
him. His Father allowed him other Favour, than 
to choofe what Death he would die; and he faid, they 
might kill him as they pl^fed. Being prepared for it, 
four Slaves ftrangled him with a Silken Rope. D. John 
of Aujlria , tho’ a Baftara, was no lefs haughty, and 
afpired firft, to the Kingdom of Tunis, then, to that of 
England ; but the King lowered all his haughty thoughts, 
and he is believed to have died a violent Death. King 
Philip having been fome time fick, at la If was confined 
to his Bed, as well reafon of VVeaknels, as that the j 
Gout was broke out in Sores upon his Hand, Foot, and 
Knee. Fifty three ^lays he lay in Inch condition, thari 
his Bed could not be made, and on the lad of them he 
died.

CHAP. V. 

The Reign of Philip the Third of Spain, and 
Second of Portugal, and Nineteenth King, 
from the Tear 1578. till 1621. 

I. QIngular was the Wifdom of the late King, and 
O confequently the lots of him was extraordinarily 9 . 
lamented by all his People. Their Sorrow was much 
mitigated by the great hopes conceived that hisSucceflbr, 

Philip, would prove no lefs capable to wield the Sceptre 
than his Father had been. This Prince (being th e Birth of 
Seventh Child of his Father, and Fourth of his Mother Philip the 
Queen Ann) was Bom in the renowned Town of Ala- Third.

His Pifture, drawn as he 
appeared at the Cortes or Parliament held at Lisbon , in 
his Robes, with the Collar of the Golden Fleece, and the 
Sceptre in his Hand,reprdents him of a pleanng Alpect, 
yet full of Majefty. Of Stature, he was rather little, but 
'•> proportionable; his Forehead high, his Eyes blue,his Lips 
‘ thick, his Complexion fair, with a frelh Colour, his Hair 
yellow, his whole Countenance beautiful, and reprefent- 
ing much Grandeur, He was a molt Holy Prince, and 
at his Death feemed to have only one thing to lament, 
which was, that he fulfilled what his Father had Pro¬ 
phetically foretold, viz,.

Had he given 
lefsEar to his Minifters (whoalways mind their own 
Advantage, tho’ with the lofs of their Matter s) and been 
more abfoiute in taking his own meafiire, he had proved 
one of the greatert and molt fuccelsful Princes in the 
World.

6. In this King’s Time the Plague raging in the City Prodigies. 
of Lisbon, was obferved to ceafe immediately after the 
Image of She glorious Martyr S .Sebaftian had been 
feen to fweat plentifully. A Year before the Kings 
Journey to Lisbon, two Comets of a wonderful Magni¬ 
tude appeared in the Signs of Virgo and Libra, one of 
th$m fo prodigioully great, it renewed the Memory of 
that which appeared at the Birth of Mithridates , that 
extended over one quarter of the Heaven. After them 
enfued the Death of Popes and Kings, the overturning 
of States, and the fall of Great Minifters, whofe Rum 
is by nothing more evidently foretold than by the unlaw¬ 
ful means they ufe to rife, and yet none takes warning 
by him that went before, to avoid the Precipice. At the 
City Bap aim in India there happened fiich a violent 
Storm, as carryed away Churches, Houles, Trees, and 
Mountains.

The Dutch 2. The Anus of Spain were at this time employed in 
in Brafil, feveral Parts, in ail which many Portugutfe ferved with 
lingular Reputation.

They fitted out a fleet in Holland and Zealand* 
it confining of 55 Sail, under the Command of Admiral 
John Vandort, and carryed 3000 chofen Men , a good Train 
. of Artillery, with all other NecefTaries. The Defign was 
kept very private. In December the Fleet let Sail, and 
having palled the Line in 6 Degrees of South Latitude , 
according to the orders given, the Admiral opened his 
Inftruftions, and found he was commanded to invade 
Bay a deToaos Santos, or the Bay of /til-Saints. This Bay 
is thought to be the greateft in th* World, and is the

Cicy, which the Enemy took Poffeflion of in the Morn¬ 
ing. The Governour (laid Ifhis Houfe, and was thence 
carried away aboard the Admiral. AU the People had for- 
faken their Houfes, leaving an ineftimable Booty to the 
Rebels, who polluted rhe Churches, and committed all 
manner of Sacrilegious Outrages. D. MarkfTeyxeira the 
Bilhop with his Clergy had offered to withftand the 
Enemy, but none adhering to him, he retired to a Vil¬ 
lage. Mathias de Albuquerque, who was next in Com¬ 
mand to the Governour,then a Prifbner,was iop Leagues 
off at Pernambuco. He fent an Account of what had hap¬ 
pened into Portugal , where the Advice arrived in July . 

The King wpt to the Goyernours of Portugal a Letter 
with his owp Hand,in which he expreffed how much he 
valued the Pcrtuguefe Loyalty, and what returns he ex- 
pe&ed frtfm them upon fuch an Exigency.^ The Ports* - AFlcet fint 
'guefie, to anfwer their King s Expectation, lpeedily refer- 
ted from all Parts of the Kingdpm to Lisbon, and in the Dutch, 
fp^ce qjL three Months fitted out a Fleet of 26 Sail, in 
which was moil of the Gentry of the Kingdom, all at 
their own Coft, without putting the King to any charge. 

D. Emanuel de Maura Corte Real, Marquds of Cafiel Ro¬ 
drigo, gave the Example to others, railing a fighfly Com¬ 
pany of Mulquetiers, which he lent upon this Expedition 
at his own Expence. This ftirred up others to do the likp, 
tor among the Portuguefe Emulation is more prevalent 
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than Verttie. D .Alonfo de Noronha,tho* old, that had been 
Governour of India, lifted himfelf, and many Gentlemen 
of Quality followed his Example. I fhall not name them, 
becaufe among the Portugnefe eyery one had rather his 
Name ftiould be omitted, than that his Neighbours 
fhould be inferted with him.

taken Prifoners. After the taking of the City, D. Afar( 
Teixeira the Biftiop took upon him trie Command of 
General, for the Defence of the Country, and drew near 
to the Place with 1500 Men,the third part of them Blacks . 
Several Encounters happened betwixt his Men and the 
Enemies, inVhich he loft 7 or 8 Men, and the Rebels 
above 300. In one of thefe SSgirmiflies Capt. Francis de 
Padilla killed Col. John Dort , and cut off his Finger, on 
which he wore a Ring, the Soldiers dripping his Body, 
cut off his Privities to fhew them to his Men. Thefe 
Barbarities were a greater fhame to them that a6ied,than 
to him that fuffered them. Two runagate P or rugaefe re¬ 
penting, and deferting back from the Enemy, l#ere re¬ 
ceived by our Men upon the points of their Swords,* and 
cut in pieces. The Port cf Tapagipe was recovered from 
the Rebels, and the Commander of it fent Prifoner to 
Lisbon. The Biftiop fell fick, and died, and Francis, 
Nunez, Marinho fucceeded him in the Command, who 
behaved himfelf well till D. Francis de Aionra was fent 
thither by the King with feme Supplies, till the Fleet 

could 
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could come. He pent up theffinemy within the Town, 
recovering from them the Suburbs of the Carmelites znd 
S Benedict, but the City was ftrongi and in the Port 
were 26 Ships well manned. Their whoje Fora con¬ 
fided of 3000 Men of feveral Nations, and 500 Blacg.

veral of their#iips, deltroylhg t»any Men. The Enemy s 
only hope was in the Succours they expefted, but they 
came only c© be Spectators of their mameful qui tting the 
Town. Their Soldiers began to complain they had been 
decoyed thither, and were weary ot the Service, their 
Commander in Chief proclaimed, that all luch as would 
20 over to the Ptrriuguefe Camp, Ihould have leave, but 
two that declared for it,were hanged. This filenced them 
for a while, but foon after they propofed the lurtendnng 
the City, and the Governour oppofing them , was not 
only affronted, but wounded'. To prevent their deterring 
him, he dehgned to burn the Fleet, but before he could 
put it in execution, they futrender’d. Articling only tor 
their Lives. In the Town was found an extraordinary Baia 
Rich Booty, which the Sfanijh Soldiers made the molt or. vt red.

1 ' , ter fome time, the Enemy was repulfed with lofe, and 

retired, leaving many of their Men dead behind them. 
Before this Invafion of the Englifh, the Famous Bell of 
VillilU in the Kingdom of Aragon, is faid to have rung 
Two great out of it felf. Portugal fuftained two ineftimable Loffes, 
Loffes to the one before the Faffages we have fpoke of happened, 
Portugal, the other after. The firflt was the taking the City Ormuz 
by the Perfians, with the afliftance of theEngUjk. The 
other, the Deftruftion of itsfleet, whiclfbeing fet out 
to Convoy the Ships from India, was wrecked on the 
Coaft of France, where aD the Ships, and moft of the 
Men, among whom were many of Note, perifhed. 
Since the lofi of King Sebaftian in Africkj this King¬ 
dom had not fo great a Misfortune.

The Nobility of the Kingdom 
durft not appear in that Splendor which became their 
Quality, or claim aD the Priviledges due to their Birth, 
for fear of railing a Jealoufie in the Spanifh Minifters, at 
a time when Riches,Birth, or Merit*were thought fum- 
cient to render a Man fufpicious,and caufe him to be per¬ 
fected. The Gentry were in a manner baniftied to their y 
Country Houles, and the Commonalty groaned under 
the heavy Burthen of the Taxes. The Count Duke de 
Olivares, Prime Minifter of State to Philip the Fourth of 
Spain, thought a newConqueft could never be too much 
weakned. He knew that the Natural Antipathy which 
was betwixt the two Nations could not but render the 
Sovereignty of the Spaniards odious to the Port Hgucfe. 

That ic mull be ever offenfive to them to fee all Places 
of Trull filled by Strangers, or elfe by Men of no Ex¬ 
traction, who were wholly devoted to the Interefc ol 
Spain. Therefort^he thought to lecure his Mailers Au¬ 
thority by keeping the Nobility out of Employ, the 
Gentry remote from Bulinefe, and the Commonalty io 
poor, that they could not have the heart to afpire to1 any 
change. Belides, he drew out of the Kingdom all the 
Young Men that were fit to bear Arms,employing them 
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in Foreign Wars, left thofr turbulent Spirits Ihould < 3 j- 
fturb the Peace of the Governmlnt. Yet this proceed¬ 
ing, which might have fucceeded, if not puftred on too 
far, had a far different confequence than V<as expected, 
both by reafon of the ill Circumftances the Court of Spain 
then lay under, as alfo becaufe of the Prime Minifter’s 
Charafter, who was naturally morofe and inflexible. 
No pleafing Methods were now ufed in raifing of Taxes, 
but they were rather colleaed as if they had been Con¬ 
tributions gathered in an Enemy's Country. The For- 
tuguefe having now nothing .more to loft, an 3 as little to 
hope for, thought of calling off that Subjection, which 
they always believed unjuft, and was now become mfup- 

portable. „ _ 

Mnrtraret 2. Margaret of Savoy, Dutchefs ot Mantua, governed 
ff Savoy Portugal with the Title of Vice-Queen, yet the bore only 
Dutch!; cf the Title circumfcribed within a limited Power. The 
Mantua, whole Intrigue of the Government, and all the Autho- 
Governs rity was in the Hands of Michael de Vafconcellos , a For- 
Portugal, tuguefe , who, tinder the Charafter of Secretary of. State, 
was the abfolute Minifter in the Kingdom. He received 
his Orders immediately from the Count Duke, whole 
Creature he was, and became moft acceptable to him bv 
finding Methods to draw great Sums of Money out of 
Portugal , and by fowing the Seeds of Sedition among the 
Nobility, favouring Tome,, and^ deprefling others, which 
railed implacable Enmity betwixt them* This Difcord 
was the Minifter s Security, he believing they could never 
Plot againft the Government, who meditated how to 
exercife theif*Revenge upon one another.

His Father, DukeTheo- 
who was of a fiery Temper, had laboured to in¬ 
graft in him his Natural Hatred to <ike Spaniards, ,that 
he might regard them as Ufurpers of his Right, and had 
* done all that in him was, to infpire into him Ambition 

and Resolution enough to attempt the Recovery ot a 
Crown which was due to him. D. John had imbibed his 

Father's Sentiments, but that in fuch meaiure as was 

moft 
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moft fuitable to his Peaceable Temper. He hated the 
Spaniards , but not fo as to feek Revenge with the Ex¬ 
pence of his Quiet. He was ambitious, and did not de-> 
ipairof afeending the Throne of his Anceftors, but was 
not (b impatient as his Father had been. He thought it 
enough to keep within Prolpeft of his Hopes, without 
hazarding an eafie Life, and more than Private Fortune 
in Poffelfion, for a Crown that was very uncertain. 
Doubtlefs, had he been the Man DiikeTkeodoJitu would 
have had him, he could never have compaffed what he 
aimed ar. His Aftions were fo narrowly looked into 
by the Count Duke's Order, that if he had not been fo 
entirely given up to his Eaft and Pleafure, he mull of 
neceflity have been difeovered; and if once difeovered, 
his Repofe and Fortune had both been facrificed. The 
Court of Spain would never have put fuch Power into 
his hands, and fuffered him to live in the midft of his 
Country. Nature made him more Politick than Arc 
could have done. His Birth, Eftate, and Right to the 
Crown, \%gre no Crimes, but his being Formidable, was 
Crime enough, according to the Laws of true Policy. 

He was not ignorant of it, and found there was no way 
to wipe off that Guilt, but by rendring himftlf left to 
be feared, and appearing wholly devoted to his Pleafufe- 
Nothing was to be feen at Villaviciofa, the ordinary Re¬ 
sidence of the Dukes of Bragan but Hunting, Feaft- 
ing, and fuch-like Country Divertifements, as if Nature 
and Fortune had confpired to qualifie him for thoft 
Times. In fhort, fuch was his*courfe of Life, as gave 
not the Spaniards the leaft Umbrage of his afpiring to 
the Crown, and yet it furnilhed t the Portuguefe with 
aflured hopes of a wife and mild Government, if they 
themfelves would attempt to Enthrone him.

Houfe of Bragan$a. Here it firft appeared how much 
Philip the Second erred in leaving within the Kingdom 
a Family fo Powerful, and that had fo good a Title to 
the Crown. Hereupon, the Jounci] of Spain refolved

Immediately the Government of 
Aldan was offered him, which he refuted, pleading want 
of Health, and Knowledge in the Affairs of Italy.

The Duke $• There was War at that time betwixt France and 
made Ge- opatn, and the French Fleet having appeared on the Coaft 
tieral ot Portugal, furnilhed the Prime Miniiter with a fair 
I retence for carrying on his Defigns. It was fequifite 
there mould be a General to Command the Forces that 
were to Guard the Coaft. This Commiftion was lent to 
the Duke wich fuch an Abfolute Power, as feemed to 
put the whole Kingdom into his hands : Yet this ferved 
only the better to hide the Bair. For at the lame time, 
D. Lope ae OjJono, Admiral of ihe^Spani/b Fleet, had 
Orders to put into the neareft*Pbrt to the Duke, as if 
he were drove in by ftrefs of Weather, or on fome other 
Pretence, and having drawn him aboard, as to an Enter¬ 
tainment, to carry him away to Spain. But Fortune 
ordered it otherwile, for the Spanifh Admiral loft fevetal 
Ships in a Storm, and the reft being difperled, he could 
not gain the Coaft of Portugal. This no way difcouraged * 
the Count Duke, who looked upon theDilappointment 
as meerly accidental, and therefore he laid his Projeft 
another away, writing to D. John in fuch terms, as 

expreffed 
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expreffed the greateft Confidence, lamenting the loft of 
the Fleet, which left the Coaft open to b$ infulted by 
the Enemy, and advifing him to vific and ftrengthen 
thole Places that were mod expofed. At the fame tirae 
he lent him 40000 Ducars to raife new Forces, if requi¬ 
re,and to defray the Charge of his Progrefs.In rhe mean 
while, the Governours of all Strong Molds being for the 
moft part Spaniards, had private Inftruitiony ro fecure 
him, if a favourable Opportunity were offered, and fend 
him into Spain. D. John fufpefting thefe extraordinary 
marks of Kindnefs, made the Minifter 4 11 into the Snare 
he had laid for him. 1' ho he returned Thanks for the 
Truft repofed in him, and gave fjxcial Aflurances of # 

Fidelity; yet hemadeufs of this Opportunity to pre¬ 
fer his Friends to luch Pons as might be muft for his 
own Intereft.

Tobefhorr, he beirowed Favours 
where-ever he came, and yet gained more Friends upon 
the hopes of what they might promife themlTiv x nom 
him, than what at prefent they received.

How the Spaniards had 
ever fince followed the fame Maxims of Government. 

That no Mans Life or Eftate was fife. That the Nobi¬ 
lity was flighted, Benefices given to unworthy Perlons , 
the People confumed with Taxes, the Country lav wafte, • 
and Towns defarr, the Men being carryed away oy force 
to the War in Catalonia. That the laft Orders from 
Court forSummoning the AniA-Ban, fevved only to 
draw away all the Nobility, that they might end then- 
days in Exile, whilll their Eftares were given away to 
Strangers. In fine, that he would rather wifh to die, 
tbanTurvive the utrer Ruin of his Country, and hoped 
fo many Worthy Perlons were not met there to no pur- 
pofe.

Michael de Al¬ 
meida Antony de Almada, and Mendoza, were accord- 
jnolv privately condufted into the Duke s Clofet at Al- 
mada. Antony de Almada reprefented to him the tmle- 
rable ftate of the Kingdom, the little Security any Man 
had of his Life or Eftate, and that even he himlelf had 
no other Refuge to fly to but the Crown. He lhewed 
him the low Condition the Spaniards were reduced to, 
the Alnftance he might expeft from Foreign Princes

caufe himfelf to be proclaimed King in all the Towns 
that depended on him. That fuch of his Friends as were 
Governours of Towns fhould do the like where they 
commanded; and that the People fhould be made to 
rite, even in the Villages that were liibjeft to any of the 
onfpirators; to the end that the Conflagration being 
general throughout the Kingdom, thofe few Spaniard 
that were m it might not know which part to have re- 
courfe to firft. 1 luc he would march his own Regiment 
mto&lvM, theGovernour of which Place was wholly at 
his Devotion. That as to.the fccuring of Lisbon, he mud 
leave it to them to Act as Opportunity flwuld offer. 
JNeverthelels, his Advice was,that their firftaprts fhould 
be made againft the Palace, that having felled the Vice- 
Gueen, and all the Spaniards, they might ferve a? Ho- 
ftages to pohge the Citadel to Surrender, which might 
otherwife incommode the City. He gave Pinto two Let¬ 
ters Oi Credence, direded to Almeih and Mendoza ,only 
requiring them to give enti# Credit toihe Bearer, and 
to oe faichful and couragious in putting what they had 
promifed in execution. • 

t a-Being come to Lisbon,Pinto delivered his Credentials 
to A.mr.du and Mendoza. Then they lent for Lemos and 
- Correa , two Citizens of the Duke's Faftion, who em- 
’ mal iy Workmen, and having gone through all 

the Offices of the City, were in great Reputation among 
the People. They had before made it their bufirtefs to 
incenle the Citizens againft the Spaniards, by fpfeadine 

• fn° rtS °i new Taxes f° be raifed > and had defignedly 
difcharged many of their Workmen, pretending that the 
. Trade being loft, they had no Bufinefs for them; but in 
truth, that Want might make them the readier to rife, 
and yet from time to time they relieved them, that they 
might be entirely at their Devotion. Befides, they held 
Intelligence with the chief Men of every Quarter, fo that 
they allured the Confpirators, that having but one day’s 
'yarning, they could raife the greateft part of the Peo¬ 
ple at an hour appointed. Having made lure of the 
1 radelmen, Pinto admonifhed the other Confpirators to 
be ready upon the firit Notice given them, and to fecure 
3 s many Friends as they could, as it were upon fome 
1 rrvate Dehgn, without entrufting them with rheSecret

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Ail) things being difpofed as they could deGre, Almeida, Me*- 
dtza, Almada, Melo, and Pinto met, and fixad Saturday , the 
firft of December , for putting their Enterprize in execution. 
Advice was immediately fent tatbe Duke, that he plight the 
fame day caufe himfelf to be proclaimed King throughout 
the Province of A lent ejo, which for the moft part held of 
him; and it was agreed, they fhould have one Meeting more, 
to fix their ultimate Rcfolutions. On the 25 th. of Novem¬ 
ber they met at Night, as had been agreed, in the Palace of 
Braganga. They found they could make up near 150 Gen¬ 
tlemen, rood of them Chiefs of Families, with all their Ser¬ 
vants, and about 200 Citizens and Tradesmen, who by their 
Reputation could eaGly draw the greateft part of the People 
after them. It was refolved Vafcongellos fhould fall a Vi&itn 
to the Refentmtifets of Portugal . Some there were who pro¬ 
posed chat the Archbifhop of Braga fhould undergo the 
fame Fate, as being a great Friend to the Spaniards , and For¬ 
midable for his great Parts. But D. Michael de Almeida op- 
pofed it, reprefenting how odious the Murder of a Perfon 
of fuch Dignity would render them to the whole World, and 
that it would draw the Indignation of all the Clergy upon the 
Duke of Braganga. Nothing remained now but to order the 
manner of their Rehdevouz, and giving the Attack. It was 
agreed, that they fhould divide themfelves into four Bodies, 
which at one and tlie fame time fhould rufh into the Palace, 
that having poflefled all the Avenues, the Spaniards might be 
kept afunder, and fo djfabled from relieving one another. 
That D. Michael de Almeida fhould Attack the German Guard 
at the Palace Gate. Melo, the Great Mafter of rhe Game, his 
Brother, and D. Stephen da Cunloa , at the Head of the Citi¬ 
zens, were to Attack a Company of Spaniards that mounted 
daily at a Place, called The Fort , Telio de Menefes , Emanuel de 
Saa , the Great Chamberlain, and Pinto , were to fecure the 
Apartment of Vafconcellos, and to make him away imme¬ 
diately. D. Antony de Almada , Mendoza, D. Charles de No - 
ronha, and Antony de Saldanha had it in Charge to feize the 
Vice-Queen, and all the Spaniards that were in the Palace, 
to be kept as Hoftages, in cafe of need. That whilft they 
were bulk in making themfelves Mafters of their feveral 
Polls, ibme Horfemen fhould be detached fo Proclaim John, 
Duke of Braganga, King of Portugal, about the City . That 
having gathered the Multitude into the Streets, they might 
make ufe of them as there fhould be occafiort. The Al- 
fembly broke up, having agreed to meet on Saturday the 
firft of December , fome at Almeida's Houfe , and others at 
thole of Almada and Mendoza, where the Confpirators were 
to Arm themfelves.

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* 3 - Whilft the Duke of Bragan$a and his Friends thus 
purfued their End% the Prime Minifter, alarmed at his De¬ 
lays, fent away an Exprefs to him, with pofltive Orders for 
him to come away inflantly ,* and that he might have no 
Excufe, fent him a Bill upon the Treafury for 10000 Du- 
cats. . This Command admitted of no Demurs, and there- 
fore in the prefence of the Gentleman that brought the Ex¬ 
prefs, he gave .Orders for his Family to fee forwards towards 
Madrid , and difpatched a Gentleman to the Vice-Queen, to 
acquaint her with his Departure. He writ to the Prime 
Minifter, aifuring him, he would be at Court within Eight

he Con - Nor were the Confpirators backward; btft fome odd Acci- 
dents had fike to hive put off the Execution, if not broke all 
their Meafures. Aim ad a revealed the whole Defign to a Man 
of Quality, thatufed always to rail violently againfi: the Spa¬ 
niards, hut finding him timorous, with his drawn Sword 
made him fwear Fidelity. Neverthelefs, fufpe&ing rhe Man, 
he kept his Eye upon him, and acquainting his Afiociates with 
hisjealoufie, they refolved to delay their Encerprize ; yet 
the next day perceiving all was quiet, they wereafhamed to 
have, been fo ealily terrified, and perfifted in their firft Re* 
folution. Another thing fell out, which call a great Damp 
on them; for oathe Eve of the Day appointed to rife, f'ap 
cwccUos rhe Secretary was feen to croft the River , which 
rhey imagined he did upon fome Intimation of the Defigh, 
and that he went to bring over fome Forces from the other 
fide; but he returning at Night, having only been at an 
Entertainment, all was calm again. It was late before the 
Confpirators parted. George de Mdo , who lodged at a Kinf* 
man’s Houfe out of the Town, thought he would take ic 
ill, that hs had not been acquainted with the Defign, and 
therefore at his return home, gave him a full Account of the 
whole Matter. The other, tho’ furprized, feemed to rejoyce 
at ir, and thanked Mdo for repofing fuch Confidence in him. 
1 h=y parted, and Mdo being in his Chamber, began to blama 
hw-nlelf for his rafhnefs, in trufting a Min he was not well 
attured of. Walking in his Room full of thele troubled 
Thoughts, he heard lome noife, and looking cut of his Win¬ 
dow 7 , could perceive his Kinfman ready to take Horie.

Whereupon advancing 
fome fleps towards the chief of the Confpirators, fhe faid, 
I confcfs y Gentlemen , that the Secretary hat jujlly incurred the ha¬ 
tred of the People, and your Indignation , by his Aufterity and in- 
folcnt manner of proceeding. His Death is a fufficie?it Revenge. 
Believe that what has hitherto pajfed, may be attributed to the 
hatred conceived againfl the Secretary , but if you proceed in this 
Uproar , you cannot avoid being reputed Rebels, and you will de« 
prive me of means of cxcufing you to jfhe King.

The nex, 
care was to difpofe all things for the Reception of the new 
King. The Archbilhop acquainted the Vice-Queen ftie mull, 
withdraw, to make room tor the King and his Family. He 
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caufed an Apartment to be furmfhed for her in the Royal 
Manfion-Houfe of Xabregas , which is in the Suburbs. 

The Vice-Queen, upon the firft Order, left the Palace, 
but with a Countenance full of Indignation, and without 
fpeaking one Word. Only a few .of her own Servants, 
and the Archbilhop of Braga, though with the hazard of 
his Life* attended her. Still the Duke of Braganza was in 
iufpenfe, not knowing how Affairs had fucceeded at Lisbon, 
till Melo and Mendoza arriv’d at Villaviciofa. By the joy of 
their Countenances, and their calling themfelves at his Feet^ 
more then by their Words, he underftootl he was King of 
Portugal. He conduced them to the Dutchefs, to relate what 
had happened, and they gave her the Title of Majefty ;

The great Sumrns the King offered him^ toge¬ 
ther with a Commendary of the Order of Chrift , prevailed 
with him. The Treaty was concluded, and the Fortrefs fur- 
rendred, upon pretence he had not a diffident Garriibn to 
defend it, notwithftanding the principal Officers refuted to 
fign the Capitulation, and principally D. Roderick Cbalon, a 
young Gentleman of Andaluzia,o f great Courage,and Colonel 
of a Regiment, who offered to hold Out three Weeks longer 
to expe& the Succours from Spain, which they heard to be at 
Sea, under the Conduct of the Duke of Maqueda. The King 
thought it not fit longer to delay hisCoronation,that hisRoya! 
Authority might become the more Sacred, and his Perfon 
more refpe&ed among thePeopIe.This Ceremony was perfor¬ 
med on the i jrh. of December, with all poffibleMagnificence. 
The Duke of Aveiro, the Marquefs of Villareal, 'the Duke de 
Caminha his Son, the Count de Monfanto, and all the Nobi¬ 
lity of the Kingdom affifled at the Ceremony. The Arch- 
bithop of Lisbon, at the head of his Clergy, and attended 
by feveral other Bifhops, received the King at the Gate of 
the Cathedral, and there all the Three Effaces took the Oath 
of Fidelity to him. A few Days after the Queen came to 
Lisbon, having been received at a diffance by the whole 
Court, and the King himfelf.

A might conduce to his Eftablilhment on theThrdhe. * 

After his Arrival at Lisbon , he pretently appointed Gover- Vem Go- 
nours for all the Frontier Towns, choofing for that pur- vemntrs 
pofe Men of Fidelity, Valour and Experience, who im- tn 
mediately went away to their Polls with what Forces . Fr9 * m 
they could gather, and ufed all poffible diligence to put tierSm 
the places committed to them into a pofture of defence. 
Commiffions were given out to raife Forces, and imme¬ 
diately after the Coronation , the Cortes' or Parliament 
was Summon’d : They met the 28th of January ft and 
by a folemn Ad acknowledg’d King John to be their 
lawful and rightful Soveraign, as defeended by the 
Princefs his Mother from Prince Edward, Son to King 
Emanuel. In this Aflembly of the three Eftates, the King 
declared, that for the fupportof his Houlhold, he would 
content himfeif with his own private Revenue, and 
would lay apart all thole of the Crown to fupply thene- 
ceffirics of the Kingdom, and that the people might re- 
Ii(h the fweetnefs of his Government, he aboliftied all 
new Taxes impofed by the Spaniards . The moft confi- 
I derabie employments he gave to fuch of the Confpira- 
tors as had beft deferved, yet, Pinto had no lhare in this 
promotion, but nevertheless, had fo great an influence 
over the King, that though he had not the *TitIe of a 
Minifter of State, nothing of moment was done without 
him. Having fettled all things at home, the King next 
bent his thoughts towards Foreign Princes.

ched Exprefs from India, by John de Sylva Telle , the 
Vice-Roy, brought the News that the King had been 
Proclaimed in all his Dominions in AJia, and as far as John 
the Coaft of China. The Hollanders at this time were Proclaim - 
very powerful in thofe Seas, and being at War with trfinlndh. 
Spain, did all the harm they could in the Portuguefc Co¬ 
lonies and Factories, endeavouring with the afSftance 
of the Indians , utterly to extirpate all others, that they 
might themfelves ingrofs that Trade. To this purpofe, 
they omitted not any manner of \ iilainies that mighc 
conduce to their advantage, and particularly though 
they had afterwards certain Intelligence of King Johns 
being Proclaimed, and being in amity with their Srate,yet 
they cealed not to profecute their ends in thofe remote 
parts, as fhaii appear in the Sequel of this Hiftory. 

However, before the Revolution reached bidia, they 
had got footing in Ceylon , “laid Siege to Make?, which 
they took, and had their defigns againft Goa, and all 
other the Portuguefe Conquefts in India. In America 
alfo they were pofleffed of Pernambuco, Paraiba , l{io 
Grande, Ciara, the Iilands of Tamaraca and Ferdinand 
de Noronba, and towards the South of Porto Caivo and 
Segeripe , all places appertaining to the Crown of Portu¬ 
gal. But after they had information of the Truce conclu¬ 
ded betwixt Portugal and Holland, they perfidioufly 
made themfelves Mafters of Angola , and the IHand of 
St. Thomas in Africli, of Maranhao in America, and of 
Malaca in India* To compleat this Prince’s Happinefs, 
thouqb before there was a mortal Enmity betwixt the 
Portuguefe and the Hollanders , yet now on the 12th of 
June a Cellar ion of Arms betwixt the two Nations was 
agreed upon and concluded, at the Hague, for io Year ^A CejJatm 
and foon after the States fent an Ambalfador to Con- V.*™* 
gratulate the King, upon his Accetfion to the Crown. Dutch# 
The Portugal Anibafladcr returning, brought with him 
Two Regiments ol Hone, a no ccniiderable iupplies of 
Arms and Ammunition, d he Catalonians alio lent the

mounted without any oppofition, 600 Towns, and 
15000 Villages, fubmitted to him in iefs than eight 
days, and all the people of the Kingdom declared fhey 
were never happy till his Acceflion to the Crown. Ne* 
verthelefs, no fooner was he feated on the Throne, but 
be found many Enemies, and among them fome of thofe 
who had helped to raife him to that Grandeur. About 
100 of the GreateftMen in his Kingdom, Confpired 
to deftroy him, and if Heaven had not preceded him, 
there had been but a fliort fpace betwixt the Birth and 
Grave of his Sovereignty. The Arch-Bilhop of - Braga, 
the chief Inquificor, two other BiOiops, the MarquefL 
of Villareal , and his Son, the Duke de Caminha , were 
the principal Confpirators : D. Lorenzo, Pide% de Car* 
vallo , the Count de Armamar , and D. Auguftin Manuel, 
were brought in as Affociates, the Jews of Lisbon were 
concerned in the Defign, and there was a party in the 
Fleet then lying At Belem , one Man being aboard every 
Ship, in order to Fire it upon a fignal given. Laurence 
Pide% deCarvallos was to break into the Queens Apart¬ 
ment with 10® Aden, to fecure all there. It was given 
in Charge to the Jews, to fire the City in 8 or 10 pla¬ 
ces, that the people being bulled there, they might have 
time to force the Palace. The Inquifitor General fent 
Letters into Spain to acquaint the King with the Dfr 
fign, that tlie Forces on the Frontiers might be ready 
to March to Lisbon , upon the firft Advice, and the Duke 
de Maqueda to enter the Port with the Fleet of Spain. 
Concerning the manner of difeovering this Confpiracy, 
there are three feveral Accounts. One is, that the Let- 
tens being direded to the Marquefs de Ayamonte , who 
was Governor^ of the Spanifh Frontiers, he broke them 
open, and lent them back to the King of Portugal , 
when he had leen the Contents, which is moft probable; 
he being afterwards Convided of High-Treafon, and put 
to Death, at Segovia , for Confpiring againft his King, 
with the Duke of Medina Sidonta , and the new King ot 
Portugal. Another fays, that a Spy employed by the King 
to go often into Spain , meeting a Bohemian who was em¬ 
ployed to can y the laid Letters, and fufpeding fomething 
i>y his Difcourfe, made him Drunk, then Stabbing him,and 
laving taken the Packer, brought it to the King ; but 
this Jecins nor to have any thing of probability, or con- 
fequcnrlv of Truth. The third is, that D, Alfonfo de 
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Por/ttM Count * Vimiofo, being deprived of bs Com- . 
mandon the Frontiers, and grievoufly refenting that Af¬ 
front ; the Arch-Bifhop of Braga, conceived die defir* 
of revenge would eafily engage him to enter into the 
Confpiracy. He therefore difeover’d the whole defign 
to him, and the Count feeming to embrace the propo- 
fition acquainted the King with the whole matter. 1 he 
Confpiracy bang difeovered, the King fo ordered the 
Affair, that moft of thofe perfons therein concerned were 
apprehended, without the leaft noife or confuiion. The 
«hof Auguji, at II at Night, was the time appointed, 
for putting the Confpiracy in execution. That very 
morning the King caufed all the Troops that Quarter¬ 
ed in the neighbouring Villages, to march into Luton, 
upon pretence of'a review to be taken in the large place 
before the Palace. He with his.own hand, gave feveral 
Billets Sealed up, to perfons he could confide in, with 
pofitive Orders to every one, not to open his Billet tin 
n at Noon, and then punctually to obey what it di¬ 
rected. Then having fent for the Arch-Bifhop of Braga, 
and Marquefs of Villareal under colour of cornmunica- princi- 
ting fome important Affairs, they were both feized in ^ £ m jpj. 
the King's Lodgings about Noon,without any nolle: At r<rtjrj 
the fame rime a Captain of the Guards publickly appr c ~feiredard 
hended the Duke of Caminha, in the place before the Pa- pwtijbcd. 
lace. Thofe who had received the Billets having open¬ 
ed them, found each an Order to take up one of the 
Confpirators, and fecure him in fuch a Prilon, till fur¬ 
ther order, which was fo punctually executed, that 47 
were taken without any difficulty, none endeavouring 
to efcape. When the News of the Confpiracy was 
noifed abroad, it is not poffible to .exprefs the rage con¬ 
ceived by the multitude againft thofe that were the 10- 
menters of it, every Man defiring to be the Executioner 
of them, as is the nature of the Rabble, wherever they 
conceive a hatred. The Wfack, forced a C°nfefllon 
from many of the Criminals, and the Arch-Bifhop, the In- 
quifitor, the Marquefs of Villareal, and Duke de Cami- 
nha, to fave themfelves that mifery, owned the whole 
Defign. The Marquefs, the Duke, the Count de Ar¬ 
mamar, and D. Auguftin Manuel, were fentenced to be 
Beheaded. The Arch-Bifhop and Inqmfitor, becaufe of

A Parry of Spaniards having broke 
into that Province, exercifed all rentier of Cruelties 
to terrifie the People, (paring neither Age nor Sex, nor 
even the Churches. D. Jchn dc Acofta , who Comman¬ 
ded at Elvas, having notice hereof, fent out. five Com*, 
panies of Foot under the Command of Gajpar deSeqtteih 
* Manuelj Thefe' were followed by 4ooMen under the Con¬ 

duct of Luis Mendez de Vafconcellos : Thefe being jby- 
ned by certain Troops three Leagues from Campo Ma¬ 
jor, marched rowards the Spaniards, who dill continu¬ 
ed their Ravages, and Charging them, killed 200 upon 
the fpot, purfuing the red to the Gates of Badajo^, 
where they took feeder. This fortunate beginning wa$ 
followed by like confequences , 600 Spaniards ndvam 
cing into the Province of Alentejo to furprrze the Town 
o {Montafaao} Mafcarcnhas , Col lone! of a Portuguese Re¬ 
giment, with only four Companies Attacked them be¬ 
fore they came to the Town, and with fuch good fiic- 
cefs, that having killed 18 or 20, the reft retired to the 
Pafs on a (mall River, and he fearing feme ambufe, be- 
caufe Night drew on, purfued no further. In the mor¬ 
ning perceiving they were quite gone , he followed 
rhem as far as the Town of Ferreira in Caft tie, which 
he Plundered and Burnt without any oppo/ition, though 
it might eafily have been defended againft a greater 
jower. Beyond the Mountains, the Spaniards had fack- 
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ed and Burnt four open Towns, to revenge which, Le-> 
m Gomez de Tcigueiredo parted over into Galicia, TOOK 
the Town of Monterey, and having pillaged reduced it 
w Arties. To requite this, another party of Spamatds 
fell into the Countrey about Bragan^a, but the Inhabi¬ 
tants and Soldiers who Quartered thereabouts aflem- 
bling, cut moft of them in pieces, and then piercing into 
CW?//c,burnt feven Villages, and the Town of Geronda, of 
which, they left nothing ftanding but,the Walls: At the 
fame time, Luis Gomez de Figueiredo with 1 500 Foot and 
900 Horfe fell upon the Marquefs of Tarr*fo?ia , who 
marched towards Vaherde with 2000 of the former, 
and 200 of the latter, and after a Fight, which lafted 
about four hours, obtained the Victory, which had been 
treater but that Night coming on hindred the purluit. 

r Daily Action more and more incenied the two Na- other U'ar 
tions and an implacable hatred had taken portent- /■ t>e ex¬ 
on of their hearts, fo that the Frontiers were never tree p t 0 , !s . 
from flaughter and Rapine. D. Gafton Coutinho tl-c P oi- 
euruefe General, being informed that 6000 Spawjob oot, 
and 800 Horfe had fortified themfeives in two Villages, 
one whereof ims in Galicia, the other in Portugal he 
marched with 30 Horfe to view them, and finding their 
Works weak enough to be overthrown, if Attacked witi* 
vigour, ordered his Foot to advance : A Party oi the 
Enemies Horfe that advanced, was eafily Repulled, 
which caufingfome Confternation in the mam Body, 
gave time to plant two pieces of Canon agamic them. 

Thefe two pieces having played feme time, O Gallon 
who had made four Batallions of his Foot courageoufly 
afliiulted the Works in as many places : The Soldiers be¬ 
ing as forward in the purfuit ot Honour as their Offi¬ 
cers, nothing could withftand them : They forced the 
Entrenchments, took foyr redoubts, entred the place 
and took all the Baggage, but not contenting them¬ 
felves with this Victory and the gaining ct 11 Colours, 
they burnt all the Villages for two Leagues abfcit. A- 
bovc 400 Spaniards were killed upon the place, >4 Of¬ 
ficers, and 70 Soldiers were taken. Nor was this all, 
the Portuguefe General making his advantage or the L- 
nemics Confternation, the next day marched into Ga¬ 
licia, and purfuing thofe that having efcaped, had for¬ 
tified themlelves in another Village, forced them again 
to retire, burnt nine Houfcs, and then returned home 
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with Honour, and his Soldiers enriched with Plunder. In 
the mean whil e y Vafco de Acevedo Coutinho , and Emanuel 
de Sottfa de Abreu , being continually infefted by the Ex- 
curfions of the Spaniards , gathered all the Forces they 
could and marched to Lobos , in the Caftle of which 
place, the Spaniards always had a fafe retreat, after 
committing their ordinary Ravages. This Caftle they 
aflauhed and carried with the lofs only of 22 Men, 
which done, they burnt 700 Houfes, as well in the 
Town of Lobos y as in the neighbouring Villages. This 
was not yet the laft ftroak of ill fortune the Spaniards felt, 
Martin Alfonfo de Mclloy underftandjng a great body 
of them was marched from Badajo% to Attack Olivcn^a, 
a Town feated on the River Guadiana, which parts 
Spain and Portugal aflembled all the Forces he could to 
relieve that place. Being on his March, an Exprefs 
came to him from the Governour, giving an accounp 


that they had aftaulted the Town in two places, but 
met with fuch a vigorous oppoiition that they were 
forced to retire with the lofs of 200 Men ; neverthe- 
lefs, he defired fome fuccour, leaft they (hould return. 
They accordingly returnee}, hoping tof^gprize the place, 
feigning themfelves a Portuguefe Convoy with Provili- 
ons, yet met they with no better fuccefs, being again 
repulfed with the lofs of 140 Men. Martin Alphonfo, 
ftill hoped to be able to overtake them in their return, 
but they taking another way than was given out, he 
milled of them, and therefore difmidecf his Troops to 
their feveral Garrifons.

It was a generally received Opinion throughout all

were yet but fmall Advantages; D. Francis de Melo 
General of the Portugnefe Horfe in the Province ot Aten- 
tejo y entred Eftremadura , where finding no Forces to op- 
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him he took Ariches, Pillar del Key, Cediffera 
Ancmajcla defeated fome Troops that adventured to 
oppofe him, took a vaft Booty, and fo many Prifonm 
diar the King of Portugal ordered many of the leaft cor! 

D. John de Garay Gever- 
nor of Badajo%, lent out 800 Horfe, and 2000 Foot 
with defign . to furprize Oliven^a, but D. Frantss de Mel, 
charging them by the way, put them to flighc with the 
flaughter of 300 Men.

To this purpole they began to for* 
ih/. A Idea del Ohifpo ; but Ferdinand TeHsf de Menefes being 

unwilling to fufFer that Wotk to go forward, marched 
with 50° Foot* and four Squadrons of Hqrfe, attacked 
the Place, and carryed it, though obftinately defended: 
140 Spaniards were kill’d in the Aflauit, and 116 taken, 
and all the Works, as well Old as New, were levelled 
with the Ground. Then palling on, he did the fame to 
the Town of Cafiillejo, which was no lefs often five to 
the P or fuguefe Frontiers,then the other would have been, 
The King to (hew he was no lefs formidable by Sea 
then by Land, even in the firft rife of his Greatnefs $ fit¬ 
ted out 13 great Men of War, under the command of 
Antony Telle\, ordering him to leek out the Spanijh Fleet, 
or in cafe he found it not, to attempt fome Sea-port 
Town ; the Spaniards , though weak, omitted not to 
make their utmoft effons, and infeft their Enemies Gouo» 
try, as much as in them was. Chelas , a confidcrable 
Town of Eftremadura, and feared near the Frontiers of 
Ale*tejo,d id often fend out Parties, which did incredi¬ 
ble damage in that part of the plain Country fubjetft to 
Portugal . Frances de Melo who had the charge of thofe 
Frontiers incenfed hereat, marched with all the Force 
h$ could gather, with a refolution to carry that Place; 
nor did he fail of his Defign altogether, for meeting a 
Squadron of Spanifh Horfe he cut them off, and then 
applying his Scaling Ladders, after a Difpute of live 
Hours, entred the T. own. His Men immediately fell 
to the Plunder, which loft them the opportunity they 
might have had of entring the Caftle with the flying 
Enemy. Francis de Mein feeing nothing more could be 
done then plundering the Town, returned leaving the 
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S(teet s full of- dead* Bodies, and having loft but 16 of 

bis own Mettle cont i nue( j j n t hi s manner betwixt Alliances 
,Ji t wo Neighbouring Nations, thofe of a greater di- in Africa 
fence fought the Fri^dfhip of the new King of Portugal, and All*. 
That King near Goa whom w« mentioned before, was 
the firft that moved for this Friendfhip, when he raisd 
to Siege from before the City.- The King of Morocco 
tfasnot long behind him, for he uifderftanding how fall 
the Crown was fettl’d by the unanimous approbation of 
the whole Kingdom, and fo many Alliances with moft 
princes of Europe , except thofe that were devoted to 
Spain, fent now into Portugal, to defire leave of the King 
that an Ambaflador might come to put an end to die A- 
uimolities which had been produced by the violent pro¬ 
cedure of the Spaniards . ' _ 

6 , The ill Fortune of the Spaniards raifed in them an mwarj 
implacable define of Revenge. They aflembled i 500 Mm m 
F oot, and 300 Horfe, to take a Fort that Ferdinand Teh ^ - 

Iqde Menefes had built in Val de Mula, on the Frontiers 
of the Province T ralos Montes, and marjjjik till they j 

catpe in fight of the Fort;therc difcovdrin«Bfl 'ortuguefc 
Horfe, and 400 Foot, they halted to conluit what was 
to be done. D. S ancho Manuel, the Portuguefe Camp- 
Mafter having obtained Leave of Ferdinand T client 
though fo unequal in Number, charged the Enemy fo 
vigoroufly, that at the firft fhock the Foot fled, and the 
Horfe feeing the Rout, durft not come up to fupport 
them. Having with fuch ea(e overthrown thofe Troops, 
the Portttguefe General rcfolved to make ule of the Ad¬ 
vantage, being informed they were retired to Fuentes it* 

Cafiilc, where lome Fortifications were begun to be 
thrown up.Being too weakco attack them there,he ftayed 
till =500 FoGt more had joyn’d him, and then advanced ; 
he planted fome Canon againft the Place, and began to 
batter ir, but feeing no efte^ft, thought of fending for 
more Troops to carry it by EJcalade, when he was told 
the Spaniards aflembled in great Numbers from all parts 
to cut off his Retreat. His danger drew D. Alonfo Fur - 
tado dc Mendoza to his Ailiftance, but being ftill much 
inferiour to the Enemies, they retired with Speed, and 
umnolefted by the Spaniards. Nor was there any more 
quiet on the Frontiers of Galicia ; lor D. Martin Dara- 
din the Governour of that Kingdom, not being in a con¬ 
dition

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dition to oppofe two Portuguefe Armies .that broke in ite 
on him at once, they burnt 150 Villages in that Cou£ 
try, and returned home with a considerable Booty. 

7. It was now but reafonable the Forces Should have 
been put into their Winter Quarters ; neverthelefs tL 
In the Pro - Duke d'Alva having gather’d all the Power he could 
'vince of Tent them under the Conduct of his Son to waft 
Beira. the ^ Province of Beira. Ferdinand Telleq de Menefet 
having Notice hereof formed a Body of 7000 Foot and 
27oojHorfe, refoiving to prevent the Spaniards , whole 
Forces were no lefs Considerable; he mafehed to Val fa 
Msla , and encamped before the Town of Guar dm 
which he Summoned, and finding no Difpoficion in :k 
Governor to furrender, batter’d it with two pieces of 
Canon. The Battery was of little effect, and therefore 
Ferdinand TqJIc^ commanded Peter Soufa de Cafiro ro at' 
tack the Out-works with all the Mufqueteers, and Gaf- 
gar de Seixas with fome other Battalions to fuftain him- 
The Attack was begun with great Refolurion, and co* 
tinued for three Hours, at the end whereof die Be> 
fieged put^a white Flag, and fenta Drum to offer ro 
Capitulat^Sb he Garrilon marched out upon forry 
Terms, theWovemor and Officers being only allowed ro 
carry their Swords, and all the Souldicrs to the number 
of 340, being lent Prifon*ers to Lisbon . The Booty was 
great, befides much Store of Provision and Ammunition 
found in the Place ; bur the main Ccnfequence of taking 
this place was, that it Secured the Portuguefe Frontiers, 
and laid thole of Cafiile open to Incurfions. " Whilst this 
was doing, about the Province of Beira , without the 
Spam flo General, who had taken thcField,his attempting ro 
fuccour the 2 own ; D. Antony Mafcareni.es commander i 
of Vailadorcs , took Quintas and Gorge a. Z). Sandro All- 
nuel plunder’d and burnt the Towns of Sorvo, Avi/ar and 
Cha leng a ; the Captains, Harvard Miranda , and Unwind 
de An dm, did the fame to. thole of Bafquilha , Vdlar del > 
Puerto , and Sara? At ho, and fo did others all along the 
Frontiers. D. Francis dc Me/o, General of the Cavalry 
in Allentcjo , being abroad with ^ocAlen, the Govcniour 
ot Badajo% upon Notice of it, inarched out with 70c, and 
leaving half of them in AmLuffi, with the other half ad¬ 
vanced to drav* on the Portuguefe: Me/o thinking he had 
no more Lncmies ro deal with but what were in fiehr, 
charged them, and they as Soon retired, till they drew 
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him into the ambufh. He was at firft furprized, Seeing 
limfelf Attacked by that freih body, but recovering him- 
df divided his men, and fent one part to charge thofe 
that had drawn him on whilst the other engaged thofe 
that lay in ambuffi. In this manner the Fight continu¬ 
ed a considerable time, after which, frefh Troops ap¬ 
peared, coming from Badajo^ to the adiftance of the 
Spaniards , and others from Eh as, to fuftain the Portu - 
nuefe. TheSe laft were 1600 Foot,and four Squadrons of 
Horfe, under the Condudt of the Count de Qhidos. Now 
ftie face of Affairs Was changed, for the Portuguefe ob¬ 
tained a Compleat Vidbory. The firSt of the Spanifb 
Troops were cut ifi pieces, and the laft retired with the 
lofs of 176 Horfe. Of' the Portuguefe , 37 were killed 
j n the ambulh, and 1 6 in the Engagement after it. 

8 . The ASiembly of the States, or Parliament of For- 
tngal, being the only Authority that could eftabliffi the ^ e Cor * es 
Crown, and raife f'uch fupplies as were neceftary for cr Par t??fj 
the fupport of it ; the King fixt their Meeting for the ment ***** 
lith. of September , and that day the Seflion was com¬ 
menced with all the Ceremonies ufual upon fuch occali¬ 
ons. The Biihop of Elvas performed the Office of Chan¬ 
cellor; acquainting that Affembly in the King’s Name, 
with the caufes of their being convened: He reprefented 
the great Blefling of Liberty, the King’s extraordinary 
Care to repair the Harms done by the Spaniards , the 
mighty Power he had, as well by Sea as Land; the Al¬ 
liances he had made Abroad, and put them in mind how 
he had never lay’d any Impolkions upon his People, but 
maintained the cxpence or his Houte upon the private 
Patrimony of his Family ; and that being now much ex- 
haufted, he recommended it to them to find out means 
to fupport fo great a Charge, alluring them of his Royal 
Protedfion, and that their Liberties and Privileges ihould 
be religioufly prelervedi Great was the expectation the 
King had conceived of this Aiiembly, nor was he difap- 
pointed, for they gave luch Teihmonies of their Duty, 
as exceeded even his Hopes. They returned Thanks for 
his Care in aliening their Liberties, for delivering them 
from the Yoke of Spain ; for the Alliances he had made 
Abroad, and for all his good Intentions, Offering him

The Weather proved favourable to the General ol the Span 'Jh Horie, fefolving to re-j 

fign, the Captain Arrived fafe, and found means tb letthat toris* entred Portugal with 500 Hotle, afta 

thsl 5« foo Musk*-; 
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300 Musketiers, fin-prized the Town of Sabugal , fired 
Houles, killed feven of the Inhabitants he found in 
Arms, and drove away all the Cattle he found. Not 
content with this, he returned by the way of Aifayates to 
brave the Garrifon % but this boldnefs coft him dear. 
Ferdinand Tellcs' de Mentis the General who was with¬ 
in two Leagues of that place, gathering 200 Horfe and 
three Companies of Foot, fent to the Govemour of Al¬ 
fayates to joyn him with the beft men he had, which 
was accordingly performed ; that Governour bringing 
with him too" Men. With this force they purfued rhe 
Spaniards , and having overtaken, fell upon them: The 
Fight was bravely maintained, for. the Spaniards and 
Portugucfcs gave three feverai Charges in fuch a manner, 
that it was not difcernable who had the better : being 
new fallen in after <he Fire, with Sword in hand, and 
the Marqucfs de Elccha , the Spanifh General, and D . 
Franck de Era(fo 9 who was next in Command to him, 
being both Slain, Vi&ory began to incline to the Por- 
tuguefes , for the Spaniards difmayed at the lofs of their 
Commanders fled, leaving the Field ftrewed with Dead 
Bodies, Arms and Plunder which they quitted to fave 
their Lives. The P or tuguefes were forward enough to 
have purfued them, but Ferdinand Telle ^ held them in, 
fearing to fall into tome ambufh, being to pafs before the 
Enemy. The Duke of A has Enterprize redounded more 
to the honour of the Spaniards. He being defirous of do 
ing tomething coniiderable in Portugal, drew together 
8000 Foot and 900 Horfe, with which he entred Por¬ 
tugal, burnt four open Towns, put many of the Inha¬ 
bitants to the Sword, and finding a vigorous rehftance 
at Eft ha Ham, which place, hejiad* caufed to be Attack¬ 
ed at the fame time, he retired again, to avoid meeting 
all the Troops of rhe Frontiers drawn together to oppoie 
Jhim. 

2. It was not only the fuccefs on the Frontiers that 
rendred the King of Portugal fortunate. Two Jefuits 
being procurators for the Provinces of Cochin and Goa 
in India, arriving at this time, brought him an Account 
how. well aliened the people in thole diftant Prpvin- 
ces were to his inrereih This happy News was a great 
addition to the juv of his fneeds in War, for they allu¬ 
red him that molt ox thole Eaftern Princes had joyned 
in League with ins Vice-Roy, as loon as they under-

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flood he was reftored to the Crown of his Anceftors* 

The King who omitted nothing rhat might encourage 
his faithful Servants, and gain him new Friends, fent 
away two Gallions, and fix other Veflels, with ail ne^ 
cefTaries to rhe former, and with aflurances to the latter,* 
that they fhould always find in him a brotherly return of 
aftedben, as long as they continued their friendlhip to¬ 
wards him.

after a long Imprifonmenr, the King had refolved to re- 
ftore him to his # Honour, when an unfortunate accident account ™ 
on a fudden brought him to an untimely end. The ^ afipp^ 
Count de Obidos General of the Province oiAleitejo hap- Conjpi* 
n^d to take a fellow coming from Badajc%, who prow raC y. 
ed rc^be Servant to Pete# Bone At Adjutant to the Major- 
Genefcti. Upon examination, this Man declared that 
hs Mafter held Correfpondence with the Spaniards , and 
he being ^hereupon Apprehended- and put upon the 
Rack, made a Confcflion, which at his Death, he de¬ 
clared to be falfe ; but wherein he accnfcd O. Jofeph 
de Menefes, Governour of Fort St. Julian of a Delign of 
betraying it to the Spaniards , Franck de Lucena , the 
Secretary of holding Correfpondence with them, and fe¬ 
verai others of joyning with them in thefe Treafbnable 
practices. All the perfbns acculed being put to Tor¬ 
ture, fome of them to the lall, denied their knowledge 
of any fuch Treafon, but others, to be eafed of their 
mifery, owned all that was laid to their Charge. Up¬ 
on this weak evidence, feverai were put to Death. ZX 
Jofeph de Menefes, endured the Rack conftantly, deny¬ 
ing it, and being cured, the King offered him again a 
Command, but he refufed it; laying, He was now re* 
folved to feeve him, who kjicvp how to Reward fervices , and 
funifh Offences . The u«fortunare Secretary, Franck de 
Lucena , being put upon the Rack, and being weak 
with Age fainted away without Con felling. Never- 
thelefs, though all had recanted that acculed him, he 
was Condemned to Death as a Tray cor, and fuffered 
accordingly, politively denying any guile in the matter 
he was acculed of, to the laft minute of his Life. The 
Rabble would have torn him in pieces when he was 
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brought Prifoncr from the CaftleofSt. Julian, for in all 
Countries they are ready to devour the innocent, but he 
was then preterved by the Guards, to be made a Sacri¬ 
fice to that many headed Mpnfter in a more folemn man¬ 
ner, being pubiickly beheaded upon a Scaffold.

The other 
piece of News produced great Companion in fuch as 
were leaft Zealous for Religion. F. Antony Francis Car- Severai 
din a Jefuit, and genera! Procurator for the Society in p ey fM<f u f_ 
the Province of Japan, gave an account, thar four For- f ete£ { Alay . 
tuguefe Ambafladors from Macao, being at the Town of ry r a 0 tn m 
of Nangajfaqui,, with 66 Perfons in their retinue, for J ipan. 
the fettling of Trade,' and to endeavour* the planting of 
the Faith there; the Emperor of that Ifland, whole 
Name was Toyogun, had caft them all into Dungeons, 
then put to Deaththe four Ambafladors, wirh *>3 of the 
chief of their Retinue, and lent home the other *3 in 
derifion of the Apoftles, to carry the News of that 
Bloody Execution to Macao . The Dutch notwith- 

ftanding the deflation of Arms, betwixt the Crown 
of Portugal and the^ates.of Holland, entred the City Ne~ 
vnpatan in India ; t* For tuguefe s not being able to with- 
ftand them, and obliged them to ranfom it for 110000 
piecesof Eight. A Thfcty was afterwards fee on foot for 
fettling a Truce betwixt the two Nations in thofe parrs, 
fee the Hollanders thinking it more for their Advantage 
to continue the War, loon broker it oif. 1 he next Act 
ofHoftility they committed, was in the Ifland Ceylon , 
where thinking to furprize the Portugnefes quarter d in 
the Village Cura^a, as relying on the Truce betwixt 
the two Nations, they marched againlt them ; but they 
having intelligence of their coming, charged them with 
fuch Bravery, that of 400 Hollanders , fcarce any efcaped 
beine kill'd or taken. This Vi&ory gave the Portugue- 
fes in that Ifland quiet for forae time. But itili the War 
was continued in other parts. After the Dutch had left 
Negapatan, it was befieged by a Neighbouring Nayqae 
or Prince of the Indians , but he meeting wim a vigorous 
oppofition, foon deiifled. 

6. In America, the Portuguefcs under the command of 
Antony Tcyxeyrd , after a long Siege, recovered from the 
Dutch the City St. Luis of Maranhao, they being fore d 
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to abandon it fof want of Provifions, and moft of them 


afterwards perithed by the hands «f the Indians, whom 
they had barbaroufly ufed. Our, Affair? were not lb 
fuccefsful in Angola where our Men under the Command. 
of Peter Cefar were worfted by the Dutch, who after¬ 
wards concluding a Truce with them, rreacheroufly fell, 
upon them, killing 4©, taking 187 Prifoners, and for^ 
cing the reft to fly for fafety to the Mountains. Qur 
Fort at Mozambique enjoyed moft Peace, for the Empe? 
rorof 'Monomotapa having been lately converted to the. 
Faith, by the religious of the Order of St. Dominic!^ 
profefled an inviolable Frieodfliip towards the Pertupie* 
f e s , and had obtained a number of them of Julius Me- 
the Governor of that Fort for his Guard.

Hereupon King John gave Orders for gathering an Ar¬ 
my of i2ooo Foot and 2000 Horlc, which was to enter 
Cafiile by the way of Alcryejo , The Catholick King 

having 
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having Advice her/eof* the better to Secure his Dominions 
on that fide, whilft he attended the Aflairs of Catalonia, 
gave the command of his Army in Eftrcrnadura , to rht 
Marquefs de Torrecufa. Mathias de Albuquerque having 
ferved the King of Portugal well, was by him continue 
ed General of die Frontiers The firft attempt made 
by the Marquefs proved unfortunate, for he could nop 
make himfelfMa(}:er of Ougela^ a little Town in Portu¬ 
gal, which after the Gate bad *been forced with a Pe¬ 
tard, bravely defended by the‘ Inhabitants, for the 
(pace of fix Hours. Among the orher Defendants, a Xoe Por- 
Woman'did Wonders with a’Bakers Peel * and though ruguefe^r 
wounded, could never be perfwaded to retire rill the my in B- 
Affault was given over.* ThS Portuguefes after this were ftreitudu* 
*not flack to return the Spaniards their-Vifit at Mentejo y ra, 
which place, though well fortifyed and defended by four 
Companies, they aflaulfed and-cook by Scakde, where 
falling diforderly to Plunder, the Spaniards rook the op¬ 
portunity to rally, and fell upon them fa refolutely, that 
they had all Perilhed, but that the Monteiero Mor came 
in opportunely with his Horfe, and fofeed die Spaniards 
to retire to the River Guadiana 9 where many of them 
were drowned. Hence the Portuguefes advanced, and ia- 
fed Mpwbrih an open Town, fave a Trench that had 
been thrown up about it. The feme they did to Villa 
Nueya de Bar caret a y hut attempted not the Cattle, in 
which was U. prances de Velafco, Lieutenant General of 
the Horfe of Caft.fa, who. having bu* 5 oq Horfe wirh 
him, was not able to appear in the Field agaimt the Por¬ 
tuguefes. They_being now 6000 Foot and 1100 Horfe; 
with 6 pieces of Canon,, took and deftroyed Vi liar del 
Rpca de AlmanAcite and Puebla , all 1 owns of E- 
ftremadura. Thefe Ad ions of the Portuguefes ftruck to 
the Heart of the Marquels de Forrccufa , as perceiving a 
fort of/Faintnefs ip his Soldiers, which looked like infa¬ 
tuation, being wholly oppofice to the natural Bravery of 
the Spaniards . He called a Council of War, in which 
he prepofed to take the Field, and give the Enemy Bat¬ 
tle, Many applauded Ids Propofitions, yet others advi- 
fed to befiege Oliveti^a, as the ftrongeft of the Enemies 
Garrifons, which would draw their Forces out ol Spain, 
and perhaps neceflitate them to give Battle upon Terms 
of Difadvantage. This opinion wanted not fome to fup- 
porc it, but the Marquefs and others perfifting in the Re- 
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folurion of hazarding a Battle, their Authority prevailed. 
The Spanijh Army coniifted of'7000 Foot, and i6feo 
Horfe in 34 Troops, under the corrimarid of the Baron 
4 s Molinguen, who was now to command the whole Ar¬ 
my, becaufe the Marquefs was to ftay at Badajo%. 
Thefe Forces met the Enemy fooner than they ex¬ 
pected. 

Spa- 2* On the 16 of Miy } 1644, Albuquerque the Portu- 
iiifti Forcy guefe General, finding himfelf reduc'd to that neceflity, 
defeated* that he muft either fight or fly, chofe rather to hazard a 
Battle, than forfeit his Reputation. He perforated the 
Office of a Major General, ordering his Bartle himfelf. 
The command of the Right Wing he gave to the Monte- 
iro Mor , and the Left to the Cotnmiffary General, who. 
hid under him the Dutch Horfe, commanded by Captain 
Piper . The two Armies ingaged, and the Spaniards 
gave fuch a furious Charge on the Pottugucfe Left Wing, 
where the Cotnmifliary commanded, that the Dutch 
Horfe fled, and running upon their own Foot, fo difor- 
der’d that part of the Army, that the Spaniards drove 
them from their Ground ; their General being in danger 
to be bruifed to Death, his Horfe felling upon him, but 
3 French Captain faved him, giving him another Horfe 
that ran loie, and iultaining the (hot of the Enemy till 
he mounted. Being delivered from that Danger, he had 
recourfe to the Body of referve, which advancing to the 
Place, which the Spanifh Horfe had left^to ptirfue the 
Dutch , and others that fled, made fuch Havdck among 
the FootPbefore Victorious, that they were forced to 
fly. The Horfe returning from the purfuit, and feeing 
the Foot broke, could never be brought to a Charge, 
hut betook themfdves to their Heels, quitting their 
Cannon and Baggage. Of the Spmiards i about ioop 
Foot and 700 Horle were killed and taken, with ahout 
40 Colours and Standards. Of the Portugucfe, 750 were 
flain, and among them two Collonels. The Partuguefes 
continued a Day in the field of Battle, lea ft the Spaniards 
ihould return and vaunt they had kept it. King John 
jejoycing at this Vidtai-y Which fecured his Crown,crea¬ 
ted the General Earl of Alegrctt ?, giving him a.Penfion 
of 4*000 Crowns, and rewarded many other of the Priri-j 
cipal Men in the Army. T he Marquefs of Torrecufa la¬ 
boured to gather ail the Forces of Eftremadura ; being 
grieved he was not prefent at the JJaulg, as believing it 

loft 
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loft for want of Conduct, and it troubled him themore^ 
becaufe he was the ad vifer of it. * 


3. Whilft thefe things bapned in Eftremadura\ feveral 
Incurfions were made on all the Frontiers of the King r 
dom,but in them was nothing Memorable, for the Portie- 
guefes were moft upon the Defendve, and the Spaniards 
only kept the War afoot, till the affairs of Catalonia 
might be fettled, that then they might turn their whole 
Force to this fide. About this fame time, D. George de A , 
Mafcarenhas , Count de Monte Albano who was of the ^ on SP trac H^ 
Council of State, and had other great Employments, 
was impeached of Confpiring with others againflf the 
King, for which he was committed to the Caftle of Be- 
iem , and the reft to other Prifons. Upon Examination, 
rhe Accufation was found malicious and groundlefs^ 
whereupon he and all the others on the fecond of N#- 
vember were honourably difeharged, and reftored to 
their Eftates and Honours. At this time alio dyed the 
Arch-bifhop of Braga y one of the managers of rhe firft 
Confpiracy againft the King. Dying, he made it his 
requeft to the King, that he would pardon his Treache* 

S , and grant that his Body might be Burned without 
me Parilh Church, without any mfcfiption upon it, to f 
the end, no Memory might furvive of one that hath been 
Traytor to his King. 

4. The Portuguese Governors on rhe Coafts of America The Affairs 
at length concluded a Truce with the Count de Naffau y of Amcri- 
who governed at Pernambuco for the Hollanders . Yet fo c** 
far were they from obferving the Articles of it, that they 
rais'd a new Fort at Segcripe, took feveral of our Ships, 
and committed many Barbariries againft the Portuguese*, 
that according to compofition, remained under them at 
Pernambuco . Thefe things moved John Fernandes' Veigra, 
and Francis Berenguer, to lay the defign this Year of 
expelling them that Province; the fuccefs of their 
Enterprize belongs to another place. In Africk^ Tangier 
had till this time held for the Spatiiareh , but now the 
Garrifon fecured their Governor, fent him Pri loner to 


Lisbon , and declared lor King John. The Moors thought the Dutch 
to have furprized that City, and gave a delperate Af- contrary to 
faulr, but were repulfed with great Lofs. The Dutch F<uth gi- 
in India , notwithstanding their repeated Orders from ven * ta k? 
the States to ceafe from all Hoftiiiries, (till found pre--^™ T ^. 
tences to carry on the War; and Uncling a great num- m 
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1 . b#r of Men in Ceylon, took the Fort of Negumbo, having 

firft overthrown the Portuguefes that were to defend- it£ 
prefuming, though much inferiour in Number, and 
contrary to their Orders to meet the Enemy in open 
Field, who purfuing them after the defeat, entred the 
Fort in that Heat, putting above 300 of our Men to the 
Sword. The City Macao in China was near failing a- 
gaijO into the Hands of the Spaniards ; many of the In¬ 
habitants favouring their intereft , and railing a 
► dangerous Tumult to promote the fame, but by the 

£$urage of Sebaftian Loko the Governour, who fired 
jjgm the Caftlc upon the Cky, together 'faith the^ In- 
regpofirion of the Jeiuits, it was again reduced to ©be- 
cfepce. Goti&lo Sequcyra was fent AmbafTador by thp 
Kbig to the Emperor of Japan, but through the Irriga¬ 
tion of the Hollanders was not received.

In their retreat, the two Capp^s 
Emanuel de Gama hobo and D . Charles Jordano, ctja£g#d 
them with 300 Portuguese Horfe, recovered the Prey, 
and took from them 80 Horfes. The Count de Cq- 
flello Mclhor , prefently after attempted to drive the 
Country about Badajo% y and to that purpofe marched 
with Soo Horfe and 1500 Foot, but returned with¬ 
out doing any thing more , than driving the Ene¬ 
mies advanced Parties to the Walls of Badajo%. In re¬ 
turn, the Spaniards with a Body of 7^° Horfe, fell in¬ 
to the Country of Barbacena and Sanfia Olaya , which 
is two Leagues from Rivas and Campo Mayor;

500, joynjng, charged them in their Retrear, reco¬ 
vered all the Booty, and took 60 of their Horles.

mo^, cut moft of them off, the Major being the firft 
that Fled ; whereas, he might have eafily drawn his 
Men within an Inclofure which was by, and have there¬ 
by fecured them againit any Horfe.The King of the Mai* 
divy Illands, in India , being now come to Portugal , ra 
crave Aid of the King againft a Brother who had Ufur- 
ped the Crown; ferved in the Army this Campaign, 
and was treated with all imaginable refpe&\. Count 
Caftelmelhor , having drawn together all the Force he 
could,* and being yet Inferiour to the Enemy, kept him- 
folf itiil within the Olive-Gardens at Elvas , but conti¬ 
nually fent out Parties to Alarm the Enemy. Z>. Rode¬ 
rick^ de Qaftro , with 1000 Horfe, and 500 Muskeriers, 
fuftaining one of thofe Parties, the Enemy Charged it, 
and purluing too far, he cut off 90 of their Horie. A- 

nother 
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rfother of our Parties being beyond Badajos, rook the 
Count de I%tnguen y who came to be Lieutenant-Gene- 
rai of Horfe, in the Spanijh Army, and being fent to 
Lisbon, continued a long time Prifoner in the Caftle of 
Belem. The Marquefs de Leganes, Having done nothing 
• wore than break the Bridge* and demolilh the two 
Forts, returned towards Badajos, and in 12 days ere- 
<fted a new Fort a x '&lena, near that City, deftroying 
at the fame rime a Tower^ in which, was an Enfign and 
15 of our Men, a League from Efoas. This is all that 
was done of moment, in the Province of Alenteje, and 
both Armies went into Winter-Quitters. 

The War in “ 3. In the Province betwixt Duero "and Minho , there 
the Provin - was no memorable Addon ; only ffnall inroads fhadc 
cesbetwtxt on both fides : But che Proviuce Tratos Montes, enjoy- 
Duero and ^ perfect Peace, both Parties lying (till, eaeh fearing 
^linho, to provoke the other. D. Ferdinand Mafiarenljas, Count 
and Tralos £ e Severn , Governed Beira. At his firft <*pming thither, 
Monccs. Spaniards drove a Prey from abour Villa Tropim, 
and Malpartida , but Captain Buy Tavares de Brito , o- 
verraking them with 100 Horfe, recovered all, though 
at the coft of his own Life. Soon after, the Enemy lay- 
ed. Siege to Sahaterra , but without fuccelsj for the 
Count having drawn together all the Force he could 
make to relieve it, and being reinforced from Alentejoi 
rhey broke up the Siege and departed; They being 
gone, the Count fortified the Frontier places, and obli* 
ged the Countrey People to retire farther from the boi* 
ders, becaufe he was inferiour to the Enemy in For¬ 
ces. 

in' f 4* We left John Fernandes Vieyra , the laft Year in the 
Actions of fountains 0 f p ernam buco , expeding fuccours from £4- 

nandez*" ***> t0 ma ^ e ^ ar u P on c he hhHanderL They laid fe- 
Vieyra in veral defigns to take him, but he having timely notice,' 
Brazil a- ftiil efcaped their hands. They promifed iboo Florins 
gainft the Reward for his Head, and he gn the other fide offered 
Dutch. 8000 Crufados for any of the Heads of thofe of their fu- 
pream Council. Henry Hus was fent with 1 500 Dutch ,and 
800 Indians , into the Mountains, to cut him off with 
all his Party , but he having gathered 1200 men, where¬ 
of only 200 had Fire-Arms, polled himfelf fo advanra- 
geouflv, and received them with fuch refolution, that 
after a difpute of feveral hours, they were totally rou¬ 
ted with much flaughtcr, and had not the Night Ihel- 

tered 



terei them, none had returned to carry jthe News. The 
Arms taken in this A&ion were the principal part of t&§ 

Booty, bepaufe of the great want of them there was 
among the Portuguefes. John Hus, revenged himfelf up? 
on the innocent Inhabitants of the Towns of St. Latp 
rence and Apopucos , who lived under the protection cdf 
the Dutch, robbing and putting them to the rack, Soort 
after Antony Philip Camarao, and Henry Dias, with the 
Blacks and Indians under their Command, joyned John i 
Fernandes Vieyra, Andrew Vidall, aifo fent with fomc 
Foot,*by Antony Telle S, Govemour of Bahia , to apr 
prehend John Fernandes, for breaking the Truce with 
the Dutch, took part with him againft them. Advice 
being brought them that the Hollanders plundered Var- 
Sea, and carried away the Women that were there* 
they marched with all fpeed and defeating them in tho 
Field, obliged thofe that retired into a Houle to fur- 
render themfelves. Though the Hollanders complained* 
that Andrew Vidal being fent to their afliftance, had 
joyned their Enemies, yet they as loon as he was lan¬ 
ded, had burnt the Ships that broughr him from Bahia,, 

5. The Dutch going about to aifann the Portuguefc p^i e r s 
Inhabitants of the Town of Sirinhaem, they were lo ln ^p rxee{ li n f$ 
cenfed, that gathering together under Hypolito de Ver- ^ t ^ e 
cosa , they drove them not only out of the Town butipucch im 
oft of the Fort, whither they had fled for fafety. At Brazil* 
Pontal de Nasoreth, our Men had alfo >Befieged die 
Dutch in the Fort, and Martin &our$s Moreno , with his 
Regynent coming to the afliftance of the Beliegers; 

Theodqfius Stract, the Governour, underhand contrived 
how to deliver it up to them, and he with molt of his 
Men entred into their Service. Andrew Vidal, who had 
been in this laft A&ion, having again joyned John Fcr- • 
nandes Vieyra, they rdolved to block up the place 
called Arrccife, and the City Mauricea , which was im¬ 
mediately put in execution, all the Forces being polled, 
in the molt copvenient places, to cut off the Enemy 
f om all relief by Land. They Attacked and took the 
Fort Sc. Crus , feared betwixt the Arrecife and the Town 
of Olinda , the Commander with 60 Men taking Ser¬ 
vice among the Portuguejgs. The Fort of Porto Calvo, 
was alfo taken by Chriftophcr Lins , the Garrifon being 
ft.eighrned for Provilions, and he having intercepted a ^ * 
Veiiei coming to their relief * , fP

& Whilfe theft things Wete doing, the Portuguefysoi 
foe River of St. Franck, following the example of the 
reft of their Countrey-Men, faffing upon the Dutch, who 
would have fecured the principal Men among them, 
flew fotae, and drove the reft out of Town. Then be- 
fieging them in the Fort, and being reinforced by feme* 
Companies fent by the Governout of Bahia, they obli¬ 
ged them to furrender, and rafed the Fort* that the E- 
tiemy might never think of recovering it. Andrew de 
l{pcbn de Ant as, and Valentin deB$ehaA*rt re the pnnei*. 
pal promoters and managers of this enterprise, who ha¬ 
ving delivered their own Province^ marched with the 
Soldiers and fueh others as would follow them, to 
ioyn John Fernando and his Forces before Arrecife. 
fjere it was refolvea to Attack the Iiland Itamaraca, 
whence the Befieged had all their luftenance. The De- 
fign was put in execution with 800 Men, who failing 
to plunder before they had fecured the Victory, were 
pepulfed, 80 of them being flain, and many wounded. 
The Beffeged madea gfeat Tally upon the quarter where 
Henry Dias Commanded, but his Blacks received them 
with fuch bravery that very few returned to the Town. 
Neverthelefs, having agreed with a Regiment of Dutch, 
that ferved the Pcrtuguefis, that in the heat of .the Adri* 
on they (hould fail upon them ; they ventured to make 
another Sally, but with no better fuccefs, the TreaclR- 
ry of the Hollanders being timely prevented by their Col- 
lonel, who iuipebfed' their fidelity. A few days after, 
130 of them Deferted, whereupon the reft were difar- 
med, and lent away to Bahia , except only the Colonel, 
Xheodoj'm Struct , who was found innocent, and ferved 
to the laft. But it is time wc leave them to the i>ext 

7. At Tangier, the new Governour D. Gafion Continho f 
made an inroad into the Countrey * with 15° Hoifc, 
overthrew a Party of Mgors , and returned with a 
great booty , which proved fatal to Tangier $ for the* 
Plague then raging among the Moors , was brought into 
the Town, and in half* a years time carried oft' >700 
perfons; a great number for that fmall place. The 
Affairs of India we related in the laft Year, and have 
nothine more, but that D. Philip dc Mafca?cnha<, the 
• new Vice-Roy Arrived at Goa , from Ceylon, and entred 
^ upon the Government. 1 he Truce with the Hollanders 
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is the caufe there will be little to fay relating to tbofii 
parts. Six Ships failed this Year from Lisbon for Indent^ 
and arrived in lafety.

my of 10000 Foot, and 2060 Horfe, about E/vas, np- ra¬ 
ther to ferve the intereft of the Catalonians * than for - 

any defire King Jdhn had ro make any incur(ion.mtt) 
Efircmadura . D. Roderick de Caftro, General of the Hefrft, 
and his Lieutenanr, f>. John Mafcarenbas, were ordered 
to march with 600 Horfe, carrying 300 Foot behind 
them to O liven ga, where they fhoild receive farther Qt* 
ders, of what was to be done on the «i 7th of Jitly, 

Night. They marched with great fecrecy, and haVihg 
there received inftrudtiQns, continued their march tiftrice 
all Night, and at break of day without meeting the leaft 
oppofition, entred, plundered and burnt the Towa bf 
Sta. Marta , bringing away a great booty, though the 
place was eight Leagues up the Councrey, betwixt B*r 
ddjo% and Cafra. The Portugefesoi the Province of Beit*, * 
were not idle, but made a road as far as Valuer de , driving 
away all the Cattle, and taking many Prifbners. Not pj£j n f c Q f 
content with what was done, they advanced to Silleros , * 

a place fix Leagues higher in the Countrey ; but here 
they met not with their ufual fuccefs, for after fome 
skirmifhing, they were forced to retire. The Spaniards 
to divert the Enemy from ravaging Caftile, on the 5 th 
of Auguft, Attacked Fiaccs, but to no purpofe, for tho* 
the Wall was low and weak, it was To refolutely de¬ 
fended that they were forced to quit the enrerprize. 

2. WhcrevA the Pontuguefes came, they utterly de- 
ftroyed all before them, that the Enemies Frontiers be- ^ Form¬ 
ing bare and defolate, they might find the greater diffi- Qjdiffeft/ 
cukies, if they attempted to invade Portugal. Now to 1 ¥ 
remove the Spaniards ftill farther off, and in caie the 
War continued to employ them about recovering of 
their own, or if a Treaty of Peace were fee on Foot, ro 
havefomething to refiore, they were refolv'd to attempt 
t. c taking of Codiffeira . This place was conliderabie 
as well for its Riches, as the Strength of the Gallic " - v 

and 
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and Number of its Garrilon. The Count de Alegrette] 
who as has been laid, was rewarded with that Tide by 
the King, to lliow himfelf worthy of it, refoJved to ufe 
his utmoil Endeavours to gain this place. It was diffi¬ 
cult to carry it by open Force and a Seige, and there¬ 
fore he concluded upon a Surprize. Having chofen 600 
Foot, and fome Troops of Horfe, backed by a good 
Number of Volunticrs, and provided Scaling Ladders, 
Petards, and all other Ncceflaries, he Marched by the 
way of Portalegre and FJvas to Aroncbes , where he was 
reinforced by other Troops and Voluntiers, with which 
Forces he polled himfelf within a League of Codiffeira . 
There he halted till Night, having fecured ail the Men he 
met by the way; That none might carry Intelligence 
to the Enemy. His eagernefs made him 1 think it dark 
enough tooncr rhan fcaily it was; And therefore ap¬ 
proaching the Place, whilft yet fome glimmering of 
Light was abroad, he was ditcovered at a diftar.ee, by 
a Sharp lighted Sentinel, who giving the Alarm in the 
Town, was loon anlwercd by the Caftle, in both which 
Places, As well the Inhabitants as Souidiers, Ran to 
the Walls, and put thenuelves in a poiturc of Defence. 
Notwithstanding, all the oppohtion made from the 
Walls, the I'ortii.-'uefis boldly made up to the Gate, and 
Fired the Petards at the Town and Caiile Gates, which 
were torn in pieces, and they Entring put to the Sword, 
all they found in Arms. D, Jo,m de Guevara, was reti¬ 
red into the great Market-place with many of his Offi¬ 
cers, honing there to Maintain his honour; but the harm 
they daa among the Portuguefes , enraged them the 
more, io that they were lcarce fatisfyed to diiarm and 
make them prtfoners of War. The Danger being over, 
they foil 10 plundering the Town, and nor fo content 
fee lire to reducing to allies the place they deligned 
ro have maintained. ^ This lutccfs made the Victors 
think of attempting 3adajc%. They marched to Telens, 
a FortBu.it i:v lore going Year, by the Marquds de Le - 
?.v>ex, r.> an our-work to Budajog. There were in it, 
"15c. Spaniards ^ who at the firft Summons, bafely Sur* 
rend red upon uncretion; and rhe Fort was demoiithed. 
Whiht tlic L'.c r i ; eis were at work, the Forces advanced 
to BasLj: wIkvc the Marqucfs as Mo/h.gaen was Go- 
wl'.o [ u niitiv mareiied out with 7eco bent, 
lit. The 'PaTUtfS'Cs rho' much inferior in 

wirnKv 
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number ftood their Ground, and obftinacely defended 
thernfelves tor the fpace of feven Hours, but were at 
laft forced ro retire, having loft many Men, befides 
many more wounded. The Spaniards fay, the Fort of 
Te/ena was not Dennoiithed, but left in the fame Condi¬ 
tion the Portuguefes found it, they wanting time to ruin 
the WorkS, or remove any thing out of it, being forced 
to retrear with Precipitation. 

3 - Nothing better was the fuccefs of the Marquefs de Attmt l 
Aytona , the Catholick King's General, *betwixt rhe Ri- the Pro- 
vers Duef& and Mwbo, in his defignr of furprizing Saha- vince of 
terra. He marched with 600 Foot, and 500 Horfe, Beira. 
buttbp Count de Cajlelmelhor , who commanded the Por - 
muefes in that Province, underftanding his Delign, port¬ 
ed himfelf under the Walls of that Place ; and the Mar¬ 
quefs perceiving his Intentions had taken Air, pofted 
himfelf nor far off, and being mailer of the Field, erect¬ 
ed a Fort upon an Eminence, that might ferve as a Bri¬ 
die upon the Garrifon of Sahaterra^ and where he might 
be at Hand upon any Opportunity, ro throw hmfeif 
into that place which was very confiderable, as being 
upon the Frontiers of Beira. Some confiderable A&ion 
might reafonably be expected here, the Spaniards keep¬ 
ing their Strength, and the Porngutfe to theirs, and 
the Forces on both fklefc daily encreafihg. The Stsanifh 
Army grew up to the Number of 10000 Foor,and 3000 
Horie , Which on the 20 of November^ undertook rhe 
Siege of Salvaterra , and preffed it fowigoroufly, rha£ * 
they loon lodged thernfelves upon rhe Ditch, and had be¬ 
gun to mine, hoping-'in few days to carry the place. 

This was the pofture of their Adairs, when underftan- 
dingthat all the Forces of the Province of Beira , com¬ 
manded by Count Seren, reinforced by others of Alcn- 
tejo, under the Conduct of D. Sancho- Manuel, were 
inarching with all poftible fpeed to the Relief of rhe 
Town, they raifed the Siege with fuch Precipitation, 
that they left behind J them much Provilion , Am¬ 
munition, their Baracks, and about 300 fick and lame 
Souidiers. The PortUgtiefc! coming later then they had 
hoped, as thofe who were ftayed by the violent Rains, 
were much troubled to be diiappointed of meeting the 
Spanifh Army, the routing of which they had promifed 
to themfelves, and greater Security to their Frontiers 
for the future. Having burnt the Baracks, and the 
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Country round about, they returned to their Winter- 
quarters, as the Spaniards had done on their fide. 

4. Thus flood all the Affairs on both fides, when as 
well the one as the other perceived that this fort of Atfli- 
cn ferved only to harrafs themfelves. The Catholick 
King feeir ed to maintain an Army to no purpofe, fincc 
in 5 "or 6 Years time, he bad done nothing but wafte 
Mony, and loofe Men and Ground. Ail the Portuguefes 
did, was to deltroy Towns, frighten the Country Peo¬ 
ple, and kill fome few Soldiers. Thefe Confiderations 
moved both Parties to put their (landing Forces into 
Garrilons, and forbear farther Hoflilites. Whilft the 
Carhclick King attended the Affairs of Catalonia*, and 
mace his Inrereil at Pgnne, to obftrudl the new King’s 
being treated as fuch by the Pope, and the vacant Bene¬ 
fices in Portugal i to be filled by Men of that Princes 
.prefenting belaboured to heap up Treafureof the Riches 
brought him from India, that whenever the Catholick 
King lhould renew the War, he might not want Mo¬ 
ney, which is the Life and Sinews of all Armies. He 
alfo took care to ftrengthen himlelf with Friends and 
Confederates, and having fecured the King of France , 
his Minifters endeavoured to joyn in Amity with the 
new Common-wealth of England. It remained to folli- 
cite the Friendfliip of the See of gome, not only by per¬ 
forming the publick Adi of Obedience, and filling the 
vacant Churches, but by fatisfying that Court, as to two 
Points, which it # leemed to relent. One was, that King 
John perfifted in retaining fome Revenues taken from 
the Church, The other, that he kept the Arch-bilhop 
of Brag.x Priforier, for which he was excommunicated, 
and therefore the Pope demanded, that the Rey^nucs 
lhould be reflored, and the Arch-bilhop. pur into his 
Hands, as being his proper Judge. To thole things the 
Pi tagueje Minillers anlwer’d, that had the Pope lent 
his Nuncio, the Dilpute about thofe Revenues, might 
have been cafly accommodated; it being made appear, 
that the Crown was in polieffion of them for about 600 
Years. And as to the Arch- bilhop, that he being guiirv 
of High-Trealbn, what the King had done, was juftih- 
able according to the Canons, and therefore he could in¬ 
cur no Cenfurc or the Church. Nevertheless, rhe King 
was ready ro commit the Tryal of that Caule to fuch 
Judges, as his Holmeis lhould appoint; bat not to deii-. 
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ver his Perfon., becaufe cf the danger there was, that 
he fliould be let at Liberty by the wav, if he touched at 
any port of Spain ; as alfo, becaufe King John not be¬ 
ing yet owned as fuch at Bpme^ they- would not adjudge 
the Arch-bilhop guilty of High-Tnenfon. The Court 
of fyme feemed facisfyed as to this Poinr, but not as to 
the other. 

5. In this place it will not be amifs to relate the end - 
of the Misfortunes befallen to Edvard, Brorher to King g . 
John. It wasLaid above, how he was taken in Germa- t ^ er t0 
ny, where he ferved the Emperor, and delivered up to King John 
the Minifters of Spain, as guilty of being privy to the e J " 
revolt of Portugal. It was layed to his Charge, that 
being a Subject of the King of Spain, he had' not difeo- 
vered ro him the defigned revolt of that Kingdom. On 
this account, he was put into the Caflle of Milan, where 
frelh Evidence was found againll him. He was kept 
with Guards upon him in the very Room, all his own 
Servants being removed from him, upon Sufpiaon that 
they contrived his Efcape. The Governor of the Ca- 
ftle imagining that his Confeflor who was a Jefuir, might 
have a hand in that Contrivance ; fent him word to chofe . 
another, (bit were a Subject of the King of Spain, and 
nojefuit, letting him alio know, that every now and 
then he mult change his Confeflor. This Meflage be¬ 
ings delivered by the Lieutenant of the Cattle* D. Ed¬ 
ward broke out into a Paiilon, which he had never done 
before, and among many other ralh Expreifions, faid. 

His Comfort was, that ■ he fujfqred for the Kjng his Bro¬ 
ther, for his Family and Country , for which he was willing 
to lay down bis Life, This the Lieutenant depofed a- 
gainft him ; and feveral Soldiers alfo teltifyed, that being 
upon his Guard, they had heard him drink a Health to 
the King his Brother. The Governor having taken 
thofe depolitions, there came a Coinmifiion from Spain, 
appointing three fudges to try him, and they again ex¬ 
amined all the Witneflcs ; then they proceeded ro ex¬ 
amine the Prifoner himfelf, who being asked what he 
knew of the detign of revolting in Portugal ; utterly de- 
nyed he had any knowledge of it, but unadvifediy in his 
Difcourfe, added, that being at Lisbon , F . B irtholomew 
Gerreiro a Jeiuit had told him, that many Scbafiianifis 
(fo they called thofe afiedted to the line of Bra"ang%a)de- 
fired him not to depart Portugal , becaule they thought his 
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Prefence neccflary for carrying on their Defigns; that ne- 
verthelefs he would not fee any of them, but went away 
for Germany . Nexr, they asked him whether he had gi¬ 
ven the King /meaning the Catholick King) an account 
of thofe Words ; h'e fsiid he had not, as making no ac¬ 
count of rhem, but had immediately departed the 
Kingdom. They alfo put Queftions to him about the 
Healths he had drunk, and the words he /poke upon the 
changing his Confeflbr, but they laid the chief ftre/s on 
the words fpoke by F. Guerreiro, and bis not difcovering 
. them to the King, for which they pretended he was 

guilty of High-Trcalon , and confequently deferved 
Death. D. Edward pleaded, that he being a Knight of 
the Military Order of Chrift, file judgment of lecular 
judges sgainft him was void. To this they anfwered, 
that in cafes of High-Treafon, thole Priviledges ceafe ; 
befides that, two of the Judges were alfo Knights of 
Military Orders. Death put an end to this Controvert 
lie, for the Prifoner falling Sick, either through his long 
Suffering, or feme ocher Caufo, put the fame period to 
his Life and Imprifonment. 

The Cortes <$• For the better fetdement of the Affairs of the Na- 
or pat Ha- tion, then in fome diforder, through the long continu- 
meut meet, ance of the War; the King had fummoned the Cortes 
or Parliament to meet in December, of the foregoing 
Year. They being accordingly aflembled, redreffea ma¬ 
ny Grievances, occafioned by the Army; ordered, that 
for defence of the Frontiers, there lhould be kept in Pay* 
1 6000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe* and as well for the pay¬ 
ment of them, ns other Expences of the War, afiigned 
21 500C0 Cruzados, which in Englijh Money,i$ 1,86 666 t. 
13 s —4 d. allowing 3000 f{ets to the pound, according 
to the common Computation. 

7. We left the Povtuguefes at Pernambuco laft Year, 

. focecfsfui on both tides, and bdTeging the Hollanders in 
1 * 1 * their Towns, all along the Coaft. Thefe laft, eredfed 
JiUi 11 a new Fort, to (ecure the Communication between Sinco 
Pontas, and Ajfigados, but their Garrifons attempting 
to call down the Woods that were in the way, were o- 
bliged to quit that Work,with the lofs of many Men. At 
the fame rime, D. Antony Philip Camarhao, who was gone 
, to red tice the Indians of I{io Grander ave a great overthrow 

to the Dutch, who tan,- ro attack him with 500 Men of 
tficr own, anti roo Indians, The News of this fuC- 
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cefs, being brought tblffohn Ferdinandst{ Viegra, he font 
for Andrew Vidal , with fix Companies to reinforce the 
Victors. To the end? the Enemy might not perceive 
his Forces were lefleijed, , he kept them in continual A- 
larm; and Henry Dias' , who commanded the Blacks, 
with only his own Men, took the new Fort the Dutch 
had erected, putting all within it to the Sword. An¬ 
drew Vidal , at Paraiba , having laid himfolf in Ambu/h, 
fent out 40 Portuguefes, who drew 220 Dutch and Indi¬ 
an: into the Snare, where they all perifhed. Both the 
Bcfieged and the Befiegers at Pernambuco fuff'ered great 
Want, but feveral methods were found to relieve the 
latter. The former had no hopes, but in a Fleet they 
expedted from HoffanM They had three Ships, which 
lay to feciij-e their paflage to the Ifland Itatmraca , and 
other parts of the Continent, which John Fernandes' 

Vieyra perceiving, he attack’d them with 500 Men 
in Boats, who took one, and burnt the other two, then 
pa/fing over to the Shore, he drove the Defendants from 
feveral final! redoubts, and eredled a Fort at the Port St. 

Markjm which he left 200 Men with 18 pieces of Can¬ 
non, which fie had taken from the Enemy. 

8. The Dutch were now reduced to the laft Extremi- y t P , 
ty, when 3 Ships arrived from Holland, bringing Provi- 
lions. Ammunition and Men ; as alfo an Account, that receive 
two Fleets were fitting out , the one to foe u re Per - Succors, 
nambuco , the other to conquer Bahia. Near the fame 
time, a final! Ship and two Caravels, brought fome re¬ 
lief to the Befiegers from Portugal. John iarnandc^ 

Vieyra , was feveral times warned, that a Conlpiracy 
was carryed on againft his Life ; yet he frill /lighted the 
Advice, till being one day advanced from his Company, 
he faw three Fire-locks levelled at him, whereof only 
one gave Fire, and /hot him through the Shoulder. Ne- 
verthelefs he pardoned the Confpirators, contenting him- 
fclf with only a verbal Check, given them Face ro Face. 

Now at length, arrived a great Fleet from Holland, un¬ 
der the Command of Sigijmimd Van Scop, with 4000, 

; Men, and all other Nccdlaries. To oppole this great 
|Power, the Portuguefe Commanders gather’d all the Soul- 
Sdiets and Inhabitants, that were before aifpcrled in pla¬ 
ces of lefs Confequence, and fo conilderably encrcafed 
their Force, that they ftood no longer in fear of their E- 
nemies. On the 5 th. of Align ft, Sigifmun.i Van Scop mar- 
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chedwnh 1200 Men, to attack Athe Town of Oh'nda; 
but a oafs that led to ir, being well fortify ed, he twice 
affaulted i r , and was as often tepulfed wuh grc.»t lofs, 
and himfeif wounded. The following Nighr, i ooo 
Men fallyed upon one of the Pmugueje Quarters, but 
wkh with no better Succefs. After this Sigijrmwd rai- 
fed fome fmall Forts in convenient places, as well to 
fecure that Coaft, as to amuze his Enemies j his defign 
being as foon as his Fleet could be made ready, ro (ail 
for Bahia, and make himfeif Matter of that Place, but 
that belongs to another Year. 

r - 9. Africk. this Year affords us nothing remnrkarble, 

Afdckand only feme Incurfions of D- Gadohidoutviho, Governor of 
India. * Tangier, and the Martyrdome of Seba ft i an Gnme%, who 
fuffered Death with exqui/re Torments, for his conit?, n- 
C y in the Faith. D. Phillip Mafcarenha<, continued in 
the Government of India, where like wile there happen? 
ed little of moment, by realon of the Truce wirh the 
Dutch ; only about rhe latter end of April, 46 Sail ly¬ 
ing at Anchor,wi hour the Bar ol Goa, ready to lad the 
next day ; fuch a hidden violent Storm a role, that not 
a Veil'd, or fo much as one Man was faved, but all to¬ 
gether perifhed in the Sea. 

Anno* 1647- 

Several 1 . ctOhn Mcnde$ dc V:fconceH*s, who (till commanded 
frtrprifes J in Akntejo, finding his Forces too weak to with- 
inthef'in* hand the many Incurfions of the Enemy, applyed bim- 
ijers 0/A-felf with great diligence ro fortifie the Frontiers, and 
kj^ejo. particularly Ouguela, and Campo Mayor ; but upon Ad¬ 
vice, that the Ran®; had appointed Martin Alfonfo de 
Mslc, Governor of that Province, he retired to Lisbon , 
being unwilling to ferve under him. Andrew de Albu - 
juerque, General of the Artillery, commanded during 
the Abiencc of the Governour. No fooner was he vett¬ 
ed with this Power, but the Spaniards made an Incurfi- 
pn with ail their Horfe, into the Country, betwixt Ge- 
romerla, and Ehas, and carrycd away a great Prey; 
^Albuquerque, though he drew out of Ehas, being too 
weak tp oppofe them. To revenge this, he fent Henry 
4 e Lamar le with fome Troops, to draw out the Spani - 
frit of Albuquerque , which he managed fo dexteroufly, 
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that bringing them into an ambufh they were totally rou¬ 
ted, and 120 Horfes taken. The Enemy made another 
Incur/ion towards Oliven^a, but as they retired, 200 
Portuguefe Horfe Charging them in the Rear, recovered 
all the Booty. At this time came to Elvas, Martin Al¬ 
fonfo de Melo, the new Governour. The Baron de Mor 
linguen General of Horfe, Commanded the Spaivjh For¬ 
ces. He gathered 1200 Horfe, and advanced towards 
Elvas y 800 Horfe, and three Regiments of Foot march¬ 
ed out upon the alarnf. Martin A'fonfo fent the Horfe 
before, ordering Andrew de Albuquerque to Attack the 
Enemy, if he jjpimd them on this fide the Rivers Gua- 
diana or Cay a. Albuquerque Detached the Commiifery-Ge- 
neral, D. John de Ataide , with four Troops , and the 
fame Orders. D . John finding only a part of the Ene¬ 
my on this fide, would not Charge them, which Anto¬ 
ny Jaques de Payva perceiving, he fell on wirh his Troop, 
but oeing overpowered, his Men fled ; rhofc wirh D. 

Joint, inftead of feconding, followed rheir example, as 
did alfo thofe that were with Albuquerque. The Spa¬ 
niards purfued, rill they difeovered our Foot, and An¬ 
drew de Albuquerque rallying his Horfe under their Wri¬ 
ter, when having no Foot, they drew off carrying a- 
way 40 Prifoners. John Pafcbafius Cofinander , our prin¬ 
cipal Ingenier, palling betwixt Eftremo^nnd Ehas. was 
unhappily taken by a Spanijh Party. The King c fered 
the Count de Singuen in exchange for him, bur tlx* Spa¬ 
niards left no methods untried to bring him to their Ser¬ 
vice, till at laft they prevailed. 

2. The Count de Caftcllo Mclhvr , who Governs * £$:, ns 
the Province betwixt tfie Rivers Ducro and Mini:*, Un- 
derflanding that the Count de S. Eftcvan, General of Rh-rsPu* 
Galicia, was to March with 1500 Foot, and 400 c>o and 
Horfe, to vifit the Frontiers, lent our of Sahaterra , Mich}. 
Colloncl Francis de Franca Barbosa, with 450 Fooc, to 
poflefs himlelf of an Advantageous Pelt called Malcy- 
tas , near the River Minhc, and a Mulquct Shot from 
Sahaterra. The Adjutant Lab art a, was Ordered with 
20 Horfe, to attack the Enemies Scouts, and ns if lie 
were Overpowered,, to retire and draw the JF.nemy 
within the reach of the Foot. Lab art a Executed his 
Orders, and was purfued by 5 Battalions of the Enemy. 

With Franca de Franca *, were 100 Dutch, who fled at 
the fight of the Enemy, and many Potugucfes followed 
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their example, however Francis de Franca with fuch as 
ftood by him. made good his ground till the Spaniards 
retired. The Province Tralos Montes ftill pteierved its 
quiet, both Parties being inclinable to admit of ir. 
Count Seren who Governed Beyra, having Obrained 
Leave to quit that Pott, the King divided it intb two 
Parts, ‘Appointing two Generals becaufe the Province 
was Large. D. Roderick, de Caftro had the Territory 
about Guar da y Pinhel and Lamego. D. Sancho Manuel 
that about Caftelbranco , Vifeu and Coimbra. D . Roderici\ 
being come into his Province, immediately difpofed all 
things for the Defence of ir, and repuJfod a Party of the 
Enemy that broke in by the way of Alfayates . His 

next defign was to take the Fort of Galcgos, 4 Leagues 
from Almeyda , and 2 from Cuidad Rodrigo. To this 
purpofe he gathered 60 Foot of the Standing-Forces , and 
2,500 of the Militia, with 160 Horfe, and 3 pieces of 
heavy Canon. On the 23d of Augujl , he marched from 
Almeyda, and the next day came before Gallegos , Plan¬ 
ted a battery, gnd began to play upon the Place, but 
perceiving it required more time to make a breach than 
he could well fpare, and Underftanding the Garrifons 
of all the Neighbouring places were parched to Cuidad 
Rodrigo , to Relieve Gallegos , he thought a Fair Oppor¬ 
tunity was offered him of taking St. Felices , a Place of 
more confequence. Wherefore they Ihftantly broke 
np, and marched towards it with 120 Foot, and 1 20 
Horfe, and by the way Underftood, that all the Gar- 
rifon of the place was marched, except 300 Foor, and 
800 of the Country People. Upon this advice he 
haflcd forwards, and giving the* Affault at fcveral places 
together, Emrtd the Town, Plundered and Burnt it. 
D. Antony de lfaffe, the Gcvernour having Loft 150 of 
his Men rerired with the reft into the Caftle , and D, 
Roderick, Returned with great Honour to Almeida. 
Severall other lmail Skirmilhes hapned, in which the 
Fortugucfes ftill had the better, which fo Encouraged 
D. Roderick^ that gathering Soo Foot, and 150 Horfe, 
he made an inroad into the Territory of Ciudad Rgdrigo, 
Burning all the Open T owns and utterly deftroying 
?he Country, without meeting the leaft oppofition. D. 
Sancho Manuel, Governour of the other part of the 
Province, was not idle, but cut oft' 100 Spaniards, that 
had taken a prey in his diftridt, and Forcifyed Saha- 
’ terra 3 
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terra , upon advice that the Enemy were aflembling a 
confiderable body, which he was not able to Oppofe in 
the Feild. 

3 . This Year the King created his Eldeft Son Theo- g Defign 
doji us. Prince of Brafil, and began to Affign the Reve- to Murder 
nues of the Houfe of Bragan^iu, for the maintaining of King Jofcv 
his Houfe. As the King ftudied all means to fecure his 
Crown, fo the Minifters of Spain omitted not by all 

ways, tho’ never fo unjuft, to conrrive his deftrueftion, 
and had now infallibly compaffed it, had not a fpecial 
Providence preferved him. One Dominick Leyte 9 a Na¬ 
tive of Lisbon, who had been Clark in one of the Courts, 
and was well defeended, fled to Madrid, where, having 
offered his Service to that King’* Minifters, he under¬ 
took upon feveral great promifes, and fome rewards in 
pofteffion, to AlfafBnate K lag John. In order to it, he 
returned to Lisbon in May, with one Emanuel Roque, 
where, by degrees, he hired feveral Houfes in the Tur¬ 
ners-Streety next the Church of St. Nicholas. He opened 
Doorsali along from one Houfe to another, made loop¬ 
holes through the walls to the Street, and provided fe¬ 
veral Fire-locks loaded with Poifoned Bullets, to Shoot 
the King as he paffed that way in proceffion upon Cor- 
pus-Chrifti-day ; that if one piece fhould happen .to fail, 
another might certainly hit. The day being come, and 
he lying imwait, tho’ he twiefc attempted to fire, his 
Heart failed him, and the King being paffed, he fhur 
the Doors, and went away to the Monaftery of Our La¬ 
dy of Grace , where Emanuel Roque expe< 5 ted him with 
two Horfcs, and they both returned to Madrid. There 
he framed cxcufes for miffing of his Defign ; and re¬ 
ceiving frelh encouragement, returned again to Lisbon. 

By the way, he difeovered his Defign to Emanuel Roque, 
who getting to Town before him, on pretence of taking 
a Lodging, difeovered the Treafon. Dominick. Leyte, 
being Apprehended, Confeffed the Crime, had both his 
Hands cut off, and was afterwards Hanged and Quar¬ 
tered. 

4. The Marquefs de Ni%a, who had been before Am- 
baifador in France, was fent back this Year to follicite ' ot1f at [eve- 
the Concluding a League betwixt the two Crowns. He ra [ Courts . 
propofed to Cardinal Mazarine a Match betwixt Prince 
Theodofius, and the Eldeft Daughter of the Duke of Or¬ 
leans, which the Cardinal feemed to approve of, yet it 

took 
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took no effed:, no more than the League at that time. 
However* King John fent three Men of War to joyn 
the French Fleet. Ar Home, F. Nunho da Qtinha , prefen- 
ted a long memorial to the Pope, preffing him to Con¬ 
firm the Bifliops EJe&ed by the King, becaufe of the 
great want of Prelates there was in all the Portuguefc, 
Dominions, but without any fuccefs ; for three Popes 
fiicceflively, abfolutely perfifted in the denial. Franc* 
de Souja Cmtinho , who was Ambaflador in Holland, af¬ 
ter having ipterpofed all the delays that could be ad¬ 
mitted to hinder the States fendpg a Fleet to Pernam¬ 
buco , finding they had now go Sail ready to put to Sea, 
boldly made ufe of certain blanks he bad of the King’s, 
to allure them that Pernambuco fhould be reftored ; 
which done, he immediately gave the King an Account 
thereof^ defining he would order him ro be fecured, 
and if it were neceffary to take off his Head, to farisfie 
the States, rather than the fraud fhould be imputed to 
His Majefty. By this wile the Fleet was kept back 
from June till December , when it was put out three 
times, and was ftill beat back by unfeafonable weather, 
to the great advantage of the Fortugucfes in Pernambuco, 
The King on the other hand, always pretended he had 
ordered his Subjects in that Province to lay down their 
Arms, that they maintained the War in Contempt of 
his Commands, and that the fbecours they had from Bi - 
bia , were all by Health. Several propofals were made 
for buying thofe places the Dutch poilefled there, but they 
all came to nothing. 

3. We lefc Sigifmurid Vanfcop , the Dutch Commander 
at Pernambuco , preparing his Fleet to attempt the Con- 
queft of BMa : All things being in readinefs, he fet 
fail from the Coaft of Pernambuco called Anccifo , about 
the end of January fleering his courfe for the River of 
St. Francis , the better to conceal his Defign upon Bahia. 
There he took in what neceifaries he wanted, and being 
joyned by Anderfons Squadron, font thither before, put 
to Sea again, and loon : r>pcared b fore Bahia . Fear¬ 
ing to attempt the City, e ouehored at the Ifiand Ta- 
parica , oppofite to it, anc three Leagues diflanr, where 
he fpcedily credlcd a For , ana four redoubts on as ma¬ 
ny Hills that Command, ir, then fhetched out his Fleet, 
fo that all the Shoar lay expoied to his Cannon. Anto* 
ny Tel/e% the Governour of Bahia, fortified the paffage, 

from 
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from the Ifiand to the City; bmjg 4 venruring contrary 
c o the advice of the Council of War to Attack the Hol¬ 
landers in their firengtb, was rirpulfed with great lofs. 
This done, he immediately fetit advieef to the King, of 
the Condition he was in, who ordered him foeedy re¬ 
lief. Twelve Ships were fined our, under the Com* 
Aland of Antony Teller de Meneqei, Count de VMa-Pou- 
C a, with Orders, that after relieving Bahia , five of 
them (hould be delivered to Salvador Correa de Sd , and 
Benavides appointed Governour of the Province of $t<* 
de Janeyro , and Caotain-Genemi for the Kingdom of 
Angola . His inftru&ions were to endeavour the reco¬ 
very of that Kingdom, bafely ufurped by^he Dutch, af¬ 
ter they had ovenhrown Peter Cejkf d Ir ISAencfes , under 
colour of friendfhip, as was faid before. The Fleet fet 
fail, and the Dutch at Pernambuco having intelligence of 
it, and fearing it was defigned againft them, eameftly 
prelfed Sigifmund Vanfcope to quit Bahia , and come to 
their affiftance, for they were much prefled by the Be- 
fiegers. The Portugttefe Governours at Pernambuco , per¬ 
ceiving that the Dutch about Bjo Grande improved that 
Countrey, which was a great relief to the Befieged, 
fait Major Antony Dias Cardofo with 300 Men, who de- 
flroyed all he found there, driving away zoo Prifoners, 
and avail number of Cattle. After this, Andrew Vidal 
marched with 800 Men co Ccard Merim , on the North / 
of BJ° Grande, and wafted all that Territory, killing 
70 Hollanders , and bringing away many Prifoners, ana 
as much Cnttle as fupplied the want of Provifions there 
was before in the Camp. Whilft thefe 800 Men were 
abroad, the Befieged made feveral Sallies, but without 
any fuccefs, and John F rnande % Vieyra to curb them, or¬ 
dered that leveral Parties Ihould continually keep the 
Enemy in alarm. Then the more to ftreighten them, 
he raifed a Fort oppofite to one the Dutch had built to 
cover the City Mauricia, which he managed with fuch 
dexterity, keeping them always upon their guard, that 
though it was begun about the beginning of Otlober y 
they never perceived the work till the 6th of November , 
when our Artillery began ro play upon the City , the 
Shoar and the bar, for all thofe places were within reach. 
Wealfo Attacked and carried the Palace of Count Na- 
fau , guarded by two Companies, which having Plun¬ 
dered, our Men returned without any lofs. At this 
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time Sigifmund Vanfiop returned with his Fleet, havine 
abandoned his Fort pt the Ifland Taparica, before the 
Arrival of our Fleer. The Count * Vtl/apouca Arrived 
at Bahta, eight days after the Enemy had abandoned the 
Fort; but eight of their Ships again appeared upon the 
Coaft. Some Ships went out to receive them, and af¬ 
ter a long difpute, two Fortunes and as many Dutch 
were burnt and funk. The Count took pofTefTion of 
the Government of Bahia, and Antony Tetter de Silva 
the former Governour remained there about his private 
Mairs, but with ill fuccefe, as will hereafter appear. 
The five Ships defigned for Angola, went away in De - 
eember, to joy r\ Salvador Correa, at kjo de Jancyro : what 
they did we fliail fee in its place. 

How things 6 ; ?' Ga fi° n Continho , Govcrnour of Tangier, never' 
flood in A- cealed to infeft the Moors, and overthrew fome parties of 
frick and theirs that came to ravage the Territories of Tangier 
ladia. This Year the Fleet of Spain confiftbg-of 47 Ships and 
feveral fmall Veftels, and Commanded by D. John of 
Auftria, appeared before chat City, as if it were de¬ 
figned to Land Men, but after fome Hours Canonading 
on both fides, put to .Sea again. D. John Luis de Vafcon - 
cellos, who Commanded at Mar^agam, lent Prefonts to 
the Alcayde of A^amor, and the King of Morocco , to 
purchafe their friendfliip; yet the Alcayde with 300 
* Horfe, made an Incurfion to the Wails of Mar^agam, 
and though D. John fought with him from nine in the 
Morning till three in the Afternoon, he was forced to 
retire, being overpowered by the number of the Infi- 
cels. In India, the King of Marav.t, commonly called 
Tevere, crafting to the ftrength of the Ifland Pitman an- 
cor, revolted from the Nayqttc of Madurc , ro whom he 
was tributary. The Nayque asked the afliftance of the 
Portuguefes , for conveying his Forces into the Ifiand. 
They fent a Fleet to his aid, and by their means the 
Rebel was reduced, and they received the Reward pro- 
mifed for their aififtance. Four Ships failed this Year 
from Lisbon to India , two whereof perilled in the La¬ 
titude of Mozambique, 
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Anno , 1648 . 

I.THE Count die Sc. Lorengo , govern’d Alentejo, and 
f A with great induftry difpofod all things for the 
defence of that Province. £>. James Mexia Marquefs 
iof Leganes came the fecond time to Badajo\, to Com¬ 
mand the Spani/b ^Forces. His coming was the caufe 
that all the Portuguefe preparations were redoubled, new 
Forces raifed, and the Frontiers forafied. Whilft the 
main Bodies were gathering on both fides, the Mar* 
<|uefs de Leganes font 600 Horfe by the way of Albu¬ 
querque to plunder the Countrey as far as Marvao. The 
Count St. Lorengo, having timely notice of it, font 
Achim de Tamericourt , the Commiflary-Gencral, with 
400 Horfe and Orders to fight wherefoever he fhould 
meet him. Tameripourt , executed his Orders with fa 
much bravery, that meeting the Enemy near Portale- 
pe, he foon routed them, took 200 Prifoners, and re¬ 
covered all the prey. This difafter provoked the Mar¬ 
quefs de Legane^ to haften putting in execution his De-' 
fign upon Olivenza, which place, the Ingenier Cofman- 
der (who before we faid was won by the Spaniards) 
kd ingaged to put into the Cathoiick King’s hands 
without much difficulty. On the 20th of June , he ap¬ 
peared at break of day before Olivenza , with 8000. 
•oot and 3000 Horfo. Cofinander , who had the dire** 
ifing of the Attack, divided thele Troops inro four 
parts, ordering them ro give rhe Afiault in as many' 
places ; relerving ro himlclf a barrier of the covered 
way, where the Soldiers uled ro come out to work. The. 

1 Spaniards advanced with refolution, and mounted twoi 
Bulwarks before the Centinels gave rhe Alarm. The 
Soldiers of the next Guards, and Ibme of the Inhabit 
rants hafting to the places where the danger was, main-: 
rained the Fight till the relt of the Garrilon came to 
jtheir relief. D. John de Mene^es the Governour, at the. 
jiirft Alarm, ran half Naked with his vSword in his hand: 
(into the Street, and with his example lo encouraged the 
Soldiers, fhat they drove rhe Enemy, forcing many to 
thcmlelvcs down headlong from the Bullwarks*. 
fict the danger was not over, for in other places, 
nc Spaniards had turned ioir.e Cannon of the other 
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BuIIwarks upon the City, and many fell on both (ides. 
ZX John , though he had received three wounds, ceafed 
not to ad, as well as give out Orders. The danger 
tailed till it was clear day ; when Cofmander thinking 
to force the barrier of the covered way, was (hot dead 
from the Wall. His death put an end to the dilpute, 
for though the Marquefs de Lcgane* difmounted bis 
Harfe to carry on the A&uk ; thole that were drove 
cut fo difeouraged the others that were to come on, 
that the Marquefs was forced to found a retreat, and 
immediately returned to Badajo After this in leverai 
frnali rencounters the Porttiguefes were fiiccefsful againit 
the Spaniards ; took a considerable Convoy from them 
near Albuquerque ; and the Count de St. Lofenco made 
an Incurfion as far as Talavera , whence he returned 
with a great Booty, palling in light of Badajo^, in hopes 
the Marquefs de Lcgane$ might be drawn out, but he 
ftirred not. Some difference arifing betwixt the Count 
and John Mendes deVafconcedes, who had governed that 
Province before, the King fent the latter Pnloner to the 
©id-Tower, where he remained till the time we M 
fpeak of him hereafter. In all the other parts of the 
Kingdom, there was no A&ion of any confideration this 

2. On the 26th of April, was Bom the King’s third 
Son, Prince Peter , (now King) and was Baptized by the 
Birth of Bifhop of Elvas, with all Solemnity and publick Ue- 
King mon ft ration of Joy. The Marquefs deNi^a, who was 
John’/ Son Ambaffador in France , ceafed not to folliate the con* 
Pcrer, now cluiion of a League betwixt the two Crowns, but all 
Reigning, his endeavours proved fuccefslefs ; whereupon in he- 
ffegociati- y ruary 0 f r he following Year, he left Parts, and recur* 
ons in nec i home. F. Nunho da Cunha , was ftiLl at I^cnie, 10L1- 
France dcin{ , th e Affairs of Portugal. Two Capucim came to 
#ndRomc. w [ t h the Title of Ambailadors trom the Kine d 
Conpo, to give his Obedience to the Pope, and obtain oi 
him Bifhops And Miiiloners, for propagating of die 
Faith. The Pope gave them publick Audience, an 
appointed an .Arch-Bilhop, two Bi'liops, and M’.ir 
oners, Spaniards and Italians, giving them a bu'nm 0 
Money, and ordering them to imbark m L* n; -' [ orr 0 
Spain. F. Nunho da Cunha, oppofed the lenu.ng of diele 
Bifliops and Miiiioners, becaule chat the Ki gdom 0 
Congo appertained to the Ccnqueft of Portugal, ana 
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Dr. Emanuel Alvar e^ Carrillo , was fent from Lisbon by 
the King, to iecond him as well in that, as folliciting 
the Expediting of Bulls for the Bifliops of Portugal , but 
all they could effedr, was only to flop the Voyage of 
the Bifhops and MiiEoners of Congo. 

3. Whilit thefe things happened in Europe , the Dutch Succefs of 
continued blocked up on the Coaft of Pernambuco. In the Portu- 
January, the Portuguefe Governors of that Province, re- guefes a- 
ceived Intelligence, that the Fleet under the Count de gainfl the 
Villa Pouca , was arrived at Bahia , but that no Succour Dutch 
was to be expedfced frop thence. They were no ways Brazil, 
difmayed at this News, but refolved to proceed more 
vigoroufly than before. Accordingly they fent Henry X)/- 
<ts with his own Regiment, and lome Companies of 
D. Antony Philip Camarao , to Bjo Grande. He march’d 
with fuch Secrefie and Expedition, that the Enemy 
knew nothing of it, till they felt the effedts of his Arri¬ 
val, for he Burnt and deftroyed all before him. Such 
as could efcape, retired to Gurairas , a fortifyed place 
in a Lake, but he attacked, and carryed rhat aifo by 
Night, putting all within to th c Sword, without fparing 
Sex or Age. Thence he marched to Cunhau, which 
was aifo fortified, yet was deliver’d up, thofe within on¬ 
ly compounding for their Lives. The King at laft con- 
lidering of how great Confequence it was to expel! the 
Dutch out of America , fent Francis Barreto de Mene^es, 
with two finall Veflels, and 300 Men to command 
there, as Camp-Malter General. By the way, he met 
a Dutch Squadron, by whom he was taken, and carryed 
Prifoner to Arrecife , where he was kept in Custody 9 
Months, and at laft made his Eicape, with one Francis 
Bra, Son to the Officer chat had him in keeping. Being 
come inco the Portuguefe Quarters, he joyned wirh John 
Fernando% Vieyr.i , and! Andrew Vidal being pofitively 
fet down to endure the uunoit Extremities, rather then 
forfake the Enterprize they had in hand. They lent 
Captain Paul de Cunha, to follicit fome Succours from 
the Count de Villa Pouca, at BaiAa, but he returned 
without any , at fuch time as a Fleet was arrived from 
Holland, which confihed of 44 Sail, with 9^00 Land- 
Men aboard it, befides Sea-Men, when it came our, 
but fome had perifheti in a Storm. Upon the Arrival of 
civs great Power, the Portuguefes gather’d all their For¬ 
ces, quitting die moft dittant, and Icait advantagious 
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Softs; ahd yet after all, they could make up but 2206 
Men fit for Service. Sigifmund Vanfcop, who comman¬ 
ded the Dutch , proclaimed a Pardon to all Slaves, or 
Portuguefes , that fhouid come over to him, but it took 
no efredt. On the 18th. of Aprils he took the Field 
with 7500 Footj 500 Seamen, 3OO Indians , 5 pieces of 
Gannon,and a great quantity of Ammunition ; and mar¬ 
ching to the Fort Barreta , the Captain who commanded 
there, unadvifedly went out with 80 Men, moft of 
whom were kill’d, the Captaitt-taken, and his Enfign 
furrendred the Fort. Francis Mpreto, who command^ 
rhe Portuguefes , having called a Council of War, it was 
refolved to give the Enemy Battle, though at fuch great 
odds, rather chan ftay to be beaten out of all rheir Ports 
by degrees. According to this Refolution they march 
ed, and pofted themfelves in a fmall Plain, at the Foot 
of the Mountains Gararapes y on the 16th. of April. They 
lent our Major Antony Dia% Cardofo, with 20 Men to 
oblerve rhe Enemy, who ftirred not that Nighr, but ap? 
peared next Morning , being Low Sunday , upon the 
Mountains ; Antony Dias with his 20 Men, and 40 fa 
dims that had joyned him, skirmilhing in their Vaa 
The Enemy drawing near, our Men attack’d them with 
Sword in Hand, and at the firit Charge difordered thqir 
Van, which retiring to the other Troops, endeavoured 
to rally. Henry Dias, with his Regiment, grelfing; hard 
upon them, was overpowred by the frefh Troops, and 
forced to give way,fo that many of the Portuguefes- whoj 
.were difordered in Confidence of the Victory, began to 
fly, Francis. Barreto, in good time rally ed them, and 
charging the Enemy again, recovered the Day. Yet 
rhe Dutch were"notfoon broke, for . the Fight continued 
four Hours very obllinate. At iaft the Dutch gave way, 
and retired to a Hill, whether Francis Barreto thought 
not good to purfue them, becaufe his Men were (pent 
with Travel, and failing 24 Hours. T here were takeo 
33 Colours, many Arms, and a great Bdory. At Night 
rhe Enemy returned to the Shoar, ’leaving behind 
j OOO Dead, and carrying 523 wounded; of the Portu * 
gttefes , 80 were killed, and 400 wounded. 1 his done, 
Franca Barreto marched back to pofleis his former Quar¬ 
ters, hoping the Enemy was not in a Condition to dc- 
ftrov them, and fo it proved; for they had only pol- 
ieued chemlclves of the Fort Barreta, and I own oi Q~ 
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linda, which laft he refolved ro recover. At Night he , 
^nt Henry Dia$ with his Rcgimcnr, and fome other 
Companies, who drove out the Enemy, killing s 6 Q of 
them, and recovered 5 pieces of Canon. Francis Barre¬ 
to ordered the Works to be rafed, and his Men to re¬ 
tire co their Poll. Sigifmund Vanfcop fent a Drum, de¬ 
manding exchange of Priloners, which was refuted,’ and 
they all fent away to Bahia. Some Shipsofthe Dutch 
Fleet that had been feparated by Storm, arriving now 
Sigifmnnd feveral times a-tacked the Quarters of Henry 
Dias, bur was as often valiantly repulfed by the Blacks 
There was greac wane of Men and Provifions in our 
Quarters, which was in fbmemeafure remedyed by the 
arrival of Collonel Francis de Figueyroa from Bahiafwith 
3OO Men, and a quantity of Cattle. The joy of this 
Succour was abated by rhe Death of D. Antony Philip 
Camarao,Governor of the Indians , a good Chriftian, ana 
refolute Soldier. Sigifmund Vanfcop perceiving Fortune 
favour’d him not at Pernambuco, put to Sea with fome 
Ships, and landing in tevcral parrs of Ba ia , returned 
with a great Booty he had gather’d. Francis Barreto 
growing better verfed in the Affairs of that Country, con¬ 
tinued the War with good Conduct, as we fhall fee in 
the following Years. 

s 4. It has been (aid above, that Salvador Correa was 
fent from Lisbon with the Title of Governour of Rio de . 

Janeyro , and General of the Kingdom of Angola , In ^ utc ^ 
January, he arrived at Bio de Janeyro, and found there 
Emanuel Pacheco de Me Ho, with the 5 Ships lent by the °- J A *TJ 
Count de Villa Pouca , in purfuance of the King's Or- W Alrlc ^* 
ders. Salvador Correa was no fooner landed, buc he cal¬ 
led a Council ro deliberate about recovering the King¬ 
dom of Angela. It was unanimoufly refolved to go up¬ 
on the Enterprize, and for the carrying of it on, the In¬ 
habitants contributed 55000 Cruzadoes (which is 7333/. 

06 s —04^.) This encouraged him to hire 6 Ships, and* 

)uy 4 fmall Vefiels. He lifted 900 Land Men, and 600 
Sea-men, and having made all necefiary Provifion for 
them, failed for Angola on the 1 2 th. of May. , with 1 5 
Sail. The weather proved fo bad, his fmall Vefiels 
could not keep up with him. • However he arrived at 
luicombo , where he was ordered to raife a Fort, and 
anded to view the place. Five days after, arrived his 
Vice-Admiral, and two of rhe fmall Vcifels, but the 
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Night following, the Vice-Admiral funk in the Bay] 
without the leaft Wind, no Man knowing what tfiould 
be the caufe of it. In her perilhed 360 Men, for only 
two were favcd. Salvador Correa called .a Council, 
where he propofed, that though the King’s Orders were 
not to make War upon the Dutch , as fuppofing they li¬ 
ved peaceably with the Portuguefes , yet finding on the 
Contrary, that they ceafedjiot to make War upon thofe 
who were retired up the Country ; he thought it was 
but reafonable to affift their Country Men, and expel! 
thofe Ulurpers. All that were prefent anfwered, they 
would either recover Atigola , or dye. With this una¬ 
nimous Confent he fet fail again, and arrived at Loanda . 
Having taken a Blacky he reported that 300 Dutch , with 
3000 Blacks fo ftreightned the Portuguefes , who were 
fled to the City Maftngano, that it was impoflible to 
have any Correfpondence with them. Having received 
this Confirmation of the unjuft proceedings of the Dutch y 
he lent to fummon the Governor of Loanda to furrender. 
This Meffage fo furprized him, that he fent to defire only 
S days, to refolve what was to be done. Salvador Cor¬ 
rea perceiving this was only to gain Time to call in their 
Men that were Abroad, replyed he would grant two 
Days, after which they mult expedl to be treated with 
the utmoft Rigour. They accepted of the offer, and in 
that time gather’d all the Force they could into the Fort of 
St. Michael , which commands the City, and that of our 
Lady on the Shoar, both which can contain 5000 Men. 
At the expiration of the two days, Salvador Correa fent 
to know whether they were ready to furrender ; bur 
they anfwered, they were refolvcd to hold out ro the 
laft. Hereupon he inftandy landed 900 Men, and mat¬ 
ched to the Town, which he entred without Oppoliti- 
on, poffciiing himlcif of the Fort S. Antony abandoned 
by the Enemy, who had left in it 3 pieces of Canon, 
whereof only two were nailed. With the other 6 and 
4 Demi-Canon brought from the Ships, he formed two 
Batteries that Night, which at break of Day began to 
play on the Fort of St. Michael , but not with any confi- 
derable effect. Salvador Correa dilpleafed at this difap* 
pointmenr, and more at the News, that the Dutch had 
defeated the Portuguefes at Maptngano, refolved to ven¬ 
ture upon a defperate Action, which was to alfault both 
the Forts, joyned by a Line of -Communication, and 
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| defended by 1200 Dutch, French and Germans, and as 
many Blacks. Accordingly at break of Day, the aflaulc 
was given, and though bravely carryed on, he Was 
forc’d ro retire, leaving j 63 Men killed, and carrying 
off 1 60 wounded. However he refoived upon a fecond 
atrack, but the Enemy prevented him, by hanging out 
a white Flag, and furrendring the Forts. Five days after 
the Surrender, the Dutch that were abroad in the Coun~ 
try, being 250, with 2000 Blacks , upon Advice that 
the Forts were befieged, came to relieve them, but fin¬ 
ding them loft, agreed to be fent away with the reft 
notwithftanding the Queen Glnga^nd the King of Conga\ 
Officers encouraged them ro continue the War. The Fort 
of Be ague la hearing what had happened at Loanda i Was 
immediately furrendred by the Dutch that held it. Sal¬ 
vador Correa , having gathered all the Portuguefes that 
were difperfed about the Mountains, repeopl’d the City 
Loanda , and fent fome VefTels to recover the Ifland Sr* 
Thomas . But thofe Dutch that he fent away^ palling by 
that Ifland, and giving an account of their ill fuccefs, 
their Country Men there, went away with them, lea¬ 
ving behind heir Artillery, and moft of their Ammuni¬ 
tion, which the Portugucfc Inhabitants foon made them- 
felves Mailers of Not content with this, Salvador Cor¬ 
rea fent all along that Coall, to all places where the 
Dutch had favflories, and in two Months, wholly clear¬ 
ed the Country of them. Being now rid of the Dutchy 
Salvador Correa , refolved to take Revenge of Queen 
Ginga, the King of Congo , and their Confederates, Whd 
had ailifted them. He gave the Charge of this Expedi¬ 
tion to Bartholomew de Vafconcellcs , with whom joyned 
the King of Dongo, and the Jag a of Ambaca , who had 
always been faithful^ to the Portuguefes . Vafconcellos , 
loan reduced the King of Congo , and other lefler 
Princes j the Ifland of Loando , being taken from the 
former, and new Tributes impofed on him, as a Punifli- 
ment ofhis Infidelity. Queen Gmga fled 300 Leagues 
up the Country. This Queen was Daughter to a King 
of Angola 3 who was beheaded by the Portuguefes, in re¬ 
venge whereof, lhe gathered all the Youth lhe could, 
killing the old People and Children wherever lhe came, 
and continued a lavage Life in the Mountains with thefe 
Robber? ; always watching, all Opportunities of doing 
to ?he Portuguefes. Now at length being driven 
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up the Country, (he fent an Ambaflador, and concluded 
Peace with Salvador Correa , who fo well fettled that 
Kingdom, that it continues ever (ince under the Domi¬ 
nion of Portugal . 

5. D. Gaft on Cctitinho , continued in the Government 
/f/Vrc^and of Tangier, making many inroads into the Countryin 
India , which he gained much Honour; but the Forces m that 

City being but (mail, he could not make fo great ad¬ 
vantages as might otherwife be expe&ed, of his Valor 
and Condudl. De Philip JMaJcarenbas , the Vice-Roy of 
India, fent D. Alvaro de Ataidc, with a Squadron, to 
the Coaft of Coromandel, to forrifie the Town of Nega- 
patam, which the Portuguefes had lately built. The 
Nayque of T anjao r , in whole Territory it flood, fent an 
Army to hinder the Work. D. Alvaro landed 500 Men, 
and after a (harp Difpute, put the Indians to flight, with 
much daughter. This done, he faw the Fortifications 
finiflied, and returned to Goa ; nothing more of Note 
happened in India , during the Government of D. 
Majcarenhas , which lafted till the Year 1651. The 
War in Portugal being profecuted with final! Force on 
both (ides, and the Campaign being often fpent in fmall 
Incursions, do not afford much matter worthy an Hifto- 
ry, which is the Rcalon, the Relations of Affairs at 
home are fo fhort; and the Addons abroad being very 
confiderable, though I endeavour to reduce them to as 
fmall Compafs as may be; yet becaufe I would omit 
nothing that is remarkable, they often fwell to a greater 
Bulk than the Domeitick, and force me to infilt longer 
upon them then I had defigned.

Com St. i.VJTTE left the Count de S. Lorenzo, governing the 
Lorcazo Province of Alcntcjo with good fuccels. This 

his AttionS Year, knowing that fome Troops of Forrcign Horfe 
n Alentt- were come to Badajo he promifed Rewards to all Sol- 
i->• diers or Officers that fliould come over to him, perfor¬ 

ming his Promife to the full, with the firlt that deferred ; 
fo th .t in a Ihnrc time,the gi eatcll part of them quitted 
the Span! fa Service. At this time, allPnfoncrs on both 
fidcs, as we)! Soldiers as Officers, not above uie De¬ 
gree of a Captain, were let at liberty on both (ides. In 
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April , 600 Spanifh Horfe driving the Cattle betwixt 
Frontcyra and Cabe^a de Vide , were refolutely Charged 
by the Commiflary Generali Tamer icoun with i 6 
Troops, and utterly defeated, 120 of rhem killed and 
double the Number taken. The Baron de Molinguen 
the Spanifh Camp-Mafter Generali after this defeat 
quitted his Poft, and D. Francis de Tntavilia Duke of 
5 . German fucceeded him. At the Rcquefl of the Count 
de S* Lorenzo the.Commiflary Generali Tamericourt , was 
made Lieutenant Generali of Horfe, and a Commendary 
given to the other Commiflary Du Qufae. There being 
alfo great want of Horfe , King John fold Crown- 
Lands to the value of 4.000 Cru^odoes per Aim: to buy 
Horfes to Mount the Cavalry, rather than impofe new 
Taxes upon the People. The Horfe being recruited, 
their Generali Andrew de Albuquerque Marched with the 
whole Body and the Foot of Elvas, Olivett i, and Campo 
Mayor thinking to reduce Albuquerque. He plundered 
and burnt the fuburbs, but was repuhed by the Town 
and Caftle and returned with lofs. Neither had John 
Homem Cardofo fent,out by him with icc Horfe, to fur- 
prize a Spanfa Troop, better fuccels, for Meeting 1 y 
Spanifh Horfe he charged them and they kept him in play, 
till 7 Troops came up and took John Homem and 60 of 
of his party. Tamericourt now Lieutenant General Mar¬ 
ched with 900 Horfe to Revenge this lofs, and having 
drawn out the Enemy from Badajo* and Talavera, tho’ 
they were more Numerous than he, pur rhem ro flight 
killing 250, with the lofs of 40 of his own. Thefeare 
the rnofl Remarkable adlions of this Year in the Pro¬ 
vince of Altentejo. 

2. Count Caftello Melh or, who till now Governed 
the Province betwixt Duero and Minho, was called

finding the Standing-Forces very weak, he Endeavoured ro . an i 
to lecure the Country thebefl he could with the Militia . ^ n * 10 * 
Whilft he went to provide for the Safety of Bragan^a, 
the Ccmrruflary General of Horie La Morle Comman- 
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ded at Chaves , but had pofitive Orders only to (land 
upon the Defenfive. Neverthelefs he marched with 220 
Foot and 90 Horfe, to plunder rhe Town of Vmbra, 
which haying performed and returned with the booty, 
he was fet upon by 1500 Foot and 350 Spanifh Horfe, 
who cut in pieces 140 of his Men and made the reft pri- 
foners, except fome few Horfe with whom he fled to 
Chaves , where he Dyed of the Wounds he had received. 

3. D. Roderick, de Caftro, who by reafon of ficknefs 
had bcenabfent; Returning to his Government of part 
of the Province of Be Ira, fent Captain Francis Naper 
with 100 Horfe, and Orders to lay himfelf clofe in am- 
bufti Two Leagues from Cut dad Rodriga, whence he was 
to detatch a imall party to drive the cattle about that 
City, that fo 4 Troops which were in Garriion there 
might be drawn into the Snare. He Executed hk 
Orders fo fuccefsfully, that the Spaniards diforderiy 
purfuing the detached Party, he fell in and cut off 30 of 
them, putting the reft to flight. The Enemy revenged 
this misfortune upon the poor Country people, killing 
many unarmed, in return for which cruelty, D. Roderick 
with 600 Foot and 200 Horfe, marched to Sabugo a 
Town Two Leagues from Cuidad Rodrigo, of about 300 
Houfes which he plundered and burnt down to the 
ground. The Spaniards aJFmbling a good Body pur* 
fued him retreating, but he drawing up at their approach, 
they marched off. A.'V: this D. Roderick, joyning bis 
Forces with D. Sancho Mmuel who Governed the other 
part of the Province, they both together burnt many 
open Towns in the Territory oi Cuidad Rodrigo , and re¬ 
turned with a considerable booty. That parr of the 
Province which was lubject to D. Sancho Manuel was 
this Year free from any neb of hoftility. 

4. The affairs of Portugal both at Rome and in France , 
continued in the iame poiti re we left them rhe iaft Year. 
Francis de Soup Coutinho Hill continued in Holland much 
hated by char People, who looked upon him as a 
Laithlefs man, for the many affurances he had given 
them of the Kings quitting Pernambuco , which they law 
took no Effect. Nor was the King and Councill better 
fatisfled with him, becauie of the great Expence he made 
and final! Succels of his Negotiation. At length the 
States Ordered Francis de Sou/a to depart, being refol¬ 
ded to declare War againft Portugal, to which purpofe 

they 
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they fitted up 2 5 Sail in Zealand, lent fupplies to Per- 
itambuco ,and ordered 12 Ships carrying 2800 Souldiers for 
that Coaft. Not long after they directed Francis Cou- 
tinho to obtain a new Commiifton from the King for 
that they had important matters to Treat with him about 
He Acquainted the King with it, and. D. John de M»- 
ne^es who was appointed to fucceedhim dying, he conti¬ 
nued there till the following Year. Antony de Soufci 
de Macedo at this time Embaffador in England was 
Ordered to withdraw from that Courr, that heWht 
not be a witnefs to the molt infamous ad that ever lub- 
jeds committed againft their lawfull Sovereign, in the 
unparalelled Murder of King Charles rhe I. 

5. Whilft thefe things hapned in Europe , the Forces P , 

& Pernambuco were not idle. Sigifmund Van f: op as has ,P gYejs ' 
been faid, was Arrived at Arrecife ; and now \hc Be- a *L 0i Cu 
fieged began to think of fome Entcrprize. On ’'lie o- f, { i n 
ther fide, Francis Barreto,though weak,ttilllivcd in hopes, br 1 
for he had promife of fuccours from Bahia, and was 
informed from Lisbon , that the King had fettled a l -Veil- 
India Company, like that of Holland. Francis Barreto 
omitted nothing on his part that could rend to die com¬ 
paring of his Dcfign. Colionel BrinJ^, Commanded 
the Dutch, under Vanfcop ; and fome Italians rhar de- 
ferted from the Portugucfes , infimmirg h ; m hc v weak 
they were, he_ obtained leave to march ur:o ie Field 
to undertake fome confiderable Enterprise, .nd dift-o- 
led all things in order to it. B vrreto having notice che/e- 
gathered all his Aden that were diircried, renamed 
his Works, ordered the Bridge of St! Bartkhrnew to 
be fortified, and all the people that attended their Pian- 
tapons to be ready upon the lirft Alarm. On the 18rh 
of February , Colionel Brink, marched out with 5000 
Foot, 700 Pioniers, and fix pieces of Cannon, guarded 
by 300 Sea-men, and advanced towards the Fort £.?>•- 
reta, whence without halting, they departed towards 
the Mountains Gararapes ; upon advice hereof, Barre¬ 
to called a Council of War, in which, it was refoived 
to follow and give them Battle; and accordingly he 
fet out with 2600 Portugucfes, Blacks and Indians. A- 
bout four in the Afternoon, they reached the Moun¬ 
tains Gararapes , and found the Enemy polled on fome 
of them with Guards in the Valleys. Some were 
for Charging them immediately, bur becauie the Men 
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were weary, ic was put off till the next day. That 
Night many of rhe Inhabitants that were difperfed a- 
bout the Countrey reinforced the Camp. Morning dif. 
covered the Enemy in the fame pofts as the day before, 
and Francis Barreto was rtiolved ro expect they (liquid 
Attack him. Thus they continued till about One in 
the Afternoon, when rhe Dutch beginning to move, Bar¬ 
reto fent Collonel Andrew Vidal along the (ide of a Hill, 
to poffefs himfelf of rhe Top. John Fernando \ Vieyra, 
with 800 Men advanced along the plain betwixt the 
Hills. Both of them met with vigorous oppofleion, but 
their example animating the Men, they put the Enemy 
to flight in both places. Thence they marched at the 
fame time to beat the Enemy from the Top of a Hill 
which Collonel Brinks himfelf maintained , in which 
place, they advanced nor much till Brinks being (hot 
dead, his Men weredilmaycd, and then all fled outright. 
The Portugucfes purfued as far as the Fort Barr eta , the 
difpute having la fled from two of Clock till eight at 
Night. Of the vicAors 47 were killed, and above 2^0 
were wounded, of the Dutch , above 2000 were left 
dead in the Field, and among rhem Collonel Brin 
the Priloncrs and wounded Men were yet more nume¬ 
rous. The Dutch Standard, 10 Colours, fix pieces of 
Cannon, and a great quantity of Arms, Ammunition, 
and Provilions were taken. Francis Barreto having no 
more Men than juft fuffleed to carry on rhe Siege, un¬ 
dertook r,o orher AcAion this Year. On the 4th of ’No¬ 
vember, tailed irom Lisbon to Bahia, the firfl Fleetfet out 
by the new Company. The Count de Caftello Meihor , 
appointed Govcrnour of Brazil, Commanded it, and 
Peter Jajues de Ma?^.l\acns was to bring it back.

Jolm Hcmcm Car- 
djo , going out in the Morning with his Troop to dis¬ 
cover, on a hidden perceived his retreat was cut off. 

However, he was no way difmayed, but doling his 
Ranks, and joyning Captain William Lanier , a French- 
Man, who fupported him, he refolutely forced his way 
through the Enemies Squadronsand recovered the 
Town without any conflderable lofs. The Spaniards 
returned to Badajo%. Some days after, the Count dc St. 

Lorenzo lent Tamers court with 800 Horfe, to .attempt 
fomewhat ngainft the Garrifon of that City. Giles Va% 

Lobo, who led rhfc Van wirh 50 Horfe, Attacked the 
dilcovcrers that came from the Town, and purfued 
them to the Gates, taking 20 of them $ which 
done, they drew off, and the next day Tamer icourt 
routed two Troops between Badajo % and Albuquer¬ 
que. Winter drawing on, the Count de Sr. Lo^en^o, 
procured leave to return to Court, and the Camp-Ma- 
iter-Gcnerai D. John dc Cofta , governed the Province 
in his abfence. He received intelligence that the Spa¬ 
niards aflcmbled their Troops, and threatned the ler- 
ritory of Cafiello de Vide and Portalcgre. Andrew de Al¬ 
buquerque,Ge neral of Horfe was fent to oppofe them,who 
laying bimlelf dole in ambulh at MelriJfo y fent out 40 

Horle 
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Horfe to Charge the advanced Parties of the Spaniards^ 
which they did, and retired to their Body. But the 
Spaniards fufpedting the Defign, would not purfue them, 
and the Portugues Troops riling out of their ambufh, 
the Enemy thought not lit to encounter them, but re¬ 
tired leaving their prey, which was reftored to the 
Countrey people. Of the Spaniards in the pur fair, 124 
were taken, and among them a Captain of Horfe and 
fome futiers. Not content with this, D. John de Cofla 
inarched with 2000 Foot, and 1800 Horfe, fending Ta- 
meri court before with 600 Horfe, to plunder the Towns 
of Arroyo and Malpartida , ordering him to make his 
Retreat fo leafurely that the Enemy might aflemble their 
Forces. He executed it according to his Orders, and 
was purfued by a great Body of Horfe and Foot, un- 
tier the Command of D. Alvaro de Viveros General of 
the Spanijh Horfe, who perceiving Tamericourt , was 
fupported by £>. Job: de Cofla , with fo ftrong a Party', 
retired without doing any thing. D. John de Cofla pur¬ 
fued him for fome (pace, but to noeried ; and Win¬ 
ter being now advanced, he had not the opportunity 
of undertaking any contiderable Enterprize. ' 

2. The Province between the Rivers Duero and Min- 
Small In - ho, afforded not any matter for Hiftory. That of Tra 
eurfions m Montes governed by the Count de Atouguia% had not 
made by an y con fide table Adion ; Only the Count de St. Eftr 
the Spani- van w ho Commanded the Spaniards on thole Frontiers 
ards. gathered his Forces, as if he defigned feme confiderable 
Enterprize ; but underftanding the Count de Atcugma r, 
was iu a good poiture to receive him, he contented 
himfelf with burning two fmall Towns, and difrniHed 
his Troops to their fcveral Garrilons.' Alter this, a Par¬ 
ty of the Enemy, confifting of 1000 Men made an1 in* 
curfion from Monterey , and ravaged a part ol the neigh¬ 
bouring Countrey, driving away a conildcrable booty. 
The Count dc Atouguia , upon the firft notice hereof, 
marched out with a fmall number, and meeting a Par¬ 
ty of the Spaniards , cahly put them to the root, the 
reft retired with precipitation to Monterey. D. Rode¬ 
rick de € afire 9 and D. Savcho Manuel , betwixt whom 
the Government of the Province of Beira was divided, 
as we have iecn before, were both this Year employed 
In railing Forces ; the former for Alentep, to make up 
for thofe'that had been lent thence to Lisbon, tooppoie the 
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Englifhy and the latter to fecure the Conquefts in India! 

Both of them had fome reincounters with the Spaniards » 
who* broke into their Territories • and they aifo made 
fome incurfions upon the Enemy, for the moft part with 
fuccefs. But all thefe Adions being performed by* finall 
Parties, and much alike to what have been already re¬ 
lated ; to particularize them all would fwell to a Vo¬ 
lume, and will only ferve to tire the Reader, where¬ 
fore I have Thought fit to pafs by moft of them. The 
laft expedition of D. Sancho this Year, was, the taking 
and burning the T<?wn of Huelga, abandoned by the 
Inhabitants, who fecured themfelves in a Tower. Hence 
he returned home, with a confiderable booty, which 
he had gathered in the neighbouring Countrey, with¬ 
out meeting the leaft oppofition. 

3. This Year proved unfortunate at Sea. Antony Tet¬ 
ley de Mene^es, Count de Vidapouca, having refigned 
the Government of Brazil to the Count de Caflello Mel- 
bor y fet fail for Lisbon y with the Men of War that had 
carried the latter. Peter Japes de Magalhaens , Adtfri- 
ral of the Wifi-India Company Fleer, fet out at the 
fame time with 18 Men of War, and 80 Merchant¬ 
men. Having made the length of the T ercera Ifiands, 
fuch a Storm arole, that four of the King’s Ships were 
caft away, and in them Antony Telle* d ? Sylva y with 
moft of the Men. The Count dc Villapouca y and Pe¬ 
ter Japes y with the Ships under his Command, arrived 
iafe in Lisbon y and brought a conhderabie return for 
the great expences the Company had been at. The 
Princes Rjipert, and Maurice , (as was faid at the begin¬ 
ning of this Year) having put inro the River of Lisbon, 
and BUl{e Admiral of the Englijh , in purfuit of them, 
coming to an Anchor at Caflaes , it was debated in Coun¬ 
cil, whether the Princes ft.ould be proteded, and after ^ „ - 
hearing ail that could be faid on bothfidcs, the King V* s ™* ces 
generoufly refolved on the Affirmative. Blake, rel'olving ^^au- 
to Attack them in the Port, the King fitted out 13 Men nce Wlt \ 
of War, under the Command of Antony de Sipcira Va- a p 0 ’rtu- 
rajao, an old Soldier. The two Princes joyning this guefe 
Squadron, they put to Sea to meet the Enemy, having Squadron 
Orders to Fight betwixt the two Cares, but the Ene- put to Sea, 
my upon their approach, ftanding to*Sea, they return- af *dreturn 
ed into the Port without engaging. Antony de Siqueira, without 
wanted not Enemies to blame him for not Fighting, fighting* 
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and the King hearkning to them, gave his Command to 
George de Melo, who had the Title of General of the 
Galleys, A few days after, he failed out, and theJEne- 
my again (landing to Sea, they were furprized by fo 
terrible a Storm, that all the Fleet was difperfed, feme 
Ships drove to Algarve , and one falling into the Eng- 
lijh Fleet was taken. The Temped ceafing, the Eng- 
lifh difcovered, the Brazil Fleer, of which, they took 
15 fail, and Winter coming on, returned home. This 
gave the two Princes an opportunity of putting to Sea 
again, after acknowledging the many favours they had 
received of the King, and particularly, that of prore- 
dting them, though contrary to his own intereft and the 
Maxims of State Policy. 

4. Since the departure of the Marquefs de Nifa 
Chriftifher Soares de Abrcu continued at the Court of 
France , where by reafon of the Troubles of that Kingdom 
no further progrefs was made as to the Affairs of Por¬ 
tugal, but the Friendship before Eftablifhed continued 
fimi/ AH his foliicitations at Borne having proved inef¬ 
fectual, the King now refolved not to trouble the Pope 
further, fo that nothing new hapned at that Court, 
Francis de Souft Coutinho was ftill Embaffador in Holland 
and dexteroufly diverted thofe People from fending 
fupplies to Brafil. The States having Endeavoured to 
corrupt his Secretary, that they might fee the Kings 
Letters, he improved their artifice to his own Advantage, 
For his* Secretary having acquainted him with the over¬ 
tures made to him, he ordered him to content to them, 
and having filled up feveral blanks he had under the 
Kings hand, as he thought convenient, delivered them 
to the Secretary, who conveyed them to the States, 
and they fuppofing them to have been the Kings Lerrers, 
were thereby induced to deferr fending a Fleet they had 
defigned for Brazil. It was not long after rhis, when 
a Servant of his having accidentally Shot a Coachman, 
the Rabble rofe and made* 3 Affadts upon his Houle, 
and had certainly Murdered him and his whole Family 
had he not been relieved by the Prince of Orange his 
Guards. In September, Antony de Soufa de Macedo who 
had been Embaffador in England came to tltt^ Hague, 
and Franc % de Soufa went away to Rcfiue as Embaila- 
dor at the French Court. Smce the departure of An 

tony de Soufa from London, there was no Fortugues Uv 
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nifter there, that whole Kingdom being then in confu- 

5. We left Franck Barreto the Fortugues General in The War in 
Brazil Twice Victorious over the Dutch , in theMoun- Brazil pro- 
tains Gararapet . Sigifmmd Vanfcop the Dutch Comman- fen ted. 
der thinking this fuccefs had rendred the Porrtuguefes lefs 
vigilant, made a fally at break of Day upon the quarter 

of Captain Antony Borges Vchoa , who having Notice of 
his approach, received him fo warmly without his works, 
that he was foon Forced to retire leaving many of his Men 
dead behind him. The Dutch General made many other 
Sallies both before and after this, but none conliderable 
till the jth of Ottober , when he attempted the quarter of 
Captain Emanuel de Aguiar with all the Foot in the 
Garrifon, but neither here was his Succefs any better 
than in the former Attempt. On the i 5 th of December , 
they again Marched out and lay clofe in ambuih near 
the Salt-pits, but the Portuguejes having intimation of 
the Place they lay in, attacked them there, and after a 
Vigorous refiflance put them to flight ymh conliderable 
Slaughter. In thefe and the like attempts tile Year was 
Spent, the Enemy ftill dccreafing in p#wcr, as receiving 
no fupplies from Holland, our Embaffador Francis de 
Soufa artificially diverting all that were defigned for 
them. 

6 . The Baron de Alvito , who governed Tangier , know- . 

ing the chief fnpport of that place confined in the booties 1 ^ f n dj a , 
brought in from the Countrey, ceai'cd not to furprize 
the Moors in feveral parts, and brought home conside¬ 
rable preys, which was a great relief to rhe Garrifon. 

Eunho da Cunha did the fame at Mar^agao, and in one 
incurlion killed 300 Infidels , and brought away 47 Cap¬ 
tives. D. Francis de Noronha fucceeded him in chat poll, 
and entred upon his Command with no lefs fuccefs than 
his Predeceffor went off. In India, D . Philip Mafcaren- 
hiti was ftill Vice-Roy, and this being the iaft Year of 
the Truce with the Hollanders , they feemed inclined to 
atrempt the Kingdom of Jafanapatan before it was ex¬ 
pired. This obliged the Vice-Roy to fend a Fleet un¬ 
der the Command of D. Boderick^de Monfanto, to the re¬ 
lief of that place, but the Dutch attempting nothing, 
the Fleet returned to Goa. The Count de Aveyras , failed 
from Lisbon this Year, to be the fecond time Vice-Roy ot 
India, but he died by the way. Four Ships and two Cara¬ 
vels, were lent this Year for India . Anno, 
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Anno, i6$i. 

uCTS John da Co fa, governed the Province of Aten* 
Enterprises L>. J0 , as was faid the laft Year during the abfencc 
ontheFrcn- of the Count de St. Loren#, which continued till the 
tiers of A- Year. 1657. Through the negligence of the Commit 
lentejo. faries of the ftores, Forrage grew fo fcarce on the iron* 
tiers, that feveral Troops of Horfe were forced to re¬ 
tire from Ehas, and Cttmpo Mayor, farther into the 
Countrey. The Spaniards made their advantage of this 
opportunity, for a Party of 1200 Horfe, and 600 Foot, 
from B a da jo# carried away a great booty from the 
Territory of ViUaboim, there being no Troops in rea- 
dinefs to oppofc them. To revenge this lols, D. Join 
da Cofia, ordered Andrew de Albuquerque, General of die 
Horfe, with 1000 oi them, and 8co Foot, to make 
bimfelf Mafter of Salvationa , which is , t fix League! 
from Olivcnxa, :jnd where the Spanifh Commiflary-Gc- 
neral John fie fatales then was with (ome Troops. An¬ 
drew de Albuquerque aflembled his Troops at O.iven # 
and marched with fuch fecrccy to Sa matter a that tie 
had fecured all the avenues beiore the Enemy heard 
of his approach. The Foot broke into the Town with 
little oppofidon , and with as little took the Caftle, 
where they made ioo Horfe Prifbners. The booty 
was very confidcrable, the Town confiding of 400 
Houfes. Andrew de Albuquerque returned to Oliven# 
having left but three Men in this Adion, for certain 
Troops of the Enemy that appeared ferved only ro be 
Witneflis of the burning of the Town, Some few 
days after, D. John da Cofa lay in ambulh to cut 
off the Troops of Bad,no# that ufed to come out to 
Forrage between the Rivers Guadiana and Caya, but 
they not going out that day, his Defign was dilappoia- 
ted. His Horfe being now much out of Cafe for warn 
of Forrage, the fcarcity till continuing, he ftudied all 
means how to difable the Enemies Troops. Being in¬ 
formed that they had turned 40c Horfes to graft neat 
Meddle# which is 16 Leagues from Campo Mayor; he 
gave charge to Captain Emanuel de Saidants a to endea¬ 
vour to dkrov them. Saldanha committed this Enter* 
prize to his Lieutenant, Francis Lobo, who let forward 
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twice, with only fo Men to put this in Execution, but 
difeovering parties of the Enemy both times, he was 
forced to return. The third time he went through, and 
having defeated i 5 Men that guarded the Horfes, kill'd 
moft of them, and returned in fafety. The Enemy now 
making great Preparations to enter upon A&ion, £fc 
John da Cofla t who had neither a Force to oppofe them 
in the Field, nor Provifions in the Frontier Towns to 
bold out a Siege, acquainted the King with his wants* 
whofent large fupplies ofMony, whereby the Province 
was pur into fuch a Pofture of Defence, that the Spam - 
ards thought not fit ro attempt any thing on that fide. 

But D. John da Cofia being thus fupplyed, ceafed not to 
moleft them, with continual Incurfions. Not to fpeak 
of other fmali Parties, one of 30 Men, commande d by 
the Cornet Stephen de I\ccha > came oft with more Hour 
our then Succefs. Being advanced in the Enemies 
Country, he found his retreat was cut oft by 7 Squa¬ 
drons ; whereupon he retired to an old ruined Houfe, 
he found in the Field. The Spaniards furrounded ir y 
and offered him quarter,which he refufing, they attacked 
ir,and were repulfed. After endeavouring in Vain to bum 
it, they went away, carrying with them the Horfes of 
thole in the Houfc, and the Cornet returned ro Moura f 
a Foot, having loit two of his Men. About the begin¬ 
ning of November , Prince T heodofius y the King’s elded: 

Son, having privately itolc away from Courr, without 
his Fathers Knowledge, appeared at Ehas, and was 
there received with all the Rcfpcdfc due to his Perfori. 

The King was not a little difturbed at rhis Accidentjbe- 
ing jealous of the Princes Deh’gns, and therefore ufed. 
all gentle Means to draw him back to Lisbon • but rhac 
which at laft prevailed with him, was want of Money, 
which forced him back to Court about the end of De¬ 
cember. He pofkivciy refolved to return t£> the Fronti¬ 
ers, but was detained for fome time by the King, till 
Death put an end ro his ’Defigns, as we ftiall lee in its 
Place. 

2. The Province between Duero and Minho y feemed The V]j 
to fparc it fell all this while, that it might be the better count de 
able to fhftain the heavy burthen of the War, which Villa Pou 
fell upon it the enfuing Years. The Vifcount de Vida ca > ^ rns 
Pouca , was ftill Governour there, who perceiving that 
the T owns of Portela and Vicjra y were the Rendefvouz 1n 
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for the Troops of GdlicU , when they joyned 
thofe of Monterey, he caufedboth thofe places to be burnt 
down to the Ground. The Garrifons of certain Forts, 
the Spaniards had raifed on the Frontiers of Galicia, per- 
fwading the Country People to rebuild feveral Places 
that had been deftroyed on the Borders during the War, 
they began to aflemble, in order to reflore thofe Towns. 
Twice they attempted to rebuild them, but they were 
as often totally demolilhed by order of the Vifcounr, 
whereupon the Country defifted. The Count deAtouguia 
who governed the Province, T ras os Montes, lived this 
Year free from A&ion ; both fides, as if it had been by 
Agreement, forbearing to infeft one another. Nor was 
there any confiderable AdHon in that part of the Pro¬ 
vince of Beyra, which was under the direction of D. 
Hpderick.de Cafiro ; moft of the Year being fpcnt in In 
curfions of no great Moment. In November , when the 
Prince, as has been faid, appeared at Eha<, D. Roderick, 
that it might be faid he had infufed new Courage into 
the Army, marched with 1500 Men, and entring the 
Town of Bodon, plundered and burnt it. D. Sancho Mt 
Ttuei who governed the other part of the Province, ccafed 
not ail the Summer to infeft the Frontiers of the Enemy, 
and to repulfe fuch of them, as made inroads into the 
Country, fubjedl to his Command. By agreement this 
Summer, the Prifoners on both fides were let at Liberty 

without Ranfom. , . , , , . . - 

3. Francis de Soufa Coutinho , having left the Ambafly 
tfegotiati- of Ho i liin ^ as has been faid, according to the Orders 
ons in For - ^ rece j vec j f rom theKing, removed to Paris, where 

re ' in he had Audience of Cardinal Mazarine, but nothing was 

Couyts ' concluded betwixt them, by reafon of the civil Broils 

then prevailing in France. At Rome, the Portuguefe Af¬ 
fairs continued in the lame Pofture, notwithftanding the 
Solicitation 1 )f the Cardinal d'Efte. Antony de Soufa de 
Macedo, who had fucceeded Francis de Soufa C out mho , m 
the Ambafly of Holland, followed the Footfteps of his 
Predeceflbr, entertaining the Stares with hopes of an Ac 
commodation, to gain time, whilft the Dutch mig.it be 
expelled Brazil. Having in feme meafure fettled thole 
Aftairshe laboured to enter upon a Treaty with the 1 ar 
liair.cnt of England, which was forwarded by IX Emanuel 
Percyra , lent "over to that c.fcdf, and afterwards com 
mcnced by the Envoy John de Guimaracns . 

Pcrcyra, 
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4. Francis Barreto, with unparalleled llefblunop and Francfi 
Conftancy, continued the War in Pernambuco . About Barreto 
the beginning of March , he layed 300 Men in Ambuft), prfecutet 
betwixt the Forts of Sinco Pont as, Affogados and Bane - 

ya, hoping to cut: oft the Communication between thofe 
Places an a Arrecifc. Twelve of thefe Mert difeovering 
a Boat of the Enemies, fwam ro ir, and rbok it* and 
the Dutch that came to fuccour rheit* Boat, difeoveririg 
the Ambuih, Retired in time, fo that the Portuguefes haid 
hot the Opportunity of making any further Advantage on 
them. The Hollanders of the Fort Affogados , made a 
Tally upon the quarter of Mendoza, but were foon re- 
pulfed with the lofs of 6 Meh, befides thofe that were 
wounded. Francis Barrctc , underftanding that the Dutch 
had great quantities of Sugar Canes at Rio (grande* 
whereof they expe<£ted very foon to make their Advan¬ 
tage ; he fent thither. Captain John Barbofi Pinto , With 
300 Men, Who after deftroying all the Country, and 
taking 18 of the Enemy, returned with a great number 
of Carrel. Sigifmund Van Scop , the Dutch Commander, 
defiring to perform feme Addon, which might encourage 
the Befitged, rcfolvcd to deftroy the Thicker, which Co¬ 
vered the quarter of Aguiar , from the Fort Affogados, 

To put this in Execution, he marched out with the 
greateft part bf his Strength, but Emanuel de Aguiar , 
who commanded there, being in a readinefs, received 
him fo roughly, that for fix Months after, he never oP 
fered to Tally again. Continual Succefs, put Francis Bar- 
reto out of doubt of Succefs, and therefore he ceafed hoc 
perpetually ro follicit the King, and Count Cafiello Mel- 
lor , then Governor of Brazil for Succour, that he might 
with fpeed put an end ro that War, before the Dutch 
now at Peace with all the World, had the leafure to fend 
fupplies thither, which might much retard, if not whol¬ 
ly deftroy,the fuccels of his Labours. 

5. The Baron de Alvito ftill governing Tangier+ it Tario?<?r 
happened that certain Veflels laden with Corn from Lis - andindii. 
bon, and the Iflands, failing for that City, were caft a- 

way. Which caufed fo great a Famine in that place; that 
the Inhabitants were forc’d to feed on Herbs and Roots 1 
they could gather in the Fields. The Baron generoufly 
at his own Expence, maintained the Sick, and a multi¬ 
tude of Children, which would otherwife inevitably have* 
perifhed. This Calamity reached the Horfes, who could 
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not be maintained upon Gra(s alone, lb that it was dif¬ 
ficult to make Excurfions, which added much to the 
cteat fcarcity of Provifions. D. Francis de Noronha, Go¬ 
vernor of Ma^agam, fent an Ambafly, and Prefents to the 
King of Morocco, which was by him honourably reed- 
ved and generoufly returned. D. Franck continued in 
r-Jr' _.ill rhe Year durine which rim*

this’Command, till the Year 1654, <* UI ™g which time, 
nothing remarkable happened there, fo that we fhall not 
have occafion to make any mention of him. This was 
the laft Year of D. Philip Mafcarenbas, his yice-Koyflup 
in India, and in it there was little remarkable^ only the 
Cbcndarraos, a vagabond fort of People in the Country of 
Htdalcan, pofleffed themfelves of the Mount or Promon¬ 
tory of Cbaul, whence they were drove by the Vice- 
Rov’s Order, by D. Alvaro de Atayde. This Year two 
Galeons and a Pink failed from Portugal to India, ami 
the Galeon, S. Philip built there, arrived at Lisbon.

However T* 
maricourt coming to Barcatota, diimounted part or fl

Lois The Spaniards lallycd out upon him, but ludoo 
Iv retired ; and he marching oil" with the Booty, relti 
red it to the Country. People. Tscithcr was he Lis p 
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cefsfulj a few daysafter, when engaging the Troops of 
Rada/ofa he took the Spanifh Lieutenant General of 
Horfe, D. Fmncjs Hi ban a, with ocher. Officers, and jio 
Horfes. The Prince being now G^neraliffimo, fent His 
Qnders to all the Provinces of the Kingdom, abfoliiteiy 
forbidding any Incuruons ro be tua^e for the future, into 
the Sfanifh Frontiers. D. John 4 * Cpjla, upon receipt 
of this Order, replyed to it, (hewing how difadyantagi- 
ous it was to the Kingdom, by reafon of the great Be¬ 
nefit reaped by thole inroads, for he inr{ielpace of revo 
Years, had deftroyed above 1400 of the Spanifh Horfei 
having fcarce loft 100 of his own. Befides he looked 
upon tjiis as fo great a check to his Authority, that he 
defired, leave ro lay down his Command. The Prince 
being well fatisfyed of D . John's Zeal and Fidelity, Re¬ 
called his Order, and the King gave him .the Tide of 
Eari of Soure . He to appear worthy of this Honour, 
endeavoured to make amends by his Conducft, for what 
he wanted in Strength. To this purpofe, he fecretly 
gathered 1500 Horfe from the Neighbouring Garrifofts, 
which Lieutenant General Tamericour y and Copmiflaiy 
General Duquefnc divided betwixt them. With thele 
Troops they palfed the River Guadiana , and lay clofe in 
the Wood near Bada/o%. In the Morning, a Squadron 
of Horfe ifluing out of the Town according to Cuftoro, 
they were drove back by fame of our Troops. Frelh 
Trpops feconded the Enemy froif^ the City, and they 
kept in play, till D. Alvaro de Vtveros took the Fiejcf, 
with all the Horfe of that place, and having drawn theih 
up, advanced further then was thought convenient for 
the lafety of the Town. Duquefnc whp was neareft, 
thinking it now time, moved towards him with more 
Courage than Order. The Spanifh General halted and 
bravely flood* the Charge, in which Duquefnc received 
three Wounds, and Captain Sancho Dias was kill’tl, 
with feveral Soldiers ; the reft of the Troops miffing 
their Commander, retired with Precipitation. Tawpri- 
cour perceiving this Diforder, charged furioufly with his 
formoft Troops, which being too open in their Ranjks 
made but little Impreffion; out thole in the Rear coin¬ 
ing up, behaved themfelves with fuch Bravery, that af¬ 
ter a long Difpuce, they broke the Enemy. The Troops 
of Duqticfne , and part of thofe with Tamericour , being 
wholly blinded by the Duft, fled to Qiiven%a f believing 
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the reft were cut off. lamericour rallyed the reft, mar¬ 
ched off with above loo Horfes he had taken from the 
Prifoners ; among whom, was a Captain ofHorfe, and 
other Officers. The Count de Sour,, being a find ob- 
ferver of Difcipline, commended thofe that had behaved 
thetnfelves well,’and feverely checked thofe that hod’ 
fled, giving the King alfo a particul^ Account of the 
Merits of the fotmer, and Dements of,the latter. 

2. The Vifcount de Villa Nova, Governor of the Pro¬ 
vince betwixt Dticro and Minho, ftill continued in per¬ 
fect Tranquility, nothing happening m his Command, 
but that Captain Labar, a valiant Frencb-M&n, diforder- 
ly with a party of Horfe, charging another of dje Ene¬ 
my, was hunfelf killed, and moft.of his Men wqundei 
The Province Iras os Montes, governed by the Count dt 
AnmguU, by conlent of both Parties, was for fevenl 
Months free from Addon. Some fmall Incurfions were 
afterwards made on both Tides, but none of Note. The 
King having now chofe the Count de Penagutao his Lord 
Chamberlain, to go Ambaffador into England;J pp°mt- 
ed the Count de Atouguia to execute his Office, ana 
John Mendc$ de VafconceBos, was Tent in his place to 
govern the Province. The moft remarkable Adhon per¬ 
formed this Year by D. Roderick de Caftro, in his Dm- 
fion of the Province of Beyra, was the burning of the 
Town of Martiago, which contained 300 Houles 3 uk 
gome Alii- other Enterprizes were too fmall to merit any plaa 
onsin Bel- ^ ere> £>. Sancho Manuel^ who commanded in tne.otaer 
ra. Dare of Beyra , underftanding chat a Troop eft the line- 

mies was quartered at Lobeyros , and had twice repulled 
parties of the Portugucfe Militia that ravaged the 
Country thereabouts, ordered the Cornet Dorn 
nick Homen, with 40 cholen Men to Jyeinwait fo 
them He fent before fome of the Militia to drive tn 
Cattel; the Spanljh’ Troop backed by a company ol 
Foot, immediately ruffed out upon them, but the M- 
ficn who was at hand , furioufly failing in upon e 
Foot, broke them, and with the fame Succels routed 
the Horfe, killing many, and taking feveral Pnfoners. 
This Sticcefs was foon ballanced by a greater dhalt , 
for D. Sancho being informed that the Spaniards gathered 
a great Power, in order to break into his Province; 
and net being in a condition to oppofc them, he thong' 
to divert them, by making at the fame time an mroa< 
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into their Frontiers, hoping he might retire ro places of 
fafety, before they could intercept him. With this De- 
fign, he gathered 350 Foot, ana 200 Horfe, and mar¬ 
ching to Segura, fent before Captain Gafpar de Tavern 
with 14® Horfe, to drive.che Cattle about Sacravim , 
which done, he had orders ro retire ro Collonel John 
Fialbo, . who ffould exped: him with 60 Horfe, and the 
reft of the Foot, at a place called Salto, near the River 
Lagao. Gafpar de Tavora, execured his Orders with fuch 
expedition, that *by Noon he had joyned John Fiallo. 
But the Spaniards having notice of D. Sancho’ s March, 
no fooner entred Portugal, then they turned back, and 
marching towards their Town of Cax\a r by which the 
Portuguefes muft of neceflicy pafs, appeared before John 
Fitf/fo,when leaft he expe&ed it, with 600 Horfe, and as 
many Foot. He covering his Horfe with the Foot, re¬ 
tired in good order for above a League, till coming to a 
Pafs, the Enemy drew up before him. Neccflity now 
obliging him to charge them, he fell with fuch Bravery 
upon the <50o Foot, that he abfolutely broke them; but 
in the mean while, the 600 Spanifh Horfe charging his 
100 now divided from dieir Foot, after fome ffort dis¬ 
pute overpowered, and totally routed them. The Ene¬ 
my purfued their Advantage, and John Fialho rallying 
his Foor,recovercd an adyantagious Poll to defend him- 
felf. The Enemy ceafed’ their purfuit in care for their 
Foot, which had'-ffieen overthrown, and return'd to 
compleat their Vi&ory, by deftroying John Fialho and 
his party. He had, as was faid, gained an advantage¬ 
ous pbft; but having fpent all his Ammunition, was 
made Prifoner with all the Officers of Horfe and Foot, 
140 Horfe efcaped, the reft with all the Foot, were ei¬ 
ther killed or taken. After this Difafter, D. Sancho Ma¬ 
nuel retired to Idanha Nova, and garrifoned the Fronti¬ 
ers with the Militia, writing to the Prince for fupplics, 
which were foon fent him. Being recruited, and joyn- 
ing his Forces with thofe of D. Roderickde Cafiro, he 
refolved to revenge the late Affront, by furpiling the Ci¬ 
ty Coria. They marched with 1500 Foot, and 700 
Horfe, fome Petards, and other neceffaries for fuch an 
Enterprize; but the diftance being great, they could not 
come before the City till after day. However, having 
divided their Foot, they attacked the Suburbs in two 
places, which they entered, plunder d and burnt 9 
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which done, feeing no poffibility of forcing the City; 
they retired, and each returned to his Province. 

3. The troubles of France increafing, rendred all Fo¬ 
reign Negotiations fo uncertain at that Court,' that Fran- 
ck de Soufa Coutinho, having obtained leave of the King, 
came to Portugal, leaving D. Felicianos Donrado Secre¬ 
tary-of the Embaffy, to Refide there during his abfenee. 
At this time there was held at Paris a Synod of Bifhops, 
to whole Ccnfideration King John recommended the 
finding of feme expedient for prevailing with the Pope 
to precognize the Bifliops of Portugal. They ufed their 
utmoft endeavours, but the Spanijh Intereft ftiii pre¬ 
vailing, nothing could be done at this time. Antony de 
Sou/k de Macedo, having obtained leave of the King to 
duit the Embafly of Holland, D Antony Rapo&(: uccee- 
ded him in that employ. He made it his bufinefs to 
heighten the mifunderftandings betwixt the Englifh and 
Dutch, becaufe the latter having Curtained great lofles 
by the War they were engaged in with the former, were 
thereby difabled from fending fuccours to Pernambuco. 
The King at the fame ‘time cqpfttiering how advanta¬ 
geous the Friendflup of Engtavl might prove to his 
Affairs, rcfolved' to fend an Anffiaffadof thither, and pit¬ 
ched upon the Coilnt de Penagitiao for that employ, as 
we have faid before. , 

4. Francis Barreto , the General of Pernambuco * conti¬ 
nued the .Siege of Arrccifc, with confidbrable refolutiofy 
r hoping at length to reduce the Befieged, whofe only 
hope confifted in the fuccours they expected from Hob 
land . The firft part of the Year parted without any 
memorable AdHon. In May, Franc* Barreto, ordered 
Major Antony Dia% Cardoso, with 400 Men, tolieclofe 
in ambufh, and fend out parties to endeavour to drato 
the Garrifons of the Forts Barret a and Affogados, into 
the fnare. The Major poffeft himfelf of the poft af- 
figned him without being difcoVered, and fending out 
certain fmall Parties drew out the Enemy, as he had 
defigned, buc the number of the Hollanders being grea¬ 
ter than had been expe&ed, the Fight continued doubt¬ 
ful Tor above an hour ; at length the Dutch were rou¬ 
ted and Bed to their Forts, leaving the Field covered 
with dead Bodies. After this, Barreto being informed 
that the Enemy had laid up great ftore of Brazil-Wood 
bn A other Commodities at Bjo Grande , in order to be 
'u.-d • ■- ' tranfported 
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tranfported into Holland, he fenr thither the Cdtlonel. 

Andrew Vidal with 300 Men, who- burnt their wood*: 
wafted all the Countrey, and returned with a gs&ec 
booty and many Prifoners. The Dutch had mpthafe 
Seas 50 fail of Ships, from 20 to 30 C*uns, bur lb ill 
Manned and Equipped for want of fupplies from: Hop 
land, that tho* thtfy met the Portuguefe Brazil-Fleet and! 
fought it, yet after a fliorc diipute they were forced, to 
retire without any Prize, and the Fleet arrived fafe at 
Lisbon , on the 26th of October . 

5. We left the Baron fie Ahito, Governour of Tam- The Spanf- 
gier, labouring under great fcarcity of Provilions theiaft ards try the 
Year. He had not as yet received any relief from Lis- Governour 
bon, which being known at Ceuta, , D. John Soares , wia>q/Tangicr, 
Commanded there for the Spaniards, hoping their wants without 
might reduce that Garrifon to revolt from their Kin g s f Mce f u 
fent two Brigantines and a Bark thither, ordering the 
Commander of the Bark -to enter the Port, and con¬ 
vey the Letters he had writ for that purpofe, to the Ba¬ 
ron, and other Men of note. This being put in exe¬ 
cution, the Baron read the Letters, which were to per- 
fwade him to fubmit himfelf ro the King of Spain , 
with promife of great Rewards, or elie to offer him 
fafe paflage to Lisbon . The Baron, whofe Loyalty was 
not fhaken, having in vain endeavoured to draw thole 
in the Bark a-fhoar, caufed another to be fitted out, 
in which, went feveral refolute Gentlemen with Fire- 
Arms, and Orders to Attack the Enemies Bark, when 
they iliould approach to receive the Letter they esfpe- 
rired. The Barks coming together they fired, killed 
three of the Spaniards , and carried the reft Prifoners 
to the City. This Adtion fo-exafperated the Spaniards , 
chat they fent three Ships to interrupt any relief that 
might be defigned for Tangier , but the Baron ordering 
the Vertels rhat came from Lisbon to be detained in Al- 
garve, till further advice from him, the Enemy quitted 
their ftacion, and gave way to five Caravels with Provifi- 
ons to relieve that City. The Baron being informed that 
certain Captive Moors in the Town, had by intelli¬ 
gence with thole abroad, agreed to let thcmlelves down 
the Wall of the old Town, near which, the others 
were to lie hid in order to receive them ; he ordered 
three Soldiers habited like Moors to be let down, and 
when the Infidels came on to fuccour them, they were 
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reived with fuch a volley of great and fm&ll 
as laid many dead before the Town, the reft flying with 
more fpeed rhan they came on. 

6. D. Phtiif Mafcarenhas , having ended his Vice-Roy* 
fhip in India, and obtained leave of the King to return 
The Affairs home, imbarked for Lisbon , and died by the way. The 
fif India. Count de Aveyras y lent by the King to fucceed him, 
dying alfo in the Voyage, as was faid before ; the 
Sealed Fatents, which are always laid up to provide for 
fucif exigencies, being opened,. it was found that the 
care of the Government was committed to D. F. Fran¬ 
cis dos Reys, Primate of India, Francis de Mclo de Cap o, 
and Antony de Soufa Coutinho . Having enrred upon the 
Government, they fitted out a Fleet of zz Sail, Com¬ 
manded by Antony de Sou fa Cout mho , one of the Go* 
vemours. This Fleet let fail in order to recover Maf- 
cate , fome of than entred than Bay , but receiving 
much harm from the Cannon of the Town, they flood 
out again, and came to Anchor in the River Lafette , 
ioo Leagues from Mafcate. They had Jain there but 
a few days before they difcpvered a mighty Fleet of 
Arabs , Commanded by one Hall a Moor. Antony dt 
Soufa , received them with iuch gallantry, that after tfe 
Battle had lafted many Hours, he obtained a Corapleat 
Vicftory,* killing above 5000 of the Infidels . Captain 
Antony Lobo , in this A&ion, being boarded by two of 
the Enemies VelfeJs, fet fire to his own Powder, and 
blew himfelf up and both them. Antony de Soufa re¬ 
turned to Goay where he found £>. Vafco Mafcarenbui , 
Count; de Obidos , whom the King had appointed Vice- 
Roy, upon the News of the Death of the Count ft 
Avcyrau Within a very few days , the whole City 
running n/o Mutiny, offered the Government to Antony 
de Soupy who rejected their offer; then they pitched up¬ 
on Z>. Bras de Capo , a Turbulent Man, who prefently 
accepted ofir, which done, they feized upon the perfon 
of the Count, and kept him Prifoner. But God (hewed 
how difplealing to him this Rebellious Government 
was, by the Judgments that Immediacy attended the 
beginning of it, for the Dutch before the expiration oi 
the Truce began a War, which proved the moft fatal 
to Ae PoritigucfcSy of any they ever had fince the Con- 
queR of that Countrey. The Hollandrs refolving to 

break the Truce, fitted out t o Ships, under the Comi 
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tpand of John Manfucaty who coming to T utQcorim> 
feized all the Money laid up there to buy Pearl, and at 
the fame time took a Ship bound from Cochim to China . 

D. Bras de Capo , immediately prepared to oppofe them. 

Ceylon was the place next to danger, as being that they 
had always '‘aimed at. Emanuel Mafcarenhas Homem y 
was Governour there, who hearing of the preparations 
of the Dutch y fent four Companies to fecure Calaturi , 
the fafety of tolumbo depending on that Port. This 
reinforcement not coming in time, the place fell into the 
hands of the Enemy, and for Coluniloy all the people of 
the Countrey flocking thither could not hold out long 
for want of Provifions. The News of thfe lofs being 
carried to Mantcravarey where Lote Barriga Comman¬ 
ded, the whole Garrifon mutinied, becaufe, accprding 
to the Orders received from Mafcarenhasy he defignea 
p march them to Columboy and killing fome that oppo¬ 
sed them, fent him away and took the Field. The 
King of Candia thinking to make his advantage of this 
difordcr, marched a good body of Forces towards them, 
and offered them.large terms if they would come over 
to his Service. They anfwered him with their Wea¬ 
pons, and after a fight which lafted many hours, reti- 
tired to Columbo . Emanuel Mafcarenhas the Governour, 
having gathered what forces he could into the City, 
defigned to oppofe the muriniers, and fired three pieces 
of Cannon. They refqlved to be revenged, being re¬ 
inforced by two Companies of Foot, which deferred to 
them from the City, put the Religious and Inhabitants 
to prevent the mifehief they Jaw impending, opened one 
of the Gates and let them in. Emanuel Mafcarenhas , 
took Sancftuary in a Monaftery, and the City chofe for 
their Governours Gafpar de Araujo Pereyra y D . Francis 
Rolimj and Francis de Banos da Si hay and to Command 
in the Field Gafpar Figueyra da Serpa y an experienced 
Soldier. He heaping tfie Dutch with fome Natives were 
abroad gathering Cinnamon, marched to cut them off, 
but tluy having intelligence of his march, were gone 
before; fo having reduced fome Towns that haa re¬ 
volted, he returned to Columbo . The Governours re¬ 
ceiving advice that the Dutch were railing a Fort at 
Angratotay which , would Command all the Countrey 
about Columbo, fent Gafpar Figueyra with 500 Foot, to 
drive them thence. Gafpar Figueyra , marched with ex- 
1 ’ ’ ' ‘ ' ^edition. 
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pedition, and having fecured all the Avenues by which 
the Enemies might receive any relief, carried on a Trench 
fo clofe to their work, that having raifed a Platform 
and planted thereon one piece of Cannon, he fo in¬ 
commoded them, that after i o days the Dutch furren- 
dred upon difcretion ; 11 o of them werq taken , 40 
Jaos y and 300 Chingalas , who were feverely punifhed, 
as being for the moft part Subjeds to the King of For - 
tugal At the fame time John Botado , who* was in the 
Inland with a Company of Portuguefes and fome Blacks, 
was fet upon by an Officer of the King of Candia , with 
3000 Men, arid though the Blacks forfook him, the Por - 
tugqefes fought fo defperhtely that they put the Indians 
to flight, leaving fo many dead, that thofe who faw 
them could not be perfwaded they had been killed by 
fo few. John Botado , with his Men retired to Columho . 
Fout Ships and one Caravel failed this Year from Lis¬ 
ton for India , and two Ships from thence arrived in 
Portugal .

r.TTIng John had refolved not to make any great Efforts 
The War ^ to carry the War far into the Spanijh Territo- 
proceeds ries,concluciing it his fecureft courfe to fill his exchequer, 
coldly on fortify his Towns and build Ships, whilft the Spaniards 
both fits, wafted themfeives with their Wars in Italy and Flanders, 
were divertedfrom putting Portugal intoany danger. This 
ivas the reafon that he kept no more Forces afoor in Aten* 
tejoy then ferved to fecure the Frontiers, and confequeritly 
the anions there were of fmall moment and few of them 
worth relating. The moft considerable was a parry of 
95O Horfe,and iOO Musketier$,Commanded by Andre w 
de Albuquerque Gfcnerall of the Horfe, which defeated 
1300 Spaniards , killing 200 of them among whom was 
their Lieutenant Generali of Horfe, the Count de Ama- 
rante , and taking above 400 Prifcners. Neither did this 
Year produce any Exploits of note in the other Provin¬ 
ces, which continued in full Peace, bating fome fmall 
Alarms given on bothfides, which only ferved to keep 
the Garrifons upon their Guard without any damage 
done on either fide. 
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J. In the midft of all his fortunate Ja^ccefle% the King 
received one Fatal blow, which outbalanced many; of, 
liis former profperithes. This, was the death if hut. . . 
Eldeft Son Prince Theodofius, whom for his excellent Trace 
qualities he entirely loved. The Prince, as has been Theodou- 
before hinted, had Laboured under ,a tedious ficknefs, 
and tho' the Force of it was abated, he never after «n- 
joyed perfedt health, for there cqnrinued a defluxion upon 1 - 
his ftomach, which no medicines could ever remove, but 
on the contrary fome that were ufed feeroed to haften 
his End. On the 3d of May he took to his bed, and 
for 6 Days the Phifitians Employed all their Art foe 
recovering of him, the whole Clergy and layety offering 
up their Prayers to God for him. All proved in yam, 
for the Number of his days was compleat, therefore on 
the Night he received the Viaticum and on the 15th 
gave up his Ghoft. The Encomiums bellowed on this 
Prince are fo great, they will appear incredible, and 
. therefore I think fitter to omic than trouble the Reader 
with them. He dyed Aged 19 Years, 3 months and 7 
days. His body was buryed in the Royal Monaflcry of 
Mem, being Attended thither by an incredible multi¬ 
tude of the People Lamenting the Lois of fohope&dl a 
Prince. Immediately after his death'the King afleni- 
bled the Parliament, in which bis Second Son Prince Ai- 
fonjo Was Sworn Heir to the Crown. The 3 Eftates 
agreed to Support the charge of the War with the Tenth 
of all Temporal and Spiritual Eftates, and in cafe the 
Spaniards Ihould befiege any confiderable place, then $o 
add one Fourth part more of the faid Tax; but if it 
ihould happed the Enemy Invaded the Kingdom with 
fuch powerfull, Forces as might bripg it into danger, 
ttehthey offtred all they had. for the Support of ,me 
Grown: BeforechttiVirEiwae^brojce. ap, theJKipg to- 
ftained’another Lofs, in the Death oflhis Eldeft Daughter 
Joanna, who departed this Life on the.

3. The Adairs, of Portugal continued much in the lame The Portu- 
pofture we left them at the Courts of Rome. France and guefe Ern- 
Holland, In England the Count de Penaguiao follicited bajfadors 
the fettling of a Peace with the Ufurper Oliver, who brother, be- 
was much offended at the protection given in Lisbon, to headed fir 
die Princes Rupert and Maurice.

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fafter, which coft the Life of his Brother. The manner 
of it in fliort was thus. D. Pantaleon de Sa, the EmbatTa- 
dors “Brother walking one Evening in the New Ex¬ 
change, and refenting an affront which he thought 
he had received from one Gerard, the Night following 
repairs to the fame place attended by the Embafladors 
retinue, and with Sword and Piftoll, Ms upon all he 
meets. A great Hubub riling, the Pertuguefes were beat 
off chiefly by one Collonel May an Iri/h man. One 
Greenway was killed in the fcuffle. For this Murder D, 
Pantaleon de Sa, as the Author of the Tumult was Try- 
ed and condemned. Having‘in vain pleaded his privi- 
ledge and made his efcape out of Prifon by the help of 
the Lady Mohun, being again taken, he was beheaded 
upon a Scaffold on Tower-Hill. 

Francis 4. Francis Barreto who Commanded in Pernambuco, 
Barreto tho' his Forces were much leffened and no fupplies came, 
bolds the was not at all difeouraged, but carryed on the Seigeof 
Dutch Arrecife with a full Refolution either to Conquer or die. 
clofely he- -j^e befieged were now reduced to defpair, and there- 
fiegedin f Qre determined to attempt gaining the Fort Arrays!, 
Bran 1 - which sigifmund their Generali knowing to be a dif- 
fictflt Enterprize, endeavoured to divert them froni, 
but perceiving he Laboured in vain, told them, the only 
means to attack that Fore was by Gaining firft the quar¬ 
ter of Aguiar. On the 1 ith of March, hetrarched out* 
the Fort Affogados with the greateft part of that and the 
Neighbouring Garrifons. Captain Alfonfode Albuquerque 
Commanded at the quarter 01 Aguiar. He not thinking 
it for his honour to receive them in his works, marched 
out and foon drove them back to their Forts. Twice 
after this they attempted the fame Poft aml were both 
time repulfed with confiderable Lofs, which caufed them 
to forbear any farther attempts on the befiegers and em¬ 
ploy their Men in bringing proviftons from the Kiver ot 
S. Francis. Thefe Men were met there by roo Portugal- 
fes and fome Blacks Commanded by Captain i Francjs B*- 
regos, who the firft firing was (hot through the body, Y , 
his Men continued the Charge with fuch bravery, that 
they drove the Dutch to their Fort, and thence to their 
Ships,without the protons they came for. Here upon the 
Council fent one of their body into to prefs fo 

fpeedy releif, but the Dutch having been defeated at Sea 
b^thc Englijh, were not then m a condition to fend any. 
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Vranch Barreto having notice hereof, refolved when the 
Portuouffe Fleet arrived to make, his utmoft Efforts for 
Celling the Enemy that Country. Accordingly he met 
the Admirall and Vice-Admin* to concert the meafures 
they were to take, but the refult of this Confutation 
an d the Effetft that followed belong to the next Year. 

, D Roderick de Alencaftre at the Beginning of this D. 
Year fucceeded the Baron de Alvito in the Government nc 
of Tangier, which he managed with greater .dexterity en 
than many had expected by reafon of his Youth. Being 
informed that about a place called Gibalcaro, there were? 
certain Hords of Arabs come thither for convemency of 
nafture, he fent the Commander in cheifepf the Horfe, 
with 91 Troopers to attack them by Night. Being come 
near them fome advifed him not to fall on them till mor¬ 
ning when he could do better Execution, however he 
obeyed his orders flew a great Number of Infidels, rook 
,7 prifoners and returned with a great booty, in which 
were fix Camels which D. F(pdericlatent to the King. 

Roderick performed feverall other a&ions of lefs note, 
for a Famine raging among the Moors at that time, they 
brought him intelligence for bread, and others broughc 

Horles and Cattle to fell in the City. , 

6. The danger increafed in India , where D. Bras de pp 
Caftro had ufurped the Government $ tor the Dutch d 
threatened Ceylon, and other places were not free from U 
Apprehenfions. The three Governors, who we laid lait 
Year commanded in Ceylon, fent Gafpar de Figueyra de 
Serpa with 900 Foot to reduce die Towns that had 
revolted, and bring in Provifions. The King of Can - 
dins Forces forfook the lower Country, and entrench¬ 
ing themfelves ftroogly, endeavoured to exclude him 
the Upper. He attacked them vigoroufly, and their 
number being grear % was repulfed, but they adventu¬ 
ring to purfue him, he rallyed, drove them back, and 
entred their Works with them, making a mighty Slaugh¬ 
ter. This Sticcefs made many Towns fubmit, which 
payed their Arrears of Contributions, and a great quan¬ 
tity of Cinnamon, Provifions, Arms, and ocher Plunder 
was conveyed to Columbo. Soon after, 1 o Companies 
were fent to attack a Town on the Frontiers at Cand^a, 
where there was great (tore of Provilions ; and chough 
iooco Chingalas defended a Wood chat lay in the way, 
they were defeated, and the Town taken. On the nth

of May, arrived at Columbo, Franck de Mello de Cajlro, 
Tent to command in that Ifland, by D. Bras ae Caflro, 
with 8 Ships, and 150 Foot. With him went D. Alva¬ 
ro de Atayde, as General of the Forces, but his A ge and 
Difeafes rendred him incapable of that Port j whereup¬ 
on Frjtnck de MeBo gave it to his Nephew, ‘Antony it 
Mello de Caftro , who being drove out of the Field by 
the King of Candta ; Franck de Mello , at the earneft re- 
queft of “all the People, reftored Gafpar de Figueyra & 
Serpa to that Command. No fooner had he received it, 
but he marched out againft the King of Candid, and ha- 
ving worfted him in feveral Encounters, forced him to 
retire to the City Candid, near to which he encamped, 
and continued a conliderable time ; underhand railing 
luch jealoufies in the King’s Mind, that he caufed him to 
behead many of his Favourites. The Dutch at the fame 
rime had agreed with Hidalcan , to befiege Goa by Land, 
whilftthey blocked it up by Sea, promifmg hinvthe 
plunder of the Place. They came before it according 
ro agreement with a Squadron, but Hidalcan failing 
with his Forces, they drew off again without attempting 
any thing. This Year two Galeons failed from Lisbm 
for India , under the Command of Luk de Mendoza Fur- 
tado. The Ship NoJfa Senbora da P enha de Franca , re¬ 
turning home from India, was taken by the HoBandcn 
in the latitude of Pernambuco.

1. T'O begin this Year, T dmericour. Lieutenant Ge- 
1 - neral of Horfe, by order of the Count de Soure , 
marched with all the Horfe he could gather, and fome 
Foot, to the Valleys of Mata Moros , and St. Ann , neat 
the City Xcres. All the Country people was retired to 
thofe Places, and defended them the fpace of fome 
Hours ; but being at length defeated, the 'Villages were 
plundered and burnt; which done,the Portuguefe Troops 
foaden with Booty, returned ro their Quarters. Very 
few days palled before another Enterprize of more 
Oliva ta- Confequence had the defired Sttccefs. Oliva was a large 
ken by the Town, not far from the City A We$, defended by an old 
Portugue- Caftle, and was the Receptacle of the Spaniards, when 
fes. they mad*’ incurfions on that fide. Thither Apdreto de 
1 " ' Albu- 
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Albuquerque , though not well recovered of his Wounds,’ 
inarched with 2000 Foor, and 1500 Horfe. By break 
of day he attacked the Town , and made himfelf ma¬ 
tter of it without any difficulty. At the Caftle he 
found more oppofition, becaufe two .Petards he ap- 
plyed to the Gates, failed of the intended etted, and 
all the Spaniards able to bear Arms, had retired thither. 

However, Albuquerque lodged himfelf under the Wall, 
and began to carry on two Mines. The Befieged per¬ 
ceiving it, began to parley, and after three days, furren- 
dred upon Condition, every one might take with him 
what he could carry. The Booty was great, becaufe 
not only the Inhabitants of Oliva, but of many other 
Towns, had conveyed their Goods thither, as to a place 
of Security. This Conqueft coft the Lives of 42 Men. 

1 Albuquerque added fome Works to the place, and leaving 
a Garrifon in it, returned to Eh at . The Count de Soure 
having obtained leave ro repair to Lisbon ; Andrew de 
Albuquerque, -was left fupreatn Commander in the Pro¬ 
vince of Alentefo. The King exprefly commanded him 
to forbear making any Incurfionsinto the Spanifb Terri¬ 
tories, or driving thence any Cattle, except fuch Hor- 
fes as were fit for Service. The Duke de S. German, 
the Spanijb General, ’upon notice hereof, offered to a- 
gree, that no harm fhould be done on either fide to the 
Country people; but Albuquerque reprefenting to the 
King, the great Advantages that accrewed ro his Army 
by thefe Incurfions, the King recalled his former Or¬ 
der, and the War was carryed on as before. The Spa¬ 
niards, to (hew they had not made thole Overtures, for ^ spani- 
want of Strength, drove a great Prey from the Territo- ards ,T arry 
r y of Menfaras ; and the Captains, Deris de Mello, and 0 jp a p(at 
John Fencyra da Cutiba with their Troops, attempting to g 0it y. 
recover it, were defeated, and they with 34 of their 
Men taken,.but foon fee a: liberty, it being agreed that 
Prisoners fhould be difcharged. 

2. Scarce any thing of Note happened this Year in 
any of the other Provinces ; both fides for the molt part 
contenting themfelves to preferve their own, and lave 
the Country People from Deftrudion., Antony de An¬ 
drade de Oliva, who had been a Francifcan Fryer, and 
left chat Order upon feveral Pretexts, had row obtain¬ 
ed leave of the King to go into Spain upon fome odd 
Proicd, as he was a Man of a reftlefs Spirit; returning

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thence 4 he accufed Sebajlian Cafar deJAenefes, and his Bro-

F ratios de Soiifa Coutinho, returned this Year to the Am- 
bafly at the French Court, where nothirig occurred worth 
relating; no more that at Rome, or in Ho!!end, things 
continuing Bill there in the fame Pofture. 1 he Count 
de Penaguiao, not able to bear the lots of his Brother, 
having concluded a Peace with the Ufurper Oliver re¬ 
turned home, carrying with him the Ratification ol the 

a. Francis Barreto, the General of Pernambuco, meet- 
inc with the.Amiral Peter Jaques , and his Vice-Admiral 
at the Town of Olinda, to confer together about putting 
at end to the long Blocade they had made of the Dutch , 

. and having called a Council of War, it was refolved to 
turn it into a formal Siege. In order to it, they ngred 
their firft attempt muft be to gam the Foit called Rep, 

. which was upon the Salt fits. Peter Ja 9 ,c K went away 
to the Fleer, with a Rcfolution lo to fccurc the Bai of 
Arrecife , that no Succour might pofliblv he conveyed 
in. On the 5th. of January, the Works by Land were 
advanced nearer, and-the Enemy ihut up within a nar¬ 
rower Compafs, and a Battery of 9 Pieces of Cannon 
raifed againft the Fort Rego, Colloncl ^W, ^ Vidal ta¬ 
king up his Port there. On the 1 ith of January, Franc, 
Barreto with 2500 Foot, marched to the Fort, raifed 
two batteries the one of 7 and the other of 5 Pieces of 
Cannon, and began to carry on h.s approaches with 
great Art. That Night they came within Musket- to 
of the Fort. On the 1 5 th both the Cannon and '.mail to 
played inceffantly on bothfides, the Dutch at the fame time 
attempting to put fome fuccour into the Fort, but were 
difappointed. That Night Hugh Hafter who Com- 
maiided in the Fort Surrendred, Capitulating for the 
Garrifon to march out with their At mes, and to be to 
to Portugal. Before day, he marched out with 7” Men. 
Two Companies of Portuguejes were put irtoit. Fientt 
Francis Barreto marched to the Fort Manor which af- 
ter fome fhorr rcliirance was delivered upon the fame con¬ 
ditions as the other. Before the taking of this fort the 
Dutch had abandoned 3 others, and now quitted. 3 moie, 
with the fame precipitation. Barreto ddignmg next 
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to attack the Fort of Sinco Pentat, Was informed 
that the Enemy had fecured a Po% he thought to have 
lodged his Men upon; whereupon he fenr Coilonel Andrew 
Vidal , with 1000 Men to diftodge them, which he did; 
and Fortifyed himfelf in the fame Places Next Mor¬ 
ning the Canon was conveyed thither and the Trenches 
were opened againft the Fort Sinco Pontas . The Dutch 
perceiving the danger to approach, made overtures for a 
Surrender, which were cafiiy admitted ; and after fome 
days Spent in adjufting all differences, they finally agreed 
upon the following Articles. That the Dutch fhould re¬ 
main pofleft of all their moveables. That they fhould 
have fome of rheir own Ships with Iron Guns, to Tran- 
fport them to Holland. That fuch as would might ftay 
there and be Treated in point of Religion as they were 
in Portugal . That all the Out-Fcrts be put into the hands 
of the Portuguese* with their Artillery and Ammunition. 
Thar a Garrifon be immediately received into Arrecife 
and the City Mauricca , where the Dutch might continue 
3 Months but without any'Sort of Armcs # That all 
Ships coming from Holland for Four months to come 
have the Liberty of all thofe Ports. That the Dutch 
give hoftages to fecure the Surrender of all other places 
they pollen, belonging to Portugal on that Coaft. That 
the Indians , Mulattos and Blacks who ferved, be pardon¬ 
ed. Thefe were the principail Articles tigned on both 
hides the 26th of January . Next day the Portuguejes 
rook pofTeflion of all the Pofts where they found 121 
brafs Guns, 170 oflron ; Ammunition an 4 provifion for 
a Year and great quantity of Stores, The fame Night 
that Arrecife was delivered, a Dutch Lieutenant Coilonel 
fled over to the Ifland Itamaraca , and perfwa,ding the 
People there that the Portuguejes fpared neither Sex nor 
Age, they Shi pc themlelves and floods on board two Fri¬ 
ges, and Sailing to Paraiba Spread the fame Terror there, 
obliging Coilonel Autin , who Commanded, againft his 
will to Embark on a Ship that arrived there from India , 
and leaving the Fort in poHedion of 50 Portugucfcs who 
were prifoners there. Ail other places in Brazil were 
recovered with the fame calc to the greac honour of Fran¬ 
cis Barreto, after the Dutch had Tyrannically pollcft them- 
feives of them for rhe Space of 30 years, reckoning from 
their firft coming timber which was in the Year 162 4, 
The recovery Pernatfibuco hapned 8 days after D. hi- 
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rcme de Ataide, Count de Altouguia had taken poflefllon 
of the Government of Brazil at Babin, being luccefior 
»o the Count de Caftelto Melhor. Collonel Andrew Vidni , 
w as fent to carry this good News to the King who 
rewarded him and all the cheif Officers according to 
their Merit. 

. Q ur Affairs in India were not fo iuccelstin as in A

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jndia un- rnerica. D. Bms de Caftro continued in the Government, 
i:am no Vice-Roy being yet come to call him ro account for 
to Fortu- his Ulurparion. Franck de MeBo, who commanded in 
Ccihn lent out Antony Mende% Aranha, with 400 Portu- 
ruefcs, and fome Chingalas to endeavour to fight the 
‘butch, but they avoided coming to blows as much as 
could be, knowing that want of Provilions would m 
time mine us. He marched and in the way to Calamt, 
found an Entrenchment guarded by fome Blacks whom 
he defeated. Then advancing ro Diagao a place when 
he mult pals the River, he found it Guarded by two 
Companies of Dutch, and a Number of Chtngalas, upon 
whom he kept Firing for the Space of 10 days, and ha- 
vino provided boats to waft his Men over, the Dm « 
emitted the Poll and he polliilTed himfelf of it. He con 
tinued 30 days about Calature hoping to draw out the 
Dutch, and then finding his Defign lucceeded not, mar¬

Antony Mende^ drew up his Men under cover and keep¬ 
ing a'continual fire upon.the Enemy, who were on a 
riling ground, drove them thence. After this Action he 
received advice from Columbo ihat five Galeons were 
arrived there with rdeif from Goa y yet they left the 
City in no better condition then they found it, tor na 
vin.'r in an Engagement near Gale loft their two Coat 
madores, the other Captains fell at odds about the;che> 
cv.r.iuirnd and putrng to Sea met i i Dutch men oi * 
bv whom they wercVdl deflroyed. The Dutch now wan¬ 
ting men in other places abandoned Calature , which 
terj Maidex podelled himfelf oi as alto oi the Fort slm 
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caoy three Leagues from Gale. His. good Services be¬ 
ing mif-reprefeftted by his Eneaaiel, he was call’d away, 
and his Command given to Gafpar de Araujo Pereira, 
who being loon found incapable of it, Antony Mendes 
was again reftored. The Dutch repenting they had quit¬ 
ted Araujo and Calature had battered the former, the 
fpace of 1 5 days, aqdfpaffed the River to attack it, the 
fame day that Antony ASdendes; arrived there. He feeing 
no poffibility of maintaining it, rclolvcd to march otfhis 
Men to Columbo ; but the Enemy having wholly cut off 
! his Retreat, he was forced to engage them, having chole 
an advantagious Poft, which his Men maintained with 
I incredible Bravery, till a chance Bullet flying into the

carryed on with to little Vigour, that itisfcarce 
worth the mentioning ; but that fomething muft be (aid ™ atter *h>£ 
to carry on the Series of the Hiftor^w The Provinces 0 
Alentejo and Entre Duero and Mitiho^'ovd us no matter at r xb Tl, 
all. John Mende % de Vaf: once llos, who governed that ‘ 

Of Pros os Montes , and the foregoing Years had continu¬ 
ed in perfedt Peace, had now received Orders from the 
j King, as had all the other Governors to infeft the Ene- 
! mies Frontiers with Incurlions, which he put in Execu¬ 
tion. The Spaniards in revenge, drove all the Cattle 
about Miranda , but Antony Jaynes de Payva, who com¬ 
manded in that Town, fent our a party, which defeating 
the Enemy, recovered all the Prey, and brought away 
all the Cattle of the Spaniards that grazed about SamiL 
This done, Antony j^ques, with 250 Horie, and ico 
Foot, marched to Caravajales , and palling by' that 
place without Oppoiition, burnt the Town ot T dvora 
and 19 Villages, returning with a great Booty. Soon 
alter 500 Spanijh Foot, and 150 Horie, having gather¬

2. John de Me Ho Feyn, governing that part ofBwrf, 
which was before fubjeift to D Roderick de Caftro, re¬ 
vived not to be idle. Having borrowed 150 Horfe of 
Nuno da Cunha, who Commanded in the other part of 
the Province, and joyned them to Six Troops of his 
own, and a Regiment of Foot, he marched to Vtlla 
Vie]a Nine Leagues from the Frontiers, towards Cutdad 
Rodmo. After plundering Kiln Vitya he charged a bod) 
of 300 Spani/h Horfe and as many Foot that was ga¬ 
thered to' oppofe him, and after a Vigorous reffftana 
made by them, in To much that at the hift his part) 
feemed to decline, he put them to flight purfuing them 
as far as S. Felices. Antony Soares da Cofla Governour 
of the Caftle of Salvatcrra, held a friendly corrcfpon- 
dence which is allowed of in time of War between 
Gentlemen, tho’ faving in oppofite parties, with D. Ai¬ 
fonfo de Sonde a Spani/h Officer. This familiarity in-,; 
creating, D. Aifonfo took occahon to make P'°P ofa * s 
Antony Soares, for delivering up that Caftle to the g 
of Spain, promifing him large rewards for that Serv c . 
Antony Soares pretending an Inclination to comply, ca ¬ 
rved on the Negotiation, till he obtained a Letter from 
D. Lews de Haro prime Mmifter of Spain, with a fee- 
duie under that Kings hand containing Large promtlcs 
if he delivered the place. Having received theie aiiu- 
ranees he refolved to Revenge the wrong donetolw 
Reputation, in attempting his Fidelity. He agreed wi 
D. Aifonfo to receive him with 3° more into the Caltic 
of Salvatcrra, in dilguize as if they came thither to 
Trade, leaving the reft of the 1 roops belonging to Al¬ 
cantara ready in a Wood hard by. The day being ap¬ 
pointed D. Aifonfo came according to agreement, and 
a fmall wicket of the Caftle was opened at which the 
,o entred one at a time, the entrance not being capa¬ 
ble of admitting more at once. AS every one was let in, 
Antony Soared canted his brains to be dathed out with a 

Club, and in this manner cruelly butchered all the 3 

r^ferving only D. Aifonfo de Sande, whom after fending 
an account to the King of his barbarity, he inhumanly 
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tyed to the moutkof a Canon and giving ffre to it fiiat- 
tered his body into atoms. Antony Soare% might have 
been faithfull to his King, without committing an ad: 
fo full of horror, which he himfelf could, not but have 
abominated if committed by the moft barbarous Infidels , 
and which cannot but appear execrable in the light of all 
that profefs the name cf (Jhriftians.

At the beginning of this Year, Oaf par Figuegra de Soya 
had waged War fo ft : ccofsfuUy upon the Ivr.p ot Candia , 
that he had reduced him to Peace. The Dutch layed 
liege to Calatwv and continued before it 10 days, at the

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End whereof finding [themfelves too, weak to carry it, 
they departed. Before D. Bras de Caftro was depofed 
from the government of India , he fent Antony de Soufa to 
fuccced Francis de Me do in the Government of Ceilon, 
with Six Galliots and Two pinks laden with proyifions 
and other neceflaries. Meeting Two Dutch Men of War, 
thefe fmail Veflels were diiperfed. Two of them ran 
afhore, two made their way to Columbo, and Antony de 
Sonfii with Two more got into Jafanapatan. Thence he 
went by Sea to the Port Putclao 15 Leagues from Col umbo, 
where Antoni Mendez Aranhrt met and conducted him 
fafe by Land to that City, into which he was received 
with great joy, and Francis de Melh put him m poflel- 
fion of the government. Twelve Dutch Men of Wat 
arrived at Ceilon from Batavia, Six of them lay before 
the Barr of Co'umbo, the other Six made their way to Ca- 
Inure, where Landing their men they layed Seige to it, 
and the*place being very ill provided, after the Garnion 
had endured the utmoft Extremities it was at laft, turren- 
dred upon honourable Termes. Cafpar Figueyra deScrpa 
not knowing that Calature was loft, advanced with 5 C G 
V or tunicfes to endeavour to put fome fuccour into it, but 
being attacked by 1600 Dutch, was totally routed and 
many of his men killed. The Hollanders purfumg then 
Vi&ory came and fate down before Columbo , railed rout 
ba|teries, and playing continually with 12 peices ofTea- 
vy Canon, ruined not only the hjinifes but the works or 
rhe Town, and gave a furious alfault to the For t Sanaa 
Cru" yet without fuccefs for they were repaired with 
considerable Lofs. At the fame time feverall other at¬ 
tacks were carryed on with great obftinacy, infomuch 
that at laft the Dutch broke into the City, where they 
found no Ids oppofition, than without, molt of them that 
enr-ed being either killed or wounded. At length they 
wct p repuhed in all parts with the lofs of near icoo 
Ten This difcourar;ed not the Dutch who ihli carryed 
or/tneir works- with great diligence, railing new 
batteries and lodging themfelves upon the edge of the 
ditch Then they fell to mining which the befieged 
underftandimt, they countermined arid drove them out ot 
all their lubterranlous works. Thefe. Ioffes made the 
Fnemy alter their relolutions and change the Siege into 
a blockade, whereupon the Governour turned out 30c 
perlORS that were not fit for Service, whereof about^ioo 
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cfcaped into the Mountains. The Dutch having recei¬ 
ved coniiderable fupplies, carry on their works anew, 
and again fall to bartering of the place inceffantly. Em- 
batfadors from the King of Qandia were conducted 
through the Enemies Camp into the City, where they 
demanded it fhould be {Jfcc into the tends of their Mafter. 

All the anfwer they received was by thralling them out 
of the gates. Though they Ihewed this refolution, the 
I City began tobeinfeefted with the ftcnch of the dead who 
| ivere not well buried, and Famine raged fo violently 
[ that it wa? proved that Mothers had eaten their own 
[ Children. Gerard Huld the Dutch Generali being kil- 
| led by a (hot in the Head, the Governor of Gale y w ho 
fucceeded him in thatCommand,fearing leaft another Ge- * 
neral might come and rob him of the Honour of taking 
the Place, carryed on his Works, and plyed his Batte¬ 
ries fo briskly, that £veral large Breaches were made. 

On the 7 th. of May, 1656. he alfaults St. Johns* Bul¬ 
wark, and carrying it, with the lame hear enters a 
new Fort that wife railing ; thence the Dutch venture to 
break into the Town|^vhence after a long difpute they 
were beat out, and the Befieged following their Advan¬ 
tage, recovered the Fort and Bulwark; yet frefh Ene¬ 
mies coming on,the Dutch again made themlelves mailers 
of the, latter, and lodged themfelves therein. That 
Night the Governor of the Town being informed that 
two Women had eaten their own Children, caufed them 
to be lhot to pieces at the mouth of great Guns. Next 
Day, feeing it impoifible to maintain the Place, he 
tail’d a Council, where it was refolved to furrender. 

After fome Debates,, rhe Articles were agreed upon , 
which were honourable ro*the Befieged, and in purfu- 
ance to diem, the Governor marched out wi$ only 94 
0 /ncers and Soldiers, and joo Towns-mcn. The Hol¬ 
landers commirred all manner of Sacrilcdgc in the 
Town, and without regard to their Articles, plunder’d 
thofe few Towns-men and Soldiers that were lefr alive. 

But from fo infamous a Nation, nothing but Viilany 
can be expe&ed. The Count de Sar^cdus, Vice*Roy ot 
[ India dying, as was faid before, upon opening the Pa- 
| tents of Succeftion, it appeared that Emanuel Mafcaren- 
| Lis Hcmeniy was to fill his Place. Four Ships and one 
1 Caravel failed this Year from Lisbon to Lidia, 
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Anno % 1656. 

i.^pHE King’s Diffempers vv^iich had long molefted 
**■ him, daily irifrcafed, yet he omitted not to apply 
himfelf ro the Cares of the Government. The War was 
ftill carryed on with fo little Vigour on both fides, that 
nothing occurs this Year, but fome few Incurlions, more 
like Robberies than military Exploits, an$ the confe* 
quence of them inconliderable Skirmifhes, whereof fo 
many have been already related in the foregoing Years, 
that to fay more of them, will only ferve to naufeatc 
and tire the Reader. *This quiet was general throughout 
all the Provinces of the Kingdom, and enabled them 
the better to bear the Storm that enfued after the King* 
Death; for the Spaniards then altering their meafures, 
the following Years were full of Acftion; confiderabk 
Armies appeared in the Field; Bloody Battles were 
foughtf ana the Portuguefes in tlu2 ena, obtained glori¬ 
ous Victories. ' 

2. Francis dc Scufa Coutintjo, continued ftill Ambafta- 
dor at the French Court, and maintained the good Cor- 
refpondence that has always been betwixt that Crown 
and Portugal. The King being defirous before his Death, 
to have his Ambaffador admitted by the Pope, ordered 
Francis de Sou/a to go in that quality to Pome. He 0- 
beyed, and tLough aiTifted by all the intcrcft of France, 
and appearing with as great a Train as any other Am- 
baflador, could never obtain to be admitted as fuch by 
his Holinels. Anto.-.yPgipofo whoreiided with the fame 
Character in Ik Hand, having received a Letter from the 
Arch-Duke Leopold , in ring him to dilcover rhe Secrets 
ot his M after, upon prom, e of great Reward, fent the 
Letter to the King. The Dutch , with the goods News 
of their Sixccfs in Ceylon, began to forget their lofe at 
Pernamluc-j , and ccnfequcntly appeared more favours? 
bie to Antony Eg pejo. Francis Ferrcyra Rebel k, who re¬ 
filled in England, after the Ratilication of the Peace, had 
no Bu/inefs of moment. The Count de Atouguia gover¬ 
ned Brazil, much beloved and efteemed by the Inhabi¬ 
tants, for his Gcnerciicy and good Conduct.

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3. At the beginning of this Year D. Ferdinand de The Count 
Moneys, Count de Ericcyra, was fent Governor of Tan~ de Ericeyra 
fitr r With him went n Caravels, with recruits oi^ cceed ?

As foon as the Count had viewed the Garnion, he mar- TaDgw * 
ched out againft the Moors,znd having drawnftifem with¬ 
in the reach of his Entrenchments, where he had placed 
his Foot, with fome pieces of Canon, made a confidera- 
ble daughter among them. In May, the Englijh Fleet; 
under the command of Montague and Blake, appeared 
before Tangier , and asked leave to water , which 
was granred them ; bur they going afhore diforderly, 
fome of them were killed by the Moors. The Fleet be¬ 
ing gone, the Count fer out his Horfe to burn the Com 
the Moors had fowed about Tangier , which was effectu¬ 
ally performed ; but the Moors prefling hard upon thofe 
who had fired ir, recovered the Cattle they were driving 
to Tangier . Alexander dc Soufa governed Ma^agao, but 
that place affords nothing but the ufual skirmifhes with 
the Motrs. What happened in India was related the 
laft Year, and this furnifhes nothing new, only two Ships 
failed thither this Year. 

4, The King growing daily more and more infirm;^ +. , 
and ftill continuing his Cuftom of Hunting once a Week, 
went out accordingly on the 25th. of October , but 
feeling a great pain in his Side, returned home be- 
fore Htfoon. Some days Were fpent by the Phyftcians, in 
applying all forts of Medicines they thought proper, 
but his Diftempcr ftill increasing, he at length made his 
Will, and received the Viaticum with great Rdignati- 
on. Thofe few days he lived after this Preparation , 
were fpent in Devotions for the moft parr, .and the reft 
in giving advice to the Queen, the Princes, his Coun- 
fcllors, Generals and* others, who had any lhare in the 
Adminiftration of the Government. At length, on the 
6rh. of November , being Munday, having given all ima¬ 
ginable Tokens of true Repentance and Chriftian Piety, 
he gave up the Ghoft into the Hands of his Redeemer. 

The King being dead, the l ord Chamberlain dretfed 
ban in the Royal Robes, an^l layed him upon a Bed ; 
the Bells throughout the City, and the Te 5 ars of his Sub¬ 
jects 
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je&S, equally dignifying the lo(s fuftained by the King¬ 
dom* After noon the Council met, and opening his 
Will, found he appointed the Queen Regent of the 
Kingdom, and Protedrefs ofhisChildren, that the Royal 
Cbappel (hould be finilhed according to the Model by him 
begun ; that the Monaftery of S. Clare,ax. Coimbra , (hould 
be finilhed. That feveral Penfions (hould be given to Per- 
fons there named. That 1000 Cruzados lhould be im- 
mediately diftributed to poor Monafteries, and that his 
Body (hould be interred in the Church of 5 . Vincent. 
All the while the Body lay in State in the Guard Cham- 
her of the Pallace, the People thronged to fee it 
Thence it was removed, attended by all the Officers of 
the Houlhold, and Clergy of the whole City, to th| 
Church of S. Vincent , and there put. into the Tomb ap- 
pointed for it. King John was of a middle Stature, 
very handfome before he had the Small Pox ; his Hail 
fair, his Body grofs, but ftrong. He hated gayety n 
Cloaths, apd therefore was carelefs in his Drels, al¬ 
ways an Enemy to new Fafhions. His Difcourfe was 
Witty and Pleafant, his Judgment found, but affedinj 
" v to have all his Orders unblameable ; he was often too 

flow pn his Refoluticns. He had but one Wife, which 
wasahe Lady Lutfa de Gunman, Daughter to theDujtt 
of Medina Sidonia. By her he had Iffue, Thcodofws, who 
dyed at Lisbon, in the 19th. Year of his Age; Emanutl 
Pis Wifi and Anne, who both dyed in their Infancy, at Villa Vu 
mA IB he. ciofa, before their Father attended the Throne. Alfoti- 
f'o, who fucceeded his Father, and was afterwards depo. 
fed. Peter now reigning. Joanna, who dyed axsLisvtm, 
in the 16th. Year of her Age. And Catherine Queen oi 
Kurland. One Balt.mi Daughter called Mary, who li¬ 
ved and dyed in the Monastery of Carnide, near Lit 
Ion. In this City, the King dyed upon Monday , tlx 
2.6th. of November, in the "Year 1656, at the age of 5^ 
Years and 7 Months, whereof he was 26 Duke 0 
Barcelos, 10 Duke of Bragansfci, «ind 16, King of Jot 
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Anno, 1657. 

A Fter the death of the King, the Queen Dovoager wi 
was alfo regent during the minority of her Son, y

I ling a Woman of a haughty and a<£Hve Spirit,-pre* 
fently bent her thoughts upon making fome confide- 
rable attempt on the Enemies Frontiers, leaft they (hould 
imagine that the lofs of their King had difeouraged the 
Fortuguffe s'y or diffipatated their Councils. To th§ 
effed, and to gain her felf a greater Reputation among 
her own People, (he ordered the Count de San Lorenzo, 
who then Commanded upon the Frontiers, with all ie- 
crecy and expedition to attempt the furprizing of the Fort, 
of Barcarota , in which (he was informed there was but 
1 fmall Garrifon. At this time Francis Tutta-viHa Duke 
of Sr. German was Generali of the Spanifh Frontiers, by 
birth he was an Italian , and as to his perfon and experi¬ 
ence a Soldier of known courage and Condud. He ha¬ 
ving private intelligence of the defign covertly put 500 
chofen men into Barcarota , with orders to Stand upon 
their guard, that they might furprize thole who came to 
furprize them. The Portuguefe Forces, who knew no- the Porttt- 
rhing of this reinforcement, boldly making up to theguefesrfi 
Fort Jjefore break of day, were on a fudden aflaulted temptinc 
by tnl Spaniards Tallying furioufly upon them, and they Barcarota 
expecting no fuch reception were loon put to flight, and arc % re P M h 
a great number (lain and taken prifcners. This ralh and 
fruitlefs atrempt by which the Queen thought to have 
made herfelf terrible to her Enemies, produced a quite 
contrary efled, for it only provoked his Catholick Ma- 
jefty to carry on the War againft Portugal with greater 
vigour than had been done of late years. In order there¬ 
to the Spanifh Generali the Duke of Sr. German having 
been lent for to Madrid , and there fully empowered to 
ad, as he fhould find mod expedient, returned to the 
Frontiers well furnifhed with* mony, Armes, provifions, 

20 peices of Canon, and an Army of 13000 Foor, and 
400c Horfe. He was at firft doubtful! whether he 
lhould bend his Force againft Elvas, or Oliven^a, but 
conlidering the dammage received from the frequent ex- 
curfions of the garrifon of the latter of thele two places, 
he n^olved to attack it. Oliven^a is feared in a plain 
aim oft a League from the River Guadiana y and befet on 
all deles with hills that command it being within Ca¬ 
pon (hot. The Fortifications of the place were after the 
modern manner confiding of Nine baftions, two half 
Moons and two Forts, and wnext to Elvas the ftron- 
geft place in Portugal. The Duke bcipg come before

Generall teries were prefently railed, which played with good 
befieges O- fuccefs upon the Town, bur whatever they caft down in 
livenza. the day the befieged repaired by Night. After which 
another was planted on the Monaftery of St. Francis , 
which overtopping the Walls flew maqy in the ftreets, 
till fuch time as a ftrong work was’eaft up by the garri- 
fon, which covered that part of the Town. The trenches 
were diligently carryed on and many fallies made by the 
befieged. The Duke perceiving the conqueft of this 
place to be a work of great difficulty, thought fit to re¬ 
duce it' by Art as well as Main-force. Having there¬ 
fore fuffered his men to lye ftill feverall days, as if he 
intended to ftarve the Town, on a hidden in the dead 
of Night, he aflaulted the greater of the two Forts with 
his whole power. The befieged being at fir It iurpri* 
7ed and not knowing whither to run, gave way|p the 
Enemy, who thought themlelves poffeft or’ the Fort till 
Emanuel de Saldanha the Governour of the Town, com- 
ming with frefli fupplies drove them our, and the Duke 
fearful of expofinghis men founded a retreat. Twenty 
days after the Town was inverted, the Count dc St. Lo¬ 
renzo came to the relief of it, with an Army of 12*00 
Foot, and 35ao Horfe. After being four days on the 
Banks of che. River, he moved nearer to the Enemy 
and planted a battery againft their works, but th^Duke 
having raifed alfo another, did fuch Execution that he 
was glad to withdraw and return to his Camp near Ju- 
rumenha. Three days he lay there, and then again drew 
near to Oliven+a, to difeover how the Town might bed 
be relieved, or at leaft to encourage the befieged by his 
prefence, to which purpofe he fent feverall Mdlages to 
The Por- the Governour*, with falle promifes of fpe.edy relief. 
guefe^e«e- At length the Count feing no pofllbility of Forcing the 
rattendea - Enemy without hazarding his whole Army, thought ic 
vours to better to endeavour to draw them from the Seige by a 
draw away diverfion. In order to it he marched to Badajo ho- 
the Spanifh ping to lurprize that important place in the Night, by 
Army from fending 3000 men who by the likenefs of their habit and 
Ohvenza Language, might be admitted as if fent from the Spani/h 

by giving Army. Thcfe being near the gate were difeovered, and 
a diverjm . 
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the Garrifon andJTownfmen running to Argas were put 
to flight, after leaving about 300 dead behind, befides 
feveral Officers of Note. This Enterprize proving fo 
unfuccefsful, the Count de Sr. Lorenzo marched towards 
Albuquerque , burning and deftroying all the Country 
in hopes by that means to draw the Spanifh Army from 
Olive n% t, and at laft Iks down before Valencia prefling 
that place day and Night* hut with great lofs on his fide, 
for it was no lefs brave% 4 efended by Sebaflian Granero , 

| the Governour an old louldief of known Valour. In 
the mean while the Duke of*,St. German had ply- 
ed Olivenca fo hotly that the works of the place were 
all ruined, and the greater Fort almoft demolifhed by 
the mines he had fprung. Emanuel de Saldanha the Go- 
vemour feeing,the ruin of his works; and that the Army 
which ought to have relieved him was marched away, 
obrained a truce of the Duke conditioning to deliver 
up the place if not relieved b 'f a day appointed. The 
Count dc St. Lorenzo having received this advice before 
Valencia, immediately railed his Siege and marching 
firft to Portable came thence and incamped"at Jurumen - 
bit, from which place he writ to the Governour of Oil- 
veu^a in hard Terms, commanding him at the peril of 
his Life, to defend the place to the laft extremity, and 
promifing to comedo his relief as foon as he had recei¬ 
ved fpme recruits he expected. Saldanha the Governour 
being fenfible of his own weaknefs, and the vainnefs of 
the Counts promife^.refolved to perform the Articles 
he had agreed upon with the Spanifh Generali, and ac¬ 
cordingly on the day appointed delivered ii{> the Town 
to him, marching out himfeff with about 2500 Foot 
and near 600 Horfe. Not one Townlman remained be¬ 
hind him, fuch was their hatred ro the Spaniards. It 
was generally agreed the Town could have held out.fome 
days longer, and the Governour being accufed of nor 
having performed his duty, but to have made a hafty 
and di(honourable furrender, was firft kept prifoner at 
Lisbon ; and afterwards banifhed the Kingdom for ever. 
The breaches of the Town being repaired and a good 
Garrifon put into the place, the Duke marched towards 
his Enemy, burning and wafting all the Country before 
him, by this means intending to draw the Count ro a 
battle; but perceiving this nothing moved him, he fits 
down wich his Army before Moron . This Town is feared 

upon 
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upon the River Guadiana, fecures the paflage of that 
River, and covers Ollvdfi^a. About the Town there 
was only an old wall, but the Caftle was of greater 
jftrength. The inhabitants terrifyed by the fate of OH. 
vcnsta, no fooner faw the Cannon begin to play upon 
their Walls blit they abandoned the Town, and retired 
into the Caftle which was welhfbrtifyed. This fuccefs 
caufed the f)uke to alter his refolurion of fighting, and 
now he refolved to make hitrifelf Mafter of the Caftle 
before he would come to a Tittle. On the other fide 
the Count de St. Loren^ who before carefully fhunnd 
hazarding his Army, feeing now the ill confequcnce of 
fuffering the Enemy to encroach fb far upon him, was 
wholly bent upon engaging, but the River being 
betwixt him and the Enemy who carefully^ guarded all 
the Fords, and fome Skirmifhes being unfuccefsfulbra 
fhe Portuguejes, ftill the generall dreaded to expole his 
whole Army to the fury of the Enemy, and of the River 
at once. John Ferreira the Govemour of the Came 
being now /ore prefled by the befiegers, and no lefs bj 
want of provifions, and teeing no likelihood of releif, 
Moron on rhe Eleventh day after the Caftle was invefted, deli- 
{urrendred. vered it up: all the inhabitants marching out with the 
garrifon. After this fucccls the Victorious Duke mar¬ 
ched back to Badajo% y intending to*return andbefiege 
Jurumenha , but the exceflive heats made him defer that 
enterprize for a more favourable Seafon. Nothing more 
of moment pafled this year, but *that the Portuguefn 
rated the jfort of Qliva y which before they had ta¬ 
ken from the Spaniards ^is not tenable after the lots of 
Qliven^a.

folved once more to cacry the War into the Bor¬ 
ders of Caflilc. To this purpofe fhe renewed the Al¬ 
liance, concluded by the late King, with France and 
England , and having fent to both for Supplies of Men* 
caufed 13000 Foot, and near 4000 Horle, to be fpee- 
dily drawn together. The command of thefe Forces fhe 
gave to John Mende% de Va/concellos y an old Soldier, wfab 
had ferved under th| Catholick King in the low Coun¬ 
tries. This done, ft was decreed in Council, in conk- 
plyance to her Will, that Badajo^ ihould be BefiegeS* 
becaufe that Place if taken, would add much Reputation 
to her Government, and would be as a Bridle upon the 
Spanifh Garrifon in Oliven*a. The Duke of St. Ger¬ 
man, who was then at Badajo having by his Spies, re¬ 
ceived Intelligence of thefe great Preparations and .the 
delign of them, immediately difpatch’d an Exprefs io 
acquaint Z). Luis de Haro y the prime Minifter of Spain 
therewith ; as alfo to inform him of the weaknefs ofihe 
Garrifon of Badajc% y and the ill pofture of defence of the 
Place. Whilft Relief was expected, he loft no time, 
but drew tQgether all the Forces he could, and gather’d 
luch (lores of Ammunition and Proviftons, as the rime 
and his Exigencies would permit. Few days were paf- 
fed, before ihe Portuguefe Army appeared on the fur¬ 
ther fide of the River Guadiana y near which Badajo,% 
is feated. The River in Summer, is fordable in ma¬ 
ny Places, and is joyned to the Town by a good Srone- 
Bridge, at the Foot whereof,, is. the ftrong Fort of St. 
chrifiopkers. On the top of the Hill, on whofe fide 
rhe Town lies, ftands the*Caftle ; but the Walls of the 
Town were at this time decayed and unfit for Defence. 

The Duke not being as yet provided for a Siege, fent 
out his Horfe to give fome ftop to the Enemies fudden 
approach. But the Pcrtuguefe General, who ought to 
have immediately paft the River, and invefted the Town 
rhen unprovided, milfed his Opportunity, by fetting r “£ u , 
down before the Fort of St. Chriftophcr. This Fort is si?’t 
feated on a Hill, on the further Bank of the River from p 0 ft st. 
rife Town, and about a Mufquet iliot from the City ; ^hrifto"- 
being a regular Fortification after the modern manner.D. pher wear 
Ventura de Tarragona General of the Artillery, conunan- Badajoz. 
u'd in the Fort. The Ptrtuguefes immediately pofleffed 
tncmfelvcs of two Hills, on each of which there was a 
1,110,1 redoubt, on which they planted their Cannon, and 
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thence battered the Fort. Next day they opened their 
Trenches, and carryed them on with great Application; 
the Befieged on their fide, doing all that could be ex¬ 
pected for their Defence, in which rhey made many 
vigorous Sallies ; in one whereof, after a hot Difpute, 
they drove the Bcfiegers befoi£ them with much Slaugh¬ 
ter, and deftroyed their Works. However, the Be- 
fieged foon repaired the Works, and began to prefs the 
place, which obliged the Duke of St. German to fend 
in all hafte for two Regiments that were in Andalutfa, 
cne of Spaniards , commanded by the Marquefs of L.vu 
exrotc ; the other o( Irijh, under the commnnd of Col- 
lonel Walter Dungan, who was afterwards Earl of LI 
meric Thefe two Regiments , the Spanifh General 
tad decreed fliculd relieve the Fort, which began to be 
diftreifed; but the Portufucfe had appointed 60 jo cho -1 
fen Men to be always in rcadinefs to oppofe fuch /fy 
tempts, and had broke the l ine of Communication be* 
twixt the Foot of the Bridge and the Fot*r, by which 
fiipplies ufed to c^me from the Town, fo that this lame 
was now an Obftade againft thole that were to fuccout 
the Befieged. Thus the Fort was reduced to the laft 
Extremity. This moved the Spanifh General, to or¬ 
der a Spanifh Major, with two Caprains^and 160 Men 
to attempt breaking through the Enemies Line, which 
they molt refolutely performed, and got into the Fort 
No fooner were they entred, but D. Ventura the Gover¬ 
nor, commanded them to attack the Bcfiegers in the re¬ 
doubt they had poffelfed themfelves of ; but this anf 
wered not their former Succefs, for being overpowered 
by the multitude of Enemies, the Major was killed, 
one of the Captains foot through the Arm, and fuch of 
the Men as could efcape, fled in diforder to the Fort. 
Hereupon the Governor fent to acquaint the Duke that 
he could not hold out 24 Hours, unlefs he was confide* 
rabiy reinforced, fo as to be able to remove the Befie* 
gers from the Polls they had poffelfed themfelves of. Im¬ 
mediately the Duke ordered the Marquefs of Lan^nrott 
with 8cO of the beft Men, and fomc Volunciersttc 
9 march to the Relief of the fort, and to recover the two 
redoubts. It was a defperate piece of Service, for fuel 
a handful of Men to attempt againft fuch a multitude 
yet they charged with fuch Fury, that having brok 
through the Enemies Line, and being flip ported by 
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fdly* from the . Forr, they gain&TThe redoubts, and 
drove the Enemy from their Camp. This Succefscoft 
the Marquefs his Life ; however, though the Porttguc- 
fes twice attempted to recover theirlofs, they Were both 
times repulfed, and at daft forced to defift. John Afew- 
dcZ .de Vafconcellos the Portitgiiefe General, having fpenty^ Sieie 
a whole Mfcnth before this place without any Succefs* raifid from 
but with great lofs, anddefpairing of carrying it, refol-btfore the 
vpd now at laflr to remove" «*nd lay Siege to the TovvtjkCafile, and 
He had before ^tit over fome Troops to in veft iMjdtydto Ba« 
place, and work Upon the Lines, but now he marclSRajo*. 
over, and bent his whole Force againft it. The firft 
confiderable Adtion in this Siege, was the taking of two 
Hills which the Spaniards had forrifyed and ftrongly gar- 
rifoned. j$hn Mendez attacked them with all his For¬ 
ces, and afrer a (harp difpute, in which he loft many 
Men, made hiirfelf mafter of them, the. Defendants be¬ 
ing all killed or taken. Next he aflaulred the Fort of 
St. G^riV/^y^hich being but weakly Manned, was eafi- 
ly carded. Silt he found not the reducing of the Fort 
of St. Michael , a work of fo much eafe ; for Collbhel 
Dungan who commanded there, defended it with extra¬ 
ordinary Bravery, till it was no longer tenable, and 
rhen. fur rendered it upon Articles; vvhen the Befiegers 
had loft 800 Men before it, and among them.itiainy 
Perfons of note. Having made himfldf mafter of this 
Forr, John Mender finidied his Lines , cncompafllng 
the whole Town with them, which before the reduction 
of thefe Forts he could not do. Then he began to bat¬ 
ter die Place, to call in Bombs, and to prels the Befie¬ 
ged on all fides. Within the Town much hat?n was 
done by the Enemies fiiot; bufe fcarcity of Provifions,'gnd 
Difeafes proceeding from ill Food, were more terrible 
then all other Dangers, and now no hope remained, but 
in the relief they expeded from without. The News 
of this Siege being brought m^Madiid, highly inccnfed 
the multitude, and perplexed the Council, in which at 
length it was decreed, that D . Luis de Haro , the King’s 
Favourite and prime Minifter of Srate, lliould tngrch in 
Perfon with all the Forces he could gather to the relief 
of the Town. Accordingly he immediately fet forward 0 jf^ j^ rrn y

■ Having given the neceffary Orders for repairing dt 
Damage done by the Enemy, D. Luis marched with b 
Army, now increafed to 13000 Foot, and near 6ocol 
Horfe, into the Frontiers of Portugal, burning and 
ft toy inn all where he came, as he did the Town atl 
Caltleof Villa Bttim. Thence, thoughlcontrary to U 
advice of the Duke^ot St. German, became Winter drcij 
on, he marched to Elvas, and laid Siege to that place. 
The Town isfeated on a Hill of difficult Afcent, d 
was then under the Government of Sancho Manual 
refolute and fortunate Commander. The firft attemjj 
of the Spaniards, was upon the Monaftery of St. Frm 
Handing within Mufquet fliot of the Town, wild 
though well defended, they made themfelves mailersd 
as alfo of the Church of Santangracla , feated on a P 
without the Town.

Here the Count received Advictf fe 
the Governor of Elv<u, that his Garrifon was extreaiui' 
weakened through Want, Sicknefs, and continual La 
hour, for which Realon he Ihould be obliged to li 
render, un’cfs fpcedily fuccoured. Upon this Adi* 
the Count de Gaft awed a fet forward with 12000 dilc 
plined Foot,, and 35" o Horfe, befides a confufcd muljj 
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tude of all forts of Rabble that followed the Army as 
Voluntiers. With this Force became and drew up be¬ 
fore the Hill of Santangracia, whither alfo the Duke of 
St. German drew pp, the belt part of the Troops to re¬ 
ceive him. this ppflure both parties continued all 
that Night. By. break of day the Pcrtugucfes began to 
advance towards the tines, and made their firft effort 
upon the quarter where Nicholas of Cordova commanded, 
the fight was obftinate for a cohfiderable fpace, and the 
Pcrtuguefes were twice forced to give back.

ThejStike Of Sr. Gorman feeing the Foot 
left naked on that fide* came himfelf to their Succour, 
with a party of chiSfeo Horfe. Hence ruffing furioully 
upon his Enemy* he received a ffot iti the Head, Which 
made him faft frofn his Horfe. Thi$ accident of the Ge¬ 
nerals who was efteemed dead, fo difeouraged the Spa^ 
wards, that they prdently cave way on alt fides, yet fo ** - < 
that they carryed off their General In the mean wink the , r< f s H 

fortugnefes meeting no oppofition, ^egrfd their paflage fiated ." 
to ths Town, tfcdericl^ Moxica who was Major Gene¬ 
ral, and next in command to the Duke of Sr. Germanl 
lying, at this time at his poll near the River Cailla , for- 
tifyed himfelf, and received all that fled from the Bat¬ 
tle, ftill skirmiffing with the Enemy dll Night, when 
he drew off, and faved the rcmainder%fthe Spanifh Ar¬ 
my. For the Count de Caftaneda fatisfyed with haVtng 
relieved the place, thought not fit to hazard any more 
by purfuing the Enemy. Of the Spaniards, above 2000 
Were killed, as many wounded, but very few p|ken.

writing. The Spaniards had bent all their Thoughts 
upon concluding a Peace with France, that fo they might 
wholly apply $emfelves to the War with Portugal. To 
this etfed a Treaty was fet on Foot, and the ^ole af¬ 
fair managed by the two prime Minifters, Cardinal 
Vrace be- Mazarine for France , and D. Luis de Hare for , Spam 
rwixt After long debates, which belong not to this Hittory, 

F anre sPlkce was Concluded betwixt the two Crowns; the 
and butin* French renouncing ''-their Le^ue with Portugal, upon 
Condition that King fhould quit all daimto the Crown, 
:and be reftored by the Spaniard to*all his ancient Patri¬ 
mony, as Duke of Bragan^a. The Portuguefe AmbafTa- 
dor, who attended the Cardinal, duringthe whole time 
of the Treaty, had not failed to ufe his utmoft endea¬ 
vours, to obflrud the whole Negotiation taking elk®, 
or at kail, to prevent his Matter’s i’ntereft being ata- 
dored. But the particular incereft of France , outweigh¬ 
ed * all that could be urged in behalf of an Ally; aid 
the Cardinal affured the Ambaflador, that notwithfip 
ding the Peace,his mafter’s Intereft (haul'd not befprfalttn 
for that the French would be in a better Condition to 
fupport him, and could not want a pretence for fa do¬ 
ing. This Prbmife of the Cardinals proved not Vain, 
as will appear by the Sequel. Count Schomberg , an ex¬ 
perienced French Commander, was already ill the Port* 
guefc Service, and had under him feme French Troop, 
wjpeh were afterwards increafed to a greater Numkr. 
The Spaniard immediately*after the Conclufion of tm 
Peace wirh France, began to apply himfelf to carry 
the War agninft Portugal wiih all his Force ; and 
and, fcvcrnl old Regiments were brought over our <rf/* 
taly and Flanders.

Here D. John con¬ 
tinued, till he had ftrongly repaired the old Works, 
and caft up new ones, then having plundered all the

Alconchel is near the River Guadtana, 
has a Caftle and had been lately forcifyed by the 
tuguffes . The Seige was carryed on but coldly, either* 
to draw the Fortuities Army to attempt the releli of 
the place, or elfe becaufe the inhabitants being divided 
in factions, it was not doubted but they muft Ipeedily 
furrender. Nor was D. John deceived in his expecta¬ 
tion, for the Governour perceiving the heats within to 
increafe, and the Enemy wirhout to threaten the utmoft 
extremity if he proved obftmate^ was forced to fubmit, 
accept of honourable conditions. ^ The Fortifica¬ 
tions were fpeedily repaired and a Sparftjh Garrifon j>ut 
into tie place.

Erna#^ Lobato 
pinto was at this time Governour of Jurumtnha , the • 
garrifon confifted of 3000 men and was plentifully ftored 
with provilions, and all Sort Of warlike-ammunition, 
when the Enemy fate down before it. D. John potted - 
bis Army aboutjthe Town, drew his lines, whereoflfhe 
esreams endea at the River, which as has been faid, 
waters one fide of the Town, and then opened his Tren¬ 
ches land began to raife batteries. The line of circum- 
vallation was carryed on with the utmoft diligence, 
and fortifyed to perfedion, leaft the Fortugucs Army, 
as was expeded, ftiould find an opportunity of relieving 
the place. On the other fide the Governour omitted no¬ 
thing, that might conduce to the fecurity of his garrifon, 
yet fo as that he always fpared to expofe his men, re- 
Jerving them for the lait extremity. The Portugues Ge¬ 
nerali underftanding how Jurumenha was befet, font 
thither Emanuel de Sequeira an able Commander, to 
aflift the Governour in defence of the place. He got in 
by a boat in the Night unperclived by the Enemies 
tiuards. D. John raifed two ftrong Forts, one on each 
fide'of the River, and betwixt them layd over a 
bridge of boats, by which he received plentifully fup- 
piies from Oliven^jy and with his Cannon cut off from 
tfyrbefieged the ule of &e River. All things being 
difpofed for an attack, he ordered the Spaniards and 
Italians upon a fignal given in two feverall places, to 
attack the covered way. The Spaniards going on too 
precipitaty after a long fight, were repulfed and drove 
back to their v Trenches with the Lois of many men, 
among which were feveral Officers • but the Italians , 
whofe Condud was better, with fmall lofs lodged them¬ 
felves on the counrerfcarp, and yet the next day it being 
thought a work of too much difficulty to force the 
Town on that fide, they were ordered to quit the 
Pott they had taken. Being moved thence, they were 
ordered to joyn (he Germans , who lay before the

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great fcaftion, which, it was hoped, mighrwirh more 
eafc be ruined, and, four more netxs of Cannon vfere 
there pfonted tqbjrterir, which played with good foccefo 
and pagan to fill the dittch. In the mean while a French 
Ingenier font frsgp the Portugucs x Ctmp to view the 
Sjanifh Lines bang taken, difeovered to D. John thalbthe 
Count de Cdjianeda had refolved to attack him in his 
works, binstpg with him at that time 13000 Foot and 
300b Heidi! and only expedline the auxiliary Englijh, 
which according fo the contract of marriage with his 
Majefty of Great Britain would feon be with him. 
This intelligence caufed D, John to fortify his Lines, 
having by the ad vice, ofthe Duke of Sc. German, refol¬ 
ved, ro receive the Enemy within them, tho’ others 
advifed to march out and meet them. Having difpofod 
all things for the reception of the Partugues General, 
ro forward the Seige, he orders a general afiault to be 
given to all the works of the befieged, the Italians and 
Germans without miich difficulty lodged themfelves 
in the counrerfcarp, and the Spaniards upon whom lay 
the hotteft Service* after four hours fight with great 
llaughter on both fides, made themfelves mailers of two 
great baftions, and all the fpace betwixt them; fo that 
now the Town had no other defence left it but it’s bare 
wall. This was the condition of the place, when the 
Count de Cafinneda with the Portugues Army, < 
and encamped within a League of the Town* but 
feverall movements to* difeover the weakeft part o. 
Enemies works, finding it a matter of too great difficulty 
to Force tbeir Lines, he marched away, having before 
his departure font a Letter to the Governour, diredling 
him to make the bed conditions he could for his garrifon, 
for that it was.impradticaM§ to relieve him.. All hopes' 
of releif being Loft, and the Town now reduced to 
extremity, the Governour upon a freih Summons from 
D. John, capitulated and delivered up the Town upon 
fuch Terms as he could obtain- Thus after a months 
Seige D. John took poflelfion of Jurumenha, but void of 
inhabitants, who all marched away out 'of their hatrtdao 
the Spaniards, yet well llored with grovifions and Ammu¬ 
nition, tho’the Pormguefes had fpoiled moft of rheir 
Com before they quirted the place..

This done, D.Jokn 
diftributed the Pofts to his Army, but thought it need-

Officers of the Garrifons, feeing itb poffibilicy of holding 
the Place, or iikdykood of Relief, thought it time cto 
accept of, but Lewi de $<mfi r, Ete& Biihop of PWb, 
and Admihifteator of thp Church of Ebora, a Man fit¬ 
ter for the Army than the Church, crofled their defign, 
railing Factions among,the P&iple and Garrifon, and, by 
this means obftrufied the furrender that and the follow¬ 
ing day. The Clergy and Laiety, Women and Chil¬ 
dren flocked to the'Works. and endeavoured totodee 


up the Breaches, bnt all in Vain, for more was already 
ruined than could be retrieved, and the continual Ere 
of the Enemies Cannon, rendred all their efforts unfuc- 
cefsful. This Fury being fpent, and the People coming 
to themfelves, at length they capitulated, and delivered 
up the City upon fuch Conditions as could be obtained, 
which were not very Honourable. On the 9th. day, 
after dt wajbiVefted, the City was furrendred. Ttfere Ebon 
raafghed out 2000 Foot* and 300 Horfe of the Gapi- detiveredti 
feh * who according to Articles vopm to be conduced O. John, 
into Caftile 7 and there to remain Prifoners offtyar during

4. The News of the Siege of Ebora being broughl to The Por- ’ 
Lisbon , caufed mighty commotions and tumults in that tuguefe 
City* whereupon the Young King by the advice of r hi is General 
Courifel, fent orders to the Count de Villafior, ro rdgive Count de 
Evora at any rate, and at the Cune time commanddHthe 
«Count de Caftaneda 1 with what Troops he had an 4 /L 
could 4 raife to fupprefs all Seditions in, Lisbon. * 

Count de Vi A aflor received his orders the very day that y 
Evora. Was Surrendred of which as yet he had no notice, 
and therefore having called a Council of War,the advice 
of the Count Sabugal was followed, which was not to 
hazard a battle at any difadvantage, but to cut off|the 
Enemies Provifions. In order hereto, the Army being 
row 12000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe, and having recei¬ 
ved intelligence of the Surrender of Evora , marched 
and incamped at Laondil where they bad plenty oijPro- 
vifions and ftreighrned the Enemy. In the mean while 
the News of the Surrender of Evora , being brought to

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r A mm ' my at bon , the tfraltitucfe fan headlong into ail Sorts df Licenti- 
Lisbon/ir oufnefs, and not only the vulgarrabble appeared in theft- 
the left of dition, but great Numbers of the more fubftatntial lore 
Ebon. ioyned with them. The Firff effort of their fury fell 
upon the Arch-Bifliops Pallace, which they plundered, 
burning and carrying away all that was in it, the 
Arch-Bifliop himfelf having before made his efcape to 
Court. Thence they turned char rage againit the 
Count of Cafianeda, whofe houfe they ranfacked as 
they had done the Arch-Bilhops, he himfelf being alfo 
fled; and after him they exercifed the fame barbarity, 
towards the principal Magiftrates ana other great Men 
of the City. Whilft this paffed in the City, the King 
confulted with the Arch-Bi(hop, the Counc de Caftanodt 
and other great Men, about the means of quelling this 
Sedition. The Count advifed to fall upon the raging 
Multitude, with fuch Forces, as were in the Town, 
Whereof the greateft part were Forreigners, and there¬ 
fore would be faithful, in the performance of then 
duty. But the Arch-Bilhop’s opinion prevailed; which 
was to let the fury of the multitude pafs over, and then 
of chemfelvcs they would Return to there Duty, ihe 
Rabble having raged ali about the Towppcnme at la.t 
to the Kings ‘Pallace, where*many bethg weamm 
coming to themfelves begam to flink away, 
laft the King Looking out of the Window, and telhng 
them that his Army now befieged thofe, who had belprt 
layed Siege ro Evora, they all retired with ccniufion 
to their houfes, blaming one another, for what they 
had alt done. No Notice was for the prefent taken, ol 
what had hapned, but feme rime after, feveral ol the 
Ring-leaders were puniflied under other pretences.. 
n Tohn. 5- Duringtbefe Tranfadlions, D. Johnof/luftr.a, repffl'

would give him battle upon equal Terms, or die that 
he ftould remove them from their advantages Pofts* 
by 17 pieces bf Canon which he planted upon an Emi- 
nonce. Put the Count de Villaflor refoiving not to quit 
his Advantage, and the Canon which was $ planted* 
doing as much Execution among his own, as ajpong the 
Enemies men, £>. John drew back and encamped with¬ 
out Canon Shot of the River. Thus both Armies con¬ 
tinued all Night ready forA&mn. At break of Day, 
D. John moyed in order of battle* to force the paflage 
of the River* where a bloudy difpute enfued, rill/ after 
a.confiderable Lofs on both /ides, the Pmuguefes Han¬ 
ding their ground, the Spaniards who foughr At great 
difadvantage, were forced to give way, and retire into the 
plain of Ebora>* D. John difcouragfcd at this repulfe, put 
3000 Foot, and 600 Horfe, under th# Command of 
Francis Gattinara Count of Sartirane into Ebora, refol- 
ving to march back into Caflzle without coming to 
^battle, ifrpoflibie to avoid it by marching over the 
Mountains. His firft days* march met with no obftrudt- 
ion, becaufe the Count de Villaflor was marched before^ 
in order to choofe an advantageous Poll to give battle 
in, where the Horfe might be of fmall ufe, in which 
the Spaniards were much Superior to him. Some there 
were, who advifed to march on all Night, but D. John 
thinking that would look too like flying, refufed that 
wholefom adyice. In the Morning he was ^nformedi 
that the Fortuities Army was at hand, being covered 
from him by the tops of the hills. It was no time now 
to think of avoiding a battle, and therefore D. Jolm 
drew up his Army, and being pofTefled of a high hill, 
thought good to remove and make himfelf mafter of 
two. others that lay in the way to Eflremo At the 
feme time rhe Portuguefes not knowing any thing of the 
Enemies de/Ign, had refolved to polfefs himfelf of the 
fame place. Hereupon the Count de Villaflor advancing 
with the Horfe, fell upon the rear of the Spaniards , 
whofe • Horle were upon the Plain, their Foot having 
already gained the hill. D. James Cavallero facing about 
with his Horfe, received the charge and made good his 
I ground, fc that the Portuguefcs having fpent half the 
I day and gained no advantage, began now to faint un- 
jdcr the roil and heat, which D. John perceiving, he 
[ipeedily polfefftd himfelf of the two hills he aimed ac, 
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drew up his Horfe in four bodies upon the Plain, pla¬ 
ced his baggage in their Rear, and planted his Canon 
upon the hills. On the other fide, the Portuguefcs feizes j 
the hill which D. John had quitted, looking upon it as 
part of \idory, C P poffefs the ground the Enemy had 
de(igne 41 y abandoned; About three hours both Armies 
continued in thefe Polls, refrefhing their wearied men, 
when f). John thinking he had given them the flip, lx- 
gan to continue his march, but the Count dc Vil/aflor 
perceiving it, refoivcdPnoi to fufter him to go off, with¬ 
out hazarding a battle. The fignal being given, he ad¬ 
vances, and the Portugues Left wing of Horfe firft char¬ 
ged the Right of the Spaniflo, who rccieved them with 
inch Refolution, that the Fight continued a long time 
doubtful, till Emanuel Freire one of the Portugues Ge¬ 
nerals of Horie wheeling about with fome Squadrons 
he had referved, fet upon the Enemies flank and broke 
through them, whereupon the whole wing was foon put 
to flighr, as was the referve coming to tfieir relief, and 
the Left wing which was ordered to relieve the Righr 
by reafon of the diftance and badnefs of the way, could 
never be brought to ingage. Mean while Count 
Schotnbergy who commanded the * Portugues Foot, re- 
iolved to attack the Enemy upon the hill. This being 
an Adlion rather rafh than valiant, the auxilia¬ 

ries undertook climbing the hill upon their hands and 
lee t, and* tho’ many of them feif, yet the greater part 
gained the top, which encouraged three Regiments of 
Portugues Foot, to afeend a farther way about which 
wa§ much cafier. This extravagant raflinefs, ot the 
Englijhy fo terrifyed the Spaniflo Foot, that they 
immediately without fenfe of fhame betook them- 
feives to flight. In a moment their whole infantry 
was put to the rout, notwithflanding D. John alighting 
from his Horfe, performed all that man could do to 
make them rally and face the Enemy. But now tlje 
vidorious Portugues Horfe, comming in to fecond their 
Foor, there cnlued a terrible flaughter, for it was no 
longer a Fight. The Duke of St. German who had been 
lent before to mark out a^Camp, hearing the noife of the 
Canon, halted back, and finding the whole Army dil- 
yevied and routed, with much difficulty perlwaded D. 
Ju n to lave himfelf by flight. So both the Generals 
hailed away to Avouches, D. James Ala \a can whole 
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fquadron had not; been broke, gathering as many of the 
Horfe as he could, made the laft effort againft the vict¬ 
ors, but being overpowered, he was forced to give way 
to the ftronger fide. Of the Spaniards were flain in this D. Johrff 
Fighr about 4000, the wounded were more, and above of Auftria 
3000 taken, and among them the Marquefs del Carpio, defeated , 
Ekleft Son to D. Lewis de Haro . Of the Portuguefes 
above 1000 were killed, and'many wounded. All the 
Enemies Canon, and baggage, as alfo Z>. Johns mod 
Iplendid Equipage was taken. 

6. The Prifoners taken in Fight were all lent to Lisbonl 
where the joy of the multitude was as extravagant, ais* 
their rage had been for the lofs of Evora, The Kin* 
thereftm finding all was fecure at home, lent thole 
TroojKte had kept at Lisbon, to bridle the Kabble, 
under the Command of the Count de Caflanheda , to 
join the Count de Villa for, with orders tg lay Siege the Coant ' 
to Evora. Thefe two Generals put their dfrders in Ex- de Viila- 
ecution, and f anally befieged that. City, yet knowing flor mo¬ 
no Enemy could come to it’s relief, forbore any aflaults vers Ebu- 
to ipare their Men . The Count de Sartiranc , who as 
has been 1'aid, was made Governour of that City by the 
Spaniards, defended it with much bravery, the Space 
of Eleven days, being ignorant what was become of 
the Spaniflo Army, but being then informed of it s defeat 
by a Letter from D. John , in whiefr he ordered him to 
provide for the fafery of his garrifon, he then Surren- 
dred the place upon honourable conditions. 

7. D. John having gathered the remains of his broken D. fohtg 
Army, and received fome recruits out of Gallicia , lent attempts 
D. James Cavallero , with a good body of Horie and Foot, Elva$, 
to endeavour to Surprize Eivas , but the garrifon having bat is re- 
taken the Alarm, he was repul fed, and forced to retire prefed* 
without effecting any thing. To add to the misfortunes 
of the Spaniards , their great Magazine of powder which 
they haa layed up at Avouches, was accidentally blown 
up, which ruined many* of the new works they had 
made about the Town fince they took it, and killed 
above 2000 of the garrifon and inhabitants. 

S. Winter put not an end to Adion, for the Duke ofy^ fiJL 
Offnna , who Commanded upon the Spaniflo Frontiers, 
about Cuidad Rodrigo, tho’ he could gather but a fmall builds 
■^orce, yet being ambitious of Fame, he refolved to apart not 
fe’ a Royal-Fcfr, not far from Almeida the Pcfttigitcs far from 
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Frontier. He marched to the placa he had pitched up¬ 
on With wiiar ftrength he could make, and began the 
work which was extreamly difficult by reafon of the 
unfeafonablenefs of the weather, and the danger from the 
Enemy, to oppofe whom he incamped before the work 
with all his Force to cover the Labourers. Peter Jaques 
ds Mapallaens, who commanded upon thole Frontiers, 
was then fick, and Alfonjb Furtado de Mendoza was fub- 
ftituted in his place. D John of ytuflria who was now 
returned to Bajado % from Court, where he had been to 
anfwer to what was objected againft him upon account 
of his late defeat, hearing of this undertaking of the 
Duke de Oflurnt, lent him large Supplies under the 
Command of the Count Bouette, with which acceffion 
the Duke was now increafed to about 7000 Fqflknd a- 
bou? aooo Horfe. Not above a Canon fhoc OTR him 
lay the Po-tugues Army, confiding of a like Force. 
Menioir, pt^feeiving the Duke was not to be drawn to 
a battle, his only defign being to cover his works and 
it being a rafhnefs to attack him in his Camp, thought 
the only way to draw him thence would be to enter 
the borders of CaJUle, and put all things to Fire and 
Sword. To this intent he lent out a party of Horfe 
to Amt-lie. which c'v Duke perceiving, charged and 
there e. a v ot difpute; the Por:u\uefes giving way, 
and dr-iWii g ou the Enemy till the reft of their Forces 
came un widi them.

Then having 
ordered his Troops to halt, he fent out Count Bouette 
with a Party, to bring in Tome Provifions for his weary- 
ed Men. The Count being departed, a fudden cloud of 
Duft which arofe, being driven by the ftrength of the 
Wind, fp terrified th z Spaniards, who imagined the whole 
P orturuefi Army was coming upon them, that they dit 
perfed and fied about all the Hills, carting away their 
Arms, and leaving their'Baggage, fo that all their Com¬ 
mander James Correa could do, was not of any effort 
ro bring them again into a Body. Count Bouette retur¬ 
ning with thfe Provifions he had gather’d, found only the 
fcatter’d Baggage, and marks of their flight, where¬ 
upon he went after, and having overtaken them in the 
Morning, they returned together with difhonour ra 
B adajo*, But the Count de Caftahheda making ufe of 
his time, and having now made feveral Breaches in the 
Walls fit for an affault, fent to fummons the Governor to 
furrender in time, fince all hope pf Relief was vanifhed, 
and the place was in no condition to hold our. The 
Governour to gain time, entred upon a Treaty, but pro- 
pofed fuch high Terms that they were fcornfully reject¬ 
ed by the Portuguese and immediately the Batteries were ' 
renewed with more fiercenefs than before. Then fol¬ 
lowed a furious AfTault, which the befieged flood with 
fuch undaunted Refolution, that after a great daughter 
on both fides, the Portuguefes were compelled to give it 
over. This remilfc moved the Count to carry on his 
Works more deliberately, and endeavour to lpare the 
Blood of his Soldiers. But it was not long before Am¬ 
munition began to grow fcarce in the Town, which o- 
bligcd the Governor ro hearken to a Capitulation offer¬ 
ed him by the Portugucfe , for fear lcaft they becoming 
denfible of his want, fhonid afterwards impolc harder 
Conditions upon him. However, though the Proppfal 
was moft grateful, yet he carryed himfelt very high, and 
would net feem ro comply, but upon powerful Argu¬ 
ments anc} Perfwafions. At length, after much debate, 
it was concluded, that befldesall other Honourable Con¬ 
ditions, the Governour fliould be allowed to fend to D. 

. ^ _ John of Auftria for Relief, and tfcat if he were not then 

_ relieved, he fhould furrender the Town, In the mean 

f while all Hortilities were to ceafc, and a Mcfiengcr 
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having brought this account to O. John , he fent D. Jarncs 
Correa with 3000 Foot, and what Horfe he had to at-1 
tempt to fuccour the Town, but he being much inferi- 
our in all refpe&s to the Beliegers, thought not fit to 
expofe his fmall Forces to certain Deftrucftion. After 
the expiration of the four Days, the Governour deli¬ 
vered up thd&ace, marching out with his Garrifon up¬ 
on as honcjfce Conditions, as he could himfelfde- * 

2. Whilft D. JoJm of Auftria s Credit daily d.creafed 
on account of thefe many lofTes, the Duke of OJfima ^ 
thought it fit to raife his own Reputation. In order a fOifun* 
hereto, he marched to Caftcl Rodrigo , a Portugucfe Town, afultsCx- 
encompafled with an old but ftrong Wall, and feveral fUl Uodri- 
Out-works j yet better fecured by the Courage and Ex- ^ and U 
perience of its Governour, John Ferreira , who had repaljed* 
there in Garrifon a Regiment of tryed Valour. This 
place the Duke hoped to have carryed by Storm, but 
having been feveral times beaten off with great lofs ; he* 
fate down quietly before.it with 7000 Foot, fending a - 
bout his Horfe to gather Provifions. After a few days 
lying ft ill, as if he had no further delign againft the* 

Place, he marched off, that he might the better furprize 
the Garrifon, for in the dead ofa dark Night, he retur¬ 
ned again, attempted ro fcaie the Walls, where the 
Watch was negligently kepr, yet being difeovered, and 0 
the Town taking the Alarm, hie was beaten off, and no 
hope left of prevailing, either by an Affaulc, or Sur¬ 
prize. Both thefe Defigns failing, he rcfolvcd unon a 
formal Siege, and accordingly railed his Batteries,whence 
he ftook and ruined the Walls with his heavy Cannon. 

Peter Jaruies de Aia^aUaetiSe who commanded the For- 
tugyefe Forces in thole Parrs, and to whom the defence 
of that Garrilon belonged, having gathered all the For¬ 
ces of that Province, marched with lpced to its relict, 
and ported himlcif on a Hill, oppohcc to the Town, fo 
dilpoling fiis Troops that the Enemy coula not judge oi 
their number, hoping thereby to move them to raile the 
Siege, which fell out as he exposed ; for the Duke not 
being able to judge of his Strength, thought not good 
to expofc himfelf to uncertainties, and, therefore drew 
off from the Place. Peter Juques having gained this 
Poinr, refolved to puriue the Enemy, and iorce him to 
a Battle before he received the Reinforcement he exps.cl- 
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f d from D. John. Ic was no hard matter to draw the 
)uke to a Battle, he being a Man that relyed more 
upon Chance and Fortune, then Prudence and Conduct • 
therefore as foon as he perceived the Portuguefcs were 
not fuperiour to him in number, he chofe his Ground, 
and drew up his Men. Both parties being difpofed for ' 
the Fight, the Spaniards made thefirft onM^gdvancing 
* haftily and Firing ; but their Prcci pi ratio J»them into 
Diforder, which the Portuguefes taking th^B^antage of, 
they fell in with their Horfe and Foot, and in a moment 
7he X>u\e P ut them to the rout. The” Duke, who had rather 
overthrown play the part of a Soldier then a General, having in 
by Peter perfon feveral rimes charged the Enemy, feeing hiinfelf 
Jaques de almpfr abandoned by his own People, and befet by his 
Magalla- Adverfanes, at laft faved himfelf by Flight. Of the Spa- 
niards 3 about 2000 were killed, and near 500 taken ; of 
the Portuguefejyftoo were, loft : All the Spaniards Baggage 
and Cannon, with the Dukes Equippage were taken. 
This Adtion was performed about the beginning of the 
Summer; afterwards the Heats increahng, and both 
Parties being fufficiently Worn and tired, they retired in¬ 
to quarters of Refrefhment, and nothing more happened 
worth the relating ; let us therefore pafs on to she enfu- 
ingYear.

i-WE are now drawing to the end of this tedious War, 
and though betwixt the death of King John , and 
the Conclufion ot the Peace, there happened feveral 
rhings remarkable enough in the Civil Government; yet 
I have thought fit not to interrupt the Series of Marika! 
Affairs now drawing to a Period, but rather to put an 
end to the courfc of rhefe extern contentions, and when 
I come to relate the inreftine Troubles and Confulions, 
then at once to lutn up thofe Accidents that preceded 
in order to them, that then the Reader may with the 
more cafe to his Memory, take firft a view of the whole 
^VVar, and next of the ft range Carnftrophe that eniiicd, 
wxth all the previous Accidents tending to it. 

2. Before the main} Armies could take the Field, both 
parties ceafed nor to infeft their Enemies Frontiers with 
Irequent Incurfions. But for the moft part, thefe Add¬ 
ons 
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ons were inconfideraBle, being rather like Robberies, ABody of 
then publick Hoftiliries. The firft Adfion of moment Sptnifh 
we find this Year, was an incurfion made by 1000 Par - ffor f e r0H Z 
tuguefc Horfe, towards Badajo%> plundering and burning 
all the Country before them. Count Marfini at this 
time, commanded on the Spanifb Frontiers, who upon 
the news of the Spoil made by the Portuguefcs > comman¬ 
ded D. James Correa General of the Horfe, with 500 
Men to oppofe the Enemy. Correa after-reprefenring 
the weaknels of that number, having received a check 
for his feafonable Advice, marched out. The Portu- 
guefes were then difperfed, but hearing cf the Approach 
of the Enemy, aflembled their Troops, and having lay’d 
part of them in Ambufh, with the remainder charged 
the Spaniards ■, who meeting lefs oppofition then they 
had expedfced, thought themfclves fecure of the Vi&ory, 
till being encotopaffed by thofe that rofe out of the Am- 
buih, moft of them were cither killed or caken. D. 

James Correa , with thofe few chat could efcape, fled to 
Badajo^ not much troubled at his lofs, becaufe he had 
been contrary ro his Judgment and Advice, lent upon, 
the Adion with fo fmall a Force. 

3. Whether it was that the Portuguefcs were refolved 
to ftand upon the Defenfive, and therefore fpared their 
Forces; or^ that the Difficulties their new riling King- TheJMar- 
dom labour’d under, would not permit them ro be lo qxefs of 1 
forward as the Enemy, is hard to determine ; but cer- ^aracena 
tain it is, the Spaniards were generally the firft that ^ e neral of 
took the Field. So this Year, the Marqucfs of Caracc- tne 
my who with a general Applaufe for his good Service 3rc * s « 
in Italyy and the Low-Countries \ had been appointed 
I General for this War, having taken a review of his 
| Army, which he found to conliitof 12000 Foot, and a- 
> bout 6 'joc Horfe, marched into Portugal , with a full 
; Reiolution to befiege Villaviciofa . This Town is the 
| ancient Seat and Patrimony of the Dukes of Bragan^t y 
; and is properly called Villaviciofa^ becaufe of the plea- 
! fantnefs of the Air, the fruitfulnefs of the Soil, the beau¬ 
ty of its Forrefts, and other Delights wherewith that 
Territory abounds. The Town it fclf is feated on a 
hifikHill, and is divided into three parts. The firft 
which is in the nature of a Suburb, contains feveial 
■ Monaftcrics, many Inhabitants, and the liatcly Houfe of 
the Duke of Bragan^a* To tiiis joyns the Town, cn- 
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compafled with an old Wall, but -little inhabited. A- 
bove all, ftands the Caftle, well enough forrifyed for 
that time, having a Ditch, a covered Way, a Half- 
Moon, and Other. Works. Chrifiopher Brito , was at 
this time Governor of the place, and had under him fe- 
veral expert Comaianders, and i ooo Garrifon Soldiers, 
befides the TowiiS-nien that were fit to bear Arms. As 
foon as Brito underftood the Enemy advanced towards 
him, he factored and llrengthened three ftrong Ports 
without the Walls, vi%. the Duke of Brag anna's > Houfe, 
which was built like a Cattle; the Fort of St. Bcneditt, 
and the Gate called No. Eighteen Companies of Spani/h 
Mufquetiers immediately aifaulted theie three Potts at 
the lame time with much Bravery, but they were all 
three with no lefs Valour made good by the Defendants. 
However, Brito confidering tbofe places were too far 
remote from the Town, to be kept without great ha¬ 
zard of weakning his main Strength, drew oft his Men 
the Night following, and abandoned them. As foon as 
Day appeared, the Spaniards commanded by Roderick. 
Moxica, entred the Houfes next to the Town, without 
any Oppofition, all that were able to bear Arms, being 
withdrawn into the Town. Here the Soldiers commit¬ 
ted all the Ourrages that could be expeded from the 
cruelleft Enemy, fparing neither Sex nor Age ; ravilhing 
Women, and prophaning even the Churches, till feme 
religious Men who had made their Eicape, giving an 
account of thefe barbarous Proceedings to the Marquefs 
of Caracena, he took Order to cure this Licentioufnefs 
of the Soldiers. Being thus poffeffed of the Suburb, 
the Marquefs planted his Cannon againtt the Town, but 
being impatient of delay, he aifaulted the Wall with 
Scaling Ladders, and at the fame time applyed a Petard 
to one of the Gates, yet all in Vain, for he met with 
fuch vigorous Reiiftance , that he was compelled to 
draw off his Men. Next he applyed himfelf to under¬ 
mining, but the Earth being unfit, this Work proved 
more prejudicial to him than to the Beficgcd. At latt, 
having made fome Breaches in the Walls, the Italian 
Foot were ordered to mount them, which they perform- 
ed with as much Gallantry as could be imagined, but 
thole who ro divert the Befieged, were to Scale the 
, Walls, being ca/ily rcpulled with great I.ofs, by reafon 
their Ladders were too fliort, and all the Strength oi 
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the befieged making good the breaches, all that the 
lions could do was to lodge themfelves under the Walls* 

In rhe Mean while the Spaniards who befieged the Grille 
were not Idle, but having batrered it gave a moft furi¬ 
ous affault tho' with no better fuccefs than the Italians 
had done, yet with greater daughter on both fides. In 
this Adrian Brita the Governour received three wounds*’ 
and loft feveral Officers and Soldiers of good Note. Af¬ 
ter |hefe repulfes, the Marquefs proceeded cautioufly^ 
yet never ceafing to barter the works with his Cannon* 
j At length, receiving intelligence that the Portugues Army 
;* was upon it’s march from EJhemo% to relieve the place,' 

I leaft he fliouid find his Forces divided betwixt the Towa 
| and the Caftle, he refolved to bend his whole ftrengrii 
i againft the Town and to leave the Caftle for another 
time. However leaft the befieged lhould have the op¬ 
portunity of relieving the Town from the Caftle, he 
commanded the Spanifh Foot to attack the palifadeof the * 

Caftle, whilft the Italians gave the General aflaulr to 
the Town. This.Adion was very hot, both parties be-^ 
ing obftinately fet down not to give way, but at laft W 
I lour muft give place to number, and the Italians having 
gained the tops of the Walls and breaches, fiich of the 
I defendants as efcaped were forced to retire into the Caftle; 

! Nothing being now left the befieged but the Caftle,, 

| the Marquefs lent to Sumrrions the Governour to Sur- 
| render, threatning the danger of delay, who never- 
I thelefs lent the meflenger back with a very flight an- 
: fwer. The Marquefs being now wholly intent upon 
taking the Caftle, raifed a.battery againft it upon the 
top of the Church, dedicated to the Conception of our 
: Blefled-Lady. 

4. Whilft the Caftle was thus preft by the Spaniards, 
the Count Caftanheda General ot the Portugues Army, TheCountdc 
advancing to its relief, fent Franca Carneiro a Captain of Caftanhe* 
Foor, with only two Soldiers, who with an unparallel- da the Por 
led boldnels rode % through the befiegers, to give the go-tuguefes 
vernour an account of the approaching relief, and die General, 
two Souldiers with the fame bravery and fuccefs, cetur- ^‘V^ ncel . f ® 
ned to their General with the News of what they had re ^ e ^" 
done. In the next place, the Count called a Council Q f 
War, to confult whether it were fit to hazard a battle, 
where it was unanimoufly decreed to Fight the Enemy. 

1 he Count being joyful at this universal agreement, fent 

prefemty 
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prifently a Trumpeter, to advertife the Marquefi 
Caraspsna of his approach, and to let him know how 
pleafing it was to him to give battle to fo great a Ge¬ 
neral. The Marouefs looked upon this mcflage only as 
a bravado, and fent back an anfwer accordingly, then 
calling a Councei of War, after fundry opinions had 
been heard, the Marquefs his opinion prevailed which 
was to give the Enemy battle. This done he made 
choice of a Plain below the Caftle, whether he mardfied 
with his Army, leaving 1500 Foot, which he judged a 
fufficient ftrength to keep in the belieged. 

5. Near to Villaviciofi is a Plain commonly called the 
. R j Plain of Montefclaros , encompafled about with Hills 
of Moncc- an< ^ Rock y Hiifs, but pkafant and diverfifyed with 
?claros. Trees and Vineyards, and full of ditches and other im¬ 
pediments to Armies. Into this Plain, ,the Portnguefcs 
came firft leading 16000 Foot, and 6oco HoMe. The 
* Spaniard was much weaker, having loft many men in 
the fiege befides thofe he had lef: at the Caftle. The 
Marquefs of Qara^ena knowing the nearer the Enemy 
drew to him, the more advanrngious the ground was 
for him, becaufe there was nor Room to ijpread abroad, 
he caufed his men to poflefs themfeives ot that ground, 
his Foot ftretched out, keeping the fide of the Moun¬ 
tain, and his Horfe marching in the Plain on the Left. 
This his celerity did not a little ftarulc the Count of 
Caftanljcna , for that his Foot and Artillery were not as 
yet come up, and he feared to be Forced to engage be¬ 
fore they could reach him, but Count Schamberg upon 
advdee from him, haftning their march, delivered him 
from this perplexity. The Marquefs drew up his Foot 
in two Lines, the Horfe becaufe the ground would al¬ 
low no more Front were drawn up in five, the Spanifh 
Horfe had the Right wing, the Foreigners the Leif 
In the T ortugues Army, almoit: all the Horfe were on 
the Right, and the Foot on the Left, the nature of the 
place not allowing the Horfe to be imbattled on both 
•wings, yet among rhe Horfe were difpofed fojne Com¬ 
panies of chofen Poor. That wing which confilted only 
of Foot, was in two lines, yet all was fo contrived 
that the Horfe could fpeedily relieve the Foot, or the 
Foot the Horfe as occaiion required. Things being in 
this pofture, after the Canon had played, I he Mar¬ 
quefs Commands Alexander Prince ot Par m i 3 General 
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of the Forreign Horfe, to charge the P ortugues " Right 
wing, which he performed With fuch Valour and fury, 
that he drove the firft Line of the Portuguefes in great 
diforder upon their Rear. The Spaniards having in the 
purfuit broke their Ranks, fell in upon the pikes of the 
Foot, that had been mixed with the Horfe, which forely 
galling them, quire changed rhe Face of Affairs; for 
whilft they Laboured to extricate themfeives from that, 
peril, the Horfe who before had fled, rallying charged 
them afrefh. They that before thought themfeives vidfc- 
orious, being thus prefled on all fides began t<5 give way 
and fall into diforder: Then Co»nr F{abata who Com¬ 
manded the German Horfe, feeing them juft ready to fly, 
rode up a in Rage, and upbraiding the cowardize of his 
men, brought them on to the Charge afrefh. The Princeof 
Parma alfo rallying thofe that were djfperied, the battle was 
again renewed, and the Portuguefes charged more fierce¬ 
ly than at the firft onfet; inlomuch that the Spaniards 
prevailed driving their Enemies, and the Germans ha¬ 
ving made their way through the Righr, were falling 
in upon rhe Left wing. The Portugues General percei¬ 
ving rhe danger, fent Count Scbomberg, the "Count de$t. 
Lomico, and other chief Officers, to give a check to fhe 
Enemy. "I hefe having gathered the difperfed Troops, and 
drawn frcih fuccours from all fides, reftored the Fighr, 
yet fo rhat both wings were joyned together, and fo 
prefled the harder upon the Sp.wijh Troops, almoft tired 
with the fatigue of rhe long Service. Hereupon rhe Mar- 
quel's o fCara^en.ty who froma Hill viewed the Addon and 
gave orders, feeing his Left wing born down, fent or¬ 
ders ro James Correa who Commanded on the Righr, 
either to come immediately ro the relief of the Left, or 
die by charging upon rhe Left of the Portnguejes to draw 
them away ro him. Correa obeyed not his orders, whe¬ 
ther through cowardice, or Treachery, or that the 
ground would not permit, is uncertain. Thus the Ita¬ 
lians and Germans being forfaken by their Friends, and 
hdet on all fides by their Enemies, were almoit all cut 
01T, vet dyed not unrevenged, having made a great 
ihiugiiner, and amidft the multitude, (lain many Officers 
of note, Count Scbombcrg narrowly efcaping when his 
1 lorle was killed under him. Now at length the Spa- 
>"/•’ Right wing came on, after thrir Left was utterly 
lolf but it was a matter o^ much difficulty to charge 
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over the heaps of dead Bodies, and (catter d Arms. Be- 
fides the Horfe were gauled by rhe fcattering Compa¬ 
nies of Fooc,*who with their Pikes, difeompofed and 
broke their Ranks, fo that they were forced to wheel 
often, and rarher defendthemfelv.es, then offend their 
Enemies. At length being feconded by their Foot, they 
gave fiich a violent Charge, that the Portuguefes, who 
bad flood long to it before with various Fortune, faint¬ 
ing, began again to decline, till their General, the 
Count otC aft anbeda feeing that was the laft effort, com¬ 
ing in with his Guards and what Troops he could ga¬ 
ther, and ailing the part of a Soldier* as well as of a 
General, infpir’d new Courage into them, and reftored 
the Fight. In this Heat, wha the Succefs flood doubt¬ 
ful, two things concurred to bellow the Victory on the 
p or turtlefe. One was the taking of James Correa, Ge¬ 
neral of thp Spanijh Horfe, the other, that the SmJjen 
ferving in the Spanifh Army, being difeontented for want 
of their pay, went over to them. The Spanijh Horle 
difmayed at thefe two unexpected Accidents, immedi¬ 
ately fell off, the Portuguefes prelimg upon them, yet fo 
as not being fuflerci to purlue, the ochcrs rather re¬ 
tired then fled. Noching remained now but the Foot, 
who being befet, for 'that Count Schombcrg had fcizeu 
<«_„ all the advantageous Polls, fought defperately, having 
■L ^A rmy fcarce any hopes left to c lea pc. The Fight had Jailed 

totally rou- feven Hours, and both lides being tired, both the Sffc 
ted. y ™fh Horfe and Foot , becauie the Portugueje did not 
purfue, marched ofl with Speed , and began to ga- 
» ther up fuch as had fled farther, lb that they made 
a confiderable Body. Count Caft an be da unwilLng 
to fuft'er fo great a Party to efcape, lent Vafconcellos and 
John de Silva with fome Troops of Horfe, who wheeling 
about a Monallerv, fell in with them, and flayed then* 
March till the Count came up with the refl of: the Ar¬ 
my. The Spaniards being thus enclofed without hope 
of fafety, either by fighting or flying, were finally .over¬ 
thrown and cut to pieces. About 4000 Foot of lev era l 
Nations, who before the Spaniards were enclofed, had 
retired to a place of Strength, feeing the whole Army 
loft, furrendered upon Difcrerion. Near icoo more, 
who had fled to the Woods, were either taken, or pe¬ 
rilled there. In all about 5000 of the Span) irds arc ic- 

ported to have been killed/and not fewer takc\: : an 
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of both forts were many Officers of Note. Nor was 
the Vidlory cheaply bought, above %ooo of the Vidtors 
being ftain, among which were feveral remarkable Per- 
fons. This was the decifive Battle of Mmtefclaros, 
which finally fettled the Crown upon the Head of the 
new King of PowMgaL The Marquefs of Caragena fee- 
ing*ail loft, maae his way to Vtljaviciofa, where he 
ordered the Forces he had left there, to continue the 
Siege, to rife from before jfie Place, leaft they fhpuld be 
overwhelmed by the Victorious Army. They with all 

S eed drew off their Artillery, and marching in good 
rdgL though often attacked by the Portuguefes, made 
godKheir Retreat, firft to Jurumenha , and thence to 
*Badajo%, ^hither the fmall remainder Of the Army was 
fled. Thus the Marquefs in his old Age, tarnifhed than 
Reputation he had gained in his Youth. 

6. This great Battle was the laft Action of Note, that %- W g 
concluded the War betwixt Spain and Portugal ; for jjp 0 f 
this Year, on the 17 th. of Oftober, dyed Philip the IV. Spain's 
King of Sjtain , leaving that Crown to his Son Charles II. Death, 
then bur tour Years of Age, and the Government being 
in the Queen his Mother, fhe foon after concluded a 
Peace with Portugal . Having now put an end to the 
War, we (hall in the few remaining Years, have occa- 
fion only to treat of the Depofition of King Alphonfo, 
which in (ued, and the tendencies to it. 

7. However, to the end that Narration may be no ways 
interrupted, though this * be not exadlly the proper 
place, we will proceed without interruption to what 
remains. Great debates had been at the Court of Ma¬ 


drid, after the death of King Philip upon the fubjetfl of 
Peace or War. Not only the multitude, but even the 
moll confiderable of the Nobility, confidering the great 
Expence, the many Loffes, and the little Progrefs made 
in the War, were inclinable to Peace. The Queen her 
feif was for it, but politick feerned averfe, the better 
to dilcover the difpofitions of the People. Nor would 
fhe feem to comply with their defires alone, till the 
Engliflo Ambaflador then Refident at Madrid, had figni- 
fic.; to her, that unlcfs lhe would hearken to fome Propo- 
; fals of Peace, the King his Mailer fliould be obliged 
to proied: and defend his Brother the King of Portugal , 
with all his Forces both by Sea and Land. Thefe 
| Threats joyn’d tg the general content of her own Sub- 
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je&s, at length drew the Queen to aflent to a Treaty. 
By her the King of England was chofen Mediator, and 
Guarantee for the Treaty and Peace that was to enfue. 


Commiffion was given to the Marquefs del Carpio, 

' then a Prifoner at Lisbon, to make the Overtures, and 
Treat with full Power. Not to enter into the tedious 
Tranfa&ions of the Treaty, or to TBl up too *uch 
fpaCfe with the Articles at laige, the fubftance of them 
whereupon the Peace was finally concluded was this. 
That both Kings (hould reftore all Places taken du-' 
ling the War, which either of them pofleft, appertain- 
ing to the jurifdi&ion of the other, except C etna, an t he 
Coaft of ‘Africk, which the Marquefs del CarpiflM fer- 
ved to hisKing. That all Confifcations made during 
the War, (hould be reftored by the Peace. That all - 
Trade and Commerce (hould be free betwixt the two 
Crowns,- and the Portuguefes in Spdm to enjoy the fanic 
Priviledges as the Englifh did ; the Spaniards in Portugal 
the fame they flood poflefled of in the time of King Se -' 
baft lan. That all Prifoners on both fides be fet at li¬ 
berty without Ranfotn. That the P ortuguefes have free 
paflage through all the Dominions of the Cathohck 
King, either by Sea or Land. That all' Controverfies 
railing on account of Trade, or otherwife, (hall be ami¬ 
cably compofed betwixt the two Kings, without having 
recourfc to Arms. That the King of. Portugal,. if he 
think fit, may be admitted inro the League that is be¬ 
twixt hisCatholick Maj-T.y. and the I^ing of Great 
Britain. All other points to remain in the fame Condi¬ 
tion they were in during the Reign of King Scbaftian. 
That the King of England be Guarantee for thefe Arti¬ 
cles concluded, and Mediator at atl fuch Differences as 
may happen to arife. Upon thefe Conditions the Peace 
was concluded betwixt his Catholick Majcfty, and the 
King of Portugal , through the Interpofition and Media¬ 
tion of the King of Great Britain j this was the end of 
that War, which had now continued a3 Years, and 
thus the-Houfe of Bragan^t was eftablifhed upon the 
Throne of Portugal. 
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TJAving now brought the War to this happy Conclu- 

fion, for the Houfe of Bragan%a y it remains we A word 
fhould ftiew into what Troubles and Confufions they concerning 
brought themfelvcs to the endangering of the new gotten f ^ e M 01pm 
Kingdom, to the ruin of their Head,the then King,to the il) i Sheets.

their monftrous proceedings. It will not fuit with the 
brevity of this Hiilory, to clear all the matters of Idler 
moment, which others have handled at large, and for the 
moft part with more Partiality, then folid Truth. Let it 
fuffice, that nothing (hall be omitted which is worthy of 
Memory, and might leem to influence, or promote 
thofe alterations that happened in the State. The ac¬

Nothing of Favour nor Alfcbhon can draw my 
en to favour either hue, as well in regard I am a 
tranger to both, as for that I can expebt -no Reward 
r Incereft from thofe that are deprdt, but ought rather 
0 miftrutt being crycd down by the prevalent FadHom 
whatever my Fortune is, I will not conceal the Truth, 
uc to avoid all Reflexion, will barely relate the mat¬ 
er ot fact, without difeanting upon it.

ut as he grew up in Strength, lit Remedies being ap-

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Hand. This fatal Palfie, may be faicl to have been the 
very Source of all this unfortunate King’s Calamities, 
for though, as has been faid, there was fcarcc any token 
of it left"in him ; yet his Enemies made their ufe of it, 
to perfwade the ignorant, that it had afFccftcd his Brain, 
and that he was confequently become unfit for Govern¬ 
ment. To gain their {launders the more Reputation, 
they never ceded to accufe him of faile Crimes, and to 
blacken in the moft odious manner, his youthful Ovcr- 
lidits and Extravagancies, which in thcmlelves were no 
- more then what are daily feen in thofe raw Years, where 
Power is joyned to heat of Blood. The Nobility were 
averfe to him, becaufe he was naturally vehement, and 
therefore they feared he would in time crufh their Pride, 
and make them fcnfible of that diftance which ought to 
be betwixt a Monarch and a Subject. His Mother a 
haughty Woman, became implacable, becaufe being al¬ 
ways ufed to rule, (he mult againft her Will refign up 
the Power to him. His Queen it is moft likely, bore 
more Affcdion to his Brother then to him, as is vifible 
by the Privacies that palled betwixt them, front her firft 
coming into the Kingdom. Elis Brother could not 
with hand the Temptation of a Crown, which by ftretch- 
i n a out his Hand might be fecured, and by delaying too 
Ions, might have dipt away for ever, if the King had 
either had Iifuc, or out-lived him. And in fine, the 
giddy multitude were ever lovers of Change, and fo 
artificially prepared by the horrid Reports daily fpread, 
againlt the King, that many of them looked upon him 
no oiherwife, then as a Monftcr, or a Fury, for fo was 
he represented to them , and the cuftom of Portugal 
i ; fuch, as their'Kings are but little (ecn by the Pco-

But generally ipeaking, the King’s greateft delight was 
| in violent Exercifes, and particularly in making parties 
of Boys, and feeing them fight. Among the reft that 
| ufed to divert him, was one Antony Conti de Vintimi - 

f lia, the Son of a Gcnoefe Merchant, but born at Lis - 
on , who being crafty above his Years, by always ap- 
i plauding and furthering the Kings Defigns, fo worked 
j himfelf into his Affeclion, that he took no Delight in 
| any paftitne without him. Conti knew fo well how to 
j improve his Fortune; and the Kings Favour, that at 
| length, he became by his continual attendance upon 
| him, an Eye-fore to the Count de Odcmira , and gene- 
| rally to all the Nobility, who were jealous that a Man of 
| mean extraction fhould have the Ear of their Prince, fear- 
| ing he might in time grow up fo as to cope with their 
; Grandeur. Hereupon the Queen joyned her Authori¬ 
ty to that of the Counr, to forbid the King’s farther en¬ 
tertaining of young Co?/ti. He obeyed for a while, or 
at leaft law him but by Health, till at length impatient 
to be curbed, he flighted their injunctions, and fell again 
to his former familiarities with him. The Queen and 
Count who had no power to conftrain, feeing their ad¬ 
vice rejected, were forced to connive at this return of* 
their Familiarity, hoping that Time, or foir.e Accident 
would change the King’s Inclination. The King being 
of Age to be able to mount a Horle, his Governour in- 
Itrucfted him carefully in that manly Exercife, as belie- 
| ving this might conduce to draw h an from other lefs 
honourable Paftimes, but ic proved not as he expected; 
Tor Alphonfo rook the advantage of the riding place, 

| to admit not only Conti , but alio many others of the 
meaneft fort, whom he delighted to fee wreitie, pitch 
the Bar, and Fight, not fparing at times to mix himieif 
among them. The Count not knowing what other 
courfe to take to break the King of that Company, ad¬ 
ventured one day to caft them all out of the Place in 
the King's fight, reproaching and threatening them all, 
but particularly Conti , to whom he denounced Death, 
if lie were feen again with the King, who though ac 
that time he faid nothing, yet he highly refenced ic, and 
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afterwards was mindful of this BoWnefs of his Cover 
nor The rbfence of Conti Med not long, for the 
King’s Mind being wholly bent upon h 'J’ 
who thousht to make their homines by flatte y repre 
firing this Separation as a Diminution of the Rojal A 
ihori’ V he was foon recall'd.

ife appointed him a lepavate Retinue, ana a 
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apartment if! the Pallace, which, tho’ he was of Age 
fl!e had forbore doing before, lead he Ihculd wreft the 
Government, fhe was fo unwilling to parr with, our of 
her hands. This fuddenchange for fome time withheld 
Alphovfo , always befet with the great men of the King¬ 
dom, from the mean company he before took delight in. 

But Conti fearing lead if he took to a (olid deportment, 
his favour would foon decline, never ceafed till he drew 
him back from thofe grave formalities, to the practice 
of his former violent and extravagant Exercifcs. It is 
worth the obferving, that tho’in Portugal it be one of 
the things the Nobility and Gentry mod value rhem- 
felves upon, to ride at a Bull with a (pear and ftrike him 
therewith, yet, one of the great crimes objected ngainft 
Alphoufa is that as he was riding in the Plain beyond 
Tayis, he ran with his fpear at a Bull, but fo unfor¬ 
tunately, that his Horfe being gored he was cad to 
the ground and taken up for dead. His delighting in 
unruly Horfes, his liking to fierce Dogs and many 
other fuch youthful cxccflcs are urged ’ ngainft him 
and painted out as the blackeft infamies. Yet no- ♦ 

thing has fince been more improved to his difadvantage, 
or then made a- greater noife, than his attacking alone 
three men in a dark Night, whom for a considerable ca '\ 

(pace he fet very hard , till Number prevailing he 4 ‘ 
at length fell, having received at their hands two wounds 
and was faved from farther perill by his fervants com- 
ming in. Thefe very Actions alledged agajnd him, 
prove that he was not fo Lamed with the Pally, as was 
pretended by his adverfaries. And as for the extrava¬ 
gancy of quarrelling in the ftreet, it is a fault fo habi¬ 
tual to Yornh in all parts, that to objedfc it to him, 
as a crime unpardonable, looks as if indeed there were 
none real to accufe him of. But it is mod certain that 
what in the unfortunate is accounted Vice, in the for¬ 
tunate pa Acs for Virtue. However after he was recovered 
of his wounds, the Councel of Stare in the Name of the 
Kingdom made a remonftrance to him, upbraiding him 
with things pad and defiring him for the future to have 
more regard to the fafety of his Perfon. Indeed as it pro- 
veda courfe piece of Court-dip to pray their King to 1 pare 
his Life that he might afterwards End it miferably in 
imprifonment. This remondrance had fuch edeed upon 
the King, that tho’ he did not abandon Vice, yet he 
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chanced thofe his fierce inclinations, for .others more 
foft and fecure, fuch as are the intriegues of Love, fo 
that now his whole delight was in Feafting and Women. 

He walked the ftreets of Lisbon at Night wich a 1 ram 
of bravoes, ranging to lewd houfes,and fometimes thofe 
that accompanied him committed outrages upon mch as 
they met: Neither was this ali,for at length even by day 
he would flip out or fuffer women to be broiight to him 
to the Court. To divert him from thefe fcandalous cour- 
fes his Mother with fome of the Nobility, contrived to 
All his mind with bufinefs, giving him fome part in the 
adminiil ration of publick Affairs, yet fo as that the fu- 
pream Authority might ftill remain in her ha^s. Thus 
Alphcnfo was brought to give audience with his Mother, 
and to aflift in Council, and was not at ail averfe to it, 
fo that tho’ he did not quite forfake his vices, yet he had 
not fo much leifure to indulge them. Conti was not at 
all difpleafed at thefe proceedings, hoping this would 
be the moans for advancing his Fortune, and thereiore 
loft no time or opportunity, but plyed the King with 
immoderate fui r s for himfelf and hts companions, lne 
fir ft thing the King asked for him of his Mother, was 
that he might be admitted into the orefer of Knighthood 
called of Chrifl, which as (he durft not abfolutely refuie 
for fear of provoking her Son,, fo (he delayed granting 
jr ftill putting him oft from time to time with leverai 
excufes. Conti perceiving her fubtilty,failed not to preis 
the King, urging how unworthy his grandeur it was to 
be refilled that which was in his power to take, and by 
thefe and other infinuations fo tiered his mind, that at 
length he forced the Queen to condelccnci to all that 
was asked for him. Being thus railed from the degree o 
a Merchanr to that of a Miniiler of State, not only the 
meaner fort made application to him in their Suits, but 
even the Nobility had recourie to him in matters of mo 
ment leaft his intereft fliouid thwart their defigns, nay 
even the Qu'een herfelf, tho* contrary to her haughty in¬ 
clination, refufed not to truckle to his greatnefs, fearing 
(he could not maintain her Authority by oppolmg hmu 
But he knowing all this Court (hip was Feigned, uled Art 
acainft Art. fliewing a good countenance to all yet at 
the fame time arming himfelf againft all Emergencies. 
To this purpole he began to make a party in the Court, 
introducing inftead of the experienced Nobility, ^Uhe 
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youth into places of honour, and preferring lome of mean 
Lrentage- till the Queen, fearing leaft the mcreafe of 
his party fhould prove her downfal, began openly to op- 
nofe him. Thus the Court was divided into fad.ons, 

Krne Tiding with the King, others with the Queen, and 
others adhering to Neither- Conti ceafcd 1 not to blow the 
Coles but his cheit aim was to perfwade the King to 
take upon himfelf the Government, urging, as the truth 
was Denis, Alpbonfo the 5th and Scbaftiitn Kings of or- 
mal took upon them the adminiftrarion being yet youn¬ 
ger than he That which moft moved the King, was 
t ha t his Mother falling fick at this time, the whole Com 
was made to him, which gave him to underftand what 
1 diminution it was to his Iplendcr, and therefore he be¬ 
gan to be inflamed with a defire of ablolute command. 

The Queen rccovcringand renlunnng the care of the go- 
vernmem, found the King more intra&able than he h..d 
been before, as being wholly bent upon wreftmg tK 
power from her by force, if the fhould refute to re -g 
This was a deadly ftroke to her ambitious Spine, w hicti 
abhorred the thought of falling from that height w ci - 
inlhc had upheld herfelf for lb many \ cars; nor could 
(he be without fome cat* for the Kingdom, u it were 
wholly left at the difpofal of a wilful and unexperienced 
Youth, befet with a croud of dangerous and unskilful 
favourites and Councellors. Being peiplexed and 
mented with thefe thoughts, fhe reiolved to fet up her 
Younger Son Peter againft the King, that lo he in1 hopes fhe ^ 
of attaining the Crown through her means might be fets up the 
wholly at her devotion, and at the feme time Alpbonfo 1<an „ a 
fearing to loft his right might be kept m awe. 1 tere-gamfi the 
fore to prepare the Inf.mte who of himlell was willing 
enough lhe perfwaded him he ought to be declue. 

Prince’and Heir to the Crown, alledging that fus Bo¬ 
ther was impotent, and coniequcntly the Kingdom muft 
devolve to him. For the Executing of this de.ign, flic 
tampered with all the Nobility and Mag, Urates, inten¬ 
ding to call the Cartel or Parliament to confirm her 

refokinon, but findingit a matter of greater difficulty tlta 

fhe had expected, moft men abhorring to fct up two 
Brothers, as it were two Kings, to rend the_K g 
and deftroy themfelves, and thinking it a tafhn 
condemn Alpbonfo as impotent before any proof wei 
made of hAbdity, fhe defilted from the method, but

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not from the defign. Her nexr practice then was to fet 
out the Infante in the moft fplendid apparel, to^aufe him 
to fliow himfelf often to the People, to give hitn a Family 
compofed of all fuch as were dilaffe&ed to his Brother, 
and to put him into a houfe the bcft in Lisbon built by 
C hr ift other de Moura Marquefs of Caftclrodri^o. Having 
thus let up the Infante in oppoficion to his Brother, ana 
fecured him to herfelf, her next artifice was to counterfeit

a delire of quitting the regency and retiring into a A 4 *. 
naftery of Nuns. For this purpofe fiie drew up a fubtie 
writing intimating her pretended cl dire, and yet fo wor¬ 
ded it that the great gicnand principal Aliniftcrs to whom 
file fent it for their advice, loon faw into the depth of ir, 
which was that Hie ddlred to be, as it were, conftrained 
to continue the Regency, yet fo as fhe mu it be drawn 
to condefccnd by the removal of Antony Conti and the 
reft of his party from about the King. Thofe to whom 
the writing had been communicated being all her crea¬ 
tures, and fearing lealt if the were Inhered to abandon 
rhe government, they fnould by the King be deprived of 
the preferments they enjoyned, refolved not to forfake 
her halt they fliould be involved in her fall. Therefore 
by writing they gave her t% underftand, that tho' Hie 
were refolved to lay down the adminiltration of the 
Kingdom, it was not yet time to do it, till (he had re¬ 
moved from the Perfon of the King, thofe that feduced 
and led him into ill courfes. Nothing could bejnore 
pleating to the Queen than thisanfwer io pat to her pur- 
poie, J'ince they had fulfilled all her wilhes without ob¬ 
liging her to exprefs them. However that all might 
teem to be carried by rhe advice of the Council, know¬ 
ing they were all refolved to perform her will, fhe 
vvould have notlyng done but what fhouid be there dif- 
cufied and given under their hands. The Councel met 


accordingly, and, tho’ fome of the graved: among them 
op poled the dc/ign, as too vifible an affront to the King, 
Tut fad ton y Cr It W as carried, that Conti and his adherents fhould be 
Conti fazed, and fert into banilhment contrary to the will of 
f* r ‘^ c King, for this Council fat<iioc to ferve him, but his 

^ ^ 0 £ ber. , In purfuance to this refolution, the Queen ha- 
tppartwsra v ’i n £ ' ccure ^ King in her Lodgings upon pretence of 
xnxih'J * bufiiicls, the Duke ofCadaval with his Party Entred the 
h-m to Sra- King’s apartment, where Conti then was. He feeing 
ziL s. Throng and fufpeding fome danger locked himfelf in, 

but 
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but the Duke without refpedt to the Sacrednefs of the 
place, or to the Remonftrances of the Count de CafteUo- 
\nelhor who would have diverted hitn from, that Action, 
offered to break open the door, whereupon Conti feeing 
no hopes of efcaping, and the Count not able to relieve 
him or acquaint the King, delivered himfelf up to the 
Duke upon promife of Life. At the fame time fome 
fome others of Otfi’spartizans were fecured partly in the 
pallace and partly in the Town, all which were imme¬ 
diately put aboard a Ship that lay ready to Sail in the 
River and fent away to Brazil. The Queen being in¬ 
formed that all fhe had commanded was put in Executi¬ 
on, led the King forth into the great Hall, whither fhe 
had affembled all the Nobility, Minifters of State, and 
Magiftrates of the City, the better to appeafe, and ter¬ 
rify the King. Here a Remonftrance was made to him 
in .the Name of the Kingdom, full of grievous com¬ 
plaints againft- his Conduct, and again!! his Favourites, 
whom to prevent any farther ill confequences they de¬ 
clared they had been obliged to fend into banifhment. 
This done having kifTed his hand they departed. It 
was no fmall furprize to the King to be brought lo un¬ 
expectedly into that aflembly, and therefore not rightly 
conceiving the drift of what had been faid, he began to 
ask the meaning of it. Garcia de Melo told him that to 
fatisfy the complaints of his People, they had fent Conn 
and his adherents into banifhment. He fcarce believing 
they durft oiier him fuch an indignity, began louoly and 
in a race to call upon Conti, and running to feek for him 
three tried to follow him, wherefoever they had lent him. 
Mclo told him his lcarch would be in vain for that lie 
was now under Sail for Brazil, that as the cale flood 
he mud have either parted with Conn or his Crown 
At this anfwcr he feemed lomewhat to compole himleli. 
Then calling for Emanuel Antunes, who only had clea¬ 
red of all his former Favourites, helhur himlelf up with 
him and the Count of Cajlellomelkor. Thefe two gave 
him a full Relation of what had pafled, and here were 
laved the firft Foundations of the Count* cnfiling great- 
nefs. After this meeting, the King appeared unconcer- 
ned at what had hapned, and rid according to cuftom 
that Afternoon, but he had learned fo Counterfeit, and 
had other thotights within his breaft than what appeared 
by his coumneance* 
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Count Ca- This mighty adt of policy which the Queen had com 
rtelmelhordrived to perpetuate her Regency, was the very caufe of 
fucceeds in herfpeedy falling from it. Count Caflelmelhor , a Man 
the Kings a bo Ve exception for his«Birth and Parts, had now 
Favour. fucceeded in the Kings Favour, in the place of Con- 
and omitted not to encourage him in the refolu- 
tion of taking upon him the Government. Befides 
a young Lady belonging to the Queen, for whom 
the King had a more then ordinary Affedfcion, made him 
the more earned, difcovering to him all his Mothers 
private Difcourfes. For the better carrying on his 
Defign, the King ordered the Count, whofe waiting 
Week was expired to Wait on another, leaft one 
might fucceed him, whom he could not fo well confide 
in. This done, he retired according to cuftom to 
Alcantara , a Houfe near Lisbon y carrying with him his 
Brother and a great Train. That fame day he returned to 
Lisborty and vifited his Mother, difcourfing fo lovingly 
with her, that all rcfentment feemed to be paired, but 
on a fudden, without acquainting her, he went back to 
Alcantaray accompanyed only by the Count de Caftel ■ 
melhory and the Count de Antouguia . From thence 

he difperfed Letters into all parts of the Kingdom, tc 
the Officers of the Army, and Governors of Towns, ac¬ 
quainting them, that being now at Age, he had taken 
The King upon him the Government. Then ‘ he ordered all the 
rejolves to Mobility and Minifters of State that were at Lisbon , to 
the repair to him to Alcantara . The Queen aftonifhed at 
Govern- this News, and fearing to be enft down fcom her Regen- 
ment upon cy, affemblcs the Council of State, where it was refol- 
him. ved that Emanuel Pacheco , fhould be placed upon the 
Road to flop all thofe that fhould offer to repair to the 
King; that the Queen fhould write a Letter to him in 
foft Terms, defiring him either to delay fome time his 
taking the Government upon him, or at leaft to admit 
her to bear a great part with him, and that in cafe per- 
• fwafions failed, fhe fhould then ufe Force to conftrain 
him. Accordingly Pacheco turned back thole that were 
going to Alcantara ; the Guards, and all the Queens Ad¬ 
herents, were ordered to be ready in Arms to fupport her, 
and a Letter was fent to the King from her, full of allu¬ 
ring and foft, but ail deceitful Expreffions. But before 
the fending of the Letter, the People of Lisbon percei¬ 
ving that the Court armed againlt th£ King, began to 
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run into tumult for his Defence, fearing leaft any vi<£ 
lence might be offered him. This zeal of the Multitude 
v/as what humbled the Queen, and therefore feeing no 
hope left of prevailing by open force, fhe had recourfe to 
Artifice and Entreaty, and therefore, as has been faid, 
fent a fubmifiive Letter by the Bifhop of Targa. In this 
Letter among other things, the Queen urged to bave 
the Cortes or Parliament call’d, that fhe might there re- 
fign the Government, but the King and the Count per¬ 
ceiving this was only a contrivance to gain time, an an- 
fwer was fent her by the fame Bifhop. The purport of 
this Anfwer was, that the King confidering the great 
Burthen of care that attended the Government, was wil¬ 
ling to eafe his Mother, who had long laboured under 
it, of that Toil, and to take it upon himfelf. She now 
plainly perceiving that there was no longer hope, either 
by Force or Art, of retaining the Government, refolved 
at length to quit it, leaft it fhould be violently taken 
from her. However, fhe wifhed it might be done in the 
Pallace, that the World might believe it had been free¬ 
ly refigned, and not to be forcibly extorted from her. 

Thofe who were acquainted with her Subtilties, advi- 
fed the King not to truft himfelf co her Power, which 
made him delay fome time at Alcantara. However, at 
length finding himfelf -fecured on all (ides, and the 
Queens Intereft declining, fincc the People of Lisbon 
had declared for him; he repaired to the Pallace, where 
in the prefence of the Nobility, Minifters of State, and 
Magillrates of the City, the Queen delivered up the she U at 
Seals into his Hands, which is the ufual Ceremony in length for - 
Pcrtugaly when a King takes upon him the Government, ced to re- 
This Ceremony was perform'd on the 23d. of Jane, fign* 

1662, the King then wanting but one Month of 19 
Years of Age, whereas according to the antient cuftom ot 
Portugal, their Kings were always reputed of Age at 14, 
and accordingly at thofeYears,the Regency ought to ceafe. 

The Queen Mother thus difeharged of the care of Go- ^ P T y 
vernment, began again to talk of retiring, but that after . 

fuch a manner, that no Body believ d fhe truly meant it. « * 

For firft fhe talked of building a new Monaftery, but c ‘ min 
could never find out a convenient Place, then of erectipg ^ 0 p es t0 
an Apartment for her felf, near fome of the °|d ones, wre fl ifa 
but none would admit her.

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in the Pallace, till fome new emergency might again 
call her to the Government. But now all the Court 
was made to the King, all the Nobility attended him, 
and there wanted hot crouds of Flatteers and Syco¬ 
phants to fawn on him. His principal Minifters and 
favourites were the Counts of C aftclmeIhor y an& AtottguU y 
and Sebaftian C<efar de Menefcs. Thefe managed all 
principal matters of State, and on their Counfel he chiefly 
relyed. His Enemies however never ceafed to Hander 
him, fpreading it abroad, that being wholly void of 
Senfe, he only fpoke fuch Words as they put into his 
Mouth. Count Caftelmelhor endeavouring ro eftablifli 
himfelf abfolutely in the King's Favour, eafed him asmuch 
as was poflible of the puhlick cares, indulging his Incli¬ 
nation to Horfes, Arms, and even to Women, but with¬ 
out any publick Scandal. At this time the Count deli¬ 
vered out of Prifon, Henry Enrique^ de Miranda , who 
had been confined by the Queen, and he being now 
brought to Court, became one of the King’s greareft Fa¬ 
vourites, and yet though he was railed to this Degree, 
there never happened the leaf! Diforder betwixt the 
Count of Caftelmelhor and him. Much otherwife was 
it with the Count of Atouguia, Cafar de Mcncfes y and 
Count Caftelmelhor , but tiie latter not thinking himfelf 
yet thoroughly eftablilhed, would not attempt fo foon 
to call them down. At length having wholly* gained 
the afceudant over the King, and having all things as 
prime Minifter at his difpofal, he lodged himfelf in the 
Apartment that had belonged to Prince T heodcftus the 
King’s eld eft Brother. He only wanted now fome charge 
than might always keep him about the King’s Perlon, 
and there being none at that time vac he thought of 
one that of late had'been fuppreffed, or incorporated in¬ 
to that of the Secretary of State ; in Portuguese it is cal¬ 
led Efcrivao da Puridade , that is the private Secretary , 
This employment he begged of the King, who readily 
granted it, and though the Secretary of State infolently 
enough difputed it, caufed him immediately to fettle 
him in the pollen ion thereof. By this charge he aifo ob¬ 
tained the right to a Scat in the Counfel of State. Be¬ 
ing thus railed rothe higheft pitch of Favour,he began to 
bdtow preferments without meafure upon alibis Friends 
and Adherents, and at the fame time omitted not to crulh 
and terrifie his Enemies, that the power of .the one par¬ 
ty* 
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ty, and the dread of the other might be a fure ftay to Thfejbat 
preatnefs. In the next place, he adviled tne King jj 
to lew fome refentment for the Affronts done to his Per- 
fen during the Queen’s Regency ; as particularly in fCoa . 
l ’forcing away of Conti out of his Apartment, an o . 
her the like Infolencies, which if not punKlied might 
faw him into contempt. In purfuance of this Advice 
the Duke of CaJaval,Garcia, and Emanuel de Melo, the 
Counts of Soar, , Pombeir., Peter Vieira, Secretary of 
State who had often audacioufly reprov d the King, 
and fome others, all guilty enough, were fene into Ba-

And now the Queen feeing her felf excluded from all ^ m 
publick Affairs, began again to chenlh the Infante, and Cgi j u!rat i.

Sand unfit for Rule. Count Caftelmelhor who was 
not ignorant of all their Machinations contrived all 
wavs he could to feparate them, but all in vain. For 
the Infante building upon the «wiM ofta ®' oth ^ : ^ 
capacity, had more mind to be himfelf a King, then to 
So a King. Therefore he carryed himfelf with 
profound Diflimulation, ftudying all ways to' ?J ude ^ 

Ls of the Favourite. But the Count: leeing he could 
nnr otherwife prevail upon him to defift from his Ca 
bals perfwadecl the King to change all his^Servants, 
nutting in their places fuch as he could confide >n,that 
“he (hould have the lefs opportunity of carry ing on hts 
Defigns. The next thing was to perfwade the Quern 
at length to retire from Court, as (he had fo often pre¬ 
tended to d dire, though by her proceedings it plainly 
appeared nothing was more diftaftful to her than the 
thouchts of a private Life. Yec feeing the King fo in¬ 
clinable to have her retire, (he again has recourfe to her 
Diffimulation, and lends to ask leave to withdraw to 
fome private Houle, becaufe: the Apartment the bad^be- 

gun to build was not yet finilhed. e ? . p 

was that it became nor her Granedur to quit the ra 
lace for a private Houfe, but that if (he were fo defirous 
of a retreat, Ihe might caufe more Duigcnce to be ufed 
in fining her SttttW, which till cher, had gone on 
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very flowly. Soon after,' Alfonfo being informed t 
his Mother never ceafed to ufe all Arts to advance his 
Brother Peter to the Throne, being terrifyed with the 
danger of his Crown, which yet at laft, by thefe fame 
Practices, was ravifhed from him ; he lent an abfolure 
Order for her to depart from the Palace. This pofTtlve 
command preffing, and fearing to be forced away, (he at 
length refolved to deparr, and accordingly on the 17th. 
of March , 1663, withdrew to the new Apartment (he had 
built at a fmall diftance from Lisbon, being attended 
7he Queen Either by the King, the Infante, and all the Nobility. 
at laft for- The Queen Mother being thus removed, the Infante 
ced to re - feemed now wholly devoted to pleafe the King, except in 
tire, one only thing .which he knew to be offenfive to him, and 

that was in frequently vifiting his Mother, and enter¬ 
taining private Difcourfes with her. Nor was (he wan* 
ting often in publick to warn him of the danger of this 
his ailiduoufnefs towards her, whether (he really meant 
it as dangerous to him, or rather did it artificially to 
make the King the more odious, and procure themfelves 
the greater Commiferation. Thus with great difficulty, 
Queen Luifa was at the laft not only put out of the Re¬ 
gency, but even out of the Palace. 

Alfhonfo , to whom the nearnefs of his Mother had 
The King b een a curb, being now delivered from, that reftraint, 
grows more ran more licentioufly into all the Vices of Youth. Count 
looje in bis Cafielmelhor fearing a diforderly Life mighr haften his 
Life. fall, in whole Ruine he muff himfelf be involved, ftu- 
dyed feveral means to reclaim him, or at lealt to conceal 
his Extravagancies, but it is a work of great difficulty 
to correct the vicious Inclinations of Youth, efpecially 
when fupported by the luftre of a Crown. In fhort, his 
Vices were too vifible to be excufed, but to lay to his 
Charge all the Villanies his Adversaries have afperfcd 
him withal, were too much to wrong his Memory ; for 
it is certain, that no infofence was committed during 
his Reign, which the mrdice of bis Enemies has not re¬ 
proached him withal. However, fo certainly it was, 
that the King-indulging his Appetites and Vicious defires, 
the whole burthen of the Government was in a manner 
devolved upon the three Favourites, f hat is, the Counts 
of Cajlehnsibor, and Antowpuia, and Sebaftian Catfar ds 
Menefcs . Cajtchnclhor had long meditated to over¬ 
throw the other two, but as long as the Queen conti¬ 
nued

nued at Court durft Jaot attempt it, leaft they 
ha vine loft the King mould become an acceffion to 
and itrengthen her pJty. Now (he being removed, 
there remained no o/her obftade to the fulfilling 
his defire, and therefore by often buzzing- falfe infor¬ 
mations into the Kings Ears, he firft caufed the Count 
de Atouguia ro be expelled the Court and loon after 
to be banilhed the City. None remained now to 
cope with him but Mencfcs, who to fupport himfelf per- 
fwaded the King to recal \ t Anton, Conti from **£/,«Sm 
hoping that he being returned ami reftored to his for- 
mer Favour, would not in gratitude omit to ftand by the 
man that had been the caufe of bringing him back froni 
banifhmcnt. The Count could not be long ignorant of 
this pra&ice, and therefore immediately fo worked the 
King, that Mcnefes was banilhed before Antony Conti 
could* arrive to fupport him. Soon after Conti arrives 
from Brazil, the Ship that brought him being received 
into the port of Lisbon with found of Trumpets, firing 
of Cannon, and all other demonftrations of joy, astf it 
had been the reception of fome Sovereign Prince. Yet 
all this was but a glimmering of hapoinefs to Conti , for 
Count Cafielmelhor having perfwaded the King, that as 
it was a Vindication of his Royal Authority to recal 
him from banifiunent, whither he had been fent in con¬ 
tempt of Majefty, fo to entertain him at Court would 
only ferve to provoke the Nobility, to whom the very bant* 
name of Conti was odious, for thefe reafons without fuf- (kedtbe 
feting him to Land at Lisbon , he was fent away into the Court* 
Country with exprefs Command, not to prefume to 
come near the^ Court. Neverthelefs to the End it might 
be thought this exile was not the effedl of his jealoufie, 
but rather of his care both for the fafety of the King and 
! Conti , he omitted not to carefs him at that diftance, fen¬ 
ding him frequent prefents, and a confiderable employ¬ 
ment at Court falling, he caufed it to be conferred upon 
him tho’ abfent, and beftowed a Rich Benefice upon 
John Conti Brother to Antony, who was in orders. Conti 
was not fo dull,but he could Eafiiy fee through thefe Ar- 
j tifices. Therefore he ufed all his endeavours to obtain 
\ an interview with the King, not doubting but if he once £ ont j 
j faw him, he fhould be reftored to his former favour. vate [y 
Such induftry was uled to compafs his delign, that at the 
length he had a private meeting with Alfhonfo at Aletwta- 
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ra the Count being then abfent. At this, conference thd 
King’s' former affedtion was fo revived, that he of- 
fered ro carry him immediately to Court. But Conti 
fearing his fudden and unexpected return might prove 
dangerous, defired it might be put off for the prefent, 
only praying the King, that he would read from ba- 
nKliment thofe Noblemen who had been exiled for ad¬ 
hering to his Mother. This intervew, and the propofal 
made by Conti being made known to the Count by one 
that had overheard their dffcourfe, he foon difcovered 
the defign was to make a party to ruin him. Tothe End 
then to prevent his Enemy and turn that deftrucrion up¬ 
on himlelf, he employed feveral Spies to obferve all hn 
words and A&ions, not fparing any expcnce for intelli¬ 
gence. By thefe means at length he difcovered that Otfi 
had confpired with the Noblemen to reftore the Queen 
to the regency, leaving the King nothing but the enjpty 
name and Title without any power or Authority. Ha¬ 
ving got knowledge of this Treafonable pra&ice, and 
found witnefles to prove it, he inftantly acquaints the 
King, who appointed judges to examine the matter. 
Upon a full hearing and fufficienc proof feveral of the ] 
confpirators were convi&ed, and yet ftho by his Ene¬ 
mies the King had always been accufed of exceflive 
cruelty) not one of the Criminals fuffered death, onLy 
D. Theodojius de Melo Brother to the Duke deCadav4 
wasbaniftied Five Leagues from Lisbon , Scbaftian Cejar 
dc Menefes into Algarve , and Antony de Conti to OPotro. 
The General depofitions involved the Queen Mother 
in the common guilt, whereupon a Secretary wasTent 
to examine her, but (he refufing to anfwer, the King 
let that fall. Count Caflclmelhor putted up with this lug- 
cefs, removed from the apartment he was in before to 
another nearer the King, where it being obferved by 
fuch as envied him, that more Court was-made to him 
than to the-King himfelf, his name was thereby rend red | 
the more odious, and he being now arrived to the .high- 
eft pitch of his greatnefs, and capable of no mcreale, be¬ 
gan foon after to decline. c 

Simon Vafconcellos Brother to Count Caficuncswr, after 
ferving in die Army feveral Years with great Repu¬ 
tation, coming now to Court, lo garnet, the afeendan 
over the Infante, that it was obferved as very remarkable 

to fee the two Royal Brothers fo vattly dinenng othei- 

wne 
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wife in inclinations, yet fo addicted to thefe two Bro¬ 
thers that they feemed not to move without them. 

Soon after the falling fick, VafconceUos attended him 

with fuch dilhgence, that he not only confirmed htmielf in 
his favour, but incurred the ill will of all his ocher prin¬ 
cipal Servants, who upon this difguft quitted the /«- 
fantc S) Service, bur very few days pafl before they were 
all recalled by the King except only the Count de En- 
ceira. All things being thus reftored the King preferred 
VafconceUos not only to be Gentleman of the Bed-Cham¬ 
ber to his Brother, but alfo conftituted him Superinten- 
dant of his Houfe. This his preferment again dil- 
pleafing the Family they all quitted their Employ¬ 
ments, and it being too great a condefcenuon to recal 
them again, others were put into their places, for the 
moft part creatures of Count Caftelmclhor , and therefore 
not acceptable to the Infant e*, He thereupon thinking 
himfelf befet with fo many Spies, refolved to alter his 
courfe of Life, fo as he might become lefs lufpitious to 
his Brother and at the fame time more popular. No- Ihe Infante 
thing could be more fit for thefe defigns than Religion, counterfeits 
to that therefore he feemed wholly addi&cd being fe- a * 
dulous at Prayers, viiiting Churches, reading pious 
Books, converting with Religious Perfons, and employ¬ 
ing the relt of his time in other Studies. Being thus 
taken up hefeldom vificed the King, as if he had been 
wholly bent upon Heavenly Afiairs. Some thought 
his change of Life to proceed from a Dilafter which hap- 
ned, and was chat Awouftm Jo C cut a fell luddenly dead 
at his and the King’s Yeet; but thofe who pretended to 
fee farther thought it only a politick device to gain ap- 
claufe, and get the Grown irom his brother. W hillt 
thefe things were in agitation, on the 17th. of March, A match 
1665, arrived at Lisbon the Majquefs de S.mde from 
France, where he had concluded a Match for the King t 
with the Princels of Nemours, and by the Infante s order 
had made overtures on his behalf to the Duke of Bouil - 
Inns daughter, which alfo had taken etfed, io far as they 
were agreed in words, tho’ the Articles were not fagned. 

This Marrigewas propofed in order to fecure the luccel- 
lion of the Crown, in cafe the King as had been given 
out (hould be incapable of getting Children. But now 
] the Infante having changed his mind, upon what account 
j is uncertain, could by no perfwafions be ptev ailed upon 
j N n t0 
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to confent to this marriage, although the King himfelf 
prelTcd ir very home. This match being thus broke off, 
the Marquefs de Sande having in order to conclude for 
the King firft enquired whether the report that went of 
the King’s impotency were true, was allured by the 
Count Caflelrnelhor , that the King had already feveral 
illegitimate Children, which was a fufficicnc evidence 
againft that imputation. All things being then difpoled 
for the comming of the Royal-Bride.the Marquefs retur¬ 
ned to France, to Condud her to Lisbon. 

T7r„ OuPPn On the 25th of February, 1666 , the Queen Mother 

ZlMd es falling Tick and perceiving her End to approach, fern to 
* both "her Sons who according to cuftom were then at 
their diverfion of Hunting at Salvaterra , to come and 
take their iaft Farewel of her. They came not till the 
3d day after when having kilfed tier hand and received 
her blfefling they departed, and within an Hour after 
fhe expired, making a very Pious and Religious End. 
She was a woman of a wonderful refolution, a great 
Soul, and lingular wifdom which appear’d in the ad- 
miniftration of the government both in Peace and War. 
Ic was Ihe that pulhed her husband to take the Crown, 
(lie helped to keep ir on his head, and (lie by her indu- 
Itry and care fecured it to his pofterity. Her skill in 
matters of government was above the capacity of a wo¬ 
man, and Hie was fo fcnfible of the danger of difeord 
betwixt brothers, that (he obftrudfed Edward brother to 
her husband King John , from making his efcape when 
he was confined by the Emperor, leaft returning home 
he fhould not brook the greatnefs;of the King his Brorher. 
But what appeared moft rdre in her was that being a 
Spaniard , a name odious to th fPortuguefes, yet flic knew 
fo to carry herfelf that Ihe gained the Love and elteem 
of the whole Country. Yet all thefc good Qualities 
were fomewhat fullied by her unbounded ambition, 
and infatiable defire of rule, which were the caufe flie 
would never quit the government, or Court, till forced 
from them both, and that flic increaled the hatred be¬ 
twixt her two Sons by letting up the younger in oppofi- 
tion to the Elder. In line, to give her her due, her Ver¬ 
mes far furpaffed her vices, and it may fjuftlv be laid 
of her that fhe was the glory ofher Family, the deli¬ 
verer of Portugal, and the honour of Spin,

The Queen Mother being dead,theKing believed him¬ 
felf more fafe, and on the contrary th c Infante deprived 
of her fupport, thought himfelf more expo fed. Count 
Caflelrnelhor who till then had Rood in fome awe of him 
becaufe of her power, adted now with more freedom 
Thus the Uf.mte trowing more difeontented, the King The Infan- 
ar the fame time grew the more jealous of his refervod- t e grows 
nefs, and confequently avetic to all thofe he law him fa- de¬ 
vour, or cheritii. Upon thefc dikontems feme of his 
Servants fearing to offend quitted him, and others were ' < 

removed from him,fo that his retinue was much below the? 
dignity of the Brother ofaKing.Some days he bore with 
this hardlhip. till the News of the New Queens being 
fee forward, obliged him to prefs the King, that he might 
appear like himfelf at her reception. The King orde¬ 
red him to give the Names of iuch as he defired mould 
attend him, but not approving ol thofe he made choice 
off, nothing was concluded upon, tho many debates 
pafled betwixt them on that account. At length on the 
id. of Autuk 1666, ihe Fleet which brought the Queen 
entred the River of Lisbon , the News whereof being 
brought to the King, he is reported to have receive 
without the leaft detnonftration of joy, or i a ti static ion, 
which was then looked upon as an ill omen of the lu 
cure fuccefs of that Marriage. The Marquefs de Rirngny 
who Commanded the French Fleet having fenc to the In¬ 
fante to beg leave to pay his refpe&sto him, he layed 
hold of this opportunity, to put the King in mind how 
diflionourable it was to them both, than the Admiral 
fhould find him fo ill attended. What could be done in 
fo fudden an Emergency was,that the King fenthis own 
Servants to attend bis Brorher during that Ceremiony. 

This was no way plealing to the Infante, who being 
highly incenfed again If Count Caflelrnelhor , as the only . 

man that had obftruded his having thole Sevang he V lnfanU 
defired, forbore nor openly to revue and threaten.nun «W* ^ 
with the fevereft puniihment when occahon lhould °H aftelmel . 
fer, which Vafconcellos the Counts Brother, who was ^ 
prelent refenting,went away and quitted his Service. 
now there remained with him but two Servants of any 
Note or Quality, whereupon he Sent a mellage to the 
King, to defire he would give him leave to retire 
from Court, fince he would not allow him to live in that 
Splendor that was due to him. Nothing could have 
r N n a naoro 
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move incenled the mind of the King than this medage 
did; infomuch that tho' Count Cafielmelhor, fearing 
leaft the difeord betwixt the two brothers fhould run 
too high, ufed all his intere-, to obtain of the King 
for the Infante thole- Servants h; delired, he could never 
prevail. Therefore the b-finte perce ving tiie King s ob- 
ftinacy was not to be overcome, lince it had not yielded 
to the intrcatics and power of the Count, when he had 
amidft the reft of the crowd, hid his want of attendance 
at the Queens folemn entry into Listen, he withdrew 
himfelf to Quefai a League and a half from the City, ac¬ 
companied only by Roderick de Mencfes. Fame having 
immediately l'pread abroad, not only through the City 
but through the'whole Kingdom, the News of his re¬ 
treat: the univcrlal report was that all things were prepa¬ 
ring for a Civil War. At Lisbon Peter's party was already 
more r umerous than Aiphovfo s, the vertues of the or- 
mer were every where extolled, and the vices of the 
latter no lefs exaggerated; but above all the affection 
of the one, and the averlion of the other to Count Ca- 
flelmelhor weighed more than all other things, with the 
People who bore him an implacable hatred. Many of 
the Nobility interpoled to pacify the brothers, but all their 
endeavours proved in vain, for neither of them would 
abate any tiling of his demands. When all other means 
failed, the Queen who then was indilpofed fent tor the 
Strange infante, who being come to her, they received one ano- 
f!nw of. if- t j icr w ;,h f uc h aft'edtion, as teemed to be a fufficient ear- 
je than be- ng ^ 0 f t ( ie Love that was growing becwixt them. Here 
smxtwe . Queen prevailed that he thould not depart rhe Court, 
and lhould wholly leave chat affair to her management, 

’ which he could not refute her, being as was believed 
already fomewhat fired with that Sight of her. At 
length the difference betwixt the Brothers vvas reconci¬ 
led, the Prince chofe other Servants and the King al¬ 
lowed of them. Yet tho' they feemed to have layd 
alide all animoiities, the grudges betwixt them were ot 
a higher nature than to be fo ealiiy forgot. But Peter was 
hit-ported with a deep dilSmutation, Alpbonjo had little 
of'that Art, and for the rnoft part thrcatntd much more 
than he would perform, which was the caule that he 
was often heard to let flip very harlh exprclfions againft 
his Brother, hie having long meditated how to rid him- 
felf of thelc difpieafures, at lail fixed upon a Method, 

which 
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which was to beg of the King the Poft of Conftable oF 
Portugal, which is the fame as GentraliJJimo. The more 
he infilled in demanding, the more pofitive the King was 
in refilling, as being not ignorant of the danger of 
fuch a Grant. Count Cajlehncihcr was aftonitfied at this 
Requeft, and fpared not to tell the King, that it was 
not the General s Staff, but the Crown that he afpired 
to, and that it were well to crufli his nfpirmg Spirit. 

Nor fo fatisfyed, he uled all his Endeavours to find 
out, who had adviled hitn to demand that Poft. At 
length it appeared to him, that Counlcl could proceed 
from none out the Counts o ilorres and St. John , who 
had been excellent Commanders in the Portuguefe Ar¬ 
my. Them therefore he inftnntly removed from him, 
fending them away to rheir Charges on the Frontiers. 
Nevertbelefs, though the abetters were removed, the 
caufes of diffention (till remaining, the differences betwixt 
the two Brothers, grew daily higher and higher, and at t 
Ja!t the Queen who ought to have laboured to compofe 
diem, became her (elf a Party, leaving the Intereft of 
Jicr Husband no adhere to that of his Brother. Beiidcs 
her proper Inclination.to the Infante, two tilings perhaps 
might conduce to move the Queen to this unjuft pro¬ 
ceeding, rhe one that the King was already grown wea- M:tiw of 
ry of her, and rhe other (from which perhaps his Aver- tt)e 
fion proceeded) that he was jealous of her too great *f’ er J' on 0 
Propenfion to his Brother. Count Cafielmelhor contri- lf ' L a 
ving how to diflblve this knot of AfFedlion that was be¬ 
twixt the Queen and the Infante , thought nothing io 
effectual as marrying of him, which without delaying, 
hepropofed to the King, who approving of the Advice 
commanded his Brother to make choice of a Wife. He 
having defired fome time to confider of a matter of that 
Importance, returned his Anlwer in Writing, fcgnifying 
in lubltance, that he was ready to comply with the 
Kang, only praying that a Servant of his might be cm- 
plpyed to go to the Courts of Europe to find out a l ady 
fit for him to match with. Neither the King nor the 
Count faw into the delign of this deceitful Anfwcr, 
which was contrived only to protra<ft time, and there¬ 
fore they approved of ir, and admitted of John de I^oxasy 
whom he had named to go upon that EmbafTy.

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1667. About the beginning of the Year 1667, the King 
lbe £>*?en went to Salvaterra , according to cuftom, with ail the 
and Id fan- Court. There the Cabals were continued betwixt the 
te’s Party Q ue en and the Infante, and now the party they had 
increafes. gained^ was more numerous then that which adhered to 
the King. But fome time after, an Accident that hap¬ 
pened was improved to heighten ‘heir Animofities. 
A French Man belonging to the Queen, was murthered 
upon the Road in Aientejo by a Carryer, who fled and 
took Sanduary, but being forced from thence, was car- 
ryed Prifoner to Coimbra , and thence conduded to Lif- 
hon. There he was tryed before all the Tribunals, till 
he came to the Council of State, none daring to pro¬ 
nounce Judgment againft him, becaule he implored the 

§ rocedion of the Church, as having been taken out of 
anduary, a thing never permitted in Portugal. The 
Queen , who thought nothing was done to thwart 
* her, but through the Malice of Count Caftelmelbor to 
her, being inraged, that Juftice was not done upon the 
Murthe! er of her Servant and Country-man, railed bit¬ 
terly at him, laying ail her difeontents tfc his Charge. 
Nor yet fo fatisfyed, fhe refufed to be prefent at the 
Bull Feaft, ufualiy kept at Lisbon upon Sr. Anthony's 
Day, alledging fhe could not (hew her felf to the Peo¬ 
ple, till JuftiCe were done her. Among the reft that 
, took upon them to vindicate the Queens caufe, the In - 
fame ot>en*f mfe was thc hotteft, as looking upon the Injuries done 
h efpoules ro her, to be levelled at himfelf, who had wholly efpou- 
tbe Qa?ens fed her Intereft. Therefore he ordered Count Caftel - 
quarrel, melhcr to bring the Secretary of State, who had carry- 
1 ed himfelf very difrefpedfully towards the Queen, in 

the Affair of the Murtherer, before the Council, to ans¬ 
wer for his Infolency. There contrary to his Cuftom, 
Peter inveighed largely againft him,and with fuch vehe- 
mency, that the Council hgned an Order for his Banifh- 
ment, which notwithftanding all the Count s oppofiti- 
cn, was obeyed, and he fent into Exile. This Succefs 
againft the Favouri r e, encouraged the Infante to aim at 
greater things,his party daily encreafing ^ for belides the 
Queen, there adhered to him the Duke of Cadaval 9 who 
had been Bnnifned by the Counts Procurement,D. Sancho 
Manuel , who after defeating the Spanijh Army at Eftre - 
mo% 9 had been remov’d from his command by thefame 
Jntereft,and many more of the Nobility,on fundry othep 
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Accounts, befides the dioughtlefs multitude, ftirred up 
by the defire of Novelty, and animated with the name 
of fo many Heads of Note. Notwithftanding the 
Strength of this Fatftion, it was yet thought too foon to 
attempt any thing againft the King diredHy, and judged 
more'proper to let the Storm falL upon his Favourite, The Fallt- 
who being once caft down, the King would be left ex- on level ■>- 
pofed to all their Pradifes. To confult of the means 
of removing the Count, there was a great Meeting 
held of all the Infante's Confederacy ; he alfo being 
prefent. There molt Men being averfe to Murther, it 
the thing might tie otberwife performed, it was refolved 
to feize upon, arid (end him away, either into India, or 
‘fome other remote parts of the World ; yet fo, that it 
he (hould make refinance, or attempt to efcape, then he 
fhou Id be killed. Many days palfed not, before the 
Count had intire Information of the whole Conlpiracy 
againft him,and having Iayed it before the King,he was by 
him impowered to ule luch means for their common se¬ 
curity, as he (hould think tnoft effedual.- He prefent- 
ly doubles the Guards at the Palace, arms all his own 
Creatures, fee his Spies, and ftirs not out ol the Palace, 
without a (ufficient Train and Guard for his Security. 

This fudden change at Court, alarm’d the City, (o that 
the People ran in heaps to the Palace for Information, 
but finding that there was no interruption of publick Af¬ 
fairs, nor any thing but the increafe of the Guards, they 
foon dilperfed and returned co their Houfes. The Infante 
finding his projed defeated, to avoid all S“fpitton, re ’ 
tired to his Counrry-Houfe at QueU. Whilft he was 
there almoft in defpair for the great difappoinrment he 
had received, a Dilcovery was made, or pretended to 

be made, for the certainty of it could never appear, that 

the Count had hired People to poifon him. Hereupon 
his Partizans advife him to be very circumfpecft in ie- 
curing himfelf, and they on their part were not wanting 
in fpreading abroad the danger they pretended him to 
be in. Having thus prepared the Multitude, and being 
fenfible that the Count could not but ftudy to fecure 
himfelf by his downfal, the Infante made inftant appli¬ 
cation to the King, to punifh him according to the te 1 - 
noufnefs of the Oftcnce he alledged. To this effed he 
wrote to the King, acquainting him that he was conyin 
ced the Count pradifed againft his Life j that therefore 
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he demanded he fhould be banifhed from che Court, or 
elfe, that he himfelf fhould be forced to fly into Fo¬ 
reign parts for Safety. Both the King and Count ha¬ 
ving read this Letter, referred rhe whole matter to the 
Council of State. There it was fully difcuffed, one par¬ 
ty affirming that it was a Prefumption at one time to ac- 
cufe the King’s Favourite, aud aflign his Punifhment in 
fuch a manner as feemed to threaten the King himfelf; 
that if the Count were juftly accufed, he ought to be 
tryed according to the known Laws of che Kingdom, 
and ifconvided, to be punifhcd ; but that if it fhould 
appear he vvas wronged, care ought to be taken, leaft 
the Prince’s afpiiing practices fhould not be prejudicial 
to the King. The other fide on the contrary being devo¬ 
ted to the Infantes Intereft, urged all the plaulible Rea- 
fons they could gather to fhew that he ought to be com- 
plyedwith, Right or Wrong, cither in regard he was 
the King’s Brother, or for fear he might eft’etft that by 
force, which he could not obtain by Entreaty. After 
conferring both Opinions, they came ro this Refolution, 
The Kina ^ iat: n be put to the Tryal, whether the Infante 

offer* the cou ^ be append by Submiifion, and all manner of 
Infan re bumble Application. To this effed: the Marquefs of 
Sattsfafti- Marialva was fern by die King to acquaint the Infante , 
an, that the Count was i- ady to come and beg his Pardon 

upon his Knees. But he cenfidermg, that to accept of 
this Submillion would no way forward his End, for 
that the Counr would itill remain at Court, after two 
days delay, fent back the Marquefs with his Anfwer, 
fignifying that nothing but the Banifhment of the Earl 
could iatisfie liim. Alphonfo hoping his Brother’s Fury 
might abate in time, delated fending to him again for 
the prefent, whereat he being the more enraged, caufed 
a Letter to he deliver’d to the King, among other 
things, threaming not to appear at Court, as long as 
Count Cafe Intel!: or continued in it. A Cabinet Council 
being called upon this fecond Biller, forr.e were for ap¬ 
prehending the Infante himfelf, as now grown too dan¬ 
gerous, others more moderate, were only for fccuring 
bis Family and Adherenrs, and fo leaving him naked. 
This latter Advice was approved orf, but the Execution 
being d'eiayed, and Peter having received Intelligence 
thereof, he flood upon his Guard, arming all his Fol¬ 
lowers* and promiling to live and dye by chon. Next 
‘ •’*••• he 
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he fummons the Counfellors of State, and Magiftrates The Court - 
of Lisbon , who being met at hisHoufe, he inveighed be-«/ and 
fore them againft the King his Brother, and Count Ca- 
ftelmlhor , impeaching him of Practices againft his-Life, JT ? 
and defiring their nfliftance to be revenged of him, hnce ^ ^ 
the King would not confent to his Banifhmenc. After | n f aQte> 
having fpoken to this effed:, he gave them the fame in 
Writing, to which they unanimoufly anfwcrd , they 
would itand by him, and fupport his Dignity to their 
utmoft. 

It is eafie to conceive how much the King and Count 
were concerned at this audacious proceeding, which was ^ K i n g 
an abfolute ufurpation upon the regal Authority, for it j cxrinc t fj C 
was no lefs in the Infante to fummon the Tribunals, fa^ lcny 0 f. 
and in them it was not much lefs than Treafon to obey f ers t0 
the Summons, but above all, to ingage to ftand by compound 
him. Finding by this Tryal how great the ftrcngdi of with, the 
his Party was, they refolved if poflible to mollifie him, Infante, 
and therefore the King fent to him to difeover, who 
were the Count’s Accufers, that fo he might be pro¬ 
ceeded againft in due form of Law. The Infante pofi- 
tively. refiifed to difeover the Evidence , unlefs the 
Count toere firft removed from Court. Alphonfo put it 
to the Council and abieft Lawyers, whether, it were le¬ 
gal and befeeming the King’s Dignity, that the Count 
fhould be removed before the Witneifes were known, 
and it was carryed by the Majority, that che derftand 
was unjuft and unreafonable. This their rclult, under 
their Hands, the King fent to his Brother; at the fame 
time fending away Exprefles to the Commanders on the 
Frontiers and Sea-ports, to fuller no Man to depart the 
Kingdom. By thefe means the expectation of a Civil 
War, which till then, had gone no farther then Lisbon , 
was ipread abroad throughout the whole Kingdom. The 
Infante advifing with his Friends upon the refult of the 
Council fent him by the King, they came to this Refo¬ 
lution, that in cafe his Majcfty perfifted in protecting 
the Count, then Peter without his confent fhould fpecd 
into the Province beyond the Mountains, where the 
Count of St. Joint had the command of the Forces,which 
he fhould march to Lisbon, and joyning with the multi¬ 
tude by open Force fhould conftrain the King to com¬ 
ply with all his demands. Having fixed this Refoluti- 
on, he fent the King a long Letter full of inve&ives a- 

gainft 
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gainft the Count, and complaints that he could" not ob¬ 
tain Juftice, concluding that his Majefty made more ac¬ 
count of the Earl then of him, and feeing both could not 
live together, he hall refolved to quit the Court. Upon 
what Account he intended to withdraw, we have teen 
but juft before, not to fubjnit to the Kings Will, but 
to force him to comply with his. And though he pre¬ 
tended privately to withdraw himleif, yet the prepara¬ 
tions for his Journey were fo publick, that there was 
none fo blind, who could not difcover it. Nor was 
this done without caui'e, for the report of his removal 
being fpread abroad, and that it was in the nature of a 
Flight from the Favourite, the whole City began in a 
moment to rife in mutiny, feveral of the Nobility open¬ 
ly fomenting it, and declaring that was the day, on 
Lisbon which according to an ancient Prophetic, the Streets 
mutinies at °f Lisbon were to run with human Blood. Seven Thou- 
tke inftiga - fand Men are reckoned to have appeared that day in 
tm of the Arms, to ftop the Infante's Journey, and to decide the 
Nobili'y. Controverfie betwixt the Count and him. This popu¬ 
lar Fury being made known to the King and Count, 
they both perceiving themfelves too weak to witijftand 
the violence of that Storm, refolved inftead of thht lofty 
Courfe they had followed before, to ftoop to Neceffity, 
and try what good Words could work upon the Infante. 
To this purpofe, the King fent him a Letter, full of 
moft loving Expreflions, detiring him to fupprefs that 
Tumult, which had been raifed on his Account, and to 
come to Court, where all things fliould be difpoted to 
his Satisfaction. The Anfwer to this Letter, was in no 
lefs obliging Terms, only in the Conclufion, the Infante 
again intimated,that the King muft refolve either to part 
with the Count, or him, and muft take his choice be¬ 
fore things came to Extremity. Count Caftelmelhor 
perceiving, that neither Threats nor Intreaties prevailed 
upon the Infante , and that the mutiny in the City was 
grown to fuch a head, it would endanger both the King 
and him (elf, refolved at Jaft to confent to leave the Court, 
the King promifing him, that as foon as that Storm were 
blown over, he would take a progrefs on pretence of 
vititing rhe Frontiers, and in his return, would reftore 
The Queen him to the Court, and to his Favour. But leaft his Ba- 
afjitts the nifhment fliould teem wholly extorted by the Infante , 
Infante, he perfwaded the Queen to intereft her lelf in that afiair, 

and 
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and beg irof the King, that he Lo might rather feem to 
have condefcended to her inrreaty, than to the neceflity 
impofed upon him by his brother. She fearing to difo- 
blige the Infante , or thwart his defigns, would not in¬ 
termeddle in it, till by a meffenger tent ro him flie had 
his direction how to proceed. Nor was fhe fatisfyed 
with one meffage, but lent again for more particular in- 
ttru&ions, fo great was her concern for him, and fo lit¬ 
tle for her husband. Being now fully informed of his 
will, tee concludes the butinefs with the King and Count, 
who fubmitted to withdraw himfeif upon faith given for 
the fafety of his perfon. But before he deparred, he 
would have articled that the Infante upon his removal, 
fhould clear him from the imputation of the defign of 
poifoning him. Whether his conlcience accufed him of 
any fuch practice, or whether he feared, being once caft 
down, hiS innocence could not proted: him agathft the 
malice of his Enemies is uncertain. Thus the Count 
being alfaulted on all tides by the Infante^ by the Queen, 
by the Nobility, and by the multitude, and not able to 
ftand the fhock of fo many Enemies, at length withdrew 
from the Court, and lodged himicif in a Monafteru ^ 
about Seven Leagues from the City. But as his expul- withdrawSm 
fion was not the End, but rather the means to compafs ', 

the detigns then carryed on, fo the divitions and diftradt- 
ions at Court inftead ofeeating, increated, for as long as 
the ambition of the Infa?tee , and the King’s negled of the 
Government lafted, only the pretence but not the caufe 
of thefe troubles was removed. 

Nothing could be more grievous ro the King, than j^ eK i„ g i n 
to conlider, that upon all occalions his brother being back- ^ eat p er _ 
ed by the multitude extorted from him, whatever he pi sx ity. 
delired, which made it plain to him, that at laft he 
would not forbear to aim at, or fail of wrefting from 
him the Crown. His violent nature made him more 
open, when he fliould have been moft circumfpedt, and 
therefore his thoughts being tilled with the hatred his 
Brother bore him, the jealoufy he had of his Wife, the 
perfidioufnefs of the People, and the difloyalty of the 
Nobility; he could not forbear inveighing againft his Bro¬ 
ther in publick, and even before the Queen, who he 
knew gave the Infante a particular accounc of all his 
words and Actions. In this perplexity, he caufed the 
extraordinary companies that had been raifed by Count 

Caftelmelhor, 
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Caflelmelhor, to be filled up for the fecurity of the pal- 
Tbe Infante lace. On the other fide the Infante fluftied with fuccefs, 
rejolves to re f 0 lved wholly to root out ail thar was left of the Fa- 
proceect. vourites parcy about the King, for tho’ the Count him- 
felf was removed, yet his creatures remained at Court, 
and nothing of moment was Tran faded without his ad¬ 
vice, had by meflengers betwixt them. Before the In- 
fante could put his defigns in practice, he was adverri- 
TheKing Z ed by the Queen of all the words the King daily let 
b) againft him, and perhaps of more than ever had been 
ttieuueen, f^eri. This intelligence cauled him to batten the Ex¬ 
ecution of his projects. The principal men at thar rime 
remaining near the King of Count Crftelmelhof, s fadi- 
on, were Henry Enrique % de Miranda, Emanuel Ant tine ^ 
and Antony de Soufa de Macedo the Secretary of State. 
Of thefe the chiefeft was Miranda whom therefore the 


Infante hffoived firftto deftroy, and to that endfentlbme 
privately to warn him to depart the Court, before he 
run himfelf into greater danger. Defpair fo feized the 
unforrunate man, confidering the expulfion of the Counr, 
that he attempted to kill himfelf, but being prevented, 
he fled fearing to be torn in pieces by the Rabble. Count 
Caflelmelhor having received information hereof, inftant- 
ly advifed the King to be circumfped in all his words 
and Adions, for that it was eafier by fair means to ftip- 
plant his Brother, than by open Force. His advice be¬ 
ing approved by the King, upon the next occafion that 
offered, he fiimmoned his Brother co appear in Council 
where feme important matter was to be debated, but no 
kind meflages or Letters were of any Force to move him 
to come, till the Queen lent for him, when he appeared 
with a great Train of followers, and full of didimula- 
non. The King received him not fo coldly as before, 
but being no Matter of the Art of Counterfeiting, could 
not fo well hide his juft difpleafurc as the other. Howe¬ 
ver this feigned reconciliation might have produced fome 
Tne K n 'Ettedts, bad it not been decreed by fate that the 

mifaf'*** unhappy King mutt perifli. To haften his ruin it fell 
chnee of ouc t b at <Alphonfo, who was not ufed to that continual 
Antony de burden of bufinefs, feekingon whom he might lay that 
S'ju'a de weight, pitched upon Antony de Sou%a de Macedo one of 
Macedo the Counts creatures, who for fome words fpoken to the 
in the place Queen had been ordered into banifhment, but unknown 
oftheCount, to her lay concealed at Court, in order to raife him to 

the 
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the Honour of prime Minifter, the King begged of the 
Queen that (he would forgive his offence, and confent 
that his banifhment fliould be remitted, but nofwithffand- 
ina his repeated inltances, and fubmiflive intreaues (he 
remained implacable. A/pbonfo thinking to Conquer her 
obftinacy by extenuating the crime, put into her hands 
the order of Council for his banifhment, wherein it was 
exprefly fet down, chat rather for co fatifsfy her refent- 
ment, than for that his fault deferved fuch puniflunent, 
they had for fome days thought lit to fend hirn into exile. 

This which fliould have been a motive to appeafe, fo 
enraged her, thar (lie flew out into many extravagant 
fpeeches unbefeeming a private woman, and much more 
a Queen, and after venting her fury in ^ this undecent Tlx Queens 
manner without any regard to the King s prefence, ftie undecent 
flung into another Room, whence fhe lent a bijjet to him bebavtour 
demanding to have Antony de Sony, feverely pumlhed towards the 
The King hoping her paflion would fall by degrees, and 
that fhe might be brought to reafon, fhewed not her billet 
according to cuftom ro the Council of-State, but fhe 
on the contrary becomming dayly more intractable, and 
he not able long to hide his refentment, their ammofities 
fwelied to fuch a pitch that the Court was almoft etpp- 
ty, all menfhunning him as declining, and fhe admitting 
none to her prefence being wholly Tranfported with the 
defire of Revenge. Mean while Antony de ap¬ 

peared more openly in the pallace than he had done be¬ 
fore, being always well attended to prevent danger. 

But there wanted not thole who foon. fpread it among the 
People, that he rhreatned the City in cafe he were ex¬ 
pelled the Court, that he would repair to the Army with 
the which he would return to punifh their Rebellion 
with fire and Sword. Many fuch like difeourfes were 
framed and . given eur on purpofe to inccnfe the People 
againft the King, and fix their attentions upon his bro¬ 
ther, as their deliverer from Tyranny and oppreflion. 

Things being thus difpofed the Infante to requite the 
Queens Favours and raife himfelf one ftep nearer to the 
Crown, refolvcd by open Force, if other means failed, 
to expel Antony de Soufa from the Court. In order hereto 
on the 5th of Otlober , 1 1667, he went from hjs Houfe to 
the Pallace accompanyed by a great Number of the No- 7 fo la¬ 
bility, and all the Rabble of the City following in a {ante heads 
molt Tumultuous manner. Being come to the Pallace, the Rabble , 

he 
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he ftayed till all the Councellors of State fummonedby 
him the day before, were come, that the foulnefe of the 
Adion might be fomewhat difguized by their prefence. 
They being all come,he enters with them the King s Bed- 
Chamber before he was awake, who was not a little fur- 
prized to fee luch a croud Rufti in upon him at founfeafo. 
nable an hour. Then the Inf Ante , told him, that his 
• Crown and Perfon were in extream danger, the multi¬ 
tude being in Arms about the Pal lace, demanding, An¬ 
tony de Sou%a fhould be delivered to them, to receive 
condign punnifhment for the affront he had done to the 
Queen. To thefe words he added more threats in the 
name of the People, but as he would have run on, the 
King in a rage interrupted him, calling aloud for his 
Sword. The Infante according to his ufual djSimula¬ 
tion calmly offered him his, which he would not accept. 
The Noife of the Multitude filling the Pallace, brought 
the Queen to the King’s apartment, where fhe found 
him in a violent paflion, and enquiring, as if Ihe had 
not known, what the matter was, he told her that An¬ 
tony de Sou%a in malice and defpight to his Authority 
had been murdered, and that now they came in Tumul¬ 
tuous manner to force him to pardon the murderers. 
But fhe who knew better, replyea that Sou%a was living, 
which the King would not believe till the Duke of Ca- 
daval having dragged him from his lurking place, brought 
him into his prefence. At his fight he was fomewhat 
appeafed, and then the Queen, Infante, and the reft of 
their followers left him abruptly. When they were 
gone, the King faid he forgave them, who had fo unde- 
cently urged theexpulfion of Antony de Sott*a, to which 
the Count de Sabngal then prefent infolently anlwered, 
they flood not in Heed of pardon but deferved praife, 
and this he repeated till the King told him, he would 
beftow pardon and praife where each was requifite. So j 
much is regal Authority depreffed, when fad ion pre- ! 
vails. Antony deSou^a, this Tumult being over, conti¬ 
nued ftill in the Pallace, which the Infante obferving, 
confulted with his Friends what was next to be done. 

; One among them hotter than the reft, faid the next thing 
was to a flume the Crown, whilft rhe Peoples affedion 
flood for him, but he took him up very fhort, being un¬ 
willing as yet to have the fecrets of his heart pryed into, 
as fearing - an Adion done in that 1 umultuous manner

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could no/ be durable. It wa$ tefolved that Antony ^ AatoBy* 
Souza Sid Emanuel Anttmes ftould be threatned With and 
death, unlefs they departed the Pallace. They pereei- 
ving no power was left in the King, or their friends 
to proteA them, ftoie away privately, without the 
King's knowledge by Night. , of the King 

Next Morning the King miffing them, ordered learch f„ cein fl. 
to be made for them, but in vam, for his orddrs were ^ King 
wholly negleded. In this Condition, finding bimjelr a [, an£ iQ M6 i 
forfaken by his Friends, and opprefled by his Enemies, ty 4 // Afen. 
he knew not which way to turn himfelf, or of whom to 
ask Advice. His Council fided with the Infante, his 
Queen favoured him, rhe People followed, and the No¬ 
bility adhered to him. Thus all things being in ex¬ 
tream Confufion,tven the moderate party began to think 
no way was left to fettle Peace, and reftore Tranquili¬ 
ty * but the aflembling of the Cortes or Parliament. The 
Magistrates of Lisbon, and the Common Council, Were 
the firft that petitioned the King to fummon the three E- 
ftates, but he being* fenfibie, the only defign was to de¬ 
throne him, put them off from day to day, without any 
pofirive Anfwer : Whereupon they took the boldnefe to 
write to all the principal Towns of the Kingdom, ex¬ 
horting them by importunate petitioning to extort the 
King s Confent. A few days after, the Councilqf-St&te, 
at which were prefent, the Kiag, Queen and Infante , 
unanimoufly made their Application to him, to the fame 
effed, but he being the more convinced it was a de¬ 
fign lay’d againft his Perfon, became the more obfti- 
nate in refilling, fo that nothing was done for that day.

The Queen would be depofed by them, difdaining to appear her 
knotting felf in a lefs Sphere than that fhe had been railed to, re- 
tbe King folved before Hand to feparate her felf from him. Ac- 

rvould be cor dingly on the 21 ft. of November, 1667. fhe retired to 
depofedflies t h e Monaftery of Francifcan Nuns, called Efperanca, in- 
to a Mona- tQ w hi c h 5 when fhe was entred, fhe gave out fhe was a 
Maid, as being untouched by the King, and that fhe 
came thither for refuge amidft thole Confiifions 
tKat embroiled the Kingdom. Prefently after, fhe fent 
rhe King a Biller, writ with her own Hand, to this ef¬ 
fect, That fhe had left her Country and Friends, to became 
hts Wife , but finding (he was not acceptable to him, and 
fearing the dangers that threatned on all fides , flee had re- 
fclved to return into France. That fhe defired his leave, 
and the refiitution of her Dower, fines the Marriage was 
void for want of Confummation . Having read this Billet, 
the King was fo enraged, that he immediately took 
Coach, with a refolution to force her from the Mona¬ 
ftery • but the Infante who was privy to the whole mat- 
ter, was there before him with a vaft Company, and 
withftood him, fo that he was forced to return without 
doing any thing. Amidft all his Misfortunes, and the 
Affronts put upon him, nothing fo nearly touched Al- 
f banjo as this lalt ottered him by the Queen. As loon as 
letlcd, fhe fent for the Infants and conferred'with him in

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private,as was then given out about her return into France* * 
but the more received Opinion, arid approved by the 
Evenr, was that there they agreed to be Marryed • as 
foon her Marriage with the King cfould fee made yokL 
Her nexr Care was to fend to rhe Chapter of tie Ca¬ 
thedral Church of Lisbon, ro defire their Judgment fix 
the diflolution of the Marriage, then fhe lent for ail the 
Nobility, who being come into her Prefence, fhe de¬ 
manded their Affiftancfc and Protedfion; and Iaftly, fhe 
fent an Exprefs into France , ro acquaint the* King and * 
her Kindred with whac fhe had done. 

• Mean while King Alphonfb overwhelmed with fuch 
a continual ftream or difafters, following brie upon the 
Neck of ahother, being infulted by the Commonalty* 
contemned by the Nobility, deluded by his Brother* 
and forfaken by his Wife, flood as one amazed* and al- 
moft ftupified, nor knowing what courfe to take. Nor 
was theite any left to extricate himfelf out of this Laby¬ 
rinth of Confufions and Miferies. But now approach-* 
ed the laft this Tragedy, and all that had been 

before ^ed under a mask, muft appear bare-fac'd tQ 
the World, Therefore the Council of State being af- 
fembfed together with rhe Magiftrates of rhe City* ic 
was rdfblved the King fhould be laved a fide, and the 
Government put into the hands of his Brother. Ifei 
that the Acftion might appear the more jultifiable, they 
agreed to endeavour to perfwade the King to refign up 
the Government to his Brother, but in cafe he refus’d* 
then it was concluded he fhould not only be depofed* 
but imprifoned. However that it fhould be left td the 
determination of the Parliament. Whether the infante 
fhould be enthroned as King, or tne King reftored to his 
Liberty. This Decree being pafled in the morning by 
break of day, the whole Council went without the In~ 
fante, to acquairit the King with their Refolution. A- 
mongft them the Marquefs of Cafcaes more infolent then 
the reft, being told by the King’s Servants that he was 
ftill afleep,bid themTawakehim,at rfiefame time fell him¬ 
felf a knocking rudely at his Door. The King being f 
thus diiturbed, ordered the Council to be admitted.

Therefore face that at 
unfit to Utile, or get Children, pafs from thy Self mlltngly 
that Burthen, which thou at not able to bea, to thy Brother 
Peter, leaji the Kingdom be deprived of a Kjng, and the 
Royal Family of tn,Heir, and leaji thou be farced to that a- 
oainfl thy Will, which thou wilt not freely confent to. The 
f e ft 0 f the Council fpoke to the fame effecft, though not 
altogether in fuch audacious Language. The King, tho 
forprized at fo trayterous a Propofinon, anfwered, 1 tat 
he was a lawful King, and brought to that pafs, by the 
Malice and Perfidioufnefs of his Enemies; but that how- 
ever no Fear or Danger lhould force him to refign the 
Crown as long as he had Breath to draw; yet if they 
would ufe Violence to him, that then he would appeal 
for Tuftice to the fupream Tribunal, which is above aU 
Kings, againft thofe that violated his Authority, and 
wrongfully fnatched his Crown. Being thus disappoin¬ 
ted of their firft attempt, the Council repair^ to the 
Infante, where they protra&ed their Debates till late at 
Night, for being refolved to ufe force, they feared leaft 
the People, who before took their part againft the Fa¬ 
vourites, lhould be of another Mind, when the matter 
came to touch the King’s Perfon. However, after much 
time fpent in fruitlefsprojeds, they came to this Resolu¬ 
tion, That the King lhould be forcibly depofed and m*- 
prifoned, that for the better palliating that odious Acti¬ 
on, and involving the People as a party in it, the Infante 
himlelf accopipanyed by all the Nobility and Magi- 
ftrates, lhould put it in Execution, that the King s con¬ 
finement lhould be at firft concealed, till by fpreading 
abroad fcveral rumpurs, the People were prepared to 
allow out; and laftly, that either by Art or Threats, 
die King fuould be obliged to fign an Ad: of Renuncia¬ 
tion, to the end, it might be thought, the King had vo- 
lumarii v c,iven up the Government to his Brother. All 
things fccinj thus difpoled, at break of day the Infante 
repairs to the Palace, attended by an infinite multitude. 
There he fet a Guard upon the King, and having lock¬ 
ed all the Doors that led to his Apartment, he fent An¬ 
tony Ctividc to notific to him, that by the general confent 
of the Kingdom he was deprived of the Government 
and bis l iberty, and alfo by the moft terrible Threats 
to extort from him the figning of the Inftruir.ent of Re¬ 
us, nation prepared for him. The unfortunate King lee- 
b 1 1 ing 
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Ing himfelf wholly in the power of his Enemies, and 
fearing the utmoft effeefts of their Malice, figned che In- 
ftrument which was immediately made publick as a jufti- 
fication of the Treafonable Practice. It contained in 
fubftance, that he freely refig ned the Government to his 
Brother Peter and his Heirs, referving only to himfelf 
Three Hundred Thoufand Cruzados a Year, with the 
Manfion Houfe of the Family of Bragan^a. A Cruzado 
is Four Hundred Reis of Porttiguefc Money, and Three 
Thailand Reis, is juft Twenty Shillings Englijh , fo 
that^&oooo Cruzados, makes the juft Sum of 37500 /. 

Sterling; But how well even this miferable Compofi- 
tion for a Crown was obferved, may appear by his 
being kept ever after a Priloner, with only a few Ser¬ 
vants of no Note, luch as his Brother thought fit to al¬ 
low him, fo that in all probability his Expence could 
not amount to the tenth part of that Summ. c 

The unhappy King being thus dethroned, and made 
Priibner, the Cortes or Parliament fummoned by him m * 
met foon after at Lisbon , about the beginning of Febru -» 
ary , 1668, to deftroy him by his own Authority. Ac 
firft there were great Debates amongft them, whether it 
were at all lawful to take an Oath to Peter as Regent, 
and next Heir to the Crown, or whether the Crown 
lhould alfo be transferred to 'him ; fbme doubting whe¬ 
ther rhe firft were juftifyable, and others more violent, 
urging the latter ought to be done. At laft die Majori¬ 
ty agreed to the fetling the Regency and Succefiion up¬ 
on Peter 9 but were generally averfe to his ufurping the 
ftyle of King/thinking it enough, that he who was 
judged unfit for Government, was removed from the 
Helm. Peter after having put it to the Vote, whether 
he lhould afiiime the Crown, finding his Pretenfion re¬ 
jected, endeavoured to have it believed he was averfe 
from it. But the Queen who intended to make him her 
Husband, and could not endure to think of lofign any

Afrer that forae Overtures of Peace bemg made by the 
the Portugue/es began readily ^ ear to 
them and though the French Ambaflador prefled that 
the Negotiation might be in common with his Mafter, 
as in jnftice according to the League betwixt thcm, it 
ought to have been; yet the Prince who now h#the 
Government, more mindful of the peculiar Intereft, - 
which was to fecure the Power he had newly gotten, 
then of what in Honour was due to Bvwc?, entered 
upon a feparate Treaty of Peace with Spam. His Ma~ 
iefty of Great Britain was the Mediator, and in his 
& the Earl of Sandwich aflifted at the Conferences. 
At length the Peace was concluded betwixt thetwo 
Crowns, on the 13th. of February, .668, and pubhihed 
1 oth of March following. This Peace was highly cry- 
ed up among the Rabble, as an effed of the Govern¬ 
ment of the Prince, when all Men plainly few, and 
were fenfible that in reality the yidor.es obtained by 
Kin*’ Alphonfo, were the only motives chat obhged the 
Spaniards to propofe it, and .that the Overtures had been 
made while he was yet at the Helm, which mufl j ^ave 
had as good a fuccefs, had he remained tune enough in

On the 13th. of February 1668. the Chapter of the

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themfelves. However th© there had been care taken 
for the difanulling the former marriage by fuch perfons 
as were wholly in the intereft of the caufe, there was 
yet ftarred a fcruple, that it was not Lawful to proceed 
to a new match, efpecially with the Brother of the 
former husband without a difpenfation. Bur die I rince, 
though pretending only to comply with rhe Cortes 
had not been negligent in that Adair, for not 
long after the Publication of the nullity, arrived in Per- 
tural the difpenfation from the Cardinal oi Vendofme 
the Popes Legate a Latere in France, by which it appears 
the difpenfation was granted by one that was a party in- 
tereffed in the Affair, and precedent to the tenrence of 
nullity Upon thefe grounds they made no difficulty to ft? Fn- 
proceed to the Nuptials, the Ceremony whereof was fane emar 
performed at Alcantara by tne BiLop of 'Varga, Ad- nes the 
mmiftrator of the Arch-Bithoprick of Lisbon , cn tne id 
of April 1 663 . After the marriage, frefh initances were 
made that the Prince might be declared King by me 
Cortes , but this attempt alio proving ineftectual, he no¬ 
tify ed to them that on the 9th of June following, he 
would* take his Oath to maintain the Laws of the Realm, 
and receive frc#n them theirs of fidelity, which was 
accordingly performed. The three Eftates continued 
their Selfion after this till the firlt day of Augufi, 1 663 , 
when they broke up. Several months being pall ed af¬ 
ter the confummation of this marriage, when ti e thing 
done was not to be retrieved without horrid (candm, 
and embroiling the whole State of the Chinch, then at 
left the Prince bethought himfclt of lending ro the Pope 
to confirm the Cardinal’s difpenfation. Pope Cement the 
cth who fate in Sr. Peters chair, feeing no poflibihty ot 
recalling what Was paft, and relying upon the informa¬ 
tion oftheChapter of Lisbon,* did expedite a Brief directed 
to James da Soiifa Chief Inquificor, Antony tie Mcndga 
commiflary for the Bull of the Croijr.dc, Martin Alphonfo 
de Melo Dean of Evora, Lewis de Soil fa Dean ot Porto, 
and Emanuel de Menefes Arch-Deacon ot Evora lir.pow- 
cring them to difpcnfe in his name with the laid mar- 
rii-’e.

1 66$, When the unfortunate King had been detained a con- 
King Al- fiderable time Prifoner in the Pailace of Lisbon , it was 
phonfo thought neceflary to remove him, lcaif the People com- 
fentp\’ij$ner m i n g t0 themfelves and commiferating the fufferings of 
totheJJland c fj e i r Sovereign, (hould make fome commotion that might 
Terccra. cnc Janger jhe prefent government. It was therefore re- 
folved to ’lend him into the Ifland Tercera , whether he 
was conveyed by the Count dc Prado , then Comman¬ 
ding the Portuguefe Fleet, and there continued (everal 
years under a Arid Guard. At length not only the Peo¬ 
ple of Lisbon , but throughout all Portugal undemand¬ 
ing by thole who came from that Ifland, that he led a 
mod miferable Life in that remote Ifland, and was al- 
moft reduced tc the lad extremity through fufferings and, 
anguifli of mind, there was caufe to apprehend they 
would in time be moved to refent his calamities, and 
perhaps be ftirred up to revenge them upon thofe who 
were the ca*fe thereof. Befides it fell out that the King 
of Spain at the fame time fitted out a Navy at Cadi% 
without declaring for what intent, which being known 
at Lisbon , thofe who dreaded the Return of the King, 
as having been the promoters of his Ruin, prefently ima¬ 
gined it was to take him from his banilhment. For 
thefe reafons he was lent for with all poffibie fpeed, 
Jie is and brought back into Portugal , where he was lodged 
brought in the Cadle of C intro, upon the Sea Coad not far from 
luck end Lisbon. In this place he was not only obferved and 
confines to Guarded, but as clofely confined as if he had been a 
common Malefactor, the very Windows of his lodgings 
9$ Unt-ra, k c jrg made up, fo that he could not look out, but that 
what Light he had, came from above his height. This ac¬ 
count of his ufage in that place I received from Dr. %jy 
a Phifitian at Lisbon , whofc Son was Phifitian to the 
King, and who had feveral times the opportunity of 
feing him, being lent for by his fa id Son to aifut his Ma- 
jefty when indifpefed, for fcarce any body die was ad¬ 
mitted to fee him. In this deplorable condition the 
wretched King continued till his death. 

' But before we give an acccount of his End, it will 
be fit to fet down thofe few matters *of moment that 
preceded it. And indeed there are but few things that 
furnilh matter for Hiiiory* Portugal ever lince thd 
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conclufion of the Peace with Spain, having been inga- 
ged in no War, nor fbrmfhed any other, important fub- 
jed to treat of. Warlike tangs, and turbulent govern¬ 
ments are the propereft for (welling of Hiftories, the 
great accidents and Councels then occurring giving great 
variety to dilate upon; but in a peaceable ana quiet 
State, there is little to be found more then the fettled 
and regular proceedings which being always in a manner 
the fame, are not worth the writing becaufe they neither 
delight nor inftrud: in the reading. Some few things re¬ 
main, which being of no mighty confequence (hall 
briefly be fet down, that we may at length put an End 
to this Hiftory. The new Prince regent, as has been 
(aid, was Marryed to his brothers Wife, Mary Frances Btrthof the 
Elizabeth of Savoy on the id. of April . By her he had Infante 
before the End of the fame year a daughter named Mary Wary 
Frances , the only fruit of that furprizing marriage. And vcznccs. 
tho* at firft it was looked upon, as a great token that 
God approved of their proceedings by giving them ifliie 
fo fuddenly* yet afterwards thofe very perions who cry- 
ed up this providence, could not but be undeceived 
when they perceived, chat thefe Princes living together 
about 16 years never had any other Child, and even 
Ihe dyed without being marryed. All things having 
fucceeded prolperoufly to that Prince, as he that had 
eftablilhed himfelf in the government, fecured his Bro¬ 
ther, gained his Wife, and now got a Daughter, Ius 
only care was how to continue in amity with all the 
World, that fo he might firmly Eftablilh his new at¬ 
tained power. He preferved Peace both at home, and 
abroad in fuch Tranquility, that for feveral years there 
will remain nothing elfe memorable of him to pofterity. 

In the Year 1677, the Portugucfes of the continent of 
* Brazil in America (eeeking to extend their borders, which 4 Poriu- 
reached to the great River called de la Plata , pafled over guefc 
the faid River and Planted a Colony at Buenos Aires , Colony at 
which- the Spaniards looking upon as an incroachmcnt Rio de U 
upon them, they gathered to a body in thole pares, and Plata in 
falling upon the Portuguefe Planters, put them all to the 
Sword. Advice hereof being brought into Portugal, the 
Prince Regent exprefled his refentmenc by his Embafla- ^ P 
dour at the Court of Madrid , demanding Reparation of 
dainmages. The thing was long in debate, both par.- 
tics arguing for their Right to the place and protrading . 
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time. At length the Portuguefe weary of delay began 
to letfallfome threats of a XV’ar, but with fo little prepay 
ration to it,that the Effecfts were not to be feared.- How¬ 
ever the Spaniards being more inclinable to compofe the 
difference amicably, than to enter upon a War on fo 
fhedtf- flight an occanon, fent ir.ro Portugal the Duke of Giove 
ference ad~ na%%o their Embafladour extraordinary, who after feve- 
jufied* ral conferences with the Portuguefe Minifters, concluded 
the matte: to the fatisfadtion of both Parties. The In¬ 
fanta only Daughter to the Prince, being now aimofl:

Year. There they pafled an Ad for difpenfing with the 
faid Law for that tune, provided it fhould not be a pre- 
iident for apy other. This impediment being taken 
#way, there feemed to remain nothing to obftrud the 
happy conclufion of the Nuptials but the difiancp of the 
Parties, the Duke of Savoy, whp according to contract 
was to come into Portugal, fent before oyer Land a con¬ 
siderable Number of Cpach and faddle Horfes. On the 
other fide the Prince Regent fitted out a fquadron of 
Ilmen of War, to Condud the Duke to Lisbon, All 
the Ships were gilt and painted, but above, all the Ad¬ 
miral vvas gilt from item to ftern, the poop and prow 
down to the furface of the Water, and the fides down 
to the gunwale. The great Cabin was painted by thg 
bell: Mafters in Lisbon , and the floor layed in lqnares of 
Ebony and Ivory. The Bed was molt Rich, and the 
Royal • Standard ail of Clearh of nffue , with the 
arms of Portugal in tpe highclt railed Embroidery. Portu - 
gurfe. Stamen being at that time fcarcc, especially able 
ipnes, great encouragement was given to ail Grangers 
fjrat would u.:er iriK> the Service. When all things 
jyqre prepared^ this lightly Squadron fe; Sail in tqq Ycgr 
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j $81 ~ and arrived faffe at the Port of Vidafranca in favayl 
expecting there to' tike the Duke of Savoy on board, the Match 
In the mean time all things were preparing at Lisbon, broke off, 
with the greateft fplerfc^or imaginable for his reception. 
Triumphal Arches were: built, extraordinary bullFeafts 
contrived, and all the Gentry ftrove to.outvie one ano¬ 
ther (even to the ruin of their Eftates and empoverifhing 
their Families) in Gallantry. Yet all thefe mighty pre¬ 
parations were caft away, for when it was thought the 
Duke would have gone aboard the Fleet, he at firft be¬ 
gan to delay and protrad: time, and after deluding them 
in this fort as long as he could, he at laft pofitively 
broke' off the Match. His fubje&s had always been 
averfe to it, and that with good caufe, as being unwil¬ 
ling to part with their Sovereign without hope of ever 
feeing him again, as going to leave them for a Crown 5 
and then if he fhould return, it muft be with difhonou^ 
as being difappointed of the End for which he left them. 

Thefe confiderations had at laft prevailed upon his 
Mother, his Council, and himfelf, to alter their refolu- 
tions, fo that tho* the Articles of the marriage had been 
ratified on both fides, and fo great an expence made 
towards the comfummating of it, all that had been 
done was diflolved and came to nothing. The Fleet 
returned tp Lisbon with fmall fatisfa&ion, and found 
as little there either at the Court for the affront put 
upon it, or in the City for the extravagant and ufelefe 
expence it had been put to. This was the End of the de- 
figned marriage of the Infanta with the Duke of Savoy. 

The yeati 1683, put an End to the long fufferings of 
the moft unfortunate Alphonfe the 6th King of Portugal . Death 0 f 
He dyed on the^ j 2th of December , at the Caftle of Citty King Ai- 
tra, in the Fortieth year of his Age, and 16th of his phonfo. 
imprisonment. It is impoflible to give a juft charadcr 
of him, fear of offending the prevailing party having 
ftopc the mouths of his Loyal Servants and Friends, 
who belt knew and would fpeak honourably of him, 
and there being nq credit to be given to the danders of 
his adverfaries, whole chief care it ever was to reproach 
his perfon, and blacken his Actions. And this per¬ 
haps is the greateft of calamities Kings are fubjedt to, 
that their misfortunes do not terminate with their Lives, 
for never JPrince. was yet dethroned tho’ never fo bar- 
barouily, but |iis memory was alfo rend red odious to 
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profperiry, by ail the Arts that malice could invent^ 
becaufc prevailing wrong could not fubfift but under the 
colour of Right, and to defame juftiee opprefled, is to 
flatter and fupport iniquity Reigning, To fay King 
Alpbonfoh ad no vices, were to fay he was not man, yet 
to make them fo enormous, as fame would have them 
believed, were only to vouch for malice, and counte¬ 
nance difloyaky. Through the courle of his Reign, that 
is, wfailft he was in power, there appears none of bis 
a&ions that have been urged againft him,tho’ aggravated 
with the mcft malicious circumftances, which have not 
been feen in thoufands of Subjects and yet patted unpu- 
nilhed, eirher as without the reach of the Law, or excu- 
fed as the effed:s of extravagant Youth. For his judg¬ 
ment, as it could not be expected to be fo fblid at his 
Years, as in a riper Age, fo neither can it be found by his 
Words, or deportment that he was any way defective 
therein. And laftly as to his impotency in regard to pro¬ 
creation, that, if true, could have been no fattening of 
his perfonal right to government, but it is fo far from be¬ 
ing certain, that I have heard feveral perfqns affirm they 
knew his illegitimate ifliie, whofe mothers if they durft, 
would upon Oath confirm the aflertion. But there is no¬ 
thing fo certain, as that Portugal never was more fuc- 
cefsfulboth by Sea and Land than under this government, 
for under him were obtained four of the greateft vi&drks 
againft the Spaniards , which produced the Peace, the glo 
ry whereof was afcribed to his brother, who had done 
nothing to purchafe it. And if any objed: that thofe 
Triumphs were due to the Generals, we muft deprive 
all King’s of the glory of warlike Exploits, who do not 
adually Command their Armies in perfon, befides that 
it is no fmall honour to him that he chofe fuch Counfel- 
iors as could direcft, and fuch generals as knew how to 
ad fo much for his advantage. And as for the maritine 
affairs greater Fleets came home yearly from India and 
Brazil, and far letter Ioffes were fultained by Ship-wrack 
during his Reign Ehan in many years after. This-njay 
fuffice in fome meafure to do right to the memory of this 
unhappy Prince. 'Yet it may not be ungrateful to add 
one word more, touching certain words reported to have 
been fpoken of him juft before his death. The clolenefs 
of his confinement, and the danger of reporting his words 
abroad by thofe who heard them, is the caufc that we 

cannot 
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cannot be fo pofitive in this particular therefore I do not 
avouch it for a certain known truth,but as a nimourwhifc 
pered about where People durft fpeake. It is laid of him 
rhat when he was in the laft agony, and as it were brea¬ 
thing his laft, he fhould fay, I am now going, but it wit 
not be long before the Queen float follow me, to give 
an account before the dreadful tribunal of the wrong 
floe has done me. As I do not averr this for a certainty, 
fo it is very obfervable the faid Queen outlived him but 
a very Ihort time, that is, only three months and a few 
days. Her death was on the 27th of December, of the 
fame year 1683, and lince there is little to be faid in her 
commendation, it will be better to be altogether filenc 
than to make refle&ions upon the dead. 

King Peter II. now feared on the Throne of Portugal, ^ W g p e ter 
by the Death of his Brother, received the Compliments^ the 
of all Forreign Princes upon his acceflion to the Crown, death of hk 
In the Year 1684. and the firft of the new King’sWter, 
Reign, D. Francis de Tavora, being Vice-Roy of India, fucceeds in 
the City Goa, the Capital of all the Portuguefe Coa-hk Throne. 
quefts in thofe parts was befieged with a mighty Army I ®® 4 : 
by the Haja Savagi an Indian Prince, who took part G ^,^*f 
with theeldeft Son of the Great Mogul, Aurenge ^eby&f* 
then in Rebellion againft his Father. The Inhabitants * 
defended themfelves with Refolution, and lent to ac¬ 
quaint Aurenge %eb, with the danger they were in up- 
on his Account, praying Relief. He prefently comman¬ 
ded his fecond Son to march with an Army of 100000 
Foot, and 80000 Horle, and a great Train of Artillery 
to their Succour. Upon the approach of this mighty 
Army, the Rjja raifed his Siege and departed, in his fh e flege. 
way deftroying all the Country about Goa. The Siege ra jf e d. • 
being raifed, the young Prince fenr to allure the Portu- 
*guefes , that his Father would be always ready to aflxft 
them againft their Enemies. They in return, fent a 
folemn Ambafly to the Mogul, by whom a fetled Friend- 
fhip was eftablilhed with that great Monarch. The 
King having long continued a Widdower, and having 
no Iflue, but only one Daughter, was earneftly preffed 
by his Subjects to Marry to fecure the Succeffion. 
Hereupon, by the advice of his Council, he refoived to 
demand in Marriage one of the Daughters of the E- 
levftor Palatine , and accordingly in the Month of Ottober ' 

1686, he named the Count de Vi liar Mayor, his 
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Ambaflador Extraordinary to that Ele&or upon this 
occafion, who fet forward in December following, for 
Ueydelberg, where he arrived in the beginning of the 
Year 1687, with a very fplendid Retinue. In June he 
made his publick Entry, which was extraordinary mag¬ 
nificent, and the next day after he had Audience, in 
which he demanded of the Elector, his Daughter, the 
Princefs Mar; Sophia in Marriage, for the King his Ma¬ 
tter. At the fame time, in complyance to the Requeft 
of the King of Portugal , a Squadron of Men of War 
was fitted out in England, and (ailed under the com¬ 
mand of the .Duke of Grafton to Rotterdam^ there to 
rake aboard the new Queen, and condudt her to Lisbon. 

. On the 8 th. of July , the Ceremony of the Marriage was 
performed at Heydelbcrg , on the 10th. the Queen fet out 
on her Journey towards Rotterdam, on the 27th. (he 
1687. went aboard the Englifh Squadron, at the Briel, and on 
. ng Peter the 11 th. of Augufl , arrived in the River of Lisbon. That 
Marries fame day the King went aboard to receive the Queen, 
the Princefs and conducted her afliore, where the Marriage was 
efNew- confummated the fame Night. The exad: Neutrality 
burg. which Portugal has obferved during the late Wars, which 
have hatrafled and exhaufted the greatett part of Europe , 
is the caufe there is nothing worthy ouf Obfervation to 
add relating to that Kingdom. Only this may be ob- 
ferved, that as the War has impoverished other Stalls, 
fo they by continuing in Peace, have vaftly enriched 
themfelves, and fo improved their Maritime Strength, 
that they have at this Prcfenr, near 100 SearMen, for 
one they had 20 Years ago, for now they Trade in 
their own Veflels to all parts of Europe, whereas at that 
time, ail their Commodities were transported upon For^ 
jreign Bottoms. And moreover their own particular 
Trade to their Plantations in America , and to India is 
vaftly augmented. Such are the Fruits of Peace, efpe- 
cially when other Nations fink under the Calamities of 
War. To conclude, there remains nothing more, but 
to fet down the Royal Iifue of Portugal . The Prefenc 
King Peter II. on the nth. of Augufl , 1687. as was 
faid before, marryed Mary Sophia , Princefs of Newburg. 
He had iffue by her, firft John , born in 1689, and dy¬ 
ed the fame Year. Secondly, another John, born in 
1690. Thirdly, Francis born, 1691. Fourthly, Louifa, 
born in 1694. And laftiy, Emanuel born in 1697.
